g. Who wai Ur. Allen I 

A. He wai burn al Roirhall in Lanca- 
slire In \b3i. and rose by his tilantx la be 
regarded as ■ alar of llie first maftnliude in 
the Univeriily of Osfurd. W)ien Queen 
Elizabeth proclaimed hFraell' Hie Chaint'-aii 
ari'rotealBiilisin, Ihe Uoclur threw oxide 
all hli prefermeiila, and rclired to Lnuvuiu. 
A few years later lie nettled at Uiinay, and 
became a rsllyln;; paint to sererai Kui;likb 
Catholics, who, nut being able to live wiili 
ihelr canaclence al buuio, bid fltvd upon 
Toluniary banish nun I. Hut tliu Uocior'a 
Driginaliniention " in admliiingaaGh resoii 
and convlctoi was nvl, (ni lie nflcn alTlrmed 
to F. rerson*,) tlial iliey ini^lil return to 
England lo teach and pieaeli lliu t^alliulic 
Failh ; but il was tor tiio purpose of mutual 
encouragement in virtue and learning, and 
the eaaler practice of tlieir rvligioui duties." 
Happily, however, this band of Confeisors 
became itispired wiili the iiobli: ambition ol 
perpetuating IhemMUea, and keeping alive 
(he lamp of Urtliodoiy in tlidr native coun- 
try. Wiih this view, Dr. Allen, in I50S, 
opeoed a Seminary at Douay, and Ihe lue- 
ceaiful e^aay of the Kev. Lewis llailow, 
the first Miaiionary who left ii tor England, 
animated (heir liopei and courage (o per- 
aereie in ibis Apostolic unilertaklDg. 

To this illualrioua S'leaident we may apply 
what is said of JudaaMacohabcus ^'dirreta 
at talut in manu rjui: tatificabat JaeiA 
in optribut tuU — et cougrrgarlt pert 
unlee.

with hand and heart in this pioas and useful 
enterprise ? 

A. None more so. They evinced the 
most disinterested and honourable zeal in 
promoting the studies and in helping the 
pecuniary wants of this io^raluable institu- 
tion. " The first certain stay, (says F. 
Persons,) that the Seminary of Douay ever 
had, was Fifty Crowns per month, which 
F. Anthony Possovinus provided from 
Rome by the Generars Order.*' When 
the Faction in Douay, encouraged by Re- 
quesens, successor to the Duke of Alva, 
obliged this community to quit the Town 
in Holy week, 1578, and to take refuge at 
Rheims (where they resided until their 
honourable recal L5 years later) F. Persons 
exerted himself so effectually in their favor 
with Philip II, King of Spain, as to obtain 
in I5SS, the Annual pension of 2000 Ducats 
for the Seminary. Again, when Mr. 
Gteorge Gilbert died at Rome, late in the 
year 15S3, the General Claudius Aquaviva 
wrote to Dr. Allen, that the deceased had 
given to the Noviceship of St. Andrew at 
Rome, 800 Crowns— that although the 
Order was grateful for this proof of benevo* 
lence, jet, believing that it would be a 
more acceptable service to God, if the whole 
was disposed in opem Anglica nationU, 
he had actually placed it at Dr. Allen*s 
disposal, either to relieve the exiles, or for 
a barse to support an agent at Rome, or for 
the better maintenance of his College at 
Hheims, or for any other pious work he 
should most approve. The cordiality and 
friendly feeling of the Jesuits, this great 
and good man was always ready to acknow- 
ledge. In his beautiful letter to F. five- 
rard Mercurian, 4th General, S. J. dated 
Rheims, 26 October, 1578, he says, ** dedi 
•peram semper^ ul nostri non aliis quam 
vettrU Studiis, Inslitutis, Moribut (quibua 
nihil ett hodie^ vel ad doetrinam expedi- 
litft, vel ad pietatem aineeriui, tel quod 
maximi nunc requirimug, ad zelum lu- 
erandarum animarum accommodaiius'^ 
pnecipui imhuerentur.'* To them he 
confessed himself indebted for his promotion 
to the Purple 7 August, 15S7, and until his 
happy death he never failed to exert the 
influence of his high station, in protecting 
and advancing the interests of the Order. 

In a letter of F. Henry Garnet to the 
above mentioned General Aquaviva, dated 
from London, t6 April, 1596, I read these 
remarkable words ** CoUegii Rhemensis 
Prates (Doctor Richardus Barret) tes' 
tatumfeeit, plus te a me, et S, Marty re 
Sotovello, qui nunquam Seminarii eujusvis 
alumni Jfuimus, aeeepistepecunia, quam 
Seeculares Prethyteri omnet eontulerint" 
In those days, the spirit of Religion promp- 
ted the Regular and Secular Clergy, to cul- 
tivate the roost unreserved intercourse, the 
most brotherly love and candour. And 
blessed were the fruits of this open -hear ted - 



ness ; for never did religion flourish so 
much.* 

Q. You said Dr. Allen was the original 
Adviser of employing Jesuits in the English 
Mission. Pray who were the first mem* 
bers selected for this purpose ? 

A. F. Robert Persons, who was named 
Superior, and F. Edmund Campian. 

Q. When did they reach England ? 

A. In the month of June, A. D. 1580. 

Q. Did their Missionary career last for 
a considerable time? 

A. No. F. Campian was apprehended 
about a twelvemonth later, and committed 
to the Tower, whence he was brought to |>e 
executed 1 December, 1581; but just before 
his condemnation, F. Persons had quitted 
England. Though absent, he laboured 
with indefatigable zeal for the good of his 
cotmtrymen, by publishing many learned 
and useful Works, and by procuring consi- 
derable funds for the education of youth, 

Q. Did any other Fathers succeed the 
last mentioned in the English Mission ? 

A. Yes; but sparingly for some time. 
Fathers Jasper Haywood, William Holt, 
and Thomas Cotham arrived here in the 
latter part of 1581 : F. William Weston 
in 1584: FF. Robert Southwell and Henry 
Garnet in 1586. During the Superiority 
of F. Garnet, the actual Members of the So- 
ciety in England, increased to 40. 

Q. How were these Missionaries go- 
verned ? 

A. By a Vice -Prefect, or local Superior 
appointed by the Prefect of the Mission, 
who resided at Rome. 

Q. Who were these Prefects at Rome ? 
A. F. Persons till his death in 1610. 
F.Thomas Owen until his death, 6 De- 
cember, 1618.

* I know nothing better written of the spirit and 
charity, and labors of the Society, than the 2l8t 
Chapter, Part IF of " Roma Sancta," by that Pro- 
digy of learning and piety. Dr. Gregrory Martin. 
The Original Folio MS. is at Ugbrooke. containing 
about 368 pp. was finished 9 April, 1581. 

Dr. Kellison also, 4th President of Douay College, 
in his Preface to the Hierarehy thus expresses him- 
self " I am no Regular; but I honour all Religloai 
Orders conflrnaed by the Church, and I esteem him 
no good Catholic, who doth not esteem tham. I 
profess but one Order, yet I affect all: and se. 
though I be of one side, I side not; tkoagh 
I be of one party, yet I am not partial. ^ 
praise all Orders of tha Chnreh ; but 1 dispraise 
none. I so extol one Order, as I depress not the 
other. I so right one, as I wrong not the other ; yet 
in righting all. I commend all, because all are com. 
mendable." Indeed every good Christian would 
adopt the sentiment of St. Paul " Omni modo, sive 
per occaslonem, sive per veritatem Christus annan-.

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College became the prolific Parent of 
Priests and Martyrs, and continued to sup* 
port a distiDguished reputation until the 
suppression of the Society in 1773. 

2. For a short time there was a College 
at £u in Normandy. Soon after F. Per- 
sons left England, Henry de Lorraine, 
Duke of Guise, gave him one hundred 
pounds, as a yearly pension, for a Semi- 
nary. The French Fathers of the Society 
accomodated them with a convenient house 
in the Town. This Establishment conti- 
nued from 1582, until 23 December, 1588, 
when that religious Prince was perfidiously 
murdered at Biois. 

8. To F. Person's influential exertions, 
our Nation was indebted for the endowment 
of St. Alban's Seminary at Valladolid in 
1589, ofSt. Hermenegild's at Seville ; St. 
Oeorge*8 at St. Lucar ; also of a Residence 
at Lisbon, all erected in the course of the 
year 1592. 

4t As for St. Omer'ft College, an annual 
pension of 1 0,000 Crowns was assigned to 
it in 1593, by that munificent Patron of 
Catholicity, King Philip the II, of Spain. 
This Foundation flourished with great 
splendour until the arbitrary expulsion of 
the English Fathers, without even the sha> 
dow of Judicial Process, in August, 1762. 
The Schools were thence removed to Bru- 
ges: here again in October, 1773, the 
Faith of the Austrian Government was 
ba&ely violated by the seizure and disper- 
sion of the Community, and the plunder of 
their property. 

Q. But where was the English Novici- 
ate? 

A. Originally at Louvain. The Lady 
Aloysia de Caravajal of Valladulid be- 
queathed 22 December, 1604. twelve thou- 
sand ducats towards the foundation of a 
Noviciate. In consequence St. John's 
house at Louvain was hired for the purpose 
until something more eligible should offer : 
and it was used as such from 1606, until 
Nov. 1614, when they removed to a very 
convenient Residence in the City of Liege. 
This had been obtained by the active exer- 
tions of F. John Gerard and the liberality 
of George Talbot, of Grafton,* Esq, who in 
the sequel became the 9ih Earl of Shrews- 
bury, and died 2 April, 1630 The pious, 
valiant^ and munificent Prince Maximilian, 
Duke of Bavaria, at their recommendation, 
befriended this rising establishment. His 
splendid endowment bearing date 8 Septem-

Besides the 
above* mentioned Colleges, we roust men- 
tion the House of the Third Probation at 
Ghent, begun in 1620 (p. 425 More's Hist) 
by the pious generosity of Ann (Daere) 
the Countess of Arundell and widow of 
Philip, the Earl of Arundell, who had died 
in the Tower of London, 19 October, 1595, 
not without suspicion of being poisoned, 
after ten years and a half imprisonment (p. 
188, Morels Hist.)t It was opened about 
August, 162 l.t Hither the veterans, 
(Emeriti) often retired, to prepare them, 
selves for the last passage into eternity.

Q. What information can you o£fer on 
the subject of the Irish MIbsiod ?

Francis Borgia, this Mission began to be 
regularly supplied with Fathers or acknow- 
ledged merit and abilities. But uatil the 
year 1620, they were usually attached to 
the persons or houses of the Gentry : after 
that period they obtained Stations of their 
own, which increased to 8 Colleges and 
Residences, some of which counted 8 mem- 
bers in community, and none less than three. 
The NoTitiate was at length esiablisbed at 
Kilkenny, but shortly afrerwards removed 
toGalway. Yet this prosperous stale of 
things was blighted. withered and destroyed, 
in the tempestuous visitation of that Thun- 
derbolt, Oliver Cromwell. From the ara of 
this successful Usurper, and Despot, until 
the dissolation of the Order in 1773, 
several Fathers, in defiance of the terrors 
of the infamous Penal Laws, were never 
wanting to cultivate the Irish Vineyard : 
although the majority of the Irish Members, 
were drafted into the other Provinces of 
the Society, and especially in Colleges at 
Salamanca, Rome, Paris, and Polctiers. 

The last Members of the Ancient Society 
had died away, when the Mission was re- 
stored by F. Peter Keoney, in November, 
1811. Under bis auspices the College of 
Clongowes Wood, in the County of Kildare, 
was opened in 1814. and some time after a 
Seminary at Tullabeg, in the King*sCounty* 
The Mission, revived in the same manner 
as it existed before the Suppression, became 
erected into a Vice- Province, by the 
present General, in October, 1829. 

Q. Had the Scotch FF. any Colleges in 
their own Country ? 

A. None whatever ; but they possessed a 
small College at Douay, and were adminis- 
trators of houses for their N ation at Madrid, 
Paris, and Rome. After the expulsion 
from Dou ay by the French Parliament, in 
1762, a College was obtained at Dinant in 
the territory of Liege, into which F.John 
Pepper entered with his little Community, 
in April, 1764. He was succeeded as 
Rector of the house in 1772, by F. George 
Maxwell : and in September, of the next 
year, the College was involved in the gene- 
ral destruction. 

Q. How has the Anglo-American Mis- 
sion been perpetuated and governed since its 
foundation in 1634 ? 

A. It was dependent for Its supply of 
Members on the £nglish Province, until the 
Suppression of the Society of Jesus in 1773, 



Jesnits made their first entrance into Ireland by 
the mean* of Robei tWancop, Archbishop of Armagh, 
who assisted at some of the Sessions of the Council 
of Trent, aod died at Paris in one of the Hoases 
belonging to the Society, 10 November, 1557." (In 
the Suppleraentum Indicis Concilii Tridentlni, this 
Abp. is said to have been elected Primate o f Armagh 
in 1541— to have passed by the name of PlsnanrtM 
8cotu8 and to have died in 1551.) The above Bio- 
grapher of St. Patrick adds '« The Jesuits in King 
James the ll's Reign, had a very decent Chapel. In 
Mass or Lucy's Lane, near the Inns Quay (Dublin) 
now made use of by the French Hogonots." 
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and was governed by a local Superior. 
Since the declared Independence of tlie Uni- 
ted Stales, the Members of the Society have 
rapidly increased. They have a Novitiate 
at Whiteniarsb, and also a College at George 
Town, near Washington. This is the 
oldest Seminary in the United States, being 
founded immediately after the Revolutionary 
War, and was raised by Congress to the rank 
of an University, 1 May, 1815. The Mis- 
sion of Maryland revived in 1808, wan 
erected into a Province by a publication of 



the decree of the present General, F. John 

Rothaan, in July, 1883, and F. William 

Me. Sherry,* a native of Virginia, was in- 
stalled the first Provincial. 

« To this Revfrend Father the Legltlatara o 
Maryland has recently applied for all the iBforma- 
tion that can be obtained relative to the firat aettle- 
ment of the Colony in that Country. So great is the 
Increase of the Society in the United State*, that it 
was stated in the address delivered in their Church 
of Su Joseph. Philadelphia, on Sunday 27 Septem- 
ber, 1840, (the Tricentuy Anniversary of the 
Order) that they had then 800 Pitetts or Brethrea, 6 
CoUtges, and 1200 Students.

Abernetby Thomas.^I find by his 
letter dated Oouay, 16th Aug. 1683, that 
he had safely arrived there from Rome. H« 
was a missionary in Scotland in 1636, and 
attached to the family of the Marquis off 
Huntly. Further particulars I cannot re- 
cover. 

Anderson, James. — All that I can learn 
of him is, that he governed the Scotch 
college at Madrid a very long time. 

Much misconception prevails about the 
Scotch college which formerly existed at 
Madrid. The truth appears to be, that a 
royal palace in that dty, not beiug found 
sufficiently commodious for the residence 
of the sovereign, was appropriated, in the 
first place, to the use of the Scotch Embassy, 
and was so used for very many years ;— - 
that on the accession of James 1, to the 
crown of England in 1603, the palace was 
abandoned by the then Scotch ambassador ; 
-—that King Philip III. proceeded to allot 
one side of the building to the purposes of a 
Scotch college, under the direction of 
Scotch Jesuits, and ordered that the other 
three sides should be let out to their tenants, 
and that the rents thence arising should go 
to the support of the said college. The 
king of Spain was therefore the Founder. 
Yet some other individuals, especially Col, 
Semplcy were great benefactors. Until 
1732, the house was invariably governed by 
Jesuits, when it was thought advisable for 
the community to be transferred to Douay, 
with the liberty of receiving the rents as 
before. The FF. at Douay continued so to 
receive the rents until their expulsion from 
Douay by the French government, about 32 
years later. It may perhaps be difficult to 
supply the list of the rectors at Madrid ; 
but we meet with

Anderson, Patrick, was born in the 
county of Elgin, or Moray. His mother 
was sister to Dr. John Lesley, bishop of 
Ross, that model of faithful adherence to 
royalty in distress, in the person of Marv 
Stuart. After attending the grammar school, 
at Elgin, and then the university of Edin- 
burgh, Patrick went abroad, and joined the 
Society of Jesus at Rome in 1597, and in 
due time he acquired the reputation of an 
eminent linguist, mathematician, philosopher 
and divine. Being ordered to the Scotch 
mission, he reached London in Noyember, 
1609, and after a short stay in that capital, 
prosecuted his journey towards his native 
country. Admirable were the fruits of his 
apostolical career, in the conrersioii of the 
old and the young, of the noble and the 
poor, even of several members of his own 
respectable family, amongst whom may be 
mentioned his brother, whom he reconciled 
to God, and whom he prepared to die in the 
most edifying sentiments of piety. In bis 
missionary excursions through the High- 
lands and Lowlands, he had to encounter 
incredible fatigue and privations; every 
place was full of suspicion and danger ; and 
his hair-breadth escapes from the hands of 
his fanatical persecutors, as detailed in his 
narrative, manifest the special interpositions 
of a kind Providence in his favour. Twice 
he was in immediate peril from the informa- 
tion given to the privy council and its cruel 
president. Lord George Hume, Earl of 
Dunbar, by two false brethren, one of whom 
the Father had actually employed as secre- 
tary; but when his apprehension was deemed 
quite certain, God was pleased to rescue 
him from danger. To these false brethren 
and their families, the good Father rendered 
in the sequel the kindest offices and benefits, 
and he remartcsi that nothing is more be- 
coming a member of the Society of Jesus, 
than to repay good for evil, and to return a 
blessing for a curse. Receiving orders 
from his superior, F, James Gordon, 
(Huntly) to meet him in France, he quitted 
Scotland late in 1611. It is a remarkable 
fact that at the time of his departure, there 
was but one priest in all Scotland, and he 
very old and infirm. Two worthy secular 
priests, Andrew Creighton and Roger Lind- 
say, had been apprehended in August, 1610 ; 
and after suffering imprisonment had been 
sentenced to perpetual banishment. To 
supply this dearth F. Anderson collected 
nearly one hundred promising youths in 
Scotland, eager to serve God and the church, 
as I find in a letter written by F. Gordon, 
and dated the 11th March, 161 1. 

In Scotland the dreadful engine of ex- 
communication had at this period directed 
its full force against the Catholic body. 
When once that abominable sentence was 



pronounced by the kirk against the Catholic 
victim, he could neither inherit property 
nor enter into a legal covenant, nor claim a 
debt, nor form the marriage nnion^ At the 
end of a year's absence from the parish con- 
venticle, the Catholic was liable to be cited 
by the preacher of the word^ who alone 
Has to decide on the suflSciency of his rea- 
sons for such absence. Should the Catholic 
prove contumacious, the frightful sentence 
was fulminated ; his property at once became 
confiscated to the crown ; his person con- 
signed to safe custody ; and such was the 
envenomed hatred of the Scotch Puritans to 
the professors of the ancient faith, that they 
would neither break bread with them after 
such sentence, nor speak to them, but would 
shun them as if infected with pestilence. 
Here in England, our recusants, who pos- 
sessed interest or wealth, might, compara- 
tivelv speaking, live at their ease. 

Alter recruiting his strength and filling 
the office of first Jesuit Fvcctor of the Scotch 
college at Rome, C^bich was founded in 
1600, by Pope Clement y III, and committed 
to the direction of the Jesuits in 1615,) F. 
Anderson was allowed by his superiors to 
return to Scotland. Finishing his visitation 
of the Highlands, he proceeded to the south, 
when he was betrayed on St. Patrick's day, 
i7th March, 1620, into the hands of the 
magistrates of Edinburgh, by a pretended 
Catholic, Alexander Boyd, whose honor 
could not resist the bribe ot .^6. sterling. 
During his rigid confinement in the Tolbooth 
the good father, whose constitution was 
greatly impaired, bad to stand several ex- 
aminations, during which he gave evident 
proofs of superior learning and invincible 
constancy. He was threatened with the 
barbarous torture of the BooU^ in which 
the legs of the prisoner were so compressed 
that the blood and sometimes the marrow 
started from the oompiessed part. But 
nothing could intimidate his generous soul, 
which panted for martyrdom. Quis mihi 
triimat, he says^ utpro dulcissimo Do" 
mino Jesu mortar ? O felix hora, qua 
comparatur ceterna ilia felicUas ! But 
whilst in daily expectation of death, he was 
restored to liberty, at the intercession of, as 
it is thought, the French ambassador, the 
Marquis Deffiat, who chose him for his 
confessor. Be died quielly in London, oa 
the 24th of September, 1624, ffitat. 49. 

We have from his pen The Ground qf 
the Catholicke and Roman Religion tn 
the Word of Qod, 4to. 1623. It is divided 
into three jparts, the firstcontaining60 pages, 
the second 160 pages, the third 174 pages. 
P. John Mambrecht, S. J. in a letter dated 
London, 3 1st of December, 1624, states, 
that F. Anderson had prepared for the press 
two other parts of the above-mentioned 
highly esteemed work, as also a little Eng- 
lish Manual for Scotland. Whether th^ 
were ever printed I cannot ascertain.

When lie bad compleled the course 
ot four years of Divinity at Dauay, here- 
turned to SeoUand as a missionary towards 
the end nf June. 174L. The late -llr. 
Charles Butler, p. 500, Vol.11, ofhls/ftf- 
torieal Memoiri, quoting Dr. Maelaine, 
■nd staling that the nnsucceaiful attempts 
of the Stuarts, in 17 IS and in 1743, oeoa- 
(ioned an increase or severity towaida the 
Catholics, adds, that Frt. Gordon and 
Camtrom, qf the Society nf Jeiut, avre 
impriiotud. He might have added that 
Fr. Cameron died in captivity at Oravea- 
enJ, igih Oclober, 1746. 

Christie, Geor«e, was Hector oF his 
brethren at Louvaia in ld9S- Thiilillia 
Commnniiy was founded by Dr. Cheyney, a 
Canon of Toornay, for hia Scotch coutltry- 
men in 1&76, but waa removed to Ponl-a- 
Moaiaon, by permission of Clement VIII. 
dated atb April, Ifi91, to Douay: and 
after a short stay it proceeded to Louvaln, 
where It remained till 1G06. when it finally 
resettled al Douay, and cantinued to flou- 
rish under the direction of Scotch Jesuits, 
until tbe year 1763. I meet with F.Cbris- 
tie at Douay, in the spring of 1622. Six 
years later he was chaplain lo the Coumlett 
LitiUthgew, who was privately a Catholic. 
Having completed 51 years in Iha Society, 
tbe good old man died most piously on the 
llth of April, IS20, and was attended In 
his last momenta by F. Robert Valens, 
one of the nine Jesuits then in Scotland. 
Chhiitib, WiLLiAH, Called the Ju- 
nior, came on the Scotch mlaaion in the 
year 1695. F. John Mambiecht, in a 
leller dated 7lh April, 1686, says ol him.

that he was a model of apostolic zeal and 
labour; that he had already reconciled to 
the Catholic faith more than 400 persons. 
During this time he had no regular station, 
but subsequently he became attached to 
the Marquis of Huntly's family, and as- 
sisted at that nobleman's most edifying 
death at Dundee, on 15th June, 1636. 
Quitting Scotland be reached the Continent 
2dth of January, 1642, as I find by his 
letter of 6th March following. He suc- 
ceeded F. Robert Gall, as Rector of the 
seminary at Douay, 17th March, 1650. 
Further particulars I am unable to collect. 

Clarke, Alexander, born in 1669, 
entered the Order at the Age of 20, was 
professed at Loretto, 2 Feb. 1706. This 
father was certainly Rector of the Scotch 
Seminary at Madrid ; and I read in a let- 
ter of F. Rd. Plowden, addressed 26th Oct. 
1726, to F. Thos. Eberson, the Rector of 
the English College at Liege, '* F. Clarke, 
the Scotch Jesuit, made Confessor to the king 
of Spain in place of F. Bermudez, who has 
his cong^. This will promote the affairs of 
the Scotch college at Madrid ; this change is 
attributed to the Queen." 

Clinton, Alexander — His real name 
was Mac Kenzie; he was born 23rd 
of March, 1730, entered the Novitiate in 
1749, and se?en years later was sent to 
the London Mission. Here he had ample 
field for exertion, and was deservedly es* 
teemed and admired for his fatherly atten^^ 
tion to the poor, and especially to the un- 
fortunate prisoners. In 1767 he was raised 
to the rank of a professed father. The 
late Thomas Weld, of Lullworth, Esqr., 
charmed with his merits and social qualities, 
engaged him for his chaplain in 178t. 
Retiring from that situation about 14 years 
later* he went to Ireland, where he died 
5th June, 1800. We have from his pen —

2. The Spiritual Guide. 

3. A treatise on frequent Communion, 
(dedicated to the venerable bishop Chal- 
loner), 12mo. 1780, London, pp. 44)6. He 
translated from the French of Fere Grou, 
Moral Instructions extracted from St.

Was he not also 
the compiler of *'The poor prisoners' ('om- 
forter." 12mo. London. 1764, pp. 228. 

CoLLisoN, George, entered the Society 
1696, in the Province of Thoulouse. 

Conns Alexander. — He has left an 
interesting MS. Report of the Scotch 
Mission in 1663, where twelve Jesuits 
were then actively employed. He was in 
Scotland ten years later. Though a great 
valetudinarian, he was employed at Paris, 
in September, 1660, in negociating thd 
aflfairs of his brethren* 



Crbitton, William. — This father 
was possessed of considerable zeal and 
talent, but was deficient in judgment. To 
his misplaced confidence, may be principally, 
ascribed the failure of Pope Pius the Fourths 
secret embassy to Mary Queen of Scots ^ 
See p. 105, of Tanner*s Confessors of die 
Society of Jesuits." From the diary kept 
in the Tower of London, by the Rev.. 
Edward Rishton, we learn that F. Creit-^ 
ton, on returning from Scotland (where 
he had converted the Earl of Arran), 
was apprehended and committed to thai 
prison on the 16th of September, 1584. 
How long he remained in custody I know 
not; but F. Persons addressed letters to 
him at Seville in 1596. It is clear that 
James VI of Scotland had actually em- 
ployed him in a delicate embassy ; for in a 
letter to F. Thomas Owens, dat^ 4th June 
1005, he says, ** Our Kyng had so great 
fear of ye nombre of Catholiks, and ye 
puissance of Pope & Spaine, yt he ofi'ered 
libertie of Conscience, and sent me to Rome 
to deal for ye Pope's favor & making of a 
Scottish Cardinal ; as I did shaw ye Kyng's 
letters to F. Parsons." Having no guile 
himself, he suspected none in his weak and 
hollow-hearted Sovereign. He was living 
at Paris in 1615, and, in a letter, written 
14th July, that year, he says, •* Varum est 
setatem me non gravare multum, quamvis 
anni abundant." The date of his death I 
have yet to learn* 

Rev. William Waytes visited Scotland^ 
(under the direction of F. Persons), and 
whose letter received Ly the latter I5tb 
September, 15S2, is to be seen pp. 1 16-7-8 
of F. More's History.* 

CR00KSUANK&, Alexander, occurs rec- 
tor of the Scotch college at Douay, 30tk 
January, 1748. 

CuRLE, HippoLiTus.— In our notice of f^ 
Geo. Christie, we glanced at the original 
foundation of (be Scotch seminary at Pont-a- 
Mousson, and its various movements. These- 
were occasioned by the failure of funds, by 
the unhealthiness of Pont-a-Mousson,bytbe 
inconvenient distance from the coast, by the 
wars round Lou vain, and by the absence 
of proper accommodations. It is true that 
several generous individuals came to their 
relief, and supplied the means of subsistence. 
Amongst these benefactors we may particu- 
larize Mr. Cuthbert and George Christie, 
canons of St. Quiatin's Church, Picardy;. 
Wm. Meldrum, quondam precentor of the 
cathedral chnrchof Aberdeen; Hon. Robert 
Seton, son of Lord Seton ; Messrs. Lacy 
and Wilson ; Rev. John Weymes, chaplain of 
our Lady at Bruges ; and Rev. John Grier. 
"defamilia Lagne in Scotia canonicus 
ecclesiw 5. Petri inAnderleb^ in Fiandria 
prope Bruxellas,** But above all. Dr.

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bsarl of Hippohtus was sensibly affec led ; he 
sighed after the participation of Ihe sama 
liappiuBss. This was in ihe year 1065. 
Three years later he defended UniierssI 
Philosophy with great applause, and llien 
hunibly petitioned for admission inlo the 
Society. Ha was accepted, and entered a 
novice atTourniy. Duringlhesecondyear 
of his noviceihip. his aunt Elizabeth Curie 
died at Antwerp vir. agth of Waich, 1619; 
and by lier death he recaivad a considerable 
accession to liis farlone ; for he had now 
the command of sixty thousand aotins. Be- 
fore be made bis simple vows he geDerousiy 
devoled Ihe bulk of this patrimony to the uie 
of the eslablishmeni. At Iho death of F. John 
Robe. I3lh March, lil33, F. Curie, who may 
insliy be called the second founder of iha 
college f toi with his money ii was erecled) 
was apiroinled its rector. For hi. perpelual 
remembrance, his picture was set up after 
his death in Ihe college refectory ; near him 
was the correct view of his college, with Ihe 
following inscription benealh:—

Dountts, Francis,— Ho was edutiled 
from childhood in France, and evinced ta- 
lenli for the pulpil. He reached Ediobuigh 
as a missionary on ihe 381h May, lOl^ ; but 
bectme so alarmingly unwell, that his me- 
dical frienda urged bis departure before ttiat 
winter to a war.ner climale. He aclually 
embarked lo go abroad, but wis driicn back 
by contrary «indi, as 1 find by K, VVillium 
Aloyiius Letley'a teller, dated Edinburgh. 
7 December, 1686. Probably he died 
ihortly after his relUTB to Douay. 

DouQLia, AacilANGEL, born of Scotcll 
paraols It Verdun, 27 April. 1077; joined 
the Society at Toutnsy, 21 February, 169S. 
and the same ysar passed over lo ibe 
Austrian Province. 

Dhukuond. CuiHLEs, bom n Jnly. 
IB86; entered the Novitiate at Palis II 
September, laOO : ten years later was a 
SluiIeDt of Divinity. 

DausiuD^D, William, (alias JlfrVore) 
bornSlSepietnber.lGSO; attheage of Iti 
consecrated himself to God in religinn. 
DuGUiD, Alexander, born Sih March 
171 1 : studied Humanilies and Philosphy in 
the Naiional College at Douay : eniLTcd ihu 
NoTitialB o( Ihe Society at Tournay. SS 
September, 17Sa. After paisiog Ihiough va- 
rious offices he arrived in Scotland, '2G 
December, 17S9, to serve the miisioii ,■ was 
admilteolo the profession of Ihe solema 
vows of his Older, S May. 1717, at Aber- 
deen. He is said to have died at Elgin, 31 
Septemher, 178D. 

Uuoujo, Charles, born Blh January, 
1748, U. S. Studied Humanities in ihe 
Scotch Col lene, Douay; inroiled himself 
at Tournay amongst the chilJreu of SI. 
Ignatius, 2B September, I7<)1 and pro- 
nounced bis simple vowa on Michaelmas day, 
1760. After leaching lloroanities (or on« 
year il Mons, he was ordered lo Ponl-a- 
Mousson; but forced loeniigrale with his 
brethren, he floished his I'hilosophical and 
Tbeological course in the Fnglish College 
at Liege. Bui 1 suspect Ibis is F. Charles 
Leslie. 

Dt'ouiD, JosEFU, brother of Alex- 
ander, born eib January, 1713. After 
studying for a shorl period wilh his brother 
at Dciuay, he pioctcdcti to Spain, and 
llience to Auntf, where he embraced the 
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Institute of St. Ignatius, 20 January. 
1713. When he had completed his No- 
Yiceship in that city, he applied himself 
to Philosophy; but the climate disagreeing 
with his constitution, he returned to 
Douay, where he finished the remainder 
of his studies; proceeding to Scotland, he 
reached Edinburgh 20 June, 1742. He 
was raised to the rank of a Professed 
Father, 34 March, 1747; and died in 
Edinburgh, 28 February, 1775. 

DuouiD, George, also brother of 
Alexander. He died about the year 1760 ; 
but I can recover no details. 

Durham, Stephen. This Father was 
at Edinburgh in August, 1704 ; I meet 
with him at Edinburgh, 9 Sept., 1712. 

Durham, William, was born in 1651, 
entered the Society at Paris 21 December, 
1673, made his solemn profession Feb- 
ruary 4, 1689, in Scotland, while serving 
the Mission. In 1709, was apprehended 
and banished the realm. I have seen his 
letter dated from Paris, 1 October,^ 1706, 
to the Assistant of Germany, imploring, 
as Procurator of the Scotch Mission, 
and as Consultor, that an Italian 
Jesuit might not be appointed for a 
third time to the Presidency of the Scotch 
College at Rome — that such appointment 
would give displeasure to the English 
(Stuart) Court, who would prefer a Scotch 
Father. 

DuRiE, John, of Fifeshire. This 
Father is highly commended by F. Posse- 
Tinus for his learning and eloquence. F. 
Southwell, (p. 440, Bibliotheca Scripto- 
rum, S. J. ) says, that F. Durie, was living 
at Clermont College, Paris, in 1582. 
''Jam turn Presbyter et Theohffus," 
and that he died in Scotland 20 Oct. 166S. 
(Query 1598 or 1608?) His elegant and 
victorious confutation in Latin of Whita- 
ker's Reply to Campian's Decern Bationes, 
was printed at Paris, 8vo. 1582, pp. 466. 
and at Ingolstadt, 8vo. A. D. 1585, pp. 
856, bearing for title *' Confutatio Respon- 
sionis G. Whitakeri ad x Rationes, qui- 
bus fretus Edm. Campianus Certamen An- 
glicans Bcclesiee Ministris obtulit in causa 
Fidei.*' 

Eglin, * All that I can learn 

of this Father is, that he reached the 
Scotch Mission early in 1627 ; but owing 
to weak health, he was forced to return 
to Douay within a twelvemonth. 

Elphinston, William. What I 
can learn of this saintly novice is from 
Drew's Fasti, S. J. who affirms that 
he died at Naples, 16 April, 1548, a 
most devout client of the blessed Virgin 
Mary. 

Elphinston. This Father is men- 
tioned as being aggregated to the French 
Province in Fi James Gordon's letter of 
the 1 1 March, 1612 to the General Clau- 
dius Aquaviva, and it was then proposed 



to send him to Scotland ; but it seems that 
he was sQnt to Spain. After January 24, 
1631, 1 lose all traces of him. 

Fairful, David Andrew, bornin 1646: 
at the age of 30 enrolled himself amoogstthe 
Novices : for a considerable period served 
the Scotch mission, where he was twice 
apprehended, and long imprisoned. On the 
2nd of February, 1697, wA promoted to the 
rank of a Professed Father. He was famed 
as a Preacher; made many converts in Scot- 
land and elsewhere, especially at Douay. 

Fairfull, David, was certainly rector 
of the Scotch College at Douay, in the 
summer of 1708. Eight years later I meet 
with him at Paris. 

FARQUHARBo>r, Charles, dlod in 1797. 
Farquharson, John, born 19 April, 
1699; entered the Society at Toumay, 
and became an excellent scholar. To- 
wanis the end of October, 1729. he landed at 
Edinburghto serve the mission. On 2 Feb- 
ruary, 1736, he made the solemn profession 
of the four vows. He was still living in 
1775. In p. 285 of the London and Dublin 
Orthodox Journal, April, 1836, a correspon- 
dent A. H. asserts that F. J. Charles ani 
John Farquharson were natives of Braeman, 
and belonged to the very ancient and respec- 
table bouse in Inveray, which suffered so 
much for its attachment to the Stuart family. 
Placed in the mission of Strathglass, In- 
vemesshire, F. John F. found the necessity 
of acquiring a competent knowledge of the 
Gaelic language. In Mrs. Fraser of Kit' 
bokie (Q. Catherine Mackenzie?) then con- 
sidered the best £rse-scbolar in the district, 
he experienced an invaluable guide. By 
degrees he formed an immense collection of 
Gaelic Poetry. The original Folio M S. in 
bis own hand-writing he deposited, in 1772, 
in the Scotch College, at Douay ; but those 
who ought to have kept this precious trea- 
sure in cedar wood, suffered it to be thrown 
aside and to perish, and to he applied to 
every ignoble purpose. The whole of Os- 
sian*9 Poems, translated by Macpherson, 
were in F. Farquharson's collection, and 
many others either not known to Macpher- 
son, or at least not published by him. F. 
Farquharson frequently quoted the original 
passages of Ossian, with remarks on the in- 
feriority of Maepherson's translation. F. 
John F. was taken prisoner about the year 
1745, whilst saying Mass, and conveyed to 
Edinburgh in his sacerdotal vestments. Af- 
ter many sufferings, he was restored to li- 
berty, and lived several years afterwards 
abroad ; when he finally returned to Scot- 
land, and resided with his nephew, Mr. F. 
of Inveray. There he died suddenly, and 
was buried at Braeman. llis Rev. Brother 
Charles, who died 1797, was interred in the 
same grave. 

Ferguson, Alexander, born 10 Jan- 
uary, 1672 ; embraced the Institute of St. 
Ignatius, 29 November, 1697. 
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ttoeslla. Ba Uvtd br wow dBB It 
; «M tppalntod b; iha Qan. H. 
bwini, Beetar of tha SeoUfa Collens

GERNEit, James.— All that 1 cin learn of 
him is from a letter written by hioi from 
Edinburgh, 29 May, lOGS, in which he ear- 
nestly recommends that a spiritual Father of 
theii OWD nation may he assigned to the col- 
lege where the Scotch youths ate sent over 
for tlieir aindies. Ha stales it as his opinion, 
that Father George Mortimer, nhn is still 
detained a prisoner at GIas<;ow, but wlioss 
deliverance has already betn signed by tbe 
Government at the instance of the Spanish 
ambassador at London, would be fltlcd for 
that office, if not allowed to fulluw his func- 
Imcs in Scotland. He mentions Cameran 
and Potrlel:, whose arrival he was expect- 
ing ; as also (hat he had aent Alczeuder 
Ugilvie, liuignem luWeefuni, oho laiiyear 
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had returned from Douay to Scotland, to 
begin his noviceship at Nanci. 

GoRCONf Alexander, was born 12 
April, 1703 : repaired to the Scotch Col- 
lege at Douay, in 171S; continued bis 
studies there until September, 1723, when 
he joined the Society at Tournay. In due 
time he was ordered to Scotland, where he 
arrived 30 June, 1734. On the 2 Feb- 
ruary, 1739, be was admitted to the pro- 
fession of the four yows at Aberdeen. Ap-- 
frehended as a Priest, he died a prisoner at 
nverness, about the middle of May, 1746. 

GoaDON Alexander, born 25 July, 
1657; at the age of 20 became a member 
of the Order in the Venetian Province. 

Gordon, Alexander, of Scotch ex- 
traction, but born in Poland In 1681; 
joined the Society in 1696,in ihe Province 
of Lithuania. 

Gordon, Alexander Joseph, born 19 
March, 1707 : at the age of 20 entered the 
novitiate at Bourdeaux. He came to the 
Scotch mission 5 November, 1744, and 
the same year made his solemn religious 
vows at Munshes, in Galloway. 

Gordon, Charles. — He was taken pri- 
soner vrith Father ftlarvel by an English 
ship, and committed to prison in 1694; but 
enlarged on bail shortly after. 

Gordon, James. Of this name I find 

four Fathers. Tlie first \vas the fifth son of 
George, fourth Earl of Huntly, and was born 
in 1541. Leaving Scotland, he enrolled 
himself at Rome among the children of St. 
Ignatius, on 20 September, 1563. After 
filling the highest offices in various colleges 
of the Society throughout France, be was 
appointed *'Nifiicttt5 ApottoUeus,** for 
Ireland, and Prefect of the Scotch mission. 
His glowing zeal obtained for him the honor 
and happiness cf being the *' Vinetus Ckri- 
sti/* both in his native country and in Eng- 
land, but the only grief of this humble, reli- 
gious, and truly apostolical Priest, was to 
be denied the glory of shedding his blood, 
and sacrificing his life in the cause of his 
crncified Maimer. This noble and good 
father died at Paris, on Good Friday 1 6 
April, 1620, aged 77, and in the 50 year 
of his religious profession; and his inter- 
ment was conducted with unusual pomp and 
solemnity. The character of this illustrious 
Jesuit, as di'awn by his relative Sir Robert 
Gordon, (p. 363, Genealogy of the Earls of 
Sutherland, folio, Edinburgh, 1813), will 
interest and amuse the reader: — 

"In the moupth of April 1620 yeirs, upon 
Good Fryday, Mr. Jambs Qordoun, (a 
Jesuite and the Marquis of Huntlie, his 
uncle) died at Paris in tha street of Sanct 
Anthonie in the Jesuits* College, vhere he 
lyes bureid — a verie learned and godlie man, 
who from his infancie had forsaken the 
pleasures of this world, and did altogether 
give himselfi' to the service of G od • He was 
much respected and reverenced by that So. 



cietie for his holieness of lyff and conversa- 
tion. The onlie Phenix of this Sect, much 
abhorring their damnable positions of mur- 
dering and dethroning of Kings*'! ! ! 

In page 4, of the life of his nephew, (8vo. 
Douay, 1628, Jno. Forbes, alias Father 
Archangel, who died a Capuchin Friar at 
Tenerarmunde, 2d August, 1606, set. 36,1 
read what follows: — 

'* That noble personage and verie Rev, F. 
James Gordon, Huntley, unkle of F. Arch- 
angel, a true and elect Priest of God, verie 
lately deceased, after much miserie which he 
endured in Scotland for the consolation of 
the faitbfull, refused peremptbrilye the Mar- 
quiship descending to him by the death of 
his elder brethren, though ofi'ered to him by 
the politique statesmen, choosing rather to 
be an abject in the house of God. and in the 
most holie Societie of Jesus, in which he 
liFed and died, and ander the yoak of obe- 
dience to pass a long and voluntarie martyr- 
dom in banishment, than to have that con- 
tentment and estate of temporall greatness 
and felicity." 

F. Gordon was the author of '* Contro' 
rertiarum Christiatue Fidei advertut 
ht^jus temporU Haretieos Epitome" The 
first volume appeared at Poictiers in 1612; 
the second at Paris in 4to.; but John Kin- 
chius reprinted these with a third part in 
8vo. at Cologne, in 1620. 

Q. Is this the F. Gordon mentioned in 
Dr. Lingard's 4to. Edition of the History of 
England, (p. 559, Vol. V. note 87), as 
having formed the project of getting Ara- 
bella Stuart out of England ? 

Some of his letters written in a clear and 
bold hand at the age of 72, from Paris, are 
still extant, and mark him as the man of 
business, and most zealous for the interests 
of religion and the good of his country. 

Gordon, Jambs, of the house of 
Lesmoir. county Aberdeen, was admitted 
into the Society at Paris in 1573. After 
teaching Theology with distinguished repu- 
tation, he was appointed rector of Tholouse 
and then of Bordeaux College, and in his 
old age was summoned to court to be Con- 
fessor to Louis XIII. He died at Paris, 
17 November. 1641, «t. 88, 8oc,68, Prof. 
52. This learned Jesuit sent to the Press — 

1. " Opus Chronologicum, Annorum 
seriem, Regnorum mutationes, et Rerum 
toto orbe gestarum memorabilium Seriem 
Annumque a JUundi exordia ad nostra 
usque tempora complectens*" It appeared 
at Poictiers in 1613 and at Cologne the year 
after, in two folio volumes, the first of which 
contains 180 pages, the second 518 pages.

QoRDON. Jamks, after long serving the 
Scotch mission, cum laude, was minister in 
the College of Arras, and wts one of the 
three Scotch Fathers proposed to the Gene- 
ral Thyrsus Qonzales in January, 1691, to 
be appointed Superior of his brethren in 
Scotland. 

GoBDON, Jambs, born 16 September, 
1703 : became a Novice at Rome, 27 Oc- 
tober, 1719, and at the end of this probation, 
repeated his simple vows, 28 October, 
1721 ; in the sequel, he acquired the repuia- 
tlon of being an excellent scholar. 

Gordon, John, was born 1638, entered 
the Society at Tournay, 1660, taught hu- 
roaoiUes for 5 years, and philosophy for 9 
years at Donay ; made the solemn profes- 
sion of the four vows in 1676, was Rector of 
the Scotch College at Madrid; and in 
1709 had been missionary in Scotland 
Thirty years^ I find him recommended 
for the office of Superior of his brethren 
in Scotland, by F. Fairfull, ia a letter writ- 
ten SO August, 170S. 

Gordon, Patrick, (who often passed by 
the name of John Johnttone)^ was born 
94 June, 1703 ; embraced tile Society at 
Tournay, 27 September, 1787. With F. 
Riddock he returned to Scotland, March 8, 
1736; and on February, 2, 1745, made 
the four sokmn vows, at Achoil. He was 
Superior of Ms brethren at the dissolution 
of the Society in 1773. 

Grant, John, was bom 15 August, 
1674, entered the novitiate at Rome 80 
November, J 696. I find by a letter of F, 
David Fairfull, dated Paiis, 21 Mafeh, 
1716, that at the request of that heroine and 
pride of her sex, the Lady Winifred (Hero 
t)ert) Countess of Nithsdale, F. John Graat 
vas appointed Tutor to her only son John, 
Lord Maxwell. Lady Winifred Herbert 
vas daughter of William, Marquis of Powis, 
«Dd through her coatrivance, her husband, 
William, fifth Earl of Nithsdale, escaped on 
23 of February, 1716, from the Tower, 
the evening before the day fixed for his 
execution. He died at Rome, 89 March, 
1744 ; her Ladyship survived him 6 years. 
Their ion and heir died at London, 4 Au- 
gust, 1776. 

Grant, James, was born in Scotland, 
86 November, 1781, was admitted ioto 
the Order 21 September, 1743, and became 
R professed Father, 2 February, 1759. He 
<lied in X^ndon, 6 May, 1769. 

Grant, William. I meet with two Fa- 
thers of this name. The Former was liviog 
In the N. of Scotland in 1641 and 1646. and 
oarrov^ly escaped apprehension In May 1647. 
The year after this he was admitted to the 
professionof the four vows. In the sequel 
be became Rector of the Scotch College 
at Madrid. 

Grant, WiLUAM.-^Tbe Second Fath er 
«f this name was still living in Scotland in 



November, 1793. He died at Deeside 1 
March, 1797. 

GnBBN. -This Father was 

at Olmutx in 1612, and was recommended by 
F. J. Gordon to his Superior of the ScotiA 
mission. 

Hat, Eomu nd, of the family of the Earls of 
Errol. He went through bis Noviceshlpat 
RomCk The discretion, presence of mind, 
and stoutness of heart, which he displayed 
in serving tlie cause of his unfortanate so. 
Teraiga, Mary Queen of Soots, neiited for 
him the honourable commendation of the 
sainted Ponti£f, Pius V. During his visit 
to Scotland, he had the comfort of reoon-' 
ciling to the Church, Frauds Earlof £rrol. 
Such was the opinion entertained ofhis talent 
for government, that he was appointed rector 
of the College of Clermont, theHrstsape* 
rior in the new College at Pont-a-Moasson, 
in Lorraine, and was assistant both forGer* 
many and France to Clandhis Aquaviva the 
fifth General of the Society. F. Hay finished 
his mortal course at Rome, on 4 November^ 
1591. *^VirvaUUrM§io$us^pmdknBatf9e 
erudUus,*' He was the author of'* Tke 
Contradietians qfCalvitu*^ 

Hat, JonN, of the Hay family of Dalgaty, 
entered the Society at Rome in 1A06. He 
was a man of commanding abilities, of pri> 
mitive fervour, apostolic zeal, and intantine 
docility. His merits as a Theologian were 
universally acknowledged. He died beloved 
and regretted at the college of Pont-a Mohs. 
son 21 May, 1607, " Mexagenario major.** 
We have from his pen ^* Certain Demandet 
eoneeming the Christian Religion and Hit^ 
c^ine, proposed to the Ministers of the 
new Pretended Kirk ^Seotlande^ bg John9 
Hay.ane Clerke oftheSocietie of Jesus,** 
8vo. Paris, IdSO. pp. 104. This has been re- 
printed. He published in Frenehhn apology 
for the said work. Also '* A Dispute with 
an anonymous Minister." Lyons, 4to. 1584 
*' A Reply to Boza." 8vo. Tours, 156a 
" Short Notes on the Holy Bible.'* Lyons. 
He translated into Latin tlie letters of his 
Missionary Brethren in Japan & Peru. 8vo. 
Antwerp. 1605. pp. 968. His MS. entitled, 
Uelteborum Joanni Serrano (Serres) the 
Calvinist, was in the Jesuits* ArchiTium at 
Rome in 1676. 

Hudson, Jambs, born 17 June, 1665 ; en- 
tered the Society at Bologna, 37 Sept. 1689, 
After completing all higher studies in 
Italy, and teaching Humanities there, he 
returned to his native country on 4 June, 
1704. This Professed Father resided with 
the Earl of Nithsdale, and is described in a 
letter of 9 September, 1712, as „ Vtr 
prudens et reiigiosus quisuum munus om^ 
ni cum diligentia obit, MuUis utiliSy omni- 
bus charus V* Whilst Superior of his 
brethren, he was apprehended in 1715, as 
Chaplain to the nolilem an above-mentioned, 
and committed to close custody. On his dis- 
charge he retired to Douay, where he died 
full of days and merits on 14 May, 1749. 
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Hume, JoHir.—I have seen a letter on 
business written with this signature from 
London, 8 June, 1610, but it may be a 
name assumed by F. William Christie. 

HuNNY, Albxander. — Acoordiug to 
Drews' Fasti, this Father died at Cambray, 
US March, 1606. He was a man of tenacious 
and prodigious memory, and a profound 
Greek and Latin Scholar. He had endeared 
himself to the soldiers, to whose service and 
spiritual comfort be devoted his time and 
attention It is said that he reconciled 
2,000 souls to the Catholic Church. 

Inglis, OiLBBBT. — I havo seen a letter of 
his, whilst Rector at Douay, written in a 
fine bold hand, 88 July, 1685. 

Innes, James. — After being Procurator 
^a Douay, he was appointed to the Scotch 
mission in 16S6,'where he was twice seized, 
imprisoned, and finally banished. He was 
still living in 1709. 

Innes, John. — I meet with two Fathers of 
this name. The first born 26 October, 1667 : 
entered the Society at Avignon, 2 November, 
1687 ; studied philosophy at Lyons, and 
Theology at Dole. In June, 1700, he re- 
turned as a missionary to Scotland. His 
station was in the Highlands, as I find in a 
letter of 1712, where, with his neighbours, 
F F. Meaia, Seaton, and Strahan, they lived 
very bard : straw or heath served them for 
bedding ; their drink milk and water ; wine 
or beer seldom passed their lips : their bread 
was made of barley ; but they were indem- 
nified by the suacess of their labours among 
the poor. 

The other John Innes was born 31 July, 
1668 : entered the Novitiate at Watten, 31 
October 1688, hut made his simple vows at 
Vienna, 1 November, 1690, studied Phi- 
losophy at Gratz, and Theology at Vienna. 
For eleven years he was employed as a 
missionary in Muscovy. This talented and 
worthy religionis returnd toScotland in 1718, 
and died in Q alio way, 6 May, 1757. 

Innes, Robert, was born I June, 1693, 
and became a member of the Society at 
Tournay, 29 September, 1713. After 
completing his studies, and teaching Hu- 
manities in several places, he arrived as a 
missionary at Aberdeen, 21 June, 1729 ; 
during the troublesome times be was apper- 
hended, and finally banished 15 May, 1751. 
Johnston, John.— See Gordon Patrick. 
Johnston, William, enrolled himself 
in the Order at Lyons in 1578 ; and subse- 
quently taught Philosophv and Scripture 
at Gratz with great commendation. He 
died there in high repute for piety and 
learning, 19 December, 1609, set. 47. He 
is said to have published a corrected 
Abridgment of Sleidan's History , and 
to have prepared for the press a *' Com' 
m^niary on Isaiah" 

Kellie, ■* I have met with the 

name of this Scotch Father in 16b6; but 
can discover no details. 
Kingiiorn, Geobge. -— I find in a letter 



of F. George Christie, bearing date Bdio- 
burg, 16 March, 1625, that brother George 
Kioghoro, a Temporal Coadjutor, had 
arrived safely from Madrid, with a message 
from Colonel Semple, who meditated great 
benefactions to his countrymen and the 
Society. 

Lambert, ■ Of this Father, 

who was living towards the middle of the 
18th century, I regret to be unable to give 
any account. 

Leith, Alexander, had laboured in 
the Scotch mission with exemplary zeal 
for several years, when he became a 
Postulant for admission into the Society of 
Jesus. His wish was acceded to, and he 
was ordered to Bourdeaux to make his 
Noviceship. Returning to the Scotch 
mission, like a giant refreshed, he cultivated 
that vineyard with all the fervour of an 
Apostle, and was a model of a good pastor, 
by his unaffected humility, meekness, love 
of poverty and self-denial, and tender 
regard for the interests of the poor. Yi\i\i 
such a spirit, he could not fail of producing 
an abundant harvest of souls. He died 
most piously in April, 1675. 

Leslet, Alexander, born in Aber* 
deenshire, 7 November, 1693. His father 
was Baron of Pitcaple; and his elder 
brother James died a General Ofiicer in 
the French service. 

Alexander was admitted into the Novi- 
tiate of the society 12 November, 1713, 
and to the profession of the four vows, 
2 February, 1729. Alter teaching Hu- 
manities for four years, and Philosophy 
for the same period, he was sent to the 
Scotch mission. Whilst a youny roissicn- 
ary there the following adventure occurred 
to him, which I give from a letter of his 
friend F. John Thorpe. " He had tra- 
velled with a Puritan Presbyter, who was 
going to the General Meeting, and at 
Evening was invited to the same iiouse 
where the Meeting was to be held, and 
was introduced to the company, which 
stood in profound silence until the land- 
lady brought a bottle of brandy, when 
they all put themselves in order, and 
titood in almost a circle, with their bats 
slouched over their foreheads, and their 
eyes fixed on the ground. Lesley bad bis 
place in the circle, when one of the 
company began with a solemn tone, 
"'Brother, beg a blessing,* The next 
repeated the same expression, until it 
came to Lesley's turn, who scarcly able 
to restrain a hurst of laughter, faitbfnliy 
repeated his lesson, and with an affectra 
gravity, cried * Brother* beg a blessing*' 
The words were carried on to the last of 
the elders, who raising his hands and 
eyes, bade the glass be filled and given 
about. Lesley, in his turn, took his dram, 
and thinking he had kept up the jest as 
long as he could, found an excuse to 
retire. In his old days he teld me this 
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Story with much humour, and for the sake 
of that most amiable and very learned man, 
you must excuse my inserting this com* 
pendium of it.** 

Father Leslie, as I find by an authentic 
document, was stationed at Rome in i747« 
In that city he finished his mortal course, 
as I discover in part of a letter written 
by his friend F. Thorpe; but uufortunately 
the date is not given ; perhaps it occurred 
in 1760. "On Monday, in Easter week, 
I lost the person wi\h whom I had the 
greatest familiarity, Fr. Lesley. He had 
been iovited to dine with Mr. Fermour. 
According to custom he had taken no break- 
last, and had been in the Confessional six 
or seven hours. At mid- day he came 
out; but meeting a crowd of clowns 
coming from the country vineyards, he 
desired the coach to await, till he had as- 
sisted at the confessions of that company. 
At dinner he ate and conversed with 
much freedom, as usual ; for I do not 
remember to have seeu him hipped at any 
time. Towards the end of the table, when 
every one was giving his opinion of a 
particular wine, he seemed to be less at- 
tentive, but was not behind with his sen- 
timents ; for he lacked up and said the 
wioe was Tuscanello, and immediately 
bowed his head. Mr. Booth viho sat 
next him, took the old man in his arms, 
and with help carried him into the next 
room ; but he was no longer alive. You 
may guess what confusion there was in 
the company, which was fuller than usual 
at Mr. Fermour's table. You will pardon 
me for mentioning all these particulars. 
He was my friend. 1 do not Remember 
tfaat the loss of any acquaintance made 
so deep an impression upon me. The 
concern was universal amongst all those 
that were acquainted with him. Besides, 
bis life, as a religious man, he was pos- 
aessed of a vast fund of solid learning. 
His conversation upon many subjects was 
more instructing than any bcok that has 
fallen into my hands : though old. his 
discourse was always entertaining, and he 
was never tireil. A little while before his 
death, I was about entering ioto a nearer 
connexion with hira and his studies ; for 
he was willing to communicate to me any 
of his observations upon men, books, or 
things. The loss of this opportunity 
doubles my regret. As you have heard 
from me at different times of his writings, 
&c. perhaps you may be curious to know 
what has become of all. His edition of 
the Mozarabick* Missnl is much es- 
teemed. The designed Confessor of Gra^ 
velines carried down a copy, a present 
from the author to the library of Liege 
College. A Treatise on \\iB ^^Legions of 
Borne," was far advanced before he left it

Ho told me he had only some lew 
quotations to examine, and make some 
few alterations in the Preface or Inuo- 
duction. This work Is much dcssired by 
all the learned. Had he published it during 
his life time* his name would have never 
decayed in the memory of the learned. 
According to the custom of our colleges, 
at his death the door of his chamber vras 
locked, after the minister had l>een to make 
a short review of what was within. I de> 
sired F. Itector to speak immediately to the 
Rector of the Roman College, that 1 might 
have something of his writings in Englltk ; 
for I despaired of getting any thing else. 
The answer from the Roman College was 
very civil, that nothing should l>e moved 
until F. EUioU^t or some one by his orien, 
came to look over bis papers. I daily press- 
ed the Rector to go : be took me along with 
him. Yon would have been surprised to 
see what piles of writing there was con- 
tained in his little room ; but our business 
was only to look for English MS8, and two 
or three lent bocks. But as the old man 
wrote chiefly in lAtin or Italian, and some- 
times French, little or no English could be 
discovered, except two or three Abridg- 
ments of as many English Books, chiefly 
upon the English or Scotch History, with 
some papers of his refutation of Dr. Mid- 
dleton*s ** Pagan and Modem Rome coat- 
pared,** These.few were sent home to me.f 
W bat will become of the rest, perhaps do 
one will be able to (ell. What seemed to 
have any relation to his *' History qf the 
Roman Legions^** was sfter wards put apart, 
together with his vast Collection of Inscrip- 
tions, chiefiy gathered and deciphered by 
himulf in different parts of Europe. In 
looking over his papers, I observed what 
he had too moch honor to make known dur- 
ing his life, namely, that he had a principal 
hand in compiliog those works, which 
made our Father Azevedo*s:^ name so 

• F. Natta. Elliott was Rector of the English 
College at Rome, from 1756 to 1762. 

t In a loose note vrritten by F. Thorpe, I find 
tbut F. Lesley had a series or20 or 30 letters written 
partly in English and partly in Latin, by F. John 
Tempest, who had been his companion in the 
Roman College. This F. Tempest had been ordered 
to attend my Lady Gerard in her travels to Jem- 
salem. In the descriptions of the conn tries throng q 
which he passed, lie displays good taste and 
criticism, and a thorough acquaintance with the 
(jreek and Latin classics. They had been sent to 
F. Lesley by an Italian Connt to be revised and 
enriched with annotations. F. Lesley had often 
spcken of them to F. Thorpe in terms of high com- 
mendation. 

t Father Emanuel Azevedo. born atCoimbra. 
I5th Dee 1713 : in the sequel became one of 
the moat distinguished Scholars and Theologians in 
the Society of Jesus. In v6l 90 Supplement! primi 
BibliothecsB Scriptorum S. J. Rome 1814, we read 
"illud profecto verum est^seve</t(iiimagnam partem 
habuisse in Kditione Romaaa operum Benedict! XIV, 
quse tejf miUetus addiiamentit et correetionibus itlut- 
travit." obquse etalia ofBcia praestita ab^^eved^. dig- 
natus fuit Benediotut XIV. brevibus Uteris ad ejus 
Genitorem Josepbum. missis 1750, iia de filio Km- 
manuele loqui. " Pater Emmanuel de Azevedo, S. J 
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famous throughout Italy, and which 
gained him so much the favour of his 
Holiness. But that trick lias been prac- 
tised by greater men ; for it is Icnown to 
severiil that the late Father Julii com- 
posed the Treatise ** De Synodo Dio* 
ewsana,^* which is greatly esteemed 
among the works of Benedict XIV.*' So 
fkr F. Thorpe. 

Lesley, Andrew, brother of FF. 
John and William Lesley, left his 
family in Aberdeenshire to enter the No- 
vitiate of the Society in Belgium early in 
1^, but finished his studies at Home. I)e 
was a man of considerable talent and ob- 
serfatioo, as his MS. letters abundantly 
prove ; and Scotland and Religion may 
weU be proud of him, as one of their 
brighte9.t ornaments. After dischaigiog 
for .about 16 years missionary duties, 
chiefly in the Highlands, he was seized 
in May, 1647, and conveyed to Aberdeen, 
where he had to undergo an examination. 
The wisdom and boldness of his answers 
filled Catholics with consolation and joy : 
whilst his meekness and patience amidst 
injuries and the privations and severity of 
imprisonment, extorted the praise and 
admiration of his bitterest enemies. 
These were Indeed days of trial and mi- 
sery for the poor afflicted Catholics. F, 
Gall, in his letter, 26 June, 1647, after 
extolling this glorious confessor and pii- 
soner of Christ, says, "The other mem- 
bers of our Society who are now enh- 
ployed in this most painful mission, are 
reduced to the greatest extremities ; they 
can hardly abide for two days together 
in the houses of Catholics : their usual lot is 
to wander in solitudes and in the caverns 
of the earth, to endure hunger and thirst ; 
but they rejoice notwithstanding to be ac- 
counted worthy to suffer these incon- 
veniences for the name of Jesus.'' Soon 
after his commitment to Abderdeen Gaol, 
the pestilence broke out, and made great 
havoc in the town ; his seal for souls in- 
duced him to petition for leave to attend 
the infected and dying : but he petitioned 
in vain. Removed to Edinburgh gaol, he 
found a brief opportunity of writing, on 
27 March, 1646, a note to the General 
F. Vincent Caraffa. It is still extant, and 
from the paleness of the ink which the cir« 
eumstances obliged him to use, the charac- 
ters are difficult to decipher.— We copy the 
whole letter, for fear that it might other- 
wise perish.

The above-mentioned F. Gall, in a subse*' 
qaent letter, viz. 30th June, 164^, describe» 
the miseries of his Catholic countrymen 
and brethren. '*The Calvinist Ministers 
force themselves into the Catholic houses, 
remove the Catholic servants, sut>stitute 
others of their own leaven, oblige the fa- 
mily to attend morning and evening daily 
at their prayers, and tear away children 
from their parents to be educated in heresy.- 
For more than a year F. Andrew Lesley 
has been their prisoner. It is his earnest 
desire to suffer death for religion ; but their 
object is to dispatch him by hunger and 
misery! With the greatest difficulty have 
our Fathers hitherto escaped the snares 
and vigilance of their enemies, and as most 
of the adherents to the ancient faith are 
either driven into banishment or consigned 
to I risen, our missionaries can scarcely find

LuLEv, WiLLiAK, eldei brather of 
Andrew and John ; was sent to the 
Scottish Miailon in 1017, and his ar- 
rliil may be n^anJed as an mra In the 
reatoratioDof religion. A I that time thsre 
were but two ot his brethien in the Hlgh- 
landa, and a* miny In the Lowlands. ]q 
1SZ9 I mEet wiih ten Fathers of the So- 
ciely, and the number aubsequentti in- 
creased. Fur some yeua F. wmiam 
Leaky wbb ihtir bupeiior, and usually 
letlded with the Earl of Errol, the Con- 
stable of Scotland. In a letter of I 
Hay, 1689, he relates the proceedings of 
the peraecuiiDns io Scotland. Tha year 
before. King Charles 1. had addressed a 
Piodamailon to the Biibops and Minis* 
ters to mtili do<>n and send to the Privy 
CoDDcil, twice In the year, tIz. in No- 
Yember and July, the list of all Catholics 
vho declined to attend Iba service of the 
Law Church. The denounced Catholics 
were to be diligently searched for, and 
placed undai sale custody. Their souli 
and bodies by the hotrlLile lenlenee of ez- 
communicBllon were to be given over to 
Salan : ihey wete to be treated ai labels — 
their properly confiscated. After putting 
out the Bre in their apsiiments, the Ca- 
tholic owners were to be ejected from 
Ibeir homes, and the keyg to be delivered 
to Ibe Klag'i Officers. Hueb was the bar- 
barity of Ibe bigots and saalota, that an 
illustrloua lady, in Iha Tery time of child- 
birth, with her sick children, was turned 
adrifi, In the presence of the astonisheii 
multitude of boib seies. A widow with all 
hei children and doioestics, was foiclbly 
ejected in anodier place. Erery day at- 
Ibrded the tpedaclo of Catholic wotneti 
harried to gaol, for daring to serve Qod 
according 10 their conscience, and the re- 
ligion of their foiefathBiB. In anotber letter 
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of F. William Lesley, dated I September, 
1630, I read that the Catholics who had 
appeared before the Council in the pre- 
vious month of July, women and men, had 
all been sentenced to perpetual banishment ; 
seven weeks were allowed to prepare for 
their departure : one third of their rents was 
granted for the maintenance of their fami- 
lies, which third however would be forfeited 
should they venture to return, besides the 
penalty to be incurred of fine and [lerpetual 
imprisonment. The Courts of Equity were 
to be shut to the suits of Catholics, and 
their enemies openly boasted that Catho- 
licity should be extirpated from the realm 
of Scotland. Still they claimed credit for 
elemency, because they spared the lives of 
the Papists. From all that 1 have read, I 
am led to believe that the persecution of the 
Scotch Catholics was conducted with more 
cold-blooded and remorseless barbarity, 
than was exercised against the primitive 
Christians during the ten Qeneral Persecu- 
tions under the Heathen Emp«rors« 

The date of F. William Lesley*8 death I 
look for in vain. 

Lbslkt, William, Aloysius. of Aber- 
deenshire, born in 2641. At the Age of 25, 
when a Doctor of Divinity, he joined the 
Society at Rome. On 10 February, 1674, 
he was appointed Superior of the Scotcti 
College at Rome— an office which he retained 
for nine years. For the last 19 years of his 
life he served the Scotch mission, where he 
died in 1794. 

F. Lesley was a man of talent and busi- 
ness. We have from his pen, the lAfe of 
St» Margaret of Scotland, written in 
Italian, l2mo. Rome, 1675. 

Q. Was he the author of An Answer to 
Moneleur de Rodon^e Totnbeau de la 
Jkieesef This Answer to the Calvinist 
Minister is a small 8to pp. 187. Printed 
atDouay, in 1681. 

Lbvingston, Jambs, was of the Vene- 
tian Province, and born about 1654 ; entered 
the Society at Bologna, August 4, 1678, 
and in 1686 was studying the fourth year 
of Divinity, when he was applied for. to 
serve the Scotch mission. It seems how- 
ever that he was not sent over till 1691. 
He was professed at Aberdeen, August 15, 
1695* In 1712 he occurs Superior of his 
brethren in Scotland. 

Mackbuzie, Kennbth, was bom 4 May, 
1704. At the age of 20 he enrolled himself 
among the children of St. Ignatius at Ma- 
drid : and on finishing a triennial course of 
Philosophy at Murcia, was employed for 
some years in the Scotch College at Ma- 
drid, to teach the Classics. His Theologi- 
cal studies were pursued in the College 
of Louis -le-G rand, at Paris ; and in that 
city he was promoted to Hol^ Orders. He 
reached Edinburgh as a missionary on 19 
February, 17S7 ; 'but his career was short, 
for he was cut down in the fiower of iife 



and usefulness at MuncheSi on 14 Novem- 
ber, 1741. 

Mackt, Anobbw— This Father was 
preparing to leave London for Rome in 
1685. He died Rector of the Scotch College 
at Rome late in the year 1690. 

Mc Gill, William, was Rector of the 
Scotch College at Madrid ; but I can offer 
no particulars. 

Maclbod, William. — He was living 
in Scotland certainly iu November, 1775. 

Mao Rab, Alexander, born in Scotland 
2 April 1672: entered the Novitiate at 
Tournay 24 Feb 1692, hut by order of Su- 
periors completed it at Brun, in Moravia ; 
studied Philosophy and Theology, at Prague. 
Towards the end of October, 1703, he reach- 
ed the Scotch mission, and was admitted to 
the profession of the four vows *' in Castello 
de Braan," by F.Alexander Seton, on 5 
February, 1710, O. S. I meet him 28 Jan- 
uaiy, 1732, at Braan, '< in vine& Dni opera- 
rins.** His death took place at Douay, 1748. 

Maoilivray, Jambs. — After studying 
Humnnities with Mr. John Chisholm * in 
the Scotch College, he removed from Douay 
to Dinant (when F. John Pepper was Rec- 
tor) and witnessed soon after his Novitiate, 
the suppression of the Society. On receiv- 
ing Holy Orders he became Chaplain in 
1778, or 1779, at Traquair, county Peebles. 
His noble and venerable patron, Charles 
Stuart, seventh Earl of Traquair, in a letter 
to the Rev. F. Stone, of 19 September, 1814, 
states that his late Chaplain, Mr. Magilli*. 
vray, (who died 4 April, 1811,) was ** the 
last of the Scotch Jesuits" He was plea- 
sed to add, <* I was educated at St. Omer's 
College, am sincerely attached to the Socie- 
ty, and congratulate you on its restoration. 
From a letter now before me, written by 
F. John Pepper, and dated Terregles, 17 
January, 1803, 1 learn that Mr. James Mc' 
Gillivray entered the Novitiate in October, 
1768, and after his first Vows studied Phi- 
losophy with the Jesuits at Luxemburgh, 
and was already named by the Provincial 
to be Regent of the College of Namur, when 
the suppression of the Society took place. 
Was not the former Chaplain to Earl 
Traquair's family, the notorious Rer. 
Alexander Geddes, who died so unhappily, 
20 February, 1802, let. 65? 

Mambrecht, John, (who sometimes 
signed himself, Du Pre) was of a good 
Scotch Family, and connected with the 
Ogllvies. After serving the mission for 
some time, he was called to London to be 

* This worthy EcclMiastio went to the Novitiatt 
at Tournay in 1772, the year before the suppression 
of the Society, and through lite cherished a special 
affect ion to the Institute of St. Ignatius. On Feb- 
ruary 12th 1792, he was consecrated Bishop of th«

granted; yet he hope* that eteamalljrQod, 
ia hla mercy, will Dotdsajp bim this glordoiu 
ead — that during his iinpiUonnient no friend 
»M allowed to Tiiit him— that ha was In- 
terdicted the ase of pen and paper— that his 
only eomrort was the crosi that hung •- 
round his neck, end his Braf iary, when the 
light In his gloomy cell would permit him to 
use It ; that twice during Ihe 84 honrs • 
tarnkey brought him a scanty proiision of 
food, bately sufficient to auppoii nature. 
Before the end of June, 1037, he wu dis- 
charged ; but hla oonfinement in that filthy 
prison brought on a long and dangerous 
illness, and it was only in the Spring fol- 
lowing that he waiebleto walk abroad. F. 
William Lesley, in a tsltet of 22 June, 16S7, 
wys of him, that this prisoner had conduct- 
ed blmaelC to well in the caute of Religion, 
a« to leave Ihe reslm with aatiafaction and 
comfort (o the Cadinlics, and with ibe re- 
commendation and adniratioa of Ibelr ena- 

His subsequent history I obtain from p. 
ISI, of DrmC '' Watti SoeUtatU Jitu," 
printed at Brunsberg, 1723. It relates hla 
retirement Into Poland, where he was 
whollT engaged in bearing the ooDfeaslons 
of Tarioua nations; Italians, the inhabiUnts 
of Great Britain, Germans, Frmch, 3pa~ 
niards, and Hollandera. ol whose linguagei 
he was a per^t master — that he was etni- 
nent for hia deTotion to the passion of Jesns 
Chriit, and that he perpetually regretted his 
having been disappointed of suffering mar- 
tyrdom for hii crucified Lord. This vena- 
nble Confessor died at Warsaw, 28 April, 

lero. 

UiKBRECHT, JuiEt, retched the Scotch 
mlssioa, In 1897, at the vary Ume that 
F. 3aba Abiulvectit, who calls him

Wiihln the last ten 
days orders have bean published through- 
out Scotland not to sell anything to Catho- 
lics, or buy any thing of them. Hany are 
alreidy deprived of their rents and Income. 
Sereral Catholics hare offered three-iborths 
of their properly, provided ibey may keep 
the remaining fourth for Ihe malntenanee of 
themielvoi and their ramillea, and even thla 
ia refused. Nay, ouradvenarieslmplonily 
swear, Ihal not a single Catholic shall live 
or remain In Scotland by Ihe and of the year. 
I pass by oumeroot iDslaoees of insolence 
and outrage. A noble Baron, 70 years old 
and more, was seizid la England and 
bronght to Bdinburgh, whose family they 
rained,, whose properly they bare confis- 
cated : at the end of sis months' Imprison- 
men!, ha died most piously on tha 3rd of 
the present month. On the SOth alt., the 
feast of 81. Andrew, the tutelary saint of 
Scotland, one of our Fathers (the cotiteit 
shews it was tha writer) paid him a visit, 
and succeeded on the followiag night, with 
imminent dangerto himself, to say Mass, and 
admlnislerall the Holy Saoraments. Tlwre 
is no one for us, but tha Qood Jesus : yet 
if he be for us, what matter who ll against 
us ? The only concern ( have had during 
neaity the two last yesrs, is, that I rematn 
o/eiu in thissoulhem part of theklngdom, 
and I have no one, whose help I con procure 
for the good of my soul, and every hour I 
expect either to ba taken, or eompellad to 
quit the country.'' 

In a letter of 18 June, lUl, ha ■■y*— 
" Such is tha fury and power of the Purl- 
tans, lliat their will is impunity. They 
seek to extinguish every spark of orthodoxy 
— Ihst every vestige end Uia very nsme of 
Catholic may ba effaced. Against ihoie 
who decline lo take tbe Covenant, the pro- 
ceedings are carried on with the extremity 
of rigour. Snch tmdig general a persecntlon 
I have never yet seen, nor has any Catbolle, . 
since Ihe tme FaiUi was first banished from 
thU kiagdora. I am ibe only one left tii 
this south part of Bcotland, but as long as 

• DltdlIthDac<aili*r,lUg,»t,ra,aa<lwulni- 
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I am able to stay, I ha? e decided with the 
help of God to remain, whilst I have a plaee 
where to lay my bead, though my lot must 
be extreme misery aiid perpetual fear and 
danger. God grant that I may save even 
one soul from shipwreck : and may good 
Jesus show me what things I may suffer for 
his name. Oh ! how 1 wish I eould die for 
Him." 

In another letter of B July, 1642, he ob- 
serves, " that for the last two years he has 
received no answer to his oommunieations— 
that during tlie last and present year, the 
Kirk Assembly has lieen occupied in extir- 
pating Catholic Faith, and rooting up every 
monument of ancient piety — that their bru- 
tal violence has been spending itself against 
the images of the crucified Redeemer, and 
his most blessed Mother — ^that very recently 
in the town of Inderhiden, in Fifeshire, a 
noble stone cross, superiorly worked, which 
stood in the Market-place, was doomed to 
destruction. The ministers had given the 
commission to a mason, who made all the 
usual preparations ; after mounting the lad- 
der and scaffold, he came down under the pre- 
tence of wantinga tool ; but hurried from the 
town, and meeting a person on the road, he 
declared that he was deterred, and that 
dothinff should induce him to injure and de- 
stroy that figure of Christ. Another man 
was obtained, who completed the job ; but 
strange to say, he had no sooner come down 
from the ladder, than he was paraliied in 
all his limbs, and continues to this tery day 
motionless and bedridden. But their hearts 
are hardened. There is soon to be a general 
senrch through the kingdom for Church fur- 
niture, and rosaries and Catholic books, 
ftc. and they are determined, as they say, to 
make their last effort, not to leave a Catho- 
lic in this kingdom." 

In August, 1642, this zealous and patient 
Father still remained without a helper, 
'* Solus ego modo in his meridionalibus 
pai'tibus relictns sum. Dominus est; quod 
bonum est, in oculis suis/aciat.** 

In the folloviping April, he briefly notices 
the iniquity and tyranny of the times — the 
order for the gentry to dismiss all Catholic 
domestics — and for all Catholic children to 
be sent to the heretical schools — and the 
active search that was going on for the few 
priests, who could rarely abide for three 
days in the same place ; out still faithfully 
discharged their duty. 

In such a state of misery and destitution, 
and exposed to the implacable malice of the 
ininisters of the kirk, banishment and even 
death must have been a relief to the suffering 
Catholics. It sometimes occured to him to go 
on board a vessel, and bid adieu to his un- 
grateful country ; but then the thought of 
what would be the forlorn condition of his 
scattered flock rushed into his mind, and he 
determined to remain with them to the very 
last : too happy indeed, if like the good 



shepherd he eonld lay down his life for bis 



During much of this time, and even for 
seven long years, F. Mambrecht was Supe- 
rior of his BB. but it was most dlfllcult to 
hold any intercourse or receive any infor- 
mation. In his letter of 99 October, 1646, 
he says, for the last two years he could not 
visit those in the North even by letter : that 
he was unacquainted as yet, whether F. 
John Seton, whom he had long time com- 
missioned to receive the religious profession 
of F. William Grant, had been able to do 
so ; that he understood that be bad sailed 
for Norway ; but, whether he had yet re- 
turned he could not ascertain. He implored 
the new General, F, Vincent Garaffa, as he 
had done his predecessor, F. Mutius Vitel* 
leschi, to discharge him from an oflftce to 
which he always believed himself to be un- 
equal. 

For part of the subsequent history of 
this truly good man, we are indebted to an 
intercepted letter of F. Robert Gall, bearing 
date 23 October, 1658, and published in 
Volume 1st of the Thurloe State Papers, 
pp. 588*9. He says that he bad reached 
Scotland towards the end of last August, 
and had thrice visited F. James Mambrecht 
in Edinburgh goal, where he had been kept 
a close prisoner nearly ten months ; but 
found him serene and cheerful, and ready to 
suffer shame and death for the name of Jesus. 
F. Gall administered to him that pledge of 
divine love, the Holy Communion, which he 
received with abundant tears mingled with 
joy, and with incredible delight to both. 
Understanding that the civil authorities 
v»ere reluctant to execute their prisoner, and 
that bis constitution was Impaired, even to 
the spitting of blood, by the severity of his 
confinement, F. Gall left no stone unturned 
to obtain his freedom. The Government 
consented to his release, provided be would 
take an oath to go into perpetual banish^ 
ment, and find two securities in a large sum, 
and pay a sum of money himself before'his 
discharge. F. Mambrecht avowed that he 
would rather rot in goal, than bind himself 
to conditions so unjust and so dhicreditable 
to his religious profession. 

The correctness of this account is con- 
firmed by a letter of this worthy Confessor 
of Christ himself, dated Douay, 9 March, 
1654. He relates that on 9 November last, 
he was led from gaol to the Judges, who 
had been much displeased some months be- 
fore by his refusal to offer a petition for his 
life, after having received sentence of d^th, 
and by his subsequent refusal to pay dpwn 
^100. penalty, and fine bail for jf 500. and 
to depart the Kingdom within the space ef 
one month, and never return theieto* After 
descanting on the clemency of the Got era* 
ment, they discharged him by proclamfttion, 
on J 4 November, 1653, in the etoventh 
month of his imprisonment He reached

Betumins to Dauay, hg there 
laUhod hU atadiai, and with hli confrere 
Mr.J. Hc'GiUlTray.tooktheiliiiiaaOait, 
but boih rutrved to ihenueliei the fall 
power of raJDialn^ the old Standard of the 
society, ai soon as ProTldence should re- 
Blore it. In a letter now before aie he says 
" I hare a copy by me of that Oatb, signed 
by me and Rer. Hobert Grant, President, 
and Kev. Andrew Oliver, Vice-Prnideot 
ol the College : after promising nerer to 
embrice any rsligion* Order, the foliowlog 
ezcepiion i* inserted and kubllDeS, " tt- 
eepta SocUtale Jmh, »i mnqnam tet ex 
tola, r el ex paitt guocumgne mado, tub 
gioeHmqvt nomiiu, in quocamque rtgno 
vet jtrevtneid, ttre ixpruieHve laeilt, 
taMum eoMjmlfeale Seile jlpestalici, 
fuerit l%Mta%rata."

"At six o'clock In the CTentng, (as I ilnd 
by F. John Pepper's latter, of VI January, 
Itt03> 6 Norember, 1803, bit maid caue lo 
his room to know If be wanted any thing : 
she found hiai as ordinary in his chair, with 
a ipiiltual book Inhis band. Not being able 
to awake him, she was affrighted, and ran 
for F, Cbailei Maxwell, who came im' 
mediately, band him really dying, adminis- 
tered the Eitieme Unction and last Absolu- 
tion, and aboat an hour aner, at eight o'clock, 
the good aid man breathed calmly his list. 
In praacDca of Bishop Cameron and Iba 
other Clergyman, whom Hr. Msiwell bad 
called to be wliness with him oChls last 
nwmenti. B.I. P. The same Father m- 
laiei that F. Geo. Maxwell left his properly 
for Ihe good of the Scotch miision uuill the 
restoraiioD of the Society of Jesus, when, 
the ;prlnclpat (about ^lOUU) wai la ba 
traaaferred without lotere>t, lo the UcDeral of 
the Society, or bis Proxy. This was sign- 
ed by Bp. Hay, Mr- Cbarloa MaawelL and 
Jas.Fartiubaiaon, Fsq. 

Maswill, Herblbt.— I meet with this 
RcT, Father at Douay, on 1(1 June. 1086 ; 
but aboBi three mouibs laisr, be was appoin- 
ed CbaplalD to Karl Malluat, the pclucipal 
Secielary loi Scotland, wlio bad b«ea re- 
cently coafCrted with all his fsmity to the 
Cathalie Failli. Further parlleutara I can. 
not TecoTcr* Probably he ahered iu the 
fortunca of hii Patron at Ihe Heyolutioii, 
who emigraied tu St. Oemaloe'*, aiwl who 
dledthereln January, 1714. 

MixmELX, JoHH, was iwra 93 August, 
1668, and Joined the Bocieiy 18 October, 
17U2.. This excellent scholar and worthy 
Faiher laturneil toHcotlaad inAugust 1717.; 
but owinj; lo the difficulties ot ibe liuiet diit 
not bccuma a Professed Uembec cf [ha So- 
cely until 4 July, 1730. Hctiring in his 
old ago to Dousy, hrlliere fiuifhcd his pious 
COUMa,a JaDuaiy,lT09. 

MixwELfc, KuGRB, bom IB April, l.6Gt ; 
joined the Society at Nancy al tbe age of 
16: aludied at pDnt-a.Mousion. After 
spending some yean oo the Uitaion, was 
oliUged lo ruiiteftom bed heallli snd the 
violence of the Peraecu lion. Aiihe sgeof 
31 nag numbered with ihe profeaiied FBlbur*. 
HaiwBLL, SiHPiiiN, a niau of aupeiiur 
merit. Ha was boru in ll>(Mli was ixlucBltd 
ill Ihe Natiunal College ai Uouay, and eiu- 
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braced the Institute of St. Ignatius, in the 
province of Tholouse. Endowed with great 
talents, he improved them by diligent cul- 
tivation. After filling the chair of Philoso- 
phy at Carcasson, he was ordered to the 
Scotch mission, where he was a model of 
zeal, humility, and charity. At the Revo- 
lution he fell into the hands of the enemies 
of the Catholic Faith, who kept him im- 
mured in Blackness Castle for some years ; 
but here he had the comfort of being ad- 
mitted to the solemn vows of his order : and 
being a good Biblical scholar, he employed 
much of his spare time in collating the Sa- 
cred Volume with the Hebrew text. Re- 
stored to Liberty he proceeded to Douay, 
where he was appointed Prefect of Studies, 
und subsequently Vice-Rector, Rector, 
and Procurator. His services being required 
in his native country, he returned home in 
1703, and for the greater part of the re- 
mainder of his life was the vigilant and gen- 
tle sujperior of his brethren. Bishop 
T. Nicholson, the first Vicar Apostolic of 
Scotland, and his coadjutor and successor 
Bishop James Gordon, held him in the high- 
est esteem and regard. The last mentioned 
Prelate, in a letter dated Edinburgh, 8d 
Nones, June, 1710, to Uie General M. A. 
Tamburini, styles F. Maxwell ** wir pru- 
deniitB egreguB** This learned and ve- 
nerable Father died of consumption {tabe 
ahuumptuB esi)^ on 10 August, 1718. F. 
Fairfull, in reporting his most edifying end 
to the Rector of the Scotch College at Rome, 
says, that from early youth he had retained 
through life the custom of sleeping in a hair 
shirt— that his life had been irreproachable 
and that he was a most worthy son of the 
Society of Jesus. 
Maxwell, Stephen Ignatius, was born 

I June, 1668. He joined the Society at 
Paris, 91 September, 1704, and studied 
Philosohhy at La Fleche, and Theology at 
Paris. For sevehd years he was employed 
in teaching Humanities. After his promotion 
to the rank of a Professed Father, he was 
appointed to the Scotch mission in 1796 ; 
but his career of usefulness was arrested by 
death, on 98 November, 1734. 

Maxwell, William Amdrbw, was born 
9S February, 1717. At Paris he enlisted 
himself undor the banner of St. Ignatius 
10 September, 17SS. In the sequel he 
distinguished himself as a scholar. On the 

II January, 1750, this Rev, Father re- 
turned to Scotland ; but when the friends of 
religion «rere expecting great things from 
his zeal and talents, they had but to witness 
his premature bat most religious death a 
few months after his arrival at Aberdeen. 
The mournful event took place on the feast 
of his Holy Founder, 31 July, 1750. 

Menzies, James, bom 27 Sept. 1689: 
was admitted into the Order at Parb 6 Oct. 
1661 : eighteen years later made his solemn 
profession : was long Procurator of the mis- 



sion in France : and for some years waa 
missionary in liis native country* 

In F. Thomas Roby's letter, written 
from Douay, 4 December, 1641, I read 
** hue profesto 8t, Andrem pervenerwU 
hini fratres, duo Menesi, duo jLoma«- 
dawUf omfies, AberdonietuesJ" 

In a letter of the same Father Roby, 
dated 9 March, 1644, I read that '' F. 
John Smith had recently converted the 
Baron of Pe{fodeli, the chief of the 
Mendes family ; nor would the convert 
trust himself to a sea Toyage, until he 
had been duly fortified with the Sacra- 
ments. He has already set out for France, 
Under pretence of bad health : the affair 
is kept secret for just causes.'* Religion is 
now mourning for the tost member of this 
ancient Family, John Menzies Esq. who 
died near Edinburgh 11 Oct. 1843, set. 87. 
Eleemosinas illius enarrabit omnia Ecclesia 
Sanctorum." 

MoFFBT, Jambs. On the death of Geo. 
Home, Earl of Dunbar, (who died at 
Whitehall,99 January, 1611, and who as 
High Commissioner of the General Assem- 
bly at Glasgow, had unbounded influence in 
Scotland, and had exercfeed his implacable 
animosity against the adherents of the 
Catholic Faith), a sudden relaxation of the 
persecution became manifest. The Supe- 
rior of the mission, F. James Gtordon, 
( Huntly,) deemed it adviseable to improve 
this favourable opportunity to send over 
some missionaries into Scotland. 

F. Moffet arrived there in 1614. From 
iiis long and interesting letter, dated Ant- 
werp, 13 December, 1615, we learn most 
of the following particulars. For the six 
first months he was gathering a rich harvest 
of souls, and succeeded in celebrating Masa 
almost every day alter his landing, when 
through the contrivance of the Bishop of 
St. Andrew's the Father was appreliended 
fin his brother's house in that city, as I learn 
trom F. Gordon's letter, dated Paris, 97 
Jan. l6idV The Prelate's eldest son. Arch- 
deacon as he was, did not consider it be- 
neath his dignity to head the guards who 
had arrested the prisoner, and to escort him 
from St. Andrew's to Edinburgh, then com- 
puted a distance of 28 miles. Very fre~ 
quently the Father was brought before the 
Privy Council, and subjected to a severe 
cross examination; many captious argu- 
ments and insidious questions were pro- 
posed, which he parried with admirable 
prudence and dexterity. Unquestionably 
he was a man of acute mind and metaphy- 
sical discrimination, and on these occasions 
be confesses that he felt himself actually 
assisted in his answers by the Holy Spirit, 
according to the promise of Jesus Christ, 
MaUhef9 X. 19-90. Unable to ensnare him 
in his words, after keeping him in the 
strictest confinement, after changing his 
tun^eys, and denying him the least inter- 
course with his friends, and threatening him

MoRiTiLLK, FuHcia, 1 meet in Qallo- 
way, during the early part of the last eui- 

HoNTiiTu, WiLLian, of Olaagow, joined 
the tioclety st Rome. In the report of the 
Bngllih Provincial for the year IdtS, he is 
stated to tie then 83 years of age, of which 
he had passed flie in the Society, and that 
lie was iiudyiug Iheology at Liege. V, 
Southwell, if.iV»BiblMht€aBerfytoT*m 
S.J,) informs ua, that he was subse- 
quently employed in teachiag Humanities 
for eight years, (probably In the Scotch 
Colleges), and thai he served the olflce of 
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Penltenliarir at Loratto for three years. 
Coming to London loon after the Restora- 
tion, he was aggregated to the English 
proTioee, by F. Edward Conrtenay» who 
expresses himself, in a letter dated 9 June, 
I60S, as highly satisfied with his peaeefiil 
and docile diaracter. He died shortly 
after, viz. 7 August, 1608. His Latin en- 
comium of 8t* Ignatius was printed at Rome* 
inSvo. 1661. 

Mortimer, Gborob.— This useful and 
highly esteemed Father, after suffering 
imprisonment at Glasgow, was at length 
released in 1629, through tlie interest of the 
Spanish Ambusador at thecoart of London. 
To the regret of his numerous friends, he 
died on the 1st October, 1026, and had the 
comforts of being assisted by his reverend 
brethren KF. Patrick Stickley and William 
Lesley. The latter writes of him on the 29 
June, 1627, ** nutgno sane muliorum 
dolvre moitnuM ett ; et sul memoriam 
propUr Mingnimtm animantm zelum pos' 
ttrU reliquU." 

MoBTimR, Robert, reached the Scotch 
mission early In 1631. 

MuROOGS, WiLLUM, was at Pont-a 
MoQsson in 101 1. He had passed on the 
mission by the name of Gilbert. F. Drews , 
in his Fatti^ says, that he did and suffered 
much for the Catholic Faith in Scotland, and 
that he died at Pont-a*Mousson« 91 August, 
1010. 

NiMMo Andrew, born 4 Not. 1074 : en- 
tered the Society at Genoa 8 Sec. 1009. 
Ten years later was employed in the Mila- 
nese Province. 

NoRMAMSON , William, was studying his 
second year of Divinity at Douay, In 1748. 

OoiLTiR, Albxardbr.— After quitting 
Douay in 1621, he repaired to Nanci the en- 
suing year to commence his Noviceship. 
For about thirty years he diligently culti- 
Tated the vineyard, and was hailed as the 
father of the poor. DurUig the rage for the 
Covensnt he retired to Ireland with the Earl 
of StrabaQ,where he endured extreme mlserv. 
Seised by, the persecutors, and lodged in 
jail at London ; at the end of some months, 
as no sufKdent evidence could be produced 
of his being a priest^ he was taken on board 
of a veuel and landed in France. But he 
soon returned to his dear flock in Scotland, 
who welcomed him like an angel of God. 
He died in 1668. F. Verdier, In his report 
of his visitation of Ireland, dated 24 June, 
1640, says he met F. Alexander Ogilvie 
near Kilkenny, and that he had then recently 
come from prison where he had been de^ 
taioed three years and a half. 

Ogilyie, John, was educated at Douay, 
as already mentioned in the notice of F 
Curie, and was received Into the Society by 
F. Ferdinand Alberi,* Provincial of Austria. 
I meet him at Rouen, in the spring of 1619. 
Late in the year following, or early In 1614,

he succeeded, with F. Moffet, lo reiehhig 
Scotland. In the midst of hie apostolical 
labours, he was arrested at Glasgow, in 
Oct, 1014 ; one account says with eleven, 
another with twenty Catholics. We learn 
from F. Gordon's letter, dated Paris, 97 
January, 1016, that be was not appre- 
hended in the act of celebrating Mass, (as 
had been reported at first), but was betrayed 
in the street Itself of that city, by a person 
whom he had admitted Incautioualy to hear 
Mass, and that he with the eleven Catholics 
who had assisted at the holy sacrifice, were 
committed to gaol— that F. Ogilvie, by the 
King's order, was removed to Edlnbuif h 
to be examined by the SupreRie Co«neil, 
by whom is governed the realm of Scot- 
land, in the king's absence— that on 
being brought bofore the Coanell, and 
publicly accused by the false Blalu^, he 
replied so accurately, learnedly, and coa- 
rageouslyy that he reduced them to alienee, 
and exposed their ignorance, to the great 
edification and admiration of both Ca- 
tholics and Heretics. F. Gordon wmm then 
persuaded that the prisoner would be re- 
leased, as well as F. Moffet, who had been 
taken about the same time, and safely 
lodged in the very same goal, thongh in 
another division. Nothing however coald 
satisfy the vindictive virulence of these ene- 
mies of Orthodoxy, but the torture and blood 
of their innocent victim* In these ea- 
lightened and tolerant days, it appeara hard* 
ly credible, that the wanton liarbarities 
which this prisoner had to endure, cooM 
have been directed and sanctioned by the 
constituted authorities. They are scarcely 
to be paralleled by the refined cruelty of the 
persecutors of tlie Christians during the 
three first centuries of the Church, cm- of the 
Indian Savages and Cannibals : and eoaU 
only be surpasied by the Father's meekness, 
patience, and alacrity. We subjoin in iproof 
of this, a translation of the letter which the 
Father wrote by stealth from Glasgow gaol, 
fto which he had been remanded by his is* 
famous judges), but 10 days before his exe« 
cution. It is addressed to F. Ferdinand Al- 
beri, whom Cladius Aquaviva, the fifth 
General, S. J. had appointed Viear-Genc' 
ral in his last illness. 

*' Kev. Father in Christ, 

** The Peace of Christ. 

*' Your Reverence will easily judge of 
my present condition from the bearer of this. 
It is a capital offence to be caugbt writing, 
so that before the return of the turnkey, 
I must needs hurry. Your Reverence wbes 
ProviDcial of Austria, first received me lot* 
the Society t on that account 1 may recom- 
mend my children with the greater coi^ 
dence to your Reverence as to their grand- 
father. Should therefore Mr. John Blain re- 
quire your services, 1 beg that he may find in 
my dearest Ferdinand, the Father of genn- 
ine charity, some share of thekindneas whick 
I have eiperienced. I have w^rltten to the 
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bearer of this. Your Reverence may ask, 
if you please, what he has done with the 

farticulars that may serve for oar Annals, 
earnestly recommend myself to your 
Reverence*s prayers. Dated from my pri- 
son at Glasgow, where I lie under the load 
of two hundred weight of irons, looking for 
death, unless 1 accept the proffered favour 
of the King; that is, a rich preferment and 
another religion. Once I have sustained 
the torture of being kept without sleep for 
nine nights and eight days : now I expect 
two other tortures, and then death. I am 
still awake this 23 February, 1616 — Tour 
Reverence's servant in Christ, 

JoANss Ogblbbius, Soc. Jesu." 

F. Gordon, in his letter from Paris, 21 
April, 1615, says that it was in virtue of an 
express order of King James, that the pri- 
soner was removed back to Glasgow for 
execution. He went joyfully to the gallows 
as to a feast, on 10 March, 1615, set. 34. 
lie was not quartered, but after hanging 
until he was dead, the body was laid in a 
coffin, and interred in the common ground 
allotted to executed malefactors. **Primus 
iUe est ex nostra Societate qui in Seotia 
tali honore dignatus^ est.** says his above 
mentioned friend and superior F. Gordon. 
See his Life, by N. Matthias Tanner ; also 
Southwell's Bibliothecat p. 483. 

In the British Museum is a 4to. book, 
printed at Edindurgh, A. D. 1615, intitled, 

A true Relation of the Proceedings 
against John OgilviCf a Jesuit, executed 
at Glasgow J" 

OoitviE, John. — ^The following letter of 
Alexander Gonne, to the General F. John 
Paul Oliva, and dated from Scotland, Feb- 
rnary 9, 1673, relates to F. Ogilvie. 

" Yesterday letters were brought me an- 
nouncing the death of F. John Ogilvie, who 
died at Wintoun, the seat of the noble 
family, near Edinburgh, in a good old age, 
for he was more than 70 ; after innumerable 
labours sustained in the mission for more 
than thirty years, and with great fruit and 
gain of souls. He was for a long time a 
prisoner in London, under Cromwell, that 
tyrant and usurper of the kingdom. In 
Ireland he was almost reduced to starvation, 
whilst compelled during the period of the 
Scotch covenant, to lurk in the mountains 
and caverns. He did and suffered many 
things besides, as well when in a private 
capacity, as when Superior of the mission, 
which will be reported more at large in the 
next annual letters. F. Thomas Paterson 
attended faim at his death, and administered 
to him the Sacraments of the Church, and 
bears testimony of his most religious end. 
The accustomed suffrages of the Society 
are therefore requested for him, by your most 
humble servant in Christ, ''Albx. Conns." 

PATSBtoN John. This good lay-brother 
was rendering useful service as Taylor, &c. 
in the College of Douay in 1709, was then 
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69 years of age, and a religious of 45 years 
standing. 

Paterson, Thomas, was employed in the 
Scotch mission in 1673. I read in F. 
James Forbes* letter, 9 May, 1679, that 
when the popular phrenzy was exdted 
against Catholics by Oates's daring perjdry, 
F. PatersoQ, a man of eminent virtue and 
learning, **vir sane eximia virtute et doe^ 
irina prtBdituSt** was apprehended and 
committed to prison. When examined by 
the Judges, the account he gave of himself 
and his principles was so candid, so discreet 
and satisfactory, that all were persuaded of 
his innocence, and many Anti-Catholics felt 
regret, that one so unexceptionable, ^ so 
moderate and gentle, should have fallen into 
their hands. How great was his equanimi- 
ty and Christian fortitude in bearing the loss 
of liberty, and the hardships of imprison- 
ment, may be inferred, says F. ForbM, ** as 
well from his comforting letters breathing 
divine love and a desire of suffering, as from 
the fact, that when some of the constituted 
authorities insinuated to him the eipediency 
of representing to them that confinement 
was prejudical to his health, to afford them 
a colourable pretence foi discharg^ing him 
(and though he really had long suffered from 
the stone and a stomach complaint), y[et no 
entreaties of his friends could induoo him to 
apply for his liberty; declaring that now his 
constitution was improving, and his sleep 
more refreshing, than when he was his own 
master; and therefore that he would not 
conceal this blessing of his God. Although 
I knew well his spirit of implicit obedienoe» 
1 would not exercise any authority over him 
in this respect ; but thou^t it more advisa- 
ble to permit him to follow tha guidance of 
the Divine Spirit. Would to God, that I 
may walk in his footsteps, if it be my happy 
lot to suffer also for Jesus Christ.*' 

F. Paterson was soon discharged, and I 
meet him at the National College, Doaa]r, 
in the following year, employed in the busi- 
ness of edueating his countrymen. He is 
then described as ** vir admodum pmdens 
et aptissimus qui juventutem instUuat.** 
I find by his own letter of 5 May, 1693, that 
he was then actively engaged in the Scotch 
mission ; but I think he died before the dose 
of the 17th century. 

Peppeb, John, was bom 10 January, 
1725 : studied in the Scotch College at Dou- 
ay, and entered the Novitiate at Toumay^ 
28 September, 1747. where he deeply im- 
bibed the religious spirit ofhis holy founder, 
which so strongly animated his breast for the 
remainder ofhis life. From his own letter of 
the 21st of January, 1803, 1 collect that this 
good Father ** came to the Mission in the 
summer of 1759. In January, 1703, the 
Superior of the Mission sent me to France 
with a procuration for lecovering its funds 
in that Country. On reaching London I 
received the Orders of the General F. Lau- 
rence Ricci, for my admissioii to the Pro- 
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fessioD of the Four Vows. This was per- 
formed in the presence of the Reverend F. 
Denaet, Provincial of the English Jesnits, 
then in London^ on 5 February, 1763. 
Thenoe I went to Paris, but staid there only 
a few weeks, and seeing nothing was to be 
done, was returning to Scotland, when pass- 
ing bvDouay, the Provincial of the Walloon 
Province kept me there, to assist the Scots 
Rector in those troublesome times. The 
Hector sent me to Liege, to purchase a place 
for a new EstablishmeDt* With leave of 
the Bishop of Liege, and even at the request 
of the Magistrates of Dinant, I purchased a 
proper habitation and fitted it up for our 
uses. The Rector, with his little communi- 
ty, arrived there in April, 176^: we ob- 
ti^ined from the Prince — Bishop, and the 
States, all the privileges and exemptions 
which the other Jesuit Colleges enjoyed in 
that Country : The General Ricci named me 
first Rector of that new College of Scots, 
and I held that office until 1772, when 1 was 
succeeded by F. George Maxwell. The 
destructive Bull was signified to us at Dinant, 
in Sept. 1773. The following year, that I 
might be employed in functions proper to 
the Society, I returned to Scotland, and took 
charge of the congregations at Kirkconnell 
and Teregles, with the town of Dumfries. 
For some years I was alone (F. Eraser ^ 
another professed Jesuit, was at Munshes in 
the neighbourhood) but in 1779, or 1780, a 
Secular clergyman was appointed to take 
charge of the numerous congregation of 
Kirkconnell ; since which time I have had 
the charge of the Catholics of Teregles and 
J>umfrie8 only ; though occasionally 1 serve 
also the family of Kirkconnell, who are 
strong friends of the Society. Though 
ready to enter in my 79th year, I am able, 
thank God, to go about and fulfil my charge 
of Missionary." He continued to labour 
with exemplary zeal, until his pious death, 
at Teregles, on 24 March, 1810. He was 
buried in the small Kirk adjoining, but there 
is no inscription to his memory. For &ome 
years before his death, God granted him 
the wish of his lieart, to renew his vows in 
the Society of Jesus, which he had always 
loved with filial afiection. 

This truly good man, had a younger bro- 
ther, WiUiom, who had his education at 
Douay, and ever after retained the sincerest 
attachment to the Society. He became a 
Religious iu the Holy Order of St. Benedict, 
I think, at WuHzbourg, For many yeat:s 
he served the Scotch mission. He was at , 
Berwick in January, 1819, and then 81 
years of age, Ob 17 Nov. 1824. 

RiODocK, John, bom 11 September, 
1700. At the age of 14 he went to Douay, 
and four years later joined the Society at 
Nanci. After studying Philosophy at Pont- 
a-Mousson, he wai sent to Madrid to teach 
Humanities : and in the sequel bis eminent 
talents in this department were put io requi- 
sition in several French' Colleges, After he 



had gone through the course of Divinity at 
Kheims.hewas ordered to teach Philosophy 
for two years at Auxerre. Returning to 
Scotland , 8 March, 1736. he made his Reli- 
gious Profession at Aberdeen, on Ascension 
Day, 27 May, that year. How long he 
served the mission I cannot ascertain ; but 
I meet him at Douay, in 1748. 

Robe, John. — The name of this Father 
occurs in a letter written in 1616, when be 
was at Antwerp, and when his Superior, P. 
Gordon, recommended him for the Scotdi 
mission. ^^AptUstmus ad hoe officium 
esset P. Joannes Robbus — in AlUHonibua 
tarn bene vertatus,** For some years he 
cultivated that vineyard. I meet with him 
at Amsterdam, in January, 1631. I believe 
that he succeeded F. George Turnbull, as 
Superior of the Scotch College at Douay. 
He died there of fever, 13 March, 1633. 

Robe, Thomas. — lie was employed in 
the Scotch mission, as his letter proves, 
1636 : three years later he had retired to 
London. In his letter from thenoe, 31 Oc- 
tober, 1639, he recommends his mother who 
had died on the 4th of that month, to the 
prayers of General Vltelleschl. From Lon- 
don he removed to Douay, where for a con- 
siderable time he was Rector ef the Scotch 
College. He was still living there in Au- 
gust, 1678. 

Robertson, Albxandbb, came from 
Germany to serve the mission, late In 1635, 
during the hot persecution, and active search 
set on foot by Matthew Weems, Minister of 
Canongate, Edinburgh, that winter. On 
15 December, (O. S.) he had to quit his 
lodgings, to the imminent danger oi his life, 
in a dreadful storm of snow, without being 
able to distinguish where be was or whither 
he was going. 

Robertson, John. — In F. John Mam- 
brecht*s Report of the Scotch mission, dated 
7 April, 1628, he says, '* This Father was 
stilljdetained in Prison." He must have ob- 
tained his liberty and been apprehended 
again, for I find in F. Thomas Roby*s let- 
ter, dated Douay, 9 March, 1644. "On the 
6th of this month arrived here from Scotland^ 
F. John Robertson, cast into exile after 
eleven months imprisonment. This good 
Religious has comforted us much." From 
that time he does not appear. 

Russell, Albxamder, was born in Scot- 
land, 13 February, 1669 : joined the Order 
in Bavaria, and made his profession in Scot- 
land, in the year 1739. The worthy old 
man died in the English College at Liege, 
14 September, 1742. 

Scott, John. — He was attached to the 
mmily of the Marquis of Huntly, as I col- 
lect from F. Thomas Roby's letter of 2d 
January, 1636, (O.S.) 

Sempil, James, bora on 1 May, 16SS : 
admitted at Madrid 1 1 May, 1656. After 
completing his studies and teaching Rheto-

The Junior Father was also Rector of the 
Scotch College at Madrid, and probably 
died in that city. 

Sbton, Albxandbb. — I meet with two 
Fathers of this name. The fivMt was in 
Germany, II March, 1612, whenF. Gordon 
recommended to the General C. Aquaviva (o 
recal him, and send him to cultivate the 
mission of Scodand " qui omnium apiittU 
mu8 ad home MUHonem videtur." 

Of the second I can glean only that he 
was sometimes called Hom, and that he en- 
tered the Society at Tournay, S Oct. 1687, 
aged 20, that he was living in Aber- 
deenshire 1710, and that he must have 
attained a great age at his death : for 29 
Dec. 1749 he admitted to the first Comma- 
uion Geo. Hay, afterwards the learned Dr. 
Hay, Bp. of Daulis and V, A, of the Low 
lands of Scotland. This illustrious Prelate 
died 15 Oct. 1811 set. S3. 

Seton, Jambs, of a noble family, I 
find by F. John Mambrecht's letter, 7 April, 
1628, that he was then profitably employed 
in the North of Scotland. In the beginning 
of his ministerial career, his zeal led him too 
much among his family connexions : this 
aroused the spleen and vengeance of the 
false Bishops, who served him with citations, 
and afterwards proceeded to excommunicate 
him. This obliged him to adopt more cau- 
tion and secresy. He had then iu hand, 
Baron Ogil vie, the head of his Clan, who 
had fixed the day to be reconciled to the 
Catholic Church. After some time he was 
ordered to Germany ; but hearing of the dis- 
consolate state of his aged mother, who 
wished to see him before she died, he applied 
for permission to return to Scotland. I 
meet him there for several years after ; but 
the intense heat of the persecution and the 
virulence of the Kirk Ministers, compelled 
him to sail for Norway. Wheie and when 
he ended bis days I cannot discover. 

Seton, John. — There were three Fathers 
of this name. The first is mentioned in a 
letter of F. John Lesley to the General, SO 
Kept. 16Sd, in which he relates the distress 
of the Scotch mission, by the recent loss of 
their kind bienefaetbr, CottfAel 8«nple, in 
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Spain, and adds, ^'res HispaniensU summa 
diligifUia P,Joanni Seton^ eommendanda 
ut omni labore et itudio soliti auxUii 
rorogatio impetretwr,^ 

The second was formed in the Tholouse 
province, and became a very superior mis- 
sionary. In a letter of F. W. Aloysius 
Lesley, of December, 1660, I read, " F. 
Seton has gone into the county of Perth 
to open a new mission." When the Revo- 
lution burst out, he was one of its earliest 
victims. In the Spring of 1693, the 
imprisoned Priests were allowed to regain 
their liberty, provided they agreed to depart 
the realm ; be refused to accept the condition, 
and at length was discharged by Proclama- 
tion. This apos tolic man died at Edinburgh 
in the beginning of 1 694. Before he went to 
Perthshire, he had for upwards of twenty 
years planted and watered the vineyard in 
Galloway, and by his engaging sweetness 
and patient zeal, brought back more than 
five hundred strayed souls to the Church, 
and trained them in the way of piety and 
devotion. But what could not this man of 
God effect, whose life was a perpetual 
prayer ? 

The third Father, great grandson of Geo. 
8rd £arl of Winton, and grandson of Sir 
John Seton, of Garleton, was born 9 No- 
vember, 1695 : entered the Society at Ma- 
drid 20 September, 1716, came to the Scotch 
mission in 1725, and ten years later 
made his solemn vows at Aberdeen. He 
died at Edinburgh, 16 July, 1757. 

Smith, John. — I meet with him in the 
Korth of Scotland, in the winter of 1641. 
On 9 March, 1644, F. Thomas Robe an- 
nounces that he had been the happy instru- 
ment employed by God, to convert the 
Baron of Petfodels, the chief of the Menzie 
family. He occurs again in October, 
1658 ; after which time I lose sight of him. 

Sprbulb, In a letter dated Edin- 
burgh, 28 July, 16S5, F. William A. Lesley 
informs the General Charles de Noyelle, that 
in conformity to his orders, F. Spreule. 
*' tenectute eof^feetui^** was preparing to 
return to Belgium. Most probably he died 
at Touroay. 

Stevens, John. — F. John Mambrecht, 
in his letter of 7 April, 1628, reports of this 
zealous Father, that during the late 
winter, he had escorted ten youths to the 
seminary at Douay — that he had then re- 
turned to Aberdeen, ** ubi satis ftequens 
Missio et Soeietati addictUsima,'* It 
is painful to repeat the incapability of dis- 
covering more particulars. 

Stickley, Patrick. — This apostolic man 
was alarmingly ill in the autumn of 1623. F. 
William Lesley, his Superior, in a Letter 
4 February following, says of him, that 
though much recovered, yet his constitution 
was greatly debilitated, but he could not 
provide himself a substitute or assistant ; 
but had himself rendered occftssional help. 
I find him living with the Marquis of 



Huntly in 1628, and rendering valuable 
services in his excursions in the neighbour- 
hood. Through his means a happy reconci* 
liation was effected between the hostile 
Clans of Gordon and Errol, and the Mar- 
quis' son married the Earl's daughter. 
This restoration of friendship between the 
two families was so much talked of, that 
even the Bishop in a sermon at Aberdeen, 
publicly asserted, that what the King and 
Council and Kirk could not accomplish, had 
been brought about by a single Jesuit. 

Strahan, Alexander, was the eldest 
son of Sir Alexander 8. (the sixth baronet 
of Nova Scotia), by his wife Jane Bremner, 
of Attenbury ; and on the death of his father 
succeeded to the title, with its slender income. 

This worthy Jesuit had travelled much, 
and was universally esteemed and respected 
for his solid and unaffected virtues, and 
most amiable manners. He retired in his 
old age, to the English college at Liege, 
where he died S January, 1793. The title 
descended to his only brother Robert, a 
most devout layman, and a gentleman ofun« 
blemished honour and integrity. He died 
at Exeter, 8 April, 1826, et. 89, and was 
buried at St. Nicholas' Chapel, in that city. 
At his death, the title of Baronet of Nova 
Scotia, granted by King Charles 1 . on 28 
May, 1625, became extinct. 

Strahan, Francis Xavier.— He was 
Rector of the National College at Douay. 
in 1734. I have read his letter addressed to 
the Assistant of Germany at Rome, dated 

1 April that year, on the business of the 
College, and it proves that he was well ac- 
quainted with the history of its foundation. 

Strahan, Hugh, born 4 May, 1672; 
joined the Order at Toumay, 4 June, 1693, 
but finished his Noviceship at Lantsberg. 
In November, 1701, he returned a mission- 
ary to his native country. At Lady Day, 
1710, he took the solemn vows of the Soci- 
ety. In a letter of 1712, 1 read, *< Dominus 
Ramsey alias Strachan in regione Brao" 
mart, quee ejus est Statio, plures t^ueen- 
tis vera Fidei eultcres reddidit.'* He died 
at Douay, 23 March, 1745. 

Stuart, James, was born in Scotland 
30 March, 1711 ; was admitted into the Or- 
der 28 September, 1728. and was professed 

2 February, 1746. After teaching Humani- 
ties, Philosophy, and Theology, in the 
French Provinces of the Society, he was 
employed to profess scholastic and momi 
Divinity at the English College at Liege, 
where he departed this life, IS March, 1784. 

Stuart, William, alias Sharp. — This 
native of Scotland became a Member of the 
Society in Italy, and for many years filled 
several of its offices with credit in that 
country, and at Douay. At length he at* 
tached himself to the English province, and 
lived as Chaplain to a noble family in York- 
shire, until his death, 21 May, 1677. ** Vir 
in Deum pius, atque omnibus quilnu notus 
eratf percharus** An, LUt, 
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Q. Was F. Wm. Stuart, the aathor of 
** Presbyterie's Trially or the Occasion and 
Motives of Conversion to the Catholique 
Faith of a Person of Quality in Scotland, 
to which is subjojmed a little Touchstone of 
the Presbyterian Covenant. ISmo, Paris, 
1657. pp. 241 . ?" At the end of the Preface 
are the letters F.W.S. 

Trottar. John, was born at Edinburgh 
18 August, 1704, and on the same day was 
baptized by t^. Durham. His entered the 
Society at Madrid. 19 September, 1722. 
In the beginning of October, 1727* he de- 
fended the Philosophical Theses. After 
finishing a course of Theology, he was or- 
dered to prepare for the Scotch mission ; 
but owing to bad health, he did not reach 
his destination until 29 May, 1733. He 
made the Profession of the four vows of his 
Order at Aberdeen, 15 May, 1740; after 
which the clue of his history slips from me. 

TuRNBULL, George, born of Catholic 
parents in the diocese of St. Andrews. 
From early youth he manifested a holy im- 
patience to embrace the pious Institute of 
the Society, and how he imbibed the spirit 
of its saintly founder, appeared in his sub- 
sequent life and manners. Zealous for the 
greater honour and glory of God, mild to 
hie neighbour, severe to himself^ industrious 
and learned, for upwards of thirty years be 
rendered important services to the Colleges 
of Pont-a*Mousson and Doiiay. I read in 
F. Gordon's letter of 12 January, 1615, 
*' P. TurnebuluM Mtrenue et utilUer labor* 
at Duaciy omnibus admodum gratui** 
He had then the charge of the National 
Seminary, as F. Wm. Creitton mentions in 
his letter of 14 July that year. In a letter 
of F. William Lesley, written from Scotland, 
1 September, 1030, he says, *' An heretical 
Minister here, who has been an obstacle to 
several conversions, has written a book on 
the formal object of Faith, and had boasted 
that none of our Society could answer it. 
I sent it to F. George Turnbull, who has ad- 
mirably refuted it. This answer is much 
approved of by our friends in this country ; 
but as the minister perseveres in his folly, I 
beg your reverend paternity to exhort him 
to continue to refute similar treatises, which 
I may occasiooally send him, for the defence 
of the Catholic faith, the salvation of souls, 
and the honour of our Society.*' F. T. 
closed his usetul life by a most Christian 
death at Kheims, 11 May, 1633, set. 64, 
Rel. 42. Prof. 23. He published '* Imagi. 
narii Cireuti quadratura Catholica" 8vo. 
Rheims, 162S, '* In Maerce Sekola Calum- 
niatorem.** 8vo. Rheims, 1632. He left in 
MJS. *' Commeniajy on Vniversal Theo-> 

logy*' 
Tyrib, Jambs, of a good Scotch family. 

Joining the Society at Rome, 19 August. 

1563, he eventually became one of its most 

distinguished ornaments. Aftei filling the 

chairs of Philosophy and Divinity at Paris, 

he returned to Rome, and was elected As- 



sistant for the French Province at the fifth 
general Congregation of the Society, No« 
vember, 1593. But he was prematurelir 
taken away by a short illness 90 March 
1597, set. 64. Under the name of George 
Thompson, he wrote a brief but learned trea- 
tise **De AnliquUate BeeUsUB 8eoiU8." 
which Possevinus inserted in lib. xvi. BUdi' 
otheecBm This Treatise exasperated that 
ruffian bully John Knox, to publish an 
answer. F.''Tyrie'8 rejoinder, " The Refu- 
tation of aoe Answer made be Schir Johne 
Knox, to ane Letter send be James Tyrie to 
his nmquhyle 'Brother," Paris, 1573, Is 
pronounced by Bishop besley to be most 
argumentative and victorious. A co|«y was 
sold at Heber*8 sale 10 April, 1885, No. 
3616. 

Valbns, Rorbrt. — We learn from his 
own letter dated from Edinbmrgh^ 16 June* 
1629, that he had then been in the raissioo 
about five years. His residence in that 
city, though most dangerous to himself, 
was to the Catholics, especially the gentry 
detained in custody, a source of consolation. 
With the greatest difficulty be had succeed- 
ed in escaping the pursuit of his enemies. 
The city being divided into districts ; twenty 
Puritan zealots had been selected to hunt 
out Catholics and search their houses and 
lodgings. The persecutvon at length forced 
him to seek refuge in England. I find in F. 
James Mambrecht*s letter 3 April, 1644, 
that this reverend Friend had been appre- 
hended some time before in London. Pro- 
bably his sentence was perpetual banish- 
ment. 

Urquhart, Adam, born 6 February, 
1679 ; enlisted at Paris in the Society in his 
16th year ; was engaged at the age of 30 in 
teaching Scholastic Divinity, 

Urquhirt, Charles, born 1st of Au- 
gust, 1666 : entered the Society at Paris, 7 
September, 168S, and made his solemn Pro- 
fession 170s. 

Urquhart, Lewis, was living in the 
Province of Tholouse in 1709. 

Weems. Patrick, born29 June, 1671 
entered the Society 13 January, 169S: 
eleven years later was employed in the 
Province of Bohemia. 

West, THoiiAS.M»His real name was 
Oimif/, but occasionally he passed by the 
name of Watton, He was born 1 January, 
1720. For some time he was a traveller in 
trade ; at the age of 31 was a candidate for 
admission into the Society : and so great 
were his merits and proficiency, that bis Su- 
periors judged him fit to be enrolled amongst 
the Professed Fathers 2 Februarv, 1769. 
For a short time he served Holywell mission 
—thence removed to Ulverttone, and finally 
settled at Sizergh, where he died 10 June, 
1779. He was known by his ** Guide to 
the Lakes of Cumberland,'* also by '* The 
Antiquities of Furness* or ^n Account of 
the Royal Abbey of St. IMlary of Night- 
shade, near Dalton, in Furness." 4to. Lon- 
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don, 1774, p. 288, preceded by a descriptive 
view of Farness," p. 56, and closed with a 
weighty appendix. An ecclesiastical an- 
tiquary having access to the stores of origi- 
nal documents in the possession of his friend 
and patron (Right Hon. Lord George Caven- 
dish) should have embodied a larger fund of 
information.

Addison, Thomas. — All that I can 
gather of him is, that he joined the Society 
at the age of 34>, on 1 July, 166S, and that 
he died in England 23 March, 1685. * 
Agazzari, Alphonsus. Though a na- 
tive of Sienna, this Father is connected 
with our country, by having been Rector of 
the English College at Rome. Pope Gre- 
gory XIII. that lo?er and benefactor of the 
English Nation, having thought proper to 
issue his command to F. Everard Mercurian, 
the Itth General of the Society, " to take 
the whole charge of the English Seminary 
in Rooce upon him in all respects, as be had 
the charge of the German College there," 
F. Agazzari was appointed the first Rector, 
and was admirably qualified for the ofiice by 
learning, piety, prudence, and special re- 
gard for the English people. During his 
government, the College flourished in science, 
peace, concord, and property ; and about 
one hundred Priests went forth to the Eng- 
lish mission. Dr. Allen, the patriarch of 
■ the English Clergy, esteemed and loved 
like a brother F. Agazzari, as his numerous 
letters abundantly show. This truly good 
Father died at Rome, SO March, 1602, set. 
56, Soc. 55. See Dodd't Church History, 
▼ol.ii., p. 184. Movent History, Pro?. 
Angl., pp. 57, and 138. 

Alacampe, Edward, was admitted into 
the English College at Rome in 1605, to 
study Philosophy. Three years later he 
enrolled himself among the children of St. 
Ignatius. I meet with him at the new Col- 
lege in Leige, during the winter of 1614. 
For several subsequent years he filled the 
office of Procurator at Rome ; but died in 
the House of Probation at Ghent, 6 Feb. 
1646. set, 65, Soc. 88. " Virtute et doC' 
trina insignis. 

Alanson. John.— I think that his real 
name was Armstrong, And that he was a 
native of Northumberland . He was admit- 
ted into the Order in 1621, and to the Pro- 
fession of the four Vows 6 May, 1632. In 
a letter of F. Ireland, dated from St. Omer, 
11 March, 1676, I read F. John Allison is 
come to be Prefect of the Sodalitv." The 
venerable old man died in England, 10 Feb.

AlAin, Robert, of Lancashire. — He died 
at Tongres, near Liege, in attending the 
Scotch Soldiers infected with the Plague, 8 
December, 1667, set. 37, Rel. 16. 

Alcock, John. — His real name was 
Gage, After studying Humanities at St. 
Omer's College, he was conducted by his 
master, F. Henry Pitts, to the Novitiate, 
with six other Rhetoricians, on 7 Septem- 
ber, 1670, and at the end of two years, 
made the vows of a Scholastic of the 
Society. He died whilst serving the £ng« 



lish mission, on 29 December, 1704, set. 52. 

Aldrbd, Robert. His name does not 
appear in the Necrogoly ; but he entered 
the Order in 1097. In due time he was 
sent to the English vineyard, and his station 
was Little Crosby, near Liverpool, where 
he built the Priest's house in 1719. There 
he died, 23 February, 1728, aged 54. 

Aldrington, (alias Wakbmah) Tho- 
mas, died in England, 29 April, 1649. 

Alford, (Griffith), Michael, of Lon- 
don, entered the Novitiate of St, John's 
House, Louvain, 29 February, 1607, and 
made bis simple vows 1 March, 1609. At 
Seville he studied- a course of Philosophy ; 
thence proceeded to Louvain to commence 
Theology. On his promotion to the priest- 
hood he was ordered to Naples, where he 
administered his charitable and valuable 
services to the English Gteotry, Merchants 
and Sailors, who frequented that city ; thence 
removed to Rome ; from the year 1615 to 
1620 he filled the office of Penitentiary to 
the general satisfaction. After passing 
through other offices of the Society at Ghent,* 
and at Liege with equal ability and credit, 
he was allowed to go to the En^^lish mission. 
Landing at Dover he was placed under ar- 
rest. What led to suspicion of his charac- 
ter was the discovery of a copy of** The 
Imitation of Christ," on his person. A 
minister of the Law«church was called i n for 
his opinion : after passing over the contents 
he gravely pronounced that the Title Page 
was more objectionable than the Text — that 
the author, Thom&s a Kempis, was a Regu- 
lar Canon — that the Canons and Canonists 
were proscribed by English Statute, and 
that the Bearer ought not to be hastily dis- 
charged. In fact, the Prisoner was sus« 
pected to be the Bight Rev. Dr. Richard 
Smith, Bishop of Chalcedon, and Vicar A- 
postolic, for whose apprehension the Eng- 
lish Government had offered a reward of 
0^*200. by the several Proclamations of 11 
December, 162S, and 24 March, 1629. The 
consequence was that F. Alford was con- 
ducted to London ; but as his person in no 
respect corresponded with the Bishop's des- 
cription, he was restored to liberty, through 
the mediation of Henrietta Maiia, consort 
of King Charles I. 

The county of Leicester now became the 
principal theatre of his missionary labours, 
and Holt I suppose to have been his Resi« 
dence. Always thoughtful and industrious, 
he carefully devoted what leisure he could 
command from the duties of his ministry, to 
Ecclesiastical and Historical studies ; and 
when we take into consideration the difficol* 
ties of getting access to authorities and evi- 
dences— <the personal dangers to which he 
was daily and nightly exposed, and the 
comparative dimness of Critical light at that 
period, we are perfectly astonished at the

The first work that he published was ** Toe 
Admirable life of St, Winefride,'' with a 
frontispiece, 8vo.

Next followed, — Britannia lUustrata, 
sive Lueii, Helena Conslantini Patria et 
Fides,- Author e Mtehaele Alfordo Societ. 
Jesu. 4^0. Antverpus iypia ChrUiophori 
Jegen, Anno 1641. 

This excessively rare book on British 
History seems to have escaped the notice of 
Bibliographers. It consists of xxiv. pages 
of preliminary matter,*- the frontispiece 
(Pills. Fruitiers delin. et Jae NeqfM sculp* 
stOt being counted as i. and ii. Then fol- 
lows the body of the book, pages 1 to 352, 
and an Appendix, ending at page 424. 
The volume concludes with an Errata and 
the Privileges, filling two pages more. 

To put the finishing stroke to his Her- 
culean undertaking, *^ Annates Ecelesias- 
tici et Civiles Britannorum, Saxonum et 
Anglorunif* he obtained leave to quit En- 
gland in the spring of 1659. Soon after his 
arrival at St. Omers, he was attacked with 
fever, which preyed upon his constitution, 
and terminated his valuable life 1 1 August 
that year, aged 65. His great work was 
published at Liege, eleven years later 
(1663) in 4 vols, folio. The first contains 
642 pages ; the second vol.t 693 pages ; the 
third 580 pages ; besides a chronological in- 
dex of 136 pages ; and the fourth, which is 
supplementary, continuing the History 
down to the year 1189, is divided into two 
part§, the first containing 32S, the second 
34Ai pages. It is remarkable that the title 
page varies in each of these volumes. 
His hop Fleetwood has pronounced this col- 
lection to be a very valuable treasure of the 
ecclesiastical history of our nation. The

tory of Brittany, printed io 108B, with a 
candour which charactiies a great and gana* 
rous mind, enlarges on his many obllgatioos 
to the profound researehet or P. Alford. 
He repeats that the *^ Annalds Beetssias' 
tici** was the principal foundation from 
which he derived his History ; that F. Al- 
ford possessed in an eminent degree the two 
endowments which constitute an excellent 
historian— learning and fidelity ; that to his 
unwearied labours all Catholics, yea, the 
whole nation are indebted. He styles him 
a principal ornament of the age, and regrets 
his incapacity to raise a monumental pyra- 
mid suitable to his merits. Speaking then 
of his piety, he says thus : 

" Oieat abilities and learning will per- 
petuate one's memory on earth ; but, if un- 
accompanied with Piety, it will be spt to 
swell the person with Pride^ which can 
find noplace in Heaven. The venerable 
Father knew this well ; and therefore made 
it his chief care and study to adorn his soul 
with Piety and Virtue. As he carried the 
name, so did he also a tender de votion to 
the glorious Archangel 8t. Michaei, of 
which be left a memorial divers years be- 
fore his death, by a devout Prayer and Pic- 
ture devised by him, which he caused to be 
cut at il ii(fvet77, and dispersed to the honor 
of the Saint, not only as his Patron, but 
also the Standard-l)earer of the Chnrch a* 
gainst rebellious heresy ; which he endea- 
voured also to quell by word and writing. 
For the space of twenty-two years before 
his de^ath a part of his daily devotion was, 
to lodge his soul every day io one of the sa- 
cred wounds of our Blessed Saviour. And 
his infirmity increasing upon him, he de- 
sired four days before his death, to be put 
in mind if he chanced to forget his pious 
Exercise. The last day lodged him in the 
Heart : there he died in the House of U/e, 
to live for ever iu Heaven, and there to 
enjoy the happy reward of all his pious 
labours." 

F. Henry More, in p. 896, Hist. Prov.

Nay, had he had never so potent Enemies, they 
could not have hindered him, upon his hare going to 
Church, from the enjoyment of his former ample 
dignities, and the vast fines lately raised out o/ 
them. But a little cell with an upright heart was 
more dear to him than all those allurements : nor ha» 
he since ceased by bis prayers, mortifications, and 
labours, to shew himself ( like the rest of his pious 
Brethren) a true son of Jhat Haly Order, to whiclL 
our Nation is so much engaged. 
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Alfohd, Robert, of Surrey, by Uie name 
of Griffiths, was admitted aa Alumnus 
of the EiigHsh College ai Rome. After 
joining the Society, he was in due time 
sent to the English mission, which he served 
for thirty three years, exhibiting through- 
out an edifying example of charity to the 
sick and indigent. He died in the College 
ofthoholy Apostles, 8 July, 1640, at. 58. 

Alford, William. — All that I can learn 
of this Father is, that he died 8 January, 
U7&. 

Allin, William, born 9 February. 
173S. At the age of 17, Piety led him to 
the Novitiate at Watten. I meet with him 
at Rome, I November, 1766. For many 
years he resided at Isleworth, Avhere he 
ended his life 26 January, 1814, and was 
buried in Hammersmith churchyard . 

*ALLEif, Francis, was admitted 9 Octo- 
ber, 1678. This temporal coadjutor died 
at Liege, 23 March, 1712, at. 67. 

Allbk, Ralph. — All my information 
concerning him is derived from p. 133, vol. 
ii. of Dodd's Church History. Ho was a 
Londoner, and entered Douay ('ollege in 
1572. After serving the Mission a short 
time, he retired abroad to embrace the pious 
Institute of St. Ignatius, and died about 
the year 1587. 

Allot, (Hewitt) Martin, of Derby- 
shire, for several years was employed in 
Missionary Duty : but died in France, 25 
September, 1661, at. 55. Rel, 34, 

Allow AY, John, of Oxfordshire, was 
admitted an Alumnus of the English College 
in Rome 1755, and there joined the Society 
of Jesus, 9 Oetober, 1766. Five years 
later he occurs Confessor to the English 
Tereslan Nuns at Antwerp. In the autumn 
of 1776, he was aggregated to the college of 
St. Aloysius, and for many years was 
Chaplain at Hooton,* in Cheshire. Reti- 
ring thence to Pilewell, in Hants, he con- 
tinued to officiate there for about two years, 
when, with the approbation of Superiors, he 
removed to Portico, near Prescott : here be 
finished his mortal career on 15 March, 
1808, at. 64. He was interred, like many 
of his Brethren dying in that vicinity, in the 
ancient cemetery of WIndleshaw. 

Almeida, John, (whose real surname 
was Mbad), was a native of London. At 
the age of ten he was taken over to Viana, 
a sea-port in Portugal, by a merchant 
called Benedict de Roche, and brought up 
with his own children. With this Patron 
the youth proceeded at the age of 17, to 
Pernambuco, with the full intention of pur- 
suing a mercantile career; but Heaven des- 
tined him for greater things. Four years 
after quitting the shores of Portugal, he 
stood a candidate for admission into the So- 
ciety of Jesus. Placed under such a Master- 
spirit, as F. Joseph Anchietta,* he could

not fail to become a rapid Proficient in the* 
Science of the Saints. Ordained Priest in 
1602, he commenced his long and arduous 
course of Apostolic Labour : and we are at 
a loss which most to admire, his profound 
humility and evangelical spirit of self-denial, 
or the wonderful success of his Missionary 
exertions amongst the Savage Tribes, and 
his acknowledged gift of miracles. At last , 
struck with apoplexy, he took to his bed 12 
September, ( another account says 24 Sep- 
tember,) 1632, and 12 days after meekly 
resigned his soul into the bands of the 
Prince of Pastors, at Rio Janeiro, aged 82, 
Soc. 61. His admirable life, written in 
Portuguese, by his friend F. Simon de Vas- 
coneellos, and printed in folio at Lisbon in 
1656, maybe seen abridged in the 10th book 
of F. More*s Historia Provlncia Anglicana. 

Alt AM, John, was amongst the earliest 
Missionaries in Maryland. He assisted at 
the baptism of Chilomacon, the great King 
at Pascatoway, \ti a Chapel prepared in the 
Indian fashion of the bark of trees, 5 July, 
1640.' Shortly after F. Altam was attacked 
with fever, and was recommended for the 
recovery of his health to leave the country 
for St. Mary's Town, in the English colony. 
There he departed this life on 5 November 
following. 

ANDERSoy, William, of Norfolk, joined 
the Order in tlie 19th year of his 
age, and was enrolled amongst the Pro- 
fessed Fathers, 12 October, 1623. We 
learn from pp. 465-6, of F. lVIore*s History 
of the English Province, that he had been 
educated at St. Omer*s College, had dis- 
tinguished himself by his talents, and, after 
completing his higher studies in Rome and 
Sicily, for many years taught with con- 
siderable reputation. Sent to the English 
Mission, he laboured zealously for the sal' 
vation of souls. One of the daughters of 
the Bishop of Worcester (Q.Thornborough ?) 
had embraced the Catholic faith : her eldest 
brother, who knew this, having contracted 
a dangerous illness, and being reduced to 
extremity, implored her to obtain for him 
the assistance of a Catholic Priest, as other- 
wise his death would be most miserable. 
In consequence she sent for F. Anderson, 
who reconciled him to the Church, and pre- 
pared him for his exit. In the meanwhile 
the dying youth discovered to his Right Rev. 
Parent, his conversion to the Catholic Faith, 
who contrived to apprehend the Jesuit at his 
next and third visit, and consigned him tea 
loathsome dungeon. Removed afterwards to 
London, he was there treated with greater 
indulgence, and eventually, through the In- 
terest of Queen Heorietta Maria, discharged 
from custody. Returning to the vinejrard, 
he continued for several years his apostolic

Sod. Because it foreclosed all hopes of 
Church Preferment. 

Srd. Because it especially cherhhed tlM 
practice of Obedience. 

Anderton, William, a natif e of Luh 
caeshire, was bora 24 April, 1764, readied 
the College at Bruges, NoTeaber 14, 1709 ; 
was ordained Priest, in the Church of the 
English Nuns, at Liege, March 11, 17d0« 
with F. Thomas Angler. This worthy man, 
after filling the Oftce of Prefect at Liege 
College, was sent to the Hereford Mlssloa, 
which he serTed upwards of twenty yeart. 
He died at his residence in the Broad-street 
of that city, 2S September, 1823, set. 70. 
His mortal remains were deposited in the 
Cathedral yard, where a grave* stone re- 
cords his name, ag^, and date of his death. 
The Editor of the Hereford Paper thus de- 
scribed him at the time : " This truly pionj^ 
and excellent man was an honour to human ' 
nature, and an ornament to the Religion 
he professed. Although possessing only a 
small income, his unostentatious charities to 
the distressed were extensively bestowed, 
without consideration as to sect or opinion. 
With him, to use his own expressive words, 
* Charity was of all religions ; and where 
he thought relief was required, there it 
was cheerfully given. He was sincerely at- 
tached to his own Church, but free from 
intolerance and bigotry; independent and 
upright in his transactions, and kind and 
conciliating to all with whom he was con* 
nected. By his congregation he was high- 
ly esteemed and reverenced ; and by all who 
knew him, justly and deservedly loved. His 
blameless and virtuous life rendered his 
death-bed a scene of cheerful peace, of 
humble hope, and pious resignation i and 
he departed without a pang, to receive the 
bright reward the righteous may justly ex- 
pect. For liim death had no sting, the 
grave no victory ; and whilst he lingered 
on the threshold of eternity, the happy state 
of this good man's mind piesented to the 
contemplative Christian a spectacle, before 
which the pride of the self-s tiled Great, or 
the presumption of the Enthusiast, dwin- 
dled into nothingness. His ways were 
those of peace, and his end that of the just.*' 
Angier, Georgb.— This Father was Su- 
perior of his Brethren in Yorkshire, A. D. 
1640, In his letter of 1 October, that year, 
to the General Vltelleschi, he mentions ih%t 
the perfidious Scotch were devastating', \\}^^ 
a cloud of locusts, the northern part* ^ 
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England ; that they had passed the borders 
on 28 August, with an army of S,000 men ; 
that their Sovereign, (Charles l.)had eier- 
cised excessifo forbearance and lenity to- 
wards this barbarian phalanx ; and that un- 
less the Government should pursue a much 
more vigorous and decided system, I he 
worst consequences must be expected* He 
mentions the recent murder of an excellent 
officer, a man of family, Compton Hare^ 
by his own troops. He had been recently 
reconciled to the Catholic Faith, and solely 
for refusing to attend the Protestant Church, 
Mumtna eum barbarie a propriit mititibua 
trueidatus est. More particulars I cannot 
discover of F. Angler. 

Angier, Thomas, born in Norwich, 19 
February, 1780 ; admitted a Novice of the 
Society at the age of 22, and to the rank of 
a Professed Father, 2 February, 1770. At 
the melancholy period of the dissolution of 
the Order, he was filling the Office of Rector 
of the English College at Bruges, aud had 
much to suffer from the petty tyranny of the 
Austi iao Government. Restored to liberty, 
he retired at length to his native city, where 
he passed, by a happy death, 12 June, 178S^ 
to the reward of a well-spent life. 

Angier, Thomas, nephew of the last 
mentioned, was born at Norwich, 10 Dec. 
1764 ; joined the Society in 1772 ; ordained 
Pfiest atLiege 1 i March, 1780 ; for 5 years 
served the mission at Oxburgh, and for 31 
years that of Bury St. Edmund's. In 1826, 
the venerable Father retired to New Hall, 
Essex, where he crowned a blameless life 
by a most Christian death, January 18, 1887, 
and was interred in the Conventual Ceme- 
tery 

Akn, GEORGB,of a good family in the 
County of York. In the Provincial's Re- 
turn of 1655, this Father is stated to be thea 
60 years of age, and to have passed thirty- 
two years In the Society, and thirty years 
in the mission. He died 24 June, 1660. 

Applebt, William, of Yorkshire, en- 
tered the Order in 1629, and became a Pro- 
fessed Father 8 November, 1641. He died 
in England exhausted with Missionary la- 
bour, 14 July,l67l,iBt. 80. 

Aquapontanus, John. — His real name 
was BridgewaieTy and he was of an ancient 
stock in Somersetshire. For conscience 
sske he resigned the Rectory of Porlock, 
and other preferments in 1574, and retired 
to Triers, where it seems he became a Je- 
suit ; for Ribadneira, in his Catalogue, pub- 
lished 1609, places him amongst the Writers 
of the Society ; but the date of his admission 
into the Order, and even of his death, 1 look 
for in vain. Collinson, vol. ii. p. 40, Hist. 
Somerset, says, that '* he was held in general 
estimation as a sensible Ecclesiastic." See 
also Wood's Hist, and Antiq. Oxon, part 
ii. p. 218. Dodd's Church Hist. vol. il. pp. 
60. That the *' Concertatio Ecclesise An- 
gllcana," by F. John Gibbons, was re- 
edited at Treves, in 1594, by Aquaponta. 



nus. is proved, p. 20, by F, More'a Hist. 
Prov. Aug. It is also well known that F. 
Robert Persons assisted in this work. 

The Latin 4to Treatise printed at Triers, 
in 1589, and entitled *' Confutatio virulenta 
Disputationis Theologies in qua Georgius 
Sohn Heidelbergensis conatus est docere 
Pontlficem Romanum esse Antlchristum a 
Proplietis et Apostolls predlctum,*' attribu- 
ted to him by the compiler of the catalogue 
of the printed books in the British Musetmi, 
was the work of F. John Gibbont, 

Arden, Robert. — 1 meet with two of 
this name. 

The first a native of Chichester, joined 
the Order at Lou vain, on 7 April, 1666. F. 
Hen. More, p. 24 of his Hist, Angi Prov» 
commemorates his valuable services as a 
Scholar and Theologian, but could not as- 
certain the place of his death. Perhaps the 
event occurred in Spain ; I read in F. Owen's 
letter, dated Rome, 28 April, 1618, "I have 
written to F. Cresswell to send Father Ardea 
toValladolid.*' 

The second was born in Yorkshire, and 
died in finglacd, full of days and merits, 
February 14, 1608, set. 86, Rel. 48. 

Arnold, Adam. — All that I can glean of 
him is] from the 14th chap, of the 6th 
book of fiartoli's Inghliterra, where he is 
stated to have lived in Devonshire, and to 
have displayed pre-eminent zeal and abihty 
in opposing King James the First's Oath of 
Aliegianc. 

*Arnoult, Michael, died at Watten, 27 
April, 1676. 

Arrowsmith, Edmund. — What a con- 
trast in the Biography of this illustrious 
servant of Christ, in Bishop Chaloner's 
faithful Memoirs of Missionary Priests, and 
Mr. Dodd's Notice, pp. 80-1, vol. ill. of his 
Church History. 1 his magnanimous mar- 
tyr suffered at Lancaster, on 7 September, 
1628, set. 43, Misslonls, 16 Soc. 6. Tanner 
in p, 99 of his History of the Martyrs of the 
Society, writes thus : ** Societaietn Jesu 
jam Vir, tstatetnaiuraingressus^quinqfu 
duntaxat annos in ea vivendo transegit** 
Read also *' Recit veritable de la cruatUe 
et Tyrannic faicte en Angltterre a Ven* 
droit du Pere Edmond Arosmith de la 
eompagnie de Jeaus,** 8vo. Paris, 1629, 
pp, 16 : also F. More's Interesting Narra- 
tive, from p. 462 of his History of the Eng- 
lish Province. — Many of our readers may 
have seen the *' True and exact Relation 
of Two Catholics, who suffered for I heir 
Religion at the Summer Assizes, held at 
Lancaster, in the year 1628." This oc- 
tavo Tract o f 68 pp. containing portraits 
of F« Arrowsmith and Richard Herst, lay- 
man, was printed at London in 1787, and 
1 think that F. Cornelius Murphy was its 
compiler. 

The hand of F. Arrow&mith is kept with 
great veneration at Garswood, a seat of 
Sir John Gerard, and has been the iostm-* 
ment of several extraordinary cures^ 
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N.B. The Martyr* 8 Father had died in 
prison, a generous confessor of Catholic 
Faith. 

Arthur, Francis— See Mannock. 

Aruvdell, Charles— This third son of 
Thomas, fourth Lord ArundeilyCfWardoui, 
by his Lady Margaret Spencer, was admit- 
ted at Watten into the Society on 7 Sep- 
tember, 1689, flBt. 20. He is menticned in 
the Deed of Entail by his Grandfather Hen- 
ry, third Lord Arandell. That Charles was 
consigned to an early tomb, is highly pro- 
bable, from the circumstance of bis name 
heing omitted in his mother's will, which is 
dated 12 June, 1693. In that Will his 
younger brother Matthew is particularly 
mentioned. I have reason to helieve that 
he died in his NoTiceship. 

AsBBY, Richard, whose true name was 
Thimbleby, was of a genteel and ancient 
family in Lincolnshire. The Annual Let- 
ters show that he joined the Society in 1632, 
and describe him as '* Vir doctus et prit- 
dens et amore Instilvti excellens,** On 
22 NoTember, 1646, he made the profession 
of the four Vows. After teaching Philoso- 
phy and discharging several collegiate of* 
fices, he was ordered to the Mission, where he 
laboured very diligently, and chiefly in his 
native county. In 1666, on the death of F. 
Wm. Campian, he was called over to Ghent 
to be the Hector of the Uouee of Probation, 
and continued such until his appointment 
to the Presidency of St, Omer'g College, 
28 August, 1672. There he died 7 Janu- 
ary, 1680, »t. 66. We have from his able 
pen, *' v4 Treatise on Purgaiory^" 8vo. 
London, 1663, '* Remarks on SliUingJleet" 
4to. London, 1672. 

Ash BY, Thomas. — All that I collect of 
this Father is from the Necrology, which 
states that he died in Maryland, in the 
course of the year 1767 ; but, in my humble 
judgment, this is the same person as F. 
James Middlehurst, (who passed by the 
name of Ashby,) if so he was born 16 Oc- 
tober, 1714, was admitted at Watten on 13 
June, 1739, and to his religious Profession 
15 August, 1752. This Father unquestion- 
ably died in Maryland, on 23 September^ 

1767. 

Ashley, Ralph. — This devout lay-bro- 
ther was attached to F. Edward Oldcorne, 
and was apprehended with him at Uenlip. 
Committed to the Tower of London, ^* he 
was,*' says F. Gerard, *' divers tioDes put 
upon the torture : but he patiently and con* 
stantly endured all without revealing one 
person or place of his master's acquain- 
tance." Sent down to fVoreetter to die 
with him, he laid hold of the feet of his Rev 
Father, as they still rested on the ladder, 
and kissing them with tender devotion, he 
exdaiioed, '*What a happy man am I to 
follow the steps of my sweet Father unto 
death." He met his fate with the tran- 
qailli^ and fortitude becoming the dicoiple 
of sndQ a Friend and Father, on 7 April, 



1606, at Redhilly about ent mile from 
Worcester, on the right hand of the road 
leading to London. 

AsTOMjl^'iLLiAM : SOU, I belicve, of Ed- 
ward Aston, by Ann Bayley his wife, was 
born in London on 22 Apiii, 1736 ; at the 
8ge of 16 he embraced the Institute of St. 
Ignatius, and was admitted to his solemn 
t^rofession on 2 February, 1769. His com- 
manding talents and accompliihed manners 
recommended him for the Presidency of the 
Minor College at Bruges* At its violent 
suppression, on 20 September, 1773, he had 
to share in the hardships and calamities of 
his fellow brethren ; and against every 
principle of humanity, justice, and honour, 
was detained a close prisoner for eight long 
months. I have now before me the original 
letter which he addressed Irom Louvain, on 
25 May, 1774, to Henry, the 8th Lord 
Arundell, of Wardour, who bad signalised 
himself by his spirited and decided exertions 
with the Austrian Government, in favour «f 
these his oppressed countrymen. 

" My Lord, — 1 he first use we make of 
our lilKsrty, is to acknowledge you to be the 
procurer of it. Be pleased to accept our 
most grateful thanks. We are this moment 
arrived here from Ghent. To-morrow we 
hope to reach Liege. From thence 1 shall 
acknowledge your Lordship's last favour, 
and give a detail of this afi'air. We all de- 
sire to be remembered to her Ladyship, to 
whom we present our respects. 

1 have the hcnour to be, my Lord,} your 
Lordship's most obedient humble servant, 

Wm. Aston."' 

Some few years later, F. Aston set up an 
Academy at Liege. From its Bishop he ob- 
tained a 1 anonicate in the Cotlegiate 
Church of St. John in that city. He finish- 
ed his course on 15 March, ItiOO. He had 
been engaged in writing for Reviews and 
Journals, and had published, D* Azain' 
" Compte Rendu," " Lettres UUta^Jkioti- 
taines,*' and *' La Cosmopolite,** 

Atkins, Framcis.— This British sub- 
ject on his conversion to the Cathoiio 
Faith, entered among the Jesuits in Bra- 
zil, about the yeai 1749. Until the year 
1759 he was in the habit of writing 
to his mother at Bombay, and to some 
frieitds in England, acknowledging the 
happiness of his situation, and praying for 
their conversion. After that year a dead 
silence ensued. The truth was, he lay one 
of the prostrate victims of Carvalho's de- 
testable barbarity. Shortly after the death 
of that imbecile monarch, Joseph 1. hjs 
daughter and successor. Donna Maria I. 
threw open the dungeons, and poor Atkins 
was restored to life and liberty. In a let- 
ter to Mr. Hunter, (his father-in law) at 
Bombay, he gives a circumstantial account 
of his late most unhappy and wearisome 
captivity. He states that the whole of bis 
Order had been seized in the dead of night, 
throughout Brazil, and hurried on board a 
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ship ; that he and thirty-two more, oa their 
arriyal in Portugal, were confined in a dun- 
geon at the mouth of the Tagus, and where 
he had never seen the face of the sun for 
nearly eighteen years : that half of his com- 
panions perished from the severity of their 
confinement, and that the constitutions of 
the survivors were entirely ruined. Atkins 
himself came forth in an emaciated con- 
dition, and fell into a decline, which car- 
ried him off within three months after his 
release, in the summer of 1777. He is no- 
ticed in 8t, James* Chronicle, February, 
1778. 

Atkins, William, of Cambridgeshire, 
born 1601 ; joined the Society in 1635 ; 
was declared Rector of his Brethren in 
the College of St. Aloysius, on 1 December, 
1653. Mention is made of this Father in 
the " Catholicon *' of April, 1818, where 
there is an interesting Report of the Dis- 
covery of St. Chad's Relics. 

I'his venerable Father had retired from 
the active life of a Missionary to Wolver- 
hampton, and was entirely paralytic and 
perfectly deaf when he was apprehended as 
an accomplice in Gate's plot I— '* Witnesses 
of such a character as not to deserve credit 
in the most trifling cause, upon the most 
immaterial facts, gave evidence so incredi- 
ble, or, to speak more properly, so im- 
possible to be true, that it ought not to have 
been believed, if it had come from the mouth 
of Cato.^-^Fox^t Hist, p. 34, introduc. 
ehap. Nevertheless, on such testimony 
was this helpless Jesuit dragged into court 
and condemned at Stafford, on 13 August, 
1679. He was suffered, however, to die in 
goal, and on 17 March, 1681, he exchanged 
a life of misery for never-ending liberty and 
happiness.

Atkinson, John, born in November, 
1687, was entered an Almunus of the Eng- 
lish College at Rome, in 1703 : joined the 
Society on 24 February, 1708 ; for many 
years filled the office of Penitentiary at Lo- 
retto, and St. Peter's at Rome. He died in 
the latter city on 24 February, 1762. 

Atwood, Pbtbr, was admitted into the 
Order on 7 September, 1703, and to his Re- 
ligion s Profession in 1721, He died Su- 
perior of the Maryland Mission on 25 Dec. 
1734, aged 52. 

Avellaneda, John. — His real name was 
Hazle or Hazlewood, He was a native of 
London; and we learn from p. 736, of 
Tanner* s Confessors of the Society, that 
he often passed in England by the name of 
Thomas Bebridgb. After studying Hu- 
manities at St. Omer's, and finishing a regu- 
lar course of Philosophy and Divinity, this 



young Priest was ordered to Cadiz, where 
Almighty God was pleased to call him to 
the reward of charity '* in obsequio pesti- 
ferorum," 9 February, 1649, mt. 28, Soc. 
13. Tanner affirms that he had an uncle 
'* de Soeietate nostra Saeerdos, who was 
martyred in London. 

Baptborpe, Albert.— I believe he was 
of the respectable family in Yorkshire of 
that name. In vain 1 search for the date 
of his admission into the Society. He was 
certainly serving the Lancashire Mission at 
the very commencement of the eighteenth 
century ; and occurs Rector of his Brethren 
there, in a document bearing date 3i July, 
1712. He died (I think at Croxteth) on 13 
April, 1720. " Nostris earus^ extemis 
venerandus, egregie laboravit Evangelio.** 
An. Litt. 

fiiPTHORPE, Richard, born in York- 
shire : at the age of 34 joined the Society. 
At the expiration of his Noviceship in 16d8, 
he was sent to the English Mission ; and 
died at Staffdrd, in 1681, et. 64. 

Bapthorpb, Thomas, a relation of the 
above, and a man of distinguished merit, 
was Rector of the English College, at 
Rome^ from 1650 to 1653. He was then 
appointed to the government of St. Omer's 
College, and died in the tenure of that 
office, whilst on a visit at Ghent, in 1656, 
St. 60, Soc. 39, Prof. 22. 

Bacon, John, of Norfolk, born in 1597 : 
at the age of 20 entered the Novitiate ; and 
on 8 December, 1635, was enrolled amongst 
the Professed Fathers. After teaching 
Philosophy, he was ordered to the English 
Mission ; and probably died during the 
civil wars. 

N.B. For FF. Nathaniel and Thomas 
Bacon, see Southwell. 

Ballieu, Jambs. — This temporal coad- 
jutor died at Watten, 8 February, 1704, ml 
54, Rel. 14. 

Baker, Alexander.— 1 cannot recover 
the date of his joining the Society. He is 
mentioned in p. 155, vol. iii. %f Dodd*s 
Church History. His pardon by K. 
Charles L, dated 12 July; 1625« may be 
read p. 392, vol. xviii. ot Rymer's FtBdera, 
This worthy Father died in England, 24 
August, 1638. 

Baker, Charles. — His real name was 
David LewiSt and he was born in Mon- 
mouthshire, in 1616 : at the age of 28 he 
united himself to the Society at Rome, 
where he said his first Mass 22 July, 1642. 
He was admitted to the Profession of the 
4 Vows in London, 20 May, 1655. From 
the *^ Brevis Relatio felicis Agonis, 4rc" 
which we have already noticed in this 
handful of Gleanings (Art. Atkins Wm.) 
we learn that his apostolic labours for 
about thirty years in his native county, 
and the parts adjacent, were Indefatigable ; 
that he was the friend and father of the 
poor ; that he was universally refpected, 
esteemed, and beloyed. But io the popular 
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czcitenent and phranzy occasioned by 
Oate's plot, the g ood Father was appre- 
hended by means of Justice Arnold, on 17 
November, 1678, whilst in the act of pre- 
paration for Holy Mass, and conducted 
forthwith to Abergavenny, in mock triumph, 
and on the following day escorted to Mon- 
mouth. At the end of a month he was re- 
moved to Usk, where be signalised his zeal 
and charity in favor of the numerous Catho- 
lics incarcerated there. Indicted for being 
an accomplice in Oate's plot, he victoriously 
exposed the absurdity and iniquity of the 
vile accusation ; but in that epoch of na- 
tional delirium, innocence was no defence, 
no protection. It was enough that he was 
a Catholic Priest; and the jury, influenced 
by party feeling, and appalled by the epide- 
mic terror of an imaginary danger, brought 
in a verdict of guilty. 1 his blessed man 
suffered martyrdom at Usk, on 27 August, 
i679. See Bp. ChaUoner*s Memoirs of 
Missionary Priests. 

Shortly after F. Baker*s execution, ap- 
peared a pitiful Diatribe, «^nt!tled '* A 
Short Narrative of a College of Jesuits, 
at ComCt in Herefordshire, with a true re- 
lation of the Knavery of F. Lewis, pretend- 
ed Bishop of Llandaff." London, 1679. 

Baker, John, admitted a novice at Wat- 
ten, 7 September, 1670. He succeeded 
F. Christopher Green, July, 1099, in 
the office of Penitentiary in St. Peter's at 
Home ; and died at Watten, 29 August, 
1719, at. 76. 

Baker, William. — This amiable youth 
(whose real naroe was Jones) was taken ill 
In the Noviceship,, and was sent to England 
for the benefit of his health, where he died 
22 August, 1675, set. 23, Soc. 2. *' Opti- 
fncB Spei adoiescens.** 

Baldwin, William, of Cornwall, when 
a boy went to school with F. John Cor- 
nelius. Sent to the English College at 
Rome, and actually promoted to Priest- 
hood, he sued for admission into the So- 
ciety. He obtained his request in 1590, 
and twelve years later was advanced to the 
dignity of a professed Father. Though dis- 
tinguished for prudence, and a love of peace- 
ful courses, he was seized in the Palatinate, 
as he was journeying towards Rome, in 
1610, on suspicion of having been an ac- 
complice in the Gunpowder Plot, five years 
before, and sent over to England in irons. 
In those days of ministerial tyranny, he 
was at once committed a close prisoner to 
the Tower of London, and stretched on the 
rack : his captivity lasted for eight long 
years. His innocence at length was so clear- 
ly established and demonstrated, that this 
inquisitorial Government reluctantly let go 
their victim, and forwarded to the Lieuten- 
ant of the Tower a warrant for his dis- 
charge on 15 June, 1618. Four years later 
be was appointed the fifth (not \\\b first, as 
Bodd asserts, p. 393, vol. ii. Church Hist) 
Rector of St. Omer's College, which under 



his auspices prospered to such a degree, as 
to number nearly two hundred scholars. 
This very discreet, studious, and pious Fa- 
ther, died in office, 28 September, 1639, et. 
69, (not 62, as F. More, p. 378, and Tan- 
ner, p* 629, incorrectly have stated.) Be- 
fore his apprehension in the Palatinate, he 
had resided at Brussels, and in a MS. ac- 
count of the first establishment of the Eng- 
lish Benedictine Monastery at Brussels, 
I read, ** We owe unto the good Father 
Baldwin, the true foundation of spirit and 
holy religion. Almighty God be blessed, 
who granted our Monastery his rellgiuos 
help tor ten years.** 

His very numerous English Manuscript 
Treatises on pious subjects, are enumerated 
by F. Nathaniel Southwell, pp. 312-3, 
Bibliotheea Seriptorum, S. J. 

Baillon, Johk. — This temporary coad- 
jutor was admitted 26 January, 1682, and 
died at Liege, 18 May, 1715, et. 66. 

Bampfibld, Geobgb. — The Provincial 
List of 1655, describes him as a native of 
Warwickshire, as being then 66 years of 
age, as having lived in the Society 42 years, 
and as having been professed on 7 March, 
1634. He died in the English mission, 
which he had served many years, in the 
month of September , 1657. 

N.BiF.More, p. 378, meatioDS a F. 
John Bampfifld, as being sentenced to 
banishment in 1618 ; but see him under 
John Rogers, 

Banister, WiCliam, died at Watten, 6 
December, 1666. 

Bankbs, John. — All that I can glean of 
him is, that he died in England, I8 Decem- 
ber, 1667. 

Bankbs, RicHARD,of London.— Whilst 
a student in the English College at P«,ome, 
he was one of the leaders of factious oppo- 
sition to bis Jesuit Superiors ; but on his 
going to the English Mission, was so cap- 
tivated with the charity, meekness and 
patience of the good Fathers, that to repair 
his fault, he humbly sought to be incorpo- 
rated with them. F. Garnett received him, 
and appointed him «octttt to that great mas- 
ter of spirituality, F. Edward Oldcorne ; 
and after some time he was recommended 
by F. John Gerard, for the situation of 
Chaplain to Lady Vaux. After serving the 
mission altogether for 44 years, he retired 
abroad, with a constitution enfeebled and 
undermined by severe imprisonment, endured 
for the faith, and died at Ghent, 14 March, 
1643, set, 74 j Rel. 46, He was professed 
14 May, 1609. The Annual Letters make 
him three years older, I think, incorrectly ; 
but justly stile him ** Vir antiques et per 
omnia eximie probatiB virtutisJ* 

Barker, John, was certainly a Mission- 
ary in 1701 and 1704. His death occurred 
10 June, 170S. 

Barrard, Richard, (often called Bar- 
ret') of Lancashire, admitted at Watten in 
1690 ; made a Spiritual Coadjutor 2 Feb. 
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1701 ; was seryiog the mission near 
Welcbpool in 1725 ; died at Watten, 29 
January, 1740, set. 79. 

BiRBOw, Edward, of Lancashire, pass- 
ing by the name of DavU^ joined several 
other candidates for the Society at Watten, 
7 September, 1688. In the early part of the 
last century I meet with him as a M ission- 
ary at Westby, in the Fylde, where I think 
he died in August, 1721, et. 61. 

Babrow, Joseph, born at Westby in the 
Fylde, in the county of Lancaster, 27 Feb- 
ruary, 1740 ; at the age of 18 be offered 
himself to God in the Society ; for a short 
time was the Incumbent at Tusmore, and 
at Exeter, then at Arlington Court, Devon ; 
but for the last 36 years of his life, was 
settled at St. Helen's, where he laboured 
with great zeal and success. On 1 Septem- 
ber, 1793, he opened the present chapel at 
Loire House, so called from the maiden 
name of Mrs. Winifred Ecclestoo, its 
pious and munificent benefactress.* F. Bar- 
row died suddenly, 6 January, 1813, and 
was buried near his own altar. 

Barrow, Richard, elder brother of the 
last mentioned, was born 21 October, 1738 ; 
at the age of 17 he entered the Noyitiate. 
In 1776 he commenced his missionary 
career at Pontefract ; but on the death of 
F. Marmaduke Langdale, in 1786, at 
Wigan, he suucceeded as Pastor to that nu- 
merous congregation. Here he finished his 
pious and meritorious course, 17 October, 
1799, and was buried at Windlesbaw. 

N.B. The Rev. John Barrow^ brother 
to FF. Richard and Joseph Barrow, a most 
Tenerable Priest of Douay College, and a 
doughty champion of Religion, died at 
Claaghton Lane, near Garstang, 4 Feb- 
ruary, 1811. 

Barrow, Thomas. — This prodigy of 
learning was born at Ecclestoo, near Pres- 
ent, on 17 September, 1747. At an early 
age, viz. Sept. 1758, he was sent over to St. 
Omer*s College, and under his Master, Rev. 
Jas. Adams, took the lead of his fellow stu- 
dents in genius and successful application.t

On 7 September, six years after hi* arrival, 
Piety led him to the Novitiate. In subse 
quent life his services to the establishmefit 
at Liege, and then at Stonyhurat, were in- 
calculable ; for he excelled in every depart- 
ment of knowledge. As a Spiritualist also, 
he must have been pre-eminent, judging from 
many of his letters now before rae. The 
only specimens of his erudition wbidi hate 
seen the press, are, I believe, an Hebrew 
Ode and a Greek Pastoral, eomplimentary 
to the Prince Bishop of Liege, Francis 
Charles de Velbruck, in 1772; and another 
Hebrew Ode and a Greek Pastoral, in ho- 
nour of Francis Anthony de Mean, the last 
Prince Bishop of Liege, in 1799. At the 
emigration of his Brethren from Liege, in the 
summer of 1794, F. Barrow was absent 
from the College, and experienced great un» 
easiness of mind about , certain confidential 
papers locked up in his dumiber. For 
safety's sake, as I find by his letter to the 
late Mrs. Dalton, of 30 November, 1801, la 
which he relates this circumstanee, he adds, 
he ordered all his letters and papers to be 
burnt promiscously, '* which was done, to 
my great and irreparable loss.'* At the 
Peace of Amiens he was directed to return 
to Liege, to look after the property and in* 
terests of his brethren as well as the con- 
cerns of the Nuns, now at Newhall. The 
renewal of the war with France preyented 
his rejoining his anxious friends at Stony- 
hurst, and he died at Liege, 12 Jiwe, 1818, 
et. 67.

When ho had taught a course of Homanitie,. 
be waa sOnt to the Worcestershire mission, 
but recalled in 1708, to Wattini, to fill the 
|io8t of muster of Novices. At the end of 
thtee team he was declared Rector of Ghent, 
•nd tnence again remanded to the Govern- 
ment of Watten^ for which he was eminently 
q«iili!ied by his experience in spiritual 
things. Indeed for 16 years in the whole, 
he was employed in training the Noyices in 
the spirit of the Institute. From 1721 to 
1794, He Was Provincial of his brethren. 
Oodtook this pious soul to himself at St. 
Omer's College, August, 17S9, Bt.73.

BcNNBT, John, of a genteel family, 
was born at Brincanellin, In the parish of 
(*ombe, near Holywell, In the Arcndeaconry 
ef St. Asaph. In the town of St. Asaph 
he receiveti the early part of his education. 
Thencd going to the Scnuiary of Donay, 



he was ordained Priest, and was one of tho 
seven missionaries that were firtt tent 
over to England. North Wales was the 
principal theatre of his generous and indefa- 
tigable zeal ; but he was apprehended 
about the year 1568, by Sir Thomas Mos- 
tyn, as he was passing on foot by Clod- 
deth, the knight's residence in Carnanron- 
shire« who conveyed him to Dr. Wai. 
Hughes.* the Bishop of St, Asaph, an apos- 
tate Priest. His Lordship employed all 
the arts of persuasion to induce tlie mis- 
sionary to imitate his- disgraceftil example ; 
but finding that it would be easier to tun 
the sun from its course, than pervert this 
champion of truth, he committed him to 
the jail in Flint Castle, as a dose prisoner. 
At his trial at Holywell, where the Asshtes 
were held that year, he gave such demon- 
stration of Christian fortitude and con- 
tempt of life, as to excite the astonishment 
and admiration of the whole court. His 
life was spared, (for he was a general it- 
▼ourite with the gentry of the county) but 
he was removed to Ludlow Castle. Here 
says a MS. account, **he was not only 
more rigorously used than in his own 
country, but alto several ways grloTOUily 
tormented. In particular. It Is Tory me- 
morable, what he there answered to a 
swaggering and forward minister, that 
would needs dispute with lim while be 
was tortured on the rack.. For when he 
had given him some pertinent answers, the 
insolent pedant still persisted with greater 
contempt and provoking virulence Where- 
upon the holy man, turning to the execu- 
tioner, said, ' Well, seeing nothing will n^ 
tisfy this babbling fellow, but a loquaeiees 
dispute, I pray you hoist him up on another 
racK, that from like Pulpits, we may argue 
the matter on equal terms.'* After a lo&g 
and painful imprisonment, this Confessor 
of the Faith was sentenced to perpetual 
banishment in September, 1585, and the 
next year joined the Society of Jesus at 
Verdun, being then S6 years old. At the 
expiration of his Novlceship he returned 
with increased ardor to prosecute his Apos- 
tolic labours, ** assisting for the noit 
part the poor and meaner sort of people,^ 
who about Holywell and elsewhere in 
North Wales, flocked to him In Such multi- 
tudes, that in the depth of night he used to 
have an hundred of them in one assehiblT ; 
which to him that will consider with what 
rigour the tyrannical laws against Ca- 
tholics were then put into execution, wiQ 
seem no small wonder. Indeed the faith- 
ful people had an exceeding great esteess 
of him, whom, in his life-tiiiie, they 
commonly called the Saint, Finally, after 
he had laboured about fifty years In the 
▼ineyard of Christ with great profit, being 
almost eighty years old, he would needs 
crown all his Apostolical merits, by offer- 
ing himself a victim of charity for the

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splrHaal wants of hia neighbours, dying 
in tli6 service of the infected with the 
plague, that grevionsly reigned in London^ 
in the year of Christ 1025 ; which lerrice, 
as a special favour, he earnestly lieginDS 
it, obtained by order of obedience from 
his Superiors, who could not deny it to 
one so laden with merits. Thus the Col- 
lege of St. Xavier had the happiness to 
send to the Celestial Table, this its an- 
cientest member, as the first fruit of its 
Evangelical Industries, which was long 
before thoroughly ripened for the innnor- 
tal glory,'- Drews incorrectly fixes his 
death to the Sdth December, of the year 
one thousand six hundred and twenty- 
€ighi.

Another F. Jobn Bemnbtt, bom 17 
March, 1699, entered the Society in 17ia 
For some time he was emploved hi tlie 
Maryland mission, but actually died at 
Hayfield, or Highfield, near Wigan, 13 
April, 1751. His real name was GorffN^. 

Bbnnbtt, Robert, was admitted an 
Alumnus of the Jingiish College at Rome, 
in 1570. He joined the Society in France, 
and perished at sea off AUcaant, in 1500, 
«et. 40. 

Bbnnbtt, Tboiias. — In the Anndal 
Letters of 1647, is a long and interesting 
narrative Airnished by this good Father, 
of his apprehension by four of the Somerset- 
shire cavalry in the service of the Parlia- 
meht, between Bridge#ater and Poole ; of 
the insults and indigmdes he esj^erienced 
at their hands, and of his success in extri- 
cating hiniself from thetu. Had they known 
him to be a Priest, (for he personated a 
f)odr simple peasant} he would have proba- 
bly have been dispatched at once. He died 
«t Ghent, 10 December, 1664. 

Bennstt, William. — I tliink he was 
bom in Che^ire in 1600 1 at the age of S5 
tie became a member of the Society, and in 
1640 made his debut as a missionary. 
Twice a prisoner for the Faith, and twice 
condemned to death, he finished his earthly 
course in Leicester gaol, SO October, 1602, 
** oetoffenario major,'* 

Bbntlbt, Edward, of London, joined 
the Order at the age of 21, and was admit- 
ted to the Profession of the Four Vows, 
23 May, 1627. He had filled the Office of 
PenHentiaiyat Rome, but from ill health 
was obliged' to resign it on 20 April, 1623. 
The last 31 years of his life he sp^nt in 
missionary labours in his native country, 
dying on 10 May, 16i56, nt 68. 

Bbntley, John, bom in Lincolnshire, 
admitted to his novioeship at the age of ^, 
and to hH solemn Profb^ion 10 November, 
1627. After forty yesrs of arduous service 
in thfeniissioo,hedied in England, 6 April, 
1668, adt. 74. 

BeHtney, Wiluam, of Cheshire. — The

BsnaT, Fbavcis, of LaDeainsUre.— -A 
letter of this Rev. Father whilsl avperior of 
his brethren in LIneofaialiire, la the GcMral 
Caraffa, dated 92 May, 16M, is fbrtmmlaly 
preserved. It slates that for the Ibnr pee- 
oeeding years thev had no reft or reUM 
abode. Before the conMieneeaNnt of iw 
civil wars there were ten priests In the 
county, now they were rednoed to six, and 
9tmg%Ung hard for a awintcnancnt The 
Catholics were nearly deprived of all their 
property ; several were driven froan their 
houses; and yet they were eonteol and 
cheerful in their misfortunes and trials : 
deeming themselves happy to suffer for their 
fidelity towards God, and their loyalty to 
the King. He mendona tiie case of an il» 
lustrions family that had been BMst wrong- 
fully snd cruelly treated— the hBden r ei 
lady of the house had been reduced to aneh 
distress, as not even to have a bed for her* 
self, except a poor one that she had ino- 
oeeded in borrowing. Her husband for the 
last four years had been denied access to 
his house, had been stript of his abondsnC 
income, and could not show hiasself amongst 
them, (Q. Tkhmbleby I) *' I have reeenUy 
returned home from a town that, after a 
siege of aix months, capitulated to the ene* 
my : (Q. Lincoln i) and I lie concealed, 
as their troops are quartered here, so that 
very few even of the Catholics are aware of 
my return. 1 have lost sll my sacied far* 
nitnre ; my well stored library has been 
plundered, or torn up, or burnt." 

This Rev. Father survived the date 
of this letter without seeing much relief 
afforded to his bfethren, until 1 Junci 1666L

January, 1722, at. 43. Rel. 13. 

BsaTiv, jEROMB.»Of this Rev. Father 
I regret to say I can collect no farther de- 
Ulls, (ban that he died at Ghent, where he 
usually resided, on 28 February, 17S9, nt. 
66, Rel. 46. 

Bbrtlot, Matthbw, joined the Order 
hi 1669. nt. 97. 

*BsRTLOT, Mark, died at Liege, 90 
June, 1701. 

Bbs WICK, Edward, of London, born in 
1619. After 89 years of Missionary labour 
during which period he usually passed by 
the name of Sanders, he died at Worcei' 
ter^ in the month of March, 1680, mt. 61, 
Rel. 40. 

Bbttam, Jambs, of Staffordshire. — ^This 
Professed Father died in England, 97 Oct. 
1669, set. 65, Rel. 44. Prof. 29. 

Bbtbn, John, bom in Herefordshire, 
in 161 1 ; at the age of 94 joined the 
Society; seven years later 1 meet him 
at Liege, after which time I lose stght of 
him entirely. 

A Scholastic of this name, bom 93 June, 
1709, died at Liege in J798, Soc. 4. 

Bbtbridgb. John, of Derbjrshi re.-»In 
the ProTincial List of 1649, he is described 
as being then 97 years old, of which he bad 
passed 6 in the Order. 

Bbteridgb, Thomas, of Derbyshire, was 
admitted into St. John's House, Louvain, 
1 February, 1607, let. 24, and took the 
simple Vows of the Society, 8 February, 
1609. 

Bicklby, Ralph. — In a letter of F. Hen. 
Garnet to F. Persons; dated 15 April, 1597, 
1 read ** Rafo Bickly wrote to you to sue 
for him, that he may be admitted. He is a 
very singular man, I pray you obtain it : he 
hatb sued these 19 years. He is with F. 
Weston, who desireth it greatly." God 
granted him this desire of his heart. In 
1608, he suffered banishment. Returning 
again to the Mission, he was at length ap- 
prehended and banished in 1618. Shortly 
after "in geneeiuie bona Audotnari finem 
Vivendi feeit:' p. 378, Hist. Mori. 

* BiLLiNOB, George. — This temporal 
coadjutor died at Watten, 26 January, 
1739, »t. 61, Soc. 10. 

Billinob, Richard. — A Rct. Father 
of this name, who had been stationed in his 
natiye oonntv, Lancashire, at least 20 years 
before his death, died there in June, 1739, 
set, 58, Soc. 84. 

Another Father of this name was born 16 
February, 1713 ; admitted at Watten 18 
January, 1739; serred the Lancashire 
Mission for a time, and died most piously 
after a long illness, at Crandon Park, 28 
February, 1769. 



N.B. He was uncle to ik& Re?. Charlea 
Billinge, who for several years did credit to 
the SocietjT an<i the Priestly Ministry 
but neglecting the exercises of prayer and* 
watchfulness, fell an easy victim to tempta* 
tion. Abandoning the Chaplaincy at 
Mosely, be read his recantation at Lich- 
field Cathedral, during the summer of 1767. 
After leading a most miserable life, this 
septuagenarian expired at Wolverhampton, 
and was buried on Easter Tuesday, 180 S. 
After his decease it was discovered, that 
this credulous old Curate had obtained a 
Poiiport from the notorious Johanna 
Southcott ! I !

BiBD, John.— First saw the light at 
Blbtchworth, Surrey, 14 September, 1788: 
studied and taught Humanities at Stony- 
hurst : entered the Novitiate at Hodder, 96 
Sept. 1808: was ordained Priest by Bp. 
Mllner on 16 December 1808. On 9 Dec. 
1813 he commenced his missionary career 
at Preston, and how he discharged his duty, 
let the following Resolutions declare. 

At a Meeting held at the Catholic School, 
on Thursday, • 7 August, 1884. John 
Qradwell, £sq. in the Chair. It was 
Resolved, 

1st.— That the cause of ReligioB has 
been greatly forwarded by the zealous, 
efficient and uncompromising maoner, in 
which the Rev. John Bird baa diseharged 
his pastoral Duties, in the Town of Preston, 
duringa period of 21 years, and that hb 
uniform Conduct has left deeply imprinted 
on the hearts of the Catholics of Prestou, 
the feelings of Gratitude and Veneration. 

9Qd. — ^That a Subscription be entered 
into, for the purpose of purchasing an ap- 
propriate tribute of our gratitude and respect, 
and to recall to his memory, the friends he 
has left behind him at Preston. 

3rd.— That Mr, Segar, Mr. Edward 
Sidgreaves, Mr. Henry Chadwick, and Mr. 
Kay, do form a Committee for the purpose 
of making known the present rese lotions, of 
collecting and receiving Subseriptlona, and 
of calling another Meeting when they think 
fit. 

4th.— That Mr. Kay be appointed Tree* 
surer, and that he be requested to receive 
Subscriptions at his Shop. 

6th.— That the thanks of the Meeting, be 
given to the Chairman, for his conduct in 
the Chair. 

F. Bird was admitted to the Profession 
of the 4 vows 9 February, 1819. On 29 
July, 1834, he left Preston to beeoaie 
Socins to the Proviocial F. Richard Norris. 
In the previous year, viz. on WhitmondM^ 
27 May, he had laid the first stone of St. 
Ignatius' Church there, with great soIsb- 
nity. Of its dedication by Bp. Briggs, en 
Thursday, 6 May, IS36, a full Report mi^ 
be seen in the Orthodox Jonmal of that 
month and year. 
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F. Bird was duly declared Provincial on 
24 June, 1838. He continued in tliat of&ee 
until 14 September, 1841, when be was re- 
appointed to his old mission at Preston, and 
recently to the less laborions one of Ponte- 
fract. 

BiRKBT, Joseph.— This pious soul, at the 
age oi 60, obtained admission into the Order, 
and for fall 16 years did good service as a 
lay-brotber, dying at Ghent, 25 December, 
1770. 

Blacfah, John. — For the account of hii 
wonderful conversion to the Catholic Faith, 
at Cambridge, we refer our readers to p 
S84 of More's Hist* He joined the Society 
in Spain, in 1593, and 9 years later his 
great merits procured him the honour of 
being numbered among the Professed Fa- 
thers. After discharging many Collegiate 
offices, and becoming the victim of envenom- 
ed and tyrannical iniquity, and after render- 
ing essential service to the Catholic cause, 
he passed quietly to everlasting rest in 
England, 13 January, 1641, set. 78. 

Blackfa.v, Thomas, born in Sussex, 
A. D« 1601 : at the age of 23 he commenced 
his Koviceship, and on 10 August, 1640, 
was numbered among the Professed Fathers. 
After 1642, his subsequent biography I am 
yet to learn. 

* Blackiston, Go ward, died a Scho- 
lastic at Gheat 24 Match, 1640. 

Blackiston, Francis, born in the county 
of Durham, in the year 1617, joined the 
Society in 1637 : was a close prisoner at 
Nottingham, in 1680. I think he died in 
England, 19 May, 1701. 

Blackistoi«, William, born S October, 
1698 : admitted intothe Order 31 December, 
1723, and to bis Keligious Profession 9d 
February, 1736; in the sequel was Rector 
at Watten, and Ghent, and died at Bruges, 
26 January, 176S. 

Blakwell, William, of Hampshire, 
died at St. Omer, May 10, 1699, Soc. 59, 
at. 86. 

Blair, Jamxs, was bom 15 January, 
1693. In F. R. Hoskins* life of Brother 
Wm. Coucbe, this good Father is described 
as **siHgularUprwientia atque sanctitate 
Rel^iosus,'* After teaching Philosophy 
at Liege, he was employed for some years 
in the English Mission. Recalled to Liege, 
to fill the office of Professor of Holy Scrip- 
ture, he died there 28 May, 1759, »t. 66, 
Soc. 46. 

Blakb, James, admitted at Watten, 1 
July, 1675 ; and such was his merit, as to 
be ranked amongst the Professed Fathers 
OQ 15 August. 1685. On 3 April, 1701, 
he was declared Provincial of his Brethren, 
*nd oontinued in that office for nearly four 
years. He died at the good old age of 79, 
I think at Bromley Hall, near Colchester 
on 99 January, O.S. 1728. His Sermon 
on the Biefsed Saeramewt, delivered in the 
Chapel of the Spanish Ambassador, Corpus 



Christi^day, 3 June, 1686, wis reprinted In 
1741. 

Blount, Richabd. — For the life of this 
discreet and meritorious Father, whoae 
name must ever be in benediction with hit 
brethren, we refer our readers to the S5th 
ch. of the ix Book, and the S4th ch. of z 
Book of F. More's History of the Eqglish 
Province, S. J. ; as also to Tanner's Livei 
of the Confessors of the Order. Descended 
of a good and ancient stock in Leicester- 
shire, he and his sister were the only mem- 
bers of a numerous family that embraotd 
the Catholic Faith. Richard was sent to 
the University of Oxford, but quitted It 
for Rome, where he was ordained Priest. 
Towards the end of the year 1690, be ac- 
companied F. Persons to Seville, and short- 
ly after, with eleven other* Priests, sailed 
for fingland. He was not a Jesuit antil 
some years later, as 1 find in a letter of F. 
Hen. Garnett, dated 8 September, 1598. 
•* This day beiog the Nativity of our Lady, 
Richard Blunt hath made an end of his two 
years." F. Blount was then sent to the 
mission of Scotney Castle, the seat of the 
Darrells, of Sussex, and the narrative of hii 
wonderful escape in the course of the fol- 
lowing winter, from the hands of the pur- 
suivants who had beset and occupied that 
mansion, has been recorded by Mr. Wm. 
Darell, who was living there at the time, 
and died in 1639. Appointed Superior of 
his brethren in England, under the govern- 
ment of **the wise, learned, virtuous, prac- 
tical, and to all grateful, F. Blount," t|ie . 
Members of the Order multiplied to Qi^rly 
two hundred, including fortv Professed Fa- 
thers-! Such an increase induced F. Matlus 
Vitelleschi, the 6th General of the Society, 
in 1619, to raise this Mission into a Vice- 
Province, and he named F. Blount Vice- 
Provincial ; and by Letters Patent of 91 
Jan. 1623, the said General erected England 
into a Province of the Society, and declared 
F. Blount its first Provincial. After filling 
this last dignity for fifteen years, with the 
highest reputation for prudence, frankness, 
integrity, and moderation, he obtained leave 
to resign it. This truly good man died in 
London, 13 May, 1638, ^'prope oUpg/e' 
narf us, "and was buried with due honor In 
Queen Henrietta Maria's Chapel, which was 
then served by the Capudiin Friars, Mr» 
Dodd, p. 110, Vol. ill. Church HJst. might 
have done more justice to the memory ol 
this Rev. Father. 

Bluett, John, of Staffordshire, was ad- 
mitted soon after his promotion to Holy 
Orders. The date of bis solemn Piofess^oa

Blunbbll, Francis. — Six of the name 
of BlundeU, and all natives of Lancashire, 
were members of the Society, Francis was 
bom 18 Augusl, 1717; joined the Body in 
1788, and inxteea years later was placed 
among llie Professed Fathers. He died at 
Formby, in Lancashire, 1 February, 1779. 

Blvndbll, Jambs, was admitted at Lou- 
▼ain 1 February, 1607, and made his sim- 
ple TOWS there 8 February, 1^9. This 
amiable Priest was ordered to Spain ; but 
was taken ill daring tlie journey, forced to 
stop at Vergara, in Asturia, and died in the 
early part of the summer, 1009, set. 28, Soc 
p. 894, Mori. Hist. 

BlundiIiL, Joseph, brother of Nicholas 
Blnndell, of Crosby, Rsq. was born 9 May, 
1086 ; served Spiokhill Mission, in Derby- 
shire ; died at Watten, 27 July, 1769, Soc. 
66. 

Blundbll, Nicholas, eldest son of Wm. 
Blnndell, of Crosby, Rsq. by Ann, daughter 
of 8ir Thomas Haggerston, Bart. Heir to 
a Tery considerable estate, he preferred 
the Institute of St. Ignatius to its enjoy- 
ment. For the last nine years of his life he 
was Prefect of St. Omer*s College — a paln- 
faly but meritorious office — and ho executed 
it in such a manner as to gain the approba- 
tion of his Superiors, and give satisfaction 
to the Scholars. He died at St. Omer, f 
December, 1680, at. 40, Soc. 18. 

Blundill, Ricbard, nephew to FF. 
Richard and Thomas Barton, arrired at. the 
English College in Rome, in NoTcmber, 
1640, to prosecute his higher studies. Af- 
ter defending a course of Philosophy with 
mat applause, he was struck with his last 
illness 23 July, 1649. He had long peti- 
tioned to be admitted into the Society : his 
wish was granted, and he died most happily 
on 7 August that year, *' eum summo om- 
nium luetu suique dt»iderio** 

Blundbll, Thomas, admitted in 1667 : 
died in the mission of his native county, 7 
June, 1702. 

Blydb, BBNJAMiN.-^This temporal coad- 
jutor died in June, 1788, at. 56, Soc 29. 

Bltdb, John, this brother died in Der- 
byshire, 12 May, 1787, at. 72, Rel. 27. 

Bltdb, Ignatius.— This good Father, 
after serving the English Mission, retired to 
Liege, where he finished his course 1 Sep- 
tember, 1788. at. 68, Soo. 9^. 

Blydb, Josbph, this brother was born 
99 Mareh, 1725 ; admitted at the age of 80 ; 
died at Wardour, 8 November, 1792. 

Boarman, John, of Maryland, entered 
th« Society in 1762. Without much pre- 
teniions to talents, he proved a most diligent 
and valuable missionary, in his own coun- 
try, where God called him to himself in 
1797, at 54. 



Bodbnham, John, second son of John 
Bodenbam, of Rotherwas, Esq., by his 
wife Maty CTrinder) consecratea himself 
to God in the Society, on 29 July, 1709, 
and was enrolled among its Professed Fa- 
thers on 15 August, 1726. For this hand- 
ful of gleaniogs (the imperfections and de- 
iiciences of which I have cause every step to 
regret) I can only collect, that after resid- 
ing as Chaplain at Courtfleld. and filling the 
office of Rector of his BB. in the College of 
St. Francis Xavler, he was recalled from the 
mission to govern the House at Watten. In 
a fragment of a journal formerly Icept at 
Watten, I read that he was declared Rec- 
tor there 15r September, 1740. JSuthewas 
not permitted to contluue much more than a 
year in that capacity. His services were re- 
quired at Croxteth, where he died 29 Oct- 
ober, 1750 1 at.60, and was buried at Seftoo 

Boblmans, Lambbrt, a lay-brother, who 
died in England, 25 April, 1690, at. 41, 
Rel. 18. 

BoLiEN, Jambs, a lay-brother, was ad- 
mitted 24 July, 1690, at. 40; tnrther de- 
tails I cannot discover. 

BoLBBT, RoGBa, of Staffordshire.*^ After 
ten years sjpent in the Society, he fella mar- 
tyr of charity 2 September, 1572, in admin- 
istering the comforts of religion to the in- 
fected, at Douay. He died with the name 
of JeBus on his lips. In grateful veneration 
of his zeal and charity, the Inhabitants 
deemed it Proper to erect a monument to 
his memory, p. 21 Mori Hist. 

BoLNT, RicHARo, thls lay*brother died at 
Liege 89 June, 1685, at. 2S, Rel. 7. 

Bolton, John, born 22 October, 1742, 
admitted into the Order in 1761. Soon af- 
ter his promotion to Priesthood he repaiied 
to Maryland, where he ended his days 9 
September, 1809.t 

Bona Voglia, John.— -His true name vras 
Hodges, All that I can learn of liim Is, that 
he died In England, in 1653. 

BooNB, £owARD, died at Danby in 
Yorkshire, 22 August, 1785, at. 61, Soe. 
29. In a letter of F. John Thorpe to a friend, 
he says how much he regrets his death, and 
adds ** I always had much esteem and affse- 
tion for Mr. Edward Boone*s Tirtnesand 
amiable qualities." 

Boone, John, bom in Maryland, 18 April 
1785 ; entered the Novitiate in 1756. m 
died in the mission of his native oonntry, to 
the course of the year 1795. 

Boone. Joseph,]! am informe4,wa8 consiB 
to F. John B. ; entered the NoTitiate with 
him, and died 19 March, 1807, at. 73. 

Booth, Cbarlbs, (brother to Jamtt 
Boffth^ *' the father of the modera 
practice of conveyancing," aa Mr. C* 
Butler expresses it, p. 381, vol ii. 



Mem. of Engl. Cath.) was born 8th Sept* 

tA Latter from Bp.CarrtU announetog F. Bolita^ - 
dtath to Rev. C. Plowden, mve "tlioaffk be iMf.. 
not a mau of learning, ht achieved maca good v ^ 
hie ssal and piety," ^ 
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1707 ; beeame a Noyiee in 1794, and a Pro- 
fessed Father 2d Februaiy, 1748. After 
serving the English mission, he was sppoin- 
ted Penlteoliary at Loretto : then was se- 
lected tutor for Henry, eighth LordArnndell, 
and in 1762, was declared Rector of the 
English C'ollege at Rome. From this su- 
periority he was removed, by order of Pope 
Giement Xlll. for receiving the unfortunate 
Pretender, Charles Edward, who visited the 
College shortly after the death of his father 
Jaoras (III.) who had died at Rome, 1st 
Janaary, 1766, aged 77 years, 6 months 
and 11 days.* As this reception was 
grossly misrepresented at the time, it may in* 
forest the reader to be acauainted with the 
details from the evidence of an eye«witness, 
and a gentleman of unquestionable credit 
and accuracy, the Rev. John lliorpe. 

** This is to acauaintyou with the plain true 
matter of fact, which public intelligence has 
enormously disfigured with falsities. A 
great personage, who came* to Rome in 
January, soon after the death of his virtnoos 
Father, and who has ever since been distin- 
guished by a noble conduct, m which no one 
has found a subject of reproach, on Easter 
Sanday evening (March 30) signfied an 
inclination of making a visit on the next 
morning to the English College, if no diffi- 
culty should be objected. He particularly 
expressed iMs condition; being very fsr 
from shewing any kind of superiority that 
in the present circumstances might displease. 
His intention was communicated to the Col- 
lege, where every one received the Inti-* 
mation as an honour done to the House and 
whole community ; no one suspeeted that 
there could be any difficulty in admitting a 
visit from xheSon^ after they had constantly 
shown so many marks of respect to the 
Father ; and no prohibition from the Gov- 
ernment had ever been notified to any sub- 
jects of the three kingdoms, who are settled 
here. Accordingly on Easter Monday, he 
came with three or four gentlemen, and his 
(customary decent equipage. Some of the 
Fathers and Scholars were ready to receive 
him at the gate and conducted him up-stairs 
to the choir, from whence he heard a low 
Mass said by Ifr. JSLamb^ and after it, the 
Bxamdial and Prayer according to custom.

As sereral destied to kiss hb lMUMi« he 
made a stop in the hall, and stood whilal 
they did so. Then Uking leave in a veiy 
courteous manner, he immediately went to 
his coach and returned to his own palaoe* 
No more was said or thought of the mst- 
ter, either at bis Court or in the Cc»llefe« 
But the evil, or interested people, who aro 
numerous in this city, soon spread many 
lies aboat t they said, that there had been 
a most solemn High Ifacs— that the Eng- 
lish had placed their gnest on a magoUU 
cent 7^rojie^-had eroieiiMi him with great 
pomp, and Mworn an oath o/aUegiameo to 
him, and that a grand Te Dewm hail been 
performed on the oecaslon by a seleet band 
of music. How infamooslv lalse soever all 
these stories were, yet to the eternal shaase 
of the city, persons where found so aban« 
doned, as to offer to tivear to the partiei- 
lars, of which they declared themselvea to 
have been ege-witneBseg 1 No pradent per- 
son ever imagined that each feise and ex* 
travagant reports would make any impres- 
sion at Court (Roman), and iadeed no notice 
seemed to be taken of them at Monte Cavallo ; 
and the same great personage who had been 
at the English College on Monday, went on 
the two following days to the iriih Dewl- 
nieans at St. Sisto, and IriMh Frameig^ 
cans at St. Isidore's ; and on Friday in the 
same week, went in like manner to the 
Scots College • He heard Mass at eaeh 
place, and no one apprehended that they 
nad done amiss in receiving the visit ho 
had been pleased to make. The IHehat 
SLSiito scarce thought that they did 
enough for him, without giving him the 
most public marks of a distinctive hooonr; 
and bugged themselves for having thus far 
outdone tbeir countrymen at 8t, IMore* 
or the Scots and Bngtith CoUeges, Monte 
Cavallo, that hitherto appeared regardless 
of what passed in the private communities 
of s few exiles, began to oomplain, that its 
Sovereign, the Pope, had been insulted in 
the Houses, and by the persons, who are 
maintained by his liberality. The Cardi- 
nals were very uneasy, and some of them 
urged his Holiness to punish the offenders. 
Accordingly exact Informations were 
gathered of all that had passed, and the four 
Superiors were puticniarly examined in re* 
gard of what had been done in their respee- 
tive Houses. The Pope was much dis- 
pleased, and two or three Cardinals hrritated 
him more. The Secretary of Stale would 
have acoommodated matters, with the satis- 
faction of his Holiness, but his displeasure 
was increased by those who were unwilling 
to see it abated. Punishment became un- 
avoidable. Accordingly, in the evening on 
Tuesday, the 8th inst. (April) four dayi 
after the visit made to the Scots College, 
orders were sent for the Superiors of the 
four Houses to be deposed from their ofiee» 
and go out of Home. The Prior of the 
Irish Dominicans, and the Guardian of 
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the Praneiscang went off next morning, 
the first to Clviia Vecchia. the other to Ga- 
prnnica. On Thursday, the 10th, the Eng- 
lish Rector (P. Boothi) departed for Terni, 
and old Ahb6 Cozai went away to Tivoli 
on the morning following, notwithstanding 
all tbe intercession which Cardinal Albani, 
Protector of the College, could raake, either 
to obtain a repriere, or leave for the old 
man to go to his vineyard near Marino. A 
proposal is alio said to have been made, for 
puntshing the Scholars of the two Colleges, 
but it was rejected. On the same occasion 
Abb6 Grant, who was present and active 
in the visit paid to his countrymen, was 
saromooed before the Governor, who read to 
him an order of Court, whereby he was for- 
liid to approach the Palace, either alone, 
or as a oompanion of others, with some me- 
naces that his pensions, wiilch he has here, 
amounting to about 20 Roman crowns per 
month, would be taken from him; but the 
nephews of his Holiness havesomuch inte- 
rested themselves in his favor, that he is with 
oat any further apprehension. There is how- 
ever no likelihood of the banished Superiors 
returning so soon as was once supposed, and 
perhaps they will never be allowed to come 
back, mnless circumstances change more 
than can be expected from the present dis^ 
positions. F. Hoihersal is appointed Rec- 
tor of the Xnglish College, with orders to 
make no mention of the great personage in 
the domestic, or any other public prayerf 
whatever, nor to permit his picture, or any 
other mark of distinction, to be placed in 
the Church upon any occasion whatever. 
Various are the conjectures of all these 
unexpected vigorous proceedings, which 
give great uneasiness to many, and may 
perhaps occasion some trouble to Catholics 
in England, even under a mild Govern- 
ment. " 

P. Booth found in his former pupil, 
(Lord Arundell,) a friend and patron. The 
noble Lord invited him to WardouTf and 
there the venerable priest finished his length- 
eiied course, on 1 1 May, 1797. His mortal 
remains were deposited in his Lordship's 
family vault, below the sanctuary of the' 
princely chapel. 

Booth, Ralph, born 21 April, 1721; 
Joined the Society under the name of Sttitf, 
(after studying Humanities at St. Omer, 
under F. Talbot), in 1787. He was Pro- 
fessed 2 February, 1755, and for some time 
was employed in the London mission. In 
1767, I fiad him Professor of Logic at 
Liege, where be died 19 November, 1780.

BosaaAvB, Jambs, bom at Goodmans ton, 
in Dorsetshire, '* of a very worshipful 
house and parentage," as I read in a MS. 
of F. Persons. When yet a youth, he quit, 
ted England with the consent of his pious 
parents, studied a course of Rhetorick and 
Philosophy at Rome, and during 12 years. 



Germany and Poland witnessed with de)igh< 
his increasing reputation as a professor 
of Philosophy, Mathematics, and of the 
Greek and Hebrew languages. F. More 
informs us that he had entered the Society 
17th November, 1564. and that he was or- 
dained Priest at Olmutz, in 1572. His de- 
clining health whilst at Wllna, induced his 
Superio rs to order his return to England, 
in hopes that his native air might restore 
the tone of his constitution. His parents 
were still living. Scarcely had be reached 
the British shore in the summer of 1560, 
when he was arrested and immured within 
the Tower of London. His early and long 
absence from England, had almost made 
him forget his vernacular tongue. On U 
November, 1581, he was arraigned at the 
King's Bench, with F. Edmund Campia?* 
and others ; and on 20th of that month re- 
ceived sentence of death; but in conse- 
quence of intesest made in his behalf by 
Stephen (Battori) King of Poland, Queen 
Elizabeth consented not to dip her hands in 
Ills blood, and at length was prevailed on 
to restore him to liberty, and he was ac- 
cordingly discharged from the Tower 
21 June, 15S5. Returmng to Poland, 
this worthy confessor terminated his me- 
ritorious life by a most Christian death, at 
Calizzi, 27 October, 1621, or as another 
account sets forth, in 1623, **s€ptuagenario 

InasmallSvo. vol. printed at Rheims, 
in 1583. by John Fogny, entitled, "-4 trme 
Report of the late apprekension and iw- 
prisonment of John Nichols, Miinisterat 
Roarit and his Confession and Answers 
made in the time of his durance there,*' 
1 find a letter of five pages, called 

•• The sati^acticn of Mr. James Bos- 
grave, the godly Confessor of Christ, 
concerning his going to the Church oj 
the Protestants at his first coming into 
England.*^ It is highly commendable for 
zeal, spirit, humility and eloquence. 

Boucher, Richard, born in America, 
17 August, 1696, admitted into the Novice- 
ship at the age of 17 : for many years was 
Chaplain to the Chichester family » at Ar- 
lington, in the North of Devon, and there 
his labours and life were ended on 18 Dec* 
1760. In the parish register of Arlington, 
I read as follows :— - 

•* 1760, Mr. Richard Boucher was buried 
December, 20th." 

Boucher, William, elder brottier of 
Richard, bom 14 July, 1689, ^joined the 
Order in 1700: for several years lived at 
Aston, in Stafifordshire, and at Lall worth, 
in Dorsetshire. He died 2S Sept. 1757.

Brbwer, John, bom at Flshwldc, near 
Preston, 29 December, 178S ; entered the 
Society at the age of Sa In June, 1764, 
commenced his missionary career at Od* 
stock, the seat of the Webbs^ near Salisbary, 
but at Michaelmas of the year ensning, wma 
removed to Shepton Mallett, where he eoa* 
tinned until his lamented death, 1 Septem* 
ber, 1797. See the London Chr&nicU ot 
that time. His precious remains were de- 
posited in Bristol Chapel ; the mission of 
which, with Shepton Mallett and Jfixeter, 
have cause to cherish his memory* 

BREWBRfTnoif AS, younger brother ofjohm^ 
but the faithful imitator of his pious exam- 
ple: he was born 19 June, 174S ; admitted 
into the Society in 1761 ; for a short time 
was chaplain at Lydiate and Faaalierley, 
near Liverpool ; was thence appointed to the 
incumbency at Bristol, a mission created 
by the venerable F. Seudamore^ (of vhom 
more hereafter) : here he died 18 April,

Bbiant, Albzamdbr^ of Somersetshhre :

Briant, Henry, of Londom — In the 
Provincial Return of 1655, he is reported 
then to be 56 years old, of which he had 
spent 25 in the Society, and to have made 
his solemn Profession on 14 February, 
1648. He died in England 14 October, 
1658. 

Briant. Robert, of Somersetshire. — At 
the age of 87, was aggregated to the Order, 
and on the following year, was sent to the 
English mission. He was chiefly employed 
in the residence of St. Stanislaus, where I 
suspect, he finished his course, 29 March, 
1656, ast. 70. 

Brinkburst, George, admitted in 1694 : 
was ordained Priest in 1703 : died at St. 
Omer, 15 October, 1759, at. 64. 

Brinktiurst, Thomas, sometimes called 
Meara, brother I believe, to George : joined 
the order in 1698 ; and died at St. Omer, 
26 August, 1728, seU 51. 

'Bromfibld, Laurence, died at St.Omer, 
date unknown. 

Brockholbs, Charles, of a Tery respect- 
able family iu Lancashire. At the age of 
21, he renounced the world in favour of the 
Society of Jesus ; and in the sequel became 
the principal founder of the Wigan mission, 
which, I find, he served many years, as 
well as Bladcroad. He died at Wigan, 
about half-past one o'clock p.m. on 20 Feb^ 
runry, 1759, set. 75, In a memorandum of 
the time I read : — 

** Mr. Charles Brockfaoles built a house 
and ehapel at Wi^n, out of his own pe- 
eulium. The town did not contribute. 
Only one in the town gave him about £5. " 

Brock, John, (verS Morgan) a kinsman 
of F. Thenuu Fitzherhert In the infancy 
of the Maryland mission he devoted his 
energies to the Apostolic work of instruct- 
ing the poor natives. This good Father in 
an original letter now before me, of 3 May, 
1641, thus expresses himself: ** I would 
rather, labouring in the conversion of these 
Indians, expire on the bare ground, de- 
prived of all human succour, and perishing 
with hunger, than once think of abandoning 
this holy work of God from the fear of 
want." Within five weeks af^er this mag- 
nanimous sentence, Tiz. 6 June, 1641, he 
sunk under the accumulation of fatigues 
and privations, and passed to immortality. 

Brooke, Adam, ef a respectable family 
in London ; after studying for five years at 
Oxford, he retired abroad for conscience 
sake, and proceeding to Rome, incorporated 
himself with the Society in 1564. Lithua- 
nia, in the sequel, became the principal 
theatre of his services and religious yir- 
tats* After tnlightenliig and edifying the 



said province, he died at Wilna, universally 
regretted, on 5 July, 1605, set. 63, Prof. 27. 

Brooke, Charles, born in Hack Street, 
Exeter, on 8 August, 1777. He was na- 
turely a strong child ; but in consequence 
of three successive falls, through the care- 
lessness of his nurse, ( as his mother has 
told me) he became very weak and delicate. 
Id the eleventh year of his age he was sent 
to the Academy at Liege, which he entered 
on 16 July, 1788, and distinguished himself 
by his assiduity and piety. On 18 June, 
1802, he was promoted to Holy Orders, at 
Maynooth, by A. Bp. Troy ; and on the 
following year, viz. 26 September, 1803, he 
joyfully consecrated himself to God in the 
revived Society, at Hodder. He took his 
rank ss a Professed Father, 8 September, 
1S18. 

it would take a volume to detail his ser- 
vices to the College of Stonyhurst and to 
the English Province, as a Professor, as a 
Director of Studies, as a Superior of his 
Brethren, and as a Missionary also, (for he 
refounded the Enfield Mission to which he 
was appointed in 1817, and opened its pre- 
sent chapel, 11 July, 1819). After dis- 
charging to his flock every duty of the 
food Pastor, he was declared ProTincial 15 
'ebruary, 1826. In the Spring of 1829 he 
held at Stonyhurst the 1st IVovincial Cong, 
of the restored Society in England, from 
which great blessings accrued to the mem- 
bers. That invaluable Eatablishment, the 
Seminary, (or New House of Studies) he had 
the comfort of opening on 80 July, 1830. 
After governing his subjects in the most 
exemplary manner for upwards of 6 years, 
he resigned his office to F. Richard Norris, 
28 May, 1832, and was made Rector of the 
abovementioiied Seminary. In June, 183S, 
he was released on account of decKning 
health, from that Superiority, and has been 
since employed as Spiritual Father, both 
there and at Stonyhurst ; and as Director 
of the Studies, and Rector of the College of 
St. Aloysius. 

'Brooke, Edward, of Staffordshire : sd« 
mitted for a lay-brother at Louvain, 7 July, 
1607, ffit. 30. Two years later, immediate- 
ly on his reaching Valladolid, he was taken 
ill and survived but nine days, p. 894. More's

Flndiiig 
this accused eemtpiraior Incapabia of being 
removed, they reluetantly left him ta dia a 
natural death in hla own dia«ber, whick 
happened within three weeks later, tIs.

January, 1679. 

Brown, Johw ; died in Englasd 96 
June, 1683. 

Browm, LariKiM, (the friend of Pe|M 
the Poet.) was bora in Norfolk, Septens- 
ber, 1671 : at the age of 90 was received an 
Alumnus of the English College at Rome : 
admitted when in Priest's orders, as a No- 
vice at Watten (as 1 find in a Journal once 
kept there) on 4 July, 1698 ; and his great 
merits procured him the honour of being enr 
rolled among the Professed Fathers, on 31 
March, 1709. F. Brown passed through 
most of tlie Collegistte offiees, and filled the 
situation of Provincial from 1 ^October, 
1733, to 90 July, 1737. In his old age this 
patriarch saw hia brethren oo 19 October, 
1762. despoiled of their property, and tam- 
ed adrift from their College of St. Omer by 
a tyrannical government.. Too InfiHa to be 
removed, be was sufl^sred to- remain la the 
College, where his lamp of life was at length 
extinguished on 7 November, 1764, ta the 
94th year of his age, and 67th of Rah In 
the " Z<oa(/oii Chronicle'* o( I Deeembar, 
1764, is an Interesting article on the aulQecl.

Bbown, William, was uncle, brother, 
and nephew to the Viscount Montagues, and 
nephew to the Duchess of Feria (Dormer), 
but much more ennobled by his virtues, es- 
pecially his profound humility, and his ve- 
hement love of Almighty God. For the 
edifying life of this devont temporal coadju- 
tor, see pp. 406-7-8-9 of F. More's Hist. 
In one circumstance, however, his narrative 
varies with the statement of the Annual 
Letters of 1613, that this noble youth was 
converted, with Dr. Benjamin Carrier, and 
some others, by one of the Reverend Fa- 
thers at Louvain, It is strange to see how 
differently the date of his death is given. 
Drews places the event in 1617. More 
does not positively state it. Constable^ p. 
228 of his Specimen of Amendments pro- 
posed to 09r. Dodd, mistranslates More^ 
and fixes it to the year 1633. But tha 
truth is to be ascertained from the Annual 
Letters of 1637, which prove that he con- 
cluded his laborious and most pious life, 
after a short illness at Liege, on 20 
August, 1037, let.

Brunbtti, JosbIph, after studying Hu- 
manities at St. Omer's College, entered the 
Novitiate at Watten, 7 September, I6S9. I 
cannot follow up the course of his life, after 
taking Jiis sipapb vows, two years later ; 
bat he died at Rotterdam, 17 January, 
1715, St. 44. 

Bruning, Ai^THONY, wRS luost Certainly 
employed In the English Mission in the 
years 1701 and 1703, and died 19 January, 
1704. 

Bruning, Anthony, was born 7 De- 
cember, 1716; joined the Society at the age 



of 17, and was admitted to the profession 
of the Four Vows 2 February, 1751. After 
teaching Philosophy, he was sent to the 
Mission, but was recalled to take the chair 
of Theology. His M.S. Treatises de Gra- 
tiUf de Deo, de Trinitate, abundantly show 
how competent he was for that important 
office. This learned and holy man died at 
Liege, 8 August, 1776 ; be went o£f with- 
out any apparent pain, and with extraordi- 
nary tranquillity. 

Bruning, Francis. — ^Thts Scholastic 
died at Liege, 10 March, 1753, et. 21, 
Rel.

Bruning, George, brother of Anthony 
the eminent Theologian, at the age ofl8,*and 
in the year 17'56, followed the example of 
his brother in adopdng the pious Institute 
of the Society* His first mission I believe 
was at Southend, near Soberton, Hants ;

East Hendred, Berks. His half sister Mary 
had married John Thomas Byston. Re- 
tiring to Isleworth, he died there 3 June, 
1S02, set.

Buckley, Robert, of Wales, was ap- 
pointed to the Penitentiary, at St. Peter*s.

Bucks, Robert, All that I can glean of 
this Father is, \hat he died in England. 10 
February, 1648. 

Buller, John, born 25 February, 1746. 
He had actuaAy completed the study of 
Philosophy and two years of TheologTi 
before he embraced the Institute of St. 
Ignatius. For many years he served the 
Mission of Little Crosby and Ince, near 
Liverpool, where he died 14 December, 
1811. 

BuLMER, William, died in England. 21 
October, 1689. 

BuRDBTT, Anthony, of Yorkshire. At 
the age of 32, this pious soul, thirsting 
after religious perfection, placed himself 
among the Novices. Filled with the spirit 
of the Institute, he was promoted to the 
rank of a Professed Father, 1 July, 165S. 
He died in England, 14 September, four 
years later, aged 47, and is commended in 
the Annual Letters, for his ability and sac- 
cess in Controversy. 

* BuRDETT, Lewis, (alias Hussejft) 
This promising Scholastic died in 178S, 
mt.22, Soc. 4. 

Burnett, Thomas, made bis simpi* 
Vows at Watten, 8 September, 1663, mU 
22 : was professed 25 Jaly, 1699 ; became 
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Chaplmio at Broughton Hall, where, I 
think, he died, I September, 1727. 

Burton, Christopher ; after serving 
the Lytham Mission, retired to Watten, 
where lie departed this life, 23 July, 1744, 
«t. 73, Rel. 61, Prof.33. 

Burton, Edward, of London. At the 
age of 25 he became a Novice of Louvain, 
and fifteen years later, viz. about 1624, 
died in England, at the early age of 40. His 
translation of Pare Veron's ** D^eat of 
Henehe, the Calvinistic Miniiier,'* was 
printed at Douay, 1616. 

BuBTON, John, recalled from the mis- 
sion to be Minister at Watteu, he died 
there 22 August, 1638, Soc. 5. According 
to the Annual Letters, he was endeared to 
all who knew him, of Tcry engaging man- 
ners, most bumble in his demeanour, and 
conspieoous for his obliging disposition and 
charity. 

BuBSTARD, or Busthard, Johv, of Ox- 
fordshire. F. More, p. 2I» Hist, informs us, 
that in the 19th year of his age he was ad- 
mitted at Louvain. Appointed Professor 
of Philosophy at Douay, whilst his friends 
conceived the highest expectations from his 
brilliant talents, he was hurried to an un- 
timely grave in the 27th year of his age, in 
the year 1576. 

Busby. George, was of a good family 
in Oxfordshire, but actually born at Brus- 
sells. Apprehended at Mr. PowtralPs, 
West Allara, by Justice Oilbert, (who re- 
ceived the 6^100 reward for this service^ on 
16 March, 16S1, as an accomplice in Oates' 
Plot, he was condemned at Derby for his 
priestly character, 25 July following, but 
was discharged on producing a pardon from 
the King. He died at St. Omer's College, 
25 July, 1695. 

Busby, Jons, admitted into the Society 
at the age of 20 ; Professed 2 February, 
1717; for a time served the mission of 
B rinn, near Ashton ; was Rector of the Col- 
lege of St. Francis Xavier from 8 May, 
1734, to November, 1739. Died 20 July, 
1743, St. 64, Soc. 44. 

Busby, Richard, died in England, 8 
April, 1648. 

Busbt, Thomas. — ^This venerable Father, 
whilst Rector of his Brethren in the Col- 
lege of the B. y • Mary, is described as 
excelling in the art of government, and a 
model of the missionary life. Retiring to 
I«iege, he there rested from all his lak^urs 
on S5 April, 1750, at the advanced age of 
94, Soc. 75, Prof. 57. 

Busbt, William, was admitted 7 Sep- 
tember, 1667, set. 23 ; but 1 have no means 
«f pursuing his history. , 

Bterly, Charles, born in Leicester- 
shire, 2 May, 1718: joined the Order in 
2738 ; ended his days in 1796, at Watten, 
Af here he had first imbibed the primitive 
Spirit of the Society.

Campxan, Edmund, was born in London 
85 January, 1540, the actual vear of 
the foundation of the Society of Jesni, 
of which he was destined to become a 
brilliant luminary. His parents were honest 
Catholics, but straitened in circumstances* 
After distinguishing himself as a Sdiolar 
of Christ's Hospital, Edmund was reeom* 
mended to Sir Thomas White^ as a i| 
subject for admission into his recent and 
most noble Foundation of St. John's Col« 
lege, Oxford. The worthy founder dying 

II February, 1566, let. 72, his remains 
were brought from London to the College 
Chapel for interment, and Campian.wia 
selected to pronounce the Latin Funeral 
Oration before the MemlMsrs of the UnU 
Tcrsity ; and he acquitted himself of the 
task to the satisfaction of his hearers. On 
two or three occasions he was also appoint- 
ed to address Queen Elizabeth, at Wood* 
stock or Oxford, and such was the opinion 
that Sir William Ceeyll^ afterwards Lord 
Burghley, (for so he spells his name) eon- 
ceiTed of his pregnancy of wit, eraditlon 
and good taste, that he pronounced him to 
be one of the Diamonds of England. 

But amidst all the applause that he re- 
ceiTod, and the fair prospects of fortune 
and fame that glittered before him, Cam- 
plan's heart was any thing bnt happy. 
The reading of the works of the primitive 
Fathers contributed to increase his per- 
plexity : his worldly friends witnessed with 
pain his growing anguish and Inward eon- 
fliet, and to bind him irrevocably to the 
new religion, by dint of importunity pre- 
vailed upon him to receive from Dr. Richard ^ 
Cheyney.* Bishop of Gloucester, the or-

'hreatened with arrest by the Queen's 
Commissioners, he fled from Dublin to 
Turvey, the seat of Sir Christopher Bam* 
well } but finding that diligent search was 
making for him, he crossed over to Eng- 
land, disguised as the servant of Mel- 
ehior Hussey, then the Steward to the 
Sari of Kildare. In thesummer of 1571, 
he arrived at Douay College, where be 
spent somewhat more than a twelTemonth 
In close application to Theological stu- 
dies. Proceeding to Rome early in ld73> 
he obtained admission into the Society of 
Jesus, and was sent to Brinn, or Brunn, to 
pass the Noviceship. In the sequel, the 
dty of Prague became the special theatre 
of the display of his eminent virtues and 
splendid abilities. There he Uught Rhe- 
toric and Philosophy with unprecedented 
admiration ; there he formed toe minds of 
youth to the exercise of piety and divine 
love ; there he was promoted to Holy Or- 
ders, and sought in the duties of the mi- 
nistry to enkindle that fire which Jesus 
oame to cast upon the earth. In the mean- 
while. Dr. Allen was soliciting Pope Gre- 
gory XIII. to order some English Fa- 
thers of the Society to the mission of 
their natiye country, Campian was named 
and approved, and received a summons 
from the fourth General of the Order, F. 
Everard Mercurian, to repair to Rome 
without delay. On this occasion a remark- 
able circumstance occurred, which I will 
give in the very words ofF. Persons: — 
'*! had my relation of a learned grave 
Spanish Father, called Frandscus AntO" 
fiitts, who was then Confessarius to the 
£mpress, that afterwards died in Spain : 
the very same night that this news arrived 
at Prague, a certain virtuous young man of

of opinion of much sanctity with all of 
that College, rising before his fellows next 
morning, went to F. Campian*8 chamber 
door, and wrote over it 

Campianvs Martyr, 
whereof all men there did wonder, and 
make great reflection thereof, and, as I re- 
member, tbe said Father told me, his Su- 
periors had given him a penance for doing 
it." 

On Holy Saturday, 3 April, 1580, the 
zealous Father arrived at Rome, and on the 
18 quitted for his mission with his col- 
league F. Persons. Tbe General of the 
Order severely forbade them both, by word 
and writing, says F. Bartoii, ( c. 6 and 
8. lib. 9, Inglhiterra) to interfere, directly 
or indirectly, with any state or political 
concern : they were neither to treat such 
subjects, or listeo to them. 

Father C. sailed from Calais on 24 
June, 1580, and reached Dover the next 
morning. For the details of his apostolic 
course, his apprehension on 16 July, 
1581, and oi his glorious death on Friday, 
1 December following, we refer our rea- 
ders to F. More's History, Book iii., to bis 
Life by F. Matthias Tanner, to p. 183, of 
Southwell's fi ibliotheca, and particularly 
to the Memoirs of that lover of truth. 
Bishop Cballooer, and Andrews* £xaBi- 
nation of Fox's Martyrs, vol. iii. p. 405. 
We learn from Persons' letter, dated 26 
May, 1589, that the saintly Lewis de 
Granada wrote in Spanish the Life of F. 
Campian. Dr. Stapleton, in Prompt Moral. 
6th Sunday after Easter, and 9th Sunday 
after Pent, speaks of him in glowing lan- 
guage. 

The works of F. Campian were edited 
first St Paris, in a small octavo vol. A.D. 
1618, pp. 476. The last one hundred 
pages detailing the history of his death, 
were translated into Latin from Uie Italian, 
by the learned Secular Priest, R^beti 
Twmer^ His *' Opuseula Seleeta " were 
published in 12mo* at Antwerp, ia 1631, 
pages 460. 

The Treatise <* Decern Rationes *' writ- 
ten in Lancashire, and privately printed 
at Lady Stonoi's House, at Henley, has 
gone through numberless editions. Ridi- 
ard Stock published an Bnglish Transla- 
tion in London, as early as 1606. 

Anthony Wood, p. 805, lib. ii. Hist, and 
Antiq. Oxon. Univ. honestly admits that 
Campian was ** Theologus apprime dot' 
tuSfjudieio subacto et eloquentia eonsasi- 
mata. 

In the Stonyhurst Library is a folio voL 
of ** Loci Communes Theologiei^ said to 
have been written by F. Campian.

Dr. J. Carroll was bom in Maryland 8 Jan. 
1736. His family had emigrated from Iic- 
land to America, in the reign of James II 
One of his Ancestors was Secretary to Lord 
Powis, a leading minister in the cabi- 
net of that unfortunate Sovereign. Ha* 
marking to his Lordship one day, that be 
was happy to find that public aflfairs and his 
Majesty*s service were proceeding so pros- 
perously, the Secretary received for an- 
swer, "You are quite in the wrong : affairs 
are going on very badly ; the king is very 
ill advised.' After pausing a few minatea 
his Lordship thus addressed Mr. Canoll^ 
** Young man, I have a regard for yoa, and 
would be glad to do you a aervice. Take 
my advice : great changes are at hand : go- 
out to Maryland : I will speak to Lerd 
Baltimore in your favour.*' He did am ; 
obtained some government sitaatlons^ with 
considerable grants of land, and' left hie 
family amongst the largest proprietors of 
the Union.

Ar an eatl^ q;e 
John was sent to St. Omer*8 Colle^ wr 
education. Aftfer distinguishiog himself 
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amongst his companions by docile piety and 
solid abilities, he entered the Novitiate at 
the end of Rhetoric, in 1753. He was soon 
appointed to teach Philosophy, and then 
Divinity ; and for his merits was promoted 
to the rank of a Professed Father 2 Fe- 
bruary, 1771. Shortly after the fatal 
suppression of bis Order, he returned to 
his natiTO country. It is a remarkable 
fact, that he received from the Propa- 
ganda as early as 9 Jane, 1784, amongst 
other ample Faculties, the power of admi- 
nistering the sacrament of Confirmation 
throughout the United States. By the 
Bull of Pope Plus VI. bearing date 6 
November, 1789, Baltimore was erected in- 
to an episcopal see, and Dr. John Carroll 
fwho had been previously recommended 
for its mitre by 24 out of 26 Priests then 
living in Am erica) was confirmed its first 
Blsbop. To use the words of the Holy 
Father, **fW8 ^usdem JoannU Carroll 
fidem, prudentxaniy pietatem ac zelum 
perspeetam habentes^ quoniam magna 
ewn laude, poslremit hU annis, nostra 
mandato^ spiriluali regimini prafuit 
eundem propterea in Aposloliea potes- 
tatU plenUudine ejusdem BeUtimorensis 
Episeopum et Pastorem deeiaratnus, 
ereamus, prwfieimus^ et constUuimug,** 
The ceremony of his consecration was 
performed in Lullworth Chapel, Dorset, 
by Bishop Walmesley, on 15 August, 
1790. The pleasing portrait of the new 
Prelate, painted by Peat, was engraved 
by Lovelace, the year above mentioned. 

Dr. Carroll embarked at Oravesend, on 
8 October, 1790, and aiter a disagree- 
able passage, reached his destination on 
7 December. His first concern was to 
have an Episcopal Seminary, to which 
Mr. Nagot of the Sulpice at Paris, lent 
important assistance. Under his amiable 
and enlightened government, such was 
the wonderful increase of Catholicity, that 
Pope Pius VII. issued a Bull on 8 April, 
1803, erecting Baltimore, into an Arch- 
bishopric, and creating as its sufiragan 
Sees, New York, Philadelphia, Boston,* 
and Bardstown. At length, full of days 
and merits, the lamp of life of this foun- 
der of the American Hierarchy, so beloved 
of Ood and of men, quietly went out at 
Baltimore, on Sunday 8 December, 1815, 
In the 80th year of his age. See bis Biogra- 
phical Sketch, p. 71, and the narrative of 
his splendid funeral, p. 118, vol. iv. of 
Andrewg* Orthodox Journal, 

* Thli town had l>een the focnt of intolerance 
and bigotry. The Congress Msembled there pro- 
claimed, 9th September. 1778. that " the late act 
establishing the Caiholie Religion in Canada, is 
dangerous in an extreme degree to the Protestant 
Religion, and lo the Civil Rights and Liberties of 
America.^ Even the Constitutions of New Jersey 
(Section 19th), of North Carolina (Sect. 32) and of 
South Carolina (Section 12 and 13) as late as the 
year,il790, denied equal rights of citizenship to all 
that were not of the Protestant Aeligion." 



We have from the pen of this talented 
and zealous ecclesiastic, an answer to the 
Rev. Charles Wharton (his near relation,) 
printed at Annapolis, in 1785. and reprinted 
at Worcester the same year, (octavo, pages 
120) — an excellent work. The unfortunate 
Wharton (born 25 July, 1748, and admit- 
ted into the Society, in 1766) seduced by 
vanity and pleasure, deserted the service of 
virtue and religion, and pitifully and basely 
reviled and slandered his former creed and 
profession, which censured and reprobated 
his misconduct. In a letter of P. John 
Thorpe to the Rev. Charles Plowden« dated 
from Rome 17 February, 1787, is the fol- 
lowing just observation :— "Mr. Wharton's 
present condition is like what has common* 
ly been the end of Apost/ltbs — a w{f^^ 
wretchedneis — obscurity — and remorse 
tpithout repentance*" The miserable man 
mar/ied a second wife. In a letter dated 
WhitmarsX near Washington, SO May, 
1832, he is thus mentioned. *' Poordd 
Mr. Wharton is continually tortured by hit 
conscience. His cook at the parsonage 
house, near Trenton, a good Irish Catholic 
fell dangerously sick, and as no priest could 
be procured, Wharton said to her, 'Al« 
though I am a Parson, I am also a Cfatholie 
Priest, and can give you absolution in your 
case.' She made her confession to him, and 
he a bsolved her." Per^ Orivel, the writer 
of the letter, had this account from Mr« 
Wharton's nephew, a good Catholic, and a 
Magistrate of Washington. Shortly after, 
this unhappy culprit was summoned before 
the awful tribunal of Christ. 

Bishop Carroll's ** Pastoral Letters" were 
universally admired for their sterling sense, 
zeal, and tender piety. . 

Carroll, Jambs, born 5 August, 1717 : 
made his simple vows at Watten, 8 Septem- 
ber, 1743 : died in Maryland, 12 November, 
1766. 

Carrtl, Charles. This worthy Primt 
died the incumbent at Stapehill, 13 June, 
1745, st.60, Soc. 41. A grave-stone in 
the nave of Hampreston Church, is inscribed 
" Here lyeth the body of Mr. Charles Car- 
ryll, S. J. who died the i2th day of June, 
1745.'*

I And 
him employed in the Berkshire and York- 
shire Mission, and have ascertained that he 
died in the eity of York, 89 ^Deeomber«

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Chbtwin, RALPH.-^f this venerable 
Father I collect, that when *' laboribus diu- 
tarnis in Missioiie S. Thomn Cantoariensis 
notus*' he was apprehended in the begin- 
ning of the Revelation, committed to 
Horsham Jail, and after IS months impri* 
ionment was removed by Habeas Corpus, 
to London, and discharged. In 1701 this 
sealons Father was performing the duty of 
a Missionary in London. Retiring to Wat- 
ten this faithful minister of Christ was cal- 
led to receive the Crown of glory that 
fadeth not away, on 8 October, 1719. 

Choblby, Thomas, of Lancashire. 
YoBngin age, but ripe for immortality, 
this Father was called from the scene of 
his meritorious labours on S8 October, 1718, 
at.

This tempo- 
lal coadjutor joined the order on 18 May, 
1687. When the Revolution burst forth he 
was apprehended with F. Edmund Thorold, 
and detained a dose prisoner for nine 
months.

Church, £dwabd.— This Tenerable Fa- 
ther and worthy son of St. Ignatius, was 
bornat St. Columbs, in Cornwall, on 15 
November, 1728, and at the age of 18 gave 
himself up to religion. On 8 February, 
1766, he was enrolled amongst the Professed 
Fathers. After serving the mission for at 
least half a century, this Patriarch of his 
brethren calmly expired at Rizton, near 
Warrington, on 92 January, 1820, and was 
buried in a vault outside the Chapel of Bed« 
ford, near Leigki. 

*Churchill, William. — ^Tbis scholastic 
died at the early age of 28, at Watten, 25 
March, 1084, Rel. 8. 

Clarb, John, of Parham, in Suffolk. 
His real name was Warner, On 16 
July, 1660, King Charles II. rewarded 
this loyal subject by creating him a 
Baronet. On the preceding year (7th 
of June) the worthy gentleman had married 
the accomplished Miss Trevor Hanmer, 
whose family had been raised to the rank 
of Baronet as early as 8 July, 1620. 
The fruit of their union was two daughters, 
Catharine, born 90 March, 1660, and Su- 
san, bom 15 July, 1663, who both at a 
suitable age, consecrated themselves to Al- 
mighty God in the holy and happy state of 
Religion. By the mercy of heaven, this 
virtuous young couple had the blessing of 
being called to the true Catholic Faith. 
Lady Warner, with her sister-in -law Eliz- 
abeth Warner, were first reconciled to the 
Church, 23 Juue, 1664 : and the baronet 
followed their pious example about a fort« 
night later, viz. 6 July. It is a remark- 
abletfact, that the principal instrument in 
these conversions was F. John Travers, 
alias Savage, who after living 28 years in 
the Society, and attaining the degree of a 
Professed Father, miserably fell like Juda§ 
from indulging the passion of Avarice.* 



This should make each one adore the im- 
penetrable secreu of God's merey and JBS« 
tice, and treasure up the direction of J.C.

But to return to Sir John and Lady 
Warner : their nnreserved correapondenes, 
with divine grace, procured for them the 
inestimable favour of vocation to the per- 
fection of a religious life : and they heroi- 
cally consented for this purpose to separate 
and renounce each other in time, in the as- 
sured hope of being re-united in Heaveiit 
never to part again. The baronet resigned 
his estate to his brother Francis in October, 
1664, and reached Watten 20 March, 1666, 
and four days later entered hloaself aa a No* 
vice, by the name of John Clare, In coo* 
sequence of the death of his brother Fran- 
cis, who was drowned off Nifcvpori 8 April, 
1667, Cwhere he had intended to embrace 
the life of a Carthusian,) John was obliged 
to delay his simple vows nntil I November, 
1667. His sterling merit and virtue en- 
titled him to the consideration of his Bre- 
thren. He was appointed Rector of their 
house at Watten, on 25 November* 1665» 
and as I find by a Journal kept there "on 
Sunday, December 4, 1660, this P.ev. Fa- 
ther rector was declared Provincial by B. 
F. Keynes." This dignity he held for near* 
ly four years ; when retiring to Watten he 
died the death of the just, on 21 March, 
1705. 

Clare, John, according to WoodwA 
his Copyists, Harris and Dodd, was ao 
Irishman ; but the assertion is obviously in- 
correct. Had they but turned to the con- 
clusion of his admirable work of '*Tke Cea* 
verted Jew," where lie so forcibly ad-

CLAaxB, HaiiaT, was admitted 7 flap!.

CLABKa, John, was bora In Eim : 
united himself to the Order at the age of 38: 
was professed in the saaM 8 Deosasbtr, 
1041. On 16 May, 1056, was declaiod Bee- 
tor of the College at Liege : nine years la- 
ter was appointed Provindai, and at the 
expiration of that ofllee, was directed to re- 
sume the government of hia brethren at 
Liege. He aetuallv died Reetor of the 
English College at Rone, 6 Oeiober, 1078, 
mt. 06. 

The second of this name, whose life waa 
a model of the Apostolic career of St. John 
Francis Regis, disd at Ghent, 1 Bfay, ITSt, 
mt. 01, Soc. 49. 

Clabkb, WiLUAM, made hia aiaiple 
vows at Watlen, 8 September, 1080, win 
Professed 9 May, 1706. In the Annnal 
Letters of 1710, he Is deseribed as ^^Jleeter 
CoilegU 8. FrameUei XaverU^ tgrtghu^ 
Smperior et Miii^ionarius/' He (Ued at 
Hereford, February, 1784, aged 06. 

H/LARKsoM, Bdmuno, of Lsneadifare, 
died at St. Omer, 4 December, 1784, aBt.06, 
Soc. 89. 

Clarkson, Gaoafli, bom at Sonth-hlll, 
near Cborley, 4 May, 1798 : at the age of 
80 became a Novice. His first Mission waa 
atLeighland, in Somersetshire, wheie I 
meet him In 1770-1. Hethenee removed to 
Stapehill, in Dorsetshire ; and taUly waa 
fixed at his native place, where he establish- 
ed a large mission, and erected the present 
House and Chapel. Worn out with age 
and labour, he died tranquilly 6 Nofember, 
1818. 

*Clabkson, Josbph.— This brother waa 
admitted in 1700, at the age of 90 : a lew 
years later he eludes my search. 

Clayton, John, of Lancashire. Thia 
worthy Father was declared Reetor of Wat* 
ten 20 August, 1061 : at the expiration of 
his government of that house, nearly eloTen 
years later, was appointed Reetor of Liege 
College, where he was soon afler called to 
his recompense and repose, dying 10 April, 
1008, «t. 68, Soc. 84» Prof. IS. 

Clattoh, Geobge.—- In a catalogue made 
in 1700, he is stated to have been born 
1701, to have been admitted in 1780, and' 
professed in 1788 ; but I can glean no fai^ 
ther information of him. 
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*Clbiibiit, Ignatius, of Essex. This 
most pious ky-brother finislied his earthly 
course at Watten, 17 October, 1664, ttt. 
69, Rel. 50. 

Clifford, Arthur Lewis, sonof Ar- 
thir Clifford, Esq., by his wife Eliza (Mo* 
Donell) was born at Paris, 4 June, 1818 : 
after etudying; Hamaoities at Stonyharst 
upwards of five years, was admitted into the 
Soeiety at Hodder, 7 September, IS36. At 
the end of two year's Noviceship he took 
the Vows. This promising youth was at- 
tacked with oonsumptioo which soon car- 
ried him off at the Seminary, October 7, 
1841, at B^ A.M. in the presence of the com- 
munity, and in the most edifying and reli- 
gious dispositions. *' His death in the 
words of the Rector, F. Norris, Is truly to 
be auTied.** 

Clifford, Thomas, of Lancashire, join- 
ed the Order in 1685 ; admitted to his re- 
ligious Profession, 17 September, 1641. 
Hd was a man of real eminence, and full of 
the spirit of his vocation. At tlie termina- 
tion of bis Rectorship at Liege, F. Whit- 
btead, the Prorineial, offisred him, by letter 
of 4 September, 1678, 'Mhe choice of two 
or three places in England which are very 
coBsidsrable, or to go to Loretto, whither 
F. Oensial recommends me to send some 
▼ery able good rdigious uien immediately. 
I am sure you have these qualities in an 
eminent decree, and may do a good service 
there, and be an honour to our province. 
Ilwre are more than one, and some of our 
ownprovinoe, who have willingly under- 
takea that devout employment, even after 
they had governed : so that I hope your 
Reverence will not take Che proposal for any 
^sparagensent. I am sure it is intsnded for 
none." In the postscript this amiable Pro- 
vincial adds, ** to-morrow I begin to move 
towards England, and I shall be glad to 
bear of your resolution as soon as may be.*' 
A few days later he had reoehred in London, 
P« Gliflbfd's reply: hi acknow losing it, he 
says *' I must ever be edifyed at you for 
sahnhtlBg 80 willingly." 

On qnietlng the Penitentiary at Loretto, 
F. C. was appdnted to the same function 
hi St. Peter's at Rome, which be filled from 
16 May, 1681, to 8 November, 1686. He 
died in the Eternal City six years later, 
a9ed78» 

CuFFOBD, Walter, 4th son of the Ho- 
nourable Thomas Clifford, by his wife Bar- 
bara, daughter and co-heir of James, fifth 
Lord AstOD, was bom at Tizall, 13 March, 
1778. He eemmenoed his studies at Sedg- 
ley Park, and when tolerably advanced, pro- 
ceeded to the Academy at Liege. Here his 
active Intelligence, his lively humour, his 
high sense of honour, and his steady and 
unaffected piety, endeared him to his com- 
panions and Superiors. At the time of the 
emigration from Liege, he was in the Ju- 
nlorate, i%e. a candidate for the Ecclesiasti- 
cal State, and was amongst the very first to 



arrive at Stonyhurst , 99 August, 1794. Im • 
mediately he was appelated to ooramenoe 
teaching a course of Humanities, and the 
spirit, ability and success with which he 
executed the task, was invaluable, as aa ex- 
ample and model. In 1796, he defeaded 
the whole body of Theology, not withstand- 
the concurrent labour of teaching his scho- 
lars, with admirable effect. At the end of 
the course of Rhetoric, he was promoted to 
the chair of Philosophy. Ordained Priest 
by Bishop Douglass, (of happy memory) at 
London, in WhitsuDweek, 1(V01, he cele- 
brated his first Mass at Tizall, on Corpns 
Christi day, 4 June that year. Returniog 
to the College, he muliiplied his services, is 
a Professor, Prefect, Preacher, &c. The 
breaking of a blood vessel was the conse- 
quence of official fatigue and over exertion 
of mind and body. For the benefit of his 
health, a voyage to Palermo was reeom- 
mended ; but to the deep regret of his fami- 
ly, acquaintance, and numerous friends, he 
was cut off in the early career of honour 
and usefulness, 28 July, 1806, and was 
buried in the vault of the sanctuary, in the 
Professed House of the Society at Palermo. 
His portrait was engraved by J. J. Van da- 
Berghe. Well might F. Thomas! say ef 
him, in his letter of 6 August, 1806, who 
attended him in his last moments^ ** & 
Angelus mori po88et, non aliter morire- 
<tfr, quam mortuus est Pater Clifford,'* 

Clifton, Francis. — We meet with two 
Fathers of this name ; the first was bom S 
April, 170S,and died at Dunkirk, 16 April, 
1757, Soc. 38. 

The second was born in London 6 No- 
vember, 1742, of Irish Parents. I am in- 
formed that the family name was Fatuiing, 
(of Waterford) : at the age of 20 he entered 
the Novitiate. • For many years was coo- 
fessor to the English Nuns at Liege, and 
after their emigration, at Dean's House near 
Salisbury, and at Newhall near Chehnsford. 
This respected Father died in London 83 
May, 1812, and was buried at St. Paneras. 

Clifton, Jambs, born in Lancashire S 
April, 1698, at the age of 21 united himsdf 
to the Society ; died Missionary at Crosl^, 
8 October, 1750. 

Clifton. Thomas. — I meet with three 
members of this name, all natives of Lan- 
cashire, the hrst **born at Ward's House,'* 
joined the Society in 1696, mt. S3; but 
whose History I cannot follow up. 

The second born 7 April, 1700, at the 
age of 18 entered the Novitiate, was pro- 
fessed 2 February, 1786. After teaching 
Humanities at St. Omer's, was appointed 
Penitentiary at St. Peters, at Rome ; after- 
wards Minister of the English College in 
that city, from 1757 to his death in 1764. 

The Srd died somewhere in Shropshire, 
27 April, 1777. 

CuFTOK, William, for nearly 80 years 
served the Mission of Formby, where he 
died 29 August, 1749, st.

Professed Fathers, 6 August, 1625. He 

had passed through aeveral Collolale 

Houses, and had been Penitentiary at lio- 

retto, when he was ordered to the fioglifb 

Mission in 1629. There he ended his daye

Q. Who was F. Peter Coleaan, said to 
have been killed for the Faith by the In- 
dians in July, 1685. 

CoLLiNGwooD, Charles, or Thomas, 
entered the Novitiate in 1676; was Pro- 
fessed 24 June, 1605; after seriing the 
mission many years, died 6 February, 
1719, ct. 69. 

CoLUNowooD, RoBBBT, was admitted 
at Watten with sefen others, after finishing 
the study of Humanities at St. Omer*s Col- 
lege, in 1677. This Rev. Father chiefly 
resided in Staffordshire, and died at Bos- 
eobel, 24 January, 1740, nt. 83. Tradition 
reports, that ho was buried in the chapel of 
UUuk Ladies. 

*CoLLiNGs, John, ^alias Thomas Land) 
became temporal coadjutor at Lisbon, about 
the year 1593« In a letter of F. Persons 
to F. Creswell, of 12 September, ld04, I 
find he was then living in Rome. Also in 
Father Robert Bedford*s letter of March, 
1612, that he was still residing there. From 
p. 290 of More*s Hist, it appears, that he 
died in Spain, early in the 17th century. 

* Another brother of this name was 
certainly living a: Rome at the end of the 
year 1624. 

CoLUKS, Richard, was Penitentiary at 
Rome in 1593. In the month of Aprll^ 
1596, he set out for the English Mission* 
which he served until his death 86 Augnai^ 
1617, Soc. 32.

*CoLLiNS, Thomas, died at Ausburgh, 
20 June, 1689. 

Collins, William.— Of the two of this 
name, the elder was, after studying Hu- 
manities at St. Omer, conducted by his mas- 
ter, F. Lay ton, to Watten, September 7, 
1669. From a document of 23 March, 1701, 
I infer that he was then residing in Suffolk, 
He died 21 July, 1704, aged 54. 

The junior Father entered the Society in 
1704 ; and died in Worcestershire, I thinlc 
at Grafton, 6 September, 1744, let. 60, 
Another account fixes his death in 1745. 
and calls him John C. 

*CoLoss, Peter. This worthy lay-bro- 
ther died amongst his brethren at Liege, 12 
September, 1786, at. 65, Rel. 85. 

CoLUMB, John.— Prom b\ More*s His- 
tory, p. 21, we collect, that he was a native 
of Devonshire, that he entered the Society 
at Lottvain, in the 26th year of bis age — 
that he was Confessor to Douay College, 
and continued discharging the office of 
Preacher, ontil the year 1588, when he 
died, having passed ten years hi the order. 
*CoMB£RFORD9 Thomas.— Hb death is 
recorded in the Annual Letters as having 
happened at Liege^ 23 August, 1638. He 
is described as Juvenis innocentissimus mo- 
ribus et a teneris Virtuti deditus.*' 

CoMPTON, Philip, of Cambridgeshire, 
was admitted at the age of 19, and Profes- 
sed 3 December, 1640. After serving the 
English Mission 19 years, was called to the 
reward of zeal and piety, on 25 November, 
1658, St. 52. 

CoMPTON, Thomas, Talias CarUton,) of 
Cambridgeshire, and perhaps nearly related 
to the foregoing : at the age of 26, (or ac- 
cording to Southwell • 24) enlisted under the 
standard of St Ignatius, and was admitted 
to the Profession of the solemn Vows of 
the order, 21 May, 1628. Deservedly ad- 
mired for his classic taste, and his skill in 
Philosophical and Theological science, he 
was still more conspieuous for his spirit of 
peifect obedience and tender piety. He died 
at Liege, 24 March, 1666, let. 76. He has 
left the following monuments of his indus- 
try and learning.

CoNiBRS, Christopher, admitted 5 No- 
vember, 1688 : was enrolled among the Pro- 
fessed Fathers in 1706 : and was long em- 



ployed in the Mission. He died 29 August, 
1730. aged 61. 

CoNiBRS, George. Three members oc- 
cur of this name ; the first was a native of 
Yorkshire, joined the order at the age of 
29— was admitted to the Profession of the 
Four Vows on 12 May, 1622, and for 48 
years continued to serve the English Mis- 
sion, Ob. in October, 1682, nt. 77. 

*The second of the same family as the 
preceding Father, died S3 December, 1657, 
set. 23, Soc. 3. 

The third was a missionary in or near 
London, in 1701, and 1704, and died in 
that capacity, 28 February, 1711. 

CoNiBRs, Leonard, died at Southend, io 
Soberton Parish, Hants, where he had long 
proved himself a faithful Minister, 15 July, 
1745, at. 74, Soc. 55. 

CoNiERs, Thomas. Three Fathers of 
this name appear in the Annals . The first 
was possessed of all the spirit and zeal of 
an Apostle. According to F. More, p. 81, 
he had previously studied at Douay, that 
seminary of learning, piety and Martyrdom, 
before he aggregated himself to the Society 
at Tournay, in 1584. His principal resi* 
dence was at Dinant, and for an account of 
his indefatigable labors, we must refer oor 
readers to More and Tanner. After in- 
structing others unto justice, he was called 
away to receive his splendid and never- 
fading diadem, on 24 January, 1639, aged 
77, at Bastogne, a town in the centre of the 
Ardennes. In a letter of F. J. Gerard, 
to F. T. Owen, dated 4 November, 1614, 1 
find mention of this Apostolical Father, and 
of the lively and active interest he took io 
the removal of his English brethren from 
Louvain to Liege. He offered to send 
them by water a cargo of timber, ^'theonly 
dear material for building at Liege." 

The second finished his earthly career at 
St. Omer, aged 57, Soc. 36, Prof. 18. 

The third was born in London, 81 De- 
cember, 1715 : studied at St. Omer ; made 
his simple vows at Watteu, in 1786 ; died 
in Lancashire, 20 April, 1780, and wis 
buried at Windleshaw. 

CoNNBLL, Michael, admitted 7 Septem- 
ber, 1707, aged 19. Ten years later 1 meet 
with him as Procurator of Ghent. He died 
in the course of the year 1726. 

Constable, a/ia« Place, Ignatius, ad- 
mitted 9 August, 1709, at the advanced age 
of 45 : died in England 21 August, 1727. 
Constable, John, passed at St. Omer*s 
College by the name of Lacey, which per* 
haps was the family name of his mother. 
On 7 September, 1695, his master of Rhe- 
torick, Rev. Jos. Plowden, escorted him to 
the Novitiate at Watten : the date of his 

frofession of the Four Vows is 2 February, 
714. Unquestionably F. Constable is en- 
titled to rank amongst'the ablest and best 
informed men in the English province. Un- 
der the signature of CUropkUiu AUthei, 
he published ^^Retnarks oh F, Le Coura$' 
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tr*8 Book in dtfenee of the English Ordi- 
nation*,** an octavo vol. of 384 pages, 
without date of place or year. It is a worlc 
of considerable research, and was much ad- 
mired by the Rev. Robert Manoiog, an ex- 
cellent judge in such matter. See p. 127 of 
Constable's M . S. reply to Dodd*s Reply or 
Apology. He was also the author of an 
octavo vol. *^ The Doctrine of Antiquity 
concerning the most blessed Eucharist 
plainly shewed," This is an answer to the 
Hev, John Johnson's book, called ** The 
Unbloody Sacrifice,** and was printed in 
London. 1736, pp. 153. 

3. *' Deism and Christianity fairly 
considered,'* a 12mo vol. published in 
London, 1739. 

4. " The Conversation of Gentlemen 
considered in most of the ways that make 
their m,uiual company agreeable or disa- 
greeable, in Six Dialogues,'''' i2mo. These 
two last mentioned works I have not been 
able to examine. 

d. ** A Specimen of Amendments can* 
didly proposed to the compiler qf' Church 
History,*' which the Rev. Charles Dodd, 
had then recently published in 2 folio vo- 
lumes. This duodecimo, printed in 1741, 
London, pp. 244, could not fail to excite 
public attention, and was followed by Mr. 
Dodd's angry, coarse, and abusive " Apo- 
logy for the Church History,** 8vo. 1742, 
pp. 208. F. Constable's Reply, finished 
3 January, 1743. a M.S. 4to. pp. 242, is 
now before me, and was never published. 
It is searching, smart, and acute, but not 
solicitous enough to keep up the unity of 
the spirit in the bond of peace. One ounce 
of charity is always better then any amount 
of satirical wit : our duty is to soften and 
allay, not to irritate and provoke, pi«- 
Judice. F. Constable died at SwynnertoD, 
in Staffordshire, where he had resided as 
chaplain for a long period. The event took 
place on 7 April, 1743, New Slile. In thb 
parish register of burials is the following 
«ntry :—" 1743, March 28, buried Mr. 
John Constable, from Mr. Fitzherbert's." 
Mo stone records his memory. 

CoMSTABLB, J^SBPH. — I caunot discovor 
the date of his admission, but I meet him at 
Paris in 1701, and in the English mission 
in i 704 and 1728. From 22 September, 
1737, to 22 October, 1789, he filled the 
office of Rector of St. Omer's College. Re- 
tiring to Watten, he died there 28 January, 
1760. 

Constable, Michael, was Rector of SU 
Omer's from 8 April, 1688, until the cele- 
brated Father Petre succeeded him five 
years later. From that time he became at- 
tached to the Court of his unfortunate So- 
vereign, James II. at St. Germaine, and 

^as appointed Preceptor of Mathematics to 
hii Majesty's son. He died at St. Germaine, 

^1 July, 1707, mt. 59, Soe. 39. 

Constable, lloBSRT.-*In the Fasti of 

^ ProTince aro two Fathers of this name. 



The senior, at the age of 88, and on 9 
May, 1711, was admitted ; bat died at 
Watten, as I find in a fragment of a diary 
once kept there, on 4 February, 1739. 

The junior was born at Thirsk. After 
studying for five years in the English Col- 
lege at Rome, he embraced the Institute of 
the Society in 1729, and eighteen years 
later took his station amongst the ProKssed 
Fathers. From the examination of his 
register, at Wardour, he must have served 
that important mission from 1744 to 1769, 
when he Was summoned to the government 
at Watten. When the first division of 24 
Scholars evacuated St. Omer*s College, 9 
August, 1762, they reached Watten that 
evening, and their conductor, the Rev. 
Joseph Reeve, in his M.S. narrative 
of that event, says, **The Rector, F. 
Robert Constable, received us with all the 
feeling and tender kindness of a Father ; 
for he was a good religious man, and the 
spirit of God was in him. " At the 
expiration of his Rectorship shortly after, 
he accepted the situation of chaplain to 
Lady Haggerston, and died at her house, 
in York, 3 February, 1770. 

Conway, John, born in Flanders : died 
at Ghent; 9 November, 1689, set. 64, ReU 
38. 

Conway, William, admitted in 1702 : 
was living at Ghent 2d years latef , '* sine 
officio :** died at St. Omer, 18 September, 
1741, mt. &9. 

Cook, John, or Jambs, admitted 20 
June, 1676; was living in the College of St. 
Thomas of Canterbury, when the Revola- 
tion burst forth. The brutal treatment that 
he received during this ebullition of popular 
phrenzy, as detailed in the Annual Letters, 
must disgust every friend not only of 
Christianity, but of common humanity. He 
died in Lincolnshire, 19 August, 1708, »t. 
56. 

Cope, or Coupe, Joseph, born at Hough- 
ton, near Blackburn, 13 March, 1792: after 
studying Humanities at Stonyhurst, joined 
the Society in 1807 : was ordained Priest at 
Durham, 16 December, 1617, and appoint- 
ed to the Gillmoss mission, in Lancashire, 
14 January, 1818, where he opened St. 
Swithin's Chapel, 15 July, 1824. Attacked 
with liver complaint, which ended in dropsy, 
this indefatigable and mortified minister of 
Christ died deeply lamented, on 20 Decem- 
ber, 1834. 

Copley, William, was initiated In the 
Order in 1686. Twenty-five years later 
he is described as cultivating the , London 
Mission, '* magno cum Jruetu** In the 
sequel he was attached to the Ferrers' 
family, in Warwickshire, where it seems he 
ended his days 29 November, 1727, aged 
59. 

CoRBB, JsAN Claude, born 24 January, 
1734 : at the age of 22 aggregated himself 
to the Society, and had the painful trial of 
witnessing the suppression of his brethrea 
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ift Franea, in 1762, la the early part of 
the sabfeqaeat Rerolution io that i)l-fated 
eoaotry, he emigrated to this iand of safety 
and freedom : tor aome time was chaplain 
at Courtfield, and then at Rotherwas, where 
his personal character was as engaging, as 
hte labors were estimable. Dying there, 
his much and deservedly respected patron 
caused his renains to be deposited in the 
ancient chapel, contigu^His to the family 
maosion. The grave-stone is thos inscribedi 
(iaaconrateiy as to the age) :— 
J. C. Corbe, S. J. 
Obut 22 Juaii 1815, 
iEt. 83. 
CoRBiB» Abibrosb, bom near Durham, 
on Thursday, 7 December, 1604, OJS. as I 
Sod in a memorandum. In the Diary of 
the Minister of the English College at 
Rome, be is recorded to have defended Logic 
90 August, 1633, *^conhonore,'* Four 
yaars later he embraced ** the pious Insti- 
tate " of the Society, at Watten : was or- 
dained Priast at St. Omer, 39 September, 
1633, and raised to the rank of a Processed 
Father 5 August, >641 ; was Confessarius 
to the English College at Rome, 11 April, 
1649. From the classic pen of this young 
ilaenit. we have " Certamen Triplex,'* or 
the life and Martyrdom of hit Brethren^ 
Balph Corkie, qfF. T. Holland, and qfF, 
Men, Mor$0, aU of 6. J^ i2mo. Antwerp, 
I646f pp* 144, with portraits. This Latin 
book is in great requisition among col* 
keten. 

*GoaBKB, Gbbard^ a native of the 
Bishoprie of Durban, and parent of FF. 
Ambrose, Ralph, and Robert Corbie,^ S. J» 
asd of two Benedictine Nuns, Mary and 
Clatherine, His wife also embraced the holy 
state of religion when he became a Novice, 
9^ Angttsti 1627.. Five years later he lost 
^is eye-sight. This venerable man had been 
a sumrer for Catholic Faith, and joyfully 
prepared for the happy summons to meet his 
God and Rewarder, which he received at 
Watten, 17 September, 1637, (N^S^nt. 

CoRBiB, Hbnrt, born 1 4 April, 1700: 
joined the order in 1732, and was admitted 
to his Profession 3 February, 1740 ; was 
Rector at Watten from 21 June, 1746, to 
lff6&^ and Provincial of his Brethren from 
17 July, 1756) to 18 October, 1762. At 
tha expinitioQ of this office was ap|)ointed 
to the government of his Brethren at Ghent, 
where ha died most piously 14 June, 1766. 

*CoRBiB, JoHK.— This good lay-brother 
died at St. Omer, 16 May, 1761, st. 60, 
Bel. 87.. 

CoBBiB, RALPH.-^This bletssed martyr 
was aotnally born in Ireland, whither his 
Sither was suddenly compelled to fly to 
escape persecution at home. Ralph in 1636, 
anited himself to the Society ; five years 
later began his missionary career at Dur- 
kara and ita neighbourhood, and laboured 
vUh.aU the spirit and aeal of the Apostles, 



until he fell into the snares of his eueoiies at 
Horpserly, 8 July, 1644. Put on board a 
Sunderland Vessel for London, be wis 
thrown into Newgate, 22 July, whence he 
was dragged to Tyburn, 7 September fol- 
lowing, O. S., to receive that abundant re- 
ward in Heaven, which Christ has insured 
to those who suffer persecution for the sti^e 
of righteousness. 

CoftBiB, Robert, brother to FF. Am- 
brose aod Ralph before-mentioned, died in 
the £ngii9h mission on Good Friday, 17 
April, 1637. He was considered as a re- 
spectable linguist, and heard confessions in 
Dutch, Italian, Spanish, French, and other 
languages. 

* CoRNBXL, Arnold, died at Lisle 87 
June, 1736, at. 41, Rel. 21. 

* CoRBisiBR, Fbancis. — ^This aeefol lay* 
brother departed this life at St« Omer, 81 
May, 1761, St. 47, Rel. IS. 

Cornelius, Edward, died at Watten, 5 
November, 1637, Soc. 12. The Annual 
Letters pronounce him to be ** vir pUme 
sanelus.**^ 

CoBNBLius, John* was bom at BodnSn, 
and became a protege of Sir John ArandeU, 
of Lanheme, commonly called the Qrett 
ArundeU (as More informs us, p^ 165), 
who kindly defrayed the ezpences of his 
education at Oxford. The youth, to keep 
his conscience, lelt Oxford for the seminary 
at Rhelms, with the approbation of his wor* 
thy Patron, and was &vourab]y received by 
the incomparable Dr. Allen. With five 
others, viz. James Lomax, Christopher 
South work, John Tippet, Simon Swinburs,. 
and Robert Charaock, he was sent by Dr. 
Gregory Martin, and the other Superiors of 
the House, to the English College at Rome,, 
on February, 1580, who testify to F. 
Agazsari ** omnes nostro judieio tdoaeef, 
et ad vettramexpectationemtBtate, ingenU, 
nuyribtts ae eruditione eonvenienter 
(quantum in nobis erat) eleetoM atqut 
approbatos," After finishinir Theology 
and receiving Priesthood, F« Gomelins re- 
turned Co Kngland in September, 158S. Hia 
generous patront on his death-bed earnestly 
recommended to his wife «(Anne, daughter 
of Rdwaid,^ £arl of Derby,, and relict of 
Charles, the seventh Lord Stonrton) the 
care of his Rev. firiend. From the pen of 
her daughter Dorothy Arundell, who aftarw 
wards iMCame a Nun at Brussels, and em- 
ployed him for ten years as her spiritnsl 
director,, we learn most of the following 
particulars : 

For some time he resided in London with 
the ArundeU family. His fame for dit-

Cornelias happened to be : he was engaged 
in writing when apprised of their arrl? al : 
with perfect calmness he left his chamber, 
and passed through the midst of tbem un- 
heeded, unsuspected, and unmolested. 

Ijady Arundell and her establishment 
quitting town for Chidioclc Castle,* F. Cor- 
nelius accompanied them« The fruits of 
his zeal soon appearod in the reconciliation 
of above thirty families. But we can be 
surprised at nothing, viken we call to mind 
his seraphic charity, his uninterrupted 
anion with Almighty God, and his very 
mortified life. And ** he was so famous 
for his preaching/' says F. Gerard, '* that 
all Catholics followed him, as children do 
thetr nurse, when they long for milk." 

This great and good man had for several 
years cherished a vehement desire of being 
incorporated with the Society of Jesus, 
and had applied to the General Aqnaviva 
for admission. In a letter written to that 
Chief Superior about the year ld93, by 
F. Hen. Garnet, I read '* Joannes Cor- 
nelius vir nol<B pietatU hoe de se asserit 
paratum se quidem esse in Flandriam 
ire, sijubeamus — vir vers humilisp pins 
et sanetus est, et demonibus, terriiUU^ 
^uippe qui eos nuper in Exoreismis mire 
exagitaverit ; et tjus apudnostrates exisUm 
wnationis, dignus ut sit qui nostris knm«' 
ris feratur, Votum Soeietatis iii^re- 
diendiB emisit, Vestram DominaiiSnem 
e& de re eonsuluU una cum D, hoc A prm* 
stanti jamdudum Martyre. tile tjmmodi

some time tke man, forgettel of hi* tHUu^ 
tion, grew enamoured, in his folly, of htr 
Ladyship's maid, a most lespeetablo feneo, 
and annoyed her with kh attentiooe 
and proposals. Complaint was mado to 
the chaplain, who seriously remoostrated 
with him on the impropriety of hie coo* 
duct In the spirit of revenge the mis* 
oreant determined to lietray tlie Priest, 
and for this purpose concerted oMasuras 
with the High SberilT of Dorset. Geo. 
Morton, Ksq. and two Justices of tbo 
Peace, George Treochard, and RaJpli 
Horsey, Esqrs. Baster Sunday, gl 
Mardi, 1694, waa fixed upon for the at- 
tempt, and for five miles round the eastlo 
the paths and roads were guarded witli 
police. Suspicious of danger, F. Coraoliaf 
said Mass for tiie family as earlr as ono 
o'clock that morning, and notwitlistaMliof 
th«r entreaties to the contrary, ho then hot* 
ried away and lay prostrate on the groand, 
within a thick eopse at some distanoe ; the 
searchers came, but after two days of 
fruitless laboor and expectation, rotirod 
dissatisfied and ptovokod with tlielr in- 
former. Unwilling to expose the family to 
a repetition of snch vexatious visits, and 
to endanger their property, lil>erty, and 
iiyes, this considerate chaplain proposed to 
leave Chidiock, at least for some time ; hot 
Lady Arundell would not consent, and ac- 
cordiDgly he resumed bis usual ministry. 
His return was duly notified to the magis- 
trate by the domestle enemy. Oa 14 
April, the second Sunday after £aster, 
Cornelius said Mass at five o'clock, and 
whilst making his thanksgiving, Blr* 
Trenchard and his satellites, having rapidly 
scaled the outer walls, and burst open tfaio 
castie doors, entered with drawn swords and 
loud clamours, and dispersed themselves over 
the house in every direction. Cornelius 
had time to take refuge in bis hiding bole* 
For five or sis hours the search was coo- 
ducted with eager diligence : but nothing 
was found except hooks and ornaments for 
the altar. The magistrate was then pro- 
paring to retire, when he was solicited to 
continue for some time longer t the fiaith- 
less servant heading the party to the 
chamber where the hiding hole was. 
P. Gerard states, that the breathing 
or coughing of the Priest was the 
raeaos indeed by which he was found out 
and apprehended ; but unquestionably at- 
tention to the spot had been directed by the 
traitoc On forcing the secret entrance, 
the Father appeared absorpt in meditation. 
Their brutal shouts brought in Miss Doro- 
thy : he appeared paler than usual, but re- 
fulgent with light, and she was so over- 
come with the scene ss to be incapable of ut- 
terance : I am glad, said the magistrate, that 
we have caught you at last. ** 1 am doubly 
contented,*' said Cornelitts. Leading him 
into the hall, he was sntnteted to an exami- 
nation as to his proKsslon : be bcfgod 
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them pre? lonsly to understand, that he 
owed it to justice and charity to maintain 
an impenetrable silence as to points that 
might be detrimental to other persons ; but 
ta to his profession and his religion, he was 
prepared to defend it with zeal and mod- 
esty. The members of the family were 
then introduced one by one, and questioned 
as to their knowledge of the prisoner. 
They affected ignorance of his person, 
with the exception of Mr. Thomas Bos- 
grave, her ladyship's kinsman (and proba- 
bly connected with F, James Bosgrave), 
who manifested the most profound respect 
and veneration for this confessor of the 
faith. Miss Dorothy at last appeared, 
and with a sorrowful countenance took all 
the blame (if any) upon herself, of har- 
bouring the gentleman : she had invited 
and concealed him ; but under the con?ic- 
tion that instead of Yiolating the law, she 
was performing an act of Humanity. His 
mother, a poor Irish woman, aged, de- 
crepid, and bed«ridden, lived in the house, 
and had hoped for the consolation of be- 
holding her son once more. Would a Bar- 
barian refuse this tribute of natural piety 
and affection ? 

Commitments were made out for four, 
the Priest, Mr. Bosgrave, and two servant 
men, Patrick Salmon, and John (alias 
Terence) Gary. After bidding an af- 
fectionate adieu to his afflicted mother, 
and animating her to confidence in a Fa- 
therly Providence, the good Priest mounted 
ft horse, and rode by the side of the magis- 
trate, like ft companion and friend. At 
the Tenerable eastle-gate about five hundred 
persons had collected. Cornelius sa- 
luted them courteously, and they returned 
the compliment with every mark of sym- 
pathy and respect. Trenehard was of a 
humane disposition, he allowed his pri- 
soner during the fortnight he remained at 
his house, every accommodation compa- 
tible with safe custody. Many flocked 
to converse with him : amongst others, 
Chareke, the vanquished opponent of F. 
Persons, and Sir Walter Raleigh. The 
latter spent ft whole night in discussing 
controversial topics, and departed with ad- 
miration of his talents, and with compli- 
mentary proffers of service. 

On 30 April, orders arrived from the 
Privy Council to send up the prisoner to 
London. Here he was lodged in the Mar- 
shalsea, and most inhumanly tortured ; 
but his constancy was immoveable. His 
prison he regarded as a Paradise ; for it 
furnished the long desired opportunity of 
entering into the Society of Jesus. He 
pronounced his vows before a Religious, 
commissioned by F. Hen. Garnet to re- 
ceive them in the presence of two wit- 
nesses. He tells Dorothy in a Letter, that 
his heart is now swimming with joy, for 
this favour of Almighty God : and when 
he was '* going to die for a moment, that 



he might live for ever," to use his own 
expression : and he publicly professed him- 
self to be a Jesuit. 

Remanded to Dorchester, he approached 
the gibbet with all the joyful welcome 
of a St. Andiew. With his three 
companions he suffered there on 4 July, 
1594. In a memorandum of Richard 
Verstegan, the antiquary, I read, **they 
could not get a cauldron for any money to 
boil his quarters, nor no man to quarter 
him ; so that he hanged until he was dead; 
and was buried, being cut in quarters 
first.'* It is certain, however, that the 
quarters were exposed for a time, and that 
the head was nailed to a gallows ; and 
moreover, that by the management of 
the above* mentioned Lady Arundell, the 
quarters were by stealth conveyed away, 
^*Jurtimsubl€Ua et honoriJieefUius eoUa- 
ta," The head also came into the pos- 
session of Catholics. *^ Caput etiam venii 
in Catholicorum potestatem,'* 

The reader will be as much edified with 
his Biography in FF. More and Tanner's 
History, and in Dr. Chalioner's faithfal 
Memoirs, as he will be disappointed with 
the meagre and defective narrative in p. 
73-4, of vol. ii. of Dodd*s Church History. 

CoRNELiusoN. James. Occasionally I 
meet with this Father in the middle of the 
17th century. 

Q. Was he not dismissed at Watten, la 
1674 ? 

Cornforth, Thomas, of Durham : ad- 
mitted by F. Hen. Garnet, in the year 
1600, and was professed in the Order 11 
April, 1618. On the Midsummer day pre* 
ceding his profession, whilst saying Mass 
t>efore Lady Vaux aud actually administer* 
log the Holy Communion, this saintly Fa* 
ther was surprised by the pursuivants. At 
another time he was caught at the altar by 
an informer, but the latter became so over* 
awed with the Father's sanctified appearaoce 
that he begged his pardon, and desired bis 
acceptance of a valuable rosary, and a piece 
of gold! This venerable Priest died at 
Liege, 1 4 May, 1649, or rather IfidO, '* oc^ 
togenario mc^jor,** 

CoTTAM, Thomas, of Lancashire, con- 
verted by Mr. Thomas Pond, of whom 
more hereafter, to the Catholic Faith. la 
the seminary of Douay, he learnt the true 
Ecclesiastical spirit ; but panting after the 
perfection of the Evangelical counsels, he 
entered the Society at Rome, 8 April, 1579. 
The fact of his admission into the Order is 
stated in a letter of Dr. Allen, dated 12 
May that year. In consequence of bad 
health, by the advice of his physicians, he 
proceeded to England ; but was ordaioed 
Priest at Rheims in his way. He had 
hardly landed when a prison was his abode, 
from which he went forth to Tyburn 30 
May, ld82, set. 33, much pitied by the mul- 
titude. See the fourth book of More*8 Hist, 
his Life in Tanner, and in Challoner's trndi- 
telling narrative.

*CoTTAif, William,-— This good Brother 
was born S March, 1718: died at Watten 
« February, 1767, sL 54, Soc. 7. 

Cotton, George, of London, admitted 
in 1653 ; professed eighteen years later ; 
died in £ngland 3 May, 1697, at. 61. 

Was he not of the same respectable fa- 
mily as Mr. John Cotton, of Northamp* 
tonshire, who was apprehended with F« 
Edmund Campian, and thrown Into the 
Tower ; hot liberated at the end of a twelve- 
month : and for several years was a prisoner 
at Winchester ? Under King James I. he 
was again committed to the Tower for a term 
of five years. This most pious layman died 
in 1636, Bt. 75. 

Cotton, John, born 29 July, 1724 : at 
the age of 17 commenced his Noviceship : 
was professed in the Order 18 years later ; 
died at Courtfield, 24 July, 1769. 

Cotton, Richard, at the end of Humani-> 
ties, was admitted in 1681; professed 2 
February, 1700. Twenty years later I 
find him teaching Mathematics at Liege, 
and shortly after Moral Divinity. He was 
then sent to the mission, where he often 
passed by the name of Phillips. . I think he 
died at Norwich, 4 May, 1740, let. 75. 

Coughs, John, born at Tolfrey, near 
Fowey, 14 April, 1744 ; joined the Nofi- 
tiate in 1762 ; for some time after this was 
incumbent at Canford and Lullworth ; but 
spent the last 22 years of his missionary 
life at Southend. His death happened at 
Greenwich. 29 December, 1813. 

*Couche, William. — This devout scho* 
lastic and mirror of the religions spirit, was 
born at Tolfrey, 5 February, 1732, and 
died at Liege, of the small-pox and the 
breaking of a blood-vessel, 23 February, 
1753, Soc. 4. His life by F. Ralph Hoskins, 
intitled '' De Vita Virtutibusque QulielnU 
Couche,'* is an edifying and well- written 
performance. 

CouRTBNAY, £dward, of Sosscz. — After 
studying a course of Philosophy at Rome, 
he united himself there to the Society on 28 
August, 1621, and was admitted to the 
Profession of the Four Vows 80 August, 
1634. As a classical scholar, as a profes- 
sor of the higher studies, he could have few 
superiors. That in an eminent degree lie 
possessed the art of governing, the Colleges 
of Liege, St. Omer, Rome, and the Province 
at large abundantly testified : and as a 
missionary he was ** all to all,*' a model of 
zeal and charity. The weight of years and 
infirmities admonishing him to court retire- 
ment, be went to St. Omer's, where he died 
ill the arms of his Brethren, on 3 October, 
1677, St. 79. From his able pen we have

CouRTENAT, Henat, was an Alunans 
of the £oglish College at Rone. Before 
his death, 4 January, 1593, he was admitted 
into the Society. 

CouRTBNAY, Thomas, was appointed 
Vice Rector of the English College at Rone, 
24 February, 1639, when F. Thomas Flta- 
herbert was too infirm to attend to business : 
succeeded him as Reetor 17 August, 1649, 
and pronounced the eulogium on his vener* 
able predecessor.* F(»ur years later he 
was made Penitentiary of St. Peter's, vis. 
16 July, 1644^ alter which I lose sight of 
him. 

Cox, RoBiRT, born in Warwickshire, 
A.D. 1579: at the age of 49, and after 
serving the mission ten years, enrolled him- 
self among the children of Loyola. 1 can- 
not recover the date of his death. 

CoxoN, Thomas, admitted in 1676, pro* 
fessed 2 February, 1694. This venerable 
missionary attained the age of 86, and died 
at St. Omer 7 May, 173ff. 

F. Coxon was the editor of one of tlie 
best printed books in the £ngUsh language, 
** Ribadeneira's Lives qf the Saints^" 
Fol. London, 1730. The translator was 
the Hon. William Petre, whose version 
first issued from the St. Omer press in 
1669. In an original letter of F. Coxon 
to his friend F. Percy Plowden, residing 
at Rome, and bearing date 19 February, 
1731, he mentions the success that luid at* 
tended him in reprinting this excellent 
work, but that he had been forced to take 
up some money at interest to finish it, and 
therefore prays him to encourage the sale 
of it amongst his acquaintance — that the 
selling price here was 27s. 6d. unbound-— 
that the intention was not only to furnish 
families with a devout work, for Sundays 
and Holidays ; but by its sale to raise a 
fund to print Catholic books, and to main« 
tain a man of parts to be constantly writing 
for the good of religion* In J. Marma* 
duke's Catalogue of 1784, this Edition was 
tobesoldatog^l 15 

Crane, William, admitted 28 June, 
1676: died in England 13 July, 1706, let, 
59. 

Crathornb, John, of a good family in 
Yorkshire : at the age of 21 joined the So- 
ciety ; was admitted to the rank of a Pro- 
fessed Father 1 January, 1625. This very 
learned Professor, and industrious culti- 
vator of the mission, died in England, 1 
April, 1656, mt. 66. 

*Crbsswell, Arthur. — All that I know 
of him is gleaned from this M.S. account of 
F. Persons, to whom he had been most 
friendly on returning to England, In IflSO

Cresswbll, Joseph, of Lendoa, (his 
widowed mother married Wm. Lacy, Esq. 
afterwards a Priest, who sailered death at 
Yerk, 99 August, ld82).«Jo8eph was ad- 
mitted into the Society at Rome, 11 Octo- 
ber, 1663, ttt. 25: was subsequently 
Reetov of the English College there, and 
eveotually Superior of the English mission-* 
arles in 8|>ain. That he was a man of great 
•bUities and distinguished piety is unde- 
niable ; but his admirore had occasionally 
to regret peevishness of temper and tena- 
eity of opinion. He died at Ghent, 19 
February, 162S, Prof. 24, »t. 65. 

He was the author of

Cripp, John, of Derbyshire, was aggre- 
gated to the Society at the age of 25, and 
professed 19 March, 1629. After teaching 
Humanities and Mathematics, he laboured 
in the mission during twelve years, then re- 
tiring abroad, he died at St. Omer, 16 Octr. 
1657, »t 67k 

CsosLAND, Charlss. — This worthy 
missionary died in England, 80 March, 
1794, St. 69, Rel. 47. 

Cross, Bbrkaro, born in Teneriffe, 
8 April. 1715, and on his 29nd birthday 
consecrated himself to God in the Society. 
He was admitted to the Profession of the 
Four Vows on the Feast of the Assumption, 
1755. For some time he exercised his 
missionary functions at Vera Cruz: for 
several years, I am informed, he was sta- 
tioned in London, but died at Worcester, 
99 April, 1785; another account says 
29 October, and^'aoother 8 February th»t 
year. I think the first date is the correct 
one. 

Cross, John, of Lancashire, younger 
brother of F. Joseph Tristram, the late 
worthy Incumhent atNewhalJ, waseduca- 
ttd at Liege, and filled the ofiloe of Prefect 



beth there and at Stonyhmrst ; for npwards 
of 80 years this amiable Priest served the 
mission of SpinlMU, Derbyshire, where he 
died lamented by all that knew him, on 
Thursday evening, Dec. 8. 1885, sal. 6B.

Cross, Thomas, uncle to the last men- 
tioned : born 7 November, 1789 * nineteen 
years later began his Novieeship ; died at 
Holbeck, near Spinkhill, 18 October, 18 IS.

Cuerdbn, Thomas, of Lancashire, be- 
came a Novice at Walton, in 1737, and a 
Professed Father in 1755 ; died at Scholes, 
near Prescot, 80 March, 1793, set. 75. 

CuFFAUD, Alexander, died in England, 
30 April, 1674. 

CuFFAUD, Bbward, of Hants, diedia 
England in 1696, let. 76, Soc. 85. 

CuFFAuD, lowATius, (I beltevo of , 
Battle) Sussex: at the commencement of 
his missionary career, and at the age of SI* 
he joined the Society. His death occurred 
in England, 19 July. 1679, let. 71'. 

CuPFAUD, John, of Hants, perhaps bro- 
ther of Edward, was admitted in 1641, let. 
20, after which I lose sight of hiro. 

The other Jolin was admitted 9t Decem- 
ber, 1688 ; died at Chester, *' in obsequio 
inearceratorum" 19 March, 1715, set. 48. 

Curry, John. The first time that I 
meet him in this handful of gleanings, is in 
a letter of F. Gaspar Haywood to Dr. 
Allen, that **grande deeus colutnengue- 
rerum ** dated 16 April, 1583," I hafe 
sent Mr. John Curry, a Priest, to France. 
He is admitted into the Novitiate, and f 
have intrusted him with all my commiS' 
sions.** In the company of F. Richard 
Holtby he landed in the North of England, 
on H January, 1599. He died in Lon- 
don, at F. Gerard's House, between 1594 
and October 1597, and as usual in such cases 
then, was secretly buried in the premises, 
**et in quodam ibi seereto loco sepullusjdeet 
Sic enim Sacer dotes qui in missione pri- 
vatim vivuntf privatim etiam sepelire eogU 
mier**says F. Geratd, in his Autobiography. 

CuRsoN, Peter, born 81 July, 1687 r 
admitted in 1706; was Chaplain at Brara- 
bridge, Hants, but ended his days 25 of 
February, 1765. at Winchester. 

Curtis, Edmund, of Hants, died at 
Liege, 18 July, 1691, «t. 79, Soe. 48. 

Curtis, Henry^ of Hants ; admitted ss 
a temporal Coadjutor at the age of 26, and 
for full 40 years did good service in tbst 
office. He passed from labor to rest at 
Watten 9 Jan. 1657, set. 67.

Danby, Richard r probably of York* 
shire : in that county be exercised his pas^ 
tbral fuactions, and with such industry 
and success, that the Annqal Letters, of.

^minimum, arooDgst whom were sis or* 
^e?ea illustrious Families*. Further, par^^ .

Daniel, JoipA* of Yorkshire, . was. .coo- 
verted by F. E, Koott« at^he time he. was.

Darrell, Philip, third 9on of Hei^iT 
Darrell, of Calehill, Esq., by h\$ w!w

Qage, baronet. This talented |ind amiable, 
youth commenced Hnmanities ai Liege, and ., 
on finishing Rhetoric at Stonyhurst, in 
1797, entered the Juniorate, or the probe- 
tion of candidates for the eclesiasticel 
state. ( Having had the happiness and.

*Darrell, Thomas, born 8 September, 
1711 : at the age of 19 enrolled himself 
amongst the children of St. Ignatius. This 
devout scholastic, to the deep regret of his 
family and friends, was cut oflf In early life, 
22 November. 1784. 

Darrell, William, a roan of superior 
merit, embraced the pious Institute of the 
Society 7 September, 1671. For several 
years filled the office of Prefect of Studies ; 
and governed the College at Liege from 17 
November, 1708, to 29 January, 1712. 
Before and after this appointment he was 
employed in the English mission ; but died 
at St. Omer, 28 February, 1721, st. 70. 
His pen was always ready, and he has left 
us the following monuments of his piety, 
zeal, and talents.

In Peck's Catabgoe, 1736, is a Letter 
ascribed to this Father on King James the 
Second's most gracious Letters of Indul' 
gence, 4to. 1687 : as also a Letter to a 
Lady on Scripture Proofs qf the Ca- 
tholic Church^^n half sheet folio. 

I suspect that F. Darrell tvas the trans- 
lator of Per6 Daniers Discourses of 
Cleander and Eudoxus on the Provin- 
cial Letters, l2mo. 1701 and 1704. 

He is sometimes said to have been the 
author of" Practical Reflections, »' but I 
think the authority of that excellent critic, 
and most diligent collector and investiga- 
tor the Rev. John Kirk, as set forth in the 
preface to the enlarged edition, by the Rev. 
E. Peach, of 1821, is decisive, that the 
Rev. Robert Lane, alias Bowes, a devout 
Priest of Douay College, (who died at 

Bath, 17 December, 1735) was the real 
author. 

Darbyshirb, Thomas, nephew of the 
celebrated Bishop Bonner, wns Archdeacon 
of Essex, but for conscience sake made a 
sacrifice of all his preferments and expec- 
tations in the beginning of Queen Eliza- 
beth's reign. On 1 May, 1663, at the age 
of 46, he entered the Novitiate of St. An- 
draw's, at Rome, and nine years later was 
admitted to his religious Profession. 
Through his zealous representations, the 
Fathers of the council at Trent passed their 
decree **dc non adeundis Heeretieorum 
Ecclesiis." This venerable Father died at 
Pont-{l-Mousson, in Lorrain, 6 April, 1604, 
aged 86. P^re Nicholas Abram wrote his 
elogium. See his Life in Tanner ; also p. 
712. vol.i. AtheniB. Oxon, 1691. 

•Dassonvillb, James.— This temporal 
coadjutor died at Liege, 28 February, 1702.

Davis, Peteh : after serving the 
BroughtoQ Mission In Yorkshire, as also 
the Maryland Mission, he retired to Wat- 
ten to prepare for eternity, into which^ he 
entered 28 December, 1769, set. 67. Rel. 
48. 

Davison, or Dawson, Edward, an only 
son of respectable parents, and " connected 
with Sir Anthony Staunden,*' was born in 
London. I suspect that he entered the 
Society before the year assigned by F. 
Nathaniel Southwell, viz. 1606 : for the 
young priest addressed a letter from Loa- 
vain 2 August, 1603, to F. Thomas Owen, 
at Rome, acknowledging his favor of 27 
April. He represents the expediency of 
proceeding to England to see his mother, 
who was verging on 80, and that he wished 
to settle his temporal affairs, not doubting 
of his having •* aboute dg'lOOO to be dis- 
posed as Superiors think best for the go()d 
of the Mission.*' H»had also other expec- 
tations and promises of money for pious 
purposes, if allowed to cross over to Eog- 
land. These motives, although Ihey be 
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temporal, yel I protest they bo directed to 
e spiritaal ende, aad they hinder no way 
the other intentions of xeale of sooles, all 
having the end of eharitie proposed to them. 
Spiritoali friends think also that my greatest 
aptitude is to deale with sonles, al&ogh I 
finde great contentement in my studies 
also." He adds that be refers aU to F. 
Owen*8 consideration, *'and shall remain 
most contented with your resolution." To- 
wards be oonclasion he expressly mentions, 
that when he was last in iSigland, he was 
then labouring nnder the uncertayntie of my 
union with the Societie. But Almighty 
God of his infinite goodness hath freed me 
not only from that troublesome uncertayntie, 
bat also from all causes thereof, as though 
it had never byn." He was permitted to 
go over, but was shortly after apprdiended 
and lodged in jail, where he continued until 
1606, when he was sentenced to perpetual 
exile. His zeal for souls induced him to 
return, and for several years he continued his 
valuable services. Recalled by Superiors 
to Ghent, he obtained permission to devote 
himself to the care of the English troops In 
the Low countries attacked by the plague. 
He soon caught the contagion, and expired 
at Brussels, a victim of charity, 22 Decem- 
ber, 162s, St. 46. This excellent man is 
l)riefly noticed by F. More, p. 449, Hist, 
f rov.

Dicconson.Gboroe. — At the age of 24, 
and in the year 1677, he began his novice- 
ship it Watten; but I can trace him no iur- 
ther. 

DicooMSON, Thomas, perhaps brother 
of George, joined the Society live years 
before him. From a catalogue of books in 
the Priest's chamber at Stonyhurst, written 
In an old hand, and containing very many 
volumes, marked with the name of Thomas 
Dicconson, it seems probable that he was 
incumbent of the Stoikyhorst mission. It is 
certain that be died in X«ancashire, 2 May, 
1704, sBt. 63. 

DiDERicx, Bernard. — ^This worthy 
member died in Maryland, September, 
179S. 

DiGGBs, JoBN, of Maryland, born 18

DucKST, OsOBGB : of Yorkshire, or as 
another account states of Durham, was ad- 
mitted into the order in 1616, and to his 
religious profession 8 December, 1630. I 
meet with him as Rector of Liege College, 
and subsequently of the House at Ghent. 
After many years service in the English 
Mission, during which lie was justly cha- 
racterised for courage, patteace, learning, 
and solid virtue, he died 3 1 October, 1669, 
Bt. 79.

. *DuoROc, Jean Baptiste. This Lay- 
brother died at St. Omer, S March, 1740, 
at.

^DuFOUR, Jean Baptistb, born 9 May, 
1726, died at St. Omer, 27 December, 1792, 
Kel. 44. 

Du MM, -Joseph, (whose real name was 
Hart, ) was born . at Catteriek, in York- 
shire, 19 March, 1746: at the age of 12 
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•OBsetrated hiiiiielf to God in the Sodety 
of JfMW. After teaching Philofophy at 
Liege, the yoang Priest wai appointed 
ehaplain at Callalay Hall, near Alnwick ; 
iMrt ioon netigned that f Uuation to become 
•iilatant to the Rev. Nicholas Bewail, at 
Prciton, where he arrived 1 May, 1776. 
By the enterprising leal, and ooneiliating 
dtaaeaaonr of himself and his ceUeagne, and 
•f the Rev. Richard Morgan, who succeeded 
Father Sewall in 1788, religion made such 
rapid progress in the town, that another 
spacious chapel was erected at fisher-Gate, 
under the patronage of St. Wilfrid, and 
opened for public worship on 4 June, 1703. 
In his declininff years, Mr. Dunn bad the 
consolation of witnessing the BUsslonafy 
establishment at Preston, ranking among 
the most respectable and best organized of 
any In the united Kingdom. The venerable 
man died rather suddenly. On the last morn- 
ing of his pilgrimage he rose, as was his 
custom very early, and In the courve of his 
walk exehanfj^ a sovereign for distdbution 
amongst Uie Indigent. Between eight and 
nine o'clock, he felt a deep lassitude come 
over him, and was conveyed to bed: he lay 
there without mudi pain, still possessed of his 
warned quidLuesiof pereqitlon till nearly 
U o'clock, when ht quietly and without a 
fltnufgle resigned his soul to Ood, 10 No< 
vmrnber, 18S7. His funeral obsequies were 
attended by an immense concourse of the 
townsmen of all religious denominations: for 
he had merited universal respect by his be- 
aevoleoee of disposition, and by his having 
placed himself in the foremost rank, when- 
ever any undertaking was projected for cha- 
ritable purposes, or the public benefit t and 
•fsoroe, suchasthe Catholic Schools, the 
House of Recovery, the Gas Works, he de- 
serves to be Intitled the Founder and Father. 
The following epitaph from the pen of the 
Kev. CharloB Brooke, is copied from the 
Mural Monument in St. Wilfrid's ChapeL 
To the memory of

Baton, Rioinald. — All that I can dis- 
cover of this Father is simply, that he died 
in England 23 March, 1641. 

Eatoit, Wiluam.— We leant from p. 
98 of F. More's History, that he was aaa- 
tive of Derbyshire, that he taught Phik»o* 
phy and Mathematics at Cologn, Trien, 
and other places in Germany, until the year 
1606. But it is very dear from a fragnMat 
of a letter evidently written by F. Gersrd 
In 1614, that Father Eaton was still HviDg, 
for he says '<F. William ijuon, myeidse- 
quaintance, who wap a tenant sono of ny 
Father's, and came over with ase iato 
France 83 years aod more agoe, now raadi 
cases in the Colledge of Mulsaaatum, and 
hath read two courses of Philosopble in 0- 
Uier places in Germanie." 

Ebbrson, Thomas.— In vain I search fer 
the date of his admission.

July, 1788. 

SccLBSTON, Tbomas.-^I mcet with two 
of this name. The first was admitted iato 
the Novitiate at WsttcM in 1086, after 
inishing Rhetoric under his BMmter, the 
Rev. George Morgan. I believe that be 
served the Lancashire mission in the sequel, 
and died there 95 November, 1608, nt. 66. 

The second 1 think became oonvictor of 
the Engiish College at Rome, in 1677, and 
united hfamelf to the Society of Jesus Id 
that city* He was employed in the York- 
shire Mission ; and for a time served Is- 
gatestone Hall, passing by the name of 
Hottmnd, From 11 August, 1731, to 8S

liis miboaaded aeal aad diarity are notieed 
ia the Aonoal Letters of 1710. Reeallod 
from the Mission to become Provineial of 
hb Brethren, in 1719, he died ia ofBoe the 
following year at St. Omer's, Tii. IS An- 
gast, 1790, mu 64, Eel. 4d. 

The second, whose real name was Joeir* 
ion, died at Liege, 30 March, i7d0, st. 50,

Ellebkbr, Tbohas, brother of John^ 
bom 91 September, 1988 : wss a wortliy 
scholar, of such a osaster ae F. John Thor|^. 
At the end of Rhetorie fki 1766, this pro- 
mising young man enteied the Novitiate, 
and in the sequel bseame one of the ablest 
professors of Theology that tbe English 
province ever prodneeo. His treatise de 
incarnatione may be regarded as a ehef 
d*wuvre» The emigration from Liege was 
fatal to a feeble eenstitntion like his. He 
leeched Stonyhnrst 98 August, 17M, com- 
pletely exhausted with the fatigue of travel- 
liB|g« and died there 1 May fcrfiowing. 
His precious remains were deposited in 
the Sodality Chapel, on the Bpistleeide of 
tiie Altar.

HbdMthee^ 
carred in the island of 8t. Cmlx, In the 
course of the year, 1765. 

*Bllu, William, enter^ the Nefitlate at 
a lay-brother, in 1614. IHndhimthpiaigft. 
tioned In a letter of F. John Gevard, d4tid 
17 Oct. 1614. *" He was j^^e to Sir Svaiard 
Dlgby, and was taken with hhki, thoodi he 
might have escaped : for bis nkaelef oftnd 
him horse and mobey to shift for hfansilf; 
but the youth said, he would VtU and die 
with him : and so being takeh, he wu cdn- 
demned at Stafford, aniftfBould have bees 
ifkecuted.

Campian. After invaiuabltt services to them, 
and to FF. Cre^^bton, Holt, Westob, aiMf 
pthers-^and after endorfng great bardtohljps, 
and ta^iity years imprisddment, be vvent 
into biUiisnment at the accession of. imn^ 
I,, and died at St. Ohier's, it March, 1004, 
See p: 8t; of P. Morels History : also 'p. 809, 
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of F. Matthias Tanner's Confessors of the 
Society, who, however, incorrectly places 
his death about the year 1610. 

A reverend Father of this name, born in 
London, 1009, joined the Society at the 
age of 26 : was admitted to the rank of a 
Plrofessed Father, 8 December, 1645, and 
died in England, 16 December, 1684. 

*£mmott, John.— l*his pious scholastic 
died at Liege, 1756, nt. 23, Soc. 4. 

Emmott, John, younger brother, I 
take it, of John, was born 16 September, 
1734, and admitted in 1753. I find that he 
succeeded, 9 February. 1773, the Rev. Ber- 
nard Bolas, O. S. B., as incumbent at Gill- 
moss, in Lancashire. When the Society 
of Jesus was restored, the venerable old 
man hastened to rally round the ancient 
standard of St. Ignatius. Dying at Gill- 
moss 14 November.

Enolefibld, John. Where or when he 
was aggregated to the Order I cannot dis- 
cover; out 1 meet him at Liege, in 1704, 
studying the third year of Divinity. Shortly 
after his ordination, his services were re- 
quired for the English Mission, and he was 
certainly employed at Mr. Messengers', 
FountaiBft'' Abbey, and for a time at Mam- 
hull, and at Clytha.

N.B. F.More, p. 30 and 32, mentions 
many English Members of the Order, who 
died abroad : perhaps the family name of 
some was English.

This worthy Father having been ordered to 
Rome, was carried off within eight days 
after his arrival, and in the prime of life, by 
a putrid fever, 26 November, 1680, ot.

Uum^ solidi Judicii ; et muUiplich lUera- 
turn RecondUorium.' — An. Lit. 

Evans, Francis, (who often passed by 
the name of Andrews ) was admitted at 
Watten, after finishing Rhetoric at 8t. 
Oroer's College, in 1679. He died in Mon- 
mouthshire, 28 March, 1727, sU 6SJ 

Evans, Philip, of Monmouthshire, at the 
age of 20 united himself to the Society 
of Jesus. Sent to the Mission of South 
Weles, he soon grew ripe for heaven, by 



his inflamed zeal and charity. Apprehendei? 
in the house of Christopher Turbeville, h» 
patron, during the National delirium, pro- 
duced by Oate's Plot, he could only appeal, 
from the iniauity of Man*s Tribunal, to the 
justice of the All-seeing God, when he 
was condemned to the death of a traitor. 
Like the Apostles he rejoiced to suffer for 
the name of Jesus ; he publicly professed, 
that he would not forfeit the happiness of 
dying for it, to obtain all the crowns of the 
Universe. This victim of legal tyranny was 
sacrificed and butchered at Cardiff, 22 July,. 
1679, nt.di^ Soc. 14. See his Life and por- 
trait in the'* Brevis Relatio felicis Agtnis, 
Sfc^ •* by Matthias Tanner: also the" Florw 
Anglo Bavaricus, ** pp. 178-181 : also Dr. 
Challoner*s valuable Memoirs of Alission- 
ary Priests. 

The 2 following Letters, I am credibly 
informed* were found in the Jail or Cell of 
F. Philip Evans. Probably they were in- 
tended for his Patron before-mentioned. 

*' Since that by Letters it is only permit- 
ted unto absent friends and acquaintance to 
converse, so much satisfaction have I for- 
merly received from your conversation 
that I would not pass by opportunity of 
enjoying it the way which is only afforded 
unto a confined man. But moreover, so 
many are the obligations which i owe you 
and your worthy t'amily, that it would be 
ingratitude not to signify an acknowledg- 
ment of favours, and yield many thanks 
unto you for them. Hence mast I assure 
you, that my daily and earnest requests 
unto Almighty God shall be to reward you 
for your goodness towards me. *Tis He 
only who can abundantly recompence affec 
tion and charity shown towards those wlur 
suffer for his sake : and it is He, unto wbom 
we ought to betake ourselves for a stock of 
his holy Grace to endure with couraige vbA 
patience what crosses and troubles his holy 
hand is pleased to lay upon us. I recom- 
mend myself in this behalf unto your best 
thoughts: so shall they not be wanting^ 
unto you from yonr

I am so well acquainted witb 
your Christian Fortitude, that it will not 
startle you, at seeing the writing of a 
dying hand ; but yet it is so friendly, that 
it shall not be wanting to be lifted up to 
Almighty God to implore his mercy and 
favor for you and your worthy Family.

In 1827 ho was removed to the Chap- 
Isiacy of Stockheld $ but at tbe end of a 
twelvemonth was appointed Pastor to the 
congregation at South Hill^ near Ghorley, 
where he consummated his meritorious 
course l6 November, 1882, and was buried 
in his own chapel. 

'Fairfax, John. — We meet with two 
members of this name^ The 1st a Temporal 
Coadjutor,^ who died at li^me. 4 December, 
1686, leaving behind him the lively remem- 
brance of eminent virtue, and superior quali-* 
flcatlons for his station of life. * 

The 9od a Worthy Father, who died io 
England, 31 August, 1668. 

Fairfax, Thomas, (often called tieekHi») 
was admitted at Watten, 7 September 1675, 
and pastfcd for a distinguished selitfier. ^fdttt 
the annual letters wa ooilect that he was 
skilled In the Oriental )engasg:es,^fjt|i«rfeiii 
iinffWtruM otientdtium, '* that tie was ap- 
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pointed in the reign of James II, professor 
of Philosophy in Magdalen College, Oj^ord, 
that when the revolution burst forth in all its 
horrors, he was attacked in the streets of 
that city, dashed on the ground and tram- 
pled upon, and narrowly escaped being mur- 
dered outright. This indeed was an event- 
ful crisis for the Fathers of the Society 
throughout England. By a letter of F. John 
Clare, dated It November, 1689,. I learn 
that within the preceding twelvemonth, no 
less than nineteen Jesuits had been thrown 
into jail, and ihtLl forty at least had escaped 
into Flanders, not without considerable diffi- 
culty and danger. 

In 1701, F. Fairfax occurs as Procurator 
of the Province : and I find him living in 
London, or the immediate vicinity, three 
years later. In the Annual Letters of 1710. 
he is stated to be serving the Mission in the 
College of St Thomas of Canterbury, and to 
deserve this character ; " Bminet zelo et 
fruetu inter alios P. Thomas Fairfax. '* 
That he was stationed at Wardour^ is evi- 
dent from a document drawn up and signed 
by him, 4 April, I71l,andintitled *< Proces- 
sus perbalis de depositione eorporum 8-8 
M M, Primi et Secundi, subaltareSaeeUi 
lUmi ThonuB Comitis Arundellii, $. R L 
Baronis de Warder in torn, WiUonia/* 

It sets forth that he had discovered in an 
obscure part of the mansion of Thomas* 
Lord Arundell, two bodies of Saints, in 
separate cases, that the seals on one had 
not been disturbed ; but the seals of the 
other had been broken; that on enquiring 
of his lordship whose bodies they were, and 
when broaght hither ? he received for answer, 
that Pope Alexander VII. t had sent them 
by Mr. Edward Weybum as a present to 
bis mother. Lady Arundell ; but that he 
was ignora nt of their proper names, because, 
in the late troublesome times, the Letters, 
Apostolic, and of the Sacred congregation, 
had perished by fire, or some accident, or 
had been purloined : that on his relating 
these details to Bfishop Boniiventure Gif- 
ford ( who had the charge of the Western 
district, from the resignation of Bishop Bi- 
lls, till the ap|x>intment of Dr. Prinhard) 
his Lordship commissioned F. Fairfax to 
remove the bodies aforesaid, ** i loco o6f eu- 
ro ad decentins Repositorium subaltare 
Sacelliprafati ; ** that he had accordingly 
done so, and had assigned to them the 
names of Primus and /8'e«mdii4*, untill their 
real names could be ascertained. The instru- 
ment having been read to the said Noble 
Lord, to his brother, % and his son, || and 

• This noble Lord was the ion of Henry 8rd 
Lord Amndell, byhifWifeCictf/y, daaghter of Sir 
Henry Compton, Knt. and relict of Sir John Fer- 
moor. Knt. He died 10 February, 1712.

I This brother, Henry, lived a Widower near the 
old Castle at Wardour, in apartments formed out of 
the Out-works, and died 9 Augait, 1721, aged 88. 



Richard Phillips, was signed by then. 

F. Fairfax died 2 March, 1716, set. 60. 

Another Father of this name was Mis- 
sionary at Stapehill, about the year 1732. 

Falconer, John, of Dorsetshire. In the 
ProvinciaPs return of 1655. this Reverend 
and learned father is reported to be then 83 
years of age, of which he had spent 61 in 
tue Society , that h^ had been Penitentiarj 
at Rome, had been numbered with the Pro- 
fessed Fathers since 22 July, 1619; and had 
been employed in the Mission for 30 years* 
This truly religious and charitable Father, 
meekly resigned his soul into the hands of 
his Maker, 7 July, the year following 
( 1056. ) Under the signature B. D. he pub- 
lished.

He left also in Manuscript **7^ Life of

Falconer, Stephen.— All that I can 
learn of this Father is, that he was a natife 
of Kent, and died in England, 1 December, 
1670, Bt.49, Soc. 31. 

Falkner, Thomas, of Manchester, and 
said to have been a pupil of the celebrated 
Dr. Richard Mead. After practising as a 
Surgeon at home, he made a voyage to Gui- 
nea, and subsequently sailed for the Brazils 
in the Assiento^ in quality o^ Sargeon. Fal • 
ling dangerously ill at Buenos Ayres, he ex- 
perienced such charitable and courteous it* 
tentions from the hands of the Jesuite there, 
that he became not merely a convert to 
Catholicity, but also a candidate for admis- 
sion into their Society. He was duly 
received, and eventually qualified for the 
painful, but most meritorious and honourable 
life of a Missionary limongst the savage 
tribes of South America ; and he laboured 
diligently in their service for nearly forty 
years . Returning to England, after the an- 
grateful and barbarous expulsion of himself 
and his brethren from those conntries by the 
Spanish and Portuguese Government, here- 
tired to Plowden Hall, Couaty of Salop* 
where he died 80 January, 1784. 

In looking over some letters of F. John 
Thorpe, residing at Rome, to his friend the 
Rev. Charles Plowden. I discover the fol- 
lowing notices of F. Falkner.

F, Falkoer*s papers, his well known tiea- 
tiseon ** AmeAean Distempiri cured by 
Ameriean Drugt,** 

'«33d of July. 17S8. I am again re- 
quired by our South American exiles, to 
procure, if possible, what writings have 
been left by F. Falltner. A French TVans' 
iation of a boolt printed by him in English, 
is said to be in the hands of some Jesuits at 
Bologna. Please to get what intelligenee 
you can of this matter for the salce of 
many of his scholare^ and who highly ve- 
nerate his memory." 

'* ISth of September, 1788. Our Spanish 
American Fathers are glad to hear some 
fragments of F« Falkner's writing are to 
be found, and they hope they are within 
your reach. They who knew him in South 
America, retain a very high esteem of him, 
and of his knowledge of that country : they 
expect to find many things both useful and 
entertaining, in his loose and scattered pa- 
pers of whatever language.'* 

F. Raymund Dioidado CabeUero, in p. 
33, Part II. of his Supplementa Bibli' 
othec€B Scriptorum, S»J. Romn, 1816, 
positively asserts, that F. Falkner had 
edited *' Vohtmina duo de AntUame eor- 
ports humani, quee piurinU sunt preiii 
apud hujus Artis peHtos,** 

The English work of this Reverend Fa- 
ther is entitled ** A description qf Patago- 
nia and the adjoining parts qf South 
America^ containing an account of the 
Soil, Produce, AnimalSj Vales, Moun- 
tainSf Rivers, Lakes, Sfc^of those coun* 
tries ; the Religion, Government, Policy y 
Customs, Dress, Arms, and Language qf 
the Indians, and some particulars relat' 
ing to Falkland*s Islands ; illustrated 
wUh a new Map of the Southern Parts of 
America, engraved by Mr, Kitchen, Hy- 
drographer to the King.'* 4to. pp. 144, 
Hereford, printed by C. Pugh, and sold 
by T. Lewis, Russell Street, Coveot Gar- 
den, London, 1774. 

In Richard Heber's Catalogue, No. 2d57, 
is a treatise of the Patagonians, formed 
from the relation of F. Falkner, a Jesuit, 
by Penant, and printed at the private press 
of (Horga Allen, Esq. at Darlington, 4to. 
1788. pp. 16. The compiler, in a short 
preface, gives an account of his visits to 
F. Falkner, at Spetchley. " I found him 



to be a man of about seventy yean of age, 
active in mind and body, brusque in his 
manners, having never shaken off those 
he had acquired in his thirty eight years 
among savages. He very freely commnni- 
cated to me every thing lie knew re- 
specting those people. He informed me 
that he was born at Manchester/ that 
about the year 1731, he was a surgeon in 
the Assiento ship, and in that year, at 
Buenos Ayres, liecame a convert to Popery, 
and in due time of the Society of Jesuits, 
snd was tent on the Mission of Paraguay.** 
Farmer, Fbrdxnand, whose re|il name 
was Stebnmbtr, was bom in Snabia 13 
October 1720: entered the Novitiate at 
Landsperge at the age of 2S : was admitted 
to the profession of the Four Vows 9 Feb- 
ruary 1761. United to the English province, 
he was sent to the Maryland Mission, where. 
Dr. Carroll said *' he did much good until 
his death 17 August, 1786. '* 

Farrar, Jambs, enrolled himself among 
the children of St. Ignatius in 1135, and 
amongst the professed Fathers in 1743, 
whilst he was serving the Maryland Mission. 
He actually died at Hooton in Cheshire. 18 
July, 1753, Bt 57, and was buried in the 
Chancel of Estham. 

Farrxnoton, John, of Lancashire, but 
whose real name was Rishton. With his 
brother Ralph, he entered the Society in 
1624. John died at Ghent five years later: 
of Ralph's biography I can glean no further 
details. 

Farrinotok, Thomas, of Lancashire. 
From the provincial's return of 1655, 1 col- 
lect, that he was then 44 years old, of which 
he had passed 24 in the society, and 15 in 
the Mission. He continued to serve it full 
22 years longer, dying 25 January, 1678, set 
67, and deserving to be characterised as **se- 
lator animarumet strenuus operarius,** 

Faunt, Laurence Arthur, according 
to a. Southwell, p 538 Biblioth, &c. was a 
native of Lancashire; but F. More, p. 17^ 
was lietter informed in describiog him as a 
Leicestershire man. Authony Wood, p. l99. 
Vol 1st Athena Oxon. expressly says that 
he was ** the son of William Faunt, of Fos« 
ton, in Leicestershire, Esq. and that he was 
born of an ancient and genteel family living 
in that place, 1554. and being very studious 
and delighted in letters while he was a child, 
became fit for Academical Studies at 14 
years of age. Before he had completed two 
years at Morton Cojleg^, Oxford, he was 
taken to Loui||in, where he was aggre- 
gated to the Society. When he had com- 
pleted his higher studies, he was sent to 
Poland, and was for several years the most 
distinguished professor of Greek and Theo- 
logy in the College of Posna, This wor- 
thy person gave way to fate at Wilna, 
28 February, 1591, after he had religiously 
served in the Society of Jesus about twenty- 
one years, ** to their great renown and 
honour." Shortly l>efore his death, he took 
his rank amongst the professed Fathers, 
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I*. N. Soathwell enumerates many of bis 
Treatises on Religious CoDtroversy, chiefly 
priited at Posna, from 1580 to 1591, and at 
Ihe Press of John Wolrhabi. The most ce- 
lebrated are

*FsBURB LE Nicole. — This venerable 
lav-brother, died in the English College^ at 
Liege, his usual residence, 17 November, 
1773,8et. 81. Soc. 53. 

Feck, Thomas, of London, entered an 
alumnus of the English College at Rome, in 
1597 ; joined the Society at the age of 88 r 
was admitted to the profession of the Four 
Vows, 18 December, 1639. He was dis* 
tinguished, through the course of a long life, 
for blameless conduct, love of common life, 
dislike of singularity , and entire obedience. 
Retiring from the fatigues of the English 
Mission to Liege College, he was found 
dead id his be<) on the morning of the Ist 
June. 1647. et. 74. 
Felton John, see Groste John, 
Fenwick, John, of county of Durham, 
For nearly four years, this Reverend Fa- 
ther had discharged the unostentatious but 
apostolic duties of a Missionary, Mrheninthe 
epidemic, accasioned by Gates'* own Plot, 
he was dragged to jail, and suffered so much 
from his chains and bolts, that it was once 
ander the Doctor's deliberation, whether his 
leg should not be amputated. In those days 
of legal inhumanity, innocence afforded no 
protection, and this meek victim was hur- 
ried to slaughter at Tyburn, 80 June, 1679, 
N. S. St. 61, Rel. 91, Prof. 4. His pre- 
cious remains were interred in the church- 
yvd of St. Giles in the fields. See the 
**Brevi§ Relatio,** qfF. Mathias Tanner, 
and the excellent memoirs of Dr. Chal- 
loner. 

Fermour, Thomas, of Bucks: at the 
age of 27 was admitted into the Novitiate, 
and 11 years later, viz. 6 September, 1632, 
was promoted to the rank of a Professed 
Father. He lived to be D|pn of the Pro- 
vince. — *'ct Professornm patrum anti' 
quissimus,** after 66 years of Missionary 
labour, the venerable Patriarok was appre- 
hended as one of the conspirators in Oates*

Plot, and cast into jail; but at the end of 
two years and a balf« the Oovemnient came 
to the decision, that it was not imeompati- 
ble with the safety of this Empire to graot 
him his discharge. He died shortly after 
his release, 19 April, 16S3, at the advanced 
age of 89. 

Another Father of this name occurs as 
Missionary, In 1701-4, and died 28 May,. 
1710. 

*Fendimier, Andrew, died at St. Oaier, 
29 March, 1760, set. 31. Soe. 9. 

Fesnandbz, Anthony.— 'This Portu- 
guese Father, and Confessor of Catheriae» 
the Qi^eeu consort of Charles the II. wu 
aggregated to the English Province. Obiii 
Londini, 23 AprilU, 1674. 

Fesard, Giles.— In p. 83, Hist. Prov. 
Angl. More informs us, that he was admired 
at Rome, and after finishing his studies, 
went to Prague, as socius to v*. John Paul 
Campanus, the Master of Novices, and that 
he died there at the end of a twlvemontb. 
Nadasi fixes his death 4 July, 1571 . 

Fethekston, Thomas. — ^This worthy 
Missionary retiring to Ghent, died there i 
October, 1724. 

*Feukb, Peter, died at St. Omer, 4 Oc- 
tober, 1712, »t.73, Rel. 45. 

Field, Robert.— > All that I eaa glean of 
him is, that this English Father and Pro- 
fessor of Divinity in the College of St* 
Janeiro, about the year 1735, distinguished 
himself by his heroic charity with his bre- 
thren in attending his English Coantrymeo, 
who had been driven on their shores in the 
Brazils by an alarming illness. 

Filcock, Roger. — In page 106, Vol. XI. 
Church History, Mr. Dodd has omitted te 
acquaint his readers, that this blessed Mar- 
tyr had embraced the "pious Institute of the 
Society of Jesus, " and that his glorious fel- 
low sufferer, Mark Barbworth^ had adopted 
the Venerable Benedictine Order. The most 
worthy and judicious compiler of the Memoirs 
of Missionary Priests, "Dr. Challoner, would 
have afforded correct information on this 
subject. It is undeniablpy true» that both 
these martyrs were educated for secular 
clergymen, and had been promoted to priest- 
hood, before they where received as Regu- 
lars ; but should a Protestant become a 
Catholic on bis death bed, and it would not 
be unfair to rank him among Cathofics, — 
or, if a pious layman became a clergyman 
just beiore his death, and there would he 
BO impropriety to place him in the obituary 
amongst the Clergy, we can imagine negood 
cause for the silence of a Catholic Historian, 
as to the fact, of a clergyman aggregating 
himself to any religious Order approved of by 
the Catholic Church. " OmnisipirituBla^

This holy priest was a native of Sand- 
wich, and went by the name of Arthur. F. 
John Gerard, who knew him intimately, 
mentions his execution with Mrs. Anne

FnHBn, Jomr, (alias Piem) of Dnriuun. 
This convert to tiM Catholic Faith, stndied 
at Some, and hy a dispensation of Pope 
Clement Till., was ordained priest liefere 
he iMul leadMd the canonical age. At 
Tonmay, in 1AM, he nnited himself to the 
Society. On his retvrn tewards Eoglaad, 
throogfa Holland, he was stopped at Flushing 
by some of the English soldiery, and most 
bmlmlly treated. Arriving in England he 
was committed to Bridewell ; bat at the 
end of seTen months, he eActed his escape, 
with seteral otlier CathoUes. In F. John 
Gerard's house, in I«ondon, he found a 
place of refuge, Proceeding thence to the 
North of England, he was the happy instra- 
ment in the liand of Gk>d to reconcile to the 
Chnrdi his moUier, sister, and certain other 
members of his family. After some time, 
his friend F. G^erard, an ezcelleni judge of 
qualifications, procured him for his col- 
league at Lady Vaux's house, in Northamp* 
tonsbire, but was not aliowed to retain him 
beyond a twelremoutb, as Sir Everard Dig* 
by prerailed on the Superior, F« Gamett, 
to surrender him for his chaplain. Indeed 
F. Fisher was every where in request, and 
endeared himself to all, who could appre- 
ciate goodness of heart, disinterested neal, 
accuracy and soundness of Judgment, and 
profound erudition. During hfs interrals 
of personal liberty, for he was four times a 
prisoner for the Catiiolic Faidi, (die last 
time I believe he was committed to the 
Gatehouse, just before the Christmas of 
1084,) he was indefatigable in preaching, 
instructing, and writing ; and few Mission* 
aries have heen cheered and blest with wit- 
•essing such fruits of their labours in the 
abundant harvest of souls. Amongst hb 
numerous eonquests, we may mention the 
mother of George Villiers, the Duke of 
DnckinglNim, Aat was assassinated by 
Felton at Portsmouth. For his greater 
merit. Almighty God was pleased to aARct 
him with aCancer during' the last two years 
of hii life; but rewarded his patient resign- 
atioB under suffering, witheodless comfort 
and hapniaess^ at Loadoa, 3 Deeeasber, 
1641. F. Fisher, at the time of his death,

1 have met with a 
Father of this name, who is stated to have 
been a native of Lancashire, to have 
been aihnitted into the Orde r at the age of 
81, and to his Religious Profession 29 Sep- 
tember, 1041, being then 30 years of age. 
I find nothing nmre to serve as a clue to his 
Biography. 

FisHSB^ PHjxJP,oce of the earliest Mis- 
sionaries in Maryland. In the Provinciars 
Return of 1049. F. Fisher is then certified 
to be superior of that iaterestiag portion of 
Christ's vini^ard, as being 47 years old, of 
which he had spent 25 in the Society » and 
that he had been enrolled amongst the 
Professed Fathers since 20 October, 1030. 
As the parliamentary cause gmw successful 
in England, so did persecution increase 
against the Catholics of MaryLand, and he 
wai compelled to separate during three years 
from his fleck. The following letter address- 
ed to the General of the Society, F. Vin- 
cent Caraffa, may deserve transccibing* 
Our very Revd. Father in Christ, 

At length my companion and myself 
readied Virginia, in the month of Jaaaary, 
after a tolerable journey of seven weeks: 
there 1 left my companion* and availed my- 
self of the opportunity of proceeding to 
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Marylaad, where I arrived ia the course of 
February. By the singular proTidence of 
God, I found my flock collected together, 
after they had tieen scattered for three long 
years; and they were really in more 
flourishing circumstances than those who 
had oppressed and plundered them : with 
what joy they reoeired me, aod with whtit 
delight I met them, it would be impossible . 
to describe, but they received me as an 
Angel of Ood. I have now been with them 
a fortnight, and am preparing for the pain- 
ful separation; for the Indians summon me 
to their aid, and they have been illtrealed by 
the enemy, since I was torn from them. I 
hardly know what to do, but cannot attend 
to all. God grant that I may do his will 
for the greater glory of his name. Truly, 
flowers appear in our land : may they attain^ 
to fruit. A road by land, through the Fo-' 
rest, has just been opened from Maryland to 
Virginia ; this will make it but a two day's 
journey, and both countries can now be 
united in one Mission, After Easter I shall 
wait on theGbvemor of Virginia on momen- 
tous business, may it terminate to the praise 
and fflory of God. My companion, I trust, 
still lies concealed, but I hope will soon com- 
mence his labour under favourable auspices. 
Next year I trust to have two or three other 
colleagues, with the permission of your 
paternity, to whose prayers and sacrifices I 
earnestly commend this Mission, myself, 
and all mine. 

Dated from Maryland, this 1st March, in 
the year of God, 1648. 

I remain your very Reverend Paternity's 
Most unworthy servant and son in Christ, 

Philip Fisher. 

FisBBB, Robert. This member of the 
Order is recorded in the Necrology to have 
died in Bngland, but in vain I look for any 
circumstantial information. 

FiTTON, Francis, of Staffordshire, joined 
the Society in 1615, was professed 15 March, 
1634. After teaching Philosophy, was or- 
dered to the English Mission, which he cul- 
tivated until his happy death, 15 April, 
1673, iBt. 79. 

FiTzHERBBBT, Francis, The annual let- 
ters relate a dreadful storm, which heencoun* 
tered, in 1654, on his passage to Maryland. 
This worthy Father finished his course at 
St Omer, 23 May, 1687. 

Fitzberbbbt, Robert, of Swynnerton : 
a most angelical youth, who was admitted 
into the Order just before his death, in 
1709. O f him it is recorded ' ' baptismalem 
innocentiam Sepulchro intulU : Angeli 
instar terrestrU et in siBCulo et in Semi- 
nario vixit** 

FiTzHBRBBRT, TuoMAS. This truly 
great man was bom at Swynnerton, in Staf- 
fordshire, and was only son of William 
Fitzherbert, Esq., by his wife Isabella 
Swynnerton, and grandson of the celebrated 



lawyer,* Sir Aathony Fitzlierbert, of Nor* 
bury, Derbyshire. At a proper age be vms 
sent to Oxford, where he improved an excel- 
lent capacity, by the study of the best au- 
thors. His zeal for the Catholic Faith ex- 
posed him to ridicule and persecution, and 
he was actually sentenced to a year's im- 
prisonment, for refusing to conform to the 
Church established by law, and for saying 
his prayers like Daniel, Chap, VI. in bis 
own way, and as he had been accustomed to 
do before. In him the Catholic Religion 
found a constant friend and advocate, and a 
generous protector ; he was never so happy 
as when he had opportunities of administer- 
iug assistance aod hospitality to Priests 
and Religious. On account of the intense 
heat of the persecution, it was judged ad- 
viseable for him to retire with bis young 
wifet and family to the Continent, and be 
was greatly admired in the courts of Fraooe 
and Spain. About the age of 36 he tost bis 
wife, and he then dedded on embradng the 
Ecclesiastical State. On S4 March, 1602, 
he was promoted in Rome, to the Priest- 
hood. From his own declaration we leara 
that he had made a vow 15 August, 1606, 
of entering into the Society of Jesus ; but 
I cannot discover that he appeared in the 
Jesuits' habit until 1618. After passing 
through several offices, he succeeded F. T. 
Owen, as Rector of the English College, at 
Rome, in 1618, and his government of it 
for twenty-two years was distiogaished by 
integrity, prudence, and diarity. He died 
in office, between and 7 o'Clodc in tbe 
morning, 17 August, 1640, at tbe Patriar- 
chal age of 89, and was buried in the Col- 
lege Chapel. F. Thomas Gourtenay, rectoc 
of the English College, pronounced his £o- 
logium, which I inserted in pp. 171-3 of the 
Catholic Spectator of 1923. 

With the exception- of a Latin treatise 
against MachiavePs Work *' an tit utiU' 
las in crimine ; 99o. Rome. 1610, alibis 
other publications are in English, viz. Ik- 
fenee of the Calholyehe caiste, eotUaffninkg 
a treatise in eonfiUaiUm qf svndrjfWk' 
truthea and slanders, Sfc. wU h an Apdo^jf 
qf his innocence in a fayned ConspifMjf 
against her Majesty*s person, for tie 
which one Edward Squyre mas wrong* 
fully condemned and executed in No- 
vemher, 1599, wherewith the Auiher aisd 
other Catholykes were also falsely cAor- 
ged,*' 4to. St. Omer, 160S. The DefiBiioe

Did he not publish the English translation 
of Turselinus' Life ef St. Francis Xavier, 
4to. Paris, 1632, pp. 614. There was for- 
merly in the English College at Rome, a 
Portrait of F. Fitzherbert, of which a copy 
by Miioch was in the Sacristy at Wardour 
Castle. 

Q. Who was the Nicholas Fitzherbert 
who so virulently opposed F. Persons, at 
Rome ? In a M S. I read what follows *' F. 
Persons returned from Naples to Rome, 8 
October, 159B. All the English in Rome 
came to the College, to hear his reasons 
against Mr. Nicholas Fitzherbert. So 
noteth Mr. Balnes in his diary. This 
Nicholas Fitzherbert, a great adversary of 
F. Persons, was drowned in a broolc, called 
la Pesa^ some miles this side Florence, 6 
November, 1619." 

Flaccus, (query, Flock,) William ; a 
native of Suffolk : quitting his native coun- 
try for conscience sake, he repaired to 
Rbeims: afterwards proceeding to Rome, he 
incorporated himself with the Society, and 
had the honour of being a fellow Novice 
with St. Aloysius. In 1502 was emplojed 
by F. Persons, to lay the foundations of St. 



Omer's College ; for two vean he _ 
tinued to go?ern it, and by nle aetlf« imI 
and systematic steadiness, mainly eontrilw- 
ted to its subsequent stability. For the 
greater part of his life be bad the saperin- 
tendance of its peeuniary concerns. In 
1682 we find him Rector of the Hoose of 
Probation, at Ghent, where on 21 Jane, ai 
he left in writing, he experienced the effi* 
cacy of St. Aloysius' intercession In his 
favour. See p.46l, ofMore's Hist. He 
survived 5 years later, after bis Wonderful 
cure, djing in 1687, in the 88rd year of his 
age. 

Flsstwooo, Johh: entered the-NoTi* 
tiate 3i October, 1723; for a short time 
served Brougbton Hall : died In the flower 
of life, whilst actively engaged in the Bfary- 
land Mission, 6 January, 1784, mt. 31. 

Flbbtwoos, WALTsn, was bom in Lon- 
don, 9 March, 1609. In a fragment of a 
Diary, formerly kept at JVaiten, 1 diseover 
the following entries, ** 1736. June 16, Mr. 
Fleetwood arrived from St. Omer, " " Jnne 
20 Mr. Fleetwood admitted. " 

Of his subsequent life I can learn nothing 
but that he died at Liege, 10 July, 1774. 

Flint, Thomas, left Rome for the Bng^ 
lish Mission, in the spring of 1608, four 
years later I find him discharged from prison* 
The annual letters, in announcing his death, 
in the College of the 19 Apostles, S6 Decern- 
her, 1638, relate that he had bornetestimony 
to Christ in the loss of liberty, and chains, 
and tortures. 

Flint, William, entered the English 
College at Rome, in 1646, and subsequently 
joined the Society, but I cannot pnrsne his 
history. 

Flisk, William ; This zealous If isslon- 
ary in theBishoprick of Durham, died early 
in 1640, after a very short illziess, contracted 
in attending the side The Annual Letters 
describe him as ** ttperariut insigniier 
industrius,** 

FLowaR, Charles, of Bssez; died in 
England, S3 December, 1655, mt. 36. Sel. 
34, Miss. 27. 

Flotd, Fravcis, died in Maryland, 13 
November, 1729, et. 87; on 16 August, the 
preceding year, he had been enrolled 
amongst the professed Fathers. 

Floyd, Henry, of Cambridgeshire, elder 
brother otJohn^ the doughty Controvertist. 
In a MS* of F. Persons,! read that Henry 
had defended universal Theology, at Seville, 
with great eclat, 90 February, 1593, and 
was for a time stationed In the new Seml« 
nary, at Lisbon, Returning to England, he 
was appointed Chaplain to the SoulhcM 
family, vixU cum Domino Joanne 8outhr' 
cott, (viro inter CathiUicos rominatis* 
sione) undev^ifinti annis, " foU 286, Hist. 
Prov. Aug. a P. H. Mors -, and for 
nineteen years filled that situation, 
with disinterested seal, and exemplary pro- 
priety; but during his Missionary career he 
could not esoape apprehension. Newgale, 
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the f laaU FraBliDgfatm, aod Winchester 
j«ilf bad toe honoor of htrboaringthls bold 
coofessor of JiMS Christ. In 1610 he was 
admitted to the profession of the Four 
Vows. The venerable Father exchanged 
a life of laboar for ease and happiness, dy- 
ing in London, 7 March, 1641. He is in- 
eonreetly called Roger, pp. 412, toI. I. of 
the old edition, page 232 of the new edition, 
of Missionary Priests. 

Another Father of this name was lifing 
in England in 1655, was then 34 years or 
age, of which he had passed IS in the 
Society. 

Floyd, John. Joined the Society at 
Rome in 1592. In doe time he was sent to 
the Mission, but in attempting to penetrate 
to F. Oldoome, detained a close prisoner in 
Worcester Jail, daring the early part of the 
year 1606, he himself was apprehended, 
and lay In durance vile for a twelvemonth, 
when he was sentenced to perpetual banish- 
ment. Proceeding to St. Omer, he con- 
tinued his indefatigable exertions, as a 
preaeber, for which office he possessed 
singular aualifications ; his zeal for souls 
brought him back to Bogland, where he la- 
boured with renewed industry and success. 
After some years devoted to the exercise of 
bis apostolic functions, his superiors re- 
called him to LouTaln^ to fill the chair of 
professor of Divinity ; and few men were 
ittar for the office. Ifood. p. 164, Vol. II. 
Athene Oxon, admits that he was " a per- 
son excellently learned as well in Phlloso- 
phy as Theology," and yet he was more 
endnent for his union with God, and bis 
spirit of docility and obedience. At length 
he obtained permission to retire to St. 
Omer, where ne was suddenly taken off by 
Apoplexy, 16 September, 1649, ml. 77, Rel. 
57, Prof. 40, From his Masterly pen the 
public was favoured with the following

FoRcxR, Frahcis, Co.ofD«rhaM. b

was 19 March, 1dS8. Two years later I 
meet with him at Madrid. His death oc- 
curred in England, 5 March, 1656, et.

FoaD, Behbt, died in England 4 Feb- 
ruary, 16S8. 

*FoBD, JoHV, of Staffordshire. After 
serving his brethren for half a century with 
admirable diligence, this Temporal Coad- 
jutor psssed to everlasting rest, at St. 
Omer's, 4 February, 1668,et.G7. 

* FoRBST, Pbiiip. — ^He was a native of 
Artois. From the catalogue of 1665t I eol- 
leet that he was then 30 years of age, and 
was of fear years standing in the Order s 
but I cannot follow out his biography. 

ToRmssTsR, Cbablbs, falias Fieuty) 
was born in France, 21 April, 1730: enter- 
ed the Novitiate in 1756. From his own nar- 
rative I learn, that in company with F. 
Edward Howard, he reached Ostend, on 
Saturday evening, 3 August, 1707, to pro»- 
eeed to his destination, Unstead Lodge, 
tbe seat of Lord Tenyham. Both 
wished to say Mass the next morning 
before they emharl^ed for the English Mis- 
sion : their host accommodated t^em and 
served them himself at 3 A.M.; but warned 
thera chat ** wi Minisire Angliean ht 
gueitoit soigneusetnent. '* In effect this 
plotter of mischief had given op bis lodging 
at and her Inn, and his place in another ves- 
sel, to be near them and embark with tben. 
On arriving at Dover, his information pro- 
cured the Miasionaiies a severe sifting at the 
custom house ; but Mr. F. had previously 
arranged to (send their books, relies, Ao^, 
by another way. Their prying companion 
stuck close to them, and followed them to 
Canterbury, and thence to Rochester. 
Here Mr. F. fortunately met Mr. Porter, 
or his chaplain Mr, Gregson, and related 
how they were circumstanced. It was then 
Settled that a post>>chaise should be quietly 
sent for, into which Mr, Forrester atept, 
and drove off straight for Linstead Ledge. 
On a sudden the spy missed half his prey ; 
his untired malice vowed rerenge : ^*il prU 
leg d.evant9*' and on arrivhig at Deptford, 
Mr. Howard experienced the most shame- 
ful treatment, in consequence of tbe par- 
son's misrepresentations. 

When Mr. Forrester had been at Lin* 
stead Lodge about two or three years, a 
young woman appHed to him for instrue* 
tion, desiring to be a Catholic. The zeal- 
ous parson of the parish, Mr. Fox, got 
intelligence of this, and in the fermentation 
of his spirit, acquainted liis Grace of 
Canterbury, who gave him directions, nay 
orders, to stop the impending evil, and 
make the visitation, unasked, and he must 
know how unwelcome in an Englishman's 
house, to catechise his ehapldn, and that 
Englishman, Lord Tenyham> a pear of the

1 have fnll 
authority, and even orders so to do f 

Mr. F. (Rising from bia chair, and 
presenting his hand cordially to his visi- 
tor.) Give me leave, dear Sir, in such 
case to add to my respect for you, the war- 
mest assurances of gratitude, as to a person 
whom I mast regard, as siognlariy aaid truly 
my benefactor. 

P. What do yon mean. Sir f 

Mr. F. Exactly what I say. Sir. For 
In the event of your potting your threat Into 
execution, I shall be raised by yon to the 
blessing pronounced by Jesos Christ him- 
self, upon those who suffer persecution for 
justice sake. 

P. (Astonished and a little confused) 
I dont understand yon : what do you 
mean 7 I never heard any one talk before 
In this manner f are you in earnest? 

Mr. F. From the very bottom of my 
heart I assure you. Sir, that such are my 
real sentiments.

The Champion of intoleranoe grftdually 
calmed down, waved the subject, and took 
a very civil leave. A few weelcs later, he 
sent a most polite inTitation to Lord and 
Lady Tenyham, to solicit the honour of 
their company to a fete, and particularly 
requested that the Rer, Mr. Forrester 
might be of the party. Nay, after some 
months, he actually sent his two sons to 
be educated at St. Omer's College! So 
much for consistency of principle, and still 
' more for the power of mildness and hu- 
mility," 

Mr. F. remained at Lord Tenyham*8 till 
28 January, 1775. On 10 February that 
year, lie reached Old Wardonr, as Mission- 
ary. On 6 October, the same year, he re- 
moved with the Arundell family into the 
present noble mansion. Two large rooms 
sorted for a temporary Chapel, nntil the 
new structure was solemnly blessed, on 31 
October, 1776, and opened the neit day 
with a solemn High Mass. At the end of 
18 years he resigned the charge of that nu- 
merous congregation, for the situation of 
Domestic Chaplain to his noble patrons. 
In 1810, he quitted Wardour with the dow- 
ager Lady Arundell, for her seat at Irnham, 
in Lincolnshire, and adhered to her. till her 
pious death, 20 June, 1813. Shortly after 
he retired to Newhall, in Essex, where he 
dosed a lone life of merits and good works, 
by the death of the just, 2 May, 1895, at. 
86. 

F. Forrester, was an able, zealous, and 
amiable Priest ; and from goodness of heart, 
hastily associated himself, in 1902, tu the 
PaquafMrUts^ who had then an establish- 
ment at Kensington House, near London ; 
bat he soon discofered his mistake, and 
eventually re-nntted himself to the restored 
Society of Jesus. 

FoRTBScuE, Adbian, 806 Tolbot, Adrian. 

FoRTBScuB, Francis, (sometimes called 
, Stanly f) after studying Rhetoric at St. 
Omer's, was admitted Into the Noriceship 
at Watten, and made the simple vows, 8 
September, 1684. I am unable to pursue 
his history. 

Foster, Charles, of London, (though 
another account says of Hertfordshire) 
Retiring from the Mission, he died of the 
itone, at Ghent, 2 Jane, 1680, »t. 57, Soe. 
37. The annua! letters describe him as 
*'talutiM aninuirum Hiientisiimuset pan- 
pertatU BtligUsa juxia tenaeitsimut, *' 

Foster, Francis, of London ; at the age 
of 21 consecrated himself to Religion, in 
the Society of Jesus, and was admitted to 
the profesdon of the Four Vows, 8 Decem- 
ber, 1636. After teaching Theology at 
Liege, and training up the Novices at Wat- 
ten, in the spirit of their Institute, he was 
declared the 5th Provincial of bis Brethren, 
in 1650; but shortly after the expiration of 
the triennial term of office, died in England, 
7 October, 1653, aU 62, to the deep regret 
of all who could appreciate worth and learn- 
ing. 



* Foster, Hbnbt, stiled ** homo nobllia et 
copiosus" in the annual letters. On the 
death of his lady, this Suffolk gentleman de- 
cided on embracing the religions state. Six 
of bis daughters £scame Nuns, and his son 
Joseph consecrated himself to God in the 
Society. This very pious head of a pious 
family died at Ghent 5 December, 1679, at. 
75. Rel.27. 

Foster, John, of Herts, and of a good 
family : his sister married Sir Robert Hod- 
son. This Reverend father was aerviog thf 
Lancashire Mission in 1655 : was then 87 
years of age, of which be had passed. 18 is 
the Order. 

* Foster, Joseph, son of Henry Foster 
above mentioned, and full of the religions 
spirit, died at Antwerp 13 April 1666, mU 
55. Soc. 83. 

Foster, Mich ail. All that I can glesn 
of this father, is, that he died in the Maiy- 
land Mission, A February, 1684. 

Fostek, Richard, of Lancashire : ad- 
admitted in 1692 : ordained Priest it 
Prague in 1701, and died in England May, 
1707, at the early age of 35. 

Foster, Thomas. This holy man was 
long employed in the Yorkshire Mission ; 
but was driven away by the parliamentary 
troops. Repairing to Lincoln he fell into 
the bands of his enemies, who consigned him 
to a dungeon. In announcing his loss of 
liberty to the Superior he saya, — I was not 
worthy of being favoured with that happi^ 
ness which 1 have longed for during the last 
40 years. Blessed be God. who has allow- 
ed me at least this tribulation of a jail, and 
I humbly beseech God , that it may be ac- 
cepted as some kind of satisfaction for my 
manifold and great transgressions. '* This 
patient sufferer died in his prison of the 
dropsy, 31 March, 1648. 

*FouRDB, John Bapt. a temporal coad- 
jutor who died at Ghent 9 March, 1746, 
mt. 45, Soc. 24. 

Fowler, Francis, of London, admittsd 
as a Novice at the age of 22 ; and as a Pro- 
fessed Father 25 January, 1644. After ser- 
ving the Mission for 15 years, he was called 
to his recompence on Lady-day, 1659, ttt 
50. 

FowLBR, Richard, is said to have died 
in England in the course of the year 1628. 

FozB, James, related to the Foxes of 
Guernoga, county of Montgomery, and to 
the Somerset and Powis Familiea ; joined 
the Novitiate in 1747. This worthy priest 
died suddenly in bis chair at SontliWortby 
Lancashire, whilst catechising the ehildreo, 
29 March, 1795, et. 65 ; and was buried at 
Windleshaw. 

Another of this name had died 4.1>ecem- 
ber, 1760. I suspect that this was F. 
Jamet Poole, of whom more hereafter. 

Frambac, Augustine James, bora io 
Germany, 6 January, 1728: joined the 
Society at the ageof21,was profiMsed in 
1760.

Gage, BDifU2iD.^-I cannot diseofir

He occurs Rector ef Ua 
brethren in the Collflfie of St. Ignatius, from 
September, 1727, to November, 1731. ^ 
tiring to Ghent, he died there S Sqitember, 
1740. I am dUpoeed to think that the nwk 
name of this Jesuit was Plowdeu. 

Gage, Jobn.— Three Fathers ef this 
name are recorded in the Fasti. The let la 
the Provincial return of 1655, this Father 
Is described as being a native of CUmbrklfa- 
shire ; as belog 99 years of age, of whieh 
he had passed 91 in the Sodety, awl tva 
in the English Mission. I think he died 
29 December, 170S. 

The 8nd, sometimes called ImtIs, waa 
formed a spiritual Coadjutor, 5 August, 
1681, and was superior of hia biethiw la 
the CollMe of the Twelve Apostles. He 
died in Snflblk, 19 January, 1728, 0. S« mt. 
77. 

The Srd is an honoured name amoagH 
his Brethren. He was the aeeood son of 
John Ghige, Bsq., by JSUsabeth daughter 
and sole heir of Thomas Roofcuood, of 
Coldham Hall, Esq., and wss bom 88 Jalj, 
]720» Piety led him to the NoTitlata. at 
WatteD, 7, September, 1740, and his nerite 
procured him the rank of a Preteeed 'Father 
2 Februarv, 1756. After teadiluf Philo- 
sophy at Liege, he was sent to the ^^ifit^ 
Mission. In a letter whieh he wrote to 
Bishop Homyold, 90 October, I77S, from 
Bury St Bdmunds, I read, — ** I have ser- 
ved this place alone these 17 years entirely 
gratis^ as there isflot one penay foundation 
1 know of." Besides this duty, he was ia 
the habit of *' serving once lu six weeks, 
Mr. Sttlyard't, at Haugbley Park." 

No Jesuit was ever more attached to the 
Society than F. John Gage. In the ahoTo- 
mentioned letter written, as he tells the good 
Bishop EU>rnyold, ** laamar«(ii4lKe oalaiir 
meiB " he cannot describe the poignancy of 
his affliotionat the news of the suppresaUm 
of the Institute ** to whieh I owe all the lit- 
tle learning and virtue I have got— an In- 
stitute which has no other end, than tJbib 
greater honour and Glory of God, hv. la- 
bouring for one^s own perfection, and that 
of one's neighbours-Htn Insiilnteft. f» 
whose preservation I would willingly, ha?* 
laid down my life. The standara of St 
Ignatius istoo deeply planted > in nur heiart 
ever to be plucked out, but with life itself. 
I ^all ever keep myself in readiness t* f f 
to its embraces, the moment it shall he 
raised agiin. Almighty i^. cyip do lt| 
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^tlfit does not pleaie him to do it, I 
hope at least tie will adnit me into the 
dumber of those holy heroes in hesTeii, from 
Whose compasiy I am now, for my sins, 
discarded on earth. Pardon, my Lord, 
pardon the excesses, and perhaps extrava- 
gances of a heart which pours forth the 
overflowing of its grief into your Lordship's 
compassionate bosom." 

Again, in a subsequent letter, ** I hope 
tied will accept the sacrifice, and giva me 
new lights to steer by, since it has pleased 
him to deprive me of the safe guide of 
obedience to the Superiors, to whom I had 
obliged myself by vow. It is this my 
Lord, it is this which makes me trouble for 
myself ; not being quite blind to my own 
weaknesses, even when under such a sa- 
cred tie. 1 am now like a ship without a 
Pilot in the midst of a tempestuous sea. 
£Tery ecclesiastical state is holy, and weak 
prejudices I always despised : but every 
one is not suited to every state. I thought 
tt leaving the world (after having been en- 
gaged in it for some time) I had embraced 
that which God called me to, and suited 
best my dispositions. I find myself as if on a 
sudden turned out and treated like a crimi- 
nal ; I know not why. But I know no 
better resolution that I can take, than to 
model my life, as much as I can, according 
to the Holy Institute I way brought up in, 
and now I resign myself entirely, as to all 
spiritual jurisdiction, to your Lordship's 
will and pleasure, happy in my unhappiness 
to fall into the hands of so teikler a Father." 
In good Bishop Horoyold he did find a 
Father* and an angel of comfort', who acted 
the same friendly part as Bishop Challoner, 
towards the afflicted and persecuted mem- 
bers of the Society. 

In his Lordship's original Letters now 
before me, dated from Loogbirch, 23 Octo^ 
bei, and 15 November, 1773, and signed 
**Kver yours in Christ Jesus, 
John Horvtold, 
I read,—" Let me beseech you, my dear 
Sir, to take courage and not be cast down, 
but let us resign ourselves to the will of 
Divine Providence, and go on labouring 
in the vineyard of our Lord; with the same 
seal and fervour, as you have done for so 
many years past. — I was well assured, before 
you signed theFormii/a, of your sincere sub- 
mission to the Holy See and its Vicars ; and 
I do hereby renew and confirm the usual 
powers or Faculties. As to the temporal!, 
ties which belong to yotir late body, I have 
nothing to say to them ; but am desirous 
that tfaofe who have the care or adminis- 
tration of them, will go on in the same man- 
ner as they were uiMd to do. God forbid, 
that I, or any one here in this kingdom, 
ahould ptetend to act in such an unchris- 
tian, nay, inhuman part, as they have done 
«t Brugetf notwithstanding all their assur* 
«nces of friendship. But avarice, (which 
imows no bounds) haa been theisavse of all 



the dark and dismal scenes that have been 
enacted there and elsewhere. God forgive 
them, and grant them grace to repent : for 
I am, as Mr. Deanet well observes, more 
grieved, if possible for them, than I am 
for the poor sufferers ; since these suffer 
for justice sake, aod'therefore will have their 
reward hereafter. In fine, my dear sir, 
give me leave once more to exhort you to 
be resigned to the will of heaven, always 
saying ^£ voluntas tuain Terras ticut 
in C(Blor 

Good Father Gage faithfully adhered to 
the exhortations of his Episcopal Guide, 
and lived esteemed and beloved by all that 
knew him. On 31 October, 1790, he sweet' 
ly reposed in the Lord. The family vault 
of Stanningefield contains his precious re- 
maios. In a letter written from Bath, 11 
January, 1796, by F. C. Thompson, shortly 
before his death, to his friend Revd. James 
Lane at Norwich, he says " I would have 
Mr. John Gage's orders or memorandums 
observed ; and I think a yearly anniversary 
should be instituted for him.*' F. Thomp- 
son was F. Gage's Successor at Bury. It 
appears further from this letter, that ** Lady 
Mannock comes under the number of great 
Benefactors to the Bury Chapel." 

Gallf. Mark Anthony, came to England 
with Mary, Duchess of Modena, afterwards 
Duchess of York, and consort to James II. 
in quality of her Confessor. After the rev^ 
lution he resided with the Court at St.|Oer} 
roaine, where he still was living 1 August, 
1701 , Octogenario Major. But shortly af- 
ter he retired to his brethren at Watten, to 
prepare himself for eternity, into which he 
entered 7 September, 1708. 

Gallop, or GotLol>, Gilbs. This Dor- 
setshire man, was eldest son of Thomas and 
Agnes GoUop , was quondam fellow of New 
College, Oxford. From a M.S. of F. Per- 
sons 1 learn that he died in the Soc. at 
Roue, in the year 1579. 

Galloway, Edward, Born in London, 
22 June, 1706, and the only child of Ste- 
phen Galloway, Gent., by his wife Elizabeth 
Turbeville. He was admitted a Novice of 
the Society in 1784, and in the eighteenth 
year later, was promoted to the rank of a 
Professed Father. For many years he was 
incumbent of Norwich. By the death of 
bis parents he came into possession of consi- 
derable property, the bulk of which he 
bequeathed, at his death, which took place 
in London, 23 June, i799, to Edward Hod- 
dlestone. third son of Ferdinand Huddle- 
tone, of Sawstone Hall, Cambridgeshire, Esq; 
Gandolpht, Petbb, of London, was 
born 26 July, 1779, studied partly at Liege 
and at Stonyhurst. After pasaing three 
years in the Junrorate at the latter place 
(where I had abundant opportunities of ad* 
miring his spirit of zeal, and charity, and 
submission^ he was appointed to commence 
a course ot Humanities, 4 October, 1801; 
but quitted* the College three yean later. 
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After some time he was promoted to Holy 
Orders, by the worthy BUbop of the London 
district, Dr. JDooglas, and charged with the 
Newport Mission, in the Isle of Wight, 
This was but a preparatory arena for that 
wider and nobler theatre of bis anient mind 
and commanding talents, the Spanish Cha- 
pel, London. That he laboured indefati- 
gably and most successfnlly, iserident from 
the numerous seals he conflrmed in their 
religions principles, and reconciled to the 
Catholic Church; Unfortunately in the 
midst of his victorious career, he incurred, 
by the publication of his '' Liturgy ,** and 
his Four Volumes of Sermons * * in Defence 
of the ancient Faith, ** the displeasure of 
his ecclesiastical Superior, Bishop Poynter, 
(of pious memory) who suspended him and 
denounced his woriis in the Pastoral Letter, 
dated London, S4 April, 1817. From this 
blow Mr. Oandolpby never recofered. He 
resigned his place of Chaplain, in Spanish 
Place, the year following; and died away 
9 July, 1621. 

All his friends must admit, that he wrote 
too much and published too rapidly, not to 
•rr against Theological precision. £fen as 
a critic he should have attended more to the 
Horatian rule *' Noniim premtitur in an- 
«fim, " and to the Golden rule of Quinc- 
tilian. Lib. I. '* Verba a vetuHate repetUa 
mutari vetat Religio, et conMecratis uten- • 
dum est, *' 

With regard to scholastical opinions in- 
deed, perfect freedom ought to be tolerated, 
and writers on religious subjects should al- 
ways have present to their mind the sen- 
timent of St. Augustine,'* SetUiai quUqve 
quod libet ; tantum contra apottolieam 
manifeUissimam Fidem ntmo seniiai. 

Besides the work above mentioned from 
the pen of this zealous ecclesiastic, we haie

GAaBoT or GAaBBrr, Robert. His real 
name 1 suspect was RidiardMan. After 
studying Humanities at St. Ooier, be pro- 
ceeded to the NoYitiateat Watten, in 168B ; 
and in the eighteenth year alter hia adiBis- 
sioB into the order, viz., 2 February, 1700, 
was numbered amongst its professed Fathers. 
Most certainly he serfed LoUworth for a 
time : afterwards was employed in the 
Monmouthshire Mission. His death oecBr- 
red f7 January, 1737, set. e7» 

Gabdxn, Jambs. — ^All that I can colleet 
with certainty of him te, that he died ia 
London, 7 May, 1793. 

Q. Can this be the person BMntioned ia 
a letter of F. Charles Plowden to his Refd. 
Brother Robert P. dated 16 March, 1774. 
** Our own people chose a Scotch French- 
man Garden to pen the memorial to Vienna. 
He made a declamation, instead of a plain 
exposition of facts, which was wanted : aad 
persons who judged more coolly at Vienna 
hafc refused to present it." 

GAXDiHia, Francis, memorable for hit 
compassionate charity for the poor suffering 
souls in Purgatory, died In Englaad 18 
January, 1689. 

OARDiNBa, John, was admitted into 
the Society in 1679. Nearly his whole life 
was spent in the service of the Mission, and 
he was called to the reward of his roeri- 
torious labours at Liege, 31 August, I7f7, 
nt. 70. 

Oardh^eb, Stephen, all that I can gleaa 
of him is, that he died during the CI? il 
Wars, viz. 21 June, 1647.* 

Gardiner, William, was bom in Lan- 
cashire, in 1651 : was serving the English 
Mission in 1701-4. 1 legret to add. that I 
cannot follow out his history ; indeed the 
scantiness of materials is often discourag- 
ing : and I should be deterred from proceed- 
ing with these collections, if I did not be- 
lieve that others would enter into* my la- 
bours. My bumble wish is to gather up 
what fragments I can, that nothing be lost. 
Gabner, George : born 5 April, I7S7 ; 
entered the Noritiateat the age of 19, and I 
suspect, died at an early period of life. 

Garnet, Hemrt, born at Nottingham in 
1^56, where ** his Father taught tbe Free 
School.*' Sent to Winchester College, he 
obtained the rank of Captain, and by his 
modesty, urbanity, musical taste and quiok- 
ness and solidity of parts, so recommended 
himself to his superiors, that had he pur- 
sued his studies at Mew College, Ox ford, he 
might safely have calculated on Academic 
honors and preferment. But decided as he 
was on professing the Catholic religion, he 
proceeded to Spain, and thence to Rome, 
where he entered the Novitiate of St. An- 
drews, on 1 1 September 1676. After qua- 
lifying himself under such professors as 
Clavius, Saurez, Pereira, and Bellarmine, 
he was employed as Penitentiary* aed ce^a- 
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siDoatly ga? e lectjires on Mathematics, Me- 
taphysics> and Hebrew. F. Clavius found 
him so profoundly versed -in Mathematical 
sciences, that he opposed his return to Eng- 
land in the capacity of a Missionary ; but 
zeal for souls weighed more than learned 
fame with this youR{^ Jesuit, and quitting 
Rome in company with F. Robert South- 
well, 8 May, 1586, safely landed in En.nr- 
)and 7 July ensuing. At this time F. 
William (Edmund) Weston was the only 
English Jesuit in this Country ( he had 
landed from Dieppe on the Norfolk coast, 
in September, 1584) and he gave them a 
welcome meeting in London. On F. Wes- 
ton's apprehension and commitment .to pri- 
son shortly after, his superiorship devolved 
on F.Garnet. 

Of the talents of this good Father for go- 
vernment, of the great augmentation of tha 
Society under his auspices ( for he left be- 
hind him above forty Members in the Eng- 
lish Mission )-~of his zealous exertions to 
promote the greater glory of God and the 
prosperity of all our Seminaries abroad, 
regular and secular — of his undeviatin; at- 
tention to cement brotherly union among 
the labourers in the vineyard, without dis- 
tinction or exception — of his charity for the 
distressed, — of his candour and cheerful 
piety, — of his moderate, peaceable, and 
loyal* character — of his love of suffering — 
of his iniquitous trial— K)f his barbarous exe- 
cution, but meek departure to our Lord at 
London, on 3 May, 1606, it is better to say 
nothing here than too little. We must con- 
tent ourselves with believing, that with the 
wise, and the good, and the unprejudiced 
his memory will go on, increasing in esteem 
and veneration. 

In a letter written by this Father 1 Oc- 
tober, 1693, to his sister Mary, whom he 
had sent to the Augustine Convent, at 
Loavain,he expresses the comfort he had 
derived from having reconciled their aged 
mother, at the late feast of the assumption 
of oar lady, ** to the anity of our spiritual 
mother the Church,'* and from the cherished 
hope of beholding his other two unmarried 
sisters, (one was called Ann) embrace the 
re ligious state. 

F. G. was professed 8 May, 1598. 

For the truth of the miraculous straw, con- 
taining F. Garnett's portrait, we have tlie 
authority of P. Gerard in his English M. S. 
of the gunpowder plot^ and several other 
contemporaries. The reader, interested in 
the subject, may read the 7th book of F.

This highly gifted Father found ffme, 
amidst his numerous engagements aird ex-

In a letter of this good Father, dated 
2 June, 1601, 1 read, that he had confuted 
in M. S. '* A pestilent dialogue between a 
gentleman and a physician," and although 
none but M. S. copies were taken a nd cir- 
culated, it caused the suppression of the said 
dialogue ; and it^ author, to his credit, had 
expressed his regret for having published it. 

F. Garnet*s Latin Letter on the martyr- 
dom of his friend, the Rev. John Jones, 
O.S.F. Is referred to by Bishop Challoner, 
in the Memoirs of Missiooaiy Priests. 

The portrait of this Father by Wiriex^ 
is deservedly admired and valued. 

Garnet , Thomas, was born io London. 
His Father, Hichard Garnet, had been Fel- 
low of Baliol College, Oxford, and a Con- 
fessor of Catholic Faith, and was own bro- 
ther to F. Henry G., above mentioned. At 
the tge of 16 he entered St. Omer's Col- 
lege, as one of its earliest alunoni. After 
completing his higher studies at Valladolid^ 
where he arrived about Christmas, 1595, 
he returned to England in the capacity of a 
Missionary, and was admitted into the 
Society, by his Venerable uncle, 29 Sep- 
tember, 1604. Falling into the hands of 
the Persecutors, and condemned to per- 
petual exile, the first use he made of his li- 
berty was, to hasten to the Novitiate of 8t. 
Johns, at Louvain, where he arrived 1 Feb. 
1607, and there he was the first Novice 
to pronounce the simple vowa of the So- 
ciety, viz. 2 July that year. His zeal for 
souls, made him hurry back to England, bat 
his career of usefulness was short : he was 
betrayed by Rouse, an Apostate Priest; ar- 

Wm. Herbert, afterwards Rati of Powis, and reliet 
of Sir Robert Vaughan, of Lloydwerd, coanty of 
Montgromery, Knt. His Christian name was Roger, 
and he was created by Charles, II. Earl of Castle- 
inaine, and Baron of Limerick, in Ireland ; tvA 
died in North Wales, in August, 1709. 
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i%sted, as he was lea?ing London forColdbam 
Hall« the seat of the Rookwood Family, In 
Suffolk ; and executed at Tybum, 23 Jane, 
1608, at. 34i. See bis Life in Tanner, and 
compare Dr. Cbal loner's diligent report in 
the memoirs of Missionary Priests, with the 
slovenly one, p. 413, Vol. IL of Mr. Dodd's 
Church History. 

In a letter of F. Michael Walpole, to F. 
Persons, dated 26 July, 1608. O.S. I read 
** This blessed Martyr's death seemeth to 
have silenced the Parliament oath, as his 
good uncle's (Henry Oarnet) did the Gan« 
powder Treason." la the Choir of the 
Church at St, Omer's College, (up to the 
16 October, 1763, at least) was a cupboard 
containing the remains of this F. jiotnas 
Garnet and P, Peter Wright , and of nine 
secular Priests, who had suffered for Re- 
ligion. F. P. Wright's body was removed 
to Liege. 

Q. What became of the rest ? 

The Cupboard bore this insciiption "Jle- 
liqui(B SS, nondwn approbatee et ifoim- 
menta Virorum pice memorice'* 

•Gascoign, Hbnrt, of Bucks ; at the age 
of 20 he was a candidate for the Society, 
and was admitted a Professed Fattier, 25 
October, 1630. This Yenerable Priest, 
after labouring in the vineyard nearly half 
a centory, died quietly, in England, 3 Sep- 
tember, 1676, 8Bt. 79. 

Gascoign, Thomas, of a good family in 
Yorkshire, that has been fruitful in mem- 
bers of various religious orders. When 25 
years of age, Thomas enrolled himself 
among the children of St. Ignatius ; at the 
end of 26 years of pastoral solicitudes and 
labour, he was called up by the Prince of 
Shepherds, to receive his reward, 17 July, 
1669, eet. 64. 

Gavan, Henry, admitted 7 September, 
1685. and died at Liege 12 May, 1701, 
«t. 34. 

Gavan, or Gawbn, John, a native of 
London. At St. Omer's College bis candor 
^nd innocence obtained for him the name of 
the Angel. His virtues and talents soon 
■qualified him for the charge of souls. 
Wolverhampton^ was fixed upon as the 
Theatre of bis zeal and eloquence. During 
eight years belaboured witti great success ; 
but at that fatal epoch, when religious 
and political phrensy exercised unbounded 
influence over the judgment of men, this 
good Father fell a yictim to the peijuries of 
Oates and Dugdcde. ;Suffering death at 
Tyburn, 30 June, N. S. 167^, set. 89, Rcl. 
19, Prof. 1, an entrance was administered 
to him abundantly, into the everlasting 
kingdom of his Lord and Saviour J.C. 

Was he not closely connected with that

This ten- 
poral coadjutor, after 39 years of Taloablf 
serfice to bis English Brethren, died at 
their college in Bruges, 2 April, 1779, mL 
62.

31 October, 1709, and died In the sane 
place 30 January, 170S, «t. 33. 

Gebard, Gilbbbt, of Lancasbira. All 
that I can collect of the former is, tliat he 
was brother to Alexander and Tbomae 
Gerard, both prisoners for tlie Catholic faith 
in Wisbeck Jail. Alexander was Uvtaif 
there 89 April, 1698. Thomas had 4ie4 
there before that date in the 28th year of 
his age. 

Tne 2nd Gilbert, son, I believe, of Sir 
Thomas Gerard, by Frances, dan^liter of 
Sir Richard Molynenx, was adnilted iato 
the Order, 7 September, 1641, »L 26, bat 
died very prematurely at Ghent, on 13 Aa« 
gust, 1645. 

Gbrard, John, born In Derbyshire. 
For 16 or 17 descents, his ancestors had ob» 
tained the honour of Knighthood. . His Fa- 
ther, Sir Thomas Gerard, was a great suf- 
ferer in person and In property for his chi- 
valrous devotion to Mary, the captife 
Queen of Scotland. Twice he was coib« 
mitted to the Tower of London, for his 
hazardous attempts to restore her U> liberty. 
Nor could he redeem his own freedom from 
lengthened, not to say perpetual imprisoo- 
ment, but by submitting to eiKMrmoas pe- 
cuniary sacrifices. To secore the noctts* 
turbed practice of his religion, and perbape 
also with a view of retrieving his shattered 
fortune, he petitioned Queen Elizabeth 
and her Council to be allowed to colooiae 
the Northern parts of America. The ne« 
cessary license was granted, but the project 
proved abortive from the coolness and the 
aversion manifested towards it, bf tbeCsr- 
tholic body. In a letter of F. Persons to 
Mr. Windslade, dated 18 March, 1605^ thia 
well-informed writer relates^ -"that jlir 
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George Peekhtm aod Sir Thomas Gerarde, 
«boat twenty years since, should have made 
this voyage by the Queen and Counseil's 
eonsent, with some evacuation of PapUtSj 
as then they called them, which attempt be- 
came presently most odious to the Catho- 
lieke Partie.*' 

Sir Thomas left two sons, by his wife 
Elizabeth (Port,) Thomas, who succeeded 
to the Family Estates, and John the sub- 
ject of this Memoir. At the accession of 
King James I., the former went to meet 
him at his coming to England, when his 
Majesty told him before divers, from whom 
I heard it, (says F. John Gerard himself, 
in his M. S. account of tbe Gunpowder Plot) 
that he must love his blood, for that he and 
his had suffered persecution for him. He 
then conferred upon him the honour of 
Knighthood ; but since, he hath had no pre- 
ferment at all ; but rather kept back, as being 
known that hU house hath ever been Ca- 
tholUker 

About three years later, however, he was 
made a Baronet, 22 May, 1611. 

Attheageof Fifteen, John was sent to 
Exeter College ; but in consequence of the 
difficulties he experienced in living there 
with his conscience, and following his re- 
ligion, he withdrew at the end of a twelve- 
month, aud pursued his studies at home 
nllder a priTate tutor* When he attained 
his 19th year, he went to France for the 
purpose of learning the language, and he 
aeleeted Rheinis for his residence. There 
he formed an acquaintance with a young 
gentleman who had been admitted into St. 
Andrew's Novitiate at Rome, but had 
quitted for a time, in the hope of recovering 
his health, Gerard was edified, charmed and 
delighted with the company and conversa- 
tion of this excellent young man : from him 
he learnt the method and practice of men- 
talprayer; from his example he conceived 
an exalted idea of the Society of Jesus, and 
this opinion ripened into a desire of becom- 
ing one of its members. At the end of three 
years he removed to Paris, and entered the 
College of Clermont, as well to acquire a 
knowledge of the Institute of the Society, as 
to improve himself in Latinity and Philo- 
sophical studies. On recovering from a 
severe illness, he quitted Paris before the 
expiration of a twelvemonth, to wait upon 
F. Robert Persons, at Rouen, to whom he 
nnl>osomed himself on his vocation to the 
Society. That prudent and enlightened di- 
rector advised him to defer any engagement 
of the kind , until he had settled all his fami* 
ly and worldly affairs, and for this purpose 
to return to England. Gerard complied, and 
after much vexatious opposition, and near- 
ly three years imprisonment in the Marshal- 
sea, for his attachment to Catholic Faith, 
he at last succeeded in regaining his liberty. 
Hastening to Paris he met F. William 
Holt, who had recently returned from 
Scotland, and accompanied him to Rome, 



where he diligently applied himself to 
study. By special dispensation of the 
Holy See, he was promoted to Priesthood 
some months before he had attained the 
Canonical age, and to his inexpressible 
comfort, was admitted, together with F. 
Edward Oldcorn, into the Society of Jesus, 
by tbe 5th General of the Order, F. Clau- 
dius Aquaviva, on the feast of the assump- 
tion of B.V.M. 1588, with the obligation 
of completing his Noviceship in England. 

For nearly 18 years this Apostolical Fa- 
ther was employed in the English Mission. 
It is impossible' to read his most interesting 
narrative *' De rebus a se in Anglia get- 
tis,** written by order of his superiors, 
without being charmed with bis patient 
zeal, his extraordinary tact and pru- 
dence, his ingenious charity, his love 
of suffering, and his most tender piety. In 
his character we recognise the manners of 
tbe finished gentleman, and the spirit of the 
perfect Religious. He made himself all to 
all, to gain all to Jesus Christ. 

On 3 May. 1606, F. Gerard bade fare- 
well to England, and precisely three years 
later, was enrolled amongst the professed 
Fathers of the Society. To his active in- 
dustry, to the assistance of his cousin, Sir 
William Stanley, to his credit with the 
Honourable George Talbot, (afterwards 
12th Earl of Shrewsbury) aod with Maxi- 
milian, Duke of Bavaria, his brethren and 
the English Catholics stood indebted, for the 
erection and endowment of their National 
College at Liege. Possession was taken of 
the premises 1 November, 1614. F. John 
Gerard was declared its first Rector. After 
presiding nearly seven years, he proceeded 
to Spain in the Spring of 1622. On II 
January, the year following, he reached 
the Eternal City, but then his stay was 
short, as his presence was required in Flan- 
ders. The last ten years of his life he spent 
in the English College at Rome; where 
after a fever of four days, he closed a long, 
arduous and meritorious ^career, 27 July, 
1630, aged 73 years and some months, re- 
taining to the last the esteem of the wise 
and the virtuous amongst his own country- 
men and foreigners. Amongst his numerous 
correspondents, we meet with Cardinal Bel* 
larmine, who addresses him in a letter, dated 
25 December, 161 1 , in the most affectionate 
terms " pro nostra veteri amicUia et 
fraternitate, *' and that eminent Spiritual 
writer F, Lewis de Puente,

Gibbons, John, born at Wells, in So- 
mersetshire, iu 1544. This learned divine 
resigned his Canoniy at Bonn, to which he 
had been collated by Pope tslregory XIII, 
to become a bumble Novice of the Society 
at Triers, in 1578. He died rector of the 
College there, 3 December, 15S9. We have

GiTFORD, John, was long Chaplain at 
Danby Hall. Retiring from the English 
Mission to St.Omer*s, he slept in the Lord, 
21 September, 1751, Soc. 46, set. 67; another 
account says, 21 August. 
GiFFORo, James — see Wheble, James. 
GiFFORD, Peter, (alias Walker) o( 
Staffordshire. From a letter of F. John 
i'ersal, addressed from Liege, 17 September, 
1694^ to the General of the Society, Thyrsus 
Gonzales, I learn that the Priest-hunters 
had recently pounced upon this very old 
Fatlier Gifford, in his chamber, with his box 
containing the Altar vestments, and oroa- 
ments, — that to their enquiry whether he 
was a Priest, he readily answered in the 
afflnnative, and that they left him unmolest- 
ed, and his property uninjured. He died in 
London within three years later ; viz, 28th 
April, 1697, St. 84. Soc. 64. 

OiFFORD, WiLLAM, whosc true name was 
Garnet. He was a kinsman of the cele- 
brated F. Henry Garnet, and from a scholar 
at St. Omer, became a Novice at Liege, in 
the winter of 1614; but 1 cannot follow out 
kis biography. 

Gilbert, Giorob : of Suffolk, and born 
to a considerable fortune. Educated in 



error, whiht travelliilg with the royal 
licence on the Continent, he had the hap^ 
piness of meeting F. Persons at Paris, who 
disposed his mind favourably to tbeCatholie 
religion ; and at Rome this zealous and able 
Father Completed the work of his conversidn . 
Wheti the Reverend Father reached London 
as a Missionary, 13 Jutie^ 1580, this grate- 
ful eon vert hastened f^'om his hoase iki Chan, 
eery Lane to welcotne biiHf and g;eneronsly 
t6ok upon himself the charge df equipping 
and maintaining him and his expetsYed col- 
league, P. Edmund Campian: and these* 
quel showed that he Ailfilled the charge with 
even more liberality than he had covenanted. 
Dr. Allen, in a letter 13 Jane, 1582, de- 
scribes him ad ^'SummusPatrumetPresby- 
terorum Patronus. *' Quittiag £ng!and for 
Rouen, to avoid the frantic malice of his 
bigoted perftecutorft, he proceeded shortly 
after to Rome, Where he was received into 
the Society, And eiphred in the most afibct- 
ing attd heroic exercised of piety and divine 
love, 6 October, 1583. He was buried, 
according to his desire, iti St. Andrew*s, the 
Church of the Novitiate.

Gilbert, William, of Sottiersetsbire|; 
at the age of 20 dedicated himself to Ood 
in the Society : was admitted to the Profies* 
sion of the Four Vows 8 September, 1646,, 
This Worthy Father distinguished himself 
as a Missionary both in England and 
Holland. He died 22 December, 1677, 
St. 70. 

GiLLiBRAND, RicHARD, bomat Chorley, 
2 March, 1717: entered with his elder 
brother William, into the Novitiate at 
Watten, in 1735, and both were admitted fo 
their solemn Profession in Religion, in 
1753. F. Richard Gillibrand served the 
Mission in Maryland, and also at Arlington., 
in Devon. He died at Bath, 23 March, 1774. 
^Gillibrand, Thomas. — This holy 
youth renounced the family* estate in Lan- 
cashire, to embrace the poverty of Christ. 
On the feast of the Nativity of B*V.M. 1^. 
he took the Simple Vows of the Ordli^. &t- 
Liege, and calmly expired 7 October fol- 
lowing, set. 22. The AnnuftI Letters 8he# 
his eager desire to be dissolved and to be 
with Christ. 
Gillibrand,Wm.— Of these tw^, the seiiier 
died in England 1 April, 17^2, edt. 60, Rel. 
40. The junior, brother to F. Richard Gilli- 
brand before mentioned, was bdm 22 Dec 
1715. After serving the Missfbn of Slate- 
delf, Southworth, Tudmore, and Exeter, he 
came into possession of the l^^amity Estate, 
and died at Chorley, 22 March, 177d. 

GiSLER, Luke, born in Germany : at the 
age of 20 embraced the piotts Institute of St. 
Ignatius, and joining the English PfovSoce, 
was sent to the Mission iii Pensyl- 
vania. fhis vineyard he eultiviited with

Akoysins Fortis, afn ekeellent judge of 
ttferit, deemed It fit to seenre lifs services, 
and appointed him Confessor in the Cherch 
of the Professred Hoase in tiiat city, wliefe 
he oontinaes to labour with edifying teal, 
exemplary pradence and 'astonishing gae* 
eea. At the 2nd Oen. Congregation cff the 
Itoitored Society. (1829) F. Olofer Was 
nominated Secretary : he was further e'eeted 
Btfpruly Astittaid fed' Stpaim, with the 
same powers and privileges ho^cTor as the 
other assistants. The Assistant must 
necessarily be a native of his respectiTo 
Assistancy : on this occasion no Spanish 
sFather was foand competent to fill the 
Office ; and the Congr^atloo Iseing obliged 
to select a Deputy, the choice, to the 
credit of the English Province, fell upon F. 
Olover.

GkK>D, William, of (SFlastonbury. Soon 
after tlie accession of 'Qtieen Elizabeth, he 
resigned iill his ecclesiastical ptefermeilts. 
atfd molted himself to the Society tit 
Toarniiy, fn 1662. When lie had completed 
his Noviceship, lie was ordered by Suiieriolrs 
to aeisompaay Dt. Richard Creagh, Kb^. of 
Armagh, into ffdand — a 'Prelate tnost 
eordtaliy tftta^bd to the Society ; "atad fer 
at>oirt fofir years ihe gbod Falfvsk' laboni^d 
with the aeiX V>f an apostle, to edfllfirm the 
fkithfirl th Hhe aWdeiit iPaith.

October, 1730, aged 60.

Gore, John: born to the Township of 
Ashton, County of Lancaster; after passing 
through a course of Humanities, with the 
credit of a first rate scholar, lie entered the 
newly founUed Novitiate at Hodder» and 
deeply imbibed the spirit of St. iKuatius. 
Studious, obedient, cheerful, sedate, and 
Tery devout, this good Father was sent to 
the Prestoti Mission in 1814, and shone as 
a bright example of zeal and charity. 
Justly did he merit the honourable appel- 
lation of " Pauperum 8acerdo».** Worn 
out with labour and sickness he retired to 
Stonyhurst, where he was released from 
his sufferings 9 Nov. 1824. set. 42, univer- 
sally esteemed and regretted. 

GoWBR, Ralph, admitted in 1693, and 
Professed 27 March, 171 1. For many years 
served Stonyhurst, and I believe Brinu Mis- 
sions, l>oth in Lancashire. He died Superior 
of his Brethren in the College of St. Aloy- 
tins, 13 October, 1740, st. 66. 

Grant, Robbbt, born in Yorkshire, 
A.D. 1694. At the age of 24 joined the 
Society: was Professed 19 November, 1631. 
I meet with him three years later, after 
which he eludes my search. Perhaps he 
died, like many others, during the Civil 
Wars, K^hose names are lost in the records 
of men, but are duly written in the Book of 
Life. 

*Grant, William, brother I imagine, 
of Robert. During the last 15 years of bis 
life he did good service as a Temporal 
Coadjutor. He died at Liege, 29 March, 

1644, let. 47. 

Gravbnbr, John, one of the earliest 
Missionaries in Maryland. When the noon 
of his life had scacely begun to decline, 
God saw fit to call him to his recompence 
and repose, 5 November, 1640. 

Grates, John, of Somersetshire. In the 
99th year of his age he embraced the Insti- 
tute of St. Ignatius, and distinguished him- 
self in the cause of religion. He was Peni- 
tentiary at St. Peter's in Rome, in lfK)4, as 
I find by a letter of F. Person's, dated 15 
October that year. Subsequently I find 
him engaged in the English Mission. Late 
in life he was acting as Professor of He- 
brew and Scripture at Liege College, where 
be died 30 August, 1652, st. 84. 

Gray, Geo&ob, of Lancashire, entered 
the Novitiate in 1629 : was promoted to 
the rank of a Professed Father 21 June, 

1645. This able and solid Religious passed 
through most of the oflSces of the Society, 
and early in 1679 obtained the rank of Pro- 
vincial. His government was marked by 
firmness, prudence and charitable conde- 
scension. He died in England, 30 January, 
1686, set. 78. 

Gray, John. — All that I can collect of 
bim is, that he died in England S6 February, 
1704, nt. 47, Rel. 97. 



Gray, Michael, (aliaa J^mifOfi) of Lan- 
cashire, died in the EngUsh Afisslon, 10 
November, 1648, aBt.45,Soe. 95. 

*Gray, Robert. — This Yaluable lay- 
brother was a native of Northumberland, 
and died at St. Oraer's, 25 October, 1658, 
set. 52, Soc. 19. 

Grbaton, Josiah. — This Apostle of 
Pensylvania entered the Order 6 July, 
1708, and was professed in the same 4 Au- 
gust, 1719. He died worn out with labour 
in that vineyard, 19 August, 1753, set. 74. 

Grben, Bbrnabd, whose real name wu 
Josfaert, was born in the Low Countries 
21 March, 1712; for many years served the 
English Mission ; died at Garswood, Couoty 
of Lancaster, 21 November, 1776, set. 5S, 
Rel. 44. Prof. 26. 

Grene, Cbristophbr, a very infelligeat 
Father, and brother to F. Martin Gretu^ot 
whom more hereafter. For some time Chrii- 
topher was Penitentiary at Loretto ; where 
I think he was admitted to the Professios 
of the Four Vows, t February, 1669; bat 
he chiefly resided at Rome, where he was 
Penitentiary at St. Peter's. Th«re be died 
in 1697. 

F. Christopher Green, in the years 1650, 
and 1666, made diligent inquiries amongst 
the ancient Oratoriau Fathers at Chiess 
Nuova, and S. Gerolimo, concerning certais 
traditions; viz., that S, Philip Neri alwayi 
expressed great pleasure at seeing the 
scholars of the English College at Rome, 
that he often stopt to salute them, and gife 
them proofs of his affection ; that it wu 
observed, that the scholars whom he eon 
braced with particular joy in bis eoaate- 
nance, were afterwards Martyrs or illai* 
trious Confessors of the Faith — that it was 
customary before the Scholars left for tie 
English Mission, to have this holy man's 
blessing — that one was known to have re* 
fused going, out of some contempt to the 
aged saint —but that bo had not been longia 
England before he shamefully apostatnecL 
F. C. Grene found these traditions to be 
very satisfactorily authorised. They art 
alluded to in a Poem written in 1617, by 
Hieronymus Caliarius, of the congregadoo 
of St. Philip.

In answer to certain Queries, he saye 
*' I have the Book De mon mdemndia &«- 
retieorum EeeleMiie.*' It is oartaialy 
F. Persons* work, and so it is eateeaied 
by all here. It was printed in 1607, 
and though it have not F. Persons' name 
in the front, yet in p. S5, after haYing de- 
li vared his opinion that it is not lawful, he 
subscribes thus ; iia Seniie, R. P, : and 
then, in the following page, givea the o- 
pinion of Baronius, Bellarnine, and eight 
other principal Divines, then at Rone, sign- 
ed by every one. 

In the next place, ha argea the expedien- 
cy of consulting and reading the Protestant 
historians of this oonntry,in order to elicit, 
fram tlie eoniiictiog parties, the pieeiie 
truth, and to expose error, adding ** but 
thai which I conceive most necessary for one 
who will write our Eodesiastical History^ 
is the Acts of Parliameat** which make the 
Protestant Creed.

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which the Queen had power given her to 
punish all that she should think fit, by any 
free born subject, to whom she should de- 
legate her power ; upon which clause the 
High Commission Court, and the oath ex- 
officio were founded : this main clause 
was repealed by Charles I. and the repsal 
confirmed lately by Charles II. As also the 
form of creating Bishops was lately chang- 
ed by this King : and some other things - in 
the Liturgy haye been changed. So that 
without seeing the last Acts of Parliament, 
no man can tell what the religion of Eng~ 
land is. — And since your departing hence, 
the Supremacy hath been strangely handled 
in the Lords* House, and power denied 
the King to dispense in the Ecclesias- 
tical Penal Laws, which, notwithstanding, 
alibis predecessors since Henry the Eighth, 
practised.'* 

In the second letter dated Sherborne, 9 
October, 1604, he repeats his willingness 
to afford his utmost assistance to F. Bartoli : 
and he says, *' There be many very fine 
th'mgs that might be said in that History ; 
but 1 fear it will be hard to get them to- 
gether. For it hath been formerly so dan- 
gerous in England to keep any writings of 
that kind, that the greater part is lost, and 
no memory remains of many gallant actions, 
save only in the verbal relations of some of 
our old men.** 

In the 3rd letter dated 1 January, 1665, 
he tells his brother, that he had now re- 
turned home about eight days since, 
from London-^that to save him trouble, had 
written in Latin what had occurred to him 
on the question of going to the Protestant 
Church, ** that if you think it worth seeing, 
you may shew it to F. Bartoli. For the 
relation concerning F. Garnet*s trial, I have 
it ; but it being very long, I. cannot send it 
in a letter, and yet know not how otherwise 
to send it. So that I am thinking to com- 
pare it with what is in F. More*8 book 
(which now I have) and to write only that 
which the manuscript doth add, if it add 
any thing' considerable. I had once occasion 
to inform myself of that history, and Ifound 
' none better than the two books of EucUemon 
Johannes, the one ^* Ad actionem Edonar- 
di Coqui Apologia pro P, Henrico Gar- 
nettOt'* the other, •* Parallelus Torti ac 
Tortoris.'* Though the things be there 
spread and scattered, yet they are ( if col- 
lected) very pertinent to clear F. Garnet 
and ours. For example, among other things 
this is ooe ; that the Traitors had, amongst 
themselves, made an oath, that they would 
never speak of their design to any Priests, 
becaase they knew they would not allow 
of it ; also that they were specially offended 
with the JesuUSf for their preaching patience 
and submission. There are diyers other cir- 
cumstances which manifestly excuse ours. I 
had a relation made me by one of ours, who 
had it in Seville, which clearly shows that 
the whole Plot was of CecWs making ; 



but it being only told by an old man, wbcr 
forgot both times and persons, I believe I 
shall never make use of it.^ Yet I havtj 
heard strange things, which if ever I caa 
make out, will be very pertinent. For eev" 
tain, the late Bishop of Armagh (Usher) 
was divers times heard to say, that if 
Papiits knew what he knew, the blame of 
the Gunpowder Treason would not lie m 
them,** and other things I have heard , which 
if I can find grounded, I hope to make good 
use of. It may be, if you write to Seville 
to my brother Frank, he will, or somebody 
else there, give you some light in this bail* 
ness. 

Green, Richard. — After studying at 
Dooay, and serviugthe Mission, where his 
labours were fruitful, he became • candidate 
for the Society. F. Henry Garnet held him 
in great esteem. F.Andrew White, ios 
letter, dated Louvain, 27 October, 1606 
commends bis Reverend friend's character 
in the highest terms. When he died I can- 
not discover. 

Grbbn. Thomas. — All that I can gleui 
concerning this Father is, that he was ap- 
pointed minister of the Savoy College, Loq« 
don, 16S7— that he was living in Surrey at 
the commencement of the Eighteenth Cen- 
tury, and that his death occurred 2 Jidji 
1727, in a good old age. 

*Green, William, was a Temporal 
Coadjutor, who died at Ghent ; but! despair 
of learning further particulars. 

Greenwood, Christopher, of Essex. 
For 25 years served the English Mission, 
and for a considerable period taught Pbi' 
losophy and Divinity at Liege, where he 
died suddenly 10 February, 1651, set. 67. 
Soc.46. Prof 32. *' Virmagnts doctrine^ 
qui non modo apud nostras, sed apsA 
alios omnes, prceclaram %ui opinitmm 
eoncUaverat, — An. Lit. 

*Gr BOSON, Henrt,. of Lancashire, 
admitted 1 July, 1677 ; died at Liege SI 
September, 1696, set. 56. 

Gressblt, Alotsius: all that I know of 
this Reverend Father is, that Dr. Carroll, 
the Bishop of Baltimore, selected him forhts 
Coadjutor in the Episcopal Ministry; and 
that he died in Philadelphia during die 
month of September, 1793, a victim of 
charity, in attending the infeeted. 

Grey, Gilbert, whose true name wn 
Talbot^ and for the last 25 years of his lifs 
was the idth Earl of Shrewsbury, though 
no title could add to the lustre of his virtues. 
One pedigree says, he was eldest son of 
Gilbert, the second wnofJohn^ the lOth 
Earl of Shrewsbury : another contends be 
was son of Thomas^ the fifth son of the said 
John, Earl of Shrewsbury. RenoaneiDg 
all the prospects of fame and fortune, be en* 
tered himself as an humble Novice at Wat- 
ten 10 April, 1694. He is deseribed by all 
that knew him, as a man of prayer, of nv* 
affected humility ,^-of great ielf-dcaiial,aiwl • 
of such exemplary diarity to tbe poor, f 
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oecas^onftHy to have strip! himself of part of 
bis clothes, to cover the needy, 

Oo 2t August, 1709, he was enrolled 
among the Professed Fathers. By the 
death of Charles, the I3th Earl, and 1st 
IHilce of Shrewsbury, (which happened at 
Isieworth, 1 February, 171S) this humble 
Jesuit succeeded in right to the Earldom ; 
but, long before, had renounced the Family 
estates in favor of his younger brother, 
George Talbot, who married Mary, daughter 
of Thomas Viscount Fitzwilliam, of Mer- 
rior, in Ireland, reserving to himself a very 
moderate peculiam, • 

For several years Ingatestone and Don-* 
kenhaigh were honoured by the exercise of 
his Priestly Ministry. I have ascertained 
that he was Superior of his brethren in Lan-' 
cashire, from 29 January, 1734, to 15 
August, 1738. It seems, at the expiration 
of this Superiority, he removed to London, 
where having finished his work upon earth, 
he meeidy and cheerfully resigned his soul 
to God, 22 July, 1748, »t. 70. The Re- 
gister of St. Pancras shews that his mortal 
remains were privately deposited there two 
^ys after his decease. 

The Provincial, Henry Turbeville, in a 
letter bearing date 3 July, 1726, details 
several cases of losses and forfeitures of 
rights and property sustained by the English 
Province of the Society, by reason of the 
pressure of the Penal Laws— «'*that of F. 
Cotton who felt heir at law to a brother of 
his who died intestate, by which he might 
have got some fifteen thousand pounds, but 
the relations, availing themselves of the 
Law, declaring pious to be SMperetUious 
uses, awarded very little of his right. 
Witness brother Simeon*$ will, which dis- 
posed of eight or ten thousand pounds for 
religious purposes, but which was openly 
Yiolated and set aside as waste paper. 
Witness also Mr, Gilbert Talbot, or Grep, 
who was to have had paid him £4/000, ; 
but not being able to produce in Court the 
Will of Sir George Wintonr, which gave it 
him, by reason there was mentioned in it 
* Father of ike Society y* be only got just 
bygift,d^lOOO." 
Griffin, JoHN.-^This scholastic had 

* The nnfortuaate Dnke. in hit wUI, pasMs over 
this good Father, in favour oftheyonnger brother 
George, and sets forth in the Act of settlement, that 
the said OUbert is resolved not to marry, and bein; 
desirous to pay a doe observance to the in- 
tention of the said Duke, expressed in the 
jwid Settlement and Will, hath persuaded 
his younger brother, the said George Talbot, to 
marry the Honourable Mary Fitzwilliam, &c. His 
Grace's object was to secure the property to Protes- 
■tant heirs, in case the said George Talbot should 
have no Issue male, and even to encourage Catholic 
Heirs, whoever they might be, to become protestants; 
for a clause is introduced placing the whole property

Grifpin, RiCHARDy a young nan oC 
special promise, and most friendly to FF*.

I learn from Mr. Per« 
sons that '* he went afterwards into Tolnn- 
tary banishment, entered into the Society 
of Jesus, and died at Rome, a youth of great 
forwardness and expectation, both for Tirtoe 
and learning/' 

G aiFFiTH, G Boaes : entered the Society 
SI October, 1688 ; was employed for seferal 
years in the Welsh Mission, where I 
imagine he consummated his oooise* 8 
August, 1718, «t. 60. 

"Griffith, Robert, died in England; 
but I can gather nothing more than hit 
name. 

Grimes, Matthbw. — His true name 
was Bazier, At the age of 84 he joined 
the English Province, S. J. Sent to the 
English Mission, his quality of Foreigner, 
(for he was actually born at Rouen^ en- 
abled him for a time to exercise his priestly 
functions with comparatively greater free- 
dom and confidence than the rest of his 
brethren, but at length he was thrown into a 
London Jail, where he died *' Faiwe 
eareerU extinetue ,'* 11 August, 1650, nt. 
42. 

Grimstok, John, (alias Lane,) of Coun- 
ty Oxon. After 25 years of indefatigable 
exertion in the Welsh Mission, he ex- 
changed labour for everlasting rest 27 Sep- 
tember, 1649, mt. 73. **i»ofi tnagis pid m orte 
quam vitd religiosd laudandus/' 

Grivbl, Fidblis. His long and faithful 
services to Stonyhurst, and the Province 
cannot be forgiotten. In a letter which I 
received from F. Hen. Beeston, dated from 
Stonyhurst, 9 Sept* 1830, he says •' We are 
all exceedingly sorry to part with F. Gri? el, 
who seems particularly attached to our Pro* 
f ince. He is a man of most pleasing man- 
ners,ever ready to do for any individual what- 
ever lies in his power." Proceeding to Mary- 
land, he was soon after appointed Master of 
Novices at Marsh, au office he filled with 
credit "for 8 years and more.*' In the 
Spring of 1835, he was stationed in the 
Mission of St. Inigo, Maryland. He died 
at George Town, 1842. 

Gross, John, of Norfolk ; at the age of 
SO joined the Society, and was admitted to 
the profession of the Four Vows, 12 May, 
1622. In the English Mission, where he 
passed by the name of FeUon, he was con- 
spicious for his exemplary diligence in an- 
nouncing the word of God, on Sundays and 
Holidays. Towards the close of 80 years 
labour in the vineyard, he was apprehended, 
in attempting to visit F. John Hudd, a 
prisoner for the faith, in Lincoln jail ; but 
•at length obtaining his discharge, he died 
suddenlv, in that City, 27 February, 1645, 
«t» e^yJuBl after fin^^ng hU thanksgiving. 
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after Mtsi* S«e Ihe tonual Utters, of 
1645, Tanner and Fioru9 Anglo- Bavarieutm 

Qbjowes, Jobn, of Gottoty Mopmouth; 
died Rector of the Welsh Mission. 4 Feb- 
ruary, 1074, at 46, Boc, 24. The annual 
letters describe him as *' Vir emnino piua 
tt reetut,** He passed by the name of 
Areher, 

Grosvbhor, Johk, died at St. &er- 
maioe't in 1696. 

Grou, John Nichoi.as, This French 
Father, born 24 November, 1731, way the 
author of seferal Literary and Spiritual 
works, some of which have been translated 
from Vrench into English by F. F. Clinton 
and Laurensoii. When the French revolu- 
tion broke forth, this worthy Father met 
with an honourable asylum at Lulworth 
Castle, and there he inished his lengthened 
course 13 December, 1803. The following 
iaacription appears on his grave stone in 
Ibe family vault beneath the Chapel*

OoiLLiM, Hbmby, of London ; admitted 
into the English College at Rome in 1691, 
and shortly after joind the Society. He 
was Professed 16 August, 1709, and chiefly 
resided at Ghent ; wlMrehedied U Janu- 
ary, 1743. 

^GuiLFoaD, George, whose real name 
was Garnet, and a kinsman of the celebra- 
ted F. Henry Garnet ; he died a Scholas- 
tic at Seville. 

H^coN, UuBBET, was admitted at Wat- 
ten, 7 September, 1698, and after finishing 
his divinity at Liege, was sent to the Eng- 
lish Mission. For some time was chaplain 
to the Ferrere family, but on the dea|h of 
F. Richard Holland, in the summer of 1740, 
became his succeisor at Wardour, where he 
died 9 May, O.S. 1751, aged 78. His 
grave«stone ia Tisbury Church is Ihus in- 
scribed

*H406ERMAN, Charles, of Flfinder8,died 
at Ghent, 27 March, 1748, at. 64« Soe. 33. 
Haooebston, Henrt, 3rd son of Sir 
Thomas Haggerston^ by bis wifis Margaret 
Howard. I canaot discover when or wbers 
he iplisted under the banner of St. Ignatius { 
but I find him serving the Mission in the 
North of England, in tbe early pait of the 
ISth Century : apd there he died 1$ March, 
1714. 

Hagoebstow, John, younger brother pf 
Henry aforesaid, became a Noyice 7 Sep- 
teml^er, IdSO, as I find by a fragment of a 
Journal, formerly kept at Watten. He was 
alsp employed as a Missionary in the North 
of Fngland, where he rested from his labors 
in 1726. 

HAGsaTT, John, born in London, 89 
October, 1795, educated ^t Stonyhurst t 
embraced the Institute of |he Society 7 Sep- 
tember, 1816 ; was ordained Priest at Fii- 
burgh, 10 March, 1867, ^^ sent to the It^ 
borioua Vineyard of Wigan, 85 June, 
the same year. In the zealous discharge 
of his pastoral duties, hQ cau|ht a typhifi 
£ever| and efler lingering a &w days, re- 
signed his spirit to him, in whose service 
hU life was spent and sacrificed, 13 Octo* 
her, 18S4. His death wpt justly regarded 
as a severe bereavement and calamity, 
bpth by (lis 0ock and tbe Proviqce, ^r be 
wa^ truly a religious fnan, andi of cob- 
s:dereble talents and great proipiae, Thir? 
teen Priests, and an immense concourse of 
real mourners did honour to his funeral 
obsequies. See page 102 of the Catholis 
Magazine, for December 1834. 

*Hales, Thomas (alias Z^aieee,} died »1 
Arras, 24 January, 1709, set. 43. Soc. 19. 

Hall, Edward. The first time that ( 
meet him is in 1687, when he was appoiated 
one of tbe Masters in the Savoy Golleff, 
London, He died at Watten 23 li^iober, 
1707. 

«Hall , James. This iSchola^Mc 4ied at 
Liege, 8 March, 1740, t»L 24. Spc, 6. 

Hall, John, admitted ip 10^3 ; dietj tl 
Ghent, 9 July, 1703, et. 39. 

Hallsall, George, of Lancashire; eo^' 
tered an alumnus of the English CoU^st 
Rome, in 1732. In the fraffmeAt fff tbt 
Watten Journal, so often quoted, I read, 

'•29 November^ 1739, Mr. ffallsall, s 
young Roman Priest, admitted here," 

In the autumn of 1742, he laft Liege (er 
the English Mission, where be died pre* 
maturely, 31 ^Tuly, 1744, set. 39* 

* H AMY , Behn ARD. This lay-nhrother. a 
native of Artois, but aggregated to the £m- 
lish Province, di^ In Mfi^yland 24 Manft, 
1676, sat. 58. 

Hahmebslev* Thobias, havn 13 M« 
ruary^ 1724, admitted in 17Mt 
Hahvbrtoit, Qbr¥4S|^ JffM>0d t)M 

Novices at Watten, 90 iIimiiimf« Ifli''; ^ 
several years was a frilow liifaiMtfer mA 
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his Be? • Brethren, in the College of St. 
Aloysiiu, where he died 8 Octo&r, 1706, 
cBt. 40. 

HAMMEBTONy Hemrt, admitted SS Sep- 
tember, 1609. He long resided at Ponte- 
fracty where he was deservedly esteemed 
and reverenced for his pastoral zeal and 
disinterested charity, especially when the 
putrid fever ravaged the North of Bogland, 
in 1082. 

In the Annual Letters I find it recorded, 
that during the reign of James II. F. 
Henry Hammerton, assisted by two of 
his Brethren, erected a capacious Chapel, 
Sacellum peramplum^ and opened a 
School in Pontefract, where he had aboat 
60 Scholars. On the Sundays and Festi- 
vals there was a numerous audience, at the 
sermons in the morning, and at the 
evening Catechistical intructions. Gtene- 
rally fifty or sixty communicated publicly 
at the Solemn Feasts. Many were the 
reconciliations to the Catholic Faith, and 
this good Father industriously ciiculated 
amongst the poor, books of piety, and 
controversial treatises. When the vener- 
able Bishop Leyburn visited this establish- 
ment, on 27 July, 1667, no less than 230 
received the sacrament of eonfirmation at 
bis hands, (see page 86, vol. 4, Catholicon,) 
and we collect from the annual letters 
that six of the Scholars complimented his 
Lordship on his arrival, and that he con- 
descended to express himself as highly 
gratified with their addresses. At the fatal 
revolution, the Chapel and School were 
closed ; the father himself was seized, like 
a vile malefactor, and hurried to York jail, 
where he found his Rev. Confreres FF, 
Francis Every and Andrew Norris, already 
incarcerated, the victims c^f the new-born 
liberty. At his subsequent discharge from 
prison, F. Hammerton retired abroad, and 
died in peace, at Ghent, 24 February, 1718, 
•t.72. ^ 

Hamiierton, Pbtsr, brother, I believe, 
to F. Henry above mentioned, entered an 
alomnus of the English College at Rome, in 
1600, and probably joined the Society in 
that City . He was settled at Lincoln with 
two more of his brethren. Here they had a 
Chapel, not very spacious, but remarkably 
neat, and well frequented ; as also a con- 
siderable School. In the early part of July 
1687, Bishop Leyburn, in the course of bis 
visitation, came to Lincoln, where F. Ham- 
merton and his companions received him 
with honour, and presented 140 persons for 
confirmation. Every thing now wore a 
prosperous appearance ; the Father decided 
on purchasing a larger and better house, 
cne of the most resspectable.in the City; the 
contract was nearly concluded, when the hur- 
Ticane of the revolution arose and swept all 
liefore it ; the phrensied populace suddenly 
liastened to tlie Father's house, vowing they 
"^ould tear him Ijmb by limb, but he had 
fortunately withdrawn juit before, with his 
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companions ; the rage of tlie mob wu then 
directed to the Chapel and House, which 
they levelled to the ground ; the furniture 
and books were publicly burnt, the building 
materials were exposed to sale. Though 
the Father escaped being sacrificed to the 
fury of the revolutionists, he was shortly 
after recognized and apprehended in York- 
shire, and for 9 months lay a prisoner in the 
jail of that county. I meet with him in 
London, In 1701 ; three years later his 
merits raised him to the rank of Provincial, 
he continued in that office 6 years. He 
died in England, 20 November, 1714. 

*Hanscottbb, Charles; born 29 Janu- 
ary, 1705 ; admitted 28 May, 1743 ; died 
at Bruges, 23 January, 1768. 

Hanne, Charles ; born at Deviock, 
near Bodmin, 14 June, 1711. At the age 
of 20 joined the Novices at Watten, and 
in the 38th year of his age was numbered 
with the Professed Fathers. For some 
years was Superior of his Brethren in Wor- 
cestershire ; but for at least the last forty 
years of his life was stationed in Northum- 
berland. He died at Haggerstone, 27 April, 
1799. 

Hammer, Francis ; of a good family in 
Leicestershire ; at the age of 17 dedicated 
himself to God in the Society, and became 
a Professed Father, 7 August, 163S. It is 
clear from ** Lady Warner's Life," that he 
was her cousin, and descended from the 
Hammers, of Flintshire. He had the repu- 
tation of being an excellent Scholar. His 
death occurred in London, 2 December, 
1666, St. 73. 

Hammer, John, admitted a Novice 1 
February, 1691, aged 27. I doubt if this 
worthy Priest was ever on the Mission. 
He was chiefly employed in teaching Hu- 
manities at St. Omer's, where he died 29 
April, 1716. 

Habcourt, Hbnrt, (alias Beaumont^) 
of a good family, in Liecestershire ; joined 
the Society in 1686 ; after cultivating the 
English vineyard for SO years, he paid the 
debt of nature, 11 May, 1673, st. 62. F. 
Southwell, (p. S26, Biblioth,) says he pub- 
lished in Bnglish, an *^ Epitome of Yen. 
Bede*s Church History." London, 1658. 

Harcoubt, John ; born in Staffordshire, 
1633 ; was admitted at the age of 20. I 
regret that I cannot follow out his Bio- 
graphy. 

Harcourt, Thomas, whose real name 
was Whitbreadf was born in Essex, in 
1618 ; at the age of 17 piety led him to the 
Novitiate ; on 8 December, 1652, he was 
numbered among the Professed Fathers. 
For full 30 years he was the Model to his 
Brethren, of Missionary zeal and charity. 
In I678« his eminent merits reccommended 
him for the office of Provincial ; but in the 
first year of his superiority, this harmless 
Father was violently seized, in the house 
of Count Egmont, the Spanish Ambassador, 
in London, thrown into Newgate, and fell 
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one of the innocent Tictims of the miscreant 
Gates* horrible perjaries, on 30 June, N.S. 
1079.* For the account of his trial and 
execntion, see F. Mathits Tanner's *' Bre- 
vi$ ReUUio,*' and ** ChalUmer^s Mtmoirg, 
Sec,** His precious remains, with those of 
his four companions, FF; Waring, Fen- 
wick, Turner, and Gavan, were buried un- 
der the North Wall of St. Giles Church 
Yard, in the Fields, near to London, as 
we find p. 177, vol. i« Wood's Athene, 
Ozon. London, Ed. 1091. His two short 
Poems ** To Death,** and '*To his Soul.'* 
are preserved in the ** Remonatranee cf 
Piety and Innocence f* a 12mo. printed 
in London, 1688, pp 190, where is also his 
*^ Devout elevation of the Mind to Qod»'* 
a most affecting and beautiful composition, 
in which he conjures his crucified redeemer, 
to preserve him from doing any thing nn- 
worthy of his blessed name, or that state of 
life, into which, through the divine mercy, 
he had been admitted,*' but with a mind ele- 
vated to Thee, and Heaven, I may show that 
christian patience and fortitude, which be- 
comes me, before God, Angels and Men." 

*On thi* preiMilftd CathoUc plot, »nd the ^rnilty 
credulity of the legislature, which has left such an 
indelible stain on the national character, I cannot 
forbear to aubmlt to the reader the following extract 
from " 2%e Pevnil ofth» FeaV."

Habcourt, William, of Monmouth- 
shire : his real name was AUworth : at tbe 
age of id (not 20 as F. N. Southwell 
asserts, p. 811 Biblioth.) he joined the So- 
ciety, and in the sequel attained considerable 
reputation as a Philosopher and Divine. 
He died atHaerlem ** ex eerumnia" 10 Sep- 
tember, 1679, at. 64. Rel. 38. Pro& 81, 
We have from his pen ** Metaphyeiea Seho^ 
lastiea,** fol. Cologne, 1076. 

Hardestt, John, commenced his 
Noviceshipin 1090, and at the usual period 
was numbered among the professed Fathers. 
For a time served the Liverpool Mission ; 
but died at Daventry, on a journey, 1 May, 
1762, having just entered his 72nd year. 

Harding, Robebt. ThU English f^ 
ther devoted himself to God in the Pen<« 
sylvania Mission. He passed from labor 
to rest at Philadelphia, 1 September, 1779, 
set. 71. Bel. 60. 

Habis, or Harris. CHARLsSr a native of 
Wales : at the age of 20 embraced tbe pious 
institute of the Society : was enrolled among 
the professed Fatliers 11 November, 1046< 
He was a noble Confessor of the faith, bat 
the hardships he endured in prison, in all 
probability accelerated his death, wUeb 
happened in England 22 February, 1002. 

Harewood, Eduund.— Froma letter of 
F. Persons to F. Edmund Campian, dated 
Rome, 28, November, 1678, 1 ascertain that 
F. Harewood was born in Paternoster Row, 
London. F. More, p. 24 of his Hietory ae« 
quaints us, that he was admitted into the 
Society at Rome, and for 19 years he partly 
filled the situation of Minister of the Englisb 
College in that city, and partly of Peniteii- 
liary at St. Peter's. Hedied 21 September, 
1697. 

Harrington, Nicholas, died at 8t« 
Jobn*s, Louvain, in 1614, just before tbs 
removal of the Members of that hoeie to 
Liege : in the 1st. year of liis Nbvicesliip^ 
and at the early age of 98 he was ear* 
ried off by fever on 10 May, in the yev 
afbresatd. 

Harris, Rathomd, the second son of a 
genteel, but not wealthy fani9y ealled 
Hormata, was bom at Bilbao 4 S^temlKV, 
1744. Admitted into the Order 91 Seplem' 
her, 1760, he was conveyed, with maay of 
his brethren, to Corsica, wton the despotie 
sentence of expatriation was ezeeatcd 
against the Spanish Jesuits I April, I787i 
Quitting them in Corsica, after divers wan- 
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derings, 1i6 was, says F. Thorpe, by an 
inconsiderate pity, left too sooo, and too 
much at liberty, by the subteqaent sappres- 
sion of the Order. He had previously to 
this event reached England, and for a short 
time was Chaplain at Walton Hall. Pro- 
ceeding thence to Liverpool, he oocastoned 
much embarrassment and distressful feeling 
to his brethren^ and during the remainder 
of his days manifested but little of the spirit 
and fruits of the Society In his conduct. 
He died at Liverpool 1 May, 1789. 

Harris, Thomas, born in Wales, in 1595: 
at the age of 34 joined the Order, and five 
years later was sent on the Mission, where I 
still find him actively engaged in 1655. 

Harrison, EdHunb, admitted in 1746, 
his profession in the Order took place at Ly- 
tham, Lancashire 2 February, 1764 : he died 
in London l^ November, 1801 , sst 74. 

^Harrison, George, admitted 2 Decent 
ber, 1688: this temporal Coadjutor died at 
Ghent, 33 January, 1718, est. 68. 

Harrison, Hbnrt. All that I can col- 
lect of him is, that he died in 1701, nt. 49. 
Sec. 28 

Harrison, Jambs, eertainly entered the 
Novitiate at Watten, 7 September, 1695, sst. 
23. I believe he was consigned to an early 
tomb. 

Harrison, John. The first was born in 

Worcestershire: when 31 years of age, 

joined the Society, and died in England, in 

the course of the troublesome year 1678. ttt. 

63. 

The 2nd was admitted 7 Sept. 1708, sst. 
<18, but 1 can obtain no further evidence 
about his subsequent history. 

Harrison, Philip. TnO only informa- 
tion I can procure of this Father, is firom 
p. 23 of More's history, where he is stated 
to have been from Oxford— ^that after finish- 
ing his studies at Pont a Mousson, he was 
appointed to teach Philosophy, Ethics, and 
Mathematics, at Worms — that he was sub- 
-sequently selected for a Penitentiary at St. 
Peters — that he was admitted at Home 
among the professed Fathers — that he died 
in England the year after his profession ; 
but no dates are given. 

Harrison, Thomas, of Lancashire, ad- 
mitted in 1638. He died in the English 
Mission ; but 1 cannot reco?er the date. 

^Harrison, William. Of this worthy 
temporal coadjutor, all that I can learn is 
that he died at St. Omer, 9 April, 1644, est. 
68, Rel. 32. 

Hart, John. This illustrious Con- 
fessor of Catholic Faith, and brilliant Ln- 
minaiy of Douay College, was ambitious 
whilst in fetters, on the rack, and under sen- 
tence of death, to be associated to the So- 
ciety of JesuF, Dr. Allen, in a letter dated 
2 March, 1583, addressed to F. Agazzari, 
so often mentioned before, mentions the 
receipt of rereral letters from England ** et 
inter eateras habeo, JohannU Harti qui 
Societatem vesiram ingredi desideratf 



eonBtoMiUiiMt C9^ft$wri»^* He b«|s 
him to communieate these letters to m 
Oeneral Aquavifa '* qniaaedUavitHoHut 
vettrts 8oei$UUV* In another letter SB 
May, that year, that worthy President 
generously says, ** Pergat in nmnin*,

It is said that he was admitted Into the 
Society whilst in prison, 18 Maireh, 156S.' 
Ri$hton*a diary shews, that he was not re- 
leased from the Tower of London, to be 
sent to banishment, until 21 June, 1065, 
and that worthy fellow-suflferer designatee 
him then as a Priest S. J. Landed on the- 
coast of Normandy, he proeeeded to Ver- 
dun, and thence to Rome. His Superioie 
ordered him to Poland, and he died at 
Jarislau, according to one account, 10 July, 
1586: another account says 1504. More, 
p. 188 Hist, and Tanner, p. 218 of hie 
Confessors of the Society, assert that se? eo 
jrears after his death, his body was found- 
incorrupt. 

The conferenee of F. Hart, with John 
Rainolds, was printed by 6. Bishop« 4to. 
London, 1384; but is unfairly reported. 

Hart, Nicholas, entered an alumnus of 
the English College at Rome, in 1509. I 
meet with him as a prisoner, in the Ghite- 
house, London, 27 May, 1612. ^e had 
been apprehended before with F. Jobs 
Fisher, soon after the dlsoo?ery of the 
Gunpowder Plot; but was exiled after 
twelve month's imprisonment. At the age 
of 68 he was again arrested ; butdischarged 
a few months later. Hediisd ofFalsy Ir 
the Welsh Mission, 26 July, 1650, nt. 72, 
Rel 46. Prof. 28. Oftentimes he passed by 
the name of 8lrangiway$, 

Hart, Wiliam. — ^This accomplished 
gentleman was of a wealthy Fadier. F. 
Thomas Strange introduced him to F. 
Gerard, who taught him the practice of 
mental prayer. The reading of spiritual 
books, and especially the work of F. Jerome 
Flatus '*ofs theHappineaa of ike Religion* 
Slate,*' gare him a feheme^t wish to enter 
the Society of Jesus. When F. Gerard 
wrote his Latin Auto- Biography, about the 
year 160i0, he says of him ** Jam est utilie 
in Anglid operariue et idoneue qui inter 
nobiles eonvtreetur.** He died afterwards 
at Rome, but I fear the date is irrecoverable. 

Hartlbt, John, born in Londoa, 1 No- 
vember, 1716 ; studied in Spain : made his 
Simple Vows at Watten, H of June, 1741; 
was admitted at the same placie to the Pro- 
fession of the Fbur Vows 2 February, 
1751; died at St. Omer 3 March, 1760. 

Hartwsll, Bernard, of Buol^s, admit- 
ted at the age of 10 : died in Maryland in 
the course of the year 1646/ sst. 41. 

Hatcliff, Vincent, see Spenser, John, 

Hattbrsky, or HATfaaRSTY, Jes, born in 

London 15 October, 1736: al the age of 13. 

was admitted an alumnus of the English 

•College at Rome— four years later joined, 

the Society. This zealous Father died at 
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PhiladelDhia 8 May, 1771, at the early 
period of tife 35. 

Harybt, Edward, (alia$ BaineSj) but 
ivhose true name was Mieo, was of a good 
Essex family. On 26 January, 1647, was 
received among the scholars of the English 
College at Rome : on 15 July, 1650, entered 
the Novitiate at Watten, and 2 February, 
1666, toolc rank as a Professed Father. 
His zeal on the Mission, his singular pru- 
dence and meekness, and his talents for 
business, obtained him the place of Socius 
to the ProTincials Gray, Strange, and 
Whitbread, In the beginning oi Oates^ 
P/o<, this peaceful Father was inhumanly 
dragged from his sick bed in the house of 
the Spanish Embassador, Count Egmont, 
and beaten with the butt end of the 
soldiers' muskets, and thrown aside into 
Newgate. On 3 December, 1678. N. S., he 
was found dead on his knees, oppressed with 
the weight of his irons. The Florus Anglo 
BaTaricus incorrectly dates his death in the 
year following. 

With the Permission of Father N. B. 
alias Nathaniel Bacon, alias Southwell, 
the Learned Biographer, so often quoted in 
these pages, he translated into English bis 
Latin M. S. meditations, to which he made 
considerable additions. This 8vo. volume 
was edited at London by the title '* of JHe- 
ditatiottM for every day in the year" 
1669, pp. 488. See my letter in Cath. 
Magazine, Nov. 1833, pp. 241-3. 

Haryey or Heryey, George ; I suspect 
this is the Father mentioned by Lord Castle- 
maine in p, 450 of the Catholique Apology, 
8d Edit, to whom Hubert a Huguenot and 
pretended Incendiary of London, had ap- 
plied for instruction in the Catholic Faith. 
The Noble Lord thus expresses himself : 
Imust tellmy reader who this F. Her Yey 
is r^By nation he is a Low-countryman ; 
having with leaYe entered himself among the 
English Jesuits, as several do, who desire 
to spend their whole life in Mission. He 
is an ancient, quiet and pious man, and 
though *tis lately I kne^ him, 1 soon found 
him to be of a holy and Angelical conversa- 
tiouw Many Priests being from time to 
time imprisoned, brought him acquainted 
with Newgate, where sometimes he assisted 
those that went to die.^* His Lordship 
adds, that HtUtert was not admitted to re- 
ceive the Holy Communion with the rest of 
the prisoners, on account oi his want of 
Faith, and proper disposition — ^that F.Her- 
Yey never saw the unhappy wretch after, 
and he concludes," This is the true story 
which I had from Mr. Hervey's own 
mouth.*'— I regret to add that I can dis- 
cover no other particulars of this venerable 
man. 

Haryey, Giles, (alias liiicoi) entered 
the English College at Rome in 1616; quit- 
ted when in Priests' Orders, four years later, 
to join the Society. I learn from extracts 
taken nearly 150 years ago from the diary 



kept by the Minister of the English College 
at Rome, that F. Harvey returned to that 
city 16 September, 1623, to be Penitentiary 
at St. Peter's. That oflBce he filled for 
many years, as well as of Minister in the 
English College, of the library of which he 
may be stiled the founder. On the death 
of F. William Risdon, 27 October, 1644,. 
eager to multiply his services, he undertook 
the business of agent for his English Bre- 
thren. Tills effort of zeal drew from the 
Provincial F. Edward Knott, the following 
letter : —

1 have yours of the 12 of Obr. aud beseech 
sweet Jesus to reward the pains you are 
taking (or our Province since F. Hisdon's 
death, especially your health being such as 
you mention ; though, with all I shall be 
willing to hope, that stirring may help to 
remove your troublesome guest, I mean that 
Catarrh which hath troubled you so long. In 
the mefin tyme your merit is increased by 
the difficultie you fiiide to travell even on 
horseback : and a martyrdom may be had,

God be blessed for so plentiful a vintage, 
and make us thankful very for that plentie,. 
and for our sufferings and wants in these 
tymes. Bonum Dominum habemus, to 
whose holy Grace, Dear Father, I commit 
you, and begg parte in your holy Sacrifices* 
Gant,8thofl0br. 1644.

Haryey, John, was born in London^ 
and admitted into his Noviceshipia 1651. 
I suspect he often passed by the name of 
Barton. He was certainly living in Wor- 
cestershire in 1704, being then 72 years old* 
The date of his death 1 search for In vahi* 

Harvby, Thomjis, younge? brother of 
John, I believe, born in London in 16S5; 
at the age of 20 joined the Society, after 
which he escapes my observation. 

Hathbrsty, Joseph, born in London 15 
October, 1736 ; entered an alumnus of the 
English College at Rome in 1749 ; and four 
years later joined the Society. After his 
ordinations he offered himself with a good 
and willing mind, and generous heart, for 
the American Mission. God called him to 
himself at Philadelphia 3 May, 1771, at 
the early age of 35. 

Hayers, Thomas, of Thelton, admitted 
7 Sept. 1688. In the sequel, I meet with 
him as Prefect at St. Omer*s College, bot 
can glean nothing further than that ho died 
at Watten 16 May, 1737, iBt.09. 

*Hausolier, Francis* — ^Thisnsefol lay* 
brother died at Liege, on 16 May, 1799, ia 
the 69th year of bis age, and the 38th frsB 
his admission into Religion. 
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Hawkba, Johk. bom 8 Oetober, 1687: at 
Che age of MTenteen enlisted nnder the ban- 
ner of St. Ignatius, andafier serving under 
it for 17 years, was promoted to the rank of 
a Professed Father. For a considerable pe- 
riod was employed in the Linoolnthire Mis- 
sion. Retiring to St. Omer's the venerable 
man bad soon to witness the Tiolent seizure 
of the College by the French Parliamect. 
Too infirm toberemoTod atthe dismission 
of his Brethren, 19 October, 1762, he was 
suffered to remain, until death released him 
from his anguish and miseries 14 June, 1764 
»t. 77. 

Hawkins, Francis. — ^The Provincial re- 
tarn of 1656, describes him as a Londoner. 
He died at Liege 19 February, 1661, at 69, 
See. S3. 

Hawkins, Hinbt, of a respectable family 
in 'Kent ; but renounced in 1615 his patri- 
monial iaheritance to embrace the poverty 
of Christ. Three years later (for he was in 
Priests' Orders before he entered the 
Society) he was with eleven other Fathers 
sentenced to banishment, but with most of 
them found means to return and resume 
their labours in England, aa we learn from 
p. 378 of More*8 History. After bearing 
the burdens and heats of the vineyard for 25 
years, he retired to Ghent, where, on IS 
August, 1646, let. 71. he died in peace.

Hawkins, Thomas, of Lancashire, born 21 
December, 1722. This alumnus of the En- 
glish College at Rome joined the Society 
Hi October, 1747, and within eleven years 
was admitted to the Profession of the Four 
Vows. For some time served the Stafibrd- 
ahire Mission, but for the greater part of his 
life was chaplain at Ozborgh, where he 
died 19 July, 1785. In a letter of John 
Thorpe, dated 31 August that year, be thus

Hatdov, John, of London. At the ago 
of 26 was aggregated to the Order. Thla 
experienced Missionary died in Englaod, 
1668, et. 73. 

Hatman, Ricuabd, (alias Pears«,JWk») 
entered Uie Novitiate in 1687 : was Piofenei 
7 July, 1705. During his long Misaionanr 
career he resided either at Trevithiek or at 
Tolfrey, in Cornwall. In the last flaeo- 
tioned place he finished his mortal causo, aa 
I learnt from one that knew him, 30 April. 
1766, et. 87. 

Hats, Henry, oommenoed hisNovieeship 
in 1698, and admitted to his solemn Profeo- 
sionin the ISth year of his serviee under 
the banner of St. Igoatiua. From tlie Lin- 
colnshire Mission, where he had been rector 
of his Brethren, he was recallod to govaro 
the House of Probation at Ghent. Ho en- 
tered on that office 6 April, 1781, and at the 
eipiration of three years and nine montba, 
was allowed to return to England. Ho died 
I think in Kent, 16 Oetober, 1789, mt. 68. 

Hays, Thomas, bom 7 January, 1746 : 
at the age of 19 joined the Society : died U 
1774, at Sheffield, soon after the snppraa- 
sion of the Order, at the early age of 96. 

Hats, Timothy. — All that I cao oolleet 
of him is, that he died in England 11 May, 
1646. He sometimes passed by tho namo 
of John Hamner, 

Hatwood, £uzjeu8, eldest son of Jobo 
H., the epigramatist. Quitting his frienda 
and country soon after the aooession of 
Queen Elizabeth, he at length embraoed tho 
pious Institute of the Soeietyf and 1 9 yeara 
later departed to our Lord. The letter ad^ 
dressed to him by the Fourth General of tho 
Society, F. Bverard Mercurian, bearinf 
date 16 January, 1674^ shews how mu<£ 
he approved of the disposal of his proper- 
ty in Favour of tbe Colleges at LoaTain,Co- 
logn, and Munich. See p. 28 of More'a 
Hist It earlier Life Blizasus had publislied 
in Italian •* ilJI/oro," dedicated to Card. 
Pole^ Svo. Florence, 1656. pp. 190. It is 
surprising that F. Nath. Southwell omits io 
his fiibliothsca, Elizans, and bis brother 
Jasper. 

HiiYwoo]>, Francis, died at Ghent, 16 
March 1706. In vain do I seajroh for ftir- 
ther particulars about him. 

Haywood, J aspbr, when a boy,waain tlio 
service of the Prinoess Elizabeth ; and aa 
a youth distinguished himself by his poetical 
genius, and the translation of some of Sen* 
eoa's Tragedies.. I thiolL he left England 
with his brother £liz»as,and after receiving 
I'riesthood joined the Society at Roaao 9|l 
May, 1669. He soon attained to such a re- 
putation fox his skill in the Hebrow Lou- 
guage, and for Theological SoitBes^ as la 
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deserve the esteem and commendation of 
that excellent judge and Patron of merit, Pope 
Gregory the XIII. His zeal for souls in- 
duced him to accompany F. William Holt 
to England in the summer; of 15B1. Just 
before his arrival, F, Persons had quitted 
the British shores for the Continent. In 
these times of danger, F. Haywood could 
hardly hope to elude the vigilance of spies 
and informers for any length of time. Ap- 
prehended at last, he had to suffer severe 
imprisonment; but the severity was mitiga- 
ted by the charitable attentions of F. Wm. 
Weston, who contrived to visit him in tha 
Tower of London as a Physician. The 
good Father was banished in June, 1585. 
He finally rested from his labours at Napleo, 
9 January, 1598, set. 63. Soc. 86, Prof. 28. 
See his Life in the 4th Book of More*s 
Hist, and in pp. 295-8 of Tanner's Confes- 
sors of the Society. 

Hearn, Georgb, of Northumberland ; 
bora in 1613: was admitted at the advan- 
ced age of 41. I meet with him two years 
later, and then he eludes my search. 

*Hbath, Henry: died at Ghent 18 Jan- 
uary, 1701, St. 52, Rel. 27. 

Heatley, James, born in Lancashire 2 
April. 1715: entered the Novitiate at the 
age of 20 : was Professed at St. Omer*s 2 
February, 1753; for a considerable time 
was chaplain at Broughton Hall, Yorkshire, 
where he died 11 May, 1782. 

*Hblsam, Richard, died at Brussels 21 
April, 1721 St. 23, Rel. 5. 

Hbmry, John ; all that I can learn of 
this Father is, that he died in the United 
States of America, 12 March, 1823. 

^Hbrhak, Pbter. — This lay-brother 
was certainly living at Rome 19 June, 1641 . 

Heskbth, Thomas, of Lancashire. After 
finishing Humanities at St. Omer's College, 
proceeded to Watten in September, 1689. 
Imeet with him at La Fleche in 1701 and 
1704. This worthy Father died at Walten, 
in the prime of life, 2 August, 1712 st. 43, 
Soc. 23. 

Hesketh, William, born in the Go. of 
Lancashire 14 May, 1717. At the end of 
Humanities his Master, Mr, Hen. Neele, 
conducted him with nine other scholars to 
the Novitiate, 7 September, 1735. This 
promifring Scholastic was consigned to an 
early tomb, dying in England 30 Decem- 
ber, 1741, St. 24. 

Hbton, John, entered the English Col- 
ledge at Rome, in 1621. I cannot follow 
out his history, but I learn from p. 312. 
Vol 3 of Mr, Dodd's Church History (arti- 
cle John Smith) that he was Superior of 
his B.B. in Lancashire in 1650, and was 
wrongfully accused of being au accomplice 
in the robbery of the Parsonage of Win wick, 
and that the accuser publicly reti acted the 
foul calumny. 

^Heuseux, Giles Jos. : died at Ghent 27 
Feb. 1748, st. 33, Soc. 7, 

*Heus£ux, John* This Ycnerable lay 



brother died in his native city Liege, 9 Sep* 
tember, 1771, st. 73, Soc. 36. 

Hewett, John, died at Rome SOOctoberi 
1688. He had arrived in that city but three 
years before from Flanders. His note book, 
written in 1686, contained some particulars 
relating to the sufferers for Oates* Plot. 

*Il£WET, Richard, of whom I can learn 
nothing, but that he died at Watte n, 9 April, 
1696. 

♦Hicks, Joseph, a Temporal Coadjutor, 
who died at Rome, 31 January, 1755. st.

HiGGiNS, Adam, of London. According to 
F. More*s Hist. pp. 23-4 this venerable and 
learned Father finished his course at Sevilia 
in 1615. 

Higginson, Thomas, died at Liege, 1 July, 
1682 St. 43. Soc. 8. 

Hildreth, John, admitted in 1677. 
After discharging the office of Penitentiary 
at Loretto for some time, he was directed 
to proceed to the English Mission ; but 
God disposed otherwise, for after a short 
illness he died in that City , 8 October, 1701, 
St. 47. 

HiLDESLEY, Francis, This reverend Fa- 
ther died in England 17 June, 1719, st. 64, 
Rel. 44. 

Hildeyard, Thomas, of a genteel fa- 
mily in Lincolnshire : admitted amongst the 
Novices of the Society, 7 September, 1707, 
St. 17, and promoted to the rank of a profes- 
sed Father, 2 February, 1725. In 
September 1743, was declared rector of 
his Brethren, in the College of St. Francis 
Xavier, and died in that office, at Rother- 
was, in Herefordshire (where he had beea 
Chaplain for along time) 10 April, 1746, 
N. S. St. 56. Father H. wad a scientifie 
Mechanic, and profound student of the works 
of Gaspar Schott, S. J. the German Arch- 
iroedes, who had died 20 May, 1666. In the 
Ancient family Chapel at Eotherwas is a 
gravestone thus inscribed.

F. Caballero, in is recent supplement to 
the ** Bibliotheca Scriptorum S. J.'* Rome 
1814, states in p. 57, that F. H. published a 
description of his invented Time- Piece. 
Some of his ingenious astronomical docks 
are said to be at Holt and Rotherwai. 

Hill. John, at the age of 21, and the 
year 1704, commenced his Noviceship : wif 
enrolled among the Professed Fathers, ^ 
February, 1721: For a short time was in- 
cumbent at Stapehill in Dorset ; but for a 
lengthened period resided at HolywelL 
Retiring to London, he died there 6 Maft 
1751, 
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diLL, Robert, died in EogUnd 14 Sep- 
tember, 1693. I take it. he is the Jesuit 
mentioned by Dodd, p. 140, vol. 3, Church 
hist. Perhaps also he is the Octogenarian 
Father recorded in ilie annual letters of 16R5, 
to have manifested such presence of mind, 
discretion, zeal, and constancy, in Lincoln- 
shire, daring the national panic and delirium, 
occasioned by Oates' plot. 

*HiLTON, Adam, of Lancashire. This 
worthy lay-brother finished his earthly 
course at St. Omer*s 15 January, 17 14, el. 
56, Rel. 26. 

HoBBs, JoHM. — There were two of this 
name. The former joined the Society 1 
Nov. 1677, set. 24: and died at St. OmerS 
March, 1695. 

The latter born 21 November, 1698, en* 
tered the Novitiate 7 September, 1717. 

•Hocks, ( Q. Hogg) Arthur, was admit- 
ted as a Temporal Coadjutor by F. Persons, 
•t Lisbon, about the year 1593. 

Hodgson, Charles, born in Lancashire 
20 November, 1742: admitted in 1760. 
This excellent scholar had the misfortune to 
lose his reason, and died at Liege some time 
after his removal to an asylum. Two of 
his Odes " Eia Veloees,*' and " Dam Plan- 
9US** were published amongst the metrical 
pieces addressed by Liege College to the 
Prince Bishop Velbruck in 1772. 

*HoDosoN, James, of Lancashire, born 2 
May, 1744: admitted in 1763. This scho- 
lastic died at Liege. 19 May, 1770. 

Hodgson, John, brother of Charles before 
mentioned : born in November, 1751 ; joined 
the Society 9 years after his said Brother. 
I think he succeeded F. Andrew Thorpe at 
Dunkenhalgh, where he ended his days 27 
April, 1807, and was interred inthe Ceme- 
iry of the old Church at Preston. 

Hodgson, or Hudson, Thomas : admit- 
ted in 1703, St. 21 : died in the Maryland 
Mission, 18 December, 1726. 

Holland, Alexander, born in Lan- 
cashire, 1623. After his promotion to 
Priesthood, joined the Society, and was 
admitted to the rank of a Professed Father 
9 July, 1661. After serving the Mission 
24 years, he died in his native county 29 
May, 1677. 

Holland, Guy, of Lincolnshire, educated 
at Cambridge, embraced the Institute of St. 
Ignatius in 1615, and was Professed 14 
July, 1628. After 45 years of indefatigable 
labor in the English vineyard, he was called 
up to receive his eternal recompence 26 
November, 1660, st. 73. F. Southwell 
barely mentions, p. 311, Bibl. his English 
Treatise " The Prerogative of Human 
Nature,** or " On the Immortaiity of the 

Souir 

'Holland, Henry. — I meet with two of 
this name. Of the 1st, a Temporal Coad- 
jutor, I collect that he diedatWatten 21 
December, 1636. 

The second was a man of eminence, was 
node to P. Thomas Holland the martyr^ and 



was also condemned to death for the Faith | 
but the sentence was eommated for banish-^ 
ment. In the Provincial Ketarn of 1655 wo 
find it stated that he was then 79 years old» 
of which he had spent 46 in the Society, 41 
on the Mission, (viz. St. Aloysius* District* 
or Lancashire, his native County) and that 
he had been Professed as early as 12 May, 
16*^2. This Dean of the Province on his 
banishment retired to Liege College, where 
he spent the last 8 years of his life. Ex- 
hausted with labours and old age, he meek- 
ly resigned his soul to Ood 29 February, 
1656. 

In the eloglumof P. H. Holland, forward- 
ed to the General by the Rector of Liege 
College, F. John Clark, it is asserted, ** 1% 
Magna gravUsimorum Patrum eopU 
unus ille eiectus egt^ qui audiret primam 
eonfessionem celeberimi illiug Viri inter^ 
que sucB atatia doctistimot jure nurne- 
randi, Dni Jaeobi Andertoni de LoM" 
tock^ qui eruditum ilium acripsH lUn*um^ 
cui titulus Protegtantium Apologia,'* But 
I cannot help questioning if Mr. James 
AndertoQ was the Author: for the 1st edi- 
tion was printed abroad in 4to. pp. 191, in 
the year. 1 69 4: and after the advertisement 
to the reader, occur the simple initials of the 
writer L Br. A second edition appeared ia 
1608 so greatly enlarged as to swell the Seven 
Sections of the work into 751 pages, baldes 
a copious index. In the Title page to this 
2nd editon, I read, ** By John Bierely, 
Priest'' Did Mr. Anderton subsequently 
change his name and take Holy Orders ? 

Holland, Joan. — Ad. 30 July, 1609, at. 
20. Occurs as Missionary in Lincolnshire 
in 1701*4 and 1710: was Professed 15 Au- 
gust, 1707 : removed after wards into Shrop- 
shire: and died 20 December, 1784. He 
was som^imes called Martindale, 

Holland, Richard, of Lancashire, bora 
in 1676: admitted 7 September, 1697, Pro- 
fessed 2 February, 1715 : for many years re- 
sided atWardour: was declared Rector of 
his Brethren in the College of St. Fran, 
Xavier 9 May, 1728 : continued in that office 
till the 26 July, 1734, when it seems he re- 
tired abroad. His death happened at Paris, 
4 July, 1740, St. 64. 

Holland, Thomas, {alias Sanderson.) 
This talented and saintly Missionary was 
apprehended in London 4 October, 1642, 
and after two months imprisonment was sa* 
crificed for his priestly character at Tyburn, 
12 December following, O. S. let. 43. Soc. 
22. He was the first alumnus of Liege 
College who suffered death for the Catholic 
Faith. See his life and beautiful portrait in 
the Certamen Triplex ; also in Bishop 
Chal loner's Memoirs of Missionary Priests. 

For another Thomas Holland, see 
Thomas Eccleston. 

Hollar, John : admitted 7 [September, 
1696, was master of Syntax at St. Omer In 
1704: died near la Fledie. 91 November, 
1712, «Bt. 38. 
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Holt, Gilbjert : he died in England 22 
May, 1725, st. 37. Soc. 15. 

Holt, William, of Lancashire : studied 
at Oriel College, Oxford. After his ordi- 
nations at Douay, be proceeded to Rome, 
where be joined the Society 8 May, 1578. 
In 1581 he was ordered to Scotland, where 
be resided for two years. Dr. Allen, in a 
letter written to F. Agazzari. 14 March, 
1583, says ** P. Gulielmus Holt, SocietaiU 
vettr€B optime valet. Accept ab eo literas 
Edinburgo scriptas inprincipio Januarii : 
tit vir Uli loco aptissimus, insignisque 
operarius,** In this Cardinal's letter to 
Ghas. Paget, 4 January, 1594, he expresses 
himself, of this good Father in the most 
favourable terms. 

On 24 October, 1586, F. Holt was declared 
the Rector of the English College at Rome ; 
but in the summer of 1588, was stationed at 
Brussells. The slanderous and persecuting 
system which he bad to encounter there, from 
the English Faction, whilst it never ruffled 
the peace of his innocent and upright soul, 
eventually served to brighten his fame and 
secure to him the veneration of the wise and 
virtuous. " Mendaces oslendit Deus qui 
maeulaverunt ilium.*' He ended his days 

Seaceably at Barcelona in 1599, set. 54. See 
'. More's Hist. p. 270. Dodd's account of 
ibis great man is slovenly, to say the least. 

HoLTBT, RicHABD, (alias Duekeit) born 
at Fraiton, in Yorki^hire, 1553. After study- 
ing in both our Universities, he renounced 
tl|e expectations of preferment to embrace 
the Catholic Faith, and to become the instiu- 
vent of salvation to bis neighbours. With 
this view he qualified himself partly at Douay 
and partly at Rheims for Holy Orders, and 
in due time was sent to the North of England, 
where he laboured with the fervid zeal of an 
Apostle. In 1.583 he joined the Society. 
Iiiaturally of an athletic constitution, he 
Q^ver spared himself any fatigue for the good 
of souls ; every leisure moment was put out 
to interest— the Devil could never find him 
idle. On the removal of F. Henry Garnett, 
the charge of his brethren in the English 
Mission devolved uponhim, and his govern- 
vent during the three years he retained 
oiBce, was signalised by prudence, industry, 
iirmness, and charity. This truly good man 
persevered to the end in the course of use- 
fulness, dying in the North of England 25 
Qr 26 May, 1640. N. S. at the advanced age 
of 87. Rel, 58, Prof. 37. See F. More, pp. 
349-52. 

Looker, Pavid, I think died at Florence. 

*^Hq«pE8, Thomas, of Lancashire, was 
born in 1600, admitted at the age of 32. 
This lay-brother, was at Uege in 1665, 
after which time I lose further traces of him. 

Hobs, Georqb, died at Watten 1 January, 
1639. 

Hornby, Robert, was admitted in 1668 :. 
and died in 1695. let. 49. 

Horns, Thomas, of Oxford: died at 
Watten 14 February, 1652 et.aO. Bel. 11. 



HoRNE| William, bornat I am told it 
Russia. On his birth day, ef. 17,7 Sep- 
tember, 1753, he entered the Novitiate of 
Watten. In 1764, 1 meet with him as Prefect 
of the College at Bruges^ Seven years later 
I find him on the English MiBsion, I think 
at Saroefield, near Weobly,in Herefordshire. 
On the death oi the Hon. and Rev. John 
Butler, Lord Gahlr, he succeeded in 1786 to 
the incumbency of Hereford. About three 
years later he removed his residenoe from 
Bye Street to Bread Street. This Rev. 
Father, whilst actually on aviait at Rother- 
was, the seat of Mr. Bodenbam, in that 
neighbourhood, was found dead in his 
chamber 13 November, 1799. His remains 
were deposited near F. Thomas Hildeyard, 
before mentioned, with this inscription oo 
his grave stone.

HosKiNs, Anthony, of Herefordshire ; 
joined the Society in Spain. On coming to 
the English Mission, F. Gerard provi<Jed 
him with a situation in a Family of rank, 
where the lady was a Catholic, and the hus- 
band a well-disposed Protestant. ** UU 
itaque ibi collocalus tnvlta bona fecit aa- 
dequaque," In 1609 he was admitted at 
London to the Profession of the Four Vows. 
Retiring to Spain he died at Valladolid 10 
September, 1615, et. 47. Under the signa* 
ture H, I. he published *' A Briife and 
Clear Declaration of Sundry Pointet ab' 
solutely dislyked in the lately enacted 
Oath qjt' Allegiance proposed to the Catkih 
likes cf England ; togeather with a Beca* 
pilulation of the whole morke, newly writ' 
ten by a learned Divine, concerning the 
same sulject.** 12mo 1611. pp« 56. He 
translated from Latin into English ** Thomoi. 
a Kempis' following rf Christy" under tlie 
initials of F. B. and the abridgment of 
*' Christian Perfection,'* 1612. Alsotlie 
** Apologies of Henry 1 V and Lewis XllL 
in favour of the Society at Paris" 4ia 
1612. F. Southwell states that all thise 
books were printed at St. Omer. 

Hose INS, Raphael, born in Maryland, 
19 July, 1729 1 began his Noviceship 1740: 
was Professed in 1767 : died at Brough 16 
A pril, 1794. He wa s the writer of the Latin 
Manuscript Life of brother Wm. Courbe^ 
also of an English Manuscript, intitled 
*« Short account qf the expulsion ef the 
Jesuits out of Six Omer's,** 4to. 40 pp-^ 
He wrote Latin better than English: 

*HoTHERSALL, Thomas, admitted 80 
June, 1668 : died in Maryland in 1698, st. 
57. 

Hothersall, William, bom 19Jaly» 
1725: admitted in 1744, Prof. 2 Febroary. 
1762 : was appointed Rector of the Eoglisii 
College at Rome in 1766, and continaed ia 
office until the suppression of the Order 17 
August, 177S. The good old man died st 
Oxford, 25 August, 1805. 
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HouaBTONyHBMBY, born 1710: admitted 
when in Deacon's Orders 98 June, 1788: 
^as Professed in 1744 : died at West 
Qrinsted, Sussex, 20 July, 1 750. He some- 
times passed by the name o{ Moore. 

Houseman. Christopher, born 21 Sep- 
tember, 1726; admitted in 1744 : ordained 
Priest at Liege in 1753 : died at Ghent 15 
October, 1769. Another account fixes his 
birth to 7 March, 1788. He is often called 
Joseph Lapton, 

Howard, Edward, ( The real name was 
Holme,) bom in Lancashire 29 December, 
1740 : at the age of 19 joined the Society t 
came to the Mission in August, 1767 ; and 
was sent to Mosely to replace the Apostate 
Charles Billinge ; after tome time was re- 
moved to Stapehill, Dorset, but was finally 
settled (on the Rev. Richard Barrow's de- 
parture for Wigan in 1786) at Pontefract, 
where he died 5 December, 1809. 

Howard, Francis, elder brother of 
Edward, bom in May, 1724 : admitted at the 
age of 16, Bod Professed in i758. For a 
short time was employed at LuUworlh, and 
for some years at Richmond : finally sta- 
tioned ut Alnwiclc, and died there 9 March 
1802. 

Howard, John, uncle to the above; born 
26 October, 1718: admitted in 1787, prof. 
2 Feb. 1755, and after distinguishing him- 
self by his prudence and talents, was chosen 
rector of Liege College, 29 February, 1768, 
and witnessed its suppression whilst yet in 
office. At the establishment of the Aca- 
demy at Liege F. Howard was named its 
President. U nfortunately be was too much 
divided between the EnglishNuns in thatCity 
and his own immediate subjects to be so 
practically and efficiently useful , as be might 
otherwise have been ; but still he retained 
office until his death, 16 October, 1783. 

Howard, John, admitted 7 September, 
1679, St. 20. 

Another of this name and great nephew 
to the above-mentioned President, was son of 
Ralph ( Holme^ and Mary (Yates) born in 
Lancashire, 18 November, 1764— studied at 
tiiege, served Irnhamfrom 10 July, 1797, to 
12 May, 1823. After lending assistance to 
some other places, he seated himself at Salis- 
bury, but died a few months after, viz. 8 
July, 1S26, and was buried therein St. 
Martin's Cemetery 

Howard, James, died at Valladolid. 

Howard, William, of London, born in 
1599. I collect from the Proviucial return 
of 1655, that he had then passed 36 years in 
the Society, and 25 on the Mission, and had 
been professed 22 Aprij, 1635. I think he 
died in England, 19 January, 1683. 

Howard, William, born 25 March, 
1687, admitted 12 November, 1713. Prof. 
2 February, 1726. After a long Missionary 
career in Yorkshire, he retreated to Watten, 
where he died, 6 August, 1770, set. 83, 

HowB, JosEPHi who often passed by tha 
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name of Pendrill, born 19 June, 171 1, ad- 
mitted in 1729, Prof, 2 February 1747, died 
at Horsley, Northumberland, where he had 
resided foi half a Century 2 May, 1792. 

HoWLBTT, John, born in Rutlandshire, 
had studied at Oxford, joined the Order 
at Louvain, in 1571, and had the honor 
of having Leonard Lessius for his fellow 
Novice.' Like that illustrious man, he be- 
came not merely a credit, but a Luminary 
of the Society. The Netherlands, Germany, 
and Poland, admired his erudition, and were 
edified with his religious virtues. He died 
at Wilna, 17 September, 1589, st. 42. See 
More, p. 18. Houihwell p 461. He per- 
mitted F. Persons to publish, under his 
name, the reasons for not attending the Pro- 
testant Church, which provoked the bile of 
the coarse and acrimonious Fnlke. 

Hubbard, William, born 18 September, 
1692, admitted 14 August, 1717. 

Hubert, William, of Wales, This yoaog 
Priest died at Watten 4 August, 1662, et. 
28, Soc, 8. 

HuDD, Jouw, of Durham. During the 
civil wars he was taken in his hidmg place 
near Lincoln, with all the Altar apparatus, 
and was paraded in derision through the 
streets of that City, and then consigned to 
its jail. Released io the sequel by the 
Royal Party, the good and patient old man 
died at last of the Palsy, 4 August, 1649, 
set. 78, Soc. 27. 

H VDDLESTON, JoHN, son 1 tsko it of Sir 
Edmund Huddlestou, of Sawston, Knight, 
by his wife Dorothy ( Beconsall) entered 
an alumnus of the English College, Rome, 
1617, 3 years later joined the Society. 

Hudson, Thomas, died in England, in 
1646. 

Hughes, John, born in London, 1 June, 
1754 : reached the College at Bruges 12 
beptember, 1764, entered the Novitiate, 
7 September, 1770, and soon after taking 
his simple Vows, was involved in the de- 
struction of the Order. He was promoted 
to Priesthood 13 June, 1778. To the Aca- 
demy of Liege he rendered most valuable 
services, as Prefect and Guest-master, and 
at the emigration to Stonyhurst he made 
himself, if any thing, even more useful, by 
his additional and very skilful superinten- 
dence of the Infirmary.' For several years 
he was Pastor of the large Congregation at 
Stonyhurst, which, under bis auspices, 
wonderfully iocreased and multiplied. On 
the retirement of F. N. Sewail from the 
Portico Mission, F.' Hughes became bis 
successor at Michaelmas 1808, and was 
also named Rector of his brethren in Lan- 
cashire.' The amenity and cheerful cordi- 
ality of his disposition, his unremitting at- 
tention to the comforts of the s ick and the 
poor, his active zeal and intelligence in 
business, and bis geuerous hospitality, must 
ever endear his memory to all that knew him . 
it should never be forgotten, that to him are 
his brethren mainly indebted for the new 
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Chapel at Wigan. F. Hughes made his re- 
ligious Profession ot the Four Vows, I Jan^ 
uary, 1624. His lamp of light quietly, 
went out at Portico, 6 July, 1828 : and his 
honoured remains were buriec* in his own 
Chapel, wiih the folIo\»ing epitaph ; — 
A. M. D. G. 
Sacred to tlie Memory of ihe 
Kev. John Hughes, 
Who died on the6ih of July, 18S8. aged 74. 

He was the '* Good Pastor." — John x . 
His last prayer to bis flock was, 
'* Have pity on me, ai least you my Friends; 

Have pity on me, and do not put off 
The remembrance of me before the 
Altar of my merciful Judge."

HuMDBRSTON, (alias Hall) Hbnry. — 
All that I can learn of him is, that he was 
declared Provincial 19 December. 1697, and 
that at the expiration of his office in 1701, 
was Rector of St. Omer till 1705. He died 
at Watten, 13 December, 1708. We have 
seen his sermon preached at Worcester 18 
April. 1686, being the Second Sunday after 
Easter. 4io. London, 1686. pp. 22. 

Humph RYS, John, of Wales ; died in 
England 14 March, 1676, eet. 66. Rel. 37. 

Hunt, Gilbert, died 31 March, 1647. 

Hunt, John, admitted 7 September, 1693, 
aged IS: ordained Priest in 1703. 

Hunt, Simon. — F. Moore, p 24, informs 
us that he joined the Society 27 April, 1578, 
and whilst Penitentiary at Rome, died 11 
June, 1585. 

Hunt, Thomas, born in Rutlandshire. 
It seems that he had attached himself to the 
Society about 28 years before his death, 
which by F. More*s account, p. 272, hap- 
pened 10 February, 1602. He had walked 
with simplicity before God, and brought 
forth abundance of fruit. 

Hunter, Anthony, (alias James Smith) 
of Yorkshire. Whilst serving the Mission 
in the North of England, during the civil 
wars, he was arrested and conveyed to Lon- 
don. At his discharge, this genuine son 
of the Society, lesumed his pastoral duties 
with fresh zeal and spirit; but was apprehen- 
ped again during the delirium occasioned by 
Oates's Plot, arraigned in London 28 Feb- 
ruary, 1680, and the next day sentenced to 
death. Whilst the Prisoners were in Court 
hes ucceeded in hearing the Confessions of 
two Criminals. The good old man was 
permitted to die in jail 3 February, 1684, 
set. 78. Rel. 35. ** Vir inpaucis plus et 
invicti roborUf animique eonstantid plane 
9ingularisJ* 

^Hunter, Francis, died at Watten, 5 
September, 1693. 

Hunter, George, born in Northumber- 
land 25 July, 1713 .-admitted in 1730: 
Professed eighteen years later: died in 
Maryland 1 August, 1779, of which residence 
he was the last Superior, at the suppression 
of the Order. I find him holding that 
office in 1758, over 16 other Priests in 
North America 



HuNTEB, Thomas. We nwet withltwo of 
this name. The Ist admitted 7 September, 
1584 : was professor of Logic at Liege in 
1701, and of Philosophy in 1704. Whilst 
Chaplain to the Shireburns at Stonyhurst, 
he wrote an answer to the ReT. Charles 
Dodd's* scurrilous libel, called*^ The Se- 
cret Policy ofthejexuitt^ or his Provin- 
cial Letters," The M. S. of the Rev. F. in 
55 4to pp. is at Stonyhurst. F. Hunter 
sent to the press ^* A modest Defence oj 
the Clergy and Religious^ in a Discourse 
directed to R, C, Chaplain of an English 
Regiment^ about his history of Douay 
College:* Bvo. A. D. 1714, pp. 143. He 
was unquestionably a man ofpowerfulmind^ 
remarkable industry, and eitensive informa- 
tion : he died 21 February, l725« cet. 59. 

4'His real name was Tbo/tf/l— waa bom in Lanca- 
shire, and probably was related to the grand Vicar 
of that name, mentioned in Bishop Wftham's Will, 
dated 2) November. 1T23 For the greater part of 
his Missionary career. Mr. Dodd was atatloned at 
Harvington Hall, in the County of Worcestershire, 
and devoted his leisure and industry to the col- 
leetingr of materials for the elucidation of Catholie 
Doctrines, and of English Church History. The 
learned writer died 27 February, 1742 — 3, set 70: 
and was buried at Chaddesley Corbett. See page 
121. Vol. IV. Catholicon. 

We are far. very far from approving that severe 
criticism and vague censure, pronounced by the 
Editors of the ^uar/^r/y A^itfto. page 166. Vol.57. 
viz." Neale's History of the Puritans, is the most 
dishonest book in our language, Dodd's Roman 
Catholic Church History not excepted ; " yet his 
fondest admirers must confess, that if the Histwy 
has many merits, it has also very prominent 
defects— that its usefulness is marred by unbe- 
coming spleen and feverish excitement against 
Religious Orders, approved of by the Holy See.— 
that several of his statements stand refuted and con- 
demned in the very authorities which he enumerates 
in the preface to the 1st Volume of his History — that 
his stile is unequal— often verbose, harsh, and pe^ 
dantic— that the work aboundswith repetition— that 
some of his Record* are little more than lumber- 
that Chronology and lucid Classification are in* 
sufficiently attended to. With regret, werenarkr 
that this ponderous compilation iscalcalatedto per* 
petuate prejudices, little Jealousies, and party fael-^ 
Ings. Every writer, who makes profession of truth, 
and piety, will be delicately cautious In point of^ 
Charity and Forbearance : and all Priests, especial- 
ly, should act towards each other, as the apostles did 
to Paul and Barnabas , by giving " the right baad 
of fellowship" Gal. 11,9. Disunion is InnecoBcHeabir 
with the spirit of that Gospel which they preach. 

We have been delighted to meet with the follow- 
ing attestation in the haud'writing of the Bev. 
James Brown, of Mawley, who attended Dodd^ 
during his last sickness ;— >

Charles Dodd. late of Harvington, deceased, behig 
on his death-bed, desired to declare his chwitaUe' 
dispositions to all mankind, and to the Society of 
Jesus in particular, as suspected to he prf>|udioedhi 
their regard ; to demonstrate the contrary, he volun- 
tarily and freely gave full assent and consent to the 
following charitable profession : via. ' As yon desire 
to die in charity with all mankind, sad paoiicnlarly 
with the Society of Jesas ; if you have done tkem 
any wrong in writing or otherwise, do yon desire 
pardon and forgiveness, as you fbrghne them for any. 
either supposed or received, ii^arv ?' Whereunto- 
he cordially replied, / do wiih oil mu hecni, and 
that as worded and proposed.* 

" Byrne, James Brown.'* 

"In the presence of Tho. Berireley,* 
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The 2nd was born in Noriliamber!aD<i, 
5 June, 17IS: admitted in 1735. Pro. 
fessed 2 Febrnary, 1753: wat declared 
Rector of St. MidiaePs Residence in Au- 
gust, J763:diedat Ghent 30 January, 1773. 

Hunter, William.— 1 meet with two 
also of this nave. The elder died in 
Maryland 15 Aogost, 1723. 

The junior was admitted 7 September of 
the year the other had died: was Professed 
20 years later, and died 3 December, 1761. 
His name was Weldon, 

*HuRDis, Thomas. — ^This Lancashire 
lay-brother died at Liege, 9 January, 1663, 
set. 51. Rel. 18. 

HussEY, James, born 21 April, 1765: 
educated at Liege, and taught Humanities 
there and at Stonyhurst On 21 Novem- 
ber, 1797, he reached the Sbepton Mallett 
Mission, laid the foundation of the new 
Chapel, 15 October, 1801, which was opened 
for public worship 29 April, 1804. Dy- 
ing 30 August, 1810, lie was buried on the 
8. side of Shepton Mallett Churchyard. 

•HussEY Ltwis. — This scholastic enter- 
ed the Novitiate 21 December, 1729; he 
was certainly of Dorsetshire, and I suspect 
x>f the family settled at Marnhull. He died 
at Liege 17 January, 1733, set. 22. 

Hyde, Francis, (alias Grimsdiieh. ) 
Admitted in 1670, was many years Mission- 
aryand Hector in the Bishoprick of Durham, 
where I think he died 23 November^ 1714. 
aged 66. In 1710, he is described as ** Su- 
perior P. Franciscus Hyde egregii in 
omnibus se gessit," An.JLiit. 

Hyde, Richard, joined the Society 16 
September, 1706 : was Professed 2, Feb- 
ruary, 1724; was Rector of St. Omer's 
"College from 1728 (18 May,) until 11 
August, 1731, and again re-appoinled to 
that superiority 31 July, 1742. He died in 
office 27 February, 1744, St. 59. 

^Jacquemik, Martin, died in London 7 
February, 1754. st, 52. Soc. 28. 

Jacobson, William, actually born in 
Helgium 16 October, 1692, entered the 
Order in 1714. Wattenwas his usual place 
of residence, and there he finished bis pious 
course 11 June, 1764. 

Jackson, Francis, (alias Smithson, ) of 
Yorkshire : comraencedhis noviceship at St. 
John's, Lonvain, 24 Dec. 1608. He died in 
the English Mission 16 April, 1645, cet. 
68. ' 

Jackson, John, ( who often passed by 
the name of Johnston,) at the age of 21 en- 
rolled himself among the children of St. 
Ignatius. This Professed Father, whilst 
serving ihe't Mission of Croston in Lanca- 
shire, was recalled to Liege, to be Rector of 
ihe English College, early in 1752; butdied 
at Spa, 19 June the same year. 

Jackson, Thomas, was admitted in Ger- 
many, A. D.1596, set. 32. Imeet with him 
in the English Mission thirteenlyears later, 
and then he vanishes from my view. 
Jameson, Philip Jambs, (yereSaehmor- 



ter,) was born at Dunkirk 8 NoTcnber, 
1720: entered the English ProTloce at the 
age of 18. He closed his long life by an 
edifying death at Hammersmith, 6 Septem- 
ber, 1795. 

•Janion, George. This lay -brother 
was admitted in 1668: he died in England, 
12 May, 1698, et. 52. 

*Janion, William, probably younger 
brother of the above, joined the Order 14 
A ugust, 1672, St. 20. 

*Jansbns, Jambs, admitted 23 April, 
1727: died at Ghent 5 May, 1771, st.72. 

Ibbotson, William, born near Skipton, 
4 December, 1800; began his NoTiceshIp 
at Hodder*7 September, 1818. This very 
interesting Ecclesiastic was sent to the 
Wigan Mission, and soon acquired tlie public 
esteem by his dismterested zeal and charity. 
Naturally of a robust constitution, his flock 
calcuIatcKi on retaining bis valuable services 
for many years to come ; but heaven had 
other designs upon him. Attacked with ill- 
ness, hj sunk into a distressing state of de- 
bility. The best medical advice and fre* 
qaent change of air, produced no perceptible 
benefit, and on Tuesday evening 4 March, 
1834, this promising young man meekly re- 
signed his soul into the hands of God, at 
the seminary, near Stotiyhurst. 

Jeffrys, Thomas.— All that I can glean 
of this Father is, that he died in England 
18 May, 1654. 

^Jemmet, FaANCis, born 20 November, 
1695 : died at Ghent 29 June, 1749, Rel. 26. 

Jenison, Augustine, born at Lower 
Walworth,* near Darlington, in the County 
of Durham, 20 April, 1735: at the age of 
20 placed himself among the Novices at 
Watten. Soon after his promotion to priest- 
hood, ne was sent to Ellingham, 1763, and 
there, as I have heard from the best author- 
ity, his conduct was not void of suspicion. 
Removed to Wardour, where I find him in 
the early part of 1771, his career was edi- 
fying for a time; but neglecting the exer- 
cises of mental prayer, self-denial, humility 
and vigilance, he yielded to the secret pasion , 
suffered the shipwreck of faith, and filled the 
congregation of Wardour, and the friends 
of religion, with consternation and horror, 
by his open apostacy in Lower Donhead 
Church, late in October, 1772. Towards his 
noble patron, Henry, the 8th Lord Arun- 
dell, his behaviour was marked by the foul- 
est ingratitude and falsehood. Tlireatered 
with a prosecution of Scandalum Magna- 
fum, he hurried to Scotland, where bigotry 
received him with open arms : for a time he 
settled at Aberdeen, where he was prodig- 
iously admired and followed as a preacher. 
But at length the poor sinner, by a special 
mercy of God, was brought, in his very 
pulpit, to a sense of duty and repentance. 

• N.B One of the family.Comte de Jenison Wal- 
worth, settled at Munich : whose son was recently 
Ambassador for Bavaria at Paris, and actually «e. 
presents his Court at St. Petersburgh. 
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The Right Rev. Dr. Geddes, a man accord- 
iiig to God s own heart, gave this prodigal 
child the tenderest reception, and had the 
consolation of witnessing h\s retirement to 
St. Omer's College in December, 1784, 
where nine years later, viz. in December, 
1793, he was called by the God of penitents, 
to receive, as we hope, the reward of un- 
feigned conirition. 

The immortal Dr. Milner. in his last pas* 
toral letter for Lent, dated Wolverhampton, 
1 February, 1U26, makes tho following 
roeniioD of this Penitent Apostate. "After 
his scandalous fall, he obtained an opulent 
benefice near Edinburgh, with other comforts 
of life, as they are called ; but felfhimscif so 
miserable in his conscience, that he suffered 
a hell upon earth, to use his own expres- 
sion in a letter which passed through my 
hands, to the person who had been the oc- 
casion of his apostacy. The conclusion of 
his story was, that he privately withdrew 
himself from his situation, first to London, 
and thence to the continent ; where he pas- 
sed the remainder of his life in poverty and 
penance.'* 

Jenison, Jambs, yoanger brother of Au» 
gustine; (Q. Was not their Mother a 
Sanford ?) but entered theNovitiate with him. 
After being chaplain to the Porter family, 
and serving a variety of places, he died at 
Bath 22 January, 1799, set. 62. 

Jenison, John. — At the end of Rhetoric, 
Mr. Brenf, his master, escorted him and five 
others to Watten,7 September, 1745. Four- 
teen years later he was stationed at Wardour 
as Successor to F. Robt. Constable, and -was 
admitted to his Religious Profession at the 
oeighbouringMission ofBonham,2 Febl763. 
Within nine years after his arrival at War- 
dour, he removed to Preston, as successor to 
F.Joseph Smith, but eailyin 1775, he ab- 
ruptly decamped for the Continent. Bril- 
liant as a classic scholar, but most restless 
and eccentric as a Priest, he outlived his in- 
tellects, and died In an asylum at Liege, 
27 December, 1792, ffit. 64. He pub- 
lished some Latin Poetry, as his friend and 
colleague at Preston, the late F. N . Sewell, 
informed me. 

Jenison, Michel, entered the Order in 
1675 ; for a considerable time was Chaplain 
to the Webbs^ at Canford, in Dorset. Re- 
tiring to Watten, the venerable man closed 
his mortal career 17 November, 1735, let. 
80. Rel. 60. Prof. 42. 

Jenison, Ralph, is mentioned in the An- 
nual Letters of 1710, as then living in the 
Bishoprick of Durham, as illustrious for his 
most laborious Mission during the last 40 
years ; and though he was 76 years of age, 
still performed all his journies on foot. 

Q. Is he not the same person as Ralph 
Frevill ? 

Jenison, Robert, (alias Frevj^/f.) He is 
Blightly referred to by F. More, p. 425, 
Hist., but we collect from F. Southwell, p. 
724, Bibliotheca, that he was born in the 



County of Durham, A.D. 1600 — that he re- 
nounced a considerable patrimouy to embrace 
tho state of Religions poverty in the Society 
of Jesus — that he was duly promoted to the 
rank of a Professed Father — was Rector of 
the houve of Probation at Ghent — and da- 
ring a very eventful and critical period of 30 
years, he zealously laboured in the English 
vineyard. Though a Martyr to the stone, 
which ultimately occasioned his death, he 
was uniformly the model of patience aod 
resignation. He died 10 October, 1656. 
He left to posterity.

Mr. Dodd, p. 414, VoL 2, Church Hist, 
attributes to him two other books printed 
in 1612.1613. 

1. <* The overthrow of ProUstant Pul- 
pit Ba6e/f.*'— and 2. " Purgatory*s Tri- 
umph over Hell;*' bat F. Nath. South- 
well was ignorant of this; and I know not 
how to reconcile the dates. Certainly F. 
Jenison was not admitted into the Society 
till four or five years after the supposed ap- 
pearance of these works. 

Jenison, Thomas, born in the County 
of Durham: educated in heresy, the sight 
of a neat Catholic oratory, first led him to 
entertain respect for Catholic Worship, and 
then an eagerness to be acqaalnted with oar 
religious tenets. This docility of dispo- 
sition was quickly rewarded with the gift 
of Faith, and after some time, with a vo- 
cation to the state of Religioa. By dili- 
gent application to study, and aboTC all, by 
rooting and founding himself in charity, he 
prepared himself for the life of an apostolic 
missionary. Scarcely had he commenced 
his career as Chaplain to Sir Philip 
Tyrrhwit, in LincoloshiaC, when he was 
apprehended as an accomplice In Oates' 
Plot and lodged in a loathsome cell at New- 
gate. At the end of a twelvemonth, bis 
constitution sunk under the severity 
of his close confinement, and he died 
27 September, 1679, set. 36. Rel. 16. In p. 
104 of the " Remonstrance qf Piety and 
Innocence,** (]2mo. London, 16S8, pp. 190) 
is preserved an indifferent Chronogran sop- 
posed to be a prediction that the inaoceooe 
of the victims of Oates' Perjury would be 
manifested in the year, 1^6. It was found 
in the Father's cell at Newgate.

Jenkins, Augustus, bom in Maryland 
1 2 January, 1747, entered the Order in 1766 : 
after finishing Theology at Liege, and re* 
ceivingHolyOrdeis, he returned to his na- 
tive Country* and proved eminent for aaal 
and snccess in his Ministerial eareer. 1 
find by a letter that at Easter, 1787, he had 
no less than 1040 Commuivcants. This good 
man rested from his labours 9 Feb. 1800. 

* Jenkins, John, a Temporal Coadjutor, 
who died at Liege, 13 May, 1731, nt. 61. 
Rel. 20. 

Jenkins, Peter« born at Sutlou near 
Guildford, 21 September, 1735; joined the 
Order in 1753; made hisrelig^os Profession 
2 February, 1771. During his long Mis- 
sionary life, he had been successively station- 
ed at Water-perry, Holt,Irnbam, Coldham, 
Bury St. Edmunds, and Saxis. The vener- 
able man was at last visited with blinduess; 
but like another Tobias, knew well how to 
improve this trial to his spiritual profit and 
the edification of others. Dying suddenly 
at Bury St. Edmunds, 14 July, 1818, st. 83, 
he was buried near its chapel with the fol- 
lowing Epitaph.

Two original unpublished Letters of Lord Vis- 
count Stafford (of wlilch these are copies) are 
preserved in Spetisbury Convent, Dorset, and will 
interest our Readers. Thejr were addressed to his 
daughter, Ursula, a Religious of that community in 
their former House at Louvain, where she was pro- 
fessed 22 Sept. 1664, Ob. 14 Sept. 1720. 

From the Tower, July 21, 1679. 
Good Daughter, 

I know the misfortune that I am in is a 
greate griefs unto you, but I pray give yourselfe 
this assurance that it is come uppon mee by mis- 
fortune and not by any faulte of myne. I being 
totally innocent of what I am so unjustly accused of 
as I doute not but to m alee appeare by the Grace of 
God. In the meane time and always Idee most 
willingly and cherefully submitt to His Holy Will, 
beseeching Him most humbly to grante me grace to 
make that good use that I ought to doe. I am ever. 
Your most affectionate Father,

*Imbbrt, JoHN,admitted 30 April, 1700 : 
died at Liege 24 April, 1724, set. 54. 

InglebTi Augustine, of a good (amlly 
In Yorkshire : after 26 years of active labour 
in the vineyard, he died in England 30 May. 
1657, let. 55. Rel. 33. 

Ingleby, Edward ; all that I can glean 
of him is, that his death occurred in London 

2 January, 1699. 

Ingleby, Pster, born 17 July, 1691 : at 
the age of 21 enlisted under the standard of 
St. Ignatius. He was certainly employed 
in the Oxfordshire Mission for some time ; 
but I believe finished his course in I^iica- 
shire, 13 June, 1741, N.S. 

Inglbby, Thomas, admitted 7 Septem- 
ber, 1703, and at the usual period promoted 
to the rank of a Professed Father. Most 
certainlv he was Chaplain at Lullworth 
Castle for some time ; but retired from that 
situation about the year, 1728, and died at 
Paris 12 Nov. the following year, aged 45. 

Johnson. John, died at St.Omei, 22 No- 
vember, 1614. 

Johnson, Joseph, born in England, 99 
November, 1737 : at the age of 21 joined the 
Order. For a very long period this worthy 
man was employed in the Derbyshire Mis- 
sion : and died at Spinkbill, 14 Feb. 1817. 

Johnson, Robert, born at Liverpool 9 
July, 1746: when 16 years of age, he placed 
himself among the Novices at GMient. Hit first 
Mission was at ScarisbHck, in his native 
C ounty : thence he removed tb Lydiate, which 
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he served withia a short period of his death. 
At the restoration ofthe Society, he shewed 
that he had retained and cherished the gen- 
uine spirit of his Order, by his holy impa- 
tieoce to renew his engagements ia it. He 
died in his retirement at Lowe house, near 
St. Helens, 20 November, 1823. 

JoHNsoy, RoBEBT, bom at Cobridge 
Co. Stafford, 1 November, 1803 : admitted a 
NoTice at Rome 2 Nov. 1821 : ordained 
Priest at Ampleforth by Dr. Briggs, 12 July 
1834: and within three weeks, viz 1 Au- 
gust, was placed at Brough Hall, vice F. 
Dll worth. He was admitted to the profes- 
sion of the 4 Vows 15 August, 1839. In 
September was sent to Norwich; but left 
17|lVIay,1842, for Calcutta^where he arrived 
80 OctolMr the same year, 

Jones, Henry, died at Liege, 12 May, 
1701. 

Jones, Joh n. The Senior entered the So • 
ciety in 1709, became a Professed Father in 
1727, and died in the Yorkshire Mission, 
16 May, 1748, st. 60. 

Ttie Junior* born in Monmouthsliire, 7 
July, 1721, and joined the Novices in 1741. 
This Professed Father died in London, .31 
May, 1803* He published a Treatise, 
quaintly entitled ^^Sentimental and Prac- 
tical Theology" 8vo. Lpndon, 1777, pp. 235 
It is a translation from the French of 
Chevadier de. • • • . • undertaken at tbe re- 
quest of Christina Lady Arundell, to whom 
it is dedicated. 

Jones, James, died in England, 19 May, 
16S6. 

Jones, Ignatius, admitted 9 October, 
1711, St. 25: was living at Blandecque, near 
St. Omer, in 1727 : after which time he va- 
nishes from my search. 

*JoNBs, Pbtbr. This good Lay-brother 
accompanied F. Silisdon from Flanders to 
Borne, where they arrived 10 November, 
1622. In the English College there he died 
most piously, 30 October, 1625, and his re- 
mains were conveyed to the Roman College 
for interment. 

Jones, Robert, of Shiopshire ; united 
himself to the Society at Rome, in 1582, and 
made his religious Profession 21 years later. 
In 1609, he succeeded F. Richard Holtbey, 
as Superior of his brethren in the English 
Mission; but fond of retirement and aeon- 
templative life, he left the administration 
of affairs principally to F. Richard Blount. 
That he was an eminent spirituali st must be 
acknowledged by all who have studied his 
circular letter, pp. 366.374, in F. More's 
History. In a letter to the General Aqua- 
viva, dated London, 8 November, 1613. after 
describing the difficulties and miseries of 
this country, he recommends that none be 
appointed to the Mission, but men sober, 
discreet, mortified, humble, and willing to 
endure labour and privations. 

F. Jones died in 1615, *' non multum 
quinquagenario major. 

*JoNEs, William, died at Rom«28 Feb- 
ruary, 1758; set. 34, Rel. 6. 



JoRis, John Hbmrt, sometimes called 
George. For many years this Belgian was 
Director to the English Theresiaa Nuns at 
Hoogstraet, and emigrated with them in 
July, 1794. He continued with them until 
his pious death, at Great Canford, in Dor- 
setshire, 9 July, 1796. From the Parish 
Registry I collect that he was buried 12 July. 
* Joseph, John, died at Liege in Janu- 
ary, 1693. 
Jossaer, Bernard, see Chreem, Bernard, 
JossAER, Michael, born at Dunlcirk: en- 
tered the English Province 23 May, 1727. 
In the fragment of a Journal once kept at 
Watten, I lead, " October 16, 1737.— F. 
Michael Jossaert from St. Omer, this morn- 
ing to be Missioner here.*' He died at 
Watten 14 November, 1759, »t. 60. 

Joy, Matthew, born 3 June, 1742 ; ad- 
mitted in 1761 : died at ElliDgham, much 
and deservedly esteemed and respected, 21 
February, 1798. 

Ireland, Alexander, of Lancashire, 
became a member of the Order, in 1640. 

Ireland, Francis. — In 1675 he com- 
menced his Noviceship, nt. 19. Twenty nine 
years later I find him actively employed in 
the London Mission: 

Ireland, Lawrence, joined the Order 
in 1663, — He was a native of Lancashire, 
but 1 can collect no further particulars. 

*IaELAND, William, of Iiincoln. His 
family had severely suffered for their un- 
compromising attachment to their legiti- 
mate sovereign during the Civil Wars ; and 
the Pendreils and Giffords, bo instramental 
in saving Charles II. after tbe unfortunate 
fight at Worcester, were his near relatives. 
At the age of 19 this pious youth consecra- 
ted himself to God in the Society of Jesos, 
and was a general favorite for his candour, 
docility, industry,and unalterable medtness. 
After serving the poor Clares at Gravelines, 
he was sent to the English Mission in 1677, 
and 2S September the year following, was 
apprehended in London with P. John Fen- 
wiclc, at the explosion of Oates' infernal 
Conspiracy, when the national phreuzy, and 
the atrocity of perjury and bloodthirstioess 
surpassed the records of all ages and peo- 
ples. In jail this blameless Father severely 
suffered from the loathsomeness of the place 
and the enormous weight of his bolts and 
chains. On 27 December he was arraigned, 
and without a shadow of CTidenoe, and 
without being allowed snfficient time to 
produce his witnesses, declared guilty of 
High Treason. The report of his trial, as 

Jublished with the licence Ji( Lord Chief 
ustice Scroggs, is quite sufficient to disgoit 
and shock the mind of every loTer of equity, 
truth and honour. Like his blessed nusler 
F. Ireland was led like a sheep to theslaagii- 
ter on Friday, 24 January (O.S.) foliowiaf, 
St. 43.

Kelly, Thomas, of Hants. The Provin- 
cial return of 1635, reports him to be then 
60 years old, of which he had spent 26 in the 
Order, and that he was professed of the Four 
Vows 6 April, 1646— that he had been Mi- 
nister, Consultor, and Procurator, and that 
for the last sixteen years had been employed 
in the Mission, for the duties of which he 
was singularly qualified. This meritorious 
Father breathed bis last 6 July, 1665. 

Kemp, Charles, died at Brussells in 161 1. 
F. Robert Bedford, who knew him at Rome, 
extols him for his probity, candour, and 
love of domestic discipline. 

•Kemp, George. — This Lay-brother ac- 
companied F. John Gerard from Louvain, 
late in October, 1614, to take possession of 
the New house at Liege. His death occur- 
red at St. Omer 22 September, 1638. 

Kemp, Henry, joined the Order 1 July, 
1691 : for several years served the Mission 
of Woolon, in Warwickshire. Retiring 
afterwards to Watten, he surrendered his 
pious soul to God 28 Noyember, 1737, st. 
65. 

Kemper, Herman, actually born in West 
pbalia 22 July, 1746: at the age of 21 com- 
menced his Noviceship at Ghent, and proved 
in the sequel one of the ablest scholars and 
most valuable members of the English Pro- 
vince. The academy at Liege and the Col- 
lege at Stonyhurst will testify to his merits, 
as a Master, as a Prefect of studies, and a 
Professor of Divinity. On the death of the 
Rev. Richard Barrow, the Pastor of Wigan, 
in October, 1799, Father Kemper was order- 
ed to supply his place. His fame had gone 
before him, and he cultivated this vineyard 
with such successful industry and ability, as 
coon to require a Coadjutor. To the regret 
of his numerous and increasing flock, to 
whom he was endeared by his meritorious 
services, he was, after some years residence, 
called from Wigan to New Hall Convent, 
Essex, where he finished his course of useful- 
ness, 8 April, 1811. 

Kendal, Thomas, born in Devonshire : 
enrolled himself in the Society in 1635 ; 
died at Madrid 2 July 1672, st. 60. 

Kennet, Charles, made his Simple 
Vows 8 September, 1683, and the Solemn 
Vows of a Professed Father 2 February, 
1699. For some years taught Theology at 
Liege. He died Procurator of the Province, 
at Paris, 21 April, 1728, et. 68. 

Kensington, Edward, of Lancashire, 
whose real name was Lailhwaite, F More, 
p. 392, Hist., supplies a most interesting 
narrative of the conversion of this young 
Protestant zealot. Hearing that his elder 
and Rev. brother, F. Thomas Laithwaite, 
was a prisoner in Exeter jaif, for the Catho- 
lic Faith, in the winter of 1604, he hurried 
down to reclaim him from the errors of 
Popery ; and the magistrates witnessing his 



enthusiasm, cheerfully allowed him free ae- 
cess to his brother^ At the end of eight 
days he was satisfied, that ha had mistakes 
for the doctrines of the Catholic Chureh,tlie 
vile misrepresentations and calumnies of lier 
bitterest enemies. The discovery of such 
unjustifiable practices served as a light to 
direct him through the billows of error, and 
to lift him up on the Rock of Truth. He 
decided to assist no louger at the Protestant 
service ; and during the Christmas Holiday! 
was reconciled to the Church of Christ. Im- 
pressed with the grace he had received, he 
was eager, like Paul, to become the instru- 
ment of salvation to others.' After study- 
ing some time in the Seminary of Douay, 
that school of learning, piety, and Martyr- 
dom, he repaired to the English College at 
Rome in 1608, and seven years later em- 
braced the Institute of St. Ignatius. In 
several places he cultivated the English 
vineyard with apostolic industry, and at 
length, 24 June, 1643, st. 61. Rel. 27. Prof. 
15, he died in the Devonshire Mission in 
which he had been superior of his brethren, 
« loborioius AthUta:' 

N.B. He had another brother a Priest 
in the Society, who died at Valladolid, 
early in the I7th Century; but who it called 
incorrectly in my opinion, Thomat in 
the Necrology. 

Key NBs, Alexander, of a Somersetshire 
family, fruitful in members of the ecclesias- 
tical and religious Profession. He entered 
the Novitiate of Watten on the evening 1 1 
November, 1669, as I find by the journal so 
often quoted. After many yesrs of labour 
in England, the good Father retired to 
Ghent, where be died in peace 7 June, 1718, 
St. 71. 

Kbtnes, Charles, a man of great 
promise : he had hardly seated himself in 
the Professor of Logic's chair, at Liege, 
when he was prematurely cut off 20 Sep- 
tember, 1673, ** in fiore eetatUJ* 

Kbynbs, Edward. — The Provincial 
return of 1655, testifies that he was then 
47 years old, of which he had passed 28 in 
the Society— that the date of his Religious 
Profession was the 81st of May, l648. 
Full of fervid charity and zeal of souls, he 
sacrificed his life in attending persons at- 
tacked by the plague in London, 27 July, 
or 6 August, 1665. An eulogium of this 
victim of self-devotion in the cause of 
charity, was written by F. Charles Campian. 

Keynes, George. Of the Senior, who 
died at St. Omer late in 1611, 1 find men- 
tion in a letter of F. Robert Bedford, dated 
Posna, 9 March, 1612. He is described as 
a prudent and most virtuous man, and a uni- 
versal favourite. 

The Junior was promoted to holy Orders, 
in 1654, and in the month of December, that 
^ear, sailed for the China Mission, but died 
m the Philippine Islands four years later. 
He had previously published an English 
Translation of the " Martyrologi^^ Ro^ 
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tnanum,*' A second Edition, much en- 
larged, issued from the St. Omer's Press in 
1667, 8yo. pp. 376. 

Keymbs, John, a man of superior merit: 
born at Compton Painsford, in Somerset- 
shire: after studying Humanities at St. 
Omer, he proceeded to the College of St. 
Alban, at Valladolid, and whilst a student 
of Philosopliy, joined the Society in 1645. 
In the sequel he was directed to teach Phi- 
losophy at Compostella, and Theology for 
nine years at Valladolid. Salamanca, and 
Pampeluna* Ordered afterwards to Liege, 
to fill the situation of Prefect of the higher 
studies, he obtained permission to devote 
himself to the care of the English soldiers in 
the Low Countries, whilst the Plague was 
'&ging among them. In this service of he- 
roic charity, he caught the distemper, and 
for the recovery of his health, was sent to 
England. When the British nation was 
frightened out of its propriety, by Oates' 
execrable plot, F. Keynes was actually su- 
perior of his Brethren in London; and aU 
though the Government diligently searched 
for him, he succeeded in effecting his escape 
to the Continent. In 1680 he was made 
Rector of Liege College, and at the expira- 
tion of three years was announced Provin- 
cial—an office which he filled with sin- 
gular ability, prudence, and credit, until he 
resigned it, 22 August, 1689. The vener- 
able man died at Watten, 15 May, 1697, 
»t. 73. 

Some of our readers may not be aware, 

that the Savoy Hospital, in London, was 

granted by King James II., to the English 

Jesuits for a College. On 24 May, 1687, 

Whitsun Eve, the following Fathers moved 

into it, viz. : 

Father John Keynes, the Provincial, 

F. Wm; Mumford, his Socius, 

F. Charles Palmer, 

F. Thomas Green, Minister , 

F. Edward Tidder, Procurator, 

F, John Persal, The King*s Preacher^ 

F. Edward Hall and > TLr„,t^^ 

F. Andrew Pulton / Masters. 

with Three Temporal Coadjutors. 

The next day the chapel was opened to 
a crowded audience. 

On the Monday after Trinity Sunday, 
the Schools commenced, and about 200 
youths of various religious denominations 
attended ; for the Prospectus had previ- 
oasly set forth, that the Greek and Latin 
languages would be taught gratis to all 
comers. In consequence of the increasing 
snmber of scholars, F. Thomas Parker 
was called in as a third master ; and in the 
month of September, a fourth teacher being 
indispensable, F. Richard Plowden was de- 
puted from St. Omer's College to fill that 
situation. By the munificence of the Royal 
Family, and some of the Catholic Gentry, 
the Savoy Chapel was considerably enlarged 
and suitably embellished. His Majesty 
gave a liberal subscription : bis pious Con- 



sort presented two ponderous siWer lamps : 
a certain Countess was the donor of four 
very splendid silver candlesticks, besides 
vestments and sacred Ornaments. 

On the Sundays, sermons were delivered 
in the morning and evening : catechistical 
instructions were publicly given two or 
three times every week. The King was 
graciously pleased to visit the infant Col- 
lege, and was complimented bv the pupils 
in the Greek, Latin and English Langnages. 
The Fathers had also, in the heart of the 
City of London, a smaller College, consist- 
ing of seven members, and situated near the 
residence of the Bavarian Ambassador. F. 
Charles Petre was named its Rector ; and 
it was opened on Lady Day, 1688. To this 
establishment the King was a bountiful 
Macienas. Its chapel was thronged to ex- 
cess i Many unable to procure inside ac- 
commodation, would hang by the sills of 
the windows in their eagerness to hear the 
preachers. 

F. Keynes, wielded his powerful pen 
against Dr. Stillingfieet, pointing out his 
contradictions and blunders. His contro- 
versy with the Doctor, continued with little 
interruption from 1671 to 1675. He pub- 
lished also in London '' A Rational Com- 
pendious Way to convince without any 
dispute, all persons whaJtever dissenting 
from the Ttue Religion,'* iSmo. 1674, 
pp. 124. This was translated into Latin, 
and published at Liege in I684i^ and into 
French at St. Omer's, in 1688. It is well 
known that this polite Scholar was the 
principal compiler of the *' Florus Anglo 
Bavaricus*' 4to. Liege, 1665> pp. 906. 

Keynes, Mauricb, entered the Society 
in 1618 : said bis first Mass at the Gesa, in 
Rome, 2 December, 1684. After serving 
the Mission in England for nine years, was 
appointed Professor of Philosophy and Mo- 
ral Divinity at Liege. He died honCTer 
in England,! February, 1654, st. 61, 

*Keynes, Maximilian, became a No- 
vice in 1674 : for many years was engaged 
in the cultivation of the English vineyard ; 
but retiring to Watten, there surreadered 
his soul to God, 3 March, 1720, sat. 68. 

^KiDDcR, Charles, died a Seholastie 
9 April, 1772, 

KiLLicK, William, is said to have died 
in Maryland during the month of Auaait, 
1720. 

KiMiER, Thomas : admitted in 1706 : at 
the usual period was called to take his sta- 
tion among the Professed Ffithers : for 
some years was Superior of his. Brethren in 
the residence of St. Winefrid : and died it 
Castle Fowls, 1 April, 1742, »t. 64. 

King, Thomas. — F. More, p. 35, Hist, 
afiirms, that this promising menil>er of tlM 
Society was sent to England for the re- 
covery of his health ; but sunk under a de« 
dine soon after his return home, in the jear 
1665. 
KiNGDON, Abraham, boni In hotd^^t 
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TSAugtat, 1718: attht 
with eight ef hit 
NoTitimte at WatleB,' 
yeirshefora hk deilh, 
bod J uid muid ; bat very 
died at liese. 7 Mafch, 1798. 

KiHGBoir, Jon, elder brather off 
ham, and bora 99 Jidy, 1710. Ha 
his simple Yovs when his hralher 
meneed the Norleeship. Devoiiag 
to the hdMrioas MissioB of Manrla^ 
was at lei^gth ealied to reeeive hu reea 
peoee 7 Jaly, 1761, Piot 8. 

KuresiAT, Ighatiiis CHokos, hoia ia 
1701 : anrt sf Ihi ijr nflTT ininllnrthlmiiif 
amongst the Nonces at Watiea. This 
profiened and feneiablB Father doaed a loag 
Missionary esreer, at the age of 88: dj^ 
in London, 6 September, 1787, and was 
hnriedatSuPancras^ Heeaea paandby 
the name of ClagrtoA. 

KiHQSLKT, Ownr Joseph: after his 
serving the Maryhmd Mlssioa, I sMset with 
him in the Tidnity of Iieleestcr. Ordered to 
Wattea, he died there U Janosry, 1788, 
St. 48, Ret 88. 

KnosLBT, Thomas. — The elder asspmed 
the nasie of De BoU and Bojfte : was 
Chaphua to Lord Tenyham near Rochester, 
when the revolotlon burst forth. Seised by 
a popolace, maddened with political and 
religions fary, he was nearly sacrificed to 
their brutal violence. Fortanately rescued 
at last from their savage grasp, he was es* 
corted to London, and oommitted to New- 
gate, whence at the end of a twelvemooth, 
he was discharged by Proclamation. He 
died in London, 15 October, 1095, ml. 45. 
Rel. 19. 

The Janior was a man of real talent, and 
taught Philosophy and Theology at Liege 
with great credit. His death occurred at 
London, 87 August, (another account says 
(87 Sept.) 1781, mt. 76, Rel. 58, Prof. 40. 

KiNosLBT, William^ bom 12 April, 
1096 ; entered the Norltiate in 17IS ; and 
whilst serving the Northumberland Mis- 
sion in 1781, was admitted to the Profes- 
sion of the Four Yows. He died at 
Bllingham, 12 February, I7S4. 

Kinsman, Bernard, dte4 in England, 
3 February, 1668. 

KiNSMAH, Edward ; for a time was at 
St. John's in Louvain ; and is said to have 
been the Author of a 4to Vol. of Lives of the 
Saints.

Kinsman, Michael, born in London, A. 
D. 1614, at the age of 17 enlisted under the 
banner of St. Igniatius, and after passing 
through various offices of the English Pro* 
?lnce, died at Liege in a good old age, 20 
May, 1094. 

Kirk, TnoMASf entered the Sodett in 
1689 : after several years passed !n Mhi- 
sionary labonr, died in Englaod 11 Septem* 
ber, 1718, mt. 52.

Retiring to Walton Hall, in 
Torkskire, he died there, 16 Seplemhar, 
I78S, deservedly esteemed and regretted. 

KmoBT. Qborqb, third son of Heorr 
Knight, ofCaanlngton, Esq. by liis wife 
Elizabeth Blake, was bom IS iammry, 
I7S3: began kis Novlceship in 1754: for 
some time was employed in the Cornish 
Mission ; but died suddenly at Courtfield. 
Monmouthshire, 85 January. 1790. 

N.B. His elder brother MTIIliam, 0,8. 
F. died I April, 1806. mt. 76. 

Knioht, Richaud, born at Six hills ia 
Linooloahire. 4 August, 1780: was admitted 

II July, 17S9;and numbered among the 
Professed Fathers, 6 Deeember, 1756. He 
was a man of sterling merit, and full of the 
Religious spirit. He died very suddenly at 
Lincoln, where he had been the lacuaibeat 
for many years, 16 December, 1798, mt.75. 
I have been told he was eonneeted with the 
respeetable fhmily of ThorM, He was 
certainly brother of Lucy, Lady Gage. 

*Knowlss, Jobm. The Senior died in 
Maryland, 94 September, 1837. 

The Janior was admitted at the adtaneed 
age of 85, and died, after rendering useful 
service to his Brethren in Marylandi 8 
March, 1742, mt. 46. 

KNOWLts, RonsRT, of Lantsaahire, ad- 
mitted in 16S0; but I can glean no further 
particulars. 

Knott, Edwabd. This oracle of wl sdom 
and mirror of piety, saw the light of day at 
P^worth, near Morpeth, Nortnumbarisnd. 
His real name wis hi^henf Wiiwmu lo 
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the course of the year 1603, he reached the 
English College at Rome to complete his 
Diviaity, and after receiving holy Orders, 
petitioned for admission into the Society. 
He began his Novicethip at Rome, in I606| 
and at its expiration, was appointed Peni- 
tentiary. After filling several other situa- 
tions* he was raised to the rank of a Profes- 
sed Father. 30 September, 1618. Bach year 
added to his reputation : indeed he shone as 
a radiant Luminary by the fervor of his re- 
ligious spirit, by the exemplary zeal and 
discretion, and his transcendant talents and 
vigor of intellect. In 164*3, a very critical 
juncture, he was fixed upon to succeed F. 
Hen. More in the Proviucialship : and in 
that capacity he assisted in November, 
1645, at the 8th General Congregation of 
the Order. The prudence and ability which 
he exhibited in his government procured his 
reinstatement in that office 22 March, 1653, 
and he held it till his happy death in London, 
14 January, 1656, aet. 74. Anthony Wood, 
p. 45, Vol. II. Athens Oxoni relates that he 
was buried the next day in St. Pancras 
Church. Feeble in constitution, but indefa- 
tigable in labor, he left to posterity the fol- 
lowing Monuments of his erudition.

Lacy, Edward.— 'Of whom I can glean 
ho further particulars than that he joined 
the Society 7 May, 1712, et. 36, and that 
he died at Ghent 18 March, 1718. 

Lacy, Gboqob, Michabl. This alumnus 
of Stonyhurst College was bom at Bristol 
23 April, 1793. After serving the Winger- 
worth Mission, in Derbyshire, for many 
years, died there of an enlargement of the 
heart, 16 November, 1836. 

Lacy, Richard, (The Family name was 
Price) was born at Oxford in 1648: en- 
rolled himself amongst the children of St. 
Ignatius 14 December, 1668, and became 
eminent in the practice of every religious 
virtue, especially of profound humility, 
mortification, and eagerness to suffer for the 
name of Jesus. On account of the raging 
heat of the persecution in Bngland, excited 
by Gates' Plot, the young Missionary waa 
ordered back by bis Superiors to the Low 
Countries; but at the end of five months 
was permitted to return. At his very land- 
ing at Dover he was apprehended and eon- 
veyed to Newgate, in London, where, in 
four months time, the inhumanitT of his 
treatment in a filthy dungeon, with the de- 
nial of medical assistance, until too late, 
brought on a burning fever, whioh ter- 
minated his existence 11 March, IQBO. 0«S« 
St. 32. He had the consolation of being at- 
tended in his last moments by his friend F. 
Edward Petre. 

Lact, William, of Bcarboroogh. After 
an education at Magdalene ColleifB, Oxon, 
he entered the Society at Nauelf In 161 1, 
and fourteen years later, daring which time 
he was chiefly employed in teidilng Hu- 
manities at St, Omer, was appointed le the 
English Mission. Iflndthatne wni tdmlt- 
ted to the Profession of the l^oor Yowi 91 
November, 1637. From Wood'ii Atben»« 
Oxon. Vol. II. p. 879, we borrow the fol- 
lowing particulars of this worthy Father: 
** He settled in the city of Oxford, where, 
and in the neighbourhood, he ndmlnlitered 
to the Roman Catholics till towards the end 
of his life. He lived many years In • jpeor 
cottage without the Bastfate of Oswd. 
with two Roman Catholio Virffinf,lti own- 
ers, named Mary and Joan Menkyne. who 
from their childhood had dedleated Iheoi- 
selves to piety and good works, mlways lived 
singly, and arrived both of them bevMid the 
age of man. These did very earmlly tip 
tend this Father, and took as mneh etre of 
him, as if he had been their own'fhihsr or 
brother. His fare was eoanti hli drink of 
a penny a gallon : his bed wei.iiiukr 
ing, and the way to it wM np a 
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Witk tkeM tw^ 1 My, he Ufcd ia a bmmI 
retired mad derost eoBdition. till God wis 
pleased to timnslote Uieoi to a better place : 
aod then the Father was reuMved to the 
Doipkm Imm^^uk Magdaleoe Parish, io ihe 
sotnirb of Oxoo, the Hostess of which was 
one of his persiia»ioo, where he ended his 
days. He was esteemed by all, especially 
by those of his cpinioo. a learned nan, well 
Tersed in the Poets, of a qaiet disposition, 
aod gentle beharioor; which made him 
therefore respected, and his company desired 
by certain sd>olars of the Unirersi ty, es- 
pecially by T^Mos Masters^ and other 
ingenioos aieo of New College. The things 
that this Father hath written are. 

*' The Judgment of an Umiversitg Man 
eoneemmg Mr. WOiiam CkiiUmgworih^ 
hit iaU Pamphlet, in answtr to Ckaritg 
m aintainttL" Prmied 1639: re-printed at 
Cambridge, 8vo.

" At length this Father Lacey» who had 
iired to be twice a child, died in the Dot- 
pkin Inn, before mentioned, 17 July, 1678, 
aged 89 years: and two days after, his body 
being carried to Somerton, near Doddington, 
in Oxfordshire, (to which place he usually 
retired) was buried in the church there, no- 
ted for the splendid monuments of the Fer~ 
Kourt, Lords of that town, and Roman 
Catholics." 

Laithwaxtb, Thomas, born in Lanca- 
shire, but usually passed by the name of 
Seott. Educated at home in classical learn- 
ing, he went to Seville to study Philosophy 
and Divinity. In 1004, he sailed from St. 
Lucar for Plymouth ; but on lauding, and 
whilst actually waiting for horses to convey 
him on to Exeter, he was met by Sir War- 
wick Hele, (^eldest sen of Serjeant Hele, of 
Wemberry.) a bitter Enemy of Catholics, 
who, In quality of Justice of the Peace, pro- 
posed to him as a Stranger in the place, to 
take the Oath of Allegiance and Supremacy. 
On his refusal he was shamefully searched ; 
but the Knight desired the 80 marks found 
on his person to be restored. At (he end of 
two days his Commitment was made out 
for the High Jail in Exeter. After spend- 
ing three months in that sink of infamy and 
misery, he was arraigned at the Lammas 
Assizes and condemned to death, on the 
testimony of a man who swore to have seen 
him celebrate Mass at St. Lucar. About 
Christmas the same year, he had the conso- 
lation of reconciling to God and the Church) 
his brother Edward, a most bigoted Pro- 
testant, who hearing of bis imprisonment 
and condemnation, had come down purpose- 
ly to reclaim him from the Errors oi Po- 
pery. He had also the satisfaction of con- 
verting a Felon, the evening before the poor 
man's execution. Afier six months im- 
prisonment, F. Laithwaite's sentence wai 



eted for perpetwal hiahliaeat^ Il« 
was pat on board a vessel bovad to St« 
Malo. The crew and passengers spent a 
day at Quernsey: and on the next thiy 
whilst pursuing their voyage, were over^ 
taken by a dreadful storm, that drove the 
ship on the Hampshire coast. Here he con- 
trived to tSeei his escape, and hastening 
without delay Io F. Henry Garnctt, soli- 
cited admission into the Society. This Sn- 
perior placed him under the direction of P. 
John Gerard. The confusion of the timeS| 
occasioned by the Gunpowder Plot, delay* 
ed his admission : in fact, he was appre- 
hended soon after the discovery of the Plot, 
in attempting to rejoin F. Jobn Gerard^ at 
his residence in the country, and remained 
in jail about a twelvemonth, when with 46 
Priests be was sent into perpetual banish- 
roent. The first use be made of his liberty 
was to commence the regular Noviceship at 
Lou vain, 1 February, 1607, at. 89 ; and 
he made his Simple Vows in England, 9 
February. 2609. Yet Mr. Dodd, p. 891, 
Vol. S, Church Hist-, iusinuatef, that he 
became a Jesuit, after labouring teveral 
years as a clergyman upon the Mission. 
This sealous and venerable Father died In 
England, 10 June, 16M, at. 77, Rel.48, 
See More*e History, Lib. 0. 

Lallart. John. After serving the Mis- 
sion for many years, died at Boulogoe 86 
September, 1 748, at. Al,8oc. 88. 

^Lambert. William.— We collect from 
p. 81, of More*s Hist., that this temporal 
Coadjutor united himself to the Order at 
Rome, 21 July. 1667— that Cardinal Stanii- 
laus Hosius honored him with his esteem 
for his pre-eminent charity towards the 
poor and infirm — that he died in the Polish 
States, but the year Is anrecorded. 

Lambton, Anthony, of Hants : entered 
the Society at the age of 86 : was professed 
8 December, 1630, and was reputed a man 
of talents and business-like habits. Ho 
died at Watten 17 October, 1668. at. 76. 

*Laiibt, John. — The only particulars I 
can gather of his life are from F. John 
Gerard*s Autobiography » ** The first to» 
ciu8 that I had. in England was John 
Lamet, who died a Coadjutor of our So- 
ciety in Spain ''-^consequently he roust 
have died before the year 1610. 

Lancaster, Joseph, (whose real oame 
was La Motte) born ISjIuly, 1718 : at the 
age of 16 was entered an alumnus of the 
English College at Rome : embraced the 
Rule of St. Ignatius in 17S4, and was 
Professed in 1750. For some years was 
Penitentiary at Loretto : then was em- 
ployed in the Coroish mission ; died at 
Slate-delf, near Chorley, 17 September, 
1772. 

Land, Thomas, is mentioned by F. 
More, p. 200, History, as having died 
optato eitlua, in Spain, early in the 17th 
century ; but it Is evident from a letter of 
F. Knott, dated from St. Omer, 4 February, 
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1087, that F. LaDd was then liTing at Val- 
Udolid. 

Larb« Bonatbnturb, joined the Order 
in 1706, and the Professed Fathers in 
1 796. From bei ng chaplai n to the Darrelf , 
at Scortney, he was appointed to the Mis* 
sion of Dunkenhalgh, ia Lineashire, where 
be finished his course 20 January, 1750, 
at. 66. 

Lanb, Johk.— From a MS. of F. Per- 
sons, 1 eolleet that he was Master of Arts, 
and fellow of Corpus Christi College, Oz« 
ford, and that he died at Alcala in Spain, 
6 May, 1579. He had aceompanied F. 
Persons to Padua, with the intention of 
tndying the Law, but he a uitted this pur- 
suit to enter the Society ox Jesus, 2 Feb- 
mary, 1576. 

liAMB, Jambs, bom in Worcestershire 
11 NoYember, 1787, admitted at the age of 
91, and passed through all his studies with 
distinguished honor. For neaily half a cen- 
tury he resided at Norwich, where he was 
greatly respected. Dying 5 April, 1821, 
his remains were deposited in a plot of 

Eonnd adjoining the chapel at Bury St. 
imunds, with this Epitaph.— 
D. 0. M. 
Reverendus Jacobus Lane^ 
ObiU NmU AprUU 
MDCCCXXI. 
Etloteparati, 

Lanb, William, bom 30 January, 1672 ; 
received into the Order 24 July, 1699; and 
Professed therein 17 August. 1709. He 
was chiefly employed at Padwell and Slin- 
don. Declared rector of his brethren 
within the College of St Thomas, of Can- 
terbury, 8 August 1738; ha was thought 
worthy to be continued in that office for 
tweWe years. He died at Winton 10 May, 
1788, set. 80. 

Langdale, Marmadurb, born at Man- 
chester, 28 October, i748 ; joined the Soci- 
ety in 1766; and with deep regret witnessed 
its suppression Be?en years later. I find by 
his letter that he was ordained Priest at 
Cologne 24 July, 1776, and said his first 
Mass a week later, on the feast of his holy 
founder. This amiable Priest was sent 
shortly after to the Wigan Mission, which 
greatly flourished under his pastoral soli- 
citude. There he resied from his labours 3 
Not. 1786, sincerely lamented by all who 
knew him. 

'Langsfobd, Abraham« whose real name 
was j^mos Meredith, was admitted 92 
April, 1679. He died at Ghent 9 May, 
1707, at. 48. 

Lanosford, Edward, Joined the order 
7 September, 1684, set. 36; but I look in 
Tain for materials to follow out his history. 

Lanoworth, Basil, is stated to ha?e 
died at St. Omer 12 October, 1688. 

Lanmaw, Hbnet, often called Butler^ 
of Suffolk ; admitted at LouTain 1 February, 
1607, set. 34; made his simple Vows 2 
February, 1609. When the plague raged 



there, this meek and indefiitigable Priest 
multiplied himself, as it were, to administer 
comfort and relief to the Infected. At 
length he fell a Tictim to his charity 5 June, 
1614. See the character of this good Fil- 
ther p. 411.More'sHist. 

F. Thomas Talbot in relating bis deatii, 
says of him, " PetiU ordenter mt Patri- 
bus noatris fratribusque^ nnntiarelwr, 
summam se eonsolatiauemf exeoperdpete 
quod membrum esset eorparU in aaAuO' 
rum subsidium conseerati.*' 

*Lardbuh, Petsr, died al WatteOi 6 
January, 1718, at. 69, Rel. 85; 

Lasrnbt, John, eame from St. Omer to 
the Novitiate at Watten 7 Decamlwr, ld75. 
Was certainly employed in the London 
Mission in 1701 and 1704, and dM in Eng- 
land 25 August, 1724. at. 69. 

*Latham, Christopher. — ^I lielieTa of 
Lancashire, died in 1620. In hlf desk were 
found some pious memoranda and resolu- 
tions, still extant, which testify to tiie pro« 
gress the holy youth had mada in Religions 
Spirit. 

Latham, Edward, of Lancashire ; ad- 
mitted in 1628. Professed 31 July. 1649; 
for many years shone as the blight example 
of patient zeal and apostolie charity. Ex- 
hausted with labours in the Tineyard, he 
rendered his meek spirit into Iho bands of 
his Ood, 12 July, 1667, set. 67. 

Latham, Richard, kinsman of the aboTe, 
joined the order in 1691 : was a Missionary 
ID Maryland for some years ; but died on 
his return from that country in 1708, at the 
early age of S7, 

Launat, Alan;— This Tenerable Father 
died in the finglish College at Liege, 25 
April, 1789, et. 89. 

Laurinsoh, John, bom at Chippen 
Hill, near Witham, Essex, 6 January, 
1760. During the course of his edaeation 
at Liege, he distioguiihed himself by tender 
and solid piety, and successftil application. 
In that College he subsequently taught a 
course of Humanities, and some of his pu- 
pils, among whom we may nnmber tlie ReT. 
Charles Brooke, haTO reflected the highest 
credit on their talented and experlsDced pre- 
ceptor. During the emigration from Liege, 
his serTices to the community were beyond 
all praise : atStonyhurst they were not less 
effectiTcand important as Librarian, Pro- 
fessor of Mathematics, and ocourional 
teacher of the Belles Lettres. The 
Right Honourable S, L. SOkiei^ in an 
article published in the MomMg Muga- 
tine of August, 1829, writea, ••It 
was my good fortune to be nlaeed at 6m, 
in the class of the HeT. Father John Lat- 
renson, who was an exceltent Latin SchotaTf 
and had besides, a strong relish fbr l^ish 
compiosition. He was an excellent roan, with 
an exceedingly good heart, with generooi 
and honorable feelings, and entirely flee 
from that suppleness, which has been st- 
tnbnted, but lo my mind erroneouly, to tks 
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body to which he belonged.— Tha Bar. J. 
LanrensoD was a penonifieatioB of greaU 
ness. He was a great gaont OMUib with a 
deep sonorous f oice, and a eoaDteaanoe, in 
whieh it was easy to diseoTer liis Tigorons 
Intellect, his open and manly nature, and 
an irascibility, which, with all his efiirts, 
and with tlie didpline of Loyola, he found 
it impossible to conquer. F. Laaienson 
was obliged from, I bdiare, ill health, to 
gire np the class, and was snceeedad by tlia 
Rot. C.Brocdce." 

F. Lanrenson' aident leal for sonb. in- 
daced him to commence a new Mission in 
Clitberoe, abom the mUes dirtant from the 
College. The prospect was indeed most 
discoaraging: he hald to enoonnter the deep- 
rooted prejadloes and bigotry of high and 
low: his hearers but a mere handful, hardly 
as many as the dozen disciplfii at Ephesus. 
Acts ziz. 7.f and mostly of the poorest des- 
cription : the place, I well remembor, for 
divine worship, was a small hut, in a badL 
court, to which you mounted by scTeral steps, 
and which had been employed as an hen 
roost. In 1799 he dedded on boilding a 
public chapel: the foundations were laid 
16 'aly* that year, and such was the spirit 
and acti?e enterpriie of tliis undertaker, 
that the building was opened with a solemn 
High Mass 18 November following, and the 
worthy founder had tlie consolation of Inh 
holding his labours crowned with an abun- 
dant harvest of souls. 

In 1808, he was removed to firough Hall, 
where he greatly endeared himself to his 
flock by his exemplary charity and vigilant 
attention to his pastoral duties. Returning 
to Stonyhurstin June, 1830, he was ap- 
pointed Spiritual Father to the Scholastics 
in the New House, or Seminary; but 29 
June, 1839, was sent to Bury St. Bdmunds, 
CO supply for F. Henry Wright, who was 
obliged to relinquish from bad health. 
Here the good pastor pursued his apostolic 
career untillhis death, 19 September, 1834. 
This mournful event deprived many of an 
S nteresting companion, and a cordial friend ; 
the poor grisyed for his loss as that of a fa- 
ther, whilst religion regretted and will 
cherish his memory, as of one of her most 
zealous, disinterested and faithful Ministers, 

From the pen of this accomplished scho- 
lar, we have,

He was also the author of a sMMt inter- 
esting narrative in MS .of the Emigration 
from Liege to Stonyhwst ; and he is ever 
intitled to the grataal reeoUeetion of his 
brMhren for rescuing from oblivion the 
MS. ••NbftfPofrlt QnlUlmiWeetamde 
Hti snA." This MS. had been much in- 
jured by damp, and was in a decayed con- 
dition, when F. Laurenson transcribed it 
in 186 pages. 

*Iauao, Lbwis. This scholastic died 
at Liege 29 May, 1729, ssL 25. Soc. 3. 

*Lawaro, Jorm, of Bucks, and passed 
by the name of F eUi pla ee : he was admit- 
ted at Louvahi for a Temporal Coadjutor, 

1 February, 1607. 

Lawsom. Thomas, (I ft 2) both of Brough 
Hall, in Yorkshire. Tlie Senior was bom 
8 Dec. 1666: joined the Noyitiate in 1684, 
and was raised to the rank of a Professed 
Father in 1708. For a time was Confessor 
to James III., commonly called the Pre^ 
tender, AfUnr completing his triennium 
as Rector of Watten, he was appointed 
Prorineial of his Brethren In 1724. The 
following year Mary (heiress of Sir Nicliolas 
Shirebum, of Stctnyhurst, Bart.) tha 
Duchess of Thomas, 8th Duke of Norfolk, 
anxious to haye a Jesuit for her chaphdn 
and director, requested the General of the 
Order, F. Tamburini, to grant her F. Law- 
son for this puipose. Her wish was grati- 
fied. F. Lawson was released from the 
responsibility of the Provincialship, and at- 
tended on her Grace until late in the year 
1733. On 1 January the next year, he 
was re-«ppointed Rector of Watten, and 
retained that oflSce until September, 1740. 
Retiring then to St. Omer, he died 18 De- 
cember, 1750, »t; 84. His exhortations 
on the Rules of the Society, which he had 
delivered to the Novices at Watten, he left 
to the care of the ladies at Micklegate Bar, 
of York. 

The Junior was bom 80 Maieh, 1720, 
joined the Order In his seventeenth year, 
and was admitted to his solemn Profession 

2 February, 1764. After fiUioff several 
offices, he waa declared Rector of the Col- 
lege at Bruges 24 February, 1766,*snd held

that siluatiou until 21 December, 1769, 
Just before his being named Rector, he had 
published a short treatise on ** Devotion 
to the sacred heart of Jesus" a devotion 
that he piously and zealously promoted, un- 
til the end of his life. He also re-published 
the Rev. Robert Manning's two Discourses 
on " Devotion to the B. V, Mary,** for 
cratuilous distribution. After the fatal 
dissolution of his Order, F. Lawson re- 
turned to England, and finished his length- 
ened course in London 11 July, 1807, in the 
88lh year of his age. His epitaph in St. 
Pancras church yard is hardly worth pre- 
bc-ving. Nearly 23 years before his death 
viz. 15 NoTember. 1784, he submitted at 
York to an operation for the stone. It was 
most skilfully performed by Mr. Hey, sur- 
geon, of Leeds, and the good Father en- 
Joyed afterwards a tolerable share of health. 
Layton, John, of Derbyshire: a most 
devout, religious, eloquent Preacher and 
zealous Missionary. He died about the 
year 1626, »l. 38. Soc, 12. See p. 459 of 
F More's History. Q. Did he not Trans- 
lateinto English some of F James Gordon's 

works ? 
Layton^ Joseph, see Houseman, Chris- 

topher. rr v 

Layton, John Joseph, of Lancashire : 
I think his family name was Leigh, and 
that he was admitted in 1661 : he occurs 
rector of Ghent from 1696, to 1708. He 
died at Mechlin 1 December, the last men- 
tioned year. 

Layton, Philip, (alias Leigh) of Lan- 
cashire, but generally passed on the Mission 
by the name of Metealf. He was entered 
an alumnus of the English College at Rome 
in 1671 ; but embraced the Institute of St. 
Ignatius 20 June, 1678. I believe he was 
first stationed at Newcastle-upon-Tyne. 
The annual letters show that here was 
«* sacellnm satis amplum et schola fre- 
flucns."— that F. L. was a model of zeal 
and charity— that in a short period he re- 
conciled eighty to the church, and heard 
more than three hundred general confeislons. 



When Bishop Leyburn visited that town 
10 and 12 August, 1687, thii worthy Father 
presented 860 persons for Confirmation. 
On 29 January, 1688. he preached a sermon 
before the Right WorsLlpful the Mayor 
of that town, Sir William Creagh, which 
was published by Henry Hills, printer to 
King James II. and the Royal Household. 
A copv of the sermon is eztant in the li- 
brary of St. Mary's College, Oscotl ; and 
Dr Weedall, a good critic, has proQcanced 
in his letter (p. 884. Cath. Miscellany of 
1826; that *« It displays learning, pitU, 
and moderation.*' See also p. Ill of the 
said Miscellany. After the rerolation F. 
L., or Metealf y became attached to the 
Powis Family, as we read in the Annual 
Letters of 17 10. 

** P. Philippui Layton utUissimamope' 
ram foris navat in Resideniia S. Wine- 
fridcpy licet, numerotisinue Duels de 
Powis Familice addidus. He ended his 
days at Holywell 81 January, 1717, »t. 66. 
According to Alban Butler's S.S. Lives 
(8 November.) F. Metealf published 1712 
an enlarged edition of the •• L{fe and Mi- 
racles of 8L Winefridr by F. John 
Falconer. The Text was re-printed in 
1718, with bitter splenetic notes by Dr. 
Wm. Fleetwood, then Bishop of Asaph. 

Layton, Thomas, of Lancashire com- 
menced his Noviceship in 1614; but I can- 
not recover the date of his death, nor of 
William Layton's. 

Leach, Humphrey, of AUerton, Shrop. 
shire : educated at Brazenose College, Ox- 
fonl. Preferred to a vicai age in Shrews- 
bury and to a Chaplaincy in Christ Church, 
Oxford ; a sermon that he preached from xx 
ch. Revel, 12lh v. in defence of the Evan- 
gelical Counsels and the Fathers, occasioned 
extraordinary excitement throughout the 
University, and vexatious annoyance to 
himself; but the opposition he had to en- 
counter opened his eyes to the light of truth, 
induced him to retire abroad, and after some 
years to embrace the rule of St. Ignatius at 
Rome, in 1618. In due time he was sent to 
the English Mission, and resided with the 
Massey Family in Cheshire. His course 
was very short, for * tabe et languoribus 
conswnptus** he went to receive the reward 
of his worldly sacrifices and meritorious la- 
bours 8 June, 1629, set, 67. See p. 814, Lib. 
i. p. 221, Lib. ii. Hist, and Antiq. Unif. 
Oxon.— Also p. 467, Vol. I. Athenee Oxod. 
We have under his name ** DntifuU con- 
siderations addressed to King James, 
concerning his premonitory Epistle to 
Christian Princes** 4to. St. Omer, 1609, 
pp. 243 ; but it is distinctly ascertained that 
F. Persons had the chief hand in its com- 
position.

NEW CATHOLIC CHAPEL. 
The ceremony of opening the New Caiholie 
Chapel, erected from a design and under the 
superintendance of Ma. Patikncb, took 
place on Wednesday. On this occasion a 
solemn Pontifical Mass was celebrated by 
the Right Rey. Dr. Weld, who was as* 
sisted by the Rby. J. Postlkwhitb as 
Assistant Priest, the Rby. F. Daniei., as 
Deacon, and the Rbt Joseph Wilson, as 
Sub- Deacon. There were about sixteen of 
the Catholic Clergy assembled on the oc- 
casion, and after they had mored slowly in 
procession round the Chapel in their sacer- 
dotal vestments, preceding the Bishop and 
his Assistants, the mass began. The orna- 
ments of the Bishop & his Attendants were 
eminently splendid, & his manner calculated 
to impress the congregation with the con- 
viction of his powerful religious feeling. 
The Sermon in ihe morning was preached 
by the Rev. F. Martyn, of Walsall. The 
delivery of this divine is fluent and persua- 
sive, his voice silvery in its tone, and his 
manner easy and graceful. The discourse 
was chiefly a portraiture of the life of the 
Redeemer, shewing by his words and ac- 
tions that the love of God and of our neigh- 
bour is the end of the Christian Faith and 
Discipline. The preacher, towards the end 
of his discourse, in a very happy allusion 
to the cure of the centurion's servant, grant- 
ed in consideration of his having erected a 
synagogue, shewed in a natural and forcible 
manner how acceptable to Almighty God 
would be the charitable contributions of all 
those who had assisted in the erection of 
this temple to his worship. 

The afternoon service commenced like 
that in the morning by a solemn procession 
round the Chapel, closed by the Bishop in 
a rich cope. On arriving at the Altar the 
Te Deum was solemnly Intoned by the 
Prelate, and continued by the choir. After 
the recital of several appropiate psalms and 
prayers in English, the Vbrt Rky. Mr. 
KiRWAH, one of the Vicars of the Catholie 
Wardenate of Oalway, ascended the pulpit, 
and preached an eloqnenl and animated 
Sennon on the eitabllshaieDt and progress

Parts of it weraaa« 
oeedingly elfeetive« while the whole leafae 
apon the mind of the hearer an agrteahia 
recollection of its flowing oMlodles, pleasing 
asodalation. and rich harmonies — in short, 
it cannot be heard without a stron| recoU 
lection of the style of Havdn, though it It 
without any direct imitations. The vocal 
^BOtt were perhaps Ihe most perfeot, and 
the adaptation of the wind instramentt 
manifestod a considerable share of acqaain- 
taoee with the Gei man mode of instrumental 
tion. The first chorus, Tke JCyrie, and 
Gloria i« exeelsts, were particularly ani- 
mated — as was also the opening of the Crt* 
do, and the base air Bi ia spiritum* The 
soprano parts were sustained by a young lady 
whose voice is sweet and powerful— the 
tenor and base parts by gentlemen whose 
attainments manifest much cultivation of 
the art — and indeed the whole was highly 
creditable to the band, which was led by Mr, 
Mueller and conducted bv Ma. Tatlor, 
and consisted principally of amateurs. 

The congregation wss not so numerous as 
was autloipated— owing In some degree per« 
haps to a generally received belief that the 
Chapel would be crowded to excess, which 
kept many away, and particularly those of 
the antlent faith. Loud and Lady Staf- 
roRD with their Family, Sir Richard and 
Lady Bbdinofibld were present. 

We have so recently and so fully de- 
scribed this beautiful building, that nothing 
remains to be said upon that part of the sub- 
ject more than that the service of the day 
has proved its excellence for the purpoaei it 
is intended. Ample space for ingress and 
egress, a capacious area for a numerous 
oongtegatioD, free tranimlatlon of sound, 
and just so much resonance as may increase 
without confusing either rousioal tones or 
those of speech^all these properties are 
found in an adequate degree of perfection. 

One of the most cui ious circumstances at- 
tending thia celebration was, that the balls 
of St. Gile's parish church rang at inter?8ls 
during the day in honour of the event, and 
at ^he conclusion fired many volllei. It If 
said that no similar demonstration since the 
Reformation hes taken place on an v occasion! 
connected with the Catholic body, and we 
cannot but compliment the parish author Itlef 
on their tolerant permission of the wishes of 
their fellow christians of the totlent faith. 

Leckomby, Richard, of a good family 
in Lancashire, born in 1006} entered the 
Noritlate al the age of 9h Tbii fenerehle 
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Father, after a long Missionary life, died 
at Crozton 8 May, 1771. 

Lbckonby, Thomas, brother I suppose, 
to P. Richard L.; was admitted into the 
Order in 1721, and died in the Maryland 
Mission 16 December, 1784, at the early age 

of 81. 

Another F. Thomas L. I thinlL, was 
nephew to the above, bom 16 October, 1717 ; 
admitted in 1786. Professed 9 February, 
1764, and died, accordinp^ to one acconnt, 
14 February (but according to another 10 
February) 1778, at Pontop, in the Parish 
of Lancbester, in the County of Durham. 

The Provincial Return 
of 1666, fixes the death of this temporal 
Ck>adjutor to 14 February of that year, set.

Lbb, Rogbr, of an illustrious Family. 
Possessing a very numerous acquaintaace, 
and the highest personal recommendations, 
he was enabled to introduce his friend F. 
John Gerard, into the best Society, and thus 
supply means and opportunities of gaining 
souls to God. On 37 October, 1600, this 
aeeomplished Gentleman placed himself 
amongst the Novices of St. Andrews, at 
Rome, and eventually became one of the 
most usefnl members of the Order. He died 
of Consumption at Dunltirk, whilst pre- 
paring to sail for England, to recover his 
health, in 1616, »t, 47. See p. 966 of F. 
More's History, also his life in Tanner's 
Confessors of s'.J. 

Lbiob, Aubxandbr, of Lancashire, ad- 
mitted 4 December, 1700, Professed 3 Feb- 
ruary, 1718. For many years was em- 
ployed in the Mission, and for a time served 
Preston, where, I think, he died 9 March, 
1746, at. 67. He often passed by the name 
otJohn Lay ton* 

Lbigh, John, of Lancashire, was admit- 
ted in 1660. 

Another of the same name joined the So- 
ciety in 1678; but In vain I search for fur- 
ther particulars. 

Lbi«h, Richahd, of Lancashire ; admit- 
ted in 1686 : F. Knott in a letter dated 16 
January, 1627, describes him as *<avery 
Religions, quiet, and tractable Novice"; 
but afterwaids I lose sight of him. 

Lbioh, Roobr, bom in Lancashire, 16 
March, 1708: in his 90th year joined the 
Society.' His contemporary, Thomas Phil- 
lips, of whom more hereafter, had a special 
resard for him. F. Roger L. closed a long 
Missionary life in bis native County, 29 
January, 1781. 

Lbioh, William. It is mortifying to 
confess, that I can learn nothing of him ; 
but that he diedat Valladolid. 

I believe 
was a Belgian lay-brother. He died at St. 
Omer, 12 January, 1760, »t. 66. Rel. B9.

In a letter of F. John Gerard addressed from 
Liege, 19 September, 1614^ I read *«Therels 
Mr Lewkner, who growinge of late to a foil 
resolution of enterlnge the Soeietieb and be- 
inge soe much knowen In England, and ia 
the Court as he is, soe that he eonld not be 
concealed in the English CoUedge at Rome, 
beinge to goedaylie to and from the Seholes, 
and his Father (as he considers) bein|{e 
morally sure to loose his place (which is 
worth unto him £1QM a yeare, and his 
Estate not great besides it) be therefore 
thought it very needful to stay bis joamey to 
Rome.— Mr. L. is a man everle way fit for 
our imployment; he hath a verie good witt, 
both quicke and judiclouse, and an exeellent 
good disposition, with a fine behaviour 
and experience in conversation with the bet* 
ter sort, and which I mostieepect, he is and 
will beasolide, vertnoose, and spirituall 
man. He hath learning snffleient to begin 
Logicke, which after his Novitiate he may 
doe privately in France. I beseech your 
Reverence to send order for his admittance." 
This humble and devout Uellgions died ia

Lewis, John.— the 1st was ofWatoi, 
and Uncle to the Martyr David Lewis, alias 
Charles Baker, 8. Ji At the age of 21. li« 
aggregated himself to the Solely, and died 
in the English Mission, 16 November, 1649, 
at the early age of 88 . 

The 2nd, born 91 October, IT91, wu si- 
mitted at the age of 19, and professed w 
the 18th year after his entrance into Be^ 
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ligioo. He often passed by the Btme of 
L^ppard. He was the mild superior of liis 
Brethren in Maryland, where he departed 
to our Lord, 24 March, 1788. Dr. John 
Carroll, in a letter dated 20 April that year, 
from Baltimore, movingly regrets the loss 
of this valuable Father. 

The drd finished his lengthened course in 
the Maryland Mission 6 April, 1795, set. 74.

Lbwis, Jambs, born 7 January, 1731 , ad- 
mitted 7 September, 1748, made a Spiritual 
Coadjutor of the Society, 2 February, 1761, 
died in London, 27 September, 1776. 

Lbwis, Peter, is said to have been 
drowned at St« Omer, 24 May, 1735. 

liBWis, Theodorb: after serving the Mis- 
sion for some years, died in England, 31 
July, 1707. 

Lewis, Thomas, of Yorkshire: was ad- 
mitted in 1628 : appointed to the office of 
Confessarius at Watten, four yaars later, and 
died there 12 October, 1614, at the early age 
of 36. 

The other Father of this name, (vere 
Culehelh) wza born in Lancashire,21 April, 
1741 : after studying at Valladolid, was 
admitted into the Society, 28 Juua, 1703. 
For a time he supplied, as Missioner, at 
Lindley, Wappenbur^, and Wardour, and 
then was placed at Chidiock, where he con- 
tinued for 21 years. On the Re?erend 
William Poole's quitting Exeter in January 
1807, F. Lewis was ordered to repair thither 
and to do duty until October that year,when 
he was succeeded by the Collector of this 
handful of gleanings. The Reverend Father 
had hardly returned to his faTourite resi- 
dence at Chidiock, when obedience directed 
him to assist the Communj^ at New Hall, 
in Essex. After a short stay there, he was 
enabled to resume his station at Chidiock, 
where he died, deservedly honoured and re • 
gretted, 5 September, 1809. He was car- 
ried to his grave in the Arundell Vault of 
that Parish Church, by six brotheis of his 
congregation, of the respectable Family 
of Tucker. 

Lichfield, William, died at Watten, 6 
January, 1680. 

Lily, John, originally brought up to the 
business of an Apothecary, in London . For 
his zeal in the Catholic cause, he suffered a 
long imprisonment in the Clinok. Shortly 
after his discharge, he was apprehended again, 
and immured in the Tower« where he was 
inhumanly tortured, but not a word could 
be extracted from him, that could prejudice 
the fortune, or compromise the character of 
his numerous acquaintance. Afler three or 
four months, he was removed to Newgate, 
whence he effected his escape, and continued 
his valuable services to FF. Garnett, 
Gerard, and many other Missionaries. 
About the year 1602, he was admitted into 
the Society at Rome. I find by a letter of 
F. Persons, that he left that City for Lou- 
Tfliin, 15 May, 1609; but he prooeeded to 
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England, but died of a pulmonary eoniplalnt 
before the end of that year, at. 36. '* F. Ge« 
rard says of him *' erat cerii itmoetnt 
anima et cum prudentid turn magnd soler, 
tid praditus.*' 

Line, Francis, (alias HnU) born in Lon* 
don in 1595 ; joined the Society in 1623, 
made his Religious Profession iO August, 
1640, a ad was deservedly in repute as an 
able Professor of Hebrew and Mathematics. 
During the time he was serving the English 
Mission, he constructed In the garden of 
Whitehall Palace, the curious dial mentioned 
by Pennant, p. 110'* Description qf Lon- 
don,** It stood on a pedestal, and consis- 
ted of six parts, rising one above the other** 
with multitudes of planes cut on each, 
which are so many dials subservient to the 
purposes of Geography. Astrology, and 
Astronomy. To four of these parts are 
Globes placed in a branch, like a Chandelier. 
The description surpasses my powers. I 
must leave the reader to consult the very 
»earcebook* printed by the inventor at Liege, 
io 1673, in wliich are plates of the several 
parts and their various uses explained.*' F. 
N. Southwell states, that this explication 
was published first ia London io the year 
1669, when the Dial was constructed. This 
scientific geometrician wrote a *' R^ulatiwn 
of the attempt to square the Circle,** 8vo. 
London, 1660. He had been much hurt, as 
appears by his letter to the General, Fa- 
ther Goswin Nickel, J.S. dated Liege, 21 
February, 1657, at the acrimonious obstinacy 
with which his Friend F. Gregory k 
Vincentiot had defended his book * De 
quadraturd Cireuli,** against the unan- 
swerable and good tempered attack of the 
learned Huyghens, and he adds, that he had 
in vain endeavoured to convince his Hev. 
Confrere of the incorrectness of his reasoning, 
and of the 44th proposition of the X book 
of bis work. We have also from his pen 
*' A treaiite on the Barometer^* and a 
Latin work '* De eorporum inseparabUi- 
(ate.** Professor Ptayfair, Vol. II. p. 
879 of his works, printed at Bninburgh in 
1892, says that FF. Line and Lucas had a 
controversy with the immortal Newton, and 
that he opposed his Theory of Light and his

*LiTH, Thomas, of London, appears to 
have been admitted during the life of St.

LiTBRS, Arnold, born in North America, 

II May, 1750. At the age of 19 entered 
the Novitiate ; and soon after his promotion 
to the Priesthood returned to cultivate the 
vineyard in his native country. This zea- 
lous Father finished his Apostolical course 
there 13 August, 1777, Prof. 25. 

'LiYBSAT, Jambs, after rendering impor- 
tant services to the Provinceas a lay-brother, 
died at Bruges 9 June, 176G, est. 58. Rel.

LrvESAT, John, brother I think to James, 
born 5 July, 1712 : died at Lullworth 9 Oc- 
tober, 1781, Rel. 44. 

* W« need not dvoil loag on the early objeciioni 
which were made to Newton's doctrine of Coloart. 
A Jesnit of the name of If natins Paidles« Professor at 
Clermont* at first attempted to aceovnt for the elon- 
gation of the imi^e, by the difference of the angles 
made by the rays, from the two edges of the sun. 
which would prodniee a difference in the amovnt of 
refraction of the two bordera : but when Newton 
pointed out the calculations which showed thein- 
sufBciencyof the explanation, hewithdiaw hie op- 
position. Another more pertinacious opponent ap- 
peared in Francis Linus, (a Physician of Liege! ) 
who maintained, that having tried the experiment, 
he found the sun's image, when the sicy was olear. 
to be round and not oblong ; and he ascribed the 
elongation noticed by Newton, to the effect of clouds. 
Newton for some time refused to reply to this con- 
tradiction of hia assertions, though obstinately per- 
sisted in ; and his answer was at last sent. Just 
about the time of Linus's death, in 1675. But Oas- 
ceigne, a friend of Linus, atiU maintained that he and 
others had seen what the Dutch Physician had de- 
scribed; and Newton, who was pleaMd with the can- 
dour of Gascoigne's letter, suggested that the Duteh 
experiments might have taken one of the images re- 
flected from the surface of the prlim, of which there 
are several, instead of the proper refiracted one . By 
the aid of this hint, Lucas of Liege repeated New- 
ton's experiments, and obtained Newton's result, 
except that he never could obtain a spectrum 
whose length was more than three and a half times 
its breadth ; Newton on his side, persisted in asser- 
ting thatthe image would be five times as long as 
broad, iftheexperiment were properly made. It 
Is curious that he should have been so confident of 
this, as to conceive himself certain that such would 
he the result in all eases. We know now that the 
dispersion, and consequently the length of the spec- 
trum, is very different for different kinds of glass, 
and it Is very probable that the Dutch prism was 
really less dispersive than the English one. The 
erroneous assumption which Newton made in this 
Instance, he held by to the last ; and waa thus pre- 
vented from making the discovery of which we have 
next to MptM."^ WhewelN Hiitorif cf the InduC' 
tiwe Science, 1837, VoL II. pp. 354 ana 355. 
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LocKART, Thomas, admitted 180et« 1698, 
as a Novice, and 9 May, 1705 as » Spiri- 
tual Coadjutor.

Lodge, Thomas, born 7 July, 1796 : ad- 
mitted at the end of Rhetoric in 1744: soon 
after his ordinations, was sent to LanhcrHe, 
in Cornwall, and conciliated general esteem 
and respect ; but in the mid-career of his 
nsefulness, this promising Missionary caught 
his death, as one who knew him informed me, 
by sleeping in a damp bed. This melancholy 
loss took place 6 January, 1764.

LoYETT, Gborgb, (slias Robingon,) From 
the Annual Letters 1640, we dieoover, that 
whilst this good Father was attending the 
faithful in Derbyshire and Nottinghamshire, 
he was attacked with Cancer In the face — 
that he was removed to London for the bene- 
fit of surgical advice -, but after fonr months 
of exquisite suffering, endured with invinci- 
ble patience, he died most piously in Au- 
gust, that year. * 

Lower, William, born 26 December, 
1704: when seventeen years of age joined 
the Society, and was promoted to tlie rank 
of a Professed Father at Liege 2 February, 
1740. His death occurred at Rone 8 Oe- 
tober, 1744.

Lucas, Anthony. — After passingthrovgb 
the office of rector at Watteny Liege, and 
Rome, he was declared Proviocialy bat di«i 
shortly after at Watten, viz. 8 October, 
1693. That he was in repute as a Philoso- 
pher may be collected from p. 879, YoKIL 
of Professor FUyfair's works, wlienlieis 
said to have contended, bat nnsnccesefully, 
with that Prince of Genius, Sir Isaae New- 
ton. I think he was the author of a MS. 
Life, in 4to. now at Wardow, intitled* Life 
and Death t\f ike most bUsted among Vrs- 
tnen^ the Virgin Mor^^ Mother e/ ow 
LordJetus.**

Maire, Edwarp, son of Gaorge Malie 
who sold Ibe Estate of Uartbushes, (the 
elder brother of F. Christopher Malre) by

Mamhull, Esq., born IS Noiember, tTSS. 
admitted into the Society in I7ia, and be- 
eanwB Professed Father in 1750. lie died 
in the house of bis elder hroiher John, a 
Dii^iil in Holborn, London, 13 April, 

Maibc. QsoBQa: brclliei af Edward, 
bornSl Harob, 173B: adnilted into tbs 
NoTitUte, in 1754; was Hlniatar In tie 
ED|3I)h ConegeBl Rnnw, ni "tobim"

dated Brougb Hall, la September, IS3I, 
"wiAthawettost gntjudel ei^na* wf

College for the English Mission, he settled 
at Aston, in Staffordshire, where he died of 
the Stone in 1790. 

M iiiRB, Jambs, born 96 March, 1705 : 
admitted at the age of 20. I meet with him 
as Prefect of Studies at St/ Omer, in 1789. 
On 2 Febrniry, 1748, whilst a Missionary 
in England, he made his Religions Profes- 
sion, and there he died 25 February, 1746. 

MAxas, Pbtbr, brother I think of James 
and Christopher : was born 28 July, 1707 ; 
admitted in 1796. Professed in 1745. 
Whilst Confessor to the Nuns at Vork, was 
unfortunately drowned in bathing in the 
Oose, 84 July, 1 768. ( His brother Henry, 
a worthy Secular Priest, and Chaplain at 
Cliff, in the County of York, died 6 No- 
Tember, 1775.) 

Maibb, Thomas, born 18 April, 1703 : 
admitted in 1780: Professed 8 February, 
1 788 ; for atime senred the Mission of Gates- 
head, but finished his mortal course at Leices- 
ter 3 December, 1758. 

MANNEas, (alias Simeoekt,) John, born 
in London in 1609. When he had finished 
his humanities at St. Omer, and his Novice- 
flhip at Watten, he proceeded to Rome. In 
progress of time, he was appointed to teach 
Philosophy at Perugia : at the end of his 
course returned to Rome, where, in the Eng- 
lish College, he filled the office of Prefect of 
Studies for eight years. He was then de- 
clared Rector, but within a year accepted 
the situation of Penitentiary at Loretto . In 
1667 he was ordered to the English Mission, 
where he was still living nine years later, 
after which time he eludes my research. 
We have from his pen, ** The unwearied 
Searcher,** a small controversial work, in 
8vo. printed at London in 1670. 

Manners, Mathias, (alias SiUineper- 
ger,) born 80 September, 1719, in the Dio- 
cese of Ausbnrgh; joined the Society at 
I«ansperg at the age of 19 : and four years 
later, from his love of Missions, was aggie- 
gated to the English Province. The remain- 
der of his life was dedicated to the eultlvation 
of the vineyard of Maryland. In 1755, he 
was there promoted to the rank of a Pro- 
fessed Father. He survived until 15 June, 
1776, when the Graeions Ood whom he had 
servedfrom his youth, railed him from la- 
bour to his reeompenceand repose. 

Manners, Pbtbr, died in Maryland, 84 
April, 1669. The annual letters of that 
year inform vs that he was a man full of 
the Apostolic spirit^that his deoeabe was 
iinexpeeted—>that during the six years he 
had spent in that Mission, he appeared in- 
ured and seasoned to the climate ; but that 
in the midst of his labourf and spiritual 
conquests, he was consigned to an early 
tomb, to the deep regret and loss of his peo* 
pit. 

MannocK| Fbancis, thhrd son of Sir Fran- 



cis Mannock, Bart* by his lady, Mary 
Heneage, was born 18 October, 1670 ; at the 
age of 16 entered the Novitiate; was ad- 
mitted to the Profession of the Four Vows, 
21 March, 1704. For a time this venerable 
Father was stationed at Ellingham ; bat 
ended his days at York, 31 December, 1748. 

Mannook, George, a relation of Francis. 
He was born July 1, 1724 ; joined the So- 
ciety in 1741 , and became a professed Fa- 
ther 2 February, 1759, and taught Philoso- 
phy at Liege. This Father succeeded to the 
Baronetage ; but was unfortunately killed, 
6 May, 1787, near Dartford, by the Over- 
turning of the Mail Coach. How little do 
we know the time, the place, the manner of 
our exit from this woild t 

Manmock, John. The Elder was, I be- 
lieve, the third son of the Ist Baronet al- 
ready mentioned. After living eight years 
in the Mission, " velM SocUlalie eandi' 
datut *' he at length enlisted under the ban. 
ner of St. lanatius, and served for the last 
25 years of bis life. He departed to our 
Lord, la the residence of St. Thomas, 25 
June, 1651, 8Bt.68. 

The Junior ( whose real name was 
Petre, a family prolific of Religious 
Members) joined the Order 27 October, 
1680, and was enrolled amongst the 
Professed Fathers eighteen vears later. 
He was established as Chaplain with the 
Sheldons, of Weston, where I think he 
died 9 August, 1738, set. 77. 

Mannock, Robert, (also a Petre J was 
admitted at Watten in 1686 ; in due time 
became a Professed Father, and died it 
seems at Ghent 17 July, 1726, set. 60. 

Mansbll, John, (ver6 Talbot) elder 
brother to F. Thomas Talbot, was born in 
Lancashire 27 September, 1708 ; at the age 
of 20 commenced his Noviceship; and took 
his rank amongst the Professed Fathers 2 
February, 1747. For many years he pre- 
sided over his brethren in the Coll^of 
St. Aioysius. For some time he was sta- 
tioned at Liverpool; but for a considera- 
ble time was Chaplain at Lytham Hall, the 
seat of the Clifton Family. This Omanent 
of the Priesthood and Patriarch of Us breth- 
ren, retired at length to Walton, near Pres- 
ton, where he finished his lengUiened career 
June, 1799. 

Mansell, (alias Hardinq^} Thomas; 
was sent soon after his Ordiuations to the 
Maryland Mission, which he aealonsly cul- 
tivated until his death, 18 Mareh. 1724. 0t. 
55. Soc. 88. 

Mansbll, William, was adodtled hito 
the Order in 1686— for some time fiUed the 
office of Penitentiary at Loretto; but died 
at St. Omer, 28 August, 1720, set. 61. 

Manviild, Robbut, was son of Cout 
Manfleld : aggregated himself to the Bv 
lish Province 24 October, 1669 : was Ree- 

* TheelevatloB of tht fkmQy to theiaakof A>*' 
net. It dated from 1 Jane, 1087. 
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tor of the finglish College at Rome, from 
1699 to 1704; died at Nanci 21 September, 
170S, et. 56. 

March, William, bom at Mechlin ia 
1016 ; embraced the lostitate at the age of 
18 ; took the solema Vows of the Order 
25 November, IMS, After serving the 
English Mission, be was appointed Rector 
of the House of Probation at Ghent, and 
there he died 23 August, 1688. 

*Marxn, James.— This useful Temporal 
Coadjutor calmly breathed forth his pious 
soulat Watlen,4April, 1740, set. 81. Rel. 
47. 

Mark, John, was born in DeTonshire, 
A. D. 1621 ; at the age of 19 consecrated 
himself to God in the Society. In 1652 he 
was ordered to the Lancashire Mission, 
where I find him three years later, but ean« 
not follow up the clue of his biography. 

Martin, Hbhry, the first is mentioned 
in the Annual Letters of 1672, and was con- 
signed to an early tomb. He had commen- 
ced his labours in the residence of St. Tho- 
mas in October that year, and within seven 
days, viz., 26 Oct. was carried off by a fever. 
The second was living In 1710, and his 
zeal is thus recorded " In eoUegio S3, 
Apostolorum P. Henrieua Martin ^ licet 
haud parum Meptuagenario mqjoVt susti^ 
netunus laboret^quibuntrea plane oecupa* 
rentur,** Further particulars I search for 
in vain. 

*Marthb db Jambs— This pious Lay« 
brother was born at Blandecque 30 May, 
1712 ; entered the Order in 1736, and finish- 
ed his earthly course at Ghent af4 August* 
1770. 

Marshall, Joseph, was admitted in 
1708 ; for some time was stationed at Lo- 
retto as Penitentiary, antil he was succeeded 
in that office by F. Atkinson, in the Autumn 
of 1723. His merits obtained for him the 
rank of a Professed Father three years later. 
From the English Mission he was summoned 
to Rome to be Rector of the English Col- 
lege, which he governed from November, 
1734, to June, 1788. He died in that city 
9 July, 1739, set. 67. 

Marshall^ Matthvw, was certainly re- 
siding in Rome at Michaelmas 1580. 

Marshall, Peter, of Derbyshire ; joined 
he Society in 1628, when commencing his 
Missionary career. On 5 Jaly, 1632, was 
admitted to his Religious Profession, and 
died in June, 1656, set. 64. 

Marshall, Thomas. — F. Hen. More 
informs us (p. 21 of Hist. Prof. Aogl.) that 
when in PriesU* Orders, and a Doctor of 
Theology, he entered the Society at Lonvain. 
After teaching Philosophy at Donay for 
nine years, he was called to Rome to be Con. 
fessarius in the English College. He had 
scarcely reached his destination when be 
was attacked with a dangerous illness ; and 
fd\m asaking the solemn Religioos Profes- 
sion be calmly eipired22 July, lfi69, Fer* 
tur morUntf eum Ome^fixi eomplecUre^

Mashtbr, Francis, died in England 24 
September, 1723, set. 44. Rel. 22. 

Massby, Francis, one of this name, ana- 
tive of Lancashire, entered the Novitiate in 
1664; but I am unable to glean further in* 
formation* 

The other, of the same County, born in 
Feb. 1782, was my fellow Collegian at 
Stonyhurst. He succeeded F. George 
Clarkson at Slatedelf, or South-Hill, near 
Chorley ; and there this zealous and inde- 
fatigable Priest was prematurely snatched 
away by death 15 Aug. 1822, Soc. 19. 
Who liveth w«U, can never dlo too soon. 
His son shall rise again, that set at noon. 

Massby, (Hodgea) John, born 21 No- 
vember, 1698. In tb6 sequel Sussex became 
the theatre of his Apostolic labors. His 
pious life was crowned with a happy death, 
I think at Wett Grinstead, 10 January, 
1760. Soc. 43. Prof. 25. 

*Massbt, Ralph.— This Temporal Co- 
adjutor died at Ghent 28 September, 1756, 
at. 47. Soc. 4. 

Mattoews, Francis. — He was a native 
of Liege and of the Matagon Family; but 
was educated in the English Province of 
the Society, and iMcame a most valuable 
member. He possessed superior talent as a 
Catecliist ; and his zealous and efficient ser- 
vices to the Prisoners in London are hon- 
ourably recorded in the Annual Letters of 
1654. This good Father died at lores, a 
victim of charity in attending the infected, 

8 November, 1667, in the 60th year of hia 
age, Soc. 82. Prof. 17. 

Mattbbws, John, admitted at Watten, 

9 October, 1677 ; departed to Our Lord in 
the Maryland Mission 19 Deoember, 1694, 
at the early age of 86. 

Matthews, Ignatius, born la Maryland 
25 January, 1780, joined the Society In 
1768, after finishing his Theological eonrse. 
His destination was his native country, 
which he enlightened by his learning and the 
bright example of his virtues, antil his hap- 
py death at Newtown, 11 May^ 1790. 

Matthews, Pitbb, born 2 September, 
1692; at the age of 19 oonsecrated himself 
to God In Religion; and at the nsual period 
took his station amongst the Professed Fa- 
thers. For a time he was Professor of 
Holy Scripture at Liege ; on the Mission he 
often passed by the name of Nevill. At 
Christmas, 1746, he succeeded F. Carpen- 
ter at Bnn, in Lancashire, and died at Gars* 
wood 13 January, 1752. 

Matthews, Stephen, (vere SnindtUt) 
was admitted a Novice 7 September, 1696, 
at. 18, but I search In vain for farther par- 
ticulars. _ 

Matthews, Sir Tobt, eldest son of Dr. 
Toby Matthews, Archbishop of York,* by 
his wife Frances, daughter of Dr; Wm* 

» This Frtlatf died 39 Mareb, 16M« nt. 89. 
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Barlow, th» notoriotti Bishop of Chichester, 
was born at Oxford In 1578. DUabased 
of his prejttdieet against the Catholic re- 
llcioa oy F. Robt. Persons, he was recon- 
ciled to the church at Florence, and made 
his first Confession to F. Lelio Ptolomei, 
an eminent preacher, S. J. in (he Lent of 
1614. Anthony Wood, p. 120, Vol. II, 
Athena Oxon. expressly asserts that the 
young convert ** entered himself into the 
Society of Jesus; but whether betook holy 
Orders, is yet to me uncertain.*' When 
and where he associated himself to the In- 
stitute of St. Ignatius I cannot disco?er; 
but it is an indisputable fact that he took 
Holy Orders from the hands of Cardinal 
Bellarmine* viz. Minor Orders 4 May, 1014 ; 
Sub-Deaoonship on the 11th; Deaconship 
on the 19th ; and Priesthood on tbe 2(Kh 
day of the same month and yeari ^' Omnes 
simul cum D. Geargio Qage, uti eonttal 
t» Literia paietUibu§ snb9eriptiM ab Ulo 
Emon Card^ Bellarmino, quaa veneror 
ob memoriam S. VM, et hie (in Romano 
CdUgio) astervantur," This I find in a 
MJSk not« written at Rome about the year 

1600. 

Retarolng to Bnglaad, this worthy gen- 
tleman, (whose Priesthood, in those dan- 
gerons times was kept a profound secret) had 
to endure much Ixith from his family and 
ftom the government ; but at length was re- 
ceived into favor ; and even was honored 
with Knighthood, by his Sovereign, at Roys- 
Ion, 10 October, 1023. King Charles I. 
eontiaued to him his royal protection and 
confidence. During tlie Civil Wars, pru. 
dence dictated to the Rev. Knight the ne- 
cessity of retiring abroad. He diose Ghent 
for hie residence, and as Wood expresses it 
*• be tfoBclnded his last day 18 October, 
Idftft, in the house of the Third Proba- 
tion of tbe English Fathers of the Society of 
Jesttt, and was buried in a vault under the 
Chordi belonging to them. On his co£Ba 
of wood was a leaden Plate fastened, with 
this written thereon >^ 

•* Hie lAOBT D. Tobias Matthjei." 

To the English Mission of tbe Society, 
•* MissioniAngl^ntB nodra Soeietatit,'* 
as I read in the above mentioned M.S. note 
this benefactor of religion gave eleven thou* 
sand Soudi, or isore, of Roman money-^and 
that the sum was laid out in buying tbe 
vineyards of Magliana, and houses and other 
property about Rome. 

Five years after this donation, he con- 
firmed it, and publicly declared, that it was 
given for the maintenance of the Masters 
and Instructors, no less tlian for the main- 
tenanoe of Students preparing for Holy Or- 
ders, and the Mission. This he did in eon- 
futation of some busy persons, who had re- 
ported, that his intentions had not been 
fulfilled. 

SirToby M.waia manofnotedfftnkness, 
and integrity— of solid judgment and deep 
penetration, and well acaualnted with the 
eharaeter of statesmen and men In power, 



and with the feelings of the Nation: so 
that Mr. Dodd ought to hart given bin 
more credit for the opinions he avowed an 
certain debatable questions daring very 
critical and eventful periods.

Matthews, Wxluam, I learn from a 
letter of the late F. N; So wall, addressed to 
me 25 November, 1881, that this Mr. Mat- 
thews was born in Maryland, studied in the 
English College at Liege, and returning to 
his native Country, took holy orders tlMre, 
that with his own property, at the re- 
establishment of the society, he built a 
Chapel, a Missionary honae, and a boose 
for Novices altogether, in Washington, 
three miles from George Town* Of this 
generous Benefactor, I can add no further 
particulars.' 

N.B. The Novitiate I understand. Is now 
removed to White Marsh, abont SO milts 
from George Town. 

Mattinolby, John, waa born In Mary- 
land, 25 January, 1745, reached St. Omer's 
College, 4 January, 1760, entered the No- 
vitiate in 1760 : after tbesuppreaskm of bis 
Order, became travelling Tutor to Sir 
William Gerard, and others of our Catholic

town, in Ireland, and calmly ceased to 
breathe 28 November, 1807. 

*Maubice, Francis, This promising 
lay brother was a native of Wales: and 
died at Ghent, 2 November, 1045, let.SS

MATNiiRD, John, of London, became a 
member of the Order at the age of 31, and 
was admitted to his solemn Vows, 5 March, 
1634. After serving the English Mission 
nearly 40 years, he rested from bis labors, 
27 March, :668, »t. 69. 

*Maynard, RicHABD, dicd at Watten, 
30 March, 1620, 1 suspect very young. 

Mbrcbr, Thomas, born at Crosby, near 
liiverpool: studied at Liege and attained 
considerable reputation as a Mathematician. 
He never took Holy OrderSr Falling into 
a consumption, he returned to England for 
the benefit of bis health, and actually died at 
Wardour 24 Jan. 1793, set. 39. His re* 
mains were deposited in the Chancel of Tis- 
bury Church. 

Mkrcer, William, elder brother of the 
aforesaid ThumaSf was born 21 August, 
1739 : entered amongst the Novices in 1765; 
and became one of the ablest Scholars and 
Theologians in the English Province. He 
died prematurely at Liege 1 August, 1777. 

*Mercier,Laurbncb. This native of 
Liege was admitted for a lay-brother 23 
September, 172S. His course was short; 
for he passed into eternity at St. Omer 
7 July, 1740, ffit. 33. 

Meredith, RroRARo: born 9 February, 
1696: entered himself among the Novices 
in 1716, and was placed on the roll of Pre 
lessed Fathers in 1734. I meet with him 
first as chaplain in the Tiehbourne Family, 
Hants, and subsequently at Little Paunton, 
in Lincolnshire. Retiring to St. Omer, he 
there gave up his soul to God 2d October , 
1754. 

Mbssengbr, John, third son of John 
Messenger of Fountaines Abbey, in Vorh* 
ehire, Esq , by his wife Margaret Scroope, 
dedicated himself to God in the Society in 
1708: and was admitted to the solemn 
Profession of the Four Vows eighteen years 
later. For many years he was the Pastor 
at Burwallis in his native County, and there 
he surrendered his soul to its Cfeator 4 
June, 1752, est. 64 « 

Meteaiff Philip, see Laylon, 

Metcalf, William, was born either in 
Lancashire or Yorkshire, and was one of 
the earliest Alumni of the College atSeville. 
According to F. Hen. More, p,986| Hist, 
Prov. Angl. he bad scarcely finished the 
first year of his Novloeship, when he was 
called away *' ad piorum deUderoirum 
praimiat** about the year 1600. 



Mbttam, Framcis. All that I ean 
gather is, that his death occurred ia Bngland 
7 April, 1661. 

MrrTAM, Thomas. This very learned 
and holy Priest, and one of the first Mis- 
sionaries from Douay College, was, at his 
earnest petition, admitted into the Society, 
4 May, 1679. See the beautiful letter ad- 
dressed to him, by F. Everard Mercurian, 
the 4th General of the Order, in pp. 140-1 
of More's History. For IT long yeais (4 la 
the Tower of London, the rest at Wlsbick,) 
the venerable man endured the loss of liberty 
for the Catholic Faith. On 28 June, 159fl 
*' ad minut iexagenariut** after a very short 
illness, he exchanged his prison at Wisbick, 
for Paradise, assisted by his Superior and 
fellow captive, F. W. Weston. Mr. Dodd, 
p. 109. Vol II Church History, is strangely 
oonfused and incoriect, in his notice of this 
glorious Champion of Religion. 

*Mbtz, db John, born in Flanders, in 
1603: at the age of 30 was received into 
the Older. I meet with him at Rome, ia 
1655, as Socius to the Procurator F. John 
Smitli : perhaps he ended his days in that 
City. 

Meynbll, Jambs, entered the Nov! date 
in 708 : thirteen years later, was admitted 
a Spiritual Coadjutor : served the Ponte- 
fraet Mission, where, 1 think, he finislied 
his earthly course, 16 December, 1740, ttt. 
57. 

Mbtnbii*, TaoMAs, second son ef Roger 
Meynell, of Kilvington, Esq., by his wife 
Barbara Selby, was born Michaelmas day, 
1737 : joined the Order at the age of 19. 
This respected Father died very suddenly 
at Dr. Nihells's house, in London, 1 Fehn- 
ruary, 1804, and was buried at St. Pancras. 
Mbtmell, William, was born near 
YaruHi, 3 May, 1744, and entered the Novi* 
tlate in 1761. Ten years later 1 find hin 
at Bruges, teaching Rhetoric, and filling the 
important ofice of Prefect of Studies. For 
some time be served the Mission of Eccles- 
ton and EUingham, and had the opportunity 
of improving his taste and abilities, by tra- 
velling with several of our Catholic Gentry, 
through most parts of Europe. His friedd. 
Dr. Carroll, in a letter 4 October. 1790, to 
Henry, 8th Lord Arundell, describes hioi 
as *'a well informed Gentleman, and parti- 
cularly in the fine Arts." Having faithfully 
devoted a long life to ihe service of Reli- 
gion, he died the death of the Righteous at 
Richmond, near London, 16 September, 
182ft. 

*MioBELL| Christ^bbr. This Tem- 
poral Coadjutor had scarcely finished his 
probation at Louvaio, 29 April, 1614, 
when lie was attacked by fever to which he 
fell a victim, 17 May, that year. 
MieOf Edward see Harv§y, 
MiddUhuratf see Ashbtf, James. 
MiDDLETOM, Charlss, ealistcd under 
the banner of St. Ignatius, SO July 
1687, It seems that he passed the greater 
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pftrt of his life at Ghent, vhere he ended 
his dtys, 29 May, 1748, at the advanced 
age of 88. 

M1DDI.BT0N, Pbter, born in Hants 1001, 
at the age of 28 placed himself amongst the 
Novices, and after taking the simple Vows, 
If as ordered to the English Mission, where 
1 still find him in 1655 ; after which time 
I can trace him no longer. 

MiLDMAT, Matthew. Owing to the 
loss or absence of Documents, I regret my 
inability to state any other particulars, than 
that he was labouring in the residence of 
St. Stanislaus, in the commencement of the 
seYenteenth Century, and that his death hap- 
pened 6 March, 1718. 

Miles, or Millbs. Francis. The Elder 
is mentioned in p. 267 of F. More*s History, 
as having been begotten to the Society, by 
the industrious zeal and tact of F. Roger 
Lee, when giving the Spiritual exercises of 
its holy founder, at St. Omer*s. This P, 
Miles closed a pious life, by a happy death 
in England, 17 December, 1653. 

The Junior was certainly at Ghent^ in 
1690, and distinguished himself by his 
charitable services and attentions to the 
English and Scotch Soldiery. He died 
at Loretto, 16 December, 1693, et. 44, 
Soc. 21. 

MiLET, John. He became a convert at St. 
Janeiro, and after embracing the Society, 
adopted the name of Vieyra. Ordained 
Priest, his zeal for souls led him toembrace 
the Missionary life in Paraguay ; bat he 
was drowned, ad ostium FluminU DulcU 
in profluenti, about the year 1760, Soc. 12. 

*MxLLEGATB, WiLLiAM, a temporal Co- 
adjutor, who died at St. Omer, November, 
1702. 

MoLiBX, £ BARD, actually born in France 
94 January, 1701. After passing his 
Novlceship, this Spiritual Coadjutor was 
chiefly employed at St. Omer's College, 
where he departed to our Lord, 1 4 September, 
1761, Soc. 41. 

MoLiBN, John, brother I think of the 
above, was born 6 January, 1708 : eighteen 
years later commenced his Noviceship, and 
was received as a Professed Father at Lon- 
don, 2 February, 1789, He survived the 
suppression of the Order ; died in France, 
about the year 1777. 

MoLTNEUZ, Hbrrt, bom 10 September, 
1693: joined the Order in 1718: made a 
Spiritnal Coadjutor, 2 February, 1724: 
served the Susnex Mission for some time ; 
but died at Red Hill, Surry, I August, 1771. 

MoLTNBUx, Joseph, born 25 February, 
1782: admitted a Novice at the age of 20: 
died at Slindon, 3 September, 1778. 

MoLTKBUZ, Richard. — The senior was 
born 10 March, 1696; entered the Society 
at the age of 19 : for a short time was sta^ 
tioned at Gateshead; was Professed in 
Mary land, 18 June, 1784, where two vears 
later be was appointed Superior of that 
Mission: Retunung to England, he was 



Chaplain at Mamhull for a time : tlMnee 
removed to Bonham, near Wardear, where 
he died 17 May, 1766. 

The junior was born 8 May 1700; at the 
age of 22 devoted himself to Qod in the So- 
ciety; was formed a Spiritual C'oadjutor 
15 August, 1733; and happily ended his 
mortal course at Mamhull 6 Jnne, 1769, 
where I meet him 25 Norember, 1755. 

MoLTNEux, Robert, born at Fomby, or 
thereabouts, in Lancashire, 24 Jnoe, 1738; 
admitted a Novice in 1757. Soon after his 
promotion to Priesthood, he went to Mary- 
land, and was so distinguished for his solid 
piety and the zealous labours of his pastoral 
charge, that Bishop Carroll wished to as- 
sociate him in the duties of his Episcopal 
Office; but the humble Priest prevailed on 
his Lordship to abandon that intention. 
When the Society was restored in America, 
in 1806, he was among the very first to press 
forward and join itb standard. He died 
Superior of his Brethren, and President of 
George Town College, 9 December, 1808. 

MoLTNBUX, William.— Of these two 
Fathers, the elder lived to become VUeount 
Sefton, In 1704 be had renounced, as far 
as depended on him, all worldly honours and 
fortune, to become a member of the Society; 
Eighteen years later he was enrolled amongst 
the Professed Fathers of the Order. On 1 
August, 1728, he was declared Rector of his 
Brethren in the College of St. Aloysios, and 
held that office until February, 1734, when 
a successor was appointed in the persoD of 
his noble friend and confrere, F. Gilbert 
Grey, the Earl of Shrewsbury. Schoies, 
near Prescot, was the only Mission served 
by this pious and venerable Lord ; and here 
he was called to the recompence of his la- 
bors SO March, 1759, at. 74. His remains 
were conveyed to the family vault at 
Sefton ; and the sale of his effects, at Seholes , 
took place 21 May following, as I find by 
the Inventory. He was sueceedad in the 
title and estates by his nephew Charles 
William, who nine years later abandoned 
the Creed of his Forefathers. 

The younger was brother to F. Robert M, 
above* mentioned; was born 1 February, 
1726, consecrated himself to God in the So- 
ciety 1748, was ordained Priest at Liege 
13 June, 1756 ; promoted to the rank of 
a Professed Father 2 Febniar]r,1767, served 
Ince-Blundell Mission, then Stonyharst, 
and lastly Brinn, where be died 30 April, 
1789. 

MoLSHAW, John, of Northamptonshire* 
In the Provincial's Report, io 1855, be is 
stated to be then 70 years old, of which pe- 
riod he had spent SB years in the Society, 
and 41 in the Mission. 

*MoNA, William.— A Temporal Goad* 
jntor who died at Liege, 12 November, 
1747, at. 42. Bel. 12. 

*MoNROY, Maximilian; admitted 7 
May, 1689 ; died at Liege 14 May, 1702, 
set. 48.

I find moreoftr by a letter writtea froai 
lioavain, 1 Aagast. 1614, that «'oo the 
preeeding Hooday F. More defended his 
whole DiThilty with good satisftclioB.'* 
Shortly after this deftasioD, he was ordered 
to the English College of St Alhaa, ia Yel- 
lftdolid« sod was there sppoiatad Miaisler. 
In the projected remotal of the Nofidala 
from Lonvain to I«iege, F. John Gerard 
was anxious to seeore the services and co- 
operation of F. More. In his letter of 12 
September, 1614, he thos represents to the 
Superior, P. Thomas Owen, at Btaae, the 
literary acquirements of his Rev. Friend ; 
**P. Henrie More hath French wdl, Datdi 
prettily, Italian snffidently, besides Spanish 
very well, and Latin, as Iwoald wish him.** 
His request was granted* Fosseisiaa of 
tlie premises at Ltege was taken the 1st of 
November, 1614; and the following sua. 
mer saw F. More there. It appears bow- 
over, that lo the begioing he disappointed 
the expectations of his CoUesgoes la the 
new esublishmeot. He was natoraliy 
€aatiou8> phlegmatic, sparing of his words, 
avaricious of his time, and of very retired 
habits. And F. Gerard in a letter of 23 
March, 1616, acquaints the above-mentioned 
Superior, that F. Mora hwl no talent for 
speaking, tho' his memory was excellent, 
and though be possessed a facility of writ- 
ing in his study,*' but that he will eventual- 
ly be ripe and qaallded for government. 
Sent to the mission he hdioured in the vine- 
yard for 2ft yoars. I suspect he was chap- 
lain to WUUam, the 2ad Lord Petie, whoie 
edifying death he has left loeorded in p. 
467, of his history. That ho was ChapUIn 
«o his son and sacoessor Bobert, Lord Petre, 
«hat soeelal fiiead and beielactor of the 
Bngluh Province, is established by F. 
Rioiuu'd Biosnt's letter, dated London, 37 
Aagast, 16S2, to Matins ITitdlesehi, the 
4th General of t|ie Soolety. In some letters 
I obserre he is called jToteuMi, probably 
from his stataie. As early ai 12 May,

Moas, Hbnrt.— All that I can glean of 
him amounts to this : he became Coadjutor 
Formatus Spiritualis 8 September, 1697: 
was at Ghent in 1701 and 1704. and died 
in Kent i January, 1730. 

Moas, HippouTB, born in France 83 
March, 1061: entered the Society 4 Sept. 
1823. With a choaen band of Brethren, he 
sailed in the Coromandel, from the Mother 
Bank, Isle of Wight 31 May, 1884. and 7 
October reached their destinatioa, CslcatU. 
On 1 July following, th^ opened Schools in 
thdr New College of St. Francis Xavier« 
in that City. Removii^ 14 January* 
1841, to a much more oonvenlent and digU 
ble Mansion, on the Chowringbee Road, F« 
More was declared Rector in the sequel« 
but his government was short; for 80 
October, 1843, to the deep regret of the 
Community and the Public, he was carried 
off by deattu 
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MoRg, RicHARD.-^Admitted 7 Septem- 
ber, l09S» St. 91. Whilst od the Lanca- 
tbire Mission in 1704. he was admitted a 
Spiritual Coadjutor. At what time he re- 
moved to Holy- well I am unable to discover. 
He died 6 May, 1753, at the advanced age 
of 81< 

Mori, Thomas, brother of F. Henry 
More the Historian. A MS. note informs 
me that he was of a good Family in Cam« 
bridgeshire, and a descendant of the great 
Sir Thomas More** In 1601 he was ad- 
mitted an alumnus of the English College at 
■Rome. After finishing his studies and re- 
ceiving Holy Orders there, he was sent to 
Kngland In 1010, and the next year joined 
the Society. <* He continued a most la- 
borious Missloner, chiefly amongst the 
poorer sort of people : he never used a 
horse, but performed his journies on foot. 
At lengthy apprehended and brought to trial, 
he was sentenced to banishment. Retiring 
to Ghent, he died 2 January, 1623, st. S7^ 
Rel. 13. 

We have from his pen an English version 
of F. William Warford's " BrevU InttUu- 
Ho.** St. Omer, 1617; also of F. John 
Floyd's Latin Dialogue '* Deut et Rex,*' 
Cologne, 1620." 

Another Father of this name, elder bro- 
ther ofF. Christopher Gressacre More, 
was the last surviving male descendant of 
Sir Thomas More, and the last Provincial 
of his brethren in England. He was born 
19 September, 1722: entered the Order 21 
July, 1752; became a Professed Father 15 
August, 1766; and declared Provincial at 
London 19 July, 1769. The venerable 
nan left London for Bath in the summer of 
1793,* where he died 20 May, 1795, and 
was buried in the Chapel, Trenchard Street, 
Bristol. His Epitaph was written by his 
friend the Rev. Charles Plowden.

Morgan, Richard, born in Glamorgan* 
shire 26 February, 1746, admitted 7 Sep- 
tember, 1766: educated at Valladolid : was 
Prefect at Bruges : succeeded F. Nic Se- 
wall, at Preston, and by bis disinterested 
zeal, and conciliatory condact« greatly ad- 
Tanced the cause of Religion.

Three years later I find him in Lancashire !

*Moai.ET, Walter*— I flod diis Teapo-

1637 ; he arrired at Rome fron Flaadera 
in May. 1636, to take chaige of the Mwig^ 
liana vineyard : left agaia for Flanden 
aboat two years later, and died in Marylaod 
6 March, 1641. 

Morris, Chbistophbr, bom in Wales 
in 1607 : at the age of 19 joined the Society, 
and became a Professed Father 19 October, 
1642. After filling the dkair of Philosophy 
at Liege, he was ordered to Spain; bnt was 
taken by an English ship and earried to 
Ireland, where he was engaged as a Tator 
to a Nobleman's son who little profited by 
his adficeand lostmction. Pere Verdier, 
who met him in Ireland, reports him to the 
Genera], Vincent Caraffa, 94 Jnne, 1649, as 
*' vir vere reUgioiWf ei eximU doetus in 
TheologicU et PhUotophieif dUeipUmU^ 
it linguarmm undeeim prtetertim Grtfeee 
perilut : teit Mutieam ; ett madesto 
vnltu; TobuttA vaietudine** and be adds

paratoti" It is painful to conclade with 
saying, that I can offer the indulgent Reader 
no further information of this worthy and 
highly gifted Father, excepting that he died 
at St. Omer 1 August, 1667. 
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Morris, Jambs, admitted in 1699» In 
the Annual Letters of 1710, he is described 
as a free Missionary in London, aod labour* 
ting like an Apostle. He died 9 August, 
1716, St. 41. 

Morris, Pbter, bom 8 March, 1743: 
became a Noriee in 1760: died in the 
Maryland Mission 19 December^ 1783. In 
the Printed list he his incorrectly /• diarrie, 
*Morris, Waltbr, of whom I learil 
only, that he died in Maryland. 
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MoRsi, Hbmrt.— From the PioTincial 
Catalogue of 1643, I collect ihat he was 
born in Norfolk, A.D. Ifi95-^hat he floished 
his studies in the English College at Rome, 
(which he entered in 1618)— ihat in the 
English Mission he usually passed by the 
name of Ctaxton, and that he was admitted 
into the Order at the age of 80 ; and Profes- 
sed 23 April, 1087; During the great 
plague that raged in London and its environs, 
in 1036, he offered himself, with two other 
Fathers S. J., a sacrifice to God for the as- 
sistance of his suffering fellow-creatures. 
"He got the infection says F. Martin Green, 
(p. 52 Account of the Jesuits Life and Doc- 
trine) but recovered ; and was afterwards, 
in the time of the long Parliament, executed 
at Tyburn for a Priest and Jesuit. So God 
disposed, that his charitable labors should 
at length be crowned with a glorious death/' 
This to him most joyful event occurred 1 
February, 1645 ; and his relics were said to 
be efficacions ^^eontra Energumenot,** See 
his Life and Portrait in the*' Certamen 
Triplex/* Read his Acts also in F. Tanner*^ 
Work, and in Challoner's faithful Memoirs. 
Mr. Dodd, p. 120, Vol. III. Church Hist, 
calls him Mett, 

Morton, William, born in Worcester- 
shire in 1597, was admitted at the age of 33 ; 
was living in 1655, and is thus described 
"JHwU fftirot in Anglid muUipliei 
ministerio.*' He died I find 2 April, 1667. 

MossLT, Joseph, born 16 November, 
1781 ; admitted in 1748 ; became a Spiritual 
Coadjutor in 1761, three years later I find 
him a Missionary In Maryland, where he 
continued to labor until his happy deaths 
June, 1787. 

MosBLT, Michael, of Lincolnshire, born 
17 August, 1720, was elder brother of 
Joseph, entered the Society in 1789, and was 
Professed at Rome 9 Febrnary, 1757, 
" The Assistant of Italy received his Vows, 
FF. Maireftivd Hunter assisted, and 1 served 
the Mass,** says F. John Thorpe. He died 
at Holywell after the suppression of the 
Order, viz., 29 Not ember, 1777. 

MosTTN, AWDRBW.*-Admitted 1 Febru« 
ary, 1691, et. 88, was employed in Wor- 
cestershire in the early part of the eighteenth 
Century, and I think died there 14 April. 
1709. 

MosTTN, JoBW, brother I take it of 
Andrew, of the family at Talacre. Admit- 
led 18 October, 1693, »t. 86. Died in 
England 8 November, 1721 . 

MosTTir, Pierce, entered the Society 5 
Jannary, 1707. Within ten years later 
was formed a Spiritual Coadjutor. Was 
Missionary at Wlgan, and I suspect died 
there 29 Aag. O.Ss 1785, at 45. 

•MououN, John.— died at Liege 18 
Not ember, 1674, »t/ 87. See. 14. << Vir 
omniwk probua et obedieuM^ atq ; ad pleraq ; 
Coa4Jutorum mifUitcria Icfaneiit."— An. 
Litt. 1674. 



MuMFORD, Gbrtasb, died at Brvsselb 
22 March, 1684. 

MuMPORD, Jahbs.— Nothing can be more 
unsatisfactory than Mr. Dodd*8 notice of 
this able writer (p. 321 Vol III. Church 
Hist.) more especially after professlog that 
he had F. Nathaniel South welPs Bibliotheca 
Scriptorum, S.J. to refer to— He was bom 
in Norfolk in the year 1606 : at the age of 
20 joined the Society, and made his religious 
Profession 29 September, 1641. The Pro- 
vincial Returns certify that he was of a 
delicate coostitution of body— that he had 
passed the highest collegiate offices of the 
Order— that he served the Bnglish Mission 
during 26 years— that some years before his 
death (which happened in England March, 
1666) he was apprehended at Norwicdi, and 
led round the City in his priestlv vestments, 
amidst the scoffs of the rabble, and then 
sent off to Yarmouth, but iDeonsequenceof 
a dispute between the two Towns respecting 
their chartered rights^ he was remanded to 
Norwich, where after some months' im- 
prisonment, he was enlarged on Ball. F. 
Mumford was distinguished for his charitable 
compassion for the suffering sonhsi in purga- 
tory. To induce the faithfnl oncNurthfo 
share la his sentiments, he pnbUslied a 12ino 
Treatise in 1641, at St Onwr's, called 
" A remembrance for tlie living to pray for 
the dead ." He published afterwards a Latia 
Treatise '* de mUeHeordU fidMiOnu de- 
functU exhibendd,^ ISmo. Liege. 1647. 
the Annual Lettera of 1050-1, say thtt 
William Triessemius, a Printer of Cologne, 
re*printed this work, and distriliated, gratis, 
800 copies, in perforniancQ of a Vow. A 
very large edition of ** ne Bemefmbrametf 
4rc.** appeared at Paris: The first partis 
employed in proving that there is a psrgatory, 
and that the sools are thenee deliverable be- 
fore the day of Judgment* This part wa 
printed in 1660 in a small 8vo. of 480 pp. 
The second part recommoiding tlie living to 
pray for the dead, pp. 188, came oat die year 
following.

MuHFOBD, Jobbpb, (allas of Tone DmU 
Armttrong,) was admitted 14 Angntt, 16711^ 
sst. 82, died in England 8 July. 16601 

MuMFoaD, Thomas, bom mNoifbttef 
a respeetable fiually in I617, His liil 
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name was Dawues, but he freqaeatly passed 
bj the name of BedingfieldU Perhaps his 
mother was of that ?ery ancient and ilins* 
trions family. On 8 January, 1639, this 
pious youth entered tlie No?itiate at Watten. 
Oa 16 January, 1656, he was solemnly Pro- 
fessed in tlie Order, i he last seven years 
of his life \fere de?oted to the Mission; 
and his serfices on board the Fleet during 
the War with the Datch, are mentioned with 
honor in the Annual Letters of 1672. The 
Duke of York appointed him his Chaplain, 
but in the midst of a Court, he presented the 
model of the interior man and humble 
Religions. Apprehended on the malieions 
charges of Titus Oates, he was committed to 
jail,tho* the Kingdeclared himself satisfied 
of his innocence. At ilie time of his cona- 
mitment he was in a delicate state of health, 
and within a few weeks, viz., 91 December, 
1678, he surrendered bis meek soul into the 
hands of God. It appears that he died at the 
Gate -house, and not in Newgate. 

MuxFORD, WiLLiAH, of Loudou : at the 
age of 18 joined the Society. His merits 
recommended him for the dignity ofPro« 
viocial : an office which he held from 16 
February, 1694 until 1697. He was subse- 
quently Rector at Wattenfor 10 years, and 
died there 13 March, 1712, st. 83. 

MuRPHT, MicHJBL. This RoT, Father 
died in Maryland, 8 July, 17d9, mt. 34, 
Soc. 14« 

*Mdrphy, Thomas, a devout Scholastic, 
who ended his days at Liege, 15March, 
1757, set. 25, Soc 6. 

MvssoN, John, Uornl6NoTember, 1690 ; 
admitted in 1699; professed 18 years later, 
died at Winchester, 20 November, 1755. 

MussoK, Samuel, brother, I believe, of 
John, aforesaid, joined the Society 9 Octo- 
ber, 1705. Professed 3 August, 1723. 
ynder the nameof Brown heserved tor many 
years the Lincolnshire Mission ; died in St 
tStephens' Parish, Canterbury, 28 September 
] 769, set. 83. He was the author of a work 
which I have not been fortunate enough to 
examine, '^a Review of Dr. Middleton*s 
Objections to Catholicity." If. Thorpe, who 
hail read it, says, in a letter^ that it bhows 
consiJerable ability and research. This 
venerable Father had the repute of being an 
excellent Latin poet. 

*MusKKTT, Thomas, died at St. Omer, 8 
April, 1706, st, 54, Soc. 10. 

MuTB. Francis, bom at Halnburgh in 
Austria, 6 December^ 1782: commenced 
the study of Philosophy, at Vienna, which 
he finished at Dillingen: there began his 
DiTinity, which he continued at Rome. In 
1806, he reached England, and 23 May, the 
year following, was promoted to Priesthood 
at Old Hall Green, by the late Bishop 
Poynter. Appointed to the charge of the 
Catholic Germans, in London^ he succeeded 
amidst numberless difllculties, by his inde- 
fatigable zeal and industry, to erect St. 
9onifaoe*8 Chapel, within the walls of tb^ 
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Metropolis, and for nearly 27 years exem«- 
plified the character of the good Pa ator 
During t\ years of this period be had been 
aggregated to the restored Society of Jesus ;. 
for he had joined it as early as 21 February. 
1815. On IS August, 1834, his merits ob* 
tained his association to the body of the 
Professed Fathers. Recalled from the 
Mission, he was appointed 16 April, 1836* 
Professor of Theology in the Seminary at 
Stony hurst. The reader will be pleased to 
see the handsome terms in which this wor- 
thy Jesuit has been mentioned by the 
Committee of the German Catholic Chapel, 
p,350, of Andrew's Ortb. Journal Decem- 
ber, 1838. No one can read his eloquent 
letter (for it is an effusion from the abun- 
dance of his heart) p. 221, Apnl, 1830, of 
the said joarnal, without being sensibly 
moved. 

This holy and venerable man died at St. 
Ignatius, Preston, at II o'clock of the night 
5 May, 1841, in the midst of his Brethren, 
and was perfectly sensible and resigned, and 
contented to the last. His funeral took place 
on Monday morning the 10th. To this apoa- 
tolic Missionary we may apply the charac- 
ter given by St. Jerome to ISepotian. ** G»- 
eorum baeulUMt eturientiMm eibus^ apes 
miserorum, solatnen lugenHnmfniW* In 
the said Chapel of St. Boniface, is a memo* 
rial, the woik of iE^n^rf/, in white marble, 
thus inscribed: —

Natalis, Thomas, was admitted in the 

Professed House at Rome, according to F, 

More, (p. 30. Hist.) t October, 1556 ; but 

he could pot recover further details, 

NsAtK^ lliof BDiOT, Of those two Mary- 
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Itsditn Fathert, I find tha elder was bora 
SAagiut, 1709, joined the Noviees of the 
Society In 1728, beeame a Professed Father 
In 1746, and after many years died in his 
iutti?e country. 

The Younger, born 14 Ang. 1743 ; at the 
age of 17 embraced the Institnte, and de- 
parted in peaee, in Maryland, June, 1787. 

Nbalb, Cbahlbs, was amongst the first 
to re-enter the Society, on its re-establish* 
nent in the United States, A. D. 1806. He 
died Superior of George Town College, 39 
April, 1633. 

Nbali, Hbnrt. The first was a Rev, 
Father of the Order, and died Ic the prime 
of life, in PensyWanla, 5 May, 1748, et. 
40, Soo. 34, Pf ot 5. 

*rhe second was a Temporal Coadjutor, 
who made a most pious end at Watten, 8 
October, 1754, nt. 51, Soc. 10. 

Nbalb, Lbonard. D.D. This holy 
Prelate was born in Maryland, 15 October, 
1747; at the age of 30 embraced the Insti. 
lata of Bt. Ignatius. From rector of 
Oeorgetowo College, he was made Coadju- 
tor to Bishop Carroll, who consecrated him, 
7 December, 1800, by the title of Bishop of 
Gortyna, in Crete. At the death of that 
▼enerable founder of Episcopacy in the 
United States, 8 December, 1815, Dr. 
Neale sneeeeded him in the Archbishoprick 
of Baltimore, but within two years he was 
also called away by the Prince of Shepherds, 
to exehange a mitre for a hea?6nly diadem. 

Nealb, Robbrt« of Lincolnshire; at the 
age of 31 united himself to the Society, and 
Ibr more than half a century laboured in the 
English Vineyard, where he died full of 
days and merits, 27 Fehrnary , 1088, »t. 83 
Kel. 57, Prof. 47. 

Neali, William, born in Maryland, 14 
August, 1743; when 17 years of age Piety 
led him to the Novitiate. For some years 
before his death this good Father had the 
misfortune to loae lils reason, and it became 
Beeessaiy to place him In the Asylam, at 
Manchester, where death released him from 
bif ndsery,!! Deeember, 1799. 

Nebdham, Davibl, bom 34 June, 1731. 
On the Mission he passed by the name of 
PlaU* From Get. 1763 to Nof. 1764, he 
oeeari Saperlor of his brethren in the re- 
•Idenee of 8t. (Horge. Dying at Worces- 
ter 31 May, 1703, Soc 48, Prof. 24, hU 
remains were deposited In St. Oswald's 
Cemetery. 

Nerdham, HebiuUa*, see Morgan^ Robt. 

Neuob, Fbamcis.— Born In the Low 
Coantriea* The Annual Letteri of 1675 
inform us, that this oMMt diaritable Father 
■let hU death 88 August, 1676, mt. 43, Soe. 
S5, Prof. S. at Brussells, in conseqtueuee of 
Ua devoted atteudanee on the English 
Boldiers infected with the Plague. They

Nblsoh, Jobk, of Oxfordshire; died ia 
England, after passing 48 years in the Order, 
and 40 in the Mission, 8 NoTomber, 1670. 

NsLSOK, or Newton, James, born in 
London 10 June, 1786 ; at the age of 18 
joined the Society. In declining age his 
patience was perfected by continual in- 
firmities, and be finished his sacrificed April, 
1833, at the house of his friend the Re?. 
Robert Plowden, at Bristol. 

Nbvill, Edmund. There were two Fa- 
thers of this name. To diatingnish them 
one is calied the Senior, the other the Junior. 
The Senior, at the age of 46, and in the year 
1609, became a Novice of the Society, and 
was in Priest's Orders, says F. More, p. 
401. Hist, Prov. Ang. He was of an il- 
lustrious family, and heir to an ample estate, 
*HnWettmortandi0 Comitatu/' but he re- 
nounced ail to follow Christ. During the 
Civil Wars, this bed-ridden Father wu 
inhumanly dragged from his Chamber by 
the Parliamentaey troops, shoved into acart 
and thrown into jail. At the end of nine 
months God called him from the prison of 
his body at the advanced age of 66. 

The Junior was oertainly born In Lanca- 
ahire. Some affirm that his family nima 
was Scarisbrick ; but he was admitted into 
the English College at Uorae In 1621 by 
the name of Sale. Five years later he ob- 
tained permission to join the Society at 
Rome. A f ter teaching Humanities for sono 
years he was ordered to the English Missioo, 
• where he rendered important aerviees tore* 
ligion by his talents, zeal,and moat enaagiag 
and conciliatory manners* At length he 
wss apprehended and finished his course ia 
the ]MiB of London, IS July, 1648, at. 48, 
Rel. 21 , Prof. 7. See his life in Tanner. We 
learn from p. 184 of Sonthwell'a Bibllotheea, 
that be was the author of " TAe Paim qf 
Chriitian Fortitude, or tkegiorUuB com* 
bate of the Christiam im Japan." 8f o. 
1660, probably printed at St. Oaier. He 
had also prepared for the Press ** The L(f€ 
qfSi. Auguitime, Doctor efthe Ckurdk*^ 
but which I believe has never beoo pnbllshed* 

Neville, Francis. HU real name was 
Cotton : was born in Elampshi're, in 1595. 
At the age of 31 be entered the Novitiate, 
and never lost his primitive fervour. For 
46 years he cultivated the Eogltsh vlaeyard 
'* nberrimo antmarnm frmdUm*' At die 
age of 84. when the ninda of the people 
were maddened with tlie detoaionsoiTitas 
Oates, the venerable Father was dragged 
down from his garret, with the utmost bra- 
tality, tobe secured in Newgate: bntlbis 
Inhumanity served butto haetenChe posses- 
sion of his happiness : for he died a few days 
after his removal, towards tiM eod of Feb- 
ruary, 1679. He had been pfofbssed 47 
years. 

NsviLL^ CHASLas, of HoU. io Leleest0^ 
shire, Snd son of Cosiuas Nevill«by his vift 
Lady Mary Lee« daughftsr of tha Earl of 
Llehield, born 8 April, 1749: Uaderibi 
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name of Dillon, he wks entered a Pensioner 
at St. Omer*8 5 September, 17^. In the 
17th year of his age, joined the Society. 
By the death of his elder brother George, 
in 1767, he succeeded to the paternal estate, 
-which he gaye ap to his younger brother 
Cosmas. lo 1771 I meet with him at Liege 
College. Eleren years later I find him 
there, contributing his quota of the con- 
gratulatory addresses presented by his 
Brethren to Count de Velbmck, Bishop and 
Prince of Liege. His ode commences 
*' Audimur! alto Numen ab ietkereJ'* 
This polite Scholar died at Bristol, 4 April 
1793. to which Mission he was a considera* 
ble benefactor^ and was buried in the Chapel 
vault there. 

Neviu^, Edward. His real name was 
Scarisbrick, of an ancient and most respecta- 
ble family in Lancashire. Perhaps he was 
called Ne?ill, to distinguish him from a 
Reverend Father of Uie same Christian and 
Surname. 

He entered the Society, 7 September, 
1660: At the accession of James II. was 
taken from the Mission, to be one of the 
Chaplains and Preachers to his Majesty. 
At the Revolution, he was probably obliged 
to retire abroad for a time; but he died in 
England. 19 February, 1709. I have seen 
his Sermon on " Spiritual Leprosy** de- 
livered on the ISth Sunday after Pentecost, 
1630, before Q. Catharine, 4to. London, 
1687, pp. 37. and ** On Catholic hoyaUjH** 
preached befoie the King and Queen at 
Whitehall, 30 January, 1087. He was alio 
the author of Lady Warner's life, prinled 
in 1690, and again in 1092, wilh i(dditioQS, 
«vo. London, pp. 376. I think he pubilsluxl 
** Rules and inttruetiout qftkesodaUljf of 
the Immaculate Coneeptioh qfB.T.Mafy^ 
t2mo, 1703, pp. IdO. 

N.B. Under this name we msy cIms two 
•other Fathers of the Scarisbrick Family, iio 
/rultful in members of the Society of Jesus* 

The Senior, Edmard, was admitted in 
I6S2. aged 19: was Chaplain for a time, to 
the Clifton Family, of Clifton, near Netting^ 
^am : was afterwards pettled at Busby Hall, 
Aear Walford, Hertfordshire. Obiit 15 
November, 1735, 0. 8. 

The Junior, Edward, entered the Novi- 
tiate 7 September, 1716, at. 18, was made 
« Spiritual Coadjutor, 1 8 September, 1729. 
I find that this venerable Father died in 
Lancashire, 7 July, 1778, st. 80. Profes- 
sionis 38. 

Neville, Thomas, of Essex. After dis- 
tinguishing himself as a Professor of Philo- 
sophy and Divinity, he was admitited to the 
Profession of the Foor Vows, 9 August, 
1635. Owing to the bad state of his healtli, 
lie was ordered to quit Liege for his native 
•Country. He died in London, 17 May, 
N. S. 1662, ttt.64, Rel.41. 

N.B. F.Thomas Neville (veri Searii' 
-brick,) admitted In 1064. died SO Jamutiry, 
1728. O. 8. 



Nbwby, (or Newburie) Avovf^nw* of 
Lancashire ; at the age of 21 was admitted a 
Novice : 24 December, 1654, was ranked 
amongst the Professed Fathers; died in 
England, 18 January, 1669. 

Newport, Maurice. I meet with two 
of this name. The Senior and Junior. — ^Ilie 
Senior died 1 February, 1654. 

The Junior was a native of Somersetshire, 
at the age of 24 joined the Society, for 
several years taught the Classics at 8u 
Omer's College, and was admitted to his 
Profes$ioD,23 November, 1643. For maiur 
years. he served the Mission, and at lengtE 
died in I«ondon, the fourth of December, 
1667, aet 76, of which period, he had spent 
half a century in the Order, Yet Mr. 
Dodd,p.319,Vol. Ill Church Hist, with 
F. Southwell's Bibliotheca &e. lying open 
before hini, is pleased to say *' I take it, he 
was a member of the Society of JesusJ*' 
He was the Author of a Latin Poem, much . 
admired at the time <* Votum eandidum 
sen Peema eouffratulatorium, Carolo II, 
Regi Angliee didieatum'* 1669, an octavo. 
The third octavo Edition, revised by the 
Author, was published in London, 1676. 
It contains 368 pp. and is divided into four 
books. At the end is *' Jaeobo, H MaricB 
Felici Eittenii, Dueibue Eboraeensi6v^f, 
JUiut nascUur {CarolusJ JHene. Novembri 
A. D. 1677, Alaurilii Neoportjl Carmem

NswTON, Edward Baptist, of a good 
family in Lincolnshire, born March, 17*2), 
entered the Order in 1737, and was profes- 
sed 2 February, 1755. He taught Philoso- 
phy and Divinity, and was greatly esteemed 
as the Procurator of the English Provinee. 
On F. Dennett's removal from Coldham to 
Hengrave, eailyinl784, F.Newton suc- 
ceeded him in the former place. Dying at 
Bury St. Edmonds 20 April, 1768, he was 
buried in St. Mary's Church yard there. 

NswTON, William. We meet with two 
Fathers of this name: and I think both na- 
tives of Lioeolnshire. The Senior was born 
14 November, 16H3, joined the Order in 
1702, became a Spiritual Coadjutor, 2 Feb- 
ruary, 1715, and died at St. Omer's 5 Feb- 
rnary, 1756. 

The Junior born 80 October, 1718: en- 
tered the Novitiate in 1736 : was for some 
years Penitentiary at Loretto : on his re* 
turn, was Professed in England, in 1754, 
and died 16 October, 1755, 1 think at Rixon. 

Nicolas^ •••• a French 

Jesuit, domiciled in the Academy at 
Liege, for many years before the emigre- 
tion of the Community in 1704. He was 
•till living in that City or Neighbourhood, 
iDl814, aet.SS, Obiit. 

NicHOLSoH, • . • This Fa- 
ther was educated in Spain. F* Gerard 
ID a letter of 23 March, 1616, to F.Owen, 
extols him as a ready preacher. 

NiHBLL, Edward, born in Antigua, 18 
January, 1752 : in the 17th year of his 
age embraced the pious Institute of St. Ig- 
natius. At the time of the expulsion of his 
English Brethren from Bruges, he was one 
of the Masters ; and subsequently at Liege 
filled the same employment. Here he was 
ordained Priest, and said his first Mass, 6 
June, 1776. Twelve years later, he suc- 
eeeded the Reverend Charles Forrester, as 
the Missionary at Wardour. After dis- 
charging his functions for 14 years, so as to 
endear his memory for ever to that Congre- 
^tion, he left for Trinidad, and there fell a 
victim of charity, 4 November, 1806, in at- 
tending the poor Negroes. He was truly a 
man of much merit, esteemed for sound 
sense, and an amiable temper ; ** full of 
kindness and goodness.'* 

NiND, Joseph, born at Wareham, 6 

January, 1817 ; this promising and saintly 

Scholastic was consigned to an early tomb : 

but he was ripe for heaven, and went re- 

J'oicing to meet his heavenly Father, whom 
le bad so religiously served on earth, 24 
May, 18S8, Soc. 4. 

NizoN| Thomas, bom in Lancsshire, 17 
October, 1785: was entered an Alumnus of 
the English College at Rome, in 1750; 



joined the Soolety of Jesus Oetober, 
1756; was professed in 1770; died at 
Alnwick, 5 November, 170S. 

Noel, Martin, admitted 14 August, 1717, 
died at Liege, 17 March, l720«SBt. 85. 

NoRRis, Anorrw. It is certain that he 
was labouring in the Yorkshire Mission, 
at the breaking out of the Revolution,— 
that he was appiehended and thrown into 
York Castle : I meet with him In 1710, in 
Lincolnshire, when the annual letters 
thus describe him ** inter aiUa lowgi eminei 
P. Andreat Noriee, ApottoiiH vir zeliet 
parU prudentUe* He died 26 Jaooary, 
1722. 

NoRRis, Cdthbbrt, whose real name 
was Clifton, was 2nd son of Sir Cathbert 
Clifton, of Clifton, Knight, by Anne Til- 
desly, but assumed the name of his Grand- 
father, born in Lancashire : admitted in 
1630, Professed 11 May, 1651. The prin- 
ciple theatre of his Apostolie sealy was his 
native County. There he rested from hcs 
labors. 15 October, 1675; of his age 65. 
not 70, as F. Richard Strange asserts in the 
annu al letters of 1675. In those letters, F. 
Norris is justly stiled " vir jpiica, quique 
muUii annii in Vimd DtU cum J'rmetn 
laboravit.** 

In pp. 880-8 of Cath. Miscellany, of 
December, 1827, 1 published from the annual 
letters of 1652, the aeooant of thb Father's 
converting James, the 7th Earl of Derby, 
just before bis execution, at Bolton, 15 Oc- 
tober, that year. This conversion Is express- 
ly stated to be ** minims noiainvulgut,** 
(For an accoiut of the siege of Latham 
House» in the spring of 1644, see an inter* 
esting account in January, February, March, 
April, European Magazine* 1703.) 

NoRRxs, JoHK. The English Province 
can shew three Members of this naiae. The 
1st, I know was Professed in England, 15 
August, 1709; was Rector of Ghent, from 
1715, to 1719 — was subseqnently Mission- 
ary at Burton, io Sussex, where I believe bs 
died, 10 May, 1754. 

*The second was a Scholastic who died at 
Liege in the 2nd year of Philosophy, 15 
June, 1676, SBt.20. ** magmB tpeijuvenis, 
atque in Graeit lHteritpr€BelarierudUu8. 
*The 3rd was a Novice, born 12 August, 
1726, admitted 7 September, 1740, died at 
St Omer 22 February, 1751. 

NoRRis, RicHAoD.— For many yesri 
served the residence of St. Stanialans, and 
I believe was stationed at Exeter ** wnere a 
Mass-house was opened** (as we read p. 
891, Vol. I. of Calamy's History of Puritaa 
Ministers) in the reign of James II. He 
was a native of Lancashire, was entered an 
Alumnus of the English College at Rons, 
in 1077, and probably joined thd Society hi 
that City. 

When the Revolution barst forthwith 
such tremendous fury, in the West of Rog' 
land, towards the end of the year I68S, F. 
Norris, fudging it anadvlsable to expose 
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himself to the wmntiNi bratalitjofthesolAerf 
and the rabble, attenpted privately his es- 
cape from the Town. Bat he fell in with 
the Seoats mod Sentinels, oae of i 
levelled a blow at him with a battle 
but the stroke was averted by a comrade, 
and the Father effected his escape. That 
night he passedin a hovel on the tkaregnmnd. 
Understanding the next day that the soldiers 
were on the look out for him — that a eoi»- 
siderable reward was offered for his appre- 
hension — that the very man, who the day 
before had prevented the fatal blow, had 
engaged to discover him, wherever be lay 
concealed, he decided on taking some other 
direction. For tmo days lie lay absconded, 
in a damp and nncomfortable chamber, ex- 
posed to the wet and wiotry cold. On 
ascertaining that the soldiers had quitted the 
town, he resolved to return to the assistance 
of his flock. He was then distant from the 
place 16 miles, and he performed the journey 
almost barefoot, in miry and difficult roads, 
and drenched with rain — On his arrival, he 
found the population more excited than be- 
fore. Some one had threatened to pat the 
Mayor to trouble, for not having arrested 
the Father before he had taken bis departure, 
the houses of all the Catholics had been 
rigorously searched for him, and a premium 
** 200 aureorum'* was offered for his head. 
Seeing no chance of safety if he remained, 
he quitted the town again in the dead of the 
night. Here he experienced the manifest 
protection of Almighty God ; for although 
the roads were occupitd by an armed patrole, 
for 13 miles of his journey, he encountered 
no incoQveaience, no molestation^. After 
six months absence, he again returned to 
his afflicted flock ; but he could not long re- 
main concealed from the observation of his 
enemies, who were eager for his capture. 
On being recognized his lodgings were 
searched; but he succeeded in escaping 
along the roof of the adjoining houses. 
Another time he was actually in the hands 
of some soldiers who had been sent to ap- 
prehend him ; yet by the favour of God he 
eluded their vigilance, and gave them the 
slip." 

In 1701 and 1704, 1 meet with this good 
Father as superior of his brethren in Devon 
and Cornwall. He died 21 June, 1717. 

NoRRis, Stltjbster, of Somersetshire, 
was entered an Alumnus of the English 
College at Rome, in 1590. When he had 
finished his Theological course, and taken 
his degree of D. D, he aggregated himself 
to the Society. Mr. Dodd (p. 402, Vol II, 
Church, Hist.) mentioning his arrival at 
Douay, 24 July, 1606, is pleased to add, 
*' after some time he entered among the 
Jesuits." He would have expressed himself 
more correctly, by stating, that he was pro- 
ceeding to Rome, and actually became a 
Jesuit there before that year (1606) had ex- 
pired. Twelve years later, F. Norris was 
admitted in London to the profession of tht 
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Foar aolem Tows oftka Ordv. 
aerviag the Missioa with great aiU aai 
abUity, he died io Euftlud. 16 Maick, 
1630, ct.69. Under thesigMtne S. N. 
he pabUsbed -"The Antidote, or Treatise of 
thirty eootroveisies against Sectaries, 4tew 
St. Oner's 1618, pp. S28. The 2Bd part 
1619, pp. 247.

London, 1621, pp. 107.

Mr. Oodd asserts, that he was theaathor 
of a Treatise proving the Scriptares not to 
be the sole Judge of Controrersies, 4Co.

F. Norris, (who often passed by the nasae 
of SmUtk) published '' A True Aceemui ^ 
hie Comjirenee mUk Walker.** 4co. Loo- 
don« 16<4~Uanoticed by Dodd. 

NoRTB, RoBBRT, is mentioned by F. 
Gerard in his Latin Autobiography, as 
having been a prisoner at Worcester^ wheo 
F. Oldcorne was executed there in April, 
1606, and was living at St. Omer*s in 1609* 
1 think he was sometimes called DnekeiU 

Norton, John, is mentioned in a letter, 
dated Liege, 14 Bday, 1632. The Obituary 
states him to have died at Madrid ia 1604^ 
Q. 1640 ? I read in p 131, VoL 1. of 
Flandria lUustrata** that F. John Norton, 
of Kent, was the third Rector of the English 
House at Ghent. 

Oaklet, Fbamcis, bom 8 August, 1694. 
This Rev. Father became Tutor to Rowland 
Stanley, Esq., in his Continental Tour, and 
had the reputation of beicg a good scholar : 
he died in England 12 July, 1756, aBt.61. 
Rel. 40, Prof23. 

Oldcornb, Edward, (who after sub* 
scribed himself HmUon) was a native of 
York, of honest and religious Parents, and 
after a grammatical education, was brought 
up to the business of an Apothecary. At 
the age of 21 he received from Heaven a call 
to the Ecclesiastical State. His dear friend 
F. John Gerard writes , that *'ho firststudied 
in France in the English Seminary at Rheims 
two or three years, and then in the English 
College at Rome, where he heard his course 
of Logic, Philosophy and Divinity, in all 
which, he profited much, having a very good 
capacity. But his chief care and desire 
was to profit in spirit, which he did in such 
sort as was greatly to the satisfaction of all 
his Superiors, and the edification of the 
whole College. No man was more careful 
to observe the Rules ; no man more forward 
to the practice of any mortification ; of beg-» 
ging permission to go to the Hospitals, and 
to serve in the Kitchen, with other such 
like practices of humiliation, which he knew 
to be usual in the Society, unto which he 
had a vocation i^ long time before he could 
obtain his desire ; though he was not de*- 
ferred from any want of liking which hie 
Superiors had, either of his spirit or other 
talenu ; bat rather In their desire to further 
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as many good spirits and safficlent men as 
they conld, to the end of the College, and to 
fdrnish the clergy of England with able men 
against the time that God should please to 
have mercy upon our country. The opi uion 
his Superiors bad of him was well declared 
in the particular choice tbey made of him 
to send him into the Icingdom of Naples 
and Sicily, to negotiate for the College aod 
procure Alms in a time of great want, when 
the College was inTolved in debt, in con- 
sequence of being over- charged with the 
number of scholars more than their receipts 
were able to maintain. Yet the charity of 
its governors was such, and the want of fit 
worlcmen in the English harfest so great, 
that they would not lose good spirits, when 
they offered themselves to that vocation. 
F. Oldcome executed his commission with 
such discretion and fidelity, that he brought 
8 good round sum unto the College at his 
return." On 15 August, 158S, he was 
admitted into the Society with the said F, 
John Gerard, by the General Claudius 
Aquaviva, and forthwith ordered to the 
English Mission. They landed on the 
coast of Norfollc. F. Oldcome proceeded 
by Yarmouth to London, ''where he met 
his superior F. Henry Garnett, who took 
him to Warwickshire, and employed him 
in divers Missions round about, and found 
him so practical aod industrious, that he 
doubted not to send him to the most difllcult 
enterprises." In March, 15S9, he placed 
him at Henlip House, the seat of the Abing- 
tons, near Worcester, and this became his 
usual head quarters and residence for the re- 
mainder of his life. 

It would require a volume to enumerate 
the good deeds of this virtuous, wise, and 
diaritable Father, and indefatigable Mis^ 
sionary — the number of persons whom he 
eonrerted, and of Catholics he reclaimed; 
of scholars whom he sent over to the Semi-* 
naries, and of devout females to the Con- 
Tents ; F. Gerard says, ** Indeed I may 
safely say of him, without amplification, 
that *iniUig partihut iotas fere fundO' 
vUf rexiique eeeUtiat domesliccu* I 
neither do know^ nor have known any one 
Priest in England, that did go so many 
journies as he did, especially towards the 
latter end of his time, when he grew to be 
acquainted with so many places, and so 
much esteemed in all places, that he could 
never almost stay three days at home, but 
he should be sent for*" 

But at length his hour was come to be 
delivered into the hands of his enemies. 
They had searched for him at Henlip House, 
on two occasions before,* and he had 
adroitly disengaged himself from their toils* 
In the winter of 1605, after six days search,

he fell into their hands, with F. Henry Oar- 
nett, and was committed to the Tower of Lon- 
don. Here he was tortured five hoars every 
day, four or five days together, which F. 
Gerard (who could speak from experience 
there) remarks, *' is a greater extremity 
than one would easily believe, that hath not 
tried it.'* Remanded to Worcester Jail, he 
was led forth for execution, to Redhill, on 
Monday, 7 April, 1006, st. 45, and went to 
receive the full reward of his faithfalservices 
and fruitful zeaL 

F. Gerard thus concludes the narrative of 
the life and death of his affectionate friend, 
** I hope in God the time will coma, when 
the City of Worcester will see and acknow- 
ledge both the burning charity^ with which 
F. Oldcome lived and died amongst them, 
and the crown of glory he hath received of 
the hand of God for his faith so truly kept, 
and his course so happily consnmmate. 
His life was holy : his death saintly. God 
send us part of his blessed merits and inter- 
cession. ' 

Bromley asserts, that there is an en« 
graving of this Father by BovCtoto, and was 
told of another by Pa»9, — The Father was 
certainly grey-headed before his death. 

Urmes, Henry.— This Rev. Fattier died 
whilst Professor of Philosophy at I<iege, 
38 April, 1673. He is described in the 
Annual Letters as a truly religious man, u 
being** in y7ore<pfa£{f» gvigite mirAdeX' 
teritate ad sedulUalem dUApuHt auU in- 
9tUlandam pollebat" 

OsBosTON, John, entered tlie Order 7 
September, 1674 , died In England 28 De* 
cember, 1690, set. 85« 

•Oswald, Akthont, bom 24 Oetober, 
1723, was admitted 20 December, 1761. 
This valuable lay-brother retiring to Ham* 
burgh, there ended his earthly course in the 
year 1799. 

Owen, John Huob, of Anarlesaa, WH 
received an alumnus of the EngUsh College 
at Rome in 1636. Whilst a Missionary ia 
England, vis.^in 1648, lie wa» incorporated 
in the ^Society. Seven years later I meet 
him at Brnssells ; was snbscqnently sta- 
tioned at Holywell, where na made a 
saintly end 2S December, 1686, ttt. 71. A 
MS. Note informs me "that some noolhs 
before his death he had fallen i^Us herse, 
as be was coming home froaa Mr.Snlisbary, 
(a new Catholic,) where he bad been to 
help the Familj. Besides the ordisary 
Fast every Friday, when he took a mo- 
derate collation of night, he tned to j^hstafai 
from all sort of food until Bnnday noon* Bm 
never went abroad for his raereotion, asfv 
played at cards, or the like. He hadMsd 
much fasting from his youth. 

1 have also seen his own 118. neprt, 
bearing date 6 July, 1668, of B^gtr Whal- 
ston's cure (then about 60 yam of >«•)" 
inveterate lameness, S8 Aamit/ll0S^,l9 
drmking of the water of 8t, WlMOld'siMlL 
This poor man eane fnm J kum m gw n* 
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"ad frotp » Quaker and Anabaptist is said to 
have become a serious Calbalie ; and liis 
son, about 1 1 years of age, was christened 
CathoUco more^ after full instructioc, unto 
whom the greatest persons of the country 
were pleased to be Patrines/*

OwBNs, JoHK. I meet with two ; one 
was a native of Northamptonshire, and 
died at Ghent, 26 July, 1674, set. 74. Soe. 
43. of Palsy, '* Vir Plani reliyiosus, pirns 
ae sedulus," — An. Lit. 

The other died 1 March, O. S., 1729, of 
whom I can glean no other particulars. 

•Owen, Nicholas, commonly called, 
and mostly known by the name of Little 
John : for nearly twenty years attended on 
r. H. Garnett, and rendered inestimable ser- 
vices to Religion by his wonderful ingenuity 
in contriving secret places to hide Priests, 
Church Ornaments, and papers, from the 
malicious scrutiny of the Pursuivants ; ** so 
that I verily think,*' says F. John Ger- 
ard, who knew him well, '*no man can be 
said to have done more good of all those 
that laboured in the English Vineyard.*' 
Giftetl with extraordinary discretion and 
judgment, possessed of uncompromising in- 
tegrity, and immoveable constancy, this 
scholar and child of St. Ignatius, acquired 
and ma intained the unbounded esteem and 
confidence of the Catholic gentry, and of 
the Secnlar as well as Regular Clergy. 
Taken with F. Garnett, at Henlip, he was 
hung divers times on the Rack, for seven 
hours together, in the Tower of London : 
but God assisted him with so much grace, 
that in the agony of pain, he gare not the 
least sign of relentiug, nor any mark of im- 
patience, nor did a word escape his lips, by 
which the least of his acquaintance did, or 
could come to any trouble* " Tbey tor- 
tured him so long, and so often, ihiat his 
bowels gushed out together with his life. 
He had lived a saintly life, says Gerard, 
and his death was answerable. I desire 
my soul may have part with his, and myself 
be assisted with bis holy prayers." Th^ 
true date of his death I conceive to be 6 Feb- 
ruary, 1606, not It November, as the Ne- 
crology has it. 

OwETis, Thomas , of Hants. This pru- 
dent, experienced/ and learned Father^ en- 
tered the Society at Lyons In 1579. F. 
Robert Persons, who had long witnessed 
his talents for business, recommended on his 
death bed to the General Claudius Aqnavi- 
▼a, that he might be appointed to succeed 
him In the office of Prefect of the Bnglish 
M isiioDr and Rector of the National Col- 
lege in Rome. The recommendatlea was 



approved of, and F. Owens continued the 
Superior until his death, 6 Deel618,ml% 08. 
We have three of his publications — trans- 
lations from the French.

*Padburt, Thomas. This Temporal 
Coadjutor, born 5 August, I7l4, was ad- 
mitted i&to the Society in 1753* He died 
at Bruges, in a good old age, 14 March, 
1792. 

Page, Alexarder, a native of Derby*> 
shire : conscecrated himaelf to God in Re- 
ligion, at the age of S2. At a critical pe- 
riod, Tiz, in 1641, he commenced his Mis- 
sionary career in England. His death oc- 
cured at Watten, IS Octolier, twenty one 
years later. 

Page, Francis, as we learn from a MS. 
of his friend F John Gterard, was attachcxl 
to some public office in London, when he 
was first introduced to that worthy Father, 
then a prisoner in the Clinch, who recon- 
ciled him to the Catholic Church, and dear- 
ly cherished him for his candour, zeal, and 
tender piety. Renouncing the prospect of 
a Tery advantageous match Mr. Page deei- 
ded on embracing the Ecclesiastical State ; 
and going abroad for his studies, was in due 
time promoted to Orders, and sent to the En- 
glish Mission. He chiefly resided in Lon- 
don,where, says his above-mentioned friend, 
**muUis acceptissimus fuit et multis prO" 
fuit" At his earnest solicitation, F. Hen. 
Garnett admitted him into the Society, and 
sent the formula of his tows with his own 
subscription, to F. Fabius de Fabiis at Rome 
ImplevU desiderium sunn ingrtssus So- 
cietatem^ el antequam in Belgium remitti 
potuit ut novitat^s prohationes subirei^ 
captus ettf et probatus sieut aurum in 
fornace, et sieut holocausti hostia accep" 
tus, et dealbatus stoU sud in sanguine 
Agnif Jam requiem habet. Amodo videt 
me (continues the same Father) in aquis 
ppsitvm; etdiversis ventis et procelli» 
jaculatum i ctelo eonspicitf securns de 
suA felicitate, ac de mei promovenda^ «C 
fpero, solicitus,*' 

F. Page was the last victim of Q. Elisa- 
beth's sanguinary spirit ; sufiparing death at 
Tyburn, solely for his priestly character, qa 
29 April, 1602. In a letter of F.Richard 
Hlount, to F. Robert Persons, dated Iion- 
don, 5 May, 1602, he says <* Page dyed ef 
the Society, wit^ much alacrity and spirit- 
ual joy, and after some other sp^cheA "be- 
fore, he uttered these words ** I confess nnte 
you all, that I am a Catholic Priest, and 
although most unworthy, I thank God, of the 
Holy Soeietie of Jesus, and therewith the 
Cart was dryven away, and he never jfftke 
more." In the Baa|jc||Mip,Tftw^i:jjt Lw- 
don may be seen this inser^tien *^£ii Dwt 
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eit fiion Esperanee.** F. Page, tee p. 
168, Vol. \, of Bayley's Hist, of the 
Tower of London. What a contrast between

Pain, John, died at Liege, IS June 
1788, St. 71. Soc. 40. 

Pains, Jambs Philip, born at Noards, 
30 April, 1767; at the French Revolution, 
emigrated to this Country, and his love of 
piety, and his zeal ot Souls, induced him to 
become a Postulant for admission into the 
Society. Hit wish was granted. Solid, stud- 
ious, and methodical, and full of the love 
of the Institute, he was judged a fit sue* 
cessor to the late Reverend Joseph Barrow, 
at Lowe House, St, Helen's, where he ar- 
rived 29 January, 1SI3. The Alnighty 
blest him in his labours, and rewarded him 
with a happy death, in the morning of 4 Sep- 
tember, I8i34, Rel. 26. His remains were 
conveyed to Windleshaw. 

Palm. Qborge. All that I can glean of 
this venerable Man, is from the Provincial's 
Report of 1655, when he Is described as 
being 04 years of age, of which he had 
passed 37 in the Society, and 30 on the Mis- 
sion. The date of his Profession was II 
November, 1631. 

Palmer, Cbaulbs, alias PouUon, alias 
Rohertf, of Northamptonshire : at the age 
of 21 joined the Order, and was inscribed 
amongst the Professed Fathers, in England, 
3 December, 1654. He was a man of emi« 
nent sanctity and considerable learning: 
and during upwards of 30 years of Mission- 
ary labor, had endeared himself to all, by 
his disinterested zeal, meekness, and cha- 
rity. During Oates's Plot, he was hunted 
i»p and down the Country like a wild beast, 
chiefly at the malicious suggestions of the 
unhappy Apostate Travcrs, or Savage,* 
^hose dishonourable frauds he had exposed 
«s in duty bound, and successfully counter- 
acted. For about a year and half, this 
meritorious Father could never appear open- 
ly, in the day time — was under the necessity 
of frequently shifting his quarters: and 
spmetimes for whole days in the wintry 
season, was compelled to abscond in the 
woods and thickets ; but under the protec- 
tion or Providence, be then escaped the 
fury of his blood-thirsty enemies. When 
the Savoy College was made over to his 
Brethren by King James II, he was appoin* 
ted its first Rector, and entered upon his 
of&ce on the eve of Pentecost 24 May, 
1687. The success of the new Establish- 
ment exceeded all expectation. In p. 79, 
Vol. Ily Life ot James II, we are told "there 
were at least two hundred Cothol ic Scholars 
find about as many Protestants, who were 
no ways constrained in their Religion, or 
required to assist at Mass, or any of their 
Public Devotions." At the bursting out 
of the Revolution. F. Rector consulted hit 
yafety by flight; bat was apprebMided near

Feversham, lODeoenber, 1068, and having 
been plundered of every thing, by Uie brutal 
rabble, was thrown into a jail, where he 
patiently suffered the most wanton indig- 
nit'ies ; and for a fortnight was denied even a 
bed. On 1 January following the old man 
was conducted to London, aod committed 
to Newgate, where his feeble eonstitution 
soon sunk under the accamolatioa of hard- 
ships and privations, viz, at 9 of the morn- 
ing 7 February, 1690, et-74.' In his last 
moments he was repeating the words ofSt. 
Francis Xavier " Deus amo U,^Sre. 

PALMEa, Fbsdinand, Uncle I think, of 
Charles P, aforesaid. The An&uai Letters 
testifiy to his sealoos, but discreet services 
in the Lancashire Mission. After the 
Restoration of King Charles II, we find bio 
actively engaged at London, with thedoties 
of his holy calling. Daring the plague 
which made such frightful havock in the 
Metropolis, lie multiplied his exertions aD4 
sacrifices, for the relief and comfort of his 
suffering fellow creatures. In the midst of 
liis heroic labors, he took the infection, and 
passed to a glorious Immortality, 6 May, 
1666, set. 61. Soc. 41. Prof. 25. 

*Palmer, Francis. On account ofsevere 
il loess, this pious Ecclesiastic was removed 
from Liege to Ghent, in the hopes of bene- 
fitting his health ; but Almighty God was 
pleased to hasten his happiness, by a sweet 
and enviable death, 14 September, 1641. 
The Annual L.etters shew that he was a 
youth of extraordinary promise. 

Palmer, George, born 10 November, 
1692 : for many years was employed in the 
Lancasliire Mission. 1 have met with him 
at Eccleston ; but subsequently at Slate- 
del f, where he built the Priest's House, and 
where I think, he ended his days, 13 Jaaiu 
ary, 1758, Rel. 45. 

Palmbr, Giles, born in Northampton" 
shire : joined the Novices at the age of 21 ; 
was enrolled amongst the Professed Fathers 
8 December, 16J5. lie departed to our 
Lord, in England, 80 November. 1066, «t. 
65. 

Palmer, John. The Senior Father of 
this name was a native of Yorkshire ; em- 
braced the pious Institute of St. Ignatius in 
1627; and was professed at AAichaelmas, 
1643. A year later he proceeded to the 
Baglish Mission, where 1 believe he died 
17 August, 1656. 

The Junior was born in Northampton- 
shire, and at the advanced age of 40 took his 
place amongst the Novices ; at the end of 
this probation he was sent to the English 
Vineyard, where it seems he passed by ths 
name of Thwing, and where he died» in the 
course of the year 1657, let. 47* 

* Palmer, Matthew, of whom all that 
I can gather is, that he died at St. Omer, 
19 June, 1641. 

Palmer, Ralpb, died io Burlaiid. 9 
April, 1649. — •— -f 
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Pauisv, Thomas, died at Ghent, II 
March, 164S. We nay express oiir regiet 
that the Aaniial Letters from 1640 to 1660 
furnish sndi slender details. Indeed in 
pnrsning oar labors, we are perpetually 
annoyed at diseonering no other memorial 
of many departed IFbrliUrs, bat that they 
were bom upon one day, and died upon 
another— two cirenmstanoes that aieeom- 
aion to all mankind. 

Paui sa, WiLUAM, born at Lindley. in 
Yorkshire, in 1691, entered an Alumnus of 
the English College at Rome, in 1614, 
joined the Society at the age of S7, and ad- 
mitted to the solemn Profession, 11 NoTom* 
ber, 16SI . Twenty years later he was ap* 
prehended with F. F^ John Taylor, and 
Charles Harris **ob gaeerdalU sntpieionem'* 
and thrown into jail. The venerable Man. 
after serving the fiiiission nearly half a 
century, died quietly 8 January, 1670. 

Pamsford, John, of Hants. Ood called 
this holy Missionary to himself, ONoFember^ 
i668, St. 80. Rel.47. Prof 8d. 

Panting, John. This considerate Bene- 
factor of the Missions of Bristol, Exeter, 
and Shepton Mallet, was bom 26NoTeml>er, 
i732; commenced his Noviceship 7 Sep* 
tember, 1740; was made Priest at Liege, 
17 April. 1757, and was justly distinguished 
amongst his Brethren and acquaintance, at 
a good Critic, a polite Scholar, and accom- 
plished Gentleman. For many years he 
was the respected Incumbent at Bonham, 
where he ended his pious course 80 May, 
1783, and was butied in the adjoining 
Church of Stourton. Before he came to the 
Mission, he was Director cf the English 
Nuns at Gravelioes, and published a trans- 
lation oC^Perid' Ofhan** Life of St. 
Jtoytiuf.'* SL Omer, 1761. He left also 
in folio, a Manuscript life of St. Mary 
Magdalen of PaEzi, pp.401. The Life of 
«t. Jane of Cbantal, pp. 152, which I have 
«een at Ugbrooke. 

Q. Who was the Translator of the Latin 
Devotions for tliesix Sundays, In honour of 
St. Aloysius, asmaUito.of 118 pages, 
printed at St.Omer, and dedicated to the 
Lady Mary Magdalen Mandeville, Abbess 
of the Irish Benedictines at Ipresi 

Pahker, James, of Lancashire, whose 
real name was CiUeheth, This zealous 
and benevolent Priest was cut down in the 
prime of life, at Ohent, '* in obsequio i«- 
feetorum** 23 December, 1667, st. 36, Soc 

16; 

Parker, Francis, born in Lancashire. 
After bearing the heats and burthen of the 
English Vineyard, for 32 years, in very 
turbulent and critical times, he retired to 
'Ghent, where he died in peace, 20 May, 
1670, mt. 73. Socr 53. Prof. 88. 

Parkbs, Joi ' 
of this name: ^

58. Prof.4Ak 
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death is thus announced ^ in tanriiari^

The third was born ia Londoni II Feb.> 
ruary, 1715; was received among the 
NovicM at Watten, 23 March, 1786. Thie 
Reverend Father flolshed his earthly eeuri* 
at Alnwick, IS January, 1770. 

*Parkir, Jambs. No less than four of 
this name, are Inscribed in the Fasti of the 
Eaglish Provinee. The let a Lav-brother 4 
but of whom I oan gather no partieulara. 

The 2nd was born in Lancashire, In 
1507; at the age of 26 joined the Order, 
and was professed in the same, 6 Augost, 
1637. He was itill living in 1655, and had 
then passed 26 years on the Mission* 

The Third, whose name was CWeAetAf, of 
a good familvin Lancashire, was a scholat tic 
at Liege, who closed an innocent life by ai 
Christian death 14 Ootober, 1602, mt. 27. 
Rel.7. 

The fourth was bom at Liverpool^ 8 
april, 1747: entered the Novitiate at the age 
of 10: and finished hisstudiesatSt^ Albao's 
College at Valladolid. For many years was 
Chaplain to Barbara,CottntessofShaftesbury^ 
daughter and heiressof Sir John Webb, of 
Odstock and Canford, Bart. After his re* 
tirament from that situatioD, he resided 
•everal years at Bristol, and conetUated the 
respect and esteem of all parties by his 
polished manners, and frank and cordial 
behaviour. Occasionally hfl assisted his 
friend the Rev. R. Plowden, the incumbent 
thercf and charmed and delighted the coiv- 
gregation by his eloquent and forcible style 
of preaching. For some time before his death 
he retired to Liverpool ; the Ref. Vincent 
Glover, O.3.B. on heariog that he was very 
unwell called upon him, and considering him 
to be in a dangerous state, warned him of U; 
upon which F. Parker made his confession, 
received extreme Unction, and died in fife 
minutes after,20 Obt. 1822 : be was burled 
at Sefteot wherft may be setn his origimsl 
fipitaph.'

•Parker, Richard. — isl. This Tem- 
poral Coadjutor was of Lancashire : and 
departed to our Lord at Liege 15 April, 
1743, St. 51 Rel, 19. 

2nd. Born at Preston 23 July, 1791, ar- 
rived atStonyhurst in Oct. 1804, entered the 
Society in 1810 : ordained Priest in Decem- 
ber, 1819, and 6 October of the ensuing year 
became the Missionary at Wardour. Here 
his prudence, uniform piety, charity, zeal 
and urbanity of mannersendeared him to all. 
To the deep regret of his flock and hi;s noble 
patrons, obedience summoned him away 
from Wardour to Stonyhurst College, 12 
June, 1832, to fill the office of its Hector. 
F. Parker was admitted to the rank of a 
Professed Father 2 February, 1833. For 
the last year of his life his patience was tried 
by a complication of maladies that defied all 
the power and skill of Physicians, and he 
died most piously at the house of his dear 
friend Mr. Harrison, of Chorley, whose 
unremitting attentions to the last exceed all 
praise. The precious remains of this worthy 
Father were honourably conveyed to Stony- 
hurst for interment. 

Parker, Thomas, (CulchethJ joined the 
Novices in 1674. The talent for government 
which he evinced in the sequel procured 
his appointment three several times to the 
Rectorship of Liege College, j'rom 1713 
to 1716 he filled the office of Provincial of 
his Brethren. For a short time be presided 
oyer them in London and the College of St. 
Ignatius. Retiring to l.iege, he died at the 
good old age of 76, 10 February, 1730. 

*2. A lay -brother of this name died in 
Spain about the year 1604. 

8. This Father was born 19 Nov. 1739, 
flad after finishing his studies at Valladolid 
entered the Society 28 June, 1763. For 
some time he was employed in the Cornish 
Mission ; thence removed to Beoley, in 
Worcestershire, and died at Heath Green 
26 October, 1820, set. 81. 

♦Parker, William, — Two of this name 
occur in the Fasti, both natives of Lanca- 
shire. The 1 St. was a Temporal Coadjutor, 
who ended his da^s at St. Omer, 22 Novem^ 
her, 1652, set. 50, Soc. 20. 

The second (Culcheih) was admitted in 



1659 ; and died a Missionary fa England 37 
March, 1684. 

Parkinson, Richard, of Yorkshire, 
born 11 April, 1681 ; at the age of 18 was 
inscribed an alumaas ofthe English College 
at Rome, and Four years later a Novice of 
the Society. I find him actively engaged 
some years later in the London Mission. 
Retiring to Ghent he prepared himself for 
his passage into eternity, into which he en- 
tered 27 July, 1748. 

*Parr, Thomas, of Durham. Late in 
life was a Candidate for the Society: died 
at Liege 7 Feb. 1654, set. 66. Rel. 21. 

*Parry, fiowARD. — I belie?e this scho- 
lastic obtained admission 31 October, 1701, 
and died in England 29 l>ecember, 1711, 
SBt. 27. 

Paruy, John, of Derbyshire, born 20 
August, 1718; entered the Novitiate in 1737, 
but I c&nnot follow out his subsequent life. 

Paul, PBTea.— All that I can glean of 
his life is from a fragment of the Watten 
•Journal frequently mentioned in these pages. 
•* December 15, A.D 1688; Brother Peter 
Paul, a Painter, admitted.** Again, " Feb. 
13, 1691, Mr. Peter Paul admitted again.'* 
It is certain that he died at St. Omer*s Col- 
lege, 21 February, 1722, set. 62. 

*PaVne In a Letter of his Superior 

F, Richard Plowden, dated 12 September, 
1726, I read that on the preceding day tbn 
brother had died at Watten. 

Payton, John, born in Lincolnshire, 
A.D. 1607, at the age of 25 pronounced his 
Simple Vows, and 18 December, 1645 was 
numbered amongst the Professed Fathers. 
Ten years later I meet with him on the 
English Mission. 

*Pearcu, Francis.— This Scholastic was 
consigned to an early tomb, dying at Liege 
2 August. 1746, Get. 24. Soc, 4. 

PearcCf John, see Hayman, Richard. 

Peahcb, Thomas, sometimes call Percy : 
was a native ot Devonshire, came on the 
Mission in 1641. He retired to Ghent to 
prepare himself for Eternity, into which he 
passed ^5 January, 1685, sat. 7t), Soc, 47. 

Pearson, or Pierson, Thomas, who 
had been Professed in the Order, 2 February 
1685, was certainly the incumbent in Dur- 
ham during the reign of James II., and 
strenuously laboured for the good of soals. 
Here he had erected a chapel *' tatis amplum, 
which was numerously attended ; here by 
his zealous endeavours was opened a public 
school " gymnasium publicum'iehola 
frequent.*' The Supplement to the Annual 
Letters, gives some circumstantial evidence 
ofthe Revolutionary Hurricane in that City. 
" Ineunte Decembri anni 1688 erupitpro' 
cella qua per aliquot diet imminebat. 
Coacta ingenli numeroplebieula, eo/urore, 
eo impetu, in Sacellum invoiavitt k' ^^'' 
mentofere temporit omnia ad solum mque 
funditus everlcrit. Tectum parietef, 
tabulate, altare communi omnia Ruin^ 
disjecta sunt. Crux ipsa fmblieeeombui' 
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la, Crederet arbUratoM »t omnem Calk' 
olieee religionis memoriam posse abolere.*' 
Then follows the accoaat of saekiog the 
houses of the CalhoHcInhabitants. *' Notiri 
interim, qui ed in urbe rem Catholieam 
curabant ut ianiisper se popvUari furore 
subdueerent, pernoctis ienebras peditee 
itinere diffieilimo {medid quippe hjfeme) 
hue iUue d\ffugere eoacti dtinde sub dio 
in eampis vel eylvis aliquamdiu pernoC' 
tare.** 

F.P. sarviTed to reach the Patriarchal 
age of 87, dying at Durham 4 Feb. 1733. 

Peceham, Robert, died holily in En- 
gland, according to Nadasi, 95 January, 
1621. 

*Peckbtt, Robert, occurs a Temporal 
Coadjutor at Rome, in 1701-4, and died in 
that city 8 January, 1706. 

Pelham, Hrnrt, born in Kent : at the 
age of 17 joined the Society. On the En- 
glish Mission he often passed bv the name 
of Warren. ObiU in Angtid 7 junii, 1709, 
ist. 67. 

Pelham, William, bom in Suffolk in 
1623 : was admitted into the Novitiate at 
the age of 90: ten years later was sent 
to the Maryland Mission, in which he 
died 7 February, 1671. 

Pellbntz, jAMBS.^This German Fa- 
ther WHS born 19 January, 1797 : admitted 
19 October, 1744 : Professed 8 Dec. 1766, 
and devoted himself to the Maryland Mis- 
sion. He was living there in 177 1. 

♦Pellison, John. F.Henry More, p. 31, 
found in a letter of Polancus, dated Trent, 
90 October, 1569, to F. Mercurian **Mit* 
titur eliam unut Coadjutor, Joaannee 
Pellison f coneinnandarum vestium intel- 
ligenst qualem uUimis suis Reverentia 
vestra postuiabat,** 

Pembbr, George, born in Bucks, died 
at Ghent 29 April, 1661, set. 97, Soc. 8: 

Pemberton, John William, born in 
Lancashire 1 June, 1705 ; was' admitted at 
Watten in Priests Orders, 98 June, 1783, 
To eleven years was made a Spiritual Co- 
adjutor : died in England 10 July, 1763. 

Penketh, Charles, was the Incumbent 
of Leigh, in Lancashire, in November, 1693. 

Penketh, John. According to Bishop 
Challoner, this good Father was tried 
and condemned atLancaster, but outlired 
Gates' persecution. 

Penn, Thomas.^HIs Conversation to 
the Catholic Faith, and his admission Into 
the Society on the day of his death, at St, 
Omer, before 1617, may be read with interest 
in p. 42S, of More*s Hist. 

Penoril, William. — There were two 
Fathers of this name. The Senior who is 
sometimes called Birch, was admitted Si 
May, 1708, and Professed 4 August, 1720, 
was Superior of his brethren In the Blshop- 
rick of Durham, from 19 November, 1729, 
until 1736: died in Northumberland 91 Feb- 
ruary, 1748, flBt. 74. 
The Junior, sometimes called Howe, was 



born 1 Mareh, 1701, admitted at the ageo 
21, was Profisssed at Rome 9 February 
1740, died in that city 10 March, 1740. 

Pennant, Thomas; the Nocrology dates 
his deaths July, 1638. I can learn no 
particulars. 

Pennington, Frarcis, sailed from Lon* 
don withF, Nicholas Gulich in October 
1675, for Maryland. In that Mission be 
spent the remainder of his life, dying 99 
February, 1699. 

"Pennington, John, born in Lancashire. 
This venerable lay -brother died at Liege 7 
May, 1671. set. 84, Rel. 46, deserving the 
character ** Diuturtue viUe ReOgiosm 
meriiis gravis.*' 

Pennington, Roger, of Lancashire: ad*- 
mitted 11 September, 1661 : died prematurely 
at Liege, 17 July, 1665, aet. 96. 

Pennington, William, I suspect was 
the youn^r brother of Roger, and was ad- 
mitted at the same time ; he was made aPro- 
fessed Father 99 June, 1699. I believe that 
he died at Liverpool 8 June, O. S. 1736, 
ast. 75. He was buried in the Catholic 
Cemetry of Uarkirke, near Crosby Hall, 
where lie many of his Religious Brethren.;^ 

Percy, Charles, was admitted 7 Sep- 
tember, 1685 ; Professed in 1703. For 
many years served Grafton, was appointed 
Superior of his Brethren in the residence of 
St. George, 8 September, 1734, and died in 
office 4 October, 1735, O.S. »t, 71. 

Percy, John, see Fisher, 

Percy, Philip, admitted in 1683; Pro* 
fessed in England 13 February, 1701, died 
1 1 May, 1724, »t. 61, 1 believe in Yorkshire. 

Percy, Robert, was admitted in 1674, 
died in England 9 July, 1715, est. 63. 

Perison, William, bom in the County 
of York in 1611, was admitted a Novice at 
the age of 20, died in England in 1666. 

Pbrsall, John. Of this eminent Oi- -j^ 
Tine, I regret to have discovered so few par- ^ 
ticulars. At the accession of James II, he 
was appointed one of his Majesty's Preach- 
ers. Two of his sermons are in print : one 
delivered 95 October, 1665, the other 
preached before the King and Queen at 
Windsor, 30 May, Trinity Sunday, 1686. 
On the eve of Pentecost, 94 May, 1687, I 
find that he took up his residence in the Sa- 
Toy College. When the Revolution ex- 
ploded, he was fcrtunate enough to effect his 
escape to the continent. Retiring to Liege, 
he was rector of the College there, from 1694 
to 1698. During this interval, viz, in 1696, 
he attended the XlVth Oeneral Congrega- 
tion of the Society, as ** Vice Provincialis 
AnglUe'' see Dec. XVI. At the expiration 
of his Rectorship, it se^ms, that he returned 
to England, where be died, 9 September. 
1701. 

Persons, Robert. So intimately ia the 
biography of this great and good man, con- 
nected with the history of his limes, that a 
Volume woald be required to do justice tot 
his memory* We have invariably observed 
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that in proportion as men were wise and 
emineoi, and devoted to the cause of Reli- 
gion, tiwy have esteemed, and admired, and 
venerattd his character. At present, we 
must eootent ourselves with offering an 
Epitome of his life: but shall embody se- 
veialof his own notes, from a 4to MS. 
whibh he commenced at Naples, in the au- 
tumn of 1696, and continued at Rome to the 
month of May, 1601. 

Robert was the 6th of the eleven children 
of Henry and Christiana Persons. From 
a letter of their son John, Rector of Char- 
dlinch, addressed from the Parsonage house 
there, 31 May, 1602. to Dr. Sutcliffe, Dean 
of Ezeter^and Thomas Somaster, Arch-dea- 
con of Totnes, I learn that this worthy con-* 
pVa "lived togethei* most comfortably and 
sociably in hxAy marriage, in their own 
home, above 60 years, and in their time were 
the best housekeepers in all that Township, 
all which is to be testified by the general 
consent of all in this Country.'* This Henry* 
before his death, had the coDSolation of re- 
ceiving all the rites of the Church, from the 
hands of F* Alexander Bryant, late in the 
year 1579. His pious Widow survived 
until 26 April, 1600, and had much to suf. 
f er for her constancy in the Catholic faith : 
was regularly attended by F. Robert South- 
well, until his Martyrdom, in 1695 : and 
subsequently by F. Henry Garnett, until her 
edifying demise in London, when she was 
upwards of 90 years of age. In a letter of 
F. Oldcorn, to F, Robert Persons, dated 
16 June, 1603, I find mention of his 
brothers George, and Thomas, and Richard 
Persons." Richard and his wife are Catho- 
lics, and have lin so these six or seven years : 
they live but poorly in outward show : and 
for your brother Thomas, he lives in Somer- 
letsbire, and I hear in good esute for the 
world ; but he U no Catholic, nor is there 
any hope." In a letter of F. H. Garnett, 16 
March, 1603 he says, *' the house of F. 
Person's sister, where she lay, being very 
honest and of good reputation, was searched 
on Christmas night, 1602— that Agnus Dei's, 
and beads, and such like were found. 
She was so frighted by the knaves, that 
she died on Innocents' day." She had 
previously been hunted away out of anotheii 
parish by the Minister, for her brother's 
sake. 

Robert was born at Nether Stowey 24 
June, 1646, and was the first child baptlaed 
by the New Incumbent of the Parish, the 
Rev. Johnt Hayward, a pious Catholic

Priest, who, before tha diasolntion of the 
Monasteries, had been a Canon Remlar, of 
Taunton (not Tor Abbey as Sutcliffe said) 
and had a pension of £6, 6«, 8cf. See 
Brown Willis* Hist. Vol. II. p, 800. In 
very early youth Robert was consigned to 
the charge of his etder brother, a Aferchant, 
but on whose failure in business waaratorned 
to his parents. As he showed a eskpaeity 
for learning, tbe abovementloned ineumbeot 
exhorted the parents to afford him the UMans 
of education, and generously offered to con* 
tribute towards the ezpences, and be faith* 
fully kept his word. Robert and John 
(afterwards Rector of Chardlinch) were ac- 
cordingly placed under a Master of Gram- 
mar at Stogursey, for abont a twelvemonth, 
thence removed to the Pnblie Free School 
at Taunton, where they pnraued their studies 
for three years, under its master, a Catho- 
lic, but a man decidedly severe«* At the 
age of IS Robert was enabled to proceed to 
St. Mary's Hall, Oxford, and after two 
years of Logic was entered of Baliol College. 
In May 1668, he was made Bachelor of 
Arts* By his unwearied industry and solid 
judgment and talents for dlspatatlon he 
soon rose to distinction : he was declared a 
Master of Arts and a Fellow of the College, 
and became a celebrated Totor in the Uni- 
versity, but never took Orders there, as 
Wood suspected and presumed. Yet oo 
two occasions he took the Oath of Abjura- 
tion of the Pope's supremacy. *' Proh 
Scelut ! bU juramantum Hind mquitMi' 
mum Juvenii ambUioiUMf ne gradum 
amitterem, labiis pronundavi, iieet amimt 
detestarer. Parte miki^ miterteortDtutj 
aeyrande hoejuventutU mem delieium cea- 
do%a ; iioiuf urn enim iMPeram, quid e§9eUe 
euper omnia dUigere, et koturem twim 
rebut aiUnferie mundanU^** Bat his 
conscience would not suffer him to lie at 
ease ; be saw the storm of perseeution ap- 

firoaching ; he witnessed the stand saada by 
lis friend Richard Garnet, Fellow of the 
same College of Baliol, who renounced 
every worldly prospect rather than betray 
his Catholic principles ;. in the lear of not 
being able to realise a dmilar example of 
constancy atid fortitude, he retired for a 
time into Somersetshire, whero his firtendi 
and patrons, and chiefly Mr, John Stoos 
his relation, a wealthy merchant of Brisu>l, 
who was Mayor In that City in 1609, agreed 
oo supplying him with Fnnds to study lbs 
Law in London. He returned however ts 
Oxford, where he experieneed much vexa- 
tion and persecution, from Adam Squire the 
Proctor, and especially froos Chnstofber 
Bagshaw, a man whose food was faction ; 
and who through subsequent life, tarnished 
his other merits by restless humour and im- 
placable temper. At length yieldliigjte fi* 
olence, and giving place to wrath, F/Robsrt 
took his departure from Oxford,, early is

had provided that Sir Richard Baker (whoee 
son Thomas had been my Scholar) should 
offer me unasked, a lease of certain lauds 
fallen of late to his eldest son in Somerset- 
shire, which I took, and going down into 
the Country, I sold for a hundred pounds 
and more to James Clark, Popham*s Secre- 
tary, and with this, and other help of 
friends, I was able to go over to travel. 
After Easter, I returned to London, and 
putting myself under the protection of Lord 
Buckhurst, by means of the Culpeppere 
and Sidneys (of whom I had two or three 
for my Scholars at Oxford) I departed for 
England, in May or June, 1574, leaving 
all that ever I had in England, in confidence 
with the said L ord, who dealt honourably 
with me afterward, when in Italy I entered 
religion; for he delivered all left to his 
custody unto the persons I assigned." 

Landing at Calais, he hastened to An- 
twerp, whence [he inteoded to proceed to 
the Great Fair at Frankfort; but as some 
of his companions had not yet arrived at 
Antwerp, ne decided on visiting Louvain 
"in the company of two godly men, one, 
Mr. Thomas Vates, (afterwards of the So- 
ciety, and now in Brazil,) the other, John 
Slade, (afterwards Priest) and by these 
two men's virtuous example and exhorta- 
tions, I resolved in Louvain, seeing I had 
time to stay there eight or ten days, to make 
the Exercises under P. William Good, for 
eight days,'* 

Robert's destination was Padoa, where 
he intended to apply to medicine. He ar- 
rived there towards the end of September, 

1574. Taking a commodious house ** I 
bought good store of books for my faculty^ 
as also provision of Apparel," but the mercy 
of God would not suffer his mind to rest on 
his studies; his pleasures were sprinkled 
with bitterness ; he remained a stranger to 
peace and comfort, and after a severe con^ 
flict with himself, he withdrew secretly, 
and performed the iourney to Rome on foot. 
'* There I offered myself to the Society, and 
entered it upon St. James's day, 24 July. 

1575, and having made distribution of all 
my worldly affairs, especially of such goods 
as I left at Padua, and in the Lord Buck- 
hurst his hands in England, I found 
myself exceedingly comforted." 

At the expiration of his Noviceship, he 
began the study of Diidnity in the Roman 
College — was ordained Priest some time of 
the year 1578, and continued to assist in the 
Penitentiary, and in the " charge of the No- 
vitiate of the second year" until he received 
orders to be ready for the English Mission. 

We should add from hisletter to Dr. Allen, 
of 30 March, 1579, that he had offered him- 
self *' a good while agoe to the Misaion of 
the Indies, and cannot obtain it." 

We have mentioned in the biography of 
F. Edmund Cam plan, the anxiety of Dr. 
Allen, that Jesuits should be employed

in the Eoglish Mission. His heart waa 
closed to every other interest, every other 
concern, than the glory of God, and the 
salvation of souls. He had reached Rome 
in October, 1579, and had so effectually ne- 
gotiated the sending of English Fathera 
with his Holiness, Gregory XIII, that 
instructions had been issued to F. Edmund 
Campian to hasten to Rome, to be the as- 
sociate of F, Persons in this work of the 
ministry. 

Ambo animis, ambo insignei, pnssian' 
tibus ausU, Before they left Rome, on 
Low Sundav, 18 April, 1580, the General 
of the Society forbade them to interfere 
directly or indirectly with any political or 
state affairs, or to discuss, or to listen to 
such subjects. (Bartoli c. and 8, Lib. 
II.) F. Persons, it was agreed, should crosa 
over to England first. Personating a Cap- 
tain returning from Flanders to England, 
provided with a dress " of buff, layd with 
gold lace, with hatt and feather, suted to 
the same'* he passed to Calais upon SL 
Barnaby's day, as I remember, being xi of 
June, (not 16 as Bartoli asserts) and finding 
fit embarcation and passage, the very next 
morniog arrived at Dover.*' Here, the 
Searcher, according to his commission ex- 
amined him, *' found no cause of doubt in 
him, but let him pass with all favor, pro- 
curing him horse, and all other other things 
necessary for his journey to Gravesend.*' 
This manifestation of God's care and pro- 
tection, inspired the Father with courage 
and confidence, and he told the searcher 
" that he had a certain friend,' a merchant 
lying in St. Omer's, that would follow him 
very shortly, to whom he desired the said 
searcher to show all favor : and so he pro- 
mised to do, and took a certain letter of the 
same Father to send to Mr.' Edmunds (for 
so F. Campian was now called,) and con- 
veyed it safely to St. Omers,in which letter 
F. Persons wrote unto him the great courtesy 
which the searcher had shewed him," and re- 
commended him to hasten and follow him 
up to London, where he might assist him in 
disposingof his stock of jewels and diamonds* 

F. Persons took the boat at Gravesend 
at midnight, and reached Southwark at 4 
o'clock in the morning. In consequence of 
the Queen's proclamation, and the general 
suspicion prevailing against strangers, he 
found it impossible to procure accomoda- 
tion at the Inns, coming, as he did, with- 
out a horse. At last he proceeded to the 
Marshalsea prison, where he found that 
generous Confessor Mr. Thomas Pound, 
S. J., who received him with open arms, 
and introduced him to that worthy gentle- 
men Mr; George Gilbert, who bountifully 
provided for all his wants and comforts, as 
well as for F. Campian on his arrival. 

Early in July, these two Reverend FF. 
took leave of each other at Hogsdon, a vil- 
lage near London, with the intention of 
meeting again in the Capital at Michaelmas. 
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* All the summer we passed over in preach- 
ing ; my lot was the Shires of Northamp- 
tOD, Derby, Worcester, Gloucester, and 
Hereford ; Mr. Gilliert was my companion.** 
Id October, the two Fathers met at Ux- 
bridge : and as the most diligent search was 
making for F, Campian, it was agreed that 
he should retire to Lancashire, and that 
I*. Persons should be stationary in London 
or the environs. On Cam plan's return, the 
two Fathers met frequently at Harrow-on- 
the- Hill. In going there, they had to pass 
by Tyburn, and F. Persons relates the fol- 
lowing anecdote, **Cafnpianu8 per Tibum- 
urn semper detecto capite xubire voluU, 
maynd reverentid factd, turn ob signum 
Crucit et honcrem nonnuUorum Martyr^ 
urn, qui ibi passi suntf et quod sibi illie 
aliquando certandum dicebat,** As the 
heat of the persecution increased, it was set- 
tled that F. Campian should proceed to 
Norfolk : the two friends, as if they had a pre- 
sentiment that they should never meet again, 
renewed their religious Vows, and received 
the Holy Communion : then tenderly embra- 
cing each other, et mutantes galeros in sig- 
num Amoris, discessimus ab invicem,*' The 
parting took place on Monday, 10 July, 
1561 : on the following Sunday, the Qth 
after Pentecost, F. Campian was betrayed 
at Lidford, in Berkshire, the seat of Lady 
Yates, by George Elliott. F. Persons was 
was on a visit at or near Henly Park, the 
seat of Francis Brown, Esq., when he heard 
of the apprehension of his dear friend, and 
of his having been escorted through Henly, 
to London. About a month later "I retired 
into Sussex, unto Michelgrove, and finding 
the commodity of passage to go to France, 
I resolved to go, to confer with Mr. Doctor 
Allen, and Mr. Gilbert, and F. Claudius 
Matthews, the Provincial, about prosecuting 
of this Mission, with full intention to re- 
turn presently, through hitherto I have been 
letted,'* 

'*Oue cause also was to print some books 
which I had written in England, or was in 
writing, as the Defence of the Censure, the 
Latin Epistle of Persecution, and the Book 
of Resolution in the first Edition, all which 
were printed at Roan this winter. Another 
cause also of my coming over was to make 
a Mission of Scotch Fathers into Scotland, 
which, by letters, I had procured from the 
General : and F. Edmund Hayes, and F. 
'William Critton were appointed ; but first 
to take directions from me. Wherefore, 
upon conference with F. Critton, at Roan, 
he went into Scotland, and I sent Ralph 
Emerson with him, and promised to exp«ct 
his return at Roan, as I did, in April, 1582.'' 

But though absent from his native coun-> 
try, he was indefatigable in his exertions 
for its welfare. "Well might Dr. Allen say, 
^'Jllius hominis Jnduslria, Prudentia, 
ZeluSf in scribendo et agendo dexterUas, 
tuperant omnem fidem»** 

Through his instrumenlality was pro* 



cured of the Duke of Gaise d^lOO. per 
annum for a seminary of English youth, 
at £u, in Normandy,* In 1682. In the 
course of the same year he yislted Lisboa, 
and Spain, where he was honourably re- 
ceived by Philip II. " At this my being 
with the king of Spain, I obtained twenty 
four thousand Crowns to be sent to the King 
of Scots, which were paid by John Baptist 
Taxis, in Paris. I also obtained in 1564, 
for King James, of Pope Gregory XIII, 
Four thousand Crowns, by bilU of Ex- 
change, which myself brought also, and 
delivered in Paris. I cauMd also two 
thousand ducats of yearly pension lor the 
Seminary of Rheims, and a promise for 
Dr. Allen to be Cardinal, which was af- 
terwards fulfilled." In the Spring of 1683, 
he reached Paris; but after a abort stay, 
proceeded to Rome, whence he returned 
again in a few weeks. The winter of this 
year he spent priaeipally with Alexander, 
Prince of Parma. *' About Corpus Cbris- 
ti day, 1584, 1 retarned from Flanders to 
France, and in the way passing from 
Gant to Odenard, Mr. Owen and I were 
in great peril to be taken by English sol- 
diers of Mechelen, if we had not escaped 
by flight, as I did before in my joume| 
from Louvain to Beveren £Bevergern ?) 
where all our Cartes and Convoy wert 
taken, and I escaped by the benefit of a 
good horse." After spending tlie summer 
and autumn at Paris, in attempting to 
diminish and extinguish the violent dis* 
content and faction, headed by the Pagets, 
Thomas Morgan and Thomas Throgmortoo, 
but all to no purpose ; he retiriMl to winter 
at Rouen, where, " in a voyde house, gi^ca 
to the Society, in a garden, I set forth my 
second Edition ofthefiook of Resolatioa 
much augmented." But who can deseribs 
his long and frequent jouroies, and his sac- 
cessful negotiations to found and organic 
the English establishments at Valladolid, 
in 1589 : at St. Lucar, in 1691 ; at Seville 
and Lisbon, in 159S ; at St. Omers^ In IdOS; 
and his disinterested zeal and powerfnl 
support to the Colleges of the .YeneraUs 
Secular Clergy at Douay andRome 1 Wiio 
can enumerate the fruits ofhis learned woriu 
in the reformation, instructioD and conver* 
sion of souls ? Who can read his Letters— 
who can follow him In his course of govern- 
ment of the English Roman College, oris 
his ofiice of Prefect of the Mission, without 
being enraptured with his moderation, sooad 
discretion, condescension, and charity? 
No one was a better judge of the Boglub 
character especially, than F. Persons, and lia 
recommends to F. Cresswell^ In his letter 
27 July, 1591, (who had complained to bin 
of the insubordination and ingrralitDde of 
some students,) oblivion of the past«-^fti> 

* F. Persons lays *' I ealtod Mr. Maa, otter- 
wise GhamtMri, to the «rv«nniant thenaf : k 
lasted until the year 15W^ that the Poke vn 

slayne^" 
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and confident dealing with thes, nod to be 
assured Ibat many defects nnst be winked 
at, and not panned in a ■mtiitade: and 
that a system of Espionage is ^e wmy to 
mar all. YetthU worthy Father, with all 
his labours, benefits and nnreaitUag ser- 
vices, coald not escape the censure aad per- 
secotioDS, not merely of unthinkiBg and 
indiscreet youths, but of sefenl persoas of 
respectability in the Catholic body. Under 
this heavy cross he could sny with the 
Psalmist, " wiewuiUo, Dne, David H mmu 
mansueiudimu d^. Vtinam DenMbeme- 
dictionem mOI dei pro hAewuiUdieiiome," 
In a letter to Dr. Barret, «1 Nov. 1588, 
he says, ** 1 thank God, I have long ago 
learned to make little reckoning of men's 
words or thanks in this life : but to do the 
good I can for all, and expect my reward (if 
any be due) at his hands, who is the mas- 
ter of all, and for whom I do it.** In 
ancdher letter, dated 25 July, 1601, he tells 
a friend, " I hope their malignity shall ne- 
ver break my sleep. Jam c9Uum obdujti, 
et eogitalum mtum in Domino jaeto.*^ 
With this only sentence I quiet myself. 
** Dne, tibi revelavi eautam meam ; et 
ante to omne desiderium memm.** One 
accusation agpainst him has often surprised 
me, viz., opposition to the appointment of 
Bishops in England. Nothing could be 
more unfounded. His letter firom London, 
17 September, 1580, proves iiis anxiety for 
Bishops to be provided by the Holy See 
for the English Mission: another letter to 
Dr. Allen, in 1599, testifies that he had ac- 
tually engaged a generous friend, Dr. 
Francis Sarmiento, Bishop of Jaen, to 
snpply the funds necessary, for the support 
of two or three Bishops ; and we have his 
letter to Pope Clement VlII, 13 August, 
1597, which records his sentiments in favor 
of Episcopal government. Yet, is there 
any charge that has not been alleged against 
Jesuits? The usurper Cromwell, in his 
Speech to bis first Parliament, 4 September, 
1654), gravely asserts, that the country had 
been agitated by swarms of Jeruitf, who had 
settled in England an SpiMcopal Jurisdic- 
tioUf to pervert the people !*** 

F. Persons crowned a life of usefulness, 
by a death precious in the sight of God. 
From his dying bed he dictated letters to 
his brethren of the Society in England, and 
to the Arch-Priest, Dr. George Birket, 
breathing seraphic peace and charity. In 
sentiments of melting Piety, he surrendered 
his soul into the hands of God, 15 April, 
1610, in the English College at Rome, 
ffit. 64, Rel. 36. Prof. 23. •*The eye of God 
looked upon him for good and lifted him up 
from his low estate and exalted his head ; 
and many have wondered at him, aqd have 
glorified God.'* Ecclesiasticus xi. 13. His re- 
mains were deposited in the College church

'* On the first of March, Smtnrday morning, 
(or the night before) in the year, 1667, 
the floor of the Chorch of tlie English Col- 
lege at Rome, fell down into the Cellar nemr 
St. Thomas his Altar, without any harm to 
any l)ody. F. Robert Persons* skull and 
bones were uncovered, they were taken up 
put into a wooden box, and buryed again 
in the same place as before, under the same 
grave stone. F. Minister, who then was, 
tells me that F. Persons* skull seemed re- 
markably greater than that of others ordi^ 
narily be, and that there were all his teeth, 
not one wanting.** 

We may now turn to the writings of F,P.* 
which are characterised by masculine vi- 
gour, lucid order, and purity of diction. 
Dean Swift, No 230 of the Tatler, observes 
that '* the writings of this Jesuit are in a stilo 
that, with very few allowances, would not 
ofiend any present Reader.^

The Work intituled **DuHful ttnd re- 
spective considerations upon Four Heads 
of TryaU in matters gf RAigion^ propo- 
sed by King James in his late Book of 
Premonition to all Christian Princes, by 
a late Minister.** 4to.

gold, on each side of the Covers, and eon- 
served in the Library of that College under 
lock and Key." 

As to the ** Conference ahont the next 
succession to the Crown of England,*' a 
l2mo. printed In 1594 (privately re-printed 
in 1681) F. Persons may have assisted hi 
it, but in his letter to F. Hen^ Gamett, 
24 May, 1603, he distinctly affirms ** that 
it appeereth by our late CardinaU's hand- 
wryting, that he, together with Sir Praneis 
Englefilde and some others, were the diief 
authors of that book."—*' DolemanAf^iee 
sonet as Vir Do/orum**— Many MSS. of 
this Learned Father were in tlM Library of 
the English College at Rome. 

Nicholaus Antonlus, p. 850, Vol. 11. 
Bibliotheca Hispana, says that Philip II. 
to whom F. Persons was greatly endnrei, 
had fully intended to have applied to Pops 
Clement the 8th for the Cardinal*! hatnr 
this Rev. Friend, and was pivvented ooly 
by the Father's *< graiffieeimA oraOest 
multisque laehrymie apud euudem Pet- 
tificem.*' He adds that F.Penona pnUiiW 
at Madrid in 1590, '* Relaeion do Algum 
Martyres di Ingaltara." 8vo 

Bromley in his Cataiogoe of Eogni^d 
F«nglish Portraits" p. 64^ mentions t«o 
Portraits of F. Persons, OM a FoUo bf 
Neefs^ the other 12nio, by Wierog. 
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PiBioivt^ RoBBRT. This tdeoted Prtffeet 
of Studies died at St. OiPer, at the earl^ 
age of n, on 8 Aognst, 1060, Soc. 16. The 
•nnnal Letters thus describe him. ** Vir ab 
notmri ad pieUtemfadnt^ GrteeiMldUin- 
UqmelUierU intigniter exenUut, Jkvmil- 
Uaie, eharUtUe el Betigiota £onver§atioHe 
•oCoM/iff, magnum omnibut airireUqmU 
detiderium.** 

Petit, Ctbiacus. admitted 33 Febratry, 
1G97: was studying his third year of Dl- 
▼iuity at Liege in 1704: died in Eogiand 
11 Janaary, 1710, aged S8. 

"Pbtit, Roger. — All that I can learn of 
this Father is from the Annual Letters of 
171 1, which contains an Epitome of par 
tieular erents *' hoe elapto triennio" but 
with a sad disregard of Dates. This most 
virtuous youth died at St. Omer, ha?ing 
shortly blefore been admitted into the So- 
ciety , leaving an admirable example of self* 
denial and meekness. 

PBraB, Charles, was younger brother 
of the celebrated F* Edward Petre. Under 
the article Charles Palmer, we hare men- 
tioned the Savoy College. Besides this, 
another College was founded by King James 
II, in nearly the heart of Ijondou, and at* 
tached to the BaTarian Chapel. At Lady- 
day, 1668, sevea members of the Society 
began their residence here, and F. Charles 
Petre was appointed Superior of his Brethren 
-Hregular discipline was obserred^the 
morning and Evening disconises, every Sun- 
day, were frequented by eager audiences, a<kd 
npwards of 200 persons were recondled to 
ihe Catliolic Church. The school indeed 
was not so frequented as the Savoy College, 
but promised well, when the destructive re- 
volution barst forth. F. Charles P. consul- 
ted his safety by flight, but was discovered 
and committed to Dover Jail ; yet was 
treated with humanity, and discharged 
shortly after. Retiring to St. Omer, he 
tiled the office of Procurator, and ended his 
4ays there IS Jan. 1719. 

N. B . I suspect several of the Pet res who 
ontered the sodetr, were the descendants 
from Thomas (third son of John, Ist Lord,) 
Petre, who was seated at Cranham and 
Fidlers, in Essex. 

Pbtrs, Edward^ was bom in London in 
1631. ThB'^l^formaiio de P, Odvardo 
Petre^ A.D, 1684** states him to be '* ex 
JamUU pnenobUi priaogenUue." Per- 
suA<fod that a true vocation to a religious 
life aflfor^ enjoyments superior to any that 
fortune can kitc, ac the age of 21 he entered 
the Novitiate at Watten. Having finished 
the course of his studies with the commenda- 
tion of learning and virtue, he returned to 
England as a Missionary, and generaity 
passed by the name of Spenser, Af te r dla-« 
charging hu functions with satisfaction to 
Superiors* be was appointed Rector of his 
brethien In the College of SL Thomas. 
DurinfT tin public excitement, oceasfoned 
^y Gates' Plot, F. Petre was apprehended

and thrown into Newgale. Here be provsd 
an Angel of Comfiart to his felUw Prisoaen: 
amongst the many who beneited by his 
diarltable services were Mr. Gerard^ a aiest 
respectable Gentleman of Staffordshire, who 
had three sons at St. Omer's Collega, aod 
who had come to town to nfute the ftUee 
testimony of Gates and Dogdale* and F. 
Kichaad Price, (alias LaewJ S J. both of 
whom expired in his arms II March, 1080, 
for I read in his letter written four days 
later ** Mmientibme a4fui ei mirUfme 
eculot doati.** After continuing In New- 
gate about a twelvemonth, he was removed 
through the interest of James Duke of York, 
to another prison, where he eiyoyed com- 
parative freedom. Bv means of trusty 
persons, he succeeded in eolleetlag together 
the books of accounts, deeds, and evidences 
of the province which had been scattered 
*' in die nubis ei ealigimie,** and for some 
time acted as Vice-Provincial. At the 
accession of James the II, F. Petre was 
called to Court,— was made Clerk of the 
Closet-— and after some time was enrolled 
amongst the Privy Councillors. We copy 
from the Gazette this last appointment. 

'* Whitehall, November II, 1687. 
'< This day the Honourable and Reverend 
Father Edwd. Petre, Clerk of the Closet to 
His Majesty, was s wore of his Majestyie 
Most Honourable Privy Council, aod mom 
eordingly took his place at the Board." 

Having no guile himself, F. Petre sas^ 
peeled no guile in others : be was utterly 
deceived in his estimation of Sandetiamd'M 
character, who affected a strong predilee- 
tion for the Catholic ReUgion, and he un- 
fortunately took opportunities of recofls* 
mending and extolling to his sovereign the 
merits and services of that hollow aad 
most treacherous minister. In the recent 
lifeof James II, compiled from theStaart 
papers, we read, '* that at the solicitation 
of Sunderland, the King, contrary to his 
own judgment and the Queen's advice, 
made P. Petre a Privy Councillor, and 
shortly afterwardst proposed him to Pope 
Innocent the XI, for a Cardinal's Hat." 
The Editor represents F. Petre, as a plan* 
sible but a weak and conceited man ; but 
omits to inform his readers, that tlie Father 
had implored his Majesty more than once, 
and even on his bended knees, to be allowed 
to retUe from Court, alleging that such re- 
tirement would be satisfactory to the publvo 

•These were the Tools of Shaftesbury, In tlie 
Pop! ah Plot. It is truly said by Professer DahlmaiiB 
in his late " History of the English Eevolntion" 
that " It Is certain that Shaftosbnry, and no other, 
reared this petty Oemen with truly paternal affscliea 
tiU it became such a formidable monster." 

iHere ii some want of aecuraey. It is evident 
bom Pape InnoomrtXI's Anawer 1« Aasast. 1687, 
to James II. thai his ASatesty had already appliad 
for the Father's promotion to Kpiscopacy and Ibr 
aOardlnal's Hat. The latter wq»«»*l»f«^®22' 
te»s«Kmd totter, ds*ad Wlnd«ir. SM feptemtoe^ 
1687. The Qaaetia ahewe he was admitted mm lae 
Privy Council, U November following^ 
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opinion, and be expedient for his Migesty's 
serYice ; but tha ttne King would never con- 
sent to his removal — that his Majesty, 
moreover, in his letter 22 December, 1687, 
to Pope Innocent XI, acquits the Father of 
Ambition '* nuUd Sacra purpura eupi- 
dilate tenetur^ neequenquam esse eredU 
mus^ e^J^% animus ab amniatnbitu magis 
abhorreV* — and what is still more important 
— that His Majesty in the sequel exonerated 
the Father from all blame, openly declaring 
at Paris, that his affairs would have been in 
a very different state, if Ve had attended to 
his remonstrances. With pleasure we 
quote the Annual Letters of the English 
Province from 1685 to 1690. After relating 
the public dissatisfaction and irritation ex- 
cited by his Majesty's predilection for F« 
Petre, the Writer proceeds thus ** Interim 
ipse Pater, uti constat^ in omnibus singU' 
lari modestid ei integritate se gessit, et 
invitus heee honorum specimina passus 
est ; eumque videret Begem non obscuri a 
quibusdam sugill&ri quod nimium ipsins 
eansiliis tribueret^ et demum nonnuUam 
ortam esse, ipsus causd, contentionem 
Begem inter et Pontijieem, non semel, et 
quidem degenibus supplex petiit, ut sibi 
lieeret honA ipsius venid, ab auld et rebus 
gerendis se subdueere. Maluit quippe se 
populari furori et invidorum odio sae^ 
rificare, quam ut res RegiiB quidquam 
detriment} paterentur ; sed renuit Rex 
eonstanter ipsum a se dimittere, Et post' 
quam in Qallias venit, unieo suo testimo - 
uio has omnes calumnias disjiavit ; dixit 
enimpcdam Parisiis, multis noUrorum 
audientibuSf siillius Patris eonsUiis par* 
uisset. Res suas non eh locifuturasfuisse. 
Quo tam honor ifico testimonio non video 
quis locus relicius sit, vet maxima invidis, 
calumniandi.'* 

In the General consternation occasioned 
by the Revolutionary explosion, F. Petre 
found his way to the Continent before the 
end of November, 1688, and thus disap* 
pointed the vengeance of the phrenzied po- 
pulace who clamoured for his heart's blood. 
In the spring of 1698 he was appointed Rec- 
tor of 8t« Omer's College, which scon felt 
the renovating influence of his goverDraent. 
His experience of men and manners, his 
affability, and the great attention he paid 
to the cleanliness and health of the commu- 
nity, rendered him a general favorite. Re- 
tiring from office in 1697, he settled at 
Watten, where he died 15 May, 1699, set. 
68. 

Bromley, in his Catalogue of English 
engraved Portraits, mentions a Dutch Mez- 
zetinto of F. Petre, and the Devil tempting 
him to hang himself* 

The original Letters which F. Petre 
wrote from the Court of James the 2nd, to 
his brethren at St« Omer, were carefully 
preserved until the Suppression of the So- 
ciety. They irretrieveably perished in the 
general plunder of the property ofthe£n-

Petre, John. All that I can glean of 
the Senior is, that he was admitted into tlie 
Society 7 May, 1680, at the advanced age 
of 40, and that be died St. OmeTf 4 February 
1697. 

For the Junior Father of^thia name, see 
Mannoekf John. 

Petre, Richard.— I cannot trace the 
date of his admission into the Society. He 
died at Ghent 21 September, 1602, 

Petre, Robert. There were three of 
this name. The first died at Ghent 16 May, 
17 IS, He had been arrested daring Gates* 
Plot, but was discharged on bail in July, 
1680. 

For the second, see Mannodtf Rabcrt. 

The third was born 27 May, 1700 : wu 
admitted 7 September, 1719. Professed 2 
February, 1737: serred Eccleston, and 
Calilay for some time: died Chaplain at 
Dunkenhalgh 27 April, 1766. 

Petre, Thomas, admitted 7 September, 
1679. Professed 18 years later: was long 
employed in the Yorlisbire Mission, chiefly 
I believe at Walton Hall, where he died S 
January, 1729, et. 66. In 1st Vol. of 
Nichol's ** lUustrations qf Literature, IBth 
Century** are several letters of this father 
to Dr. Richardson. 

Petre, William, admitted 7 September, 
1670 ; after serving the Bogilsh Mission for 
some years, he retired to Ghent, where he 
died 22 February, 1722, set. 72. 

Peyton, Thomas, bom in Lincolnshire, 
A.D. 1607, admitted into the Society, at the 
age of S3 : ten years later he was sent to the 
English Mission, and 18 December, I646» 
was promoted to the rank of a Professed 
Father. The pressing necessity of tlie Mary* 
land Mission induced Saperiora to wm 
him thither ; but the lealoua Father died oo 
the voyage, viz., 12 January, 1660. 

Philmort, Philip, I thinlc was adaitted 
7 September, 1674, at 2d. During the 
hurricane of the revolution, this indefiitigable 
Missionary was apprehended, and broaglit 
before the Mayor of StafiTord. A braul 
mob, amounting at least to 60OO persooi, 
followed him to the Jail and threatened hisi 
with summary vengeance. At tlie end ef 14 
months' close imprisonmenthe was arraigned 
for the crime of Priesthood; but owing to 
a flaw in the indictment, was remanded \ij 
the Judge to prison. He was afterwards 
removed to London, where he was let oat on 
bail, and eventually discharged. The lioly 
man consummated his course at Watten 90 
June, 1725. 

Phillipps, Robbrt ; he was bora in 
Wales in 1611 : was admitted at the sfeof 
17. In tbe Provincial return of 1640, be ^ 
then stated to be employed *' <» Mini^ 
Castrensi,'* after whicli flaw I loss tU 
traces of him. 
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N.B. In t letter of F. Thomas Roby to 
the General M. Vitelletehi, dated Douay, 9 
October, 1641, 1 read •• Sx AngiU fi. P. 
BobertuM PhiUippi Cfot^enariut Serenr- 
issinuB Segince noBtrm ad me misU quin- 
ginUot ftorenoB ; ** but I suspect this Con- 
fessor was a French Father. 

Philips, Vincent, born 98 September, 
1696, admitted in 1717. Professed 1 May, 
1785, whilst serving the Maryland Mission, 
In the sequel, he was Chaplain at Gifford's 
Hall, Soffolk. Retiring to Ghent, he ended 
his days there, 22 February, 1760. 

Phillips, Thomas, was bom at Ickford, 
Bucks, 6 July, 1708. At an early period of 
life, he was sent to St* Omer's College, and 
by his unafifected piety, gentility of manners 
and brilliancy of genius, distinguished him- 
self among his School-ftllows. On 7 Sep- 
tember, 1720, he enrolled himself amongst 
the NoYices of S. J. at Watten. At the 
expiration of his Noviceship, he proceeded 
to Liege to study the trieiwial course of 
Philosophy: and towards the end of that 
course, viz, 17 July, 1731, he made a volun- 
tary renunciation, in due form, of his actual 
and contingent property, in favour of the 
College at Liege , and of thellienProvincial, 
F. John Turbeville. But whilst a student 
in the second year of Divinity, viz, 4 July 
1733, betook his dismission from the So* 
ciety.^ The troth is, not haTing acquired 
the spirit of Indifference as to employments, 
which is so strongly enforced by the Insti- 
tute of St. Ignatius, and receiving a refusal 
to his petition, for returning to St. Omer's 
College, to teach the Belles Iietires(for 
which he was certainly qualified by degance 
of taste, and an intimate acquaintance with 
classic literature) lie had become uneasy and 
dissatisfied in his vocation. But the' freed 
from the obligations of the Order, his 
attachment to it never soffertd the least 
diminution. 

Going to Rome, Mr. Phllipps was in- 
troduced by F. Henry Sheldon to James 
III, commonly called the Pretender,* ^ho 
procured for him a Canonicate at Tongres, 
with a dispensation to enjoy the fruite, 
whilst he should serve the English Mission. 
The order for his installment Is dated by 
the Dean of Tongres, I September, 1739. He 
served it as Chaplain, to George 14th Earl 
of Shrewsbury, to Sir Richard Acton, the 
Convert, and to Mr. fierkley of Spetchley, 
from 1763 to 1765. Retiring to Liege, it is 
clear from the ProvinciaPs Book, that he 
was re •admitted into the Order 16 June, 

♦This nnrortnsate Prince died atRome, 1 Janvary 
1766, aged 77 years, 6 months and 11 day a. His 
eldest ton Charles Edward, born 81 December, 
1720; died at Rome, SlJanaary, 1788. The other 
son, Henry Benedict was bom 26 Maxoh, 1735, and 
was made Cardinal, 3 July. 1747. He proved In 
the seonel a Pemcntor of the Jeenlts, and a Spoli- 
ator of their property. After experiencing in his 
own person, the humiliating Ticissitades of fortttne, 
he died at Frascati, on the feaat of 8t Ignatiap, 31

170S. There he resigned hit soulinto the 
hands of his Creator In the month of July, 
774, within a twelvemonth after the sap* 
pression of the Order. 

His works will ever secure to him the 
reputation of a polite Scholar.

PiooTT, Adam* lotheJouraal formerly 
kept at Watten, I read " 1691, December 
31, Mr. Pigott admitted at night*' he became 
a Professed Father in 1718, and I fiad was 
Cbaplaia at (^alehill ; but he ended his days 
at Craudon Park, 30 April, 1751, st, 78. 
At the instance of this venerable man, Mr. 
Ales, Pope mads the version of St. Francis 
XaTier*s Hymn ** Detis, amo te, 

O God, I love thee: not to gain 
Tbe Joys or thy eternal reign, ke, 

PiGOT, Peter. All that I know of him 
is, in a letter of the Reverend Charles 
Plowden, dated Slonyhurst, 5 February, 
1620, to the Reverend John Hughes. « Old 
F. Peter Pigot died a few days ago at Paris, 
in the presence of the Blessed Sacrament , 
as he had always desired. We ought to 
pray for him, because he was so many years 
a Member of our Province." 

Pile, Henry. This Mar^Iandian was 
born 24 May, 1748 : was admitted in 1761 : 
and a(ter his Ordinations, was employed for 
some time in the Yorkshire Mission. Ke- 
taming to his native Country, hetherefinish- 
ed his course in the year 18l4. 

*PxLLE, Jacqubt Joseph, born 20 July,

PLEAsmoToir, JosBPii, of a good Family 
near Blackburne, born 10 June, 1716: 
joined the Society 1 October, 1787: was 
Professed in 1753, at St. Omer ; ended his 
•ourse at Alnwick, 29 March, 1781. 

Pletzius (Q. Plots?) John, born in 
Staffordshire, m 1614; at the age of 20 be- 
•ame a Novice, and 17 September, 1651, 
was admitted to the Profession of the Four 
Vows, and was then appointed to the Eng- 
lish Mission. He had previously taught 
Humanities aod Philosophy. Aiter 1655, 
I lose sight of him. 

Plotto, or Plochb, Dblphin, born 
25 May, 1668: admitted in 1067: was en-- 
rolled amongst the Spiritual Coadjutors, 15 
August, 1098, died at Ghent 12 November, 
1747. 

Plowden, Charles, one of 15 Children, 
and of a Family fruitful In Religious of 



both sexes, wu bom aI Plowdea Halli 
Salop, 1 May, 174S.* Uadar tka mm of 
Simona he was ataUtad into St. Omer^s 
College, 7 July, 1764; liaring eeopleled 
Rhetoriok at the tarljr a|pe of 16, he 
hastened to Watten to ooaaeerale hlm« 
self to God, in the Novitiate of the So- 
ciety. At the end of iue Phllosephieal 
Course, he eommenoed the teaehlng of Ha- 
manities at Watten, and diatlogniahed Urn- 
self by correct taste and eleganee. Aftir 
conducting his Papib thro' theasoal eoune 
of six years, he began the atady of Divinity 
at Liege; bat was soon aflter ordered to 
Rome with the charge of a Papll, Sir 
Thomas Gage. F. Rieei, (bo General of 
the Society, reeeived him very graeionily, 
and recommended him to pursue his the- 
ological studies at Bologna : ho did so ; and 
returned to Rome to reeeim Holy Ordeis. 
I read in a letter addressed to his brother 
F. Robert Plowden, from Rome, 27 Oc- 
tober, 1770, " I was ordainod Subdoaeon in 
the Ember days of Septeabor, at St. John 
Laterao, by the Patriarch of Alexandria. 
On the Saturday following, the 99rh alt, 
the Cardinal Vicar Colon na ordained me 
Deacon in his own Chapel, and on the nor. 
row 30th, my unworthiness was promoted 
to Priesthood, by the Bishop of Plenia la 
Tuscany, residing in Rome. I said my 
1st Mass at St. Aloy&iua' Altar on the 7th 
instant/' His services wore now required 
for the New College at firngos, of which he 
was appointed Minister. Bat when every 
thing looked prosperous ; onddenly a e peck 
wsb seen, and the heavens were darkened, 
(III B. of Rings. 18 ch) and tho Ttepest 
burst forth and spent Its desolatiag vloleoce 
on this rising BstablishmeoU His narra- 
tive of the destruction and of hio personal 
imprisonment, from 20 Septombor, 1773, to 
25 May, 1774^ by the mean ioopioioo and 
wanton despotism of the Austrian Goven- 
ment, deserves to be pabllshod. 

After a horried visit to hle^frfonds of the 
Academy at Liege, F. Plowden repaired to 
Eogland, but soon returned to tho Academy 
above-mentioned. For I And by a letter 
from its President, the Rorerend John 
Howard, to Henry Lord Arundoll, 11 No- 
vember, 1774 ** Mr. Plowden eaorts with 
great application his superior talents hi 
quality'.of Spiritual Prefectin this Aeademy.** 
He subsequently travelled wl A Mr. Smyths, 
and the Maxwells, on tho Continent, and 
improved the opportunity of forasiag or re- 
newing acquaintance and friendly interoourss 
with several leading charaetors In Chur^ 

•He was lineally descendod from tho eatolintsd 
KdiBHnd Plowdea. " tho most aocorate of all Bi- 
porten". Hli admirer Sir Bdward Coke, ansl* 
nishet the Fourth Part of his Inatltatea " We iHI 
conclude with the Aptunrfsmoftlnt gr«at Ltwfir 
and Sage of the Law, Bdmnad Plowdao, (wUek 
we have heard him oRea say) " BUt9t4hti» 
amending Hand," He dM 6 Vab. 1164-9 and mi 
bnried in the North aisle of t^e Ttmplt Charek. 
London. See his character in Oamdaa's Atuk 
ofQ.ElisabethAD.U84. 
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and Sute. la 1784, he aceepted Bfr. 
Weld's offer of being Tator to his sons 
at Lollworth. That Gentleoaan knew how 
to appreciate the treasure he possessed ia 
sacb a Scholar and Friend. Late in No- 
vember, 179^, F. P, rejoined hb brethrea 
at Stonyburst, and by his acquaintance 
with the world, by bis classical taste, his 
extensive information , his indefatigable io- 
dostry and punctaality, his tender and solid 
piety, his coasammate talent in forming 
yoong men to a spiritual life, he essentially 
promoted the credit and welfare of that et- 
tablishment. No one can read his MS. 
Exhortations to the Norices (he was the Ist 
Master of tlie Novitiate at Hodder) on the 
Institnte and Constitations of the Society, 
without admiration of the Author. Here 
we may be allowed to extract a few pas- 
sages inculcating Charity and Reverence 
for the Secular Clergy, 1803. 

*' Discord has, I trust, so far sabsided in 
the Catholic fiody, that past transactions 
may be mentioned without acrimony, and 
serve as Historical Lessons, to guard your- 
selves against the impressions of thai subtle 
vice, and to discourage it, if you should ever 
find it still lingering in any of your neigh- 
bours. 

** If you have any just idea of the compre- 
hensive virtue of Charity (and she is the 
Queen of all virtues^ you must know that 
she cannot subsist in the confined heart of 
that man, who fancies all merit included in 
his own little circle, and can see nothing but 
faults in those where others walk. He for- 
gets that God Is the common Father of all, 
that he always bestows his best gifts, where 
he discovers most humility. — Nothing ean 
he more inconsistent with the spirit of the 
Gospel than these uncharitable prqudices, 
and nothing is more incompatible with the 
spirit and special directions of St. Ignatius* 
A tender regard for our own body isaVirtua ; 
a vain opinion of our own Body is a Vice, 
odious to God and always contemptible to 
Seculars. They always pity the weak man 
who betrays it, especially when they observe 
him feeding on his own vanity, by a sinful 
contempt of others. It begets the worst pas- 
sions : — antipathies, resentments , suspicions, 
rash judgments, hatred, detraction, flow 
from this source. In every Ecclesiastical 
Body there Is much good : our business is, 
to do all the good in our power, and to imi- 
tate the good In others. We may wish our 
Body to attain the highest gifls. but then 
remember that charity is greater than these. 
If we have thecharity of J.C. we shall say 
' Utinam omnes prophetent,* in the 
words of Moses. Far from depreciating or 
undervaluing our fellow-labourers in Christ's 
vineyard, we must observe their Virtues : 
far from feeling any uneasy jealousy at 
their successes, we mast wish and pray, for 
the increase and prosperity of their Semina- 
ries and Sehools; we must say with the

kinsasen of Rebecca ' Stnr Aesfrs e9» 
eretems im tmilie wMttm* Genesis, xxiv." 

" If we look into the Bodies of our Mis- 
sioners, we MUst have vritnessed many 
great virtues worthy of oar imitation For 
my part I have seeo and admired all the 
Bserit of zeal, piety, and modesty united in 
very young Priests of the Secular Clergy. 
If it should be your misfortune to find in 
any one a remna nt of ancient sourness, yoar 
doty will be, not to exasperate it by recri- 
mination, but to soften, to subdue it, by 
humble patience, by ready offices of Chsirityf 
by great zeal in all the functions of the sa- 
cred Ministry. This is the only retaliation 
which our profession admits.'* 

** Oh let us never harbour an idea that 
we are better than others : let us always 
revere other Priests, as our fellow labourers, 
our equals, our superiors," 

To the same purpose, F. Knott, in his In- 
structions to Missioners, directs them, to 
** speak honourably of all Religious men, 
and of the Venerable Secular Clergy , In ge^ 
neral and particular, and to gain our adver- 
saries by moderation and good Example." 
This is in the spirit of ITthRule of theBlis- 
sioQ and constitutions of the Order ^^wMum 
•fieii gewu prteief miUani^jw adverMariat^ 
cum opporiunum erit^ Hneert religi^tefwt 
demereri 4* e^ueiliare pottini: idqme 
nan timare eontradieHonmn, vel quod a«- 
periut qmidquam nobupottU aeddere^ sed 
ut per kuJuMmodi kominmm benevoientiam^ 
maisfis in re9ma omnilnu Dei oAeff«<«m 
4r gloria erescai.** 

After devoting his great eaeigies for several 
years to train his Novices in the true spirit 
of their holy Patriarch, F. Plowden was de- 
dared Provincial of his English BB, 8 Sept. 
1817. Three years later he was summoned 
to Rome for the election of a General of the 
Order. On his return homewards he died 
suddenly at Jougnd. He had travelled 8 
days in good health, and found himself so 
well 12 June, that he proposed to continue 
his journey that night ; but not being able 
to pass the Custom house, until 7 o'clock 
the nest morning, he stopped and retired to 
rest. About 4 the nest morning he told 
his attendant, that he had slept well ; and 
the person accordingly proceeded to make 
the necessary arrangements for the journey. 
On returning to the chamber and calling 
the Father, he was surprised to receive no 
answer, when, on opening the curtains, he 
perceived him dead 1 But he, who had so 
well taught the art of dying to others, was 
well prepared to meet death. 

Peace to the memory of a man of worth, 

A man of Letters and of manners too. 

His precious remains were conveyed to 

the Parish Cemetery, and strange to say» 

with mllitanr honors! on his tomb-stone 

appears the A>llowlng Inscriptioo.

During eleren 
years at Stonyhurst, I had the happinesB of 
possessing him as my Spiritual DIreelor: ho 
was also pleased to take an interest in my 
literary improvement : his library waamlwayi 
open to me : his rich-stored mind was ever 
ready to satisfy my enquiries, and to instmel 
my ifinorance. iiis company and conversa- 
tion first gave me a relish for these res e arch es. 
Whatever merit there may be in any of oy 
Historic Collections, I with to bo phioed 
to his aecount : let the blame of what Is de- 
fective and incorrect, be charged and fixed 
on me alone. To him I can ajpply the ford- 
bio and pathetic appeal of St. PaaHim to 
Ausonius.

the boildine was consumed. From thooee 
it commuDicated itself to the great Sqaate, 
or new Boilding of the College on both aidea, 
and ran on with that prodigioM force, that 
there was no stopping it, and by fear in the 
morning, the i^hole Square was baratdown. 
and nothiog left standing but the walls. 
lYiih much ado we saired the Chareh, the 
Sodality, and that wing where ttwhitchen is. 
The Scholar's Infirmary and Basse <Coart 
were not touched. And this is all that re-* 
mains of our College. By a gveat awrey 
of Ood, nobody was hurt, the* several had 
but just time to save themselves— Tis' a 
melancholy sigV.t to see such a College ee- 
doced to this condition. God's Holy Will 
be done. However we are resolved to go on 
and no t break op, nor send any SeholtfS 
awsy, and I trust in Ood we shall oMilm a 
shift, till Providence fomish os BMaoa to 
rebuild. *• 

In a 2ud letter to the same, 91 October, 
1725, he says^ no endeavoops shall be want- 
ing on our side to support ourselves in a 
tolerable way for the pieaeDt, aad to try to 
procure where-withal to resettle the College 
in iiatu ^vo." 

Great and meritottous were his ezartioiis 
to provide convenieotly mnd eeaifortably for 
his large community. In a letter tothoaaBo 
Reverend Friend, dated 4 May, 1797, he 
says *' To day we dtne for the fltst tiawia 
our New Refectory, which iavery haadsome, 
being something higher than it was,aftd 
paved with marble and otherstoaas, aad a 
new wainscoat all roond : tbeceiling ie sdso 
much better tlian it was. We hope to have 
the Sodality ready for next Saaday, lo re- 
sume our devotions there.'* 

From necessity the CoaiBanlty bad hoen 
obliged to use the Sodality Chaptl fsryie 
Refectory. 

In a letter from F.'Riehard Hyde, 11 No- 
vember, 1785, to F. Ebersoo, I rsad, that 
this accidental- fire could never havehapfoaed 
at a worse time, or beuMire fatal in siUits 
circumstances. We had not above ^160 in 
the honse : all our winter .«lothiBg for rJa- 
thers aad Scholars, wasrcady made, a«d all 
lost : all the •6ch61are' iieddiflg, with most 
of the Fathers ', burnt— all their gowns, faodu 
musical instruraentsf all lost; so tbatlosant 
the loss of moveables g ro a ler than thaorthat 
of the house.— A magasiBe of booka in-aUiis, 
which were in the room that lued* to bo ^e 
first Prefect's, saved the church; rfor they 
being very closdy oord^wp, thofise reould 
never pierce them ; aad ) the Eaiglae eon- 
tinuMly playM from the'ttreets on.lhaak— 
We begin: tfaefoandatioaa of theMovrfichoola 
to-morrow :- and iFGodsoirda money,.! hope 
.th^y mfy be 'finished by the end o£ next 
May.*'

Pdowmii, Amivbt, ^eUer i bMlber 6f F 
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Charles P. was boro 27 Jaoaary, 1740; em- 
braced the Institute of St. Igaatias, ia 1756; 
was ordained Priest 2 October, 1763, and 
for some time was Confessor lotheTheresian 
Nuns, at Hoogstraet. His first Mission was 
at Arlington, Devon, which he served from 
September y 1777, until October, 1787, when 
a wider field for his zeal and talents, was 
prepared for him at Bristol. The Chapel 
on bis arrival was a miserable room in a still 
more miserable situation, within a dismal 
court called St. Jame's Back, and could only^ 
contain from 60 to 80 persons. He under-* 
took the erection of a much more capacious 
oue in Treochard St. which be opened 
27 June, 1790: and near it he built a 
convenient house for the Incumbent, and 
an excellent Charity School. To his inde- 
fatigable exertions, the Mission of Swansea 
if also greatly indebted. F. P. was frank, 
disinterested, zealous, aad bountiful to the 
poor, and during a residence of nearly 30 
years in Bristol, secured the favour, the es- 
teem and respect of the public. But at length 
he marred his usefulness, and departed from 
the spirit of the Society of Jesus, by pur- 
suing the wrongheaded course of attacking, 
in the Pulpit, the Lenten Pastoral of his 
Bishop, dated Taunton, 1 February, 1815. 
The passage which he so unbecomingly 
censured, is as follows, 

'* Now, My Beloved, to do penance ^ to 
bring forth fruits worthy of penance, it is 
Deces8ary,^rs£, that you should bewail with 
siaoere and supernatural sorrow the sins by 
which you have offended your good and 
merciful God, with a firm purpose of offend- 
ing him no more. Secondly, Under the 
gospel dispensation, it is required that you 
should have recourse to that remedy which 
Jesus Christ has left in his Church, and 
through which the fruits of his passion are 
applied to souls properly disposed, for the 
forgiveness of all sins committed after bap- 
tism: your penance, therefore, will be il- 
lusory and fruitless, if, having it in your 
power, yoo neglect to comply with the pre- 
cept of making a sincere confession of your 
sins to those, to whom Christ has said, 
whose sins you forgive they are forgiven 
them, and whose sins you retain they are re- 
tained. Thirdly. It is required that you 
seriously endeavour to atone for your past 
sins byworks of self denial, mortification and 
penance." 

For such uncalled for, such disrespectful and 
unprofessional proceeding, he incurred his 
Bishop's displeasure, and the Provincial, F. 
Marmaduke Stone, was commanded by the 
Bishop to remove him at once from Bristol, a 
Mission, ''where I had laboured so long, and 
which was created^ by the Jesuits*' as F.P. 

* This statemsnt we believe to be strictlv correct. 
Towards the end of Charles the Second's reign, 
Monsr, Jorevin (as quoted by Mr. Evans the Histo- 
rian ofiBrisfol (Vol. 11, p. 306) informs us " that one 
cannot hear Mass at Bristol, althoagh It is a *' Port 
frequented by nuiny Catholics, Flemish, French, 
Spaniards and Portuguese.*' The only Priest that 



expressed himself in his letter to F.C, Hiseo- 

I anbseqneatly meet there was a Jetmit of the name 
of Lallart.bnt I find no menUon of suay resident Fa- 
ther in Bristol until F Scndamore wm fixed there la 
1738. Until his death forty years later, he oflleiated 
in what Is called St. James's Ba^, alMvemftntioaed . 
He was succeeded by F. Fontaine fur about two year% 
when the Rev. Thomas Brewer was i^polnted by 
his Superiors to replace him • From a most respecta* 
ble Gentleman who has resided In Bristol since 1786, 
1 learn the following particulars ** I was often in- 
vited to dine at Mr Willonghby 's at Brlsslingtoa 
Wick, and there became acquainted with theRer. 
James Parker and the Rev, James Adams, Ex- 
Jesuits, and I heard much conv«rsati<Mi about the 
intended new Chapel in Bristol, and about the ex* 
ertions of their Rev. Brethren for the punAaaefrom 
Mr. Robert Bayley, of a Messnage in Trenchard St. 
and shortly after of some land, adfotaiaf to it. of 
Mr, Trottman, who was a merchant Tailor, and lud 
a drapery shop at the comer bouse of St. Stephen^ 
avenue In Clare Street. From the parsonal friends 
of FF. James Parker, and Rol>«rt Plowden, and 
from the Protestant Spanish Wool Merohaats Vaa- 
derhurst and Co. Hill and Sons. Haythora aad Co, 
Powel Brothers and Co, considerable sums wereob. 
tained, and arich Commoner.Mr. Pisgot.of BrocUw 
Court, presented F. Plowden with £100, and subseri. 
bed two guineas a }ear for a seat la the Chspel. 
which as a Pr otestant he never oooopied. From the 
Congregation, which was then generally poor, the 
Collection was small, hardly sufficient to pay for the 
seats, and even this collection formed by a Comait- 
tee of the congregation was lost ; for flwy placed itia 
the hands of Fits- Henry, an Irish Morohaat, who 
shortly after became a Bankrupt.

Plunket, Robert, born in England, 23 
April, 1752: joined the Order 9 October, 
1769: subsequently proceeded to Maryland, 
became the first Rector of Georgetown Col- 
leger He died in Maryland, A. D. 1815, 

*PocKET, Francis, of Flanders, admit- 
ted as a Lay.brother 9 October, 1729, and 
finished his earthly course at Watten, 6 
May, 1743, st. 44. 

PoiNTLE, Thomas, born in Paris in 1738, 
when very young joined the Society; On 
1 April, 1775, was promoted to Priesthood, 
and appointed a Canon of the Collegiate 
Church of Champeaux, in his native Diocese. 
Driven from his Country by the French 
Revolution, he fled at first to the Netherlands 
and thence to England . He was too happy 
to reunite himself to the revived Society, 
and died 11 December, 1816. He had pub- 
lished an Abridgment of the History of the 
Order of the Knights of Jerusalem ; but 
which I am unable to descriL>e. 

FoLB, or Pool, Anthony. I meet with 
two of this name: one, after studying in 
Spain^ arrived at Liege in 1614 ; but in vain 

1 attempt to pursue his history. 

The other was formed a spiritual Coad- 
jutor 2 February, 1669, and died at Liege 
13 July, 1692. 

Pole, Charles, made his simple Vows 
at Watten, in 1690 ; after serving the office

PoLB, Francis. The elder was of a 
Derbyshire family. Whan he had served 
the MlssioB 2 years, he petitioned to be en- 
rolled amongst the Novicea of the Society. 
His request was granted. He passed to 
the reward of bis pious labours 4 Novem- 
ber, 1664, let. 60, Soc. 81. 

The younger bom 15 December, 17H; 
at the age of 17 beeama a Novice, and 
eighteen years later a Professed Father. He 
ended his days at Snaresfield, in the County 
of Hereford, 33 December, 1767. 

Pole, Gborob, died in Marifland, Si 
October, 1669, sat. 41. See. 13, Prof. 8. 1 
read in a letter of his Provincial F. Joseph 
Simeons, that he had been employed in that 
arduous mission twoyears^ when Ood called 
him to himself, that when the plague nged 
in London, three yeais before his death, he 
had heroically devoted hioiself to the ser* 
vice of the infected. 

Pole, Gervasb. Three membeis of tbii 
name appear in the Fasti. Of the first 1 
learn that he passed from bis missionary 
labours to his repose and reeompence 16 
April, 1648, st. 70, Soc. 85, Prof. S3. 

The 2nd was truly a man of God, and 
the happy instrument of many oonYersions 
His successful zeal so inflamed the hatred 
of the enemies of religion, that he wis 
obliged to abscond, and the ineonvenieooes 
and close confinement he had to soffer ia 
order to elude their malice and revengeful 
spirit, had such an effect on bis health as 
to accelerate his death. Be departed to 
our Lord in the College of the Immacalate 
Conception, 14 March, 1041, Soc. 86, Pref. 
19, St, 70 " OperariuM vaidi induttriMs, 
et vir plani ApostoUeus. Ah Oratiems 
spirilu, cui muttam te dabattjinxeraiim 
eo luerandi Deo homines TaletUnm!'* Ad.

Pole, John. Three also ocean ef thh 
name. The 1st is mentioned in p. S0O, of 
More's Hist, as having died in 8pala,aboBt 
the same time as F. Anthony Hoslcins, con- 
sequently about the year 1616. The Sad 
was from SpinkhiU, in Derbyshire, as F. 
More relates, p. 886, Hist. He had joioed 
the Order in 1698, vras sent to fill the dee 
of Prefect of Studies and Professor of Di- 
vinity, in the Seminary of Yalladolid, bat 
died at St. Lucar, in 1004^ before he hsd 
completed his Thirtieth year. *< Vir « 
virtute et doetrinA eommendaiUB.^ 

Of the Sd I can only glean that h» died ia 
England, 3 September, 1060. 

PoLR, James, was admUlsd a Novice It 
1707, St. 92, and a Spiritoal Coaiyator elivM 
years Ister. It appears that he died befoi* 
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the year 1726 ; but I search for the date in 
vain. 

In p. 96 we ha?e mentioned another Fa- 
ther of this name. 

Pole, Micha.el, I meet with two mem- 
bers so called. The 1st who died in England 
before receiving Priesthood, 7 April, 1667, 
Kt. 26. Soc. 6. 

The 2Qd was the Incumbent at Wardour 
for some time, tie died in England, 93 
April, 174B, st. 61. Soc 41. He was also 
called Foxe. 

Pole, Peter, born 12 November, 1728, 
admitted a Novice 1 October, 1748, a Pro- 
fessed Father 2 February, 1763: was em « 
ployed in the Paraguay Mission. In a letter 
of F.Thorpe, dated 24 December, 1785,1 
read ** A Spanish Jesuit among the Exiles 
here (Romey) gives a good character of Mr. 
Poole, to whom in America he was master 
of Philosophy and Divinity. He tells me, 
he was taken a lad in an English Prize, and 
given by the Spanish Capturer to the Rector 
of one of our Colleges in South America, 
who put him in a Seminary, from whence 
he entered the Society." 

After the expulsion of his brethren from 
Paraguay, he went to Liege, bnt ended bis 
days in London 9 January, 1799. In the 
World Newspaper of 10 October, 1831, 
under an article ** Aneedote§ of Brazil" we 
read ** it is here, in South America (for the 
discovery of most of its valuable productions, 
Europe is indebted to the Jesuits,) that the 
lover of humanity may be permitted to 
mourn over their fall. Their singular system 
of government at the Missions, will be best 
estimated by comparing the present deplo- 
rable slate of morals in those districts, with 
the period when they were subject to the 
jurisdiction of their Order." 

Pole, Touissant, admitted 7 September, 
1694: ordained priest in 1703 : died in Eng. 
land 23 May, 1710, St. 37. 

Pools, WiLLiAM,-^ThIs good man was 
born 16 December, 175S : at the age of 18 
began his Noviceship. Soon after his or- 
dinations, was employed in the Derbyshire 
Mission ; but in January, 1790 accepted the 
charge of the faithful in Exeter, where he 
opened its present chapel of St. Nicholas, 6 
January, 1792. To this Missionary estab- 
lishment he was a benefactor, and to his 
flock he was a kind and attentive Pastor. 
Removing from this city in Januarv, 1807, 
he was subsequently appointed to the Mis-* 
sion of Bedford, near Leigh, in Lancashire. 
Under his auspices, religion greatly floa- 
rished there, so that he was under the neces- 
sity of enlarging the chapel. This worthy 
Father died of a paralytic stroke about 7 
PM., of Friday 27 February, 1828, and 
was buried in a vault outside his chapel. 

PoRDAGB, William. In the Annual 
Letters of 1710, 1 find " Egregik partes 
auat agit novus Rector Collegii 88, Apo9» 
tolorum P. GulielmuB ' Pordage,** I be- 



lieve that he died at Ozburgh Hall, Norfolk, 
80 August, O. S. 1780, at. 84. 8oe. 64^ 

Port, Thomas, of Derbyshire : jofned 
the Order at the age of 22, and was Profes- 
sed 19 April, 1626. This holy man was a 
martyr to the stone. On his death at St. 
Omer*s College (where be had formerly 
been Rector) 7 January, 1661, the bodr 
was opened, and a stone extracted of 26 
ounces, Troy Weigh* i 

*PoMCELET, Henbt, of Licgo. ThIs 
worthy Lay-brother rested from his labors 
1? September, 1788, st. 52. Rel. 81 

*PoLLARD, Francis, of Sussex died at 
Watten 2 September, 1690, at. 76. See, 69. 
Pond, Thomas, born at Belmont, near 
Winchester, 29 May, 1639. His Father 
William Pond, Esq*, married Anne, sister 
of Thomas Wriotesley, Karl of Southampton. 
After receiving a liberal education at St. 
Mary's College, Winchester, he repaired to 
London to prosecute the study of Law, and 
upon the death of his Father, attached hioii^ 
self to the Court of Eliiabeth, where he 
was distinguished by his superioi grace in 
dancing; but at length worried with cha- 
grin and disgust, he sought in religion for 
that peace and comfort, which ibo world 
cannot give. As early as 1 December, 
578, he had obtained admission into the 
Society (See pp. 46-6 of F. More's Hist.) 
Few men suffered more in person and pro« 
party for the undaunted profession of tha 
Catholic Faith. His letter to F. Persoosy 
dated 8 June, 1609, is glowing with zeal 
and a religious spirit. He had then beeo 
confined in lO different prisons during thp 
previous thirty years, and*' in that space 
four thousand pounds spoil suffered of my 
substance,'* On one occasion, when 
brought before the Court, he says ** laying 
my hand upon the breast of my cloak f cas- 
sock or gown) I protested to them that | 
Would not change it for the queen's crown." 
He had a good Esquire's Estate" bnt it was 
so pillaged by fines and exactions, that eveii 
his enemies were ashamed of their ernelty ; 
'* Yea 8ali»bufy himself upon my plaint, 
telling him that our gospel tanght out of 
Christ's own month, that it was mora bles^ 
sed to giv6, than to tal^e away, as they had 
taken so much from me, took so much eom^ 
passion on me for his own honour, as to 
give me back £20, for my relief, of «^00« 
which from a Ward that fell to me of one of 
my tenants, he had taken from me and given 
to his secretary.'^ The good old man sub- 
scribes himself " one of yonr most devoted 
children, although hitherto least beneficial." 
At length James 1st, restored the venerable 
confessor to Liberty ; and he actually died 
6 March, 1618, in the very same apartment 
at Belmont, in ^hich he had been bom 76 
years before. See his life in Tanner. 

PoRTBH, John (vere Corftasln*,) bom 10 
June, 1707 ; admitted in 1726. Professed 
2 February, 1744: died at Scortney Castia, 
9 September, 1766. 
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PoRTBit, Jambs, borD in the Low Coun- 
tries of English Parents, 9 November, 1733 : 
enrolled himself among the Children of St. 
Igoatiui in 1753 and 18 years later, made 
the Solemn Profession of the Four Vows. 
Renouncing a considerable estate in Lin- 
colnshire, he was content to lead the life of 
a poor Missionary, at Salisbury and Stape- 
hilU He retired at length to Portico near 
Liverpool, where he peacefully ended his 
days, 28 March, 1810. 

Porter, NicuoLASy born at Porto S» 
Maria, near Cadiz, 10 September, 1724. 
His Father was English : his Mother was 
Spanish* In 1741 , he entered the NoYitiate, 
and 18 years later became a Professed Fa- 
ther. For a short time he liyed in the 
English College at Rome ; thence departing 
for Spain, was involved in the storm that 
burst on his brethren, 4 April, 1767, and 
was banishedfrom that kingdom. Previous 
to the general suppression of the Order, this 
good-natured little man settled himself in 
Rome, and for a short time was Spiritual 
Father in the English College there, but 
subsequently accepted the situation of Tutor 
to the sons of Mr. Denham, the Banker in 
Strada Rosella. When that Banker failed, 
F» Porter retired to St, Carlo: and strange 
to say, got himself initiated in the Third 
Order of St. Francis. Soon after this, he 
quitted Rome for Naples, and attached him- 
self to the Family of Palomba, wealthy Mer. 
chants in that City. In 1797, he returned 
to Rome« and was admitted into the Giesu, 
where he was a fixture until his pious death, 
t5 August, 1803, 8Bti 78. 

^Portland, John, {tUiaa Parry,) died 
at Watten, in the year 1621. 

PosTOATE, Ralph. Resided chiefly at 
Rome, was Rector of the English College 
there from 1693 to 1699, and again from 
1704 to the autumn of 1707. He died in 
that city 25 January, 1718. His hand- 
writing is truly indifferent, his letters con- 
firm the truth of his saying that he wrote 
a** m ost wretehed hand." 

• POSTLBWHITB, WiLLIAM, of Westby, 

Id the County of Lancashire. This amiable 
and talented young Theologian died sud- 
denly at Stonyhnrst, as I well remember, 
just before High Mass commenced on 
Whitsunday, 12 May, 1799, having barely 
entered his 22nd year. He was the first 
person buried in the Chapel Yard, Stony- 
hursts 

*PouB, OR PouTBi^, DB PfltLip, admitted 
13 November, 1682. Thisgood Lay-brother 
died at St. Omer« 2 May, 1718, est. 68. 

PouLTONi Andrew, admitted 81 October, 
1674, nt: 20. He was selected for one of 
the Masters of the Sa?oy College, London, 
which was opened at Whitsuntide, 1687. 
Thathe was a man of distinguished abilities 
is manifest from the Tracts intitled <* Re- 
marks upon Dr. Tenison's narrative fof their 
conference,^ with a confutation of the 
Doctor's Rule of Faith, and a reply to A. 



Cresner*s Vindication, ito. London, 1687. 
Also *' Some Reflections upon the Author 
and Licenser of a scandalous pamphlet, called 
' The Missionaries art Discovered* with the 
reply of A. Pulton to a challenge made him 
in a Letter prefixed to the said Pamphlet," 
4to. London, 1668, pp. 14. At the Revo- 
lution, he followed the Court to St. Oer- 
maine. In the Annual Letters of 1705, 1 
read of his ezploiis there " 70 ah Hareti ad 
Ecclesiam reduxit, inter qua» nanpauei 
natalibus conrpieui: pht$quam 116 Cob- 
festionet Qenerales in ea auld audivii. 
In DUsidia^ qum etUum luHuoBtim finem

PouLTON, Gborgb, admitted in 1707: 
died at Watten 90 January, 1789, set, 60. 

PouLTON, GiLBS,born79epteniber, 1694 
studied at Rome, where, (io oso his own 
expression) he oommeneed Priest 8 April, 
1719 : admitted 12 December* 1791 : was 
stationed on the Mission at Belgrave, near 
Leicester, and whilst there, was enrollsd 
amongst the Professed Fathers in 1781. 
His letter 14 May, 1787, shows that he was 
Chaplain to the Plowdons in Salop. He 
died in London 8 Janaary, 1769* 

PouLTON, Hbnrt, admitted in 1700. On 
receiving Holy Orders ho wns sent to Ma- 
ryland, where he was earried off by a pre- 
mature death 97 September, 1712» set* 81 

PouLTOir, John, admittod an dunnas 
of the English College at Romo in 1610; 
farther particnlars I cannot gaiiu 

PouLTON, Thomas*-*! bn^io asot with 
three of this name. The 1st, whilst proea- 
rator of his brethren in London, was dis« 
missed from the Order by the Provlneial F. 
Richard Blount, 19 Dooemlier, 1880, for 
very indiscreet and Ubdlous reOoetiDiiio* 
Cardinal Riehelieu. The ProYiaelel apo- 
logiBed to the Cardhial for the anwarrastap 
ble conduct of his subjeot ; andreeeivedfroB 
his eminenoe a very generous aaddigntfsd 
reply, dated IS August that year, ezpresslfs 
of his obligations to P. Btoiint, and of his 
unabated attachment to the Soelety. «* Sis-

The officious interferenee of Dr. Riehar^ 
Smith, Bishop of Chaloodon, oathia oeea- 
sion, and his revealing F. Ponlton's letter le 
Mr. George Fortesoue, waa any Ihiagbet 
courteous and friendlv.

Powell, Francis, admitted in 1077. 
Prof. 17 July, 1695. After filling the office 
of Rector in the Knglish College at Rome, 
at liiege, and at St. Omer, I follow him to 
the Mission in Sussex. Retiring to Liege, 
he there ceased from his labors 83 January, 
1733, iBt*7d.

This 
is all that F. More could learn of him.

PoTNTz, JoBK, of a good fitmily in the 
North of Devon, bom 8 Jaly, 1709 : admit* 
ted by the name of Heaumoni in 1738, 
Professed in 1 750, On the Itf ission lie often 
passed by the name of Price, and for 
several years filled the office of Procurator 
of the Province. Though a gentleman of 
the strictest hoaor and princi^e, and of great 
religious Tirtoe, he was virulently perseeuted 
on the pretence of employiiig undue influence 
with Airs. Rawe of Trevithick, in Cornwall, 
in the disposal of Iter property. Deeming 
it prudent to give place to wrath, he quietly 
removed to Liege, where he died 81 fbne 
account says seeolid day) May, 1789, sit. 
80.

When F. Poyntz quitted the English Mis- 
sion, he brought over to St. Omer« as I 
find by F. Richard Barton*s Certificate I 
October, 1668, the great bone of the right 
arm of St. Thomas, • Bishop of Hereford. 
This venerable Relick was placed In the 
front of the Altar of the Sodality Chapel 
of St. Omer's College. The Provincial F; 
Joseph Simeons, in the Annoid Letters of 
1670, records the blessing bestowed oo the 
College by the Saint's intercession.

* Preston, Edmund, born at Oormans- 
ton Castle, Ireland, 14 Feb. 1808 : educated 
at Stonyburst.

September, 18S0. By permission of the 
Provincial (F. Charles Brooke) his earnest 
wish was granted to be admitted Into the 
Society, and on the Friday previous to his

* Prbston, Thomas, Sir, was the second 
son of Sir John Preston, who was created a 
Baronet, for his loyalty, 1 April, 1644, and 
died of hii wounds receiyed at Pui ness. By 
the death of his elder Brother John, Thomas 
succeeded to the Estate and Title.* He 
married twice -, in yain ha?e I sought for 
the name of his first Lady, who died shortly 
after her marriage^ leaving no issue. By 
his 9nd wife, Mary, daughter of Lord Gary 11 
Molyneaux, he had three children, 1st, 
Francis who died unmarried, 18 December, 
1672. 2nd, Mary, married to William Her- 
bert* 3rd, Anne, who married in 1685, 
Hugh, the second Lord Clifford, Baron of 
Chudleigh. 

The worthy Baronet within six months 
after the loss of his only son, was deprived 
of his wife by death. In this affliction he 
sought comfort in Religion, and after due 
delifaNSration, decided on embracing the In- 
stitute of St. Ignatius. He accompanied 
the Provincial P. George Gray to Watteo, 
and enrolled himself amongst the Novices, 
38 June, 1674, being then 81 years of age. 
Tlio* he had an excellent capacity, and de- 
fended the whole course of Theology with 
much credit, he never could be induced to 
take Holy Orders. It is certain, as I find 
from a letter of the Provincial F. John 
Keynes, dated 29 October, 16S8, to the 
General, that there was not a little eccen- 
tricity mixed up in his character. Until his 
death at Watten, 27 May, 1709, et. 66, he 
was content to remain in the humble con- 
dition of a Ijay-brother. 

Preston, William, was admitted an 
Alumnus of the English College at Rome, 
in 1655 ; but where he entered the Society I 
have not been able to discover. I know 
that he was Rector of his Brethren in the 
College of St. Thomas, in 1701, which at 
that time comprehended 17 Members : and 
that he died 14 December, 1702. 

pRiCB, John, born in Cheshire, A.D. 
1576. At the age of 24 he joined the So- 
ciety. After teaching Philosophy and Di- 
vinity at ValladoUd and Louvain, with 
distinguished ability, and mailing the Pro- 
fession of the Four Vows, 4 October, 1614, 
he received orders to prepare for the English 
Mission. For29yeais be continued with 
indefatigable zeal and charity to labour in 
the conversion and satisfaction of souls, 
when God called him to himself, 27 February

1645. He was the Author of "A ntl- Miorton 
or an Apology agaiost Thomas Morton.

Another F. John Price was bom near 
Lanherne in Cornwall, 8 August, 1739: 
entered the Society 14 Febmary, 1756; for 
many years was a Missionary at Liverpool, 
where he died much regretted 6 February, 
181S. He had renewed bis vows in the 
resuscitated Society, in May» 180lu

Price, Iomatius, bom io Wales, A. D. 
1610: when 24 years old, wm numbered 
amongst the children of St. Ignatius. In 
1644, a period of great difflealty and danger, 
he embarked on the English Mission, and 
for 84 years laboured with exemplary zeal 
and credit: At the brealdng out of Oates's 
Plot, F. Price was eagerly sought for by 
the Police and informers. For two Months 
*' de tugurio in tuguriwm noctn fngient, 
nudis aliquando pedQmt^ adnUd hUme 
per attas nives et prqfundw aqmoB iineit 
plerumque vettUus, ineidU iandemikviQ' 
lentam febrim^ et brepi exiifuiua est." 
He was then living in South Wales, near 
Ragland. F. Charles BalEer , then n prisoner 
had sent him his beat wishes for his souFs 
happy passage out of this turbuleat world, 
to an eternity of rest. He died of fever and 
exhaustion, 16 January, 1679.

Price, Thomas, related, I think, to Igna- 
tius, admitted in 1600, Soon nfker his cob- 
mencement of his Missionary Caieer hi 
England, he was captured and aenteneedto 
perpetual banishment ; but liif senl Indaesd 
him to return to the vineyard, wlien be 
continued to labor until hie happy death at 
London, 28 July, 1625, set, 65. Hetraai- 
lated into English from the Latin of Tir- 
sellinus «< The HUtory ^ the Heuerf 
Loretlo*'Sio.

REDrnaD, Sebastian,— This able Con- 
troversiallal was boru ST April, 1701 : e

the early part of his MLissionarj career he 
was attached to the Powis Family. Two 
of his letters dated from Powis Castle in 
1748 have passed through my hands; three 
years after their date I meet him as Sape- 
rior at St. Winefrid's residence; but shortly 
after this, he was transferred to the College 
of St. Thomas, and subsequently to Lanca- 
shire. For some time before his death he 
was stationed at Wealside, Essex, where he 
departed to our Lord 2 January, 1768. He 
has left a volume entitled " An important 
Enquiry, or the nature of a Church Re* 
formation^** fuUy considered, wherein is 
shewn from Scripture, reason and antiquity, 
that the late pretended Reformation was 
groundless in the attempt, and defective in 
the Ezecation. 8vo« London, 1761, p.p. 407: 
An improyed edition issued from the Loa« 
don press in 17d6. 8to. pp. 412. 

Rbbvb, Joseph, son of Ridiard Reeve, 
of I&land Hill, In the Parish of Stoodley, of 
a respectable family* in Warwickshire, 
born 11 May, 1783. In the 14th year of h s 
age he repaired to St. Omer*s College, where 
he distinguished himself by his genius and 
industry. On 7 September, 1752, he com., 
meneed his Noviceship at Watten. When 
he had defended the course of Philosophy, 
he was appointed to teach Humanitiesi 
which he continued to do at St. Omer and 
Binges for eight years, with honour to him- 
self, and advantage to his pupils. Ordained 
Priest, he defended the whole course of 
Theology at Liege in the Lent of 1767, with 
universal applause. On 6 August the same 
year he reached Ugbrooke, and there this 
model of Pastors continued antil his happy 
death 9 May, 1820. ?or several years be- 
fore, the Venerable man was afflicted with 
blindness 3 but no one could approach him 
without being edified with his profound 
sense of Religion, his cheerful resignation to 
the will of Providence, and his exact, fervent 
and constant discharge of his spiritual exer- 
cises. A solemn dirge was performed for 
him at Ugbrooke, on Friday 5 May, and the 
brief Discourse which I delivered on the oc- 
casion is preserved in the " CkUholic Speeta* 
for of July, 1825, p. 270-282. His precious 
remains were deposited behind the Chapel, 
and a Tablet contains the following epitaph :

In a eon- 
siderable degree, the publie patrooage* His 
translations are frequently oorract uid els* 
gant, and combine in many passages the 
fldelity of a translator, and the spirit of s 
poet. Yet with this coainendatioD we can- 
not forbear uniting our regret, that so large 
a portion of the volume shonld have been 
occupied with Latin 3Vaissla<lofu finxn 
the pen of an Author, whose talents appear 
from the specimens here poblished, to haie 
rendered him very oapabis of snecsedisg lo 
original composition.''

Rbiti« Riohaid, joanger brother of 
Joaqpkf bom S5 Febrnary, 1740 .* joined 
the Society 7 September, 17A7, and went 
throBgh hie sindlea with great eredit. Hla 
flrtt mlalon was at Paddington, near Ches- 
ter. He was subsequently employed in na- 
nerons Missions ; and was OTen sent to 
Peiersbnrgh, to teach, in the Jesuits' Ck>l- 
lege, the English language to ihe Russian 
Nobility. This true-hearted, but some- 
what eccentric Father, died in a good old 
age at Stouyhurst. 31 May, 1816. To the 
end of life he retained the name of Ilaskeif, 
with which he and his elder brother had 
entered St. Omer's College. 

Reete, Thomas, was born on the very 
day his brother Joteph entered the No?iti- 
ate of S. J. Eighteen years later be fol- 
lowed his example, and fully partook of his 
religious ferYonr and devotion. Always 
characterized by zeal and piety, and by ioTO 
of industry and method, he continued for 
many years bo\h at Liege and at Stonyhurst, 
to render important services to the ElSves, as 
well in the capacity of Prefect of the Sodali* 
ty and of the Juniors', as of Spiritual Fa- 
ther, and as an able Teacher of the Belles 
Lettres. We may truly say of him 

Esse pios, docuit ; quodque docebat, erat. 

For the last fifteen years of his life, this 
cealoua little Man was Confessor to theNuns 
off New Hall, Essex. Like an exhausted 
lamp he expired at No. 12» Norton- street, 
Ztondon, (where he had gone up on a Tisit, 
7 September, 1826. For his tombstone in 
St. Pancras' Church yard, I indited the fol- 
lowing memorial.

When the Revolution burst 
forth, he was obliged to retire to the woods, 
for 10 days he lay concealed, exposed to the 
cold and Inclemency of the wintry season. 
To escape the fury of the searehers, he was 
sometimes forced to hide himself in the tops 
of trees. Mrs. Vaughan, afraid to Intrust 
the secret of his retreat even to her Catho- 
lic servants, courageously proceeded alone, 
in the dead of night, through the intricacies 
of the woods, to supply him with necessariest 
This retreat being deemed insecure, for the 
seven following weeks he was content to 
abscond in a deserted lime* kiln. ** Tandem 
cum se remiiteret nonnihil popular is pro 
cella, S laiebris emergent ad cofuueta 
ministeria rediU,^* 

The interesting document from which the 
above is taken, shews moreover with what 
impunity, the houses and property of Catho- 
lics could then he attacked and pillaged,* 

Q. Did he die 17 January, 1697? 

Richardson, Joseph, of Warwickshire, 
born in 1606, at ^he age of 29 embraced 
the Institute of Sr. Ignatius; died ** in 
MUsione OxoniensV 17 December, 1670. 
A Rev. Father and friend of his, as we learn 
from the Annual Letters of 1671, has recorded 

• Whatever advantage is said to have accrued to 
the cause of Civil and Relisious liberty, from the Re- 
volution of 1688, most certainly it brought nothing 
but persecution and despotic oppression to the 
homes, and persons, and property of the Catholic 
Body. The Doable Land Tax— the £100. reward 
for the discovery of a Priest — the incapacity of pur« 
chasing land.-^the prohibition of keeping school 
and educating their own children, — and the lieeping 
of a single horse above £5. value, were a few of the 
bitter Aruits which the Dutch Deliverer bestowed on 
his Catholic Snbjpcts. An Inquest of Jurymenheld 
at the Sign of the Cock, SheflTord, 17 March, 1690, 
having found, that the Jesuits of St. Omer's College 
had a mortgage of £500 on a part of Tuddingtou 
Manor, in Bedfordshire, belonging to the Earl of 
Cleveland, the Commissioners under the Great Seal 
a warded on the next day, with a due aense forsooth 
of British honour and Protestant Justice, that the 
money VIM forfeited to the Crown fl ! 
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what follows ; *' Cum tribus eirciier ab' 
hine hebdomadU jinniveraarium P. Rich- 
ardsoni eeUbraremut, atque Altare nigrU 
vettireturj quamdiu Sacrum duraret,

Richardson y William, of Lancashire, 
joined the Order in 1660. 

RiDDELL, Peter, I think was son of Sir 
Thomas Riddell, of Gateshead, by his wife 
Elizabeth, (Coolers) died in Maryland. 

Riddell, William, admitted 20 Janu- 
ary, 1687, Bt. 17: I find him described as 
singulari prorsus laude dignus in the 
An. Lett, of 1710; he was then employed 
in the Residence of St. John the Evange- 
list, where he died 29 March, 1711. 

Ri«BT| Edward, of Lancashire, admit- 
ted 18 June, 1607, at Louvain, set. 26; 
died at Rome, 

*RioBY, John, born 8 Oct. 1737 ; ad- 
mitted in 1758. This Scholastic died at 
Dinant, 1 January, 1767. 

Q. A Father of this name, born in the 
County of Lancashire, 17 May, 1714 ; ad* 
mitted 1732, Prof. 1750. He was stationed 
at LiverpooU where he died, 26 September, 
1758. After his death this Mission expe* 
rienced a too rapid succession of Incum- 
bents, S. J. 

RiGBT, Laurence, of Lancashire, ad^ 
mitted in 1630. 

RiGBV, Roger, born in Lancashire, 
1608; at the age of 21 entered the Society, 
and soon after his promotion to the Priest- 
hood proceeded to the Maryland Mission. 
He died in Virginia in 1646. 

RiLET, John, (alias Nicholas Danbif,) 
of Yorkshire, entered the Novitiate at the 
age of SO; died in England, 17 January, 
1661, 8Bt. 57.

(alias Tracetff) of Lancashire, who became 
a Novice in 1641, let. 89. 

*IliiEY, Thomas, of Lancashire. This 
model of Temporal Coadjutors was admit- 
ted 7 September, 1669, and died at Liegf, 
College, 16 August, 1708, set.

RiSDON, Thomai, altaa (BtueU,) of 
Devonshire, I believe, was admitted 7 Sep- 
tember, 1685, »t. 98: was professed 18 
years later : for many years he was superior 
of his Brethren in the Resideoce of St. Sta- 
nislaus : It is certain that he (diiefly resided 
at Ugbrooke. In the Will of the aeoond 
Lady Clifford (Anne Preston) dated IS 
September, 1788, he is thas mentioiied *' I 
give and bequeath to Mr. Riadon, who lives 
with me. Twenty pounds,*' Soon after her 
Ladyship's decease, which took place at 
Ugbrooke, 5 July, 1784, the Venerable Fa- 
ther retired to Watten, where he crowned 
a well spent life by a most (Christian death, 
12 February, 1744, set.

RisDON, WiLLTAM, of DeTODshlre* The

After fiUing 
that office for 20 years, he died in that City, 
27 October, 1644. 

RiSHTON, John, of Lancashire : jotiad 
the Society in 1638 : wras Professed at 
Watten, 15 January, 1655. TUs ezeeUnt 
Scbolar hag been Professor of Malhenatla 
and of Greek and Hebrew, in* Portagal, 
He died at Valenciennes, 8 August, 1696 
at the early age of 43. 

Rivers, AnTHONYy was Soeins la F.

■ad was dtilinguithed for hU zeal and cha- 
rity. The Populace, worked ap to madncas 
bv (he report) of an iiiteoded Hasaaeie, b; 
IM Irisb Troops, hurrieJ to his house, plun- 
dered it, gutted the Chapel, and burnt the 
Cincifii and his Library, in the Uarket- 
plaoe. "IiUerca temporii Paler nMllibital 
lului : Ainc inde ditcurrebat, aune in 
temientli* eaiti, in mmmfi mimliHm ja- 
git, nuwe tn/oiiu it iglvii lub dio, lali- 
taadi eausi vtlam Irant^ere eoaetni.

After 3£ years ot Miisienary labeur, 
died 37 February, I6AS, bI. 7a 

N.B. Dodd, rol.lI.ChurchIIiat.p,i43, 
mentions another Father of this name. 

* RoniNSON, WiLLuu. Tbia Seholaa- 
lie admitted et Waiien 7 September, 167^ 
died there 30 Uay, 1676, in Ms 30ih jeer, 
" Juvtnit pritctarit dollbus ernaear." 
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RoBflOMf ChristophiRp admitted an 
Alamnus of the English College at Rome, 
in 1646; joined the Society 19 June, 1669, 
at the advanced age of 49. I ha?e loolced 
in vain for further particulars. The date 
of his death in the Necrology is manifestly 
incorreet. 

RooHBSTBRy Thomas, {Beffentis ) of 
Cambridgeshire, admitted at the age of 34. 
In the Provincial report of 16ft5 he is then 
atated to have been a Missionary for 28 
years. The Annual Letters of 1656 show 
that he was then a prisoner. Whether he 
actually died a prisoner 29 September, 
1667, 1 have not been able to diseover; but 
this was probably the ease, 

Rodney, Bdward, was a student in the 
Bngllsh College at Rome, in 1613, died at 
Iiiege t2 July, 1686. The Annual Letters 
of that year omit to specify the names of 
four who died at Liege College; but the 
context shews that F. Rodney must either 
have been the Minister of the house, or the 
Prefect of Spirit, deservedly esteemed in 
that city, and a man of spotless character. 
*' Fir sAi pienus tuique vlneendt st udiosus, 
RoBLS, Charles* The real name of this 
Belgian Father was Routse; he was born 
17 April, 1690; admitted 1 February, 1710, 
Prof. 8 Feb. 1727; appointed Rector of 
Li« Col^ge in 1748, when the Students 
of Theology were dispersed into other pro- 
vinces, through the stoppage of the income 
from Bavaria, by the dispossession of 
Charles VII of his Dominions. For 16 
years F. Reels governed the Community, 
and aelid for a considerable time as Direc- 
tor to the English Sons, at Liege. He 
died 99 Mareb, 1764. 

RoBU, Lewis. This Belgian Father, 
bom 29 November, 1782 ; admitted 1753. 
After many years service in the Maryland 
Mission he died in that country 94 Febma- 
ry, 1794. 

RoxLS, Norbbrt Joseph, admitted 81 
Dec: 1668, died at Liege 8 April, 1689, nt. 

RoFFx, Edward, of Sussex ; joined the 
Society at the age of 27, Prof: 12 July, 
16S8. This venerable Missionary, after 
exercising his apostolic functions in England 
for 63 years, died 6 February, 1666, at. 78. 

Rogers, Edward ; admitted 12 December 
1699, et. 80, nine years later I find him at 
Rome. 

Rogers, Gerard, of Westphalia ; he 
died of the Plague,'at Liege, most deeply re- 
gretted, but ripe for heaven, 9 September, 
1687, et. 87. Soe. 17; See p. 409, of F. 
More's Hist. 

Rogers, Francis, of NorfoU. He died 
in England, 16 November, 1660, at. 69. 
Rel. 87. Prof. 90. 

* RooBRs, Henrt* All that I can learn 
of him is, that he died at St. Omer, 91 De- 
cember, 1696. 

Rogers, Jobk. There were two of this 
name, one died In England, 16 October, 
1662. 



The other (who passed by the name of 
Bai^ldJ was born in Wilts. In the Pro- 
vincial Returns of 1666 he Is stated to be 
then at Watten, that he was 72 years old, 
of which period he had spent 44 in the Soc. 
and 84 in the Mission, and that the date of 
his Profession was 17 September, 1669— 
he finished his meritorious course at St. 
Omer, 7 or 8 August, 1657. 

Rogers, Philip ; Born 9 November, 
1691 ; admitted in 1717, Prof. 17S& This 
venerable Missionary died in Bngland, 3 
February, 1761. 

RoGBRsoN, Gborgb, bom at Oiurstang, 
10 May, 1800 ; admitted amongst the No- 
vices at the sge of 18 ; ordained IS Novem- 
ber, 1850. An ill state of health prevented 
this amiable young Priest from exerting 
his zeal and talents in the manner that hU 
heart desired at Preston After residing at 
Worcester for some time, he sank under his 
complaints in that city, 27 Janaary, 1840« 
In the Preston Paper appeared ihefol» 
lowing Article shortly after :— 

Stj WrLFRiD's Chapel.— On Monday 
last, solemn mass was oelebrmted by the 
Rev. A. Rarrow, for the repose of the soul 
of the Rev. Qeorge Rogerson. The Rev. 
Jos. Clarke officiated as Deacon, the Rev. 
William Knight as Sub-Deaeoo , and the 
Rev, G^o. Connell, as Master of Ceremo- 
nies. During four yean the Her. G. Ro- 
gerson was Pasto r of St. Wilfrid's. In'the 
autumn of 1836, the sUte of his health, 
which his exertions in the saered ministry 
had impaired^ obliged his Superiors to re- 
move him, in the vain hope that milder air 
and repose might recruit hii strength, 
and enable him to return to hia flock. 
After a lingering illness borne with edifying 
patience and resignation, he fbll a vietim to 
his zeal at Woroester, January 97, in the 
40th year of his sge. The ehapel was filled 
by persons who appeared anxiona to gife a 
last proof of gratefiil attaefameat t# a den>- 
ted Pastor, whose memorr will long be 
held In benediction by m GalboUes of 
Preston* 

* RooKBSBT, Ralph. Thli Yesspoial 
Coadjutor died at Watten, 8 February, 1690, 
*' ewm ffMQ^ ea'tuiUalU opUdome^*' He 
was of a distinguished Faouly. The An- 
nual Letters inform us that he had served 
in the Royal Army, during the grand Re- 
bellion, that afterwards he went over ts 
Wattenand Joined the Society. Tiiey spssk 
in glowing terms of his meekneas, charltabls 
and heroic attention to the aidLand affwted, 
and his religious fervour and perfbet obedi- 
ence. 

RooKWOOD, Hekrt, Srd aoa of ▲mbiose 
Rookwood, Esq. by his wife BUnbslh 
(Caldwell,) was bom on Tueaday, 8 No- 
vember, 1650. Entered the Novitiats 7 
September, 1681, Prof. 20 June, 1699; 
served Celdham Hall ; but died In NorW 
90 April, 1780, »t. 71, and wna bwisd tt 
Stanningfield Church* 
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Emi, Cbuitdpbih, born I Seplerober, 
1741 : entered the Soeisty ia 1703.

When the Revolution burst lorth, in Noyem- 
ber that year, he had orders to proceed to 
Portsmouth with the royai Infant : but was 
afterwards directed to return to the metropo- 
lis. We report tbe sequel in his own words :

In a Joornal formerly kept at WatteD, I 
read, A. D. 1698, June 80.— .fat oers of the 
congregation to the number of Twenty-two 
came. June 81st.— The eoogregatkm be- 
gan at eight o'clock. On theSSffd F. Sa- 
bran was cliosen Procurator. 

Six years after this election, he recdved 
the appointment of President of tiie Epls» 
copal Seminary at Liege, by its Prince 
Bishop, Joseph Clement, the Rector of Co- 
logne. This appointment ga?e tiie Father 
iocredible ? exation for some time ; bnl the 
uncompromising decision of Ills iiiostrioBS 
Patron, aided by his own pntdenee, msek« 
ness and charity, eventually trinnphed over 
all opposition. He continued Preeidenta I 
believe, until the year 1709» wlwn he was 
declared Provincial of his Bngllsb Brethren. 
On going out of office in 171^ he was made 
Rector of St. Omer's Cdlege; at the end of 
this triennial government, m was ordered 
to Rome, where lie was appointed Prefect 
of Spirit to the Knglish College. Here 
tha venerable man closed a long lijb devo* 
ted to the service of God and tin welftre 
of his brethren, 28 January, 1738, mt. 80.

Sahhebb, FaAncis, waa receired a eon- 
victor of tha English College at Rome In 
1067. On January 4, 1674, he enrolled 
himself amongat the children of St. Igaa- 
tiui. For a time ha was Coofeiaor to K. 
James 11. at St. Geimaine, and most asaldn- 
ousty attended bis Majesty during his last 
lllnesB, from 22 August, la 6 September, 
1701; The good Father survived his royal 
maiter aeveral years, dying a: St. Qer< 
raaine, 19 Februuy, 1710, eat.

T. Rayment, 
Esq. informed me that **he was singularly 
plain in dress, and considered by those unac- 
quainted with bim, as rather blunt in con- 
versation: there was however a fund of 
obvious piety, and affectionate zeal, that 
endeared him to all.'*

The 1st a Temporal Co- 
adjutor who died at St. Omer, 22 Septem- 
ber, 1761, »t. 69. Re/. 36. 

The 2nd born 22 January, 1731 : admit, 
ted in 1760: Professed in 176S. I am in- 
formed that he was ordained Priest at 
Liege 1 1 July, 1756— and that he died at 
Alnwicls late in 1790. 

N.B. This F. Nicholas Saundfrson 
was often called Thompson, In a letter of 
F. John Thorpe to the Rev. Charles Plow- 
den, dated from Rome 8 January, 1791, I 
read what follows ; ** The death of F. 
Nicholas ThompsoHi at Alnwick, is a loss ; 
I know his piety and charity. He was the 
oldest acquaintance X had : we were toge- 
ther under Mr. Occleshaigh in Lancashire, 
who had been a student In the Jesuits' 
College at Wigan."* 

Saunderson, RoBBiiT, born in Lanca- 
shire In 1715: admitted in 1738 ; Professed 
in 1756 S after serving a Mission (in the 
Oollege of St. Thomas,) and in Yorkshire 
for several.years, he died 2 December, 1781. 

Saunderbon, Thomas, died in England 
21 December, 1642. Q. If not of the Fa- 
mily of Heley, in the County of Northum- 
berland? 

Saundford, Johk. I regret beyond 
measure not to be able to throw light on the 
history of this talented and well-informed 
Father. He was certainly a Priest and 

* The Society during the Reign of James the IT, 
had ten schools or Colleges in England, via., two In 
London, one at Bury St. Edmvnds, one at Wolvei^ 
hampton, one at Lincoln, oneat Pontcfract, one at 
IHurham, one at Newcastle, one at Welshpool, and 
one at WIgan : this last mentioned, had more than 
one hundred acholars. The chapel attached to the 
school or college was small, but used to be densely 
crowded. The Mayor of the Town with his officers 
frequently attended its service. The materials for 
electing a new charch were prepared : the site for 
building the Pensioners Quarters in the College, 
was marked out and commenced, when the Revolu- 
tion burst forth : and a maddened populace tore up 
thA foundations and scattered them to the winds. 
The Catholics roust indeed have been numerous in 
Wigan, since Bishop Leybum confirmed there 14 
and 15 September, 1687, one Thousand three hundred 
and thirty-one persons. 



Prefect in the English Collego «t Roue; ^ 
November* 1688. He was moreover the 
Author of a M. 8. consisting of more than 
1200 pages, giving a detailed account of in* 
teresting events, relative to Bngliah Catho- 
lics in general, and in particular to tha 
Colleges and Missionaries 8. J. from the 
accession of Q. £lizabeth« until the year 
1040. Bishop Challoner, whilst compiling 
his faithful Memoirs of ** Missionary 
Priests" obtained the lean of it from the 
Library of St. Omer's CoIIe^, and returned 
it with a note that '* in his judgment it was 
the most valuable English M. S. on Catho- 
lic affairs here, that he had met with.**' 
Tills precious M. 8. was plundered by the 
Myrmidons of the Auitrian Qovernment, 
at the disgraceful seisure of the College at 
Bruges. To the credit of the Reverend 
Charles Plowden (who iiad the custody of 
it) no exertions were spared on his part to 
recover thii treasure; but all in vain. We 
trust this irreparable loss will be a perpe* 
tual warning to Superiors, to causa Dupli- 
cates at least of every important M. S. to 
be made. 

F. Sandford (to whose valuable Labors 
this English Province and . the Society at 
large, must ever feel indebted ) died in En- 
gland 2 August, 1667. 

SttviU Thomas, see Prestom^ Thawuu, 

Savill, William, of liinoolnshire ; ad- 
mitted at the age of 92, ProCiessed 12 May, 
1627. This zealons Missionary was com- 
pelled by wealsness of sight to retire from 
active service. He died at Liege, 6 October 
1651, ast. 70. 

Sc4RisBai0K, Francis. There were two 
Fathers of this name. The 1st I believe 
was admitted by thenameof Neyiil, in 1664. 
He died in England, SO September, 1718. 

The 2nd born at Scarisbrick Hall, In Lan- 
cashire, 5 April, 1708, was admitted In 17f2; 
and 18 years later, was promoted to the 
rank of a Professed Father. In May, 1759; 
he was appointed Rector of St. Osser'b Col- 
lege, in difficult and mostcritleal tioMS, and 
had to undergo the painful ordeal of witnos* 
sing the seizure of that College, and the 
expulsion of his Brethren In 179%. He was 
a good Religious man, and a poUto Gentle- 
man ; but a love of truth compels us to uy 
that he was ill qualified to be the Pilot that

Father lealded at Pembridga Caalla. At

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On the death of F. Thotnts Hildeyftrd, in 
1740, F. Scudamore was appointed Rector 
of his Brethren, in the College of St. Pran- 
eis Xafier, His said Grand-nephew, ('who 
hsd lived with him part of the time,) further 
informed me, that this Re?. Father was the 
Bf issiooary at Bristol, about 40 yean, that 
he was mnch beloved by his flock for his 
seal and piety, and that his manner of living 
was Tery plain and moderate.

The Senior was made a Spiritual Coad- 
jutor in lOi^; and died at St. Omer, 97 
March, 1087. 

The Jmilor was admitted 6 October, 
1071, and after' his Ordinations resided at 
Burton Castle, as* Chaplain to LadyGorine, 
and was in the habit of attending at ChU 
tketlir, a distance of 5 miles, on Sundays, 
to gime instrqctions on the Catholic fkitb. 
In December, 1^B8, he was apprehended, 
and thrown into jail, where be took a Rheu- 
matio fever \ but at the end of 16 months 
was discharged, as a foreigner, at the in- 
stance of the Spanish Ambassador. He 
continued nearly 2 years in England, «fter 
the recotery of his liberty, and then retired 
to St. Omer, where he exchanged a life of 
meritorious suffering for a blissful immor- 
tality, 11 May, 1690, at. 4S. 

Semves, Joseph: bond in Maryland 1 
Dec. 1748; admitted 7 September, 1701, 
and eight years later was appointed Pro- 
fessor of Philosophy. He continued in the 
same office until the emigration from Liege, 
In 1704 ) he then resumed it at Stonyhurst : 
but for several years before his death' taught 
Divinity also. This excellent man died at 
Stonyhurst, 26 September, 1809. 

K.B.F.Semmes obtained in 1781, from 
the Court of Munich, a renewal of the pen- 
sion to Liege College, originally granted 
by the Prince Elector, Maximilian, from his 
own proper funds, on 8 September, 1620.

Government stopt the continuance of the 
payment in the ensuing year (1782.)

Tlie year after the aoppreati om of the Order, 
▼iz. in July, 1774| he waa-sent to the Pra* 
tan Mission, as assistant to the Bar; John 
Jenison, and tliere lie continoed for nine 
years. In 1783, he removed to BtUeUfm 
Hallt where he was ehapUun for three years. 
In 1787 he was appofamedto tlie eiiargeof 
the faithful, at Scholes, near Preacott^ iriee 
F. Peter Westby, and thia nisaion ao rapidly 
improved under his zealona avapieea, as to 
justify him to commence the ereetiooofa 
spacious cliapel, and a coBTenleiil lioase 
for the ineumhent. This le s pe e tei il e estab- 
liihment retains the name of Pohtico, which 
was originally assigned it by tlie late Rev« 
Wra. Meyaell, from thedreiinBataDee of the 
Colonnade at the Chapel entnuice. This 
Chapel was opened for pnbllc wdnhlp hi 
May, 1790. F. Sewall retired lirwilfaia la- 
borious mission, to Stonyherift GoU^ga, at 
Michaelmas, 1806, and rendered meh va* 
luable service to that communitr. On the 
death of Rev. Charles Plowd«K,lD tbeiua. 
mer of 1621, F. Sewall snoeeeded toiha 
office of Provincial ;- and hli gorenuMSt 
was oharaeterized bypntdenee'ead deeiaion 
of purpose, and by- a spirit of losprovlpg 
chapels. Resigning his oAee In Bafenaiy,

* Shbldon, Hugh, of Staffordshire, ad* 
mitted at Tournay 24 August, 1608, was ex- 
traordinarily skilful in contriving hiding 
places. However, he was at last discor ered 
in LordVaux*s house, and immured in Wis- 
bick Castle. Sentenced to perpetual banish 
ment, I find him at Rome in 1608, attached 
to F. Persons, in the place of John Lily. 
He died at Rome, date unknown. 

Sheldon, Joseph, admitted in 1705, at 
the age of 18 : further particulars I cannot 
gain.

A M.S. written by another brother, 
informs me "* that their pereots had been 
great sufferers for the CatnoUe Faith— that 
John was articled at the age of 16 to one 
Mr. Waferer, a Catholie Connsellor of the 
Law, with whom he eontinned eertaln years 
profiting well in that eoarae; bat being 
moved by God's grace, weot to Rhelas, 
and afterwards entered into the Society, aad 
died in the same, much oommeoded as well 
for his learning as life." 

Shirerurn, Charles. The Qentlenan's 
Magazine of 1745, p. 59, inforoM osthat 
this Reverend Father " was related to the 
Duchess Dowager of Norfolk." He was 
born in Lancashire, and 7 September, 1709, 
joined the Society. For many yeers, whilst 
serving the Norfolk Mission^ he was Reetor 
of his Brethren in the College ef the Holy 
Apostles. On 8 Febraary, 1780, he wu 
enrolled amongst the Professed Pathars. 
He filled the office of ProTtneiel from Sep- 
tember 1740, until the latter eod of Notssh 
ber, 1744. Shortly after retiring from this 
dignity, he died in London, vis, 17 Jawmry, 
1745, set. 61. This good Fether had mack 
to suffer in mind from the dislionest and 
abominable oonduet of Arehibeld Bower.

The 
precMlvear of hU admission into the So- 
ciety 1 have failed in ascertaining; but It 
Is known, that he left the said College. In 
the company of F. John Dormer, for Eng- 
land, IS September, 1624. His absence, 
however, vas of short duration : for 14 
September, 1637, he lacceeded F. Thomas 
Colford In the office of Minister, and imme^i 
diately commenced the College Diary* He 
continued to discharge the united offlee of 
Minister and Procurator, until 80 October, 
1687, when he was appointed Gonressarius 
of the House, From this employment in 
the College he was removed to become Se- 
cretary to F. Vincent Garaffa, who was 
electee! the 7th General of the Society, *and 
died, as he had lived, most holily, 8 June, 
1649. The application of F. S. to business 
his fitness, experience and knowledge of the 
affairs of the Order, induced the four suc- 
cessive Generals of the Society, FF. Picco- 
lomini, Gottifred, Nickel, and Oliva, to re- 
tain him in the same important and confi- 
dential situation. In the year 1668, he was 
permitted to retire, for the purpose of revi- 
sing and re-editing with copious additions, 
the " Bibliolheca Seriptorum Socieiatis 
Jesu.** This Folio Vol: of 983 pp., was 
published at Rome in 1676, and is a compi- 
lation truly admirable for research, accuracy, 
elegance of language, piety, and charity of 
sentiment. 

This very learned and religious Father, 
who, in health and in sickness, was regard « 
ed by his brethren as " Simulaerum quod' 
dam VirttUis et SanetUatW died at Rome 
2 December, 1676. 

He was also the author of ** A journal 
qf MeditationM for Every Day in the 
Year'* 6vo. London, 1669. See my letter 
pp, S41-3 Cath« Mag., November, 1888. 
To which I may add this decisive memo- 
randum, made at Rome in 1694, on this sub- 
ject *' OrigintUe auiographum ephemeridis 
Meditationum P. Sotovelli eoneervatur in 
eubi^Uo Proeuratorie Montie Porta hoe 
anno 1094.*' 

Southwell, Robbbt, was born at St. 
Faith's, Norfolk, of an aneient and respect- 
able Family. Whilst an infant, he was 
stolen from the eradle by a vagabond wo- 
man, but being soon missed by his nurse, 
was speedily and happily recovered. This 
event served Robert for a subject of per- 
petual gratitude to God in future life. On 
the vigil of St. Luke, on 17 October, 1678, 
set. 18, this pious youth enrolled himself 
at Rome, amongst the children of St. Igna- 
tius. He went through the higher studies 
with admirable success : was ordained 
Priest in the summer of 1684, and on 8 May, 
1686, left the Eternal City for England, 
with F. Henry Garnet, and three months 
later reached his native Country. For a 
detailed account of his life we must refer 
the Reader to the 6th Book of F. Mora's 
Hist, and to Dr. Chilloner*s Memoirs, 



Apprehended In the house of Mr. Bellamy, 
at Uxenden, on Sunday Morning, 6 July, 
1699, he was barbarously tortured, and after 
a long Imprisonment was axeeoted at Ty* 
burn, 21 February, 1696, at.

August, 1640; was Rector of Watten, 
from 1648 to 1651; died in England, 24 
August, 1657. 

Staffobd, John, of Staffordshire ; 
born in 1604 ; joined the Society in 1623. 
I find by the Provioclal*s Return of 1655, 
that this Rev. Father had then been a Mis- 
sionary in England 24 years. 

*A Coadjutor of this name died at Liege, 
in 1631. 

Stafford, John Joseph, (alias Kelly) 
born 2 December, 1743, admitted 7 De- 
cember, 1769. 

Stafford, Ignatius, ( alias Lee^) of 
Staffordshire, joined the Society in Spain 
in 1618. At the English College of Lis- 
bon, served the office of Prefect of Spirit, 



and for eight years was Professor of Ma- 
thematics, in St. Anthony's College, also 
in that city. Confessor to the Marquess of 
Monte Albano, he accompanied him on that 
nobleman's appointment to tlie Vice-Royalty 
of the Brazils ; but returning to Lisbon, he 
died there, II February, I64f , «t. 43. He* 
was the author of the life of if. Francis 
Mastrili. who was martyred for the faith, in 
Japan, 17 October, 1687. The work was 
written in Spanish and Printed at Lisbon, 
1639, in 4to, An Italian translation was 
published in the same sise, at Viterbo,iB 
1649. 

I printed in the Catholie Miscellany, for 
June, 1823, an original letter of F. Igna- 
tius Stafford, dated Lisbon, 26 April, 1625, 
giving an interesting aeconnt of the dis- 
covery of Sir Francis Tregian'e body, in- 
terred 17 years before. It was found *' in- 
corrupt and entire." 

Another Stafford Ignatius (alias 
Thorpe,) died in England, 17 Jane, 1720.

Stetbhsoh, JanH.— All that I can learn 
oF him is, that he had been Prefect of the 
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Sodality it St. Omer, tnd left fur England 
in the Spriog of 1676, and died in England, 
13 January, 1692. 

Stevenson, or Stepubnson, Thomas, 
born at Windleston, in the County of Dor- 
ham. After studying at RheiiBs and re- 
ceiving Piieitthood, was sent ou the En- 
?fliah Mission, where he was betrayed by a 
alte brother ioto tlie hands of the Pursui- 
vants, and lodged in the Tower of London. 
Here his sufferings were most revolting to 
every feeling of bomaaity ; but this pri- 
aoner of Clirist improved them to his sane- 
tiflcation, and most earnestly desired to suf- 
fer still more for his blessed Master. Ba- 
nished from the Realm, 21 June, IdSd, he 
opened to F. Persons liis ardent wish of 
b^iog aggregated to the Society. He was 
admitted by this Father, as 1 find by his 
letter to the General Acquiviva, and sent 
to Brinn in Moravia. His subiequent ser- 
vices and merits obtained his enrollment 
amongst the Professed Fathers, at Prague, 
3 June, 1697, Coming to Rome in the 
Spring of ld09, he was occasionally em- 
ployed by F. Persons as Secretary. Sub^ 
scquently returning to England, he laboured 
as a Missionary for 90 years with exemplary 
zeal and charity. Retiring to Watteo be 
died there^ says F. N. Southwell (p. 768 
Blbliotb.) 23 March, 1624, at. 72. Com- 
pare F. More p. 10 with F.N.Southwell. 
See also his life in Tanner. F, S. translated 
some of F. Person's works into Latin, as 
he tells the General in the above mentioned 
letter " Verii in Latitmm$ennonem libra* 
aliquoi H. P. Personii." He published 
also an English Catechism at St. Omer, 
1622, and is said to have left several M8S. 
Stilungton, THOMAs.-^After studying 
Philosophy at Rheims,hewas recommended 
to F. Agazzarl, the Rector of the English 
College at Rome, by Dr. Allen, in these 
words *' 3 **'Atsgusti 1660 MUto Thomam 
SiiUingionum, qui pulere collet Pkiloso- 
phiam el$olus miUUur propter studium 
Theologim SeMaUie^g, juvenem nobUem, 
etutUiimisque mvribuM praditum'" He 
was of a Yorkshire Family and his real 
n»me was Oglethorpe. This most pious 
xooth, at his most earnest supplication, 
was admitted Into the Society, and was 
seat to Messina to makehis Novlceship. In 
a letter written thence to P. Owen 15 Sep- 
tember, 1616. he dwells with rapture on the 
happinesss of the Religious State, the saintly 
example of his Brethren, and the spirit of 
2f dear Society, " utpote qui ekarUatem 
y««Ma«i aiumnU suii eommunicat^' 
^ow admirably does St Ignatius exhibit 
inis spirit in those golden Words, *• I prefer 
the health of the least member in the House, 
above all theTrwsares of the World'' 1 1 i— 
i his angelical Noviee bat Veteran in solid 
virtue, died 15 September, 1617. The

of humility, heaueceeded Inkeepliy and 
binding together discordant metclrlab, sad 
firmly establishing the present CoU^f.* 
His great merits and Tiloable servioBs in- 
duced F. Gabriel Gruber, the General of 
the Society in Russia, to nominate blmu 
the first Provincial of the restored English 
Province : and he was declared such SI 
May, 1803.

Stbicklind, W11.LIUB } son of Tbomaa

favour of bia brother Charles. 

On 7 September, 1748, WlUiam entered 
the Novitiate at Watten; IB June, 17H, 
was ordained Priest, at Ltege. After taadi- 
In^ PhiloBophy, he waa sent to the Ainwldt 
Million, where his moderalion, nrbaniiy 
and talents secured the esteem andrespaotof 
all. This good Father, was admitted to 
(heprofeasion of the Four Vowa, 3 Febmary, 
1766. At the auppiesslon of thoSoeiety, 
he waa highly liutramental by his ad*toe 
and influence in keeping np iba Aeadamy U 
Liege, and after tbe death of i^. Jolui 
Howard, 16 October, 17BS, he conamted at 
last to become lis Sod President, Be waa 
tbe ablest, as well as the fittest man In tita 
provinca, to All that situation ; anil well 
tnigbtF. John Thorpe say, in a letter to a 
friend which 1 have leen, " Mr. Sirlekland 
will merit a statue on sartb, besides iIm re- 
ward be may expect in Heaven, ifhaeaa 
raise up the ruins and diijointad fragmeDIa 
iolo a solid slruciara. Llego is happy in 
hafiag tUm to enccoad Mr. Howard." Tka 
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truth is, that hitherto there had not existed 
an effect oal concurrence and coalition of 
his brethren ; some were indisposed to the 
necessary co-operation, and regular dis- 
cipline and subordination. By degrees ha 
sncoeeded in making the oroolced ways 
straight, and the rough ways plain ; and so 
saeoessful was his system, that 15 July, 
1787, the Academy nombered 113 sholara. 
Having achieved this important work, he 
installed that meekest of men, the Kev. 
Marmaduke Stone, for his successor, in 
January, 1700, and fixed his own residence 
laLoDdcD, as the Procurator of his Brethren. 
In the flourishing establishment of this com- 
munity, at Stonyhurst, he had the consola- 
tion of witnessing with his own eyes, that 
it was one of the first houses of education 
in Europe. This opinion of the College 
vras also entertained and prouonnced by his 
firiend, the late Duke of Northumberland, in 
two of his Grace's letters now before me, 
dated Northumberland House, 2 May, 1803 
—34 May, 1804. After a long life of use- 
fulness, this eminent and patriarchal Gen- 
]eman died at No. 11, Poland Street, Lon- 
don, 29 April, 1819, and was buried at St. 
Pancras, where his assistant and friend, 
Rev. Edward Scott, thus inscribed a stone 
to bis memory.

For this benevolent Father, the French 
Clergy, as a testimony of their gratitude to 
his memory, had a solemn Dirge performed 
at their own ezpence in their public Chapel, 
London. 

It is very little known that the Pitt 
Administration was desirous of employing 
English Jesuits at Buenos Ayres, and that 
Sir John Borlase Warren made application 
to the General of the Society, at St. Peters- 
burgh, for that purpose. The General F. 
Ghibriel Gruber dying, 6 April, 1805, the 
business was taken up by his Vicar General 
Anthony Lnstyg, who by letter dated Peters - 
burgh, 16 May, 1806, desired F. W. Strick- 
land to wait on the said Sir J. B, Warren. 
He did so on the month following. From 
the interview it transpired that the Govern- 
ment had concerted a plan to attack Buenos 
Ayres-^that the co-operation of the Indians 
was essential-— that having ascertained that 
the respect and esteem in which the Indians 
held the Jesuits continued unabated, this 
circumstance might consequently be turned 
toadvantsge: that English Jesuits in the 
opinion of the Government would be of 
more utility, than those of any other nation. 
The plan however was postponed, on account 



of the precarious situation of Publie affairs. 
Mr. Pitt's death 23 January, 1806, occa- 
sioned a change of ministry. Beresford 
took Buenos Ayres in the May foitowing: 
and Whitelock's disastrous fiiilare ensued 
in July the ensuing year. 

SuDDiB, or SiDDLi, Crarlks. — ^Thli good 
Father was born in Lancashire in Jane, 
1790 : admitted at Watten, when in Priest's 
Orders, 27 October, (aceording to the Pro- 
vinciaPs Book) I7S9 : was Professed 9 
February, 1740.

Talbot, Adrxaw, born in Oxfordshire in 
1601 ; entered the Society at the age of 23, 
and was admitted to the profession of the 
Four Vows, 4 May, 1610. He had been 
Professor of Scripture and Hebrew before he 
was sent to the Mission, in 16SS. He cer- 
tainly exercised hit functions for some years 
in Lincolnshire. His death occurred IS De- 
cember, 1653. 

His real name was Fortes eve, and was 
son of Sir Francis Fortescue of Salden, 
Bucks, by his wife Grace Manners* niece to 
the Earl of Rutland, and brother to Mary, 
who married John Talbot, iOth Earl of 
Shrewsbury. It seems, that he died at 
Hodington, County of Worcester, the resi- 
dence of his kinsmen, the Wintours, and 
was buried In Hodington Parish Church, 
wheie a brass plate bears this Inscription.

Talbot, JoHif, born 9S Aagiist, 17S7: 
admitted at the age of 20 : was sent early 
to the Lancashire Mission : died at Rizton 
19 May, IBOl. 

Talbot, Thohas, of Lancashire ; was 
entered an alumnus of the English College 
at Rome In 1691 ; seven years later became 
a NoYice, though in Priests' orders. After 
acting as Penitentiary at Loietto for some 
time, he was appointed first Reetor and 
Master of Novices, at S|. John's Louvaia, 
and removed with them to Liege, In 1614. 

Sent to the English MIsrion, this Master 
of a Spiritual Life, by his aathorlty and 
example oondacted many sonls In the Sci- 
ence of the Saints. At the age of 80, and in 
the year 1652, the venerable num rested from 
all his earthly labors. 

Another F. Thomas Taxaot, was bom 
in Lancashire Si Jnly, 1717 ; admitted at 
Watten, 7 September, 1785, proCsssed 9 
February, 175S. From being Prebet of 
Studies, at St. Omer, he beeame Chaphua 
at Odstoek, near Salisbury, then at Canfiird, 
in Dorsetshire, but for manv y«ars befon 
his death was fixed In London, where be 
died 12 October, 1799. 

Talbot, Willtam, of Lancashire ; Mnsd 
the Society at the age of 99 ; was proKMed 
30 January, 1688* I suspect this most be 
the person described in a letter of IntbUt- 
gence from Spa, 17 August, 1654 , p. M8,fol.

oF properly, that mm c rank him Bmongit 
the moti efficient benefictorh to the Rngllih 
ProvlDce, He died 32 JanuBrv, 17)S, at. 

Taiburqh, Thomas, joloed the Soclei; 
7 September, 1691 ; made a iplrllual Coad' 
jutor ai Mirch, 1701; vaa ilationed ta 
London during the early part of the iiit 
ceoiury ; but for some bslore bEi death, 
reeided iu Diiblin, in great repute for Stao- 
titf.— Hedied in that city, 6 Joly, N. S. 
1737, Ml. SI, and I think wa> buri«d at St. 
Mlehaii'B, In a leilerol the Rev. Mr. Mey- 
ler, datedSTuDs, 1833, from 79, Marl- 
borough -ttree I, Dublin, that worthy genile- 
man uyt, " Many miraclei were per- 
formed al the tomb of this Father,; and ill 
remata* ware In coDiei]ueBce almost carried 
■way by the people. There li at present, 
in the possession of one ofthe Priest* in 
Dublin, a Bnger betongiag to this very holy 
man, [he application of which has been fol- 
io wed by many extraordinary and rap id eiues ; 
■onte of Ihem to my onn Icnowledgt. 

TiTB, JoHH, brother of FF, Thomas and 
.Toaeph Tate. He waa bora in Yorkshire, 
la July, 1777, and ia conneeiBd with Slony- 
hurst, by baTing received bis educalioa 
tfaore. On W October, IBOS, bn became 
■■sistaat to F. Kemper, In the Wlgan Mis- 
sion. Tn III9I he was transferred to Lydi- 
ate ; but at the end of ten yeart, weakness 
of mtnd Bad body rendered his rentoTsI in- 
dispeoiabie, and he quitted the Mission to 
the middle of September, 1841, In order to 
retire amongst his frlem^ at Low Hall, near 
Ickley, in YDrshlre. There be died 91

County of York, (a* 
hii Father's Pnyar Book lestiOes) SO Da- 
eember, 1771 : was edneated cbiafljr at 
Iiiege, bni flnlshed his Theoioslei at Btony- 
hurst, where healso tangbt Ine Bellea Let- 
ires. His Misslonsry career eommenead at 
Preston, 16 Aagust, 1903. Alter scrriDC 
there during 6 years, he was tiaoifened to 
WJgan for three years ; thence traosplaawd 
10 iheMissioDB of lace, Pontefract andSlo- 
nyhursi. In NoTember, 191 S, ha was ap- 
pointed to Bristol. When he had labored 
there Inderatigabiy for nine yeart, be was 
commissioned by Bp.CoilingrldgBioBrraBga 
a Tery delicate and eomplieaied boainass at 
Falmouth; for the sacecssfni settlement of 
whteh, bis Lordship, SO Msroh, IB99, 
o&redhim "the just tribute of my siaeara 
ihanks." ConsidarlBg himSBlfsnppliDted in 
his nbieoce, Mr. T. quitlod the W. district 
altogether. Proceeding to Borne, he en- 
tered ihe Novitiate of St. Aodrew>B, l« Feb- 
ruary, 18B3, where headiOed all who aaw 
bim by his singular fervor and ikMillty, 
Soon after his return to England in tbean- 
tumn of 18S4, ha reeeivad dlrecllona to lotm 
a New Mission at Yatmouth, wbeta ha 
arrived 13 October that year. He fennd 
the town with as few disdplei ai St. Panl 
melat Bphesni, 19..4els, bnl the nnmbar 
rapidly mulllpiied thiongh bis Indelatlgabto 
aeal and charily. Oa Ifi Angut, 18M, he 
wai deservedly promoted to the raok of a 
Professed Fatber. Ubedlenoe remavlBg bim 
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to Bury St. Edmund's, he reached that Mis- 
sion 5 May, 1835, where he opened the pre- 
sent commodious Chapel, 14 Dec. 1837. 
Thence he went to Norwich ; but 14 Sep- 
tember, lS41,:l.was removed to Tunbridge 
Wells. His Stay there was short ; and his 
infirmities increasing upon him, he reached, 
16 November following, the Seminary at 
Stonyburst, where he was summoned 16 
July, 1842, to receive the reward of his vir- 
tues. 

1 know of nothing that my Rev, Friend 
committed to the Press, but a well-timed 
Discourse delivered in St. Wilfrid's Chapel, 
Preston, Wbii-Monday, 25 May, 1607, on 
the Religious and Political Principles of 
Catholics. The matter is good ; but the 
stile is too quaint and undignified to please 
the admirers of Pulpit Oratory. 

Tatlock, Henrt, of Lancashire, son of 
Thomas and Helen Tatlock : . began his No - 
viceship at Watten in 1729 ; was professed 2 
February, 1740 ; for about 24 years was 
Chaplain to Sir Francis Anderton ; died at 
his brother's house, Tatlock, four miles 
from Liverpool, on the North Road, 17 Au« 
gust, 1771, fet.

Coadjutor died at Liege, 21 March, 1712, 
^t. 47, Rel. 15. 

Taylor, John, (alias Valentine Upsal) 
bornin Yorkshire A. D. 1598, and at the 
age of 21 joined the Society. — He died in 
the College of St.jThomas of Canterbury, 20 
September, 1675, set. 78 : The Annual Let- 
ters of that year, make him an Octogena- 
rian. For the cause of Christ he bad en- 
dured 14 years imprisonment, and had re- 
ceived sentence of death. For nearly half a 
century he had been engaged in the English 
Mission. Vir Magni Zeli ac pietatU et 
veteranuslChristi Miles,*' 

Taylor, Thomas, at the age of 28, en-> 
tered the Order 29 July, 1702 ob. A . D. 
1726, 

Tempest, Charles, son of Stephen Tem- 
pest, of Broughton, by his wife Elizabeth 
Fermor, was born in Yorkshire, 80 April, 
1609 ; at the age of 25 entered the Noviti- 
ate ; was Prefect at St. Omer for some 
time ; after being made a Spiritual Coad- 
jutor in 1730, became Chaplain at Clytba, 
io Monmouthshire ; but died at Chiswick, 
28 July, 1768. 

Tempest, John, third son, I am told, of 
Stephen Tempest, of Broughton, Esq. by his 
wife Anne, only daughter of Henry Scroope, 
of Danby, Esq. ; born 16 June, 1694 : en- 
tered the Novitiate S. J. at Watten, 7 Sep- 
tember, 1712, and was Professed, according 
to the English ProviDcial's book, at Con- 
stantinople, 26 February, 1730. F- John 
Thorpe, in a letter from Rome, dated 17 
December, 1757, says, <* F. Tempest, during 
his travels through Greece, kept a regular 
correspondence with a Venetian Gentleman, 
to whom he gave a constant account of his 
journey, &c. The copies or rough drafts, all 



written in Latin, came into the hands of ^. 
Leslie, upon whose revisal they would pro- 
bably have been published, bad the author 
lived longer to adjust certain particulars 
and make the collection complete.-^I hate 
one of them by me : the language is neat : 
the observations concise and entei taining. I 
have been told that he travelled to the Holy 
Land with Lady Gerard, a great benefac- 
tress to our English Province." 

In p. 81 of Whitaker's Hist, of Craven, 
a letter to his Father from Salonica, 4 
March, 1731, has been published. — gee 
also 1 Vol, of Nichols* Illustrations of the 
Literary History of the 18th Century. Go 
bis return from his travels lie lived as Chap- 
lain to Robert James, 8th Itord Petre, a 
Nobleman of distinguished taste and ele- 
gance. F. Tempest died 92 February, O.S. 
1737, and his illustrious Patron inscribed 
on his grave-stone in West-Homdon Church, 
the following Epitaph.

Tempest, Robert. The Ammal Letters 
of 1640, shew that this model of Religiont 
Obedience and Humility, for nearly 80 years 
was the *' Vinctus Chriiti.** He died io 
Hampshire, (I think at Tichburne) 18 Joljr 
1640, ** prope octogenarius eondUutqie 
est in sepulchro nondum ab hwrHieUpro- 
fanato " St . James's, I suppose, near Win- 
chester.'' 

Jerill, Anthony, (alias Bm^vill) bora 
in Dorsetshire, in 1623 ; was entered an 
alumnus of the English €k>llege at Rome, is 
1640 ; and after finishing the coarse of Flu* 
losophy and Theology, and recelTine tlie or- 
der of Priesthood, he entered the 2«oTitiate 
of St* Andrews, in that City, 80 June, 
1647. For some years ho served tlie oflke 
of Penitentiary at Loretto : was thence cal« 
led to Florence, to fill the chair of ProfeMor 
of Philosophy — was afterwarda sent to Pfti^ 
ma, where besides leeturiog on the stme 
Science, he taught Schelastle DiTinitj ftr 
four years. His valuable serricea were then 
obtained for Liege College, where he direetsd 
the studies, and taught Xhtology and Mt-

The Senior, after finiihUig Humanities at 
8t Omer, began his NoYiceship at Watteo, 
in September, 1677. At the breaking out 
of the HeYolution he was living in St Wini. 
fred's Residence, and whilst travelling with 
William Christopher, a lay -brother, both 
were arrested, and though it was the depth 
of Winter, were stript of their clothes, and 
subjected to the strictest search. Though 
nothing was found upon them that could sub- 
stantiate any charge, they were stiil thrown 
Into jaii : at the end of nine months, as no 
one appeared against them, they were set at 
liberty. This good Father occurs superior 
of his Brethren la the said residence, in 
1701-4. He died 7 November, 1715, at. 68. 

The Junior, sometimes cat] led Epipha^ 
flint, sometimes Iktmtr, was admitted 20 
January, 1687. Professed 21 March, 1704, 
For many years served the Mission of 
Market Raisin, in Lincolnshire, where I 
believe he died, 16 December, 1732, at. 68, 

Thorold, Gborgb, of a wealthy Fa- 
mily ; admitted 1 February, 1601. Pro- 
fessed 10 June, 1700. Soon after his ordi- 
nations, he went to Maryland, and labored 
in that Mission upwards of 40 years. He 
was Superior of that Mission from March, 
1725, to June, 1784 : and died there 16 No- 
vember, 1742, aged 60. 

Thorpe, Amdrbw, bom 7 March, 1741 ; 
admitted in 1758 ; was Confessor for a time 
to the Theresian Nuns, at Antwerp : Suc- 
ceeded F. Robert Petre, at Dunkenhalgh, in 



Lancashire, in 1766, and died there, Jan* 
uary, 1700. 
Thorpe Ignatiui^ see Stafford* 
Thorp B, John, born in the Parish of Ha- 
lifax, in Yorkshire, 81 October, 1726. In 
early youth he was placed under a Mr. Occle- 
shaigh, who had been a pupil of the Jesuits - 
and actually kept a school near St Helens. 
After distinguishing himself as a Student in 
St. Omer's College, he entered the Novitiate 
at Waiten, 7 September, 1747, and at its 
terminatioo, proceeded to Lieg« to apply to 
Philosophy ; out I find in a letter written 
many years after, viz. 9 September, 1786. 
from Rome, to his friend Henry, 8th Lord 
Arundell, how his studies were then inter- 
rupted. The following extract will interest 
the reader. 

^ Your Lordship it truly kind in ofiEBring 
your service in regard of toe Uttlo property 
(in Yorkshire) which threw me onder the 
penal Laws many years ago. That aifiur, 
after giving me much tronblo, and great tx- 
penee, waa brought to n composition for a 
valuable consideratioB ; a release was given 
by my Protestant Relation to mvTitle,aDd 
aeoordlngly, to avoid other difBculties, 1 
sold it, with the advice of Mr. Carteret, who 
was then Provincial, and of my other frimdi. 
During the debate my Gonnael often tried 
to induce me to make any, even the least 
appearanee of oonformlngt and they woaM 
make it suffice to secure my property. If 
there had been any sueh thing, as the Doe- 
trine of Dispensations, Heiital ReaervatioBi, 
&c. as was believed by mnnr in ^^'^'y't it 
is surprising how eaay any Oath wonM haie 
been made for me by th^e Lawyen, wis 
were indeed my friendSy and wined wo to 
keep what was my right, Bvtn befoietin 
Court, where I appeared in peraon, the Jm- 
tioas seemed willing to besatiaUnd wi^nqr. 
CTcn an equivocal sign of eonfooilty. I 
was not there known to ba a JeanU : bat m 
^ectedand Indieted for beiiu| a Papist ai4 
having been educated ih a Popiah Cfluvt 
Every one was very eivil, and shewed eooen 
for me : but at the same time dadared|thit it

He has been this morning 
interred, as he ordered, in the Church 
of the Casa Professa, or the Geeu.** The 
inclosed note to his Lordship, we copy from 
the original : 

My Dear Lord, 
Whenever the annexed Paper sheli be 
returned to your Lordship, my intent and 
desire is, that it may repeat and ratify 
every sentiment of respect and gratitude, 
that I have ever professed, and what I 
have always affectionately retained and 
cherished for your Lordship. Until death, 
ever mindfal of your Lordship's great 
kindness for me, I hope, through the in- 
finite mercy of Almighty God, to carry 
these sentiments to a state of happiness ^ 
where what is good can never cease. I am, 
my dear Lord, 

Your Lordship's 
Most obliged and most unworthy servant, 

J. Thorpe." 
It is certain that F. Thorpe was con- 
cerned in publishing some of the Posthu- 
mous works of his t>oscm friend Abbe F. 
D. Azais*, to whom he was Executor, and 
who breathed his last in the Jesuits' Col- 
lege, of Naples, 80 January, 1766. 

*Throgmorton, Edward, — This An- 
gelical youth, was recommended to F. Al- 
phonsus Agasari, the Rector of the English 
College at Rome, by the Rev. Ralph Sher- 
win (the Martyr,) by letter I August, 1580, 
and by Dr. Allen, by letter 25 September, 
the same year. He was admitted as Con. 
victor into the College 5 November, ensu- 
ing. By nature and grace be seemed form- 
ed for the greatest things : but after a 
short time Almighty God saw fit to call 
him to his recompence and his Repose, 
viz. IS November. 1583, after making the 
Simple Vows of the Society. 

His life was written in Latin by F. Ro- 
bert Southwell, according to some; but 
more probably by F. Agazari. A part 
of this pious youth's Diary may be seen in 
** Practical method qf performing the 
Ordinary actions qf a Religious Life^ 
with fervour of spirit," London, 1718. 

Throgmorton, John, born in Wales in 
1619, admitted into the Order at the age of 
SI, and Professed 80 September, 1650. 
The Provincial return of 1655, proves that 
he was then employed in the Welsh Mission, 

*He wasaaativ* of Laderne, a small town near 
Carcaaione, and son ofa Magistmte of the place. 
For some time the Abbe was a member of the So- 
cietyof Jesus. This excellent scholar* from a love of 
truth and eqnlty, wrote in defence of that much- in- 
jured Body. His first work was "Le Redacteur, Ve- 
ridique" privately printed at Avignon, Whilat living 
at Rome be confuted and exposed the falsehood and 
malignity of its adversaries In " Compte rendu au 
Puhlique. Epuoiedla grande Piece. Lettrtt d" 
un Gascon Nouinaux Prineipet, Cotmop elite, 
Beflexiotu impartiales. Toutse dira, Jleettenu 
deparler, LeUree CTZfra fltontoia^f." the seventh 
of which was written at Naples. The Reverend 
William Aston published at Liege the Cosmopolite, 
" Compte Benau, et Lettrcs Ultramontainet,

*Thuillbb, Jean Josbph.-— This French 
Lay-brother was born 96 September. 1717 : 
admitted at Watten 24 April, 1748, died at 
Liege 25 March, 176S, 

Thunder, Henry, of Kent, was admitted 
an Alumnus of the English College at Bome 
in 1596 : three years later joined the Society, 
For 37 years he filled the paiDfnl bat impor- 
tant oflBce of Prefect at St. Onoer, •' eum 
eximiis virttUum exempiitt ;" and there be 
closed a meritorious life by the death ofa 
Saint 12 September, 1688, at. 66. Under 
his initials he published at Paris, 1634, a 
Treatise intitled <* The enriching oftht 
Soul, or how to offer one^n se{f dailg to 
God by acts of Virtue.** 

Thurslby, Charlbi. This magnani- 
mous Father, after suffering imprisonmeot 
for the Faith, both at York and London, 
died of a feter in the Collego of St« Ignaiios, 
on the last day of the year 1689, i^;ed 67, 
Rel. 83. " Vtiiem in AngMse pressHtenU 
operarium, omnibusque apnd qno9 vixerat, 
ob singularem animi eandorem eximU 
gratum. Erat enim iaborii petUens : pie- 
tatemque mirabUi momm nunitate cradi 
e6a/."— An. Lit. 1640. 

TicHBouRNB, Uemry. of Salisbary : en- 
rolled himself among ttie cblldrea of St. 
Ignatius U October, 1567. To the rish^ 
seminary at Seville, he leiidered esseotiil 
service as Minister, ConfesMMr and Profes- 
sor of JMoral Divinity. F. More, p. 990, 
fixes his death in 1606, and adds ** maguA 
cum opinione SanetUaiig H Doctrimm," 

TicHBouRNB, (HermenMffUdJJoBK,m' 
tered the Society 81 October, 1700, at 
91 ; Professed 2 Febmary, 1717. Hswas 
at Ghent in 1738. "sine officio'* and died 
there 5 May, 174B. 

Another F. John Tiehbnnme^ stiM the 
Junior, was born S6 March, 16M : adarit- 
ted in 1712 ; Professed 18 years IiiBr : 
was rector of Watten firom 1741 to 1746: 
thence went to the Southend Mlttlmi ; died 
in London 20 April, 1779.

For 
many years he was employed in the College 
of St. Ignatius, but was recalled from the 
Mission to be Rector of Ghent. He began 
that office 30 September, 1789. At the ex- 
piration of his triennial government, he re- 
moved to Watten, where he died beloved 
and regretted, 11 January, 1757. 

TuRviLLE, Henry, admitted 13 April, 
1693. The Annual Letters of 1705, shew 
that he was then Professor of Philosophy at 
Liege, and was distinguished for his zeal for 
souls. He died prematurely at Ghent, 25 
March, 1714, 8Bt. 40, 

•TuRPETT, Adgustin, died in England, 
12 December, 1637. 

Tyfpe, de Lambbrt, of Liege. This 
Father, eminent for piety, charity and zeal, 
usually resided in the English College, in 
his native city. In his old age, the vene- 
able man was paralyzed in his limbs. On 
22 May, 1672, about two hours after re- 
ceiving the holy Communion, his room 
caught fire, and he was stifled by the smoke.

In 
the 27th year of his age, F. Thomas enbra^ 
ced the Institute of St. Ignatius ; and waa 
admitted to the Profession of the Foarsoleaui 
Vows, 3 December, 1643. For many years 
was employed in the English Mission. He 
died in the residence of St. John, 23 Bfareb, 
I675« Bt.

Vaughan, Richard, admitted at Watten, 
after studying Humanities at St. Omer, 7

His subsequent defension of the course of 
Philosophy, and the higher branches of 
Mathematigi, added lustre to his fame. 
Whilst studying Theology, he was attacked 
with pulmonary disease, and to the regret 
of his Superiors and fellow Students, and of 
no one more than fiij(«e{f (who from Syntax 
to Theology, was his fellow Student, and 
could appreciate his superiority of genius 
and religions spirit) was obliged to leave 
the College for Worksop, his native place, 
26 July, 1801, in the vain hope of bene- 
IHing his health. His death, I April, 1802, 



aged 19 years and 8 months, was truly 
precious in the sight of God, R* I. P.* 

Wakeman, Joseph, youngest son of Ed- 
ward Wakemao, of Beckford, Esq., by his 
wife Mary, (Cotton) and brother of that 
truly injured character. Sir Geo. Wakeman, 
M. D. I find him Sociua to the Provincial, 
F. James Blake, in the beginning of the 
last century. He died at Watten 8 De-

Wakeman, Thomas, (vera Jeffery) 
joined the Society 7 September, 1721 ; be 
died at Watten 8 October, 1790, 1 think at 
Liege.

— We re* 
fer our readers to the 5th Book of More's 
Hist.— to his life, by F. Matthias Tanner, 
and to the Memoirs of Missionary Priests 
by Dr. Challoner. Remanded to York, this 
Christian Hero suffered death on Monday

F. Gerard says of him ** In P, Campiani 
laudem egregia carmina Anglice tune Lai- 
cut eonseripiit, in quibus ostendit se et 
alios multos illius Martyris sanguine etse 
ealrfaetosj et ad consUia Chrisli sequenda 
aminatos.*' This Poem consisted of 4 son- 
nets.

They are printed in a small book of about 
50 pp. intitled *' A true Report of the Mar- 
tyrdome of Mr. Campian, written by a 
Catholic Priest.** No place or year men- 
tioned in the title. The Epistle to the 
Reader seems to be from the pen of F. Per- 
sons. 

Walpolb, Michael, brother of the mar- 
tyred Henry W, for some time acted as a 
Temporal Coadjutor to F. John Gerard. 
Accompanying his relative Edward Wal- 
pole to Rome in 1590, he entered the Eng- 
lish College there ; but joined the Socie- 
ty in 1 593. The prudent and learned Father 
was chosen to succeed his Brother F. 
Richard Walpole, as Prefect of Studies in 
the College of Valladolid ; and subsequently 
to be Superior of the Mission in England, 
vic6 F. Robert Jones. Retiring to Spain, 
he died at Seville in the year 1620, et. 51. 
He had been admitted to the Profession of 
the Four Vows of the Society at London, 
eleven years before his death.

He calls himself Miehaei Ckrisiopherson, 
In the Epistle Dedicatory to King James, 
he treats of the system of persecation prac- 
tised against Catholics. ** It is too notorious 
to the world, what Catholics suffer for their 
conscience in your Majesty's dominions- 
How m&ny things lye hid, which would as- 
tonish and amaze the world, if they were 
layd open to the view thereof t What pry- 
ing Into men's secret actions ? How many 
are beaten and often tormented even to 
death?— in private houses without any 
trial ? I might add such other particulars, 
as the Rodds kept in store, by some of no 
small account for young persona under 
twenty years of age, whom theynseliite 
Schollers, thinking it not to be against their 
gravity, to whipp them privately with their 
own hands.*' 

This work ''Anti-ChrUt extofil/' against 
Dr. Downham, who had written a work to 
prove the Pope to be the man of Sin, was 
reprinted in 1639. 

F. Michael Waipole, also Mblished a 
translation from the Latin of F. P. Riba- 
deneira the '* Life of 8t, Ignatius ef Loy- 
ola,*' in 1616, St. Omer, a 12mo. booit. 
It has gone through several editions.

Walpolb, Richard, brother to F.Henrj, 
Christopher and Michael afbrea^d, was ad- 
mitted into the English College at Rome, in 
1585. On the foundation of the seminary 
at Seville, in 1592, he waa sent with othen 
to commence thst estsblishment, and 90 
February, 1593, he and anotlier Priest, 
Henry Floyd, publicly defended '< Condw 
siones ex universd TheologiA dgeerptai 
cum maximd omnium approbatione/* F. 
Persons, in giving this accoant, anbjoios 
that F. Richard Waipole entered the So- 
ciety of Jesus three years later. F. B. 
Waipole was indeed an eminent divine, and 
displayed his powers In hie ** Answerts 
Matthew Sutciiffe's chaUmg:** Svo. Ant- 
werp, 1605, as he had done two yean beto 
in his confutation oC Sallifi, a Protestaat 
Minister, with the initials O. E. 

Our readers must know, that this F. was 
accused^ by Squires, of derlslnf the a^ 
surd Plot of poisoning Qaeen £lliabelh*i 
saddle.

He assisted in that capacity at the 12tb 
General Congregation of the Society at 
Rome, which began its Sessions 21 June, 
1669, and concluded 6 September, that 
year. On this occasion h? supplied to F. 
Matthias Tanner copious materials for his 
**Qrevts Relatio** a work so often referred 
to in these pages. This fact is distinctly 
stated by F. Henry Sheldon, to the General 
Charles de la Noyelle in the year 1700, 
where sneaking of F. M. I'anner's literary 
labors* he says ^'adjuiui maxima a P. 
Joanne Warner Provinciate Anglite, cum 
•imnl Congregationi XII Ronue interes* 
§ent" At the expiration of his triennial 
Government the £z Provincial was named 
Rectorof St. Omer*d College. Towards 
the end of December, 1684, a fire broke 
out in the night which consumed the great- 
er part of the College ; but as the Annual 
Letters state ** nemo adolescenlium qui is- 
tic non exiguo numero eupra 180 litterie 
operam danl, in summd consiernatione 
ae perturbatione, detrimentum quidpiam 
ab improviidJlammA paseue est quod «/n- 
gulari Deipara, eui illi devctissimi sunt, 
Patrocinio adscribitur,** The Rector 
tzerted himself wonderfully in its Resto- 
ration : he had the comfort and delight 
of witnessing its rapid resurrection, like the 
Phoenix from its ashes — iu every reapect 
more commodious and splendid than before 
^novumjam Collegium mulio splendidiue, 
muUoque eommodius est exeiiatum** 
Ann Litt. 

In the course of the year 1686, King 
James II. selected F. Warner for his Con- 
fessor: and he could not have chosen a 
man of more integrity, moderation and 
prudence, and more averse to political In- 
trigue. When the Revolution burst into a 
conflagration, F.Warner was exposed to 
imminent danger. He was twice a Pri- 
aoner, 1st at Gravesend, then at Maidstone ; 
and would have been consigned to the 
Tower, If a nobleman had not managed under 
a forged Pass, to convey him safely abroad, 
Rijoining the King in France, he afterwards 
accompanied his Majesty to Ireland, and 
ioally to St. Germain, where he died 2 Nu. 
vember, 1699, ast. 64, '* maximumque sui 
deeiderium et Serenissimo Regi et toti 
Aula reliquiL"

WsLD, Wii, HuMFHBv, aecond son of 
Hamphry Weld, of Chldiock, Eaa. by hii 
wife, tha Hon. Chrliiica (ClilTord) bora In 
Bridport July, ISIl. From Infiacy ha 
wai ■ child of baoedicUoa, and ai lie ad- 
vanced ia years, the desire of big heart was 
io maaifeit in his life the virtues of hli 
Patron St. Alofslai. Od the feast of thia 
aainily model he made hie Brsi confetsion 
and communion, and again on the Saint's 
Festival he pronounced hii Religlaui Vowi 
In Ibe Society of Jeau*. Burning with leal 
for Foreign Mlsatona, he sailed with some 
of hia llrethien la the Plantagenet bonud 
for Caleutta, on Ifi June, 1839, and reached 
his destination on S7 September following. 
In that city he laboured iDGeiianily In 
teaching In the College, In viaitlng the 
Hoipitais and insltucting the poor. By 
his uriianity of manners and disinterested 
virlnei, <nd literary attainments, he snc- 
ceeded in acquiring the eiieem and regpeet 
of all parties. Ilis death was the reward 
of Charity; for he died ia coiiacquenea of 
aickoeaa, contracted In attending the Hoi- 
pital of Calcutta, SO Uarch, 1844. 
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his Classes with a fair share of credit. For 
■ome years he filled the cflice of Prefect, 
and by his firmoess. tempered with mild- 
ness, gave general satisfaction. In August, 
1806, he was directed to take upon himself 
the Grafton Mission, void by the retirement 
of the Rev. James Leslie. Having regularly 
corresponded with this my fellow student, 
and bosom friend, I am well acquainted 
-with the many difficulties he had to encoun- 
ter, from the perverse temper and unprinci- 
pled conduct of a Steward, and from the 
indecision of his Patron, the late Earl of 
Shrewsbury ; but be succeeded in eoDquer* 
ing them all and had every prospect of en- 
joying the fruit of his meritorious labors, 
-when he caught a violent cold in the spring 
of 1819, which by neglect in the beginning, 
from over confidence in his hardy constitu- 
tion, terminated in consumption. He died 
at Worcester, in the mid career of useful- 
ness, 19 March, 1813, let. 32, and his re- 
mains were deposited in St. Oswald's Ce- 
metry. 

Wells, Charles, of Bramridge, of Co. 
of Hants, born 14 March, 1702 ; admitted 
at the age of 18, and eighteen years later, 
whilst in Bneland, was promoted to the 
rank of a Professed Father. On 16 August, 
1768, was declared Rector of Ghent, and 
died in office 1 April, 1757. When F. 
Thorpe, then at Rome, heard of his death, 
he wrote thus to his friend the Rev. John 
Jenison, *' the loss of so worthy a member 
as F. Wells, Is very afflicting to all us ex. 
lies here : for we are very sensible of how 
great an advantage such gentlemen are to 
the Province." 

Wells, Gilbert, born 22 November, 
1714 ; admitted IS October, 1731 ; died 
according to the Necrology, in Wilts 
(where be had long been a Missionary,) 
October 17, A. D. 1777. 

Weldon, John. — He was the Author of 
*• The Diofne Pedagogue*' (Svo. London, 
1602, pp. 412) dedicated to Henry, 3rd 
Lord Arundell, Baron of Wardour ; but I 
can learn no particalars of the writer. 

There was a Friestof tbis name at Raffin 
in Ireland, who published a work entitled 
•* The Second Nativitg o/Jestts the ac 
eomplUhment qf the First,'* Svo. Antwerp, 
1686, pp. 482. 

Weldon, or Wblton, Jambs, born in 
Northumberland 14 June, 1716: began his 
Noviceship as I find by the Provinciars 
book) 18 June, 1739. 1 cannot follow him 
through subsequent life ; but the list in the 
Directory fixes his death in London, to 10 
December, 1809, let. 86. 

Weldon, Thomab, — There were two of 
this name. The first was truly called FeU' 
miek Weldon ; but took the name of Thomas 
Weldon: was born 17 July, 1705: entered 
the Society in 1723: was Professed in 
1741 : died 8 December, 1762. He is 
sometimes called fFUliam Hunter, 



The other Thonuu Weldon, who suc- 
ceeded the Right Hon. and Rev. P. Moly- 
neux, at Scholes, near Prescot, died there 
26 April, 1786, ist. 75, and was burled at 
Windlesbaw. 

West, Francis, born in Herts : at the 
age of 30, was received into the Order; 
and admitted to the Religions Profession 
i9 September, 1641. After beine Peniten- 
tiary at Loretto, he was sent to the JSngUsh 
Mission, and died there eleven years later, 
viz., 14 October, 1656, let. 58. 

*Wbst, Peter, of Devonshire.— This 
Temporal Coadjutor, was admitted in 1637 : 
rendered himsdlf very useful by his skill in 
medicine: died in England S9 January, 
1656, let. 73. 

Wbstbt, Pbtbr, (alias Walker) bore 
20 May, 1727: admitted at the age of 88: 
Professed 2 February, 1767 : succeeded 
the Rev. F. T. Weldon at Scholes ; bat 
died there two years later, viz., 14 Novem- 
ber, 1768, as his gravestone at Windieshaw 
testifies. 

Westbt, Thomas, died in England 18 
February, 1735-6, let. 88. Soc« 11, 

Weston, John, (alias Wright^) a natite 
of Suffolk, The Annual Letters of 1650 
state, that he had died about tiie HiOBth of 
July, 1649, in the residence of St. George— 
that he was admitted at Liege into the So- 
ciety, and after the two years Novioeship, 
proceeded to the W orcestershire Mlssiea, 
which he continued to serve for 96 years, 
until bis death, et, 60. He had been ad« 
mitted to the rank of a Professed Father, 
5 July, 1632, " Feruni omnet virtm/nitit 
religiosee integritalU optimique exetnpU.'* 

Westom, John, born at Chiidldl|^ 4 
August, I7r3 : educated at StonyhiDSt and 
Clongowes : ordained in the Choreh of iht 
latter College by Archbishop Murray, Sab- 
dean 21 Sept. 1820 ; Deacon 99 Sej^lfiSO, 
and Priest on the day following : said Us 
first Mass 1 October that year. A iwdie- 
month later, his Superiorsappolnted him to 
the Mission of South Hill, near Charisy, 
where for seven years lie labored with iads- 
fatigable zeal. He was then traisfeired 
to Stockheld Park ; but on 9 Nov. 18St, 
was intrusted with the charge of tlie Gia- 
gregation at Lowe House, near St HdsM. 
Here he consummated his ooQra«» in tiM way 
he had long and fervently prayed to do» fay 
dying a victim of charity in attendlaf tw 
sick,) 3 January, 1887, and was banidil 
Windieshaw. 

The accompanying letter to his Bsf* 
Brother Thomas, from the pen of afidsai 
who has since followed him to a pieaiatat 
grave, will edify and oonfort the pii* 
reader :

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glish Provincial, F. Ricbard Blount, and 
to Mutlus Vitellescbi, the 0th General, 
S« J. for some of hla English subjects, to 
attend the Catholic Planters and settlers, 
and to instruct and convert the native 
Indians. The design was approved : and 
F. Andrew White was directed to prepare 
for that Mission. Like a giant, he exulted 
to run his course : he arrived safe, in March 
16S4, and his successful zeal intltled hino 
to the glorious title of the '* Apostle of Ma- 
ryland." On 5 July, 1640, be baptized 
Chilomaean, King of Pescatoway, his wife 
and son, with great solemnity. In FF. John 
Altam, John Brock, Philip Fisher, John 
Oravener, Roger Rigby, and some othei §. 
whose names are written in the book of life, 
be met with efficient Coadjutors. Eternal* 
Gratitude can never repay the obligations 
which the Mission of Maryland owe* to the 
disinterested zeal and chanty of the English 
Provioee of the Society. 

After ten years of accumulated labors 
and services to the Colony, F. White was 
seized by some of the English Invaders from 
Virginia, the avowed enemies of Civil and 
Religious liberty, and carried off a prisoner 
to London. At length he was sentenced to 
banishment. Thirsting for the salvation of 
his dear Marylandians , he sought every 
opportunity of returning secretly to that 
Mission; bat every attempt proving in- 
effectual, he was content to devote his re- 
maining energies to the advantage of his 
native County. In bis old age, even till 
the end, he continued his enstom of fasting 
on bread and water twice a week. Whilst 
a prisoner, he was reminded by his keeper, 
to moderate his austerities, and to reserve 
his strength for his appearance at Tyburn. 
'* Cut P. AndreoM, mihi vero ipsum Je- 
junium abundi virium subminUtrat ad 
quidlibei ChrisH Domini mei eawA per* 
Jerendum** This truly great and good 
man died peaceably in London, not 27 
September, 16d5. (as Southwell relates, p. 
60, Biblloth.) but 27 December, 1656, O. 
S. or 6 January, 1657, N.S; The Pro- 
vincial Lists o f 1642, and of 1655, vary as 
to his age. llie Annaal Letters of 1656, 
make him an Octogenarian. Southwell des- 
cribes him as **" Prape OctogenariuMi" 
from the comparison of various documents, 
I believe he was in his 78tli year, at the 
time of his death. He was the author of a 
Grammar, Dietionary and Catechism, in 
the Indian Language, and of his Voyage, 
with a History of Maryland." 

Mr. Thos. Kennedy, a Presbyterian Gen- 
tleman, and a Member of the House of As* 
sembly in Maryland, has pnblithed a Speech 
in which he asserts that a Jesuit mas the 
author of the First Bia for Liberty of 
Conscience in Maryland.

Our English Prov. (at the present much 
afflicted, and in a manner languishing under 
a severe persecution, much impaired by the 
late loss of many worthy subjects, consider- 
able both for virtue and learning,) received 
on 18 Feb. 1681, a very sensible damage by 
the death of Rev. F. Francis Williams, a 
person most plentifully endowed with all 
the gifts of grace and nature — his under- 
standing and will were in an admirable 
manner refined by all natural and superna- 
tural ornaments. It would be a hard mat- 
ter to nominate the several particulars which 
be comprehended, but far more diflicult to 
Imagine anything of which he was igno- 
rant — hence it is that, whoever conversed 
with him, usually broke out in their exclama- 
tions, O ! Stupendous wit, and happy 
memory! there is no art nor science in 
which F. W. is not eminent, he did not only 
speak knowingly of Divinity, Philosophy, 
Mathematics, sacred and prophane History, 
Canon and Civil Law, Physic, Music &c. 
but was even able to teach the most profound 
matters of these arts — Whilst he was Mas- 
ter of Novices at Watten, the best Doctor 
being sent for thither from St. Omers, an- 
swered, '* my going is not necessary — your 
Rector being more skilful in my art than I 
myself— I have also heard divers excellent 
musicians owned to hare learned many 
things from him. Besides he bad a singular 
prudence in governing souls and directing 
them to God, and in despatching any busi- 
ness — neither were the ornaments of his 
will less admirable : he possessed in a per- 
fect degree all his virtues becoming a reli- 
gious man, a most fervent zealofUod*s 
honour, an ardent Charity towards his 
neighl>our, a paternal or rather a maternal 
tenderness and care of his subjects, a great 
contempt of all human things, but chiefly of 
himselfjan amiable fortitude, relying wholly 
upon God —wherefore several grave under- 
standing persons, very knowing in divers 
Piovinces, do not without reason affirm. 



they do not believe the Socioty can shew i 
man more absolutely complete In all kiodi. 
F. Francis Williams, alias William 
Crimmes, was bore in Cheshire^ and bred so 
Heretic. How he spent his youth we are ig- 
norant. Being come to riper years he stu- 
died in the University of Cambridge, after 
which about the age of 80 years, on account 
of business, he sailed for Holland, but the 
vessel was forced into Daokirk — arriving tt 
10 in the morning, he repaired to tbeChareh, 
where he found several womea some de- 
voutly knocking their breasts, others saying 
their beads before the Imago of the B. V., 
others attentive to the holy Mass ; the sin- 
cerity of these godly women maeh moved 
him and inclined blm to a bettor opinion of 
our Religion. He departed heooe for Hol- 
land, where he meets with F. George Keynes, 
by whose pious diseoarsos and good exam- 
ple, be was moved to a cbange of his religiou 
Faith and manner of life. This work was 
perfected by F. Henry Sillsdon, a moat holy 
and prudent man, having been long master 
of Novices — ^To him ho mado agonoral Con* 
fession and after the Spiritual Kzereiscs for 
8 or 10 days,wherein ho made resolatioBS of 
highest perfection; and ehangod Into another 
man or rather angel ; he was no sooner eon- 
verted that he eonoeivod a vehoment desire of 
serving God in all perfection, and earnestly 
sought admission into the bocioty, of J.— F. 
Prov. (F. Richard Barton,) jodgeda loo- 

fer trial necessary — he is therefore sent to 
liege to stady his Phtkwophy at oar Col- 
lege, where u>r 8 years he gives himself 
wholly to piety and to his stndles— Ii 
the year 1659, S6 Mareb, bo psUieklj 
defended his Philosophy with the gieateit 
applause — hence he goes to WaItea,aBd 
was admitted a Noviee O April, folhiwinfi 
being 37 years old — he performed the pain 
of a good Novice in porfoetion^oAfter i 
years* Novitiate, he la sent to Liqel* 
study his Divinity, whieh he peblicUy de- 
fended with general applaaso In the Srd jev 
of his Probation, from the Srd year he wu 
sent to Liege, where ho taaghtSycansf 
Philosophy and 9 of Divinity. He wu 
also some years Confessor in oar CtHkiS 
and Director to the Nuns, in which capaeity 
he was esteemed a Saint by all, and u ooe 
particularly lllnmintled faiy Ood for tlw^ 
rection of souls.

Bco in Laneaahlre. He began hia hlgbar 
studies at Setille, but cama to the Ba^iih 
College al Roma Id Ifi97, to fioUli Ibe 
course of Divinity. Ordained Prieal.be 
joined Ihe Society at Home, S7 October, 
1698, and went Ihroogh Ms NofioeaMp at 
St. Andrews. In 1604 he came from Val- 
ladolid College, where he had been Minis- 
ter to the Enitliah Hiaalon, " Prfeaiu 
fuU qwi in Praitneii t^ncattrenti fixit 
tedem.'' He was alao the flrat Reotor of 
the College of St. Aloyslua. The reader 
will be charmed with hli letter la the 0th 
Bonk of Hore'a History.

The 8nd bom in Laitcasbiie 94 April, 
171S : admitted in 1786 : died in tbe Lan-

WoBTnmoTON.LauBaBci, brother of the 
Isl, or elder John, just mentioned, joined (he 
booiety inSpiin, AD. ISnO. Whenhehad 
taught FhJIoaophy at Cordube and Sari] lefor 
eight yeara he landed in England, la 10t>. 
After 3 yran' labor he waa apprehended 
and committed to the Gate Honae, Weat- 
mialiter, whence he wrole that most loter- 
eating letter, 8 October, 1610, to hit Supe- 
rior F. Thomas Owenii, at Rome, preserved 
in pages SS9-3-4-a, of More's Hlal. 

He had been a prisoner for three years, 
viit., ]el8, when he waa aenlanoad to 
baoiahment ; and proceeded to gite the 
benefit of hia lalenta to aaveral College! 
abroad. At length, worn out with iaboar, 
ho died in Lorraine 10 October, 1835, ac- 
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cording to Southwell, p, 456, bnt more pro- 
bably, according to More, p. 285 in 1637.

WoRTHiNGTON, TiioMAs. 1 meet with 
two of this name. The Senior was nncle 
to FF. John and Lawrence already men- 
tioned. Every lover of truth must regret 
that Dodd has very unfaithfully represented 
his history, p. 391-2., Vol. II. Church 
History. He was a roan of irreproachable 
integrity, a solid Divine, and a considerable 
Benefactor to Douay College, of which he 
was the third President. Besides, he had 
been a glorious Confessor of the Catholic 
Faith. This roost worthy man, retiring 
from the Government of Douay College 
solicited, after some time, for admission 
into the Society. The Provincial F. Ki. 
chard Blount, granted his lequest, as h\ 
More affirms, p. 285 Hist., but this venera- 
ble divine was called up by Jesus Christ, 
to his reward, about the sixth month of his 
Novioeship, and in the year 1626. He 
died at Biddies, or Bidulph, in Stafford- 
shire. For an account of his numerous and 
learned works, see p 770 of Southwell's 
fiibliotheca: also Dodd, p. 392, of 2 Vol.

dated Douay, 27 August, 1608, imploring 
him to obtain ** his admittance into the 
companie of your most blessed Societie of 
Jesus." 

Wright, Charles, born 27 October, 
1752 : after studying Humanities at Bin- 
ges under the Kev. Charles Plowden, he 
expressed his determination to join the 
Society. With the consent of his Father, 
the respected banker in London, he entered 
the Novitiate at Ghent, 7 September, 1769. 
Whilst pursuing his higher Studies at Liege 
he was involved in the hurricane that pros- 
trated and scattered his beloved brethren 
in the Society. Possessing great talents, 
a very retentive memory, and innate tact 
for business, this pious Priest devoted him- 
self to the management of the temporalities 
of the Academy at Liege, and of (he Col*^ 
lege of Stocyhurst. He began his charge 
of the concerns in very difficult times : the 
emigration to Stony hurst roust have added 
to the embarassroent ; but Alroighty God 
blest the exertions of this faithful and pru- 
dent servant, and he had the comfort to wit- 
ness the affairs of the Province and of the 
College brought into a good train, and even 



into a state of prosperity. Feeling himself 
unequal to the fatigues of office, he had 
contemplated retiring to Poitico, with his 
friend F. John Hughes, there to renew his 
vows in the Order, and to prepare himself 
for Eternity. Mm proposes, and God dis- 
poses : for this Rev. Father, to the regret 
of his friends and the public, died suddenly 
in the Inn at Whalley, near Stonyhnrst, i$ 
October, 1S27. J he remains of the lament* 
eJ deceased, were deposited near those of 
the Rev. Jtihn Weld. In the Stonyhurst

ARCHBOLDy Kf CHARD, bom io Ireland 
17 August, 1718, entered the Society, 

15 October, 1731 : was employed for a con- 
fliderable time in the Maryland Mission, 
where he made the Profession of the 4 Vows 
82 July, 1740. Three years later I meet 
him in the Midland District of England. 
This unfortunate man, to secure the posses- 
sion of an estate, publicly apostatised in 
St. Andrew's Church, Dublin, on Sunday 

16 March, 1755. But he does not appear 
to have exercised any ecclesiastical function 
for the remainder of his life. 

Archdeacon, Richard, was born in 
Kilkenny in 1619. He was admitted into 
the Society of Jesud at Mechlin, at the age 
of 23, and in due time was enrolled among 
the professed Fathers of the Order. Afier 
teaching Humanities for six years, and Phi* 
losophy. Moral Divinity, and Scripture for 
a very long period, chiefly at Louvain and 
Antwerp^ be died in the last mentioned 
city, about the year 1690, according to 
HarrU (p, 263, Writers of Ireland,) We 
have from the pen of this Rev. Father : —

In the report 
of Pere Verdier, (the Visitor of the Irish 
Mission, S. J.) dated 24 June, 1649, I 
find F. Edward Archer was then Superior 
of his brethren at Ross, County of Wex- 
ford, and commendable for his rellgloas 
merits. When or where he died I have 
searched for in vain, 

Archbr, Jamis.«— In page SOI, History 
of British Costume (Library of Entertain- 
ing Knowledge,) Is a delineation of O'More, 
an Irish Chieftain, and Archer, a Jesuit 
retained by him, both eopied from a map of 
the taking of tiie Earl of Ormond in 1600, 
the Rev. Father is dressed in a black man- 
tle, and wears the high erowned hat of the 
time. 

I read in a Report or Memorial of Irish 
Affairs, addressed by Captain Hugh Mos« 
tian to Lewis Mansoni, the Papal Nuneio 
for Ireland, towards the latter end of Q. 
Elizabeth's reign, <* I7niif Pater Arehe- 
rus nufjor fuit illis (Hilfemis) eonsota* 
tiOf quam potuit esse magna mUitum eo» 
pia. Testis sum iUiua prmsentkim tan^

ther Archer alone was a greater comfort to 
his Irish couotrymen than eveo a coDsider- 
able reinforceraeat of troops. 1 am a wit- 
ness, that his presence was almost more 
serviceable to the cause than any thing 
else : for at his nod the hearts of men were 
united and bound together, not only in the 
district of Beerhayen and Munster, but In 
the greater part of the whole kingdom." 

A few of F. Archer's letters have been 
fortunately preserved. The first is dated 
from the Camp, 10 Aug., 159S. He states 
the difficulty of all Epistolary coramunica- 
tioa— the intense anxiety and diligence of 
the Government to apprehend him; inso* 
much, that he was obliged to live generally 
in the woods and secret pfaces ** itaut in 
tylvit et latebrig ut plurimum degam,** 
Still he never ceased from exercising the 
functions of his ministry — he had received 
tnfo ihoutand general Confessions— -he had 
instructed and confirmed many in the Faith, 
and reconciled several to the Catholic 
Church — that there was every prospect of 
an abundant harvest of souls, if he had some 
fellow- labourers ; and that the gentry in 
the North and South parts of the island were 
most desirous of a su|»ply. It seems that 
he had been ordered to iieland to procure 
assistance for the Irish Seminary at Sala- 
manca, '* in snbsidium Seminarii Hyb e- 
nwum*^ and tha* he had sncceeded in 
sending over several youths with funds for 
their education. In conclusion he says 
Uiat he was intending to proceed by the first 
opportunity to Spain from the North of 
Ireland.

N.B. Ifiod by a letter of F.Richard 
Field, dated Dublin, 20 July, 1600, that 
he as Superior of the Irish Mission, had 
made F. J. Archer the actual bearer of that 
very letter to Rome. He recommends to 
hin Mr. Robert Lalour, qui se SMum iti' 
nerie ae^funxit PatriJacoba( Archer.) 

The second letter is dated, Compostella, 
86 February, 1606. It proves his active 
industry in procuring donations (or the pur* 

Eose of educating his countrymen, as also 
is zeal for the conversion of souls. He 
had just reconciled to God and his Church 
three English merchants. 

The third letter to F. George Duras, the 
Assistant for Germany, is dated Madrid, 4 
August, 1607. He was then living at 
Court, «« Ego in aula vertor," and had 
been successful in collecting Subscriptions. 
The fourth letter is to F. Duras, from 
Madrid, 39 September, 1607, and is only 
subscribed by F. Archer, who, from illness, 
*^praB dolere peetorig,** was obliged to 
employ a Secretary, He recommends the 
erection of an Irish Novitiate in Belgium. 
After tieatingofthe business of the Irish 



Mission, he mentions '* tht eonversion of 
three Scotchmen at Madrid: one wasio 
desperate a Puritan, ns often to dedart 
that not all the Doctors of the World 
should ever withdraw him from his sect and 
opinion. Truth, however, had conqnersd ; 
from a lion he became a lamb, and has cho- 
sen the life of a Capuchin Friar. I have 
others in hsnd in the suit of the English 
Ambassador^ whom I will endeavour to 
reform." 

Further particulars of this Rer. Father I 
have not been able to collect* 

AsHTON, John, was bora in Ireland 8 
May, 1749: was admitted in 1759: wu 
chiefiy employed in the Maryland Miseioo, 
where death terminated his aealons labors 
4 February, 1816, set. 78. 

Austin, John, was born In Dublin IS 
April, 17 17, and joined the Order in Gham- 
paigne, S7 November, 1786. After com- 
pleting the higher Studios, be was employed 
m teaching Humanities for several years. 
In 1760, he reached his native oity, and ob- 
tained a repntation for talents In tbepulplu 
On 2 February, 1764, he wms admitted to 
his religious Profession. 

This fcood Father* di ing on Mlehaelau 
day, 1784, was buried in St. BLevUu 
Church-yard, Dublm, A pUin stone monu- 
ment, of pyramidal form, stands over his 
grave; aod the following inscriptei Is 
read on the West and South Panels oC the 
Pedestal. On the opposite sictos then is 
the English Translation.

Brown, Ignatius, the junior, entered 
the Society in 1677, and left Poictiers for 
the Castile Province 10 September, 1698. I 
read in a letter of F. Ant. Knowles, dated 
Ross, 6 April, 1714, '• Tempore beUorum 
el penecuiionii^ tnutiin ex ilium in eo» 
que mortuitunt P. P. Bemardut Kiernan 
et Ignatius Brown, duo pii el ineulpabUes 
viri," 

Brown, ^rsPHsN, was •• Seiagenario 
Major" in 1649, and living with his Family 
in the County of Qalway. His Brother 
was a Baronet. ^The Rev. Father was 
highly respected for bis Religious spirit." 

Burke, Richard, nephew to Dr John 
>Burke, Archbishop of Tuam. joined the 
Order in Spain, where I meet him in Jan- 
uary, 1659. On to January, 1670, he 
reached Dublin as Superior of his BB. in 
Ireland, then 36 in number. After 20 May, 
1679, when he was out on bail and dally ex- 
pecting banishment, I lose sight of him. 
He is described as a religions, prudent, 
affable Superior, and a general fa?orite. 

Burks, Thomas, was of a good family, 
and entered the Soeiety in 1606. F. Ver* 
dier reports of him that he was an excellent 
Classic Scholar— that he had been Professor 
of Polemic Divinity, and was famed at 
Limerick, where he was settled, as a 
Preaeher — and that he had reconciled many 
to the Catholic Church. After the summer 
of 1640, 1 can trace him no longer, 

BuRKB, William, was born 6 September, 
1711, and entered the Novitiate at Watten 
12 April, 17S1. After teaching a course of 
Humanities at St. Omer, he was sent to 
the English Mission, where he died in the 
prime of life, S7 March, 1746. 

fiuTLBR, James, after studying Human- 
ities at Stonyhurst, he proceeded with a 
band of choice youths (who were destined 
to replant the standard of St. Ignatius in 
Ireland) to Palermo, where he went through 
a course of Philosophy and Di?inity. In 
1814, this highly gifted young man returned 
to his native country, with the diploma of 
Dr. of Di?inity, to take a prominent part 
in the organization of Clongomes College. 
Here his classical attainments, his varied 
learning, but, above all, tiie example of bis 
religious virtues* insured universal esteem 
and admiration. But a pulmonary com- 
plaint was undermining his constitution : 
and to the g|^ief of every friend of genius 



and religion, the lamp of lib was extin- 
guished 99 August, 1891. Two days later, 
a train of sorrowing frieada and admirers 
followed his remains to the grave in Main- 
ham Church, adjoining tl>a demesne of 
Clongowes College. The following extract 
of a letter which I received from hia Col- 
league, F. Bartholomew £smonde, will in- 
terest and edify tlie reader. 

" The lamented W. Bntler died, I may 
say, in my arms, in his twenij^-nintk year, 
«< dileelui Deo el kaminibuM.^ What a 
rare association of learnlof , iMty, and 
aimplieity! the Octave of the Assumption 
of B. Virgin Mary was his last day upon 
earth. He bad said Mus at Clongowes 
for the last time on the (east of tho Assomp- 
tion, and came up to Dnblln the same day 
for change of air. In a day or two, it wis 
evident that his dissolution was near at 
hand; and as his strength declined, his 
piety seemed to increase. I shall never 
forget his last night, whieh I spent at his 
bed-side : it was a praetleal lesson how to 
die. Having demsnded and reeelved the 
last sacraments with tranquil anaffeeted 
piety, answering to all the Prayers, he fell 
into a slumber. At length awakeoing lis 
gave me his hand, taylng, 'Farewell, I ssi 
dying,' and then giving me some eoiittit- 
slons,' he added ' I shall see Cloiigowes no 
more. Salute the community In my muds: 
assure them of my slneefest aflhctum.' Of 
his impending death he then ipoka very 
calmly, asking me from time to Ume to le- 
peat a favourite Italian hymu by Blessed 
Ligouri In honour of the Virgin Mary.— 
O beUa mia SoeroMa, 4*^. 

'* This seemed to give him ezqalsitankit 
sure. To my enquiry if he waa quite sap- 
py, if any thing gave him pain, be an- 
swered, 'thanks to uod and to the Madoass, 
I am perfectly happy and resigned.' 'fkk 
tell me,' I resumed, *Dr, Father Bntler, yet 
are younger than i am, and If festered to 
health, might do much good.

prime of life, SeptemberA, 1818. A iaall 
1'sblet In the Chapel stale* that the mortal 
remains of Rer. Joho WIIIiaH Cenolly are 
deposited there — that he bad been the [ncnn' 
bent from IBIS, to 1818, and that ha waa 
aged 30 year* at the date of bl* death. 

CoKRAD, FiTO, bom In Italand, Id Om 
year ifiS2 ; uDltad Umaelf to tha Soelatf at 
the age of SI : fhortly after I loaa light of 

CotiwAT, Ja». Thi* Prohaaed Father 
died at Cisholl, 10 Aognst, ]tl39, " Vtr 
vert Belgian* et fs vhtta kae MIU W- 
raritu." as bis Superior, F. Bobait Wu- 
gent write* of him, 10 October, that year. 
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Conway, Patrick. This worthy Mis* 
fllonary was stAtloned at Cashell, in 1649 
He was then aboiit 44 yean of age, and of 
feeble coDititution. 

Conway, Richard. F. Fitzsimoos men- 
tions him in 1611. I learn from two letters 
of Dr. Kearney, Archbishop of Cashell, 15 
July, 1616, and SO September, 1616, that 
this confidential Agent was actively em- 
ployed in Spain in his Grace's service. The 
Father was at Madrid in October, 1684. 

Copping BR, John, left Ireland for France 
to enter the Society early in 1606, as I dis- 
cover in F. Holy wood's letter of 89 June, 
that year. 

Cor, Thomas, was in the Lyons Pro- 
vince in the spring of 1719, and was pro- 
posed as a fit person to be Rector of the 
national Seminary of Poictiers. He must 
have died in the course of the year 1714 ; 
for 1 find a letter of F. Lavallin, dated Sep- 
tember 6, 1714, thanking his Superior for 
allowing him the use of the Library belong- 
ing to the deceased F. Cor. 

Crbaoh, (or Crow) Peter, was 83 years 
of age in 1649, and then residing at Li- 
merick. 

Crebvy, Robert. He is thus mentioned 
in F. Kichard Burke's letter, dated Galway, 
4 April, 1670,— *• Mr. Robert Creevy, 
Priest, aged 87, with your permission was 
admitted at Limerick to the simple vows of 
the Society, 87 February , and died on the 
day following. 

Croak, Laurencs, was born in Dublin, 
10 August, 1710, and entered the Society at 
Lisbon, 17 November, 1788. In due time 
he was enrolled amongst the Professed Fa- 
thers. After teaching Humanities and 
Moral Theology, he returned to Ireland in 
1761. For some time he was Chaplain to 
Lord Trimlestown : subsequently be was 
assistant to a Parish Priest in bis native 
eity ; but I cannot ascertain the date of his 
decease. 

Cronin, Dirmot. On finishing his 
Studies at Thoulouse, and his third year of 
Probation, he was placed at Drogheda to- 
wards the end of the year 1 67 1 • He eicel - 
led as a Preacher and Catechist, and had 
the advantage over several of bis Brethren 
by his perfect acquaintance with the Irish 
language. In a letter written by the Su- 
perior, F. Knowles, at Waterford, 25 No- 
vember, 1694, it is said that he had a charge 
of a poor country Parish, and bad to wander 
about in *' sheepskins and goatskins," 
(flefr. c. XI. V. 37.) on account of the ex- 
treme poverty of the Catholics, The 
Apostolic man must have died a few dayj 
later ; for the same Superior thns begins a 
letter, dated 17 February, 1696 : *' On the 
Qth of December, I wrote announcing the 
death of F. Dermot Cronin in this Mission, 
and requesting the usual suffrages for his 
soul. *' 

CuLLBNAN, Hugh. This Rev. Father 
was a Chaplain to Catharine, Queen of 



Charles II. and was mainly instrnaieDtsl 
by bis influence with her Majesty in pro- 
curing a splendid sum towards the erection 
of the Seminary at Poietiert^ For 30 years, 
as I find by his letter of 1 May, 1664, be 
had resided in London. He was so soc- 
cessful in collecting funds for that establisb- 
ment as justly to merit the title of its second 
founder. To the Irish Mission also he 
proved a generous friend. The year of his 
death I cannot fix ; but F. Knowles, in his 
letter of 6 April, 1714» enameratlog the 
Fathers who died in exile ** tempore bel- 
lorum *' mentions F. Hugh Cnllenan '* imr 
eignU et preedpuue Ai^'tit Mtieeionii 0e- 
nifador" 

CusACK, Hbmht. His services for the 
Irish Mission were required In Febraary, 
1623. 

Daly, John. When in Priest's Orders 
joined the Society and tanglit Philosophy 
in France* Towards the latter end of 1699, 
it seems he was allowed to accompany Pere 
Farganel to the Mission of Martinique. 

David, This Father is men- 
tioned in More's History of the English 
Province, p. 13, as accompanying the Pri- 
mate, Dr. Richard Creagh, to Ireland, In 
the early part of Queen Elisabeth's reign. 
From a letter of F. Edmund Tanner, written 
11 October, 1677, I am led to believe that 
David was then living in Monster. 

I suspect this is the F. Maurlcius ( Q 
Morris) mentioned p. IB, Mtolk'e Anaieda 
de rebue Catholieorum Bibemiee* 

David, Bbriiard, studied lo the Low 
Countries, and was aggregated to the 
Order in 1686. Towards the end of Jaly^ 
1642, he was sent over from fielgiuBto 
Earl O'Neil, in Ireland ; bat eertninly ftwa 
November that year, till Angmst following, 
was resident at Ghilway, where he did goo4 
bervice. Shortly after this he was sent t» 
Rome on the business of tlie Irish Misslss.* 
Ic October, 1648, he returned In eompasy 
with the Nuncio Rinnocini. He died si 
Florence, in his journey to Rome, dnriog 
the summer of 1646. The loss of bis talests 
and services was deeply deplored by his Se> 
perior, F. William Malone, in his letter of 
16th December that year. 

Daton, (alias Doieiie^ Rioharb. I 
meet with him in Angust, 1607. He wi» 
at Bordeaux eight years later ; I meet hi» 
again 18 January 1616. 

Dillon, Gborob, son of the Earl of 
Roscommon ; illustrious by birth, he was 
still more iUnstrious by his virtnes. Ass 
missionary he was a pattern of the lowsni 
spirit, full of zeal, meekness and charity. 
He used to insist amongst his Riethrea os

Dillon. Robibt, vai a Norlce at KiU 
kenoyia 1649. 

Dillon, ThohU, was barn in 1013, and 

was eilacaled in Spain. For many years 
he taoghl Philoiophr and DiTJnily, with 
dlatlngulahed credil at Seiille and Grenada. 
We learn from his friend Wtttonfa, p. S47, 
Hitpana Natia, ihal F. Kircher, ■ veiy 
cDoipetenl jodge, pronounced him ta be 
" Lingaaram orttntaliutK tt abilruiierU 
doelrtniB Velervm Esplaraior tximUa." 
Wbilsl teichiDK Hamaiiities at Cadis, he 
pabliihed a Spanish Pinenyric on the Cen- 
tenary of the Society of Jnus, 4lo, Ssrille, 
1C40. He alio airanged miterials for a 
Commentary of the Books of Maccabees ; 
bat delicate health, and weakntsR of sight, 
preveDted liim from Saishlng Ihem for tbe 
press. After 1070 I cannot traoe his bio- 
graphy. 

Dillon, Willi&w. Hii Father wts 
bom in 1619, and at the age of twenty uni- 
ted blmaelf to the Soeieiy. He wu living 
•iKIlkenayin 1619. 

Dih-iM, WiLLiAH, w>e bora at Waler- 
ford 10 J une, 1[77B, and joined the Soelely 
with several others at Hodder, tn 1800. 
He commenegd his Theological studies at 
SlonyhurBt, and flnlshed them at Palermo In 
Sicily, where he was ordained Priest. On 
fall return to Ireland, he was for seTeral 
years AislslanI to a PiiHih Priest la Dub- 
!1d ; but eventually wai employed as Pro- 
cnralor al Clongowes-wood College, near 
Dublin, and during a lengthened period 
dlscbirged the duliea of that offlee with el- 
empUryzeal and punetuallty. He breaihed 
hii last al Clongowei Si May, 1B36, with 
ihegrektealcalmnaaaandresigr'* ~ " -' ■ 



(loD. DabliD WIS bis usual realdwce, 
where it teems he died 17 April, I75S. 

DoaiR PitarcK, uncle lo the lata Vo- 
nerable Bishop Moylan, wts a oaliTa at 
Cork ; iludied at I'houlouse and Roma, 
and justly obtained Ihe lepatalion of ■ 
learned man. Those who remember him at 
Cork, describe bim as a very superior dl- 
lecior, gifted with great discernment, and 
eolighlened piety. His irreproaahahle and 
saintly life endeared him to all who knew 
him. When but U yean of age, he eiugfal 
a fever lo altendiog a gick peraon, which 
verysoon proved Isttl, A. D. 1771; bit 
precians remain) were deposited In the !>■>• 
rial place ot the Hajlatl family, in U(ipar 
Shanfoo Church. 

DowDUL, Gkeqodv. This Father, Iba 
model of leal, hnmiliiy, and self-deniil, dti- 
ring Ihe siege of Rosi, Co. Wexlord, wai 
like an angel of comfoit lo its inhaliltanla. 
When ihe town was taken by the Parlia* 
menttry troops, be was Ihe only Priest that 
remained al hiipoit ; and during the rkvafea 
of the pligas, davoted himself lo the serviea 
oflheaick and inhcled. Overeome with 
exertion , he at length took the lafeollon, and 
foil a victim of charily » Auguat, 1090. Aa 
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Limeriek, He proL'ably joined the Order . 
Some. Pope Gregory XIII, sent him to 
conflrm and prapngate Caiholielty tn Ire- 
land, at the time Ihat FF. Campjan and 
Persons were proceeding on the same work 
to England, Apprehended soon after his 
arrival, tbis good Jesuit was detained for 
some time in close custody at Limeriek ; 
bat was afterwards removed to Cork, whera 
be was hanged, drawn and quartered for the 
Faith, 30 January. ISSl. See hU Life by 
F. Tanner j also Drews' Fast).

DoTLa, WiLLUH, of Dublin, was born 
30May, 1717, and entered Ihe Society in 
Cbimpagne, 13 July, 1714. After teidilng 
Humanllles forSve years, and filling t bo 
otBce of Prafoet In tbs Seminary at Poielier* 
for one year, he came to the Mission at the 
age of 33, and for soreral years was asatt- 
lent to e Parish Prleat in Dublin. I God 
him labouring la Ihe Lancashire Mlsaion la 
1771. This B ST. Father died alCowley- 
hlll, near St. Helen's, 15 January, 17dS, 
and w*a buried at Wlarileehaw. 

Dritcott, Geohos. This Father had 
arrived from Qermany, and was slallolMd 
in Dublin In the winter of l6t2. 

•DaiXAN, Patrick Atovsipa, ihis Scho- 
lastic and mn»l fervent lleligioua diod nl 
Naples In Sepliitnber, 183*, Soc. 10. 

DuoAN, Djiniel, began hia Noviccihip 
at Kilkenny, which lie fliiiihed at Gilwiy. 
His master of Novices, F.John Young, 
sent bim to the I'ravioca of Aijultairre lo 
complete hit ntudiei, I meet hlu at Ra> 
cbelle in June, 1059, when all traces eacepe 
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£oAN, John, was living at Kilkenoy in 
1640, and then 55 yetrs of age. He was 
teaching Philosophy, and was a superior 
Preacher ; but what Is more, he deserved 
the character of being *" truly learned and 
good, modest and humble.*' 

* Enright, John, born at Castletown, 
Go. Limerick in 1793, became a Novice at 
Hodder 12 November, 1817. After render- 
ing useful service to his brethren for a full 
quarter of a Century, and edifying all who 
approached him by his religious virtues and 
merits, he died of water on the chest at the 
Seminary of Stonyhurst, on the morning of 
15 December, 1843. 

EvBRARD, Jambs. This Rev. Father 
offered his services for the Irish Mission 
early in 1605, but could not be spared from 
Sfin until the Autumn of 1607, at the very 
time that bis brother JoAn, an eminent law- 
yer and judge quitted the Bench rather than 
betray his Conscience. At this period, in- 
tolerance, with the denial of civil rights, 
stalked abroad through his native Country: 
the l>est men were seized for its vle- 
tlmg, and the British Constitution was the 
by-word for injustice, oppression, and per* 
secutioB to death, for liberty of Conscience. 
During 40 years F. Everard was reserved 
for Apostolic labour chiefly at CaahelL 
As a Preacher he ranked in the first class : 
and though of a delicate constitution, and 
generally unwell, be was ever prompt and 
eager to fulfil the duties of his ministry. 
Severe to himself, he was all condescension 
and charity to his neighbours. On Good 
Friday, 16 April, 1647, the venerable man 
was found dead on his knees. 

Eustace, Olivbb, was Superior of his 
Brethren at Wexford in 1649, and is re- 
ported then to be **vir vere optimus.** 
Shortly after he went to Spain ; but just 
before the restoration of Charles the II. he 
returned to his native Country : bad health 
however, induced him to pass some time in 
England. I find from the Annual Letters 
that he died at Dubli n in the course of the 
year 1671, *Hn Mittione et alibi de So- 
delate bene meritua.'* 

Ferrall O*, Robert, sou of Ambrose 
0*Ferrall, Esq. of Ballina, County Kildare: 
born 4 March, 1791 : ordained Priest 22 
September, 1832 : was attacked with 
Cholera whilst attending his colleague, F. 
John Shine, of St. Francis Xavier's Church, 
Gardiner 'Street, Dublin. Removed to Bel- 
Una for a change of air, his constitution 
was still unable to resist the fatal attack, 
and on Friday Morning, 8 August, 1834, 
this promising young Jesuit surrendered 
his^ innocent soul to God, Soc. 13. 

Field, Christopher. The only men- 
tion that I find of him is in a letter of bis 
Superior, F. Thomae Latvndy^ dated 6 
March, 1624. He appears to have been 
then a Scholastic 

FiELp, Richard. Of his early history 
I can learn nothing ; but in consequence of 



F. Holi woods 's apprehension ( of whom 
more hereafter^, he was appointed Superior 
of his Missionary Brethren in Ireland. He 
had certainly reached his destiaatioo in the 
Spring of 1599. 

Some of his letters have fortanately es- 
oaped the injuries of time. The first bears 
date Dublin, 1 September, 1500. He ac- 
knowledges the receipt of his letters written 
in April, and speake la high terou of the 
successful zeal of F. Henry Fitassimoa. In 
a second letter, dated Dablln, 80 Jaly, 
1600, he states that the popalatioQ, which 
was in arms against Queen Elisabeth's 
government, and fightSag moimUuUiif kf 
Religion, were far remote Id Ibeir iivee aid 
manners from practical ChrlatUiBity and 
the perfection of the Qoipei ; iNiy| weie ad- 
dicted to many groae errors aad vioea, and 
he calls aloud for a eapply 9t pious and 
learned Priesu to InstriMt tad eeffsei 
them. He adds, that lo tbe nofe eiviliied 
part of the Island, where he bapfpeiied to 
reside, the poor were ezoeedlngly well af- 
fected to Religion* 

The third letter is alao datod fron Dab- 
lin, 25 February, 1603. It lameate tbe in- 
terruption of epistolary intereoorae— that 
now it was the fourth year ahioe he had 
heard from Rome. He elates Ibat tbsie 
are five Jesuits in Ireland ; tIx. two in 
Munster, F. Andrew fiCalony, snd F. Ni- 
cholas Lynoh— two in Leinater ; vis. blSf 
self and his soeins, F. I«eni9, snd F. Hsa* 
ry Fitzsimon, who was atlU dtataed hi 
prison. He then prooeada thna ; *'sinee 
the Queen's Privy CooneU bsvs imagiBsd 
that the war is drawing to s eonefesisi, 
for the Spanish Troops were repnUed IsM 
year, and the forces of tbs Irish Cbleftsfatf 
were broken and redaeed» thev bave sf- 
pointed upwards of six^ Moleilastial 
Commissioneri to super! niaiul tbe basisiM 
of the Churches. They havs begun viik 
Dublin, and have orderad the Cbnrebss ts

FitLD, TaoHAg, bom at Limerieii, In 
which City bis Father praetiaed as a Phy 
aiciao. The youth was admiiied at Rome 
into tbe Society by the Oeoeral Everard 
Mercurlan ; hariag obtained the consent of 
Soperiors to proceed lo tbeBrtails,hasailed 
[ram Lisbon, bnl was seized by the £ugljsh 
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bar lo tba Natbarlanda la (bh Aaioad et 
tooo. 

• Fm»iBa<a,Ni«B<>lii, OfTUiSta- 
dent lo TheologV 1 read Id a tetter of tha 
late Tanerahle F. Chirlei Plowdan, dated 
17 January, 18tB. *' Brother FillKarrll 
died lately at Clungowei, having burst a 
blood ressel. He was ■ yoath of great 
merit : ha ediflad Hodder In hli NoTluiaia ; 
truly living ((Me qiurela. Ha came una 
from Maynooth," His death ooourredSB 
December, ISI7, Soe. 3. 

FiTZGiKALD, MioiiAiL, wai bom la 
Uuasler,2 Jaly. 1601, andunlied blmseU 
to the Society at Thonlouse, IB September, 
1718. Heretnrned lo Ireland aa a Ub. 
sionary in ITST, sod wa« admitted te the 
Profession of the Four Tows, 7 May, 1719: 
After Mrvln; the Mission ten years, ha wai 
ordered to the Seminary at Fofoiiara, which 
he foTeroed far nearly eight years, and tban 
proceeded to Bonu, where he iras Rector of 
the Irish College for more tban four yMr*. 
He was Superior of his Rrethren in Irelud 
In I76a : but wben he died I know not. 

FrTESiuoHi, Hehbt, was bom Id Dab- 
lln, in 1061, where hia Father wu aa eiai- 
nent merchant. He was mitrlcnlated at 
HartVhall, Oxford, S6 April, ISS8. Ntl« 
years later, at the age of S6, he aisoClated 
himself to the Society of Jetua at Donaf. 
Dnder the IpstmotloDS of the great Lewini, 
he soon was qnallfied for the chair of Phi- 
losophy, whicb he filled for several yeara.- 
An ardent zetl for Religion urghd hfnl to 
iolicit his retiiro to his Native Conntry ; 
and I find tbst he reached Dublin late In 
the year 1097, Here he gate abttDdtnl 
evIJenee of cotamaoding talents ii a Preach- 
er, of a laarlDBs spirit and unbounded charity. 
Strange to say, be velituied to haVe a to- 
lemn High Haas, performed with great tb< 
riety of musical Instmmenia— a sight that 
Dublin bad not witneued Tor Forty years 
before : and he also inailttited a Sodilttyor 
Confraternity in honor of tbe B. Vlrvln 
Mary, ButbaWaaat length appreheDoed 
and detained In prison for flve yean, daring 
which period, at eight dlOerent timei', tie 
wai brought into Court ; bat was atwayi 
remanded. Soon after the Accession of 
K. James, great Inieiest was made for hi* 
discharge, and after mucb negollatlbn, he 
waa'.burrifd IS an exile on board a ship 
bound toBilbaa, without being allowed to 
tike IcBTO of hi* frienda. Before be 
left the Jail, he had reconciled many lo 
tbe CaihoUe Church, and daring the voy-

ige his zeal produced the happiest effects 
among the crew and pasiengers. On 
14 June, 1604, be landed at Bilboa. 
Rome, Liege , and the Low Countries ad- 
mired his devotion to the labours of his 
Ministry -, n was his pleasure and delight 
to visit the sick, to attend the infected, to 
assist prisoners and persons condemned to 
death : but his heart panted to re-enter the 
field of hardship and danger in his beloved 
and afflicted Country ; and at last Supe- 
riors allowed him to follow his own incli- 
nations. Like the giant he exulted to 
run his course ; and the fruits of his in- 
dustrious activity every where appeared in 
the numerous conversions of heretics, and 
in the strengthening of Catholics in prac* 
tical religion. The Civil and Military 
Authorities marked him out for vengeance. 
In the winter of 1642, in the darkness of the 
night, he effected his escape from Dublin. 
Winding his way through sequestered 
woods and dells, betook up his quarters 
in a wretched cabin that he found in a Mo- 
rass, where he was safe from those who 
hunted after his blood. Though exposed 
to the pitiless storm, and suffering every 
privation, this blessed Father never lost his 
serenity and elastic gaiety, and was always 
ready to administer consolation to others. 
But this Winter campaign broke down his 
constitution. Removed to a place of com- 

garative comfort, he was treated by his 
rethren with the most affectionate care 
and Charity ; nature however was exhaust- 
ed, and after a short illness, full of days 
and fuller of merits, he passed to never- 
ending rest, with the name of Jesus on his 
lips, 29 November, 1643, or as another 
account has it, I February, 1644. *'By his 
death the Roman Catholics lost a pillar of 
their Church, being esteemed a great orna- 
ment among them, and the greatest Defen- 
der of their religion, in his time.*' Wood^s 
AthensB. Ozon, vol.11, p. 46. This eminent 
writer left to posterity

Sae- 
ehinus mentions his distinct prediction at 
Paris ( 15SI ) that Claudius Aquaviva 
would be elected Ueoeral of the Society.

Florbncb, All that I can glean 

of this Father is, that F. lloliwood applied 
20 June, 1604, to the General Aquaviva, 
for his bising sent to the Irish Miiiaon, and 
that until his arrival, F. Nicholas Lynch 
would supply in that portion of tha vine- 
yard which was distmed for him. This 
I discover by a previous letter 84 April 
that year, was in the North of Ireland ; 
but I doubt if he could be spared, for I find 
in a letter from Spain, written early in 1606, 
that F. Florence had at last obtained s 
Royal Decree, ** ut Seminarium Uiber- 
nijs VaUisoleti regiis sumpiibus struert- 
tur," 

FoRO, Jambs. This Professed Father, 
a native of Dublin, was living at Limerick, 
when Pere Verdier made hit VisitatloD. 
He is then reported to be about 40 yeais 
old, but in delicate health, and employed in 
teaching Rhetorick, and also ** bonus H 
doctus," The next time that I meet hia, 
is in a short statement of the eondition tl 
the Catholics in Ireland, between the yean 
1652 and 1656, written by F. Thomas QiiOt 
then Superior of the Irish Mission* ** P. 
James Ford, has ereoted a small dwelliig 
in the midst of an extenslTO marsh, when 
the ground was rather firmer. Here the 
youths and children of the nelghbovrbood 
assemble to receive their edaeation, andts 
be trained in the principles of fiaith and 
virtue."* 

Ford, William, was recommended by 
F.Ignatius Brown, 5 July, 1675, asatt 
successor to F. Stephen Rice, in thie ehirgc 
of his brethren employed in the Irish Blii- 
sion. Further particulars I search for ii 
▼ain : indeed at almost OTcry step I havs ts 
regret the scarcity of documents, occasioosd 
by the injury of the times, and the dlsiMr* 
sion of the Irish Members of tbe SocMlfi 
throughout every part of the Co&tineat. 

Fratn, Nicholas. This Father wn 
certainly living in Ireland in the AatoMof 
1713. 

FuLLAM, John, was bom InDabliatt 
March, 1719, and entered the Nofitiale,is

Qahan, Uatthew, of Dublin; born 7 
February, 17S3 : entered the ijoelety Tor Ibe 
Irish Hiision at Hodder Mausa, 7 Septem- 
ber, 1605 : after cooipleting his Noviceship 
Ihere, commenced hii Theology it Slony- 
bnrat, and flnlahed'lt a| Palermo, where be 
was ordained Priesi, IG July, 1810: In 
the November of ihe follawing year, he re- 
lurned lo his native Country, and for five 
years assisted as Curate In Ihe Parishes of 
St. Michan and St. Nicholas without, in 
Dublin. In IH16, was stationed at Clon- 
goweS-Wood College, in Ibe capieily of 
Minister, an offlce which he filled Tor six 
Tears, wheo he was ordered back lo Dublin 
as Coadjutor to F. Aylmer, in Ihe residence 
oflheSociety inihatcily. At the end of 
two years his Superiors permitted him to 
eatabiiab himself in the Isle of Man, the 
poor Calboiici of which were lying like 
■beep without a Shepherd, and whom lie 
Ijad occiiionatly berore visited and com- 
forted, and cheered with bis presence. To 
Iheir instruction, and relief, and serrice, he 
derated the remainder of his life, amidst 

difGcullIes and labors, all of which he bore 
wllh exemplary patience and fortitude, 
"nil a good Father was cslled lo the reward 
of bis zeal and charity, ge February, 1637, 
eel. 56, Prof. i. after five days illness. He 
had built a Chapel at Douglass and Cas- 
tletown. Future generations will hail him 
as Ibe Apostle of the Isle of Man — '' lupra 
marf urn Apoiiolua Juivltt lUmue." 

In truth he veriHed ibe description of a 
Flrlsh Priest by Chaucer,

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Id a letter of F.

Ire- 
land did not present a field sulRcientty ex- 
lensiTe far bis zeal and charity. For thrice, 
In the disguise ofa merchant, he vlaited 
Scotland, the Hebrides, and the Orkney Is- 
lands, and gained many souls lo Uod. Se- 
vere to himself and dead to the world, ha 
labored and lived but to promote the greater 
honor and glory of his Maker. This 
Apoatolloal Father died at Cork, of a cancer, 
SSDeoember, 1640. 

Oalwiy, Jaues. I read in a letter of 
the Superior Antony Knowles, dated 
Waterford, 81 Noremlwt, 1895— "I have 
written F. James Qalwey to ountioue in 
Belgium until 1 Can be a better judge of 
the state of the limes, as to his diiposal.'' 
In consequence of Ihe dangerous illness of 
his brother.a merchant of Bt. Sebastian, he 
was allowedioquitthe College at Poietiers 
lo lisil him in the beginning of Ihe year 
[6tl7. Two years later, Pere Oarganel, 
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■ppliealion for some Irish Fatliers to 
SI in that Mission and the neighbour- 
islRnds : be represented that there waa 
eat number of Irish in his district- -tba 
ihundaut harvest of souls was opened to 
liew, and that he and his brethren would 



two Irish Jesuits, wbi 
souls, together with the French population. 
It is an hlatorjcal fact, that with Cromwell's 
usurpation begeo thetystem of tranaporting 
Ihe Irish, as utazt; to Ihe West Indies ; 
for a long lime, aiys the letter, deled 16 
April, 1699, altnoBI every year, and some- 
times often in ibe year, the English convey 
from Ireland shiploads oF men, boys, and 
girls, partly crimped, partly carried off by 
open force, for the purpose of their ilaie- 
trade, and thus in precesi of lime, an Im- 
otense muhltode of Irish has been s'caltered 
iniheae islands, but dettliuteof aplritnal 
succor. This Uisilon was proposed la F. 
Qalwey, and how It was received the 
following letlei of F. James Kelly, >he 
Reetor of the College of Poietiers, theStb 
of Anguat, 1899, will best demonstrate. 

"With'tha most Intense delight F. 
Jamea Qalwey embraces the Missioa of 
Martinique oitered by yonr iieveignce. 
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and he does bo with the more coDfideoce in 
God, as the lot has fallen upon him not in 
coDseqaenee of any expressed wish on his 
part ( for though he wished it, he durst 
not apply for it ) i but now be is solely 
guided by the spirit of obedience. With 
alacrity he is getting ready for the Toyage. 
F. Gargenat, who from his arrival from 
Martinique, has been on intimate terms 
with him, is desirous of having him for 
his companion* In the meanwhile, we 
cannot but humbly request, that you will 
not give up, but merely lend F. Oalwey (o 
the Martinique Mission ; for should our af- 
fairs lift up their head again in Ireland, he 
will be TOiy necessary for us.*' 

Whether F. Qalwey ever returned, I have 
yet to learn. 

Oblosse, Stephen, born in 16l7, was 
teaching poetry in Kilkenny College in 
1649, and was then reported by the vi- 
sitor, Pere Verdier, as a truly good and 
religious man- 1 believe he made his 
debut as a Minister at Waterford, whence 
he was sent to Ross to attend F. Gregory 
Dowdall in his last illness, and who died in 
his arms, 9 August, 1650. For tAe next 
19 years he continued to exercise bis 
pastoral functions in that town and 
neighbourhood. No dangers that threaten- 
ed him from the Cromwellian party, who 
filled every place with blood and terror, 
could deter this genuine hero from doing 
his duty ; no weather, no pestilential fe- 
vers, no difficulties could hold him back 
from visiting the sick and the dying in 
their meanest hovels. His purse, his time, 
his services, were always at the command 
of the distressed Catholic : it was his food 
and delight to exercise the works of mercy 
corporal and spiritual. Though (he ty- 
rant Cromwell had issued a proclamation 
to his troops, (and they were in the habit 
of searching the houses of respectable Ca- 
tholics,) (hat should they apprel^end a 
Priest in any house, the owner of such 
house should be hung up before his own 
door, and all his property be confiscated ; 
and that the captors of the Priest should be 
rewarded at the rate destroyers of the Wolf 
formerly received (so little value was at- 
tached to a Priest's life) ; nevertheless F. 
Gelosse managed every day to offer up the 
unbloody sacrifice of the altar : his extra- 
ordinary escape from the clutches of his 
pursuers border on the miraculous. He 
adopted every kind of disguise ; he as- 
sumed every shape and character ; he per- 
sonated a dealer of fagots, a servant, a 
thatcher, a porter, a beggar, a gardiner, 
a miller, a carpenter, a tailor with his 
sleeve stuck with needles, a milkman, a 
pedler, a seller of rabbit skins, &c. thus 
becomingall to all,in order to gain all to 
Christ. However he was four times ap- 
prehended, as he told F. Stephen Rice ; 
but his presence of mind never forsook him 
and he ingeniously contrived to extricate 



himself without much difflcultyt After the 
restoration of Charles II. he set up a lebool 
at Ross, which took precedence of all 
others in the country, whether rank, nom- 
bers, proficiency, discipline, or piety, be 
taken into consideration ; bat thiswas bro- 
ken up by the persecution in 107Oii He 
then removed to the vieinitj of DaUis, 
where he taught about fortj scholars ; and 
in August, 1678, he retamcd to Koss 
to reopen his school, bot at tlw end of ihroe 
months was obliged, by the faiuitieal spirit 
abroad, to abandon this favorite ponait. 
He was still living in the sammar of 1075, 
when I regret tojMrt company with him. 

Gbraldinb, QaoBOB, aras la Sicily, io 
Angust, 1615, whan his sarvloes were re* 
quired for the Irish MlssloD. It aapeais 
that he was stationed In Muosler ; n»r F. 
Robert Nugent, in his latter of 1 October, 
1640, after announcing the death of the ve- 
nerable F. Bamaby Kearoay, raqoasts F. 
George Oeraldine to saccead tlia dcceassd 
as a Gonsultor, on accoont of hia long ex- 

rrience, pradence, ** ei laei vieimUaUm** 
think he had been gathered to his Fathira 
before the year 1040. 

Gbrot, Johv. His Saperlor F« Hell- 
wood, soon after his retara to Irriaad, ip- 
plied thatF.Gerot might bosaot oferts 
him, as his servioes could ba asaftilly ea- 
ployed at Wexford, 

Gibbons, Jambs. This Fathar was te- 
tually arrested in Daoeinbar* UKHf es 
landing, and conveyed to Dnbiin.a diitsDes 
of 100 miles, and examined by the Prii^ 
Council on his reason for ratvalig 
to Ireland. He was discharged tim 
custody the following Fabraary. and m 
living 15 November, 1719. 

G LAM MAN, Cbbistophbr, tiora 10 Mil, 
1711 : entered the Sodaty la OanMuiyi a 
September, 1781, and was Professed in thi 
Order, 2 February, 1758. 1 Ond that hi 
came to the Irish Mission in 1741 aod wii 
assisting a parish Priest In DobUa 14 yssn 
later, when I lose sight of hiai. 

Goagh, AMDRBW,of Clonssai, and wtan 
he was superior in 1040, nt« 00. He ksd 
joined the Order late in life. 

Goagh, Ignatius. Thte Father, m I 
find by the letter of hls8np«rior« F. Fauid 
Lynch, dated Dublin, 10 March, IflSt, hsd 
died 18 of the preceding nooth, sLfil^ 
Soc, 48. He had spent aboat 16 yeaiaia thi 
Mission of Holland, and S6 yean la the mm 
capacity in his native ooontry. 

Gorman, Thomas, bom In Manslsr, 9 
December, 1601 : was admitted in the C&h 
tile Province of the Society, 18 Msick. 
1714 : and ten years later caaM to the Ifkk 
Mission. HiA services were bestowed tf 
Glonmell, Limerick, and Gorfc, when hi 
shone as a Preacher. I believe be eeM 
his days at Corit, where I leave hia is 
1765.

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as a merchant in January, 1593, at Dieppe, 
but was apprehended on reaching Dover* 
and committed to prison for refusing the 
Otth of Supremacy. Escorted to London 
he underwent an examination by Lord 
Gobham, Governor of the Cinque Ports, 
and was then forwarded to Secretary Sir 
Robert Cceyll. The Father told Sir Robert 
at once, that he was a Priest and Alember 
of the Society of Jesus. ( He was in- 
duced to do so, as he was aware, many 
persons then in the kingdom were well 
acquainted with him at Padua.) The Se- 
cretary inquired the motives of his 
coming hither. He answered for the Sal- 
vation of souls. Rut what need have we 
of your assistance ? said the Secretary. 
Are we not Christians ? That is nut at 
alk sufficient, said the Father, unless you 
br Catholics. Well, replied the Secre* 
tary, as no one can help your believing 
what you think right, until God en- 
lightens your mind, you shall not ^suffer 
any thing for your Faith ; bntifyo'uare 
found guilty of meddling with changes and 
state affairs, I promise you, you shall not 
escape with impunity. The Father re- 
joined — Long since I have renounced the 
world : I no longer mix myself up with se- 
cular concerns, and I am unable to do so : 
for they are foreign to my Institute. The 
Secretary then began to inveigh against 
the Society of Jesus : on which the Father 
boldly undeitook its defence, and plainly 
told him, that the Society proposed nothing 
to its members which was not praisewor- 
thy; on which the Secretary ordered him 
to be removed, and kept in close custody; 
in which state he continued for three 
months, until hit relation, Lord DunMany 
obtained for him the liberty of <he prison, 
which consists in this that he is not denied 
the liberty of receiving his friends. The 
above particulars I collect from a letter, da- 
ted Dublin, II May, 1599. 

F Henry Garnett, in a letter 19 April, 
1599, announced the apprehension of F. 
Hoi i wood as a recent event : and in 
his letter 22 May, 1600, says of him, 
*' he doth much comfort our friends at,-, 
Witbieh, and was of exceeding edifica- ' 
tion in the Gatehouse. There is hope of 
getting him at liberty, and sending him 
into his Country.'' Change of prison 
however was the only relief that this Irish 
Father could procure, while the tyrannical 
Elizabeth swayed the sceptre. His friends 
at length obtained his removal to Fram- 
lingham Castle, which he quitted for per- 
petual banishment, in virtue of the Procla- 
mation of James I. at his accession to the 
throne of England. I find the Father writ- 
ing from Lisle, SO June, 160S, and from 
Douay, 16 July 1603. In the last dated let- 
ter, he states, that a short time before the 
queen's death, the Catholics in Dublin had 
experienced the storm of persecution. The 
instigators were Terrell, the Mayor of the 



City, and Rider, the dean of St. Patrick's, 
and polemical antagonist of F. Henry FUz- 
Simons, Many Catholics quitted the town, 
and the leading citizens were committed to 
gaol. Baron Mountjoy was then absent in 
Connaught ; at his return the citizens pre- 
sented a memorial of their griefances. 
Turning to the Mayor his Excellency said, 
" I am putting an end to warfare abroad, 
and you, Sir, are sowing the seed of wars at 
Home." It was thoaght that his Excel- 
lency had received inforonatlon of the Queen's 
dangerous illness, with instruction to pacify 
and conciliate the public mind. 

The letter adds, that on tlie news of 
Queen Biizabelh*9 death reaching Ireland, 
in the cities of Waterford^ KUkenny, and 
Cork, and in Tarioos other places, the 
churches were seized on and restored to 
Catholic worship. Lord Monn^oy began 
to apprehend lest the greater part of the is- 
land would join in the insarrection. He hsd 
come to a composition fortunately with 
0*Nell,* and having oolleeted all his forces 
from the North he hurried down to the 
South to arrest the progress of disoontaat: 
and having snceeeded in his object, sailed 
from Dublin to England. 

F. Holiwood embarked from St. Malo, 
and reached Ireland 16 March, 1604, tbe 
Eve of St. Patrick, *'Ofiieis uU wperofelix,'* 
as he expresses it. Towards the end of 
Lent he met FF. Nioholas Lynch, Richard 
Field, Walter Wale, aiid Barnaby Ketney, 
brother to the Archbishop of Cashell, tod 
Andrew Morony. At this time the Catho- 
lics of Ireland enjoyed a certain negative 
freedom of their religion. But this was of 
short duration. As soon as James tboogbt 
himself sufficiently secure on his throne, he 
basely recalled all his promises of tolen- 
tion.t His subsequent conduct shewed

But the heart la aickened with tbeia abo- 
minabie reprisals on conscience — with tbesa 
impious atiempls of a government to forM 
It* novel opinions on a nation, and rob a 
people of its religioua freedom. The history 
of the Irish Reformation is indeed a com> 
pound of absurdity and barbarity, unprece- 
dented in the Annals of maokinil 1 1 ! 

To return to P, Holiwood. He codUq- 
ued la veiy difficnlt timet to render essen- 
tial services to his couolry and to religion, 
by his zeal, wisdom, charily and fortitude, 
until bis pioua death, 4>Septemher, 1016. 
His pedantic and bigoited aoverelgn htul 
eipresily denounced him in his speech to 
the Parliament, 1 May, 1614, and the 
Royal Commiialonert reported In lOIA, 
that, ■' Hollywood, a Jesuit, waa kept acd 
harboured by Sir Cbrialopher Plunkeli."

hurst 19 September, 1835: succeeded F. 
John Weston at St. Helen's, 3 January, 
1857. This zealous Father offered himself 
to Superiors for the Calcutta Mission : his 
offer was accepted ; hut the sea voyage and 
climate little suited his constitution : after 
some time he was advised to leave Calcutta 
lor Singapore, but died 23 June, 1843, of 
complete exhaustion from continued sea 
sickness, just a year and a week from the 
time he left England. This polite Scholar, 
tind scientific Priest, for he excelled in Natu- 
ral Philosophy, Astronomy, and Chemistry, 
had recently been elected a member of the 
Royal Asiastic Society. 

*Irwin, Walter. This Scholastic died 
in France, in December. 1830. 

*JoME8, Jambs. This talented Dative of 
Ireland, was sent from the College of Car- 
low to Stonyhnrst in the summer of 1805. 
For the next two years I had the honor of 
being his master in Grammar and Syntax. 
On my quitting the College, he pursued the 
studies of Poetry and Rhetoric with the 
highest credit, but bad health would not 
permit him to join the Novitiate. Just be* 
fore hisdeath in the last week of September, 
1809, F. Sewall received the Vows of this 
most pious and promising youth at Liver- 
pool. 

Ksarnet, Rarnabt, was bora at Cashell 
in 1565, and was brother to David, Arch- 
bishop of Cashell. He was admitted into 
the Society at Douay in the 24th year of 
his age. After teaching Rhetoric and the 
O reek Language at Antwerp and Lisle, be 
was ordered to the Irish Mission, where he 
arrived with his nephew, F. Walter Wale, 
in the summer of 1603. Bot h vied with each 
other in giving themselves op to the ministry 
of the Word : and both were marked out 
for the vengeance of the governiient. A 
troop of horse was sent by the Viceroy to 
Cork to apprehend them at the dawn, 5 
September, 1606 ; but God delivered his ser- 
vants from their malice. F. Kearney, in a 
letter dated 4 October, that year, after 
mentioning this escape, writes that he fol- 
lowed his Excellency's footsteps to Water- 
ford, and enteied that City unsuspected with 
the immense concoui se of the spectators, 
and was an ear and eye witness to his 
triu mphant reception. His Excellency on 
arriving at the Court House, summoned be- 
fore him eleven of the most respectable 
inhabitants of Waterford, viz. Paul Sher- 
lock, who had been elected Mayor for the 
ensuing year, Nicholas Madan, Michael 
Brown, Nicholas White, James Fagan,* 
Nicholas Strong, James Sherlock, Richard 
Wadding, James Walsh^ Patrick White^ 
Richard Boucher ; six neglected to make

their appearance, and were heavily tiadJ 
aod ordered to present themselves at Cork. 
The five who attended, with great spirit, 
professed that they would never swerve 
an iota from the Roman Catholic Religion, 
which they had inherited from their Fa- 
thers ; bui should ever manifest loyal ml- 
legiance to their Sovereign, aod obedience 
to hig representatives in ali civii and po- 
litical matters. His Excellency marked 
his indignation at this bold expression of 
sentiment — imposed a heavy fine, aod gave 
them in charge to his Secretary, until they 
should alter their opinions. Finding tbeoi 
immovably fllf m in . their faith , he caused 
them to appear l>efore the Lord Chief J as- 
tice, who endMVoured to gain tlicm over 
by promises of place and emolunKnt, and 
assured them that the GoTerament would 
be satisfied, if they would but once attend 
the Protestant service. But these lieroeB 
well knowing that dissimulation in Religion 
was inadmissable, refused tlieir consent, 
telling him, that they had given* and ever 
Would give undeniable proofs of tlieir civii 
allegiance ; that it could never Imiefit the 
king's interests for them to act against the 
dictates of conscience ; and that tliey ooaM 
not believe that the Kins wished then to 
make such a sacrifice of principle. The 
Sheriffs Jambs Walsh and Jam is Bnawn 
** vere duee clita in Hcmo Dei," vue 
then attacked ; but vrith no better success. 
One hundred and sixty ciUzena were tlm 
selected as likely persons to lie prevailed os 
to surrender conscience to the motives of 
fear and interest; but God, who dboiKi 
the weak things of the world to eoafsead 
the strong, supplied them with conrsge to 
resist every assault, and not one, God be 
praised, of the whole namber, nor evee Is 
the whole population of Waterfbrd, ooa- 
prising many thousands of InhabllastSr 
would degrade himself by an act of hypo- 
crisy and apostacy. In revenge, tyraDsieil 
iniquity, calling itself jvs^ice. and the got- 
pel of the Redeemer, inflicted peeuiSaiy 
penalties. The base attempt of the Chief 
Justice to rob the inbaliitants of Rois of 
their conscientious integrity proved equally 
abortive. ** The Viceroy In lus proiptis 
towards Carrick was inforoMd that Nkkt- 
las Madan harboured in his castle of 
WhUfeldf three miles from Waterford, a 
learned £oglish Priest, Thoauu HUk^ 
Alumnus of the English College at RoM. 
Under some specious pretext, his Ezoelleeqr 
proceeded in that direclion with a tieop of 
horse, and sent a detachment to search 
every corner of the Castle ; but th^ (biDd 
nothing, and Mr. Hill, thaniu lie to God,ii 
still safe in Ireland." The letter is dsHd 
from his hiding jiure, when bis bnlher, 
the Archbifthop of Cadieli ley alio ooncesWI

By all aecouala 
he was not distingiiislied a) a Preacher j 
but he bad the reputation of superior 
learalng, and was exemplary In the faithful 
performance ol every pastoral duty. 

KiLLT, Jahbs. 1 meet with bim as Su- 
perior of bis bietbitn In Ireland S October, 
I6B4. He was theDmldinglnDlblln. Id 
tbeyeara iai)7, IGB8, 1809, he ooenrs Rector 
of the Seminary at PolcUeri. In a ietler 
G April, 1714, It is staled in general larmi 
that he bad died abroad soma lima bafore, 
"indtfetnit '» Viiua laberalar." 

Kbllt, MiCBAKL, borne? Uay, IBOS: 
admitted 31 Aoguit, I8S2. This Iniarlor 
and solidly raligioni Father died deeply m- 
grelted in Dublin, IS November, 1841. 

KiCNNEiiY. TaoMtt. All that I can 
glean ofthls Father is from a letter ofF. 
Walter LiiBllin'a, dated Poictiers, 1 Janu- 
ary, 17IS. " F. Thomas Kenedy bu re- 
cently sailed for Ireland prepared lo meat 

Kennbt, PcTBB,bara in Dublin 7 Jnly, 
1779, and studied Humaolllas partly at 
Carlow and Slonyhorsl. Deatinodby Provi- 
dence to he a main Inslrnment lo reTlve Ihe 
Irish Mission of the Society, be enterid 
the Novitiate at Hadder Houia SO Septem- 
ber, IBM. Subsequently be removed to 
Palenno. where he floiabed the hlgber stn- 
dies and receired holy Orders. In NoTBm- 
ber, IBll.he returned to Ireland Superior 
afhlsS Brethren, FF. Dlnan, Oahan.and 
Ryan, and served iheCbapel of St. Michan, 
the ancient Kesldence of the Society, and 
whose vaults had usually received (ha re- 
mains of the Fathers who departed Ibis life 
in Dublin ; but at the lolicitation of Abp. 
Murray, be cununted tu 911 the aitaatlon 
of Vice President of Maynoolh Coltl«e for 
a limited time, and In September, 181>. 
comrraneed the duties of that impoiuut 
office, which h« most honourably and effl- 
cieutly diacharged until bis retliamant lo 
Ihe follawiog June. Three years later Mi 
intereaiing Band teetived a eonsidatable 
acceislon of Scholastics from Stony burst, 
besides 4 FF. from Sicily *ix., Charles 
Aylmer, Paul Ferlej, James Buller, and 
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Bartholomew Esraonde. F. Kenney held 
the Superiority till 2d September, 1817. 
During ibis interval be had effected the 
purchase of Castle Brown or Cloogowes 
Wood, Co.Kildare, Possession was take o 
4 March, 1814, and Schools were opened 
GO the ensuing 4 July. Of this noble Col- 
lege F. Kenuey was appointed Ist Rector. 

In consequence of the General's Orders, 
F. Kenney proceeded in 1810 on a visit to 
the Americau Mission, S. J. (which since 
the revival of the Order in 1808, had de- 
pended solely and immediately on the Ge- 
neral himself,) and he gradually organized 
every thing according to the Institute of 
St. Ignatius, and infused his own spirit 
amongst the members. On his return to 
Ireland, he was again, 87 August, 1828, 
declared Superior of his BB: and when the 
Irish Mission was erected into a Vice- 
ProTince in 1829, the General nominated^him 
the first Vice-Provincial. In 1830 he was 
once more directed to proceed to the United 
States of America, whence he did not return 
tin 1 October, 1833. Whilst there, he re- 
covered the Old Residence ot the Society 
and the Church of St. Joseph in Philndei* 
phia: and in July 1833 he published in 
George Town College the General's decree 
for forming the American Mission into a 
Province of the Order, and he duly instal. 
led F« Wm. Mc. Sherry, a native of Vir- 
ginia, the 1st Provincial. Soon after re- 
joining his Irish B.B., F. Kenney was 
reinstated Vice Provincial, and he filled 
that office till June, 1836. 

As a preacher of the highest order F. 
Kenney, is justly celebrated. At the dedica- 
tion of Tuam Cathedral 18 August, 1836. 
he preached before the Archbishops of Ar- 
magh, Tuara and Cashell ; the Bishops of 
Kaphoe, Meath,Carlow,Kilmore, Killaloe, 
Galway, Killala, Elpbin, Down, and Ar- 
dagh, aod an immense confluence of Clergy, 
and an over-flowing audience of distin- 
guished Catholic and Protestant laymen. 
At the Public dinner after the Ceremony 
his Grace of Tuam, Dr. Mc. Hale, in pro- 
posing the health of the illustrious Preacher, 
who had delighted and edified an auditory 
composed of every class of Christians, was 
pleased to add *' the Pathos with which 
the trulhs of Religion had been delivered 
that day, shewed they were the out power- 
ing of a Spirit which almost appeared under 
the influence of divine inspiration. His 
Grace descanted on the profound humility 
of the Preacher, resembling that of St. John 
the Baptist — and observed that in the long 
and useful career of this humble Father, he 
had always been careful to throw the oil of 
charity over the troubled waters of Society, 
and ever most strenuous in recommending 
thatall denominations of Christianity should 
unite in promoting Peace and good will 
amongst their fellow men." 

To this enlightened, zealous and indefati- 
gable Father, Religion is chiefly indebted 



for the foundation of the Seminary at Tul - 
labeg,nearTttllamore, King's Couoty, and 
for the erection of the Resideoee and 
Church of St. Francis Xavler in Dublin. 

To this venerable Friend and Fatlierl 
may apply the words ivch. of Job, '* Eeee 
docuisU mvUos et manus tastma roboratti; 
vaeUlatUeg eoi^rmavenaU gerHumetiwi, 
et genua tremeniia eot\foria9iL" 

This dear Father, now fuller of merits 
than of days, was reeoDmended by the Fa- 
culty to winter in 1841 In a warmer climate. 
He left Ireland for this purpose to the aa« 
tumn ; but perhaps the journey was mmt 
than his delicate eonstitutlon eould bear, 
for he reached Roue but to die. The si- 
cursion to Marseilles was rendered most 
fatiguing by the inundations throughont 
the S , of France. On 29 October, he sailed 
from Marseilles in the Lopoldo I to- and ar- 
rived at Rome 8 November. On Sunday 
14, f^ays F. Gi Connell his eompanlon, ha 
complained of cold and a slight lever. Os 
Thursday he was able to sit up in his roon 
the greater part of the day. ** On Friday 
morning symptoms of apoplexy beeameio 
alarming, thathe was bled, and intheoosiie 
of the evening, F. Glover beard his confiBi- 
sion and F. Lalroiz administered Eztieoe 
Unction, and he expired in P. Bsaond6'i 
arms and mine without a struggle or a gnns 
at half past 10 P.M. 19 November." After 
his death a painting was taken of this 
Apostolic Man. 

KlBBNAH, or KlRWAV, Bbrhabd. Thif 
excellent and well disposed Missionary, 
*' intigniM operariuM it bancs volmntatk" 
had returned from Spain to IreUnd early ia 
1686. Twelve years later I find his la- 
bouring in the Dublin Mission. Thls"pioti 
and irreproachable Father" died abroad» 
early in the last century. 

KiERAN, or KiawAWt DommoVf wu 
making bis third year of ProbntioaatLI* 
merick in Dee. 163S. and was reeoMBSoded 
as successor to F. Mauriee Ward, who had 
died at Galway on the 2nd of the preesdisg 
month. After the Revolution he retired to 
Poictiers and was courteously invited ky 
the French Fathers to sojourn at La Flseha, 
where, I think, he ended hie days. This fa- 
nerable man certainly died befoie April ei 
the year 1714, as I find by F. Antosy 
Knoles' letter of that date, who slilai 
him **pr(Bstan9 cperarimt." 

Kino, John, of Meath, was born94 Jsai, 
1715, and aggregated himself to the Soeie^ 
in the Province of Seville, 18 August, 1741. 
He returned to serve the Mission of his ss- 
tive country in 1760, and was promoted ta 
the rank of a Profiemd Father 15 AngBrt 
1755, whilst assisting In the eare of sooli at 
Galway. 

Kirk, Thomas, made his NovleeahipU' 
der F. John Young at Kilkenny. A iettv 
dated Dublin, 9 Oetoher, 1084, InforBi ■* 
that he had just been dlMhargod from iJ^ 
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PMBW of iha butoroiu entelmml of 
QWH BUnbalh 1 1 1 In * Oni) ieiier of th* 
ITIh «r Febnivj, laM, hi itya, Mtrdi 
had bom nade bv the iii&|l«lr>tai()f Kli- 
inutj, for the three Jeiait* In thtl tono, 
for preeamiog to Inatruet children ; but he 
had foitanatalr remoroJ [hem in tiiDS,"no» 
liiM elBlum dolore ae luelu,'' In a third 
leilor of tl Nut. I09d, he ttataa ifae recent 
Irlab Slilule (or all regalars to depart iha 
realm b«rare the lit of theeniuini Mi;, and 
that nn Prlail vhatioever should be luffarad 
to enter Ireland after the aailMichaelmai. 
loa 4tb letter, written from Water ford gaol 
S6 December, 16SB, he aayi. he hil been 
eammiited i prisoner with «tl the clergy of 
the dioceu of Waterford four ireeki befora : 
■Dd he uaderstDod Iha same rigorous pro- 
iMeding had been reilored lo in other parti 
oflhekiDgdam. From another quirler I 
collect this Imprltunment iris not protract- 
ed beyond lA weeki. In a fifth lelterdaled 
Waterford, 30 December, 1697, he saya, 
thit four days before, all the eceluiaa- 
tici of the city had bean sammoned be- 
fore the Prolealant Bishop and Dean, to 
make a ileelaratlao of their oSee and order, 
and to hear the proclamation For our ba- 
Bishmeot. 

In another letter of ISNovember, 1719, ha 
sayi, " alt oar chapels are dosetJ ; the pat> 
tors are Bed : in some places the laity are 
dragged into Court to swear h hat priest's 
Mus they hare heard during the last six 
■BOnthi, in what place, and who were pre- 
eeni ; and on refusal ia answer, aalTer the 
coiiSscation of part of their property." On 
theOlh of April, 1713, he wiitea that for 
the last three months he had been a fugi- 
liYe from his usual residence ; but that Ood 
had enabled him to be the instrument of 
good— that eleien members af the Society 
were then in Irelaud. On the 3rd of July, 
1714, he says, that " his brethren were ob- 
liged to desist from their usual lalraurs, and 
kept In their hiding holes, for no priest can 
be seen In public" So much for Protes- 
tant freedom and toteralion in the IBth 
Century 1 1

He was still filling ttie same oHae 
6 September, 1714, when he addreiaad a 
letter to his Supeilor, acqualoting him of 
his baring erected a new public Chapel for 
the use of the College ; and that the eipen- 
aea had exceeded his oilglnal calculation, 
but that he bad cot contracted, nor wonld 
coninel, any debt, which ha was not able 
lo discharge. 

LAUHiHca, . This Father ii man- 

tloaed in a lettai of SS Septamber, 1007, 

* LawLBii, Paris, l^iis meek and 
bumble Temporal Coadintor died at Clon- 
gowes January, 1S3I, Soc- B, 

Lawhdt, THOKai, waa the aetlng So- 
petiorof the Iriah Mission la1StS,4, fi, 
as his letters demoutrate, and appeaii to 
hsTa had babiti of businei*. 

LaasT, Thohis, arrlred la Ireland da- 
ring the latter end of 1007, and waaata- 
tloned at Waterford. Wb«n F. Aodrew 
Sail, (of whom we bara made mention in a 
note to the article on Ignaliui Brofris,^ 
was apprehended In thst city 22 January 
fotlonlng, and thrown Into jail, F. Leary 
supplied his plice Id town and country wlUi 
great spirit and sucoesi. In 1660 1 meet 
him at Caahell, where he witneased the re- 
markable cure of his nleoe Blliibeth, 
Xarerla Leery, of dysentery and deafness, 
sfter performing a Norena in honor of Bl, 
Francla Xarier. The fact was certified by 
the grand Vicar of Casbell, as F. Siephan 
Rice repoTIs It In the Annual tettors. AlW 
this event I lose sight of htm. 

Lbb, FATaicK, was the first Novioa ad- 
mitted into the house of Probation at Kil- 
kenny. In this Novitiate,* erected under 
the auspices of the lllessed Virgin Mary, F. 
Ijee imbibeil the genuine spirit of the So- 
ciety, which is essentially the spirit of zeal 
and charity. Whilst in the prime of life, 
thit fervent and highly gllted Father do. 
Toied himseirioihe care ofthe Infected,

whtn Kilkenny wti ravaged with the pes- 
tilence^ It is Incredible how this aogel of 
comfort assisted, relieved and restored so 
many of his fellow creatures by his heroic 
courage, active xeal, and medical services : 
for he was the Physician of body at well 
as of soul. At length he fell a victim of 
charity 97 March, 1650, (ihe day before the 
town surrendered to the besiegers,) in the 
Most edifying sentiments of piety and joy. 
His death was justly regarded as a public 
calamity. 

Lenan, Patrick. With regret I am 
obliged to confess that I can barely state of 
this worthy Jesuit, that 1 find him actively 
employed in l^inster, in February, 1608, 
and in February, 1605. 

I believe he is the person thus reported by 
the Royal Commissioners in 16i5,'< Lennon, 
a famous Priest is kept by Nicholas Ne- 
lerville." 

LiswABD, Edward, was bom at Glon- 
mel 1 February, 1716, and joined the So- 
ciety at Salamanca, 5 May, 1741. Nine 
years later he revisited his native Country 
as a Missionary, and was placed by Supe- 
riors at Dungarvon. After Ills Profession 
of the Four Vows, 15 August, 1755, 1 can 
DO longer trace him. 

Locks, Edward. His letter dated 
Dublin, 27 February, 1670, informs us, 
that after a long and tedious journey, he 
had reached Dublin seven days before— that 
owing to the very severe winter he had re* 
mained about six weeks in London, before 
he took shipping for Dublin — that he had 
left Dr. Oliver Plunkett behind (in whose 
company he had travelled from Rome) — 
that he returned to Dublin the very same 
hour that he had quitted it thirty-five years 
before — that the new Superior of the Mis- 
sion, F. Richard Burke, arrived at the 
same time, of whose character he speaks 
highly, and of whose future goTemment he 
augurs most favourably — that be had wai- 
ted on the meet illusti ious Archbishop Dr. 
Peter Talbot, who was a sincere friend to 
the Order. The Father gives it as his opin* 
ion, that the distress of the country cannot 
be equalled elsewhere. I learn from F. 
Stephen Rice's Annual Letters, that F. 
Locke died at Dublin in the year following, 
" in Missions el alibi de SocUtate bene 
meritus" 

Lombard, John, nephew to Dr. Peter 
Lombard, Archbishop of Armagh. The 
first time that I meet him is in September, 
1607. Some time after he came to the Irish 
Mission^ which he served until his death, 
about the middle of March, 1642. He is 
reported by his Superior to have been 
'< eminent for the example of a religious 
life; and for his laborious Industry during 
the many years he cultivated the vineyard.*' 
Long, William, was born in 1601. 
Pere Verdier, who visited him at Weiford 
in 1649» describes him as *' valde religUh' 
8U8,^* In the sequel he obtained dis- 



tinguished reputation ai t Cateofaiit 1 fiad 
him actively engaged at Dublhi in 1669, In 
the worker the ministry. 

Ltmch, Mark. In a letter ofV.Aa- 
thony Knoles, written 26 Dee. 1600, from 
Waterford, he says, **if any thing uBtoward 
should happen to me, I will eooalgv oar 
affairs to the chaiga of P. Blark Lyacb ; 
for he is learned and pnident, aRd ttnaeioas 
of religions discipline.*' F. LyHeh, how- 
ever, was himself sent iRto baRlihrneat 
within two years* Rapalriagr to the Senl- 
nary at Poictlera, he waa InvilRd by the 
French Jesuits to take up hit abeda in tbe 
Royal College tt La Fleehe. Br had bsea 
Reetor of the aeoiinary aft P<detiers, ss 1 
discover by a letter of 81 BUreh, I71t, 
when he was roeomiDeoded at r it persoa 
to govern it a seeond Une. 

Ltrch, NI0H0I.AS, (aoMetlMea calM 
Leynach) applied from 8t. ARtbmij's Col- 
lege. Lisbon, 96 Sept. IMS, ««to benaaNd, 
though an unworthy and nseleaa aenast, 
amongst the labourers in thelMil j and hajjpy 
mission of Irelaad.'* Hiaearaeat peiilioB 
was granted. MtwuUr waa RMlmed to 
him and his colleagoe, F. Andrew Moieey, 
as a field for Apeetolie kbcNr ; and tUi 
Province hRd cause to sRj, la tbe words ef 
tbe Acts xvl. 17, '« These men Rreaerraats 
of the High God, who declere tbe way ef 
salvation." in a letter dated, '*«jrdssrr- 
tU Hybemim;' 8 April, 16Uft, » be leeMi-

Amongit Kla auditors wa> 
the lata Cardloai Weld. In 1898, he wag 
afferad a Mitre, but declioed it, lo jnt«r 
mmonf^t the Jeiuila. France reaarded him 
as the ablest oF her preacher* few Chrii- 
tiaooralora hare aier annouDced (he word 
of lioJ, with moie dijfaiir. or defended 
Religion with more effect, or advocated the 
cauie of charity with sreater force and elo- 
quence. He preached the Lent of IB33, in 
the Cathedral of Atinaey. Bihaasted wUh 
fatigue in the Uboiioas work ol his niniitry, 
he bucirae unnell on Easter Tuesday, on 
Ms ralurn from Chimberri. Fever rapidly 
iucrenseJ upon him. After tecelrlog all 
the riles of the Church, and joleing in the 
prayers for a departing soil withiarprliloit 
flrmnMs, be raised his eyes lowardi heann : 
then filing them on his cmeifix, with « 
MuntenaDce beaming with hope and joy, ha 
meekly died at .Annecy, 3 May, 1838, ML 
M, if " l/Ami d€ la RtUglon" slates it 
wrreetly.

This Irish Father, 
as I And in a letter of F. Thorpe, died sad- 
denly at Rome, 7 December, 1781 ; but I 
can gleat: no further particulars, and am al- 
most inclioed to suspect that this is the 
same person as F. Mac-Egan. 

Malone, William, a native of Dublin : 
enrolled himself at Rome, in 1606, amongst 
the children of St. Ignatius. After pursu- 
ing his studies in that city, and finish- 
inpr them in Portugal, he was ordered to the 
Irish Mission, to which, during nearly a 
quarter of a century, he rendered good ser- 
fice, by his splendid talents, apostolic zeal, 
and extraordinary prudence. Recalled from 
Dublin, where he was Superior of his Bre- 
thren, in the early part of the year 1635, to 
preside over the Irish College of St. Patricic 
at Rome, founded by Cardinal Ludovisl, he 
continued its Rector during the space of 
several years. Of his talents for Govern* 
ment, his brethren had formed the highest 
opinions. In a letter now before me, ad- 
dressed by Robert Nugent, Superior of the 
Irish Mission, to the General Vitelleschi, 
14 March, 1641, he earnestly conjures him 
'* not to yield to his petition of being re- 
leased from the Rectorship of the College, 
however painful such pre-eminence may be 
^that he knows no one at present quail- 
fled to succeed liiro in that office^— that there 
18 not one of his brethren so conversant with 
the state of this Kingdom and Mission — 
none so thoroughly acquainted with the 
character of the Irish youth as F. Malone.*' 
On 23 December, 1647, F. Malone was ap- 
pointed Superior of the Irish Mission in the 
place of the said F. Nugent. His superi- 
ority fell in most difficult times. 

In a letter dated Waterford, 15 March, 
1649, he says, how thankful he should be to 
be relieved from it— that the burthen was 
heavier on his shoalders than Mount ^tna, 
insomuch that he could say with the A- 
postle (2 Cor. i. S,) he *' was even weary 
of life." Naturally of a most placid dis- 
position, he found it impossible, during the 
period of the Interdict, to give satisfaction 
to the Party supporting the Nuncio, John 
Baptist Rinuecini* (t prelate ignorant of 
the country, and of very high pretensions), 
and the conflicting interests of the supreme 
Council at Kilkenny. During the siege of 
Waterford, he wa*s in the town : on its 
capture by the enemies of the Catholic 
Faith, he was apprehended and sent into 
banishment. On reaching Seville his talents

for government were put in requisition, as 
Rector of F. Gregory's College in that city. 
There he consummated his cottrse of useful-

F. Malone will always rank among the 
ablest Champions of Orthodoxy in that im- 
mortal work intitled " A RepUf to Mr. 
Jame$ Uthert His Ammere,** 4to. i6<7, 
pp. 717. It was printed at Douay ; but 
F. Southwell incorrectly fixes the date of 
publication to the year 1608. Tlie admira- 
ble dedication of the work to King Charles 
1. is abundant evidenoe of the Author's 
loyalty and undivided AUegiaoee, at well 
as of Ills Patriotism. Harris's notice of 
this truly learned work satisfies me, that he 
had never ventured to read it. See p. 130, 
Book I. Writers of Ireland. Dr. Synge, 
Archbishop of Tuam, and Dr. Joshoa 
Hoyle, would have eonsnlted their literary 
fame, had they not attempted to grapple 
with F. Malone. 

N.R. Holliogworth in his Chronicles of 
Manchester, p. 05, incorrectly says that F. 
W. Malone was the son of Simon Malooe^ 
and was born in Manchester, A. 159t. 

MA.NBY, Pbtbr, was in Portugal in the 
spring of 1714, and had applied, aslflod 
by F. Anthony Knoles's letter, dated firon 
itoss, 6 April, that year, to come over to 
serve the Irish Mission. 

Mbad, Robbrt. The first time that I 
meet with him is in the Lent of 1(171, wheo 
he gave Evening Instructions twice each 
week at Cork, and twice also at Kinstle. 
In a letter dated Waterford, Sft November. 
1604, he is described as well aoqutinted 
with the Irish language, living in a veiy 
desolate part of the country, and in great 
poverty ; Imt xealouk and fruitfully esp' 
ged in the work of the Ministry.

Recalled 
to the Irish Mission, he was appointed 
CbapSain to the Duke of Tyroonnell, Vice- 
roy of Ireland. He died in Dublin late in 
the year 1607, where he had been Superior 
of his Brethren. 

NiTTERTiLLB, RoBBRT. Thls fenerablo 
old man, rich in labors and merits, was 
dragged from his bed by the Parliamentary 
soldiers at Drogheda, 16 June, 1619, and so

NuoBNT, Dominic. The only notice I 
find of him is in a letter, dated Waterford, 
95 November, 1694. He was doing the 
duty of a Parish Priest, in a poor and 
miserable district, and labouring with great 
zeal and success. 

NuoBNT, Qerard ; After studying Phi- 
losophy *' extra Soeieiatem,'* joined the 
Order in 1639, and commenced a course of 
Theology at Liege in 1642. Seven years 
later I meet him at Wexford, and bearing 
the character of **' Vir vere prudens et 
religiosus,** 

Nugent, Nicholas. I meet with two 
Members of this name. The first was of a 
distinguished family, and trained to piety 
from bif cradle. It is said of him when a 
child, that hearing bis elder brother dis- 
coursing onee on the hideoasness and the 



enormity of a mortal tin» he eonceived 
such an horror and detestation of It, that 
during the subsequent coarse ot a long life, 
he never offended his God in a grievous 
matter. Going to Antwerp, he there stu- 
died the Belles Lettres and Philosophy, 
and took the degree of JUaster of Arts. 
Proceeding thenee to Rome, lie was a Pos- 
tulant for admission into the Soeiety. After 
two years probation, he was seat to Evora 
to study Theology. When qualified for the 
Mission in his native couairyy be was 
placed by Superiors about the year 1615 io 
Dublin, where he displayed the leal of aa 
Apostle. An imprisonment for the space 
of four years was the reward of his aerviees; 
but he was no sooner disoharged, tlian he 
resumed his MissioDarjr fimetioiiB with 
greater fervoart I find him in Oaiway ia

Oporto, where he ooetiniied to promote the 
interests of Religion by his ta&eeta, and to 
edify all that approached Ub by bia baMl- 
lity and sanetity.

O LIU 00, J OH IV. Thti natcoonnlabla 
name (Q. Lynch T) it given by F. Mat- 
thias Tinner, p. 347. " Confeaton of tha 
Society of Jeius," loan Irish Father wbo 
died a victim of eliaKly In tileadlng per- 
sons itlacked witb tbe plague of Llibon, in 
the Month of January, lfiS9. 

Patrick, Jahes, In Pere Verdter't 
Report of SO June, 1010, 1 find that F. 
Patrick was tlien abirat thirty years old, of 
which he had spent nearly ten In tha So- 
ciety, and was Iben flllEng tht oAoe of 
Pror:uri(or lo hli Brethren In Galway. 
Heia meuiloned as being dead, in a letter 
dated 91 Novembtr, 1694. 

Pat a ICE, Mai;bice. Tbli Father It 
mentioned in * letter bearing dite Limariek, 
Si February. 1M8. 

Pluhkit, Hinbt, [or ■■ his tstteit 
tpell the uame PluttqutlJ was born towarda 
the close of lbs sixteenth century. He 
was sent hy Ills superior of the Iriih Mil- 
lion, F. Robert Nugent, at the desira of tba 
confederated Chiefs, to Betglum and Rome, 
to represent the persecution of ths Catholto 
Religion, aud the impoTerlthed state of lh« 
country. During the Interdict he was Su- 
per loi of his Brethren al Kilkenny, and 
was nclually living there in the summer ot 
1619. 

PrUHiBT PSTBB. born In frpTand ; after 
flnlihlng all his tcholastie studies with re- 
pnlalion, he was aggreitated to the Roman 
Province, and was involved In the general 
desirnction of ths Sooiety In I77S. In a 
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letter of F. John Thorpe, dated Rome 7 
July, 1780, I read '* that from the fatal 
period of the suppression, F. Plunkett had 
always resided in Tuscany, and chiefly at 
Leghorn, where he is now a valetudinarian, 
under an asthma and other infirmities. For 
some time lie was Professor of Controversy 
and Morals in a cliair established at Leg' 
horn by the Grand Duke." To the sur- 
prise of his friends the venerable Fattier was 
still living at Leghorn in the Spring of 
1804. There he d:ed. 

Plunkett, Thomas. Began his Novice- 
ship at Kilkenny. After taking the simple 
Vows, he was sent, as I find in F. John 
Young's letter, dated Gal way, April 20, 
1660, with Daniel Dowgan, ur Dugan, to 
the Province of Aquitaine, to study Theo- 
logy. From that time until the announce- 
ment of his death in Dublin, 26 February, 
1697, 1 can learn nothing of his Biography. 
Plunkett, William. His Superior, F. 
Stephen Rice, sent hiro from Ulster to 
Rome in 1671, where 1 lose all traces of 
him. 

PoviER, Edmund, was born 3 May, 
1734, (another catalogue incorrectly says 
1736.) and entered the Novitiate at Watten 
7 September, 1754. For several years he 
served the Mission in England. His letter 
now before me, dated Weston, March 14 
1769, proves, that he had then been Chap- 
lain there, at the very least two years, and 
that he was, with the permission of his 
Provincial, F. EUior, preparing to visit 
his Father in Ireland, He died in France 
March, 1799. 

Power, Jambs, was born in Ireland 27 
March, 1725; joined the Order in 1742, 
and was admitted to the Profession ot the 
Four Vows in 1760. This hlghly-gifted 
scholar and very profonnd Mathematician, 
had taught Philosophy, &c. in France; 
but retiring to tiie English College, at Liege, 
died theie ll March, 1788. 

Power, Paul. All that I can glean of 
this Father is, that he was appointed by 
Bishop Egao, successor to F. John St. 
Leger, in the administration of the United 
Parishes ^of St. Patrick and St. Olave, 
Waterford, 15 November, 1783, and con- 
tinued in the faithful exercise of that charge 
until his happy death, 22 February, 1795. 
Jio inscription covers his remains. It is 
painful to the compiler of these notes to be 
able to offer so little information ; but he 
hopes to sharpen the industry aod zeal of 
others. His object is merely to gather up 
the fragments that lemain, that nothing be 
lost. 

Preston, Edmund, was born at Gor- 
manston Castle, 14 February, 1808 ; and 
was educated at Stonyhur^t. This devout 
Scholastic died of a decline at Brookfield 
House, West Teignmouth, Devon, on Sun*- 
day Morning, 24 September, 1826. A sar* 
cophagus tomb on the north side of West 
Teignmouth church-yard, near the entrance 



gate, incloses hie remains, and there I co- 
pied the following inscription : — 

SACRED 
To the Memory of the Honorable 

Edmund Preston, 

(Sixth son of the Right Hon. Lord 

Viscount Gnrmanston, of Oormanston 

Castle, County ot Meath, Ireland,) 

Who died at Teignmouth, 86 Sept. 1820, 

in the nineteeih year of his age. 

PuRCELL. JoH N, was an active Missionary 

in Dublin in the autumn of 1618. At the 

end of February following I find that he had 

become an Invalid ; hot he was still living 

in that city in the summer of 1649, infirmm 

taleludinit etjam tenior. 

Punch, Nicholas. Pere Verdier io 
his Report, dated 24 June 1649* describes 
him as being al>out 47 years of age — that 
he embraced the Institute of St. Ignatiaa 
after his promotion to the Priesthood, and 
that he had been 19 years in tlie Society, 
that he was procurator of his Brethren at 
Limerick, and gave general satisfaction, 
and that he was truly a hamble man and of 
perfect candour. 

Quembrford, Jambs, ( in Latin, Como- 
forthius, Gomofortos, Comoforteios, ) of 
Waterford. I have seen a letter of this 
Father written from Madrid, 28 September, 
1607, to his Rev. Brother Richard, S.J. 
at Rome. Amongst other things he says, 
** here I am yet in Court with F. Archer, 
with matters of the Seminarie : we havs 
many sutes in hand, and goe verie slowe m 
all. Commendations to all andchieflie unto 
iny good and well remembered brother Tbo- 
mas Quemerford." In a letter of F.Robert 
Nugent, dated 20 July, 1640, he informt 
the General Vitelleschi, that F. James bad 
died at Waterford on the 8th insUnt, **pu 
ut vixit "^that he had laboured diligently 
in the Irish Mission for ten y«are, aiMlhad 
passed 89 years in the Society.* 

Quemerford, Nicholas, of Waterford, 
educated at Oxford, where he took Ids de- 
gree of Arts in 1562. Anthony Wood, 
(according to Harris, p. 96, writers of Ire- 
land, but I cannot verify the passage) ssys, 
that after spending four years in diat 
University he returned to Ireland and toolL 
Orders. Repairing to Louvaln, he wu 
promoted to the degree of D. D. 23 Jone, 
1576, on which occasion his conntrynaD 
Peter Lombard, who ranked " Primm 
Unirersilatis** wrote " Carmen Hertnctm 
in Doctoratum Nichoiai Quemer/ordU" 
p. 2i9, vol. I. Athena. Ozon. Afterwards 
he became a Jesuit and died in Spain. He 
wrote in English a learned discouise io- 
titled ^* Answers to eerlain Qmutiani 
propounded by the citizens <^f Waterford'* 
also ** ikrmonM'* and other works.*'

•laeo diod at Watcrford f. Tbonat Coara- 
fDricliUf formorlf edacated it Boma. Tho 
■aal aad learoing he tcqalred tbara ba 
aiereitad hare with great profit : lie dlad« 
holllf ai lie hid lived, to the great regret 
of all oar Brethren aod of all who knew 
him." 

QuiN, Jambs, born 15 September, 1098. 
On 7 September, 1717, he eutered the No- 
Titiate : was admitied to the rank of a 
Professed Father, 10 June, 1735, in Mary- 
lanO, and died in that Mission, 27 Novem- 
ber, 1745. 

QuiM, Thomas. This worthy Jesuit 
was stationed in Dublin in 1642. in a 
letter of P. Robert Nugent, dated Mapapia, 
(Waterford.) iO October, 1042, he speaks 
highly of his uniemitiing zeal and chaiity 
—that he was a source of c> m(ort to the 
afflicted citueos — that he was all to all — 
that he assumed occasionally the military 
uniform, i.ow the habit ol the geniry. occa- 
sionally the dress of a peasant, to elude 
Puritan vigilance, and to introduce himself 
into Catholic houses. Fere Verdier, in the 
course of his visitation rcarly seven years 
later, could not get access to the metropolis, 
but states the general opinion of F. Quin's 
invaluable services as a Missionary. I 
have seen a brief report of his, written 
when Superior of the Mission, on tite con- 
dition of the Irish Catholics In 1668 aud 
1050. Three years later he was at Nants, 
ivhence he removed to St. Maio. He died 
7 August. 1 663. -See also pp. 677— HWJ of 
the Hibernia Dominicana, 

Katterv, Thomas. All that lean gn- 
ther of (he iiistoiy of this good Father is 
from a letter ot liis Superior F. Thomas 
Liwndy, dated ex Hibernia, ^d February, 
1625. **lt has pleased the Divine Mercy 
to call to himself from this mortal life, on 
the ftast ot the Purification of the B. V. 
Mar}, F. Thomas Uaughtery, a man of un- 
blemished puiity, in our opinion. 8uch was 
the general estimation ot his sanctity, that 
peisons of the highestt distinction contended 
with each other tor the honour of tearing 
his corpse to ihe grave — all were anxious to 
obtain some memorial of him. This fattier 
wassofutl othua.ility, that he deemed him- 
self totally unworthy of being admitted 
into the Society ot Jesus ; insomuch, that 
for seveial years he did not venture to dis- 
cover his vocation* After my arrival here, 
(he had known me when 1 was a young 
man studying Philosophy in France) he 
took couiage and explained hU wishes to 
me« I could not hesitate, knowing his vir- 
tue and progress in learning, &c. to accept 
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tba CaU ileal ioairauMMf of yaalL. 

Bbda.., * BTBK, aaatita of Alaathi» Jolaad 
the Society at Saiamanea, im 1088, Warn 
aareral yaara he vat Raotar of tW kiah 
College IB that city, «ba«a ha diad lai Aa*. 
gust, 1651, ml. 44, iaaviiig kahiod blm tli» 
reputatioa of a good Religloai, aod an ax* 
celleni Greek aad Hebrew Scholar, Tha 
first volume of his Commantary on tha 
Books of the Maccabees was pubttshed !■ 
folio at Lyons, in the year 1051, Tha sa* 
cond volume, ready for the Preas, was in 
the College Liliraiy at Salamanca, when 
Father N. Souihwell edited the BibUothaoa 
tSciiptorum, S.J. in 1670. 

Heilly, Daniel, was in thaNovltiala at 
Kilkenny when Pere Verdier made his ra» 
port, 24 June. 1649. 

UiCB, Stephbn, began his Noviceakip at 
Kilkenny, aod in the sequel became a lead- 
ing man amongst his Breikren. Tba Veaa- 
rable Primate Archbishop Flunkett, of glo* 
rious memory,* in a letter addressed from 
Dublin 92 November, 1672, to tba Geoersl 
S. J. Father John P. Ollva, extols Fathar 
Hice, then Superior ol hih brethren, for his 
learning, disinterested and indeAitigabla 
zeal, feivid eloquence, remarkable discretion, 
and profound leligious virtue; he adds, that 
this good Father has all the modest diffidenca 
of a Novice, that he is a true son of St. 
Ignatius, and full of tha spirit of the in* 
stitute. This saintly primate had founded a 
Residence for the Father in Diogheda, alias 
O Dearth als Pontana; and in their School 
he says were 150 Pupils, besides forty Pro- 
testant young Gentlemen that altendtd the 
Classes. In a second letter to tha same, 
dated Armagh, 80 January, 1073, the 
worthy Archbishop repeated his unqualified 
commendation of ihia meritorious F. HIa 
Grace of Dublin, Archbishop Peter Tal- 
bot, held him in no less esteem. We have 
this Rev. Superior's well written report of 
the Irish Mission of the Society, from the 
yeai 1009 to 16 July, 1676, and which 
has furnished several details for these bio- 
graphical Sketches. I find by a letter 
dated Poictiers, 90 May. 1607, that ha was 
thus recommended by its Hector, F. Kelly, 
to the Gkoeral Gonzales, to lesome the 
Government of his Brethren in Ireland ; 
*' Rev. Father Stephen Riee. who, about 
20 years since, was Superior of the Mission, 
appears to me eminently qualified to fill that

How Urue is the remark, that " Calumny apraad, 
no matter how, will frequently prove an overmatoh 
for candour, truth, ana Inaocence, unlit time has 
applied his TottChaloea* aad proved Ihe ttflsptr of 
the Metal" I 
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office agaio, nnlegs bis age and strength 
may incapacitate him for the labour." 
When the good old roan descended into the 
tomb, I have enquired in vain. 

HocHB, Cornelius. All that I ferret 
out, is his existence in the early part of the 
17th century in Spain. 

RocHPORD, Charles. This Fatlier was 
at Youghall, in 1577. 

KocHFORD, Robert, is mentioned with 
honour in the Epistle Dedicatory of Father 
Fitzsimon's Treatise on the mass, printed 
in 1611. In a letter of Father Edmund 
Tanner, dated Corlc, 11 October, 1577,1 
read, ** Rev. Father Charles and Master 
Robert Roehford spread on every side the 
sweetest odour of the Institute of the So- 
ciety of Jesus. They keep a school in the 
town of Youghall, in the Diocess of Cork, 
Munster: their auditors and the towns- 
people are daily trained in the Christian 
doctrine, and the frequentation of the 
Sacraments and good Morals, as well as 
the miserable circumstances of the times 
will permit, hut not without molestation ; 
yet God gives them perseverance and great 
benefit to their Hearers." 

•Ryan, O' George, of Kerry. This 
Scholastic died at Novara, 14 November, 
1834, St. 23, Soc. 4. *« Piam Icdtus animam 
reponat Sedibus Chrittus,'* 

Ktan, Thomas, was Superior in Dublin, 
in the early part of Charles the Second's 
reign, and had the reputation of being an 
able Divine. It Is painful to be unable to 
follow up the history of this Rev. Father. 

Ryan, WiLLiAtf, was fellow Novice 
with Father Stephen Rice, and I think 
aucceeded him in the government of the 
Irish Mission. Whilst Superior he was 
arrested towards the end of October, 1678, 
and kept in close custody, on suspicion of 
being concerned in Oates's Conspiracy: 
but his innocence appeared so manifest to 
the Viceroy and Privy Council, that he 
was most honourably acquitted and set at 
liberty. A letter written by him, and dated 
80 May, 1679, announces his safe arrival 
at Poictiers the day before. He adds that 
his Grace the Archbishop of Dublin, and 
his brother, Richard Talbot, with the son 
of Viscount Mountgaret, still remained close 
prisoners. He mentions the Proclamation 
of the Viceroy, issued last October, for the 
departure of all the Catholic Bishops and 
Regular Clergy from the realm of Ireland, 
as also the recent Reward offered of 10/. 
English for the apprehension of every 
Bishop and Jesuit, and of 6/. for every 
Abbot or other Regular so apprehended. 
On6 July, 1679, Father Ignatius Brown 
recommended Father William Ryan for the 
Rectorship of the new College at Poictiers ; 
but further I cannot trace him. 

Sall, A father of this name 

had died at Cashell before the year 1649 ; 
his aged sister was living in his house 
with the two Fathers of the Society, when 
Pere Verdier visited that City. 



N.B. There was another F. (Andrew) 
Sallt perhaps Uncle to the AposUte Father 
of the same name. That he was Superior 
of his B.B. in 1668, is certain; but I can- 
not fix his death. 

• Sakazen, George. This Temporal 
Coadjutor is reported by Pere Verdier to be 
a good Religious man and a very ingemoos 
person. He had been a Pri ater, and coo- 
ducted the press at Kilkenny. 

Savage, Matthias, waa bom in Dublin, 
2 JanuHiy, 1711, and entered the Society in 
the Province of Upper Germany, 12 Sep- 
tember, 1731 ; he returned as a Missions^ 
to Ireland in 1741, and was admitted to 
the Profession of the Four Vows, 2 February, 
1752. His station was Waterford : but 
the date of his death I have not been able 
to recover. 

St. Legbr, John (Saliogeras, Uncle to 
FF. Robert St. Legcr, D. D. and Victr 
Apostolic of Calcutta, and his brother 
F. John St. Leger) born at Waterford, 
23 August, 1718; entered the Society ia 
the Province of Thouloose, 25 April, 1739, 
and came to the Irish Mission thirteen 
years later. Wiib the assiatance of his 
Irish friends in Spain, he built at Waterford 
a Chapel for the Residence of the Society, 
and a good dwelling House. It was called 
St. Patrick's. For about 81 years he hid 
the charge of the united Parishes there of 
St. Patrick and St. Olave« aad certainly 
died there between 22 May, I78S. (the 
last dale in his handwriting to be diseovered 
in his Register) and 15 November that year, 
when his friend F. Paul Power was appoia- 
ted to succeed him. An old person, still 
livii g, informed Rev. John Shehan, tbRt be 
died universally lamented,-»that, wiiboat 
recollecting the precise date, he was present 
at the Funeral, and that his ioipression wu, 
there was never so large an asacmhlage of 
people in Waterford upon any occasloB 
before or since. At the Suppression of the 
Order, Dr. William Egan, then Bishop of 
the Diocese, declared it a Parish Church, 
and appointed F. St. Leger iu first Partfl 
Priest and F. Paul Power his associate. Ta 
this day, the memory of these holy Meois 
in benediction. To the eredlt of the Bi- 
shops of Waterford, let it lie remembered 
that whilst an £x- Jesuit was living, ao 
other was appointed Parish Priest of St. 
Patrick's. 

St. Legsr, RoBBRTy D.D. bore at 
Waterford 8 February, 1788, studied Hi* 
manities at Stonyhurst, Joined the Novioef 
at llodder? September, 1807: finished the 
higher studies in Sicily where he was o^ 
dained Priest, After rendering valoaUi 
service to the Irish Missloo* and whilst 
filling the office of Vice-Proviacial (trm 
September 1830 to 1834,) he was appoioie' 
by the Holy See V. A. of Caleatti. 
Sailing in the Coromandel on Saturday 9i 
May, 1884, he reaebed his desUnatioa ? 
October following. Oa4 Jenwuy iM 
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tlion from tba oLMMTtuvo oi ntaj ^rdkaMi 
and dayi of Faiti ■nd alutiiimioe, and 
▼lyoroasly eoforced iKe daty of Sabmiuloo 
to the Holy See, against the praientions of 
Fr£ Maooel de Ato Maria, aetiag Bishop 
ofSt.Thoa. la Melitpore. Rerarning to 
Ireland three yesrs later. Dr. John Lewis 
Taberd, Bishop of Istaropolis, and theeziled 
V. A. ofCoehin China, was iharged by 
Hm Holy See, In NoTember, 1838, to pre* 
side ofor Ihe Vicariat of Bengal. 

St. Ligbr William. The Itt time 
that I meet with him is in a letter written 
by him from his native place, Kilkenny, 3 
January, 1646-7, wherein he speaks in the 
highest terms of the merits of Peter Francis 
Scarampi, the Oratorian. and Envoy of the 
Holy See to the Irish Nation. Pere Ver- 
dier found him two years later saperior of 
the College at Kilkenny. When that City 
was taken, he removed to Galway. In 
1651, thesuccess of the Puritan faction com- 
pelled him to seek safety in flight. Re. 
tiring to Coropostella, he ended his days in 
peace, 9 June, 1665, aet. 66. we have from 
his pen the Life of Thomas Walsh, Arch- 
bishop of Cashell, 4to. Antwerp, 1655, 
who died at Coinpostella. 

Sboratis, CiiRisToPHEn,^ was one of 
the ii^xamineis of the MS. work of Father 
Stephen White,-* De Sanctis et AntiquitaU 
Hilernice,'* as I fiud in Father Robert Nu- 
gent's letter, dated Kilkenny, 10 January, 
1646-7. Two years later, he was the Pro- 
curator of the Novitiate at Kilkenny. There 
Pere Verdier saw this Profe-^sed Father, 
and states that he was about 45 years of age 
and ** vir oplimi judicii. What became 
of him later, I have yet to learn. 

N. B. A gentleman of the name of Patrick 
Segrave, had been a special benefactor to 
the Irish Mission of the Order, as I find in a 
letter of F. Holiwood, dated 30 June. 1606. 

Shea, John. Of whom I find mention 
in Father Holiwood's letter, 30 June. 1604. 
He had left him at Paris, studying Theology, 
and wishes much to have him for the Irish 
Mission. 

*Shea, William, a mostpromisingScho- 
lasiic, who died at Clongowes- wood, 4 April, 
1819. Soc. 9. 

Shea, Simon, of Leinster, was born 18 
May, 1706, joined the Order in the Province 
of he?ille, 2^ January, 1726: and com- 
menced his Missionary career in Ireland 
twelve years later. He was Professed 17 
March, 1742. Waterford was the theatre 
of bis zeal, where he was admired as a 
good Preacher. He was living in 1755. 

Shelton, Richard. In a letter of Fa-

Shbrlock, Paul,* was bom at Water* 
ford, 14 Aogast, 1695. Well grounded in 
Classical Literature, he entered himself in 
the Irish College at Salamanca, in 1618, 
and on 20 September the same year, enlisted 
under the banner of St. Ignatius. As a 
Theologian he attained to the highest repu- 
tation ; for his ability in governing he was 
equally distinguished ; and for the long 
period of 20 years, during which he was 
Rector at Salamanca and Compostella, he 
secured the esteem and attachment of his 
Brethren and Subjects. Application was 
made to the General of the Order on Tarious 
occasions by F. Robert Nugent, the Su- 
perior of the Irish Mission, that hisserTioei 
might be confined to his native country ; 
but, under the circumstances, it was judged 
expedient to continue F. Sherlock In Spain, 
and at Salamanca he terminated his useful 
career, 9 August, 1616. Gifted with talents 
of the first Order, and indefatigable in la- 
bor, he would have left numerous eTidenoes 
of his genuls and erudition, if his constitn« 
tion had been stronger, or his life more ex* 
tendevi ; still we had from his pen,

On the 
night of his happy departure, being asked, 
if there was anything he wanted ? he re- 
plied, looking up to heaven, ** What can I 
want, but to be united to my Lord and 
Saviour Jesus Christ 1 " 

Shine, John. This zealous young Fa- 
ther ( for he was ordained Priest but at 
Pentecost 1822) was cut off in the flower 
of usefulness by cholera, in Dublin, on Sun- 
day 3 August, 1834, at. 48, Soc, 25. He 
bad remained in the Confessional, busily 
engaged until 10 o'clock of the preceding 
night ! His remains were deposited In the 
Cemetery of Glasnevin. Amongst his bre-

Shinb, Thomas, reached Ireland from 
Spain with F. Evarard before the end of 
1607. 

Stafpord» Bernard, ( his true name 
Diaa Ca8»id^f} he was born in Ireland, 
daring the month of December, 1713. At 
the age of 92 he entered the Novitiate at 
Wattea ; and was admitted to the Profes- 
sion of the Four Vows in London in 1763. 
For some time he resided at Thame Park, 
wbeie he died II June, 1778i. His services 
on the Mission well deserve remembrance 
and imitation. 

Staniburst, William, of Irish parents, 
but was actually born at Brussels There 
ha ehiefly resided, and for 25 years was a 
zealous preacher in the English and Dutch 
languages. Full of modesty, charity, and 
tender piety, he was the delight of his 
Brethren, and the grace and ornament of 
Religion. He died 10 January, 1663, et. 
6I.S0C. 43. 

He has left at monuments of his piety 
and industry.

Patrick 
Strong, a prudeot man, to reside there, to 
be the conveyer to and fro of our oorres- 
pjiideuce." In a letter of 80 June, 1606, 
he luf rms F. George Duraa thai Mr. 
Strong bad returned from fiourdeuiz, aui 
that but three days agv he waa nearly esp- 
tured in the streets of DuUin, wbllat unad- 
visedly walkiag la the day time. 

Sullivan, O'THABJSua. Pece Verdier, 
80 often mentioned, found thie Frafeeitd 
Father at Waterford, end atataa thai he 
was about 55 years ot age. ; that be wis 
eminent for virtue, leacnuig moA nobility ; 
that ha posseased taleata for biiafiieaa and 
Pulpit Oratory : that he waa a deacendaat 
of the ancient Irish; that he had few 
equals ; and that he ought to be proiMted 
to the rank of Superior of hie breihrea, or 
CoDsultor of the Mission.

Talbot, Nicholas. All that I caa 
recover of his history is froaa a letter af F.

F. Nicholas Talbot haa not aa yol quitted the 
shores of Ireland ; that by reason of his d^ 
dining strength (for be ia paat 60,) beap^ 
pears unequal to the fatigue of iravelling, aad 
to the labours of a College life Ahsoad; tbst 
his bail, wkto are anawerebW to the Qowero- 
roent for his departure, are nUllog that hs 
should remain quietely auovg hie fiicnda, 
and attend to the improrement ot hiaheilUi.

Thalt, Qugh; This polite scholar and 
exoelletit instructor of youth, died in the 
Irish College Of Tolctiers, 18 September, 
1711, at. 78. He had labored in the Irish 
Mission for 24 years, and for some time 
had been employed in* the vineyard of Soot- 
land. For the last eight years of his life, 
God was plcMtsed to vibit him with total 
blindlkJBBs ; but; like another ToblM* he ex- 
hlliited per&^t patience and resignation. 

ToBiN, Jambs,' was an edifying I^ovice at 
Kilkenny in 1649. On the following year 
he was drafted with his brethren through 
the houses of the Society on the continent, 
where he vanishes from my pursuit. 

Ttrbr, Francis. At the age of 15 he 
joined the Society. After filling the office 
of Superior at Waterford, he was stationed 
•t Cork, where Fere Verdier met him early 
in 1640. He reports him to be an eminent 
Preacher, very prudent and learned, and 
sealous for religious discipline. He was 
living in Ireland, J5 June, J650; but after 
that date I can trace him no longer. 

UsHZB, JpHN, This Father was living 
in the early part of 1640, at Kilkenny : he 
was then S6 years old, of which he had 
spent 18 years in the Society. He was 
•etdally teaching Rhetorick. He was still 
living in the winter of 1663. 

UsHBR, Stbphbn. With regret I have 
to admit that 1 haVe barely recovered his 
Dame. 

Wadding, Ltjkb, (brother to F. Peter 
Wadding) wa« a native of Waterford, and 
of a Family fruitful in great men. F. Luke 
was living at Salamanca, and his brother 
Peter in Bohemia, in the year 1642. On 
t4 April, that year, the Superior of the 



Irish^isaion, F. Robert Nagent, applied 
to the General Vitelleschi for tna benefit of 
their services at home. In a letter of 88 
February; 1043, he repealed his anxious 
wish for their return, **in Blistione hoe 
omnino neeettarii eunt ; ** bat It If cer- 
tain that the petition could not be granted. 
WADDI^G, PbtbRi S. T. D. bom in 
Waterford, A. D. 1580; at the ag» of 21 
entered the Novitiate at Tonmay. Several 
Universities were proud of numbering hin 
amongst their Professors ; but his prodi- 
gious learning was eclipsed by the iplen- 
dourofhis virtnes. He died at Gtats. 18 
September, 1644, Under a borrowed name 
he published « Carmina Varia^*' ** TVae- 
tatuM aliquot contra Heretieoc.** Under 
his own name he wrote a Iiatin Treatise 
to refute the Pamphlet endtled *' FtageUum 
JetuUieum:* 4to. Nigra, 1684. *' Trada^ 
tuM de Inearnatione'* 4to. Antwerp, 1686, 
pp. 656. Also a Lstio Oration at the in- 
auguration of Ferdinand III. at Prague, in 
1636. His Treatise. '* De Cantractikutt" 
4to. was printed at Oral s, the year after 
bis death. 

Wale, Thomas. He wai couain of the 
FF. Quemerford, and I find left Spain for 
Rome, about Michaelmaa, 1607. 

Walk, Walter. Thli veiierable Irish 
Father for nearly half a centnrjr ealtivated 
the vineyard in Ireland. His uaefal mt- 
vices to society at large, eitorted the pralie 
of his persecutors ; even the JadgSss at 
circuit have honestly confissaed that he and 
his uncle, F. Barnaby Kearney, were mora 
instrumental in preventing and pnttlng dovi 
robbery, and in maiotaining the pabtie 
tranquillity, than all the Coorti or Law. 
This Apostolie Father and true Patriot, 
ever severe to bimseir, bat all patlenea, 
condescension, and meekneaa towvrdeotberi, 
died at Oashell, prope oeiogenariui, 6 
April, 1646. 

Walls, Jambs, retnrned to Ireland from 
Spain with a broken constltation, and after 
a few years service, died la Novessber, 
1640. F. Robert Nugent, iii % letter of 92 
November, that year, eulogizes this Father 
for his integrity, learning, and seal. 

Walsh, James, was living at Waterford 
in 1640. Pere Verdier deecribea lilm ai 
being 83 years of age, of good ebllitiea, of 
perfect eandoor, and a lover of Reilgloai 
Discipline. On 3 June, 1690. thia Apos- 
tolic Father fell a vletim of diarity In at- 
tending persons infected Willi the plageOi 
when pestilence ravaged that City.

All that I ean glean of 
him is from a letter of F. John Yonng, 
written fron the Irish College at Rome, fO 
October, IdSt, in which he states that F. 
Peter White was then the Rector of the 
Irish College at Seville. 

White, Stkphfn. This Irish Father 
deserves a fuller euloglum than I am able to 
supply. He was the author of some histo- 
rical pieces relating to Ireland, in confutation 
of the assertions of Oiraldus CambrensiM. 
The Rev. John Lynch, who bad the custody 
of this valasble MS, mentions it in Chapter 
I. and XlV.ofhis '^CambrentisEvertut," 
printed in 1662, and expresses his deep re- 
gret that a considerable part of it was lost 
during the Civil Wars, Archbishop Usher, 
an excellent judge of these matters, in p. 
400 of his Primordia, gives F. While the 
character of being '* a man of exquisite 
knowledge in the Antiquities, not only of 
Ireland, but also of other nations. *' In a 
letter of F. Robert Nugent, Superior of his 
brethren in Ireland, and addressed from 
Kilkenny, 10 January, 1616, to F.Charles 
Sangri, I read what follows. 

'* I have given the commission to four of 
our Fathers diligently to examine the works 
of F. Stephen White, and to forward their 
judgment to your paternity, conformably to 
the directions you have recently sent os. 
His works are various, and as our Fathers 
live in places very distant from each other, 
and notwithstanding the most Reverend Bi- 
shops, (who are ready to defray the expen- 
ses of the printing,) as also the supreme 
Council very earnestly insist, that a certain 
work of his, *• Dc sanetia et Antiquiiaie 
IbernuB^ be instantly sent to the Press, I 
find it difficult and next to impossible to 
resist their reasonable demand, since tlie 
Manuscript itself has been perused by seve- 
ral amongst them, and has l)een pronounced 
not only worthy of been printed, but highly 
necessary for the credit and advantage of 
this Kingdom. Therefore I have written 
again to the Examiners, that each would pri- 
vately report their opinion on this work as 
soon as possible to your Paternity ; though 
all in their letters to me greatly extol it, 
and declare it most worthy to issue from 
the Press. But 1 am unwilling to allow 
any work to be printed that can give jast 
cause of offences to any person : and yet 
here is less cause of apprehension in this

Whitb, Thomas. The ooiy occasion 
that I find this Father mentioned is in a 
letter of 23 Aagust, 1607.

F. Fitzsimon, in the 
Preface to his Treatise on the Mass , printed 
in 161 ]( mentions him. 

WouLFB, David, had been Chaplain to 
James Maurice Desmond de Gerald inis, as 
1 find from that nobleman's letter, dated 
from St. Malo, 81 January, 1576.

Young, John. For thirty years this 
apostolic man devoted himself to the Irish 
Mission. The Counties of Cork, Water- 
ford, and Gal way, where the principal thea- 
tres of bis labours. We learn from p. 871 
of Tanner's Lives of the Confessors of the 
Society of Jesus, that this good Father fre- 
quently contrived, during the rage of perse- 
cation, to penetrate into the houses of the 
Catholics, in the disguise of a Miller. His 
spirit of discretion and experience, his emi- 
nence as a Preacher, his profound learning, 
his solid interior virtue, recommended 
him as the fittest person amongst his 
Brethren to lay the foundation of the 
Novitiate at Kilkenny ; and no wonder, 
that under so great a master of Spiri- 
tual life, suck Ornaments to their Coun- 
try and Luminaries of Religion as F F« 
Stephen Kice, William Ryan, &c. &c. 
should have come forth. Pere Verdier re- 
ported him in 1649, to the General of the 
Order, as *' Vir omnium Religiosarum 
virtuium genere insignU, et eoneionator 
tgregiua,** Obliged by the successful ad- 
vance of the Parliamentary forces to remove 
his interesting Establishment from Kilken- 
ny, he conducted it to the Town of Gal- 
way ; but thence also he was compelled to 
emigrate with them to the Continent, where 
he saw himself under the necessity of draft- 
ing these dear children in various bouses of 
the Society. Retiring to Rome, he pre- 
sided over the Irish College there for eight 
years, and was reward^ wiib a happy 
death in that City, 13 July, 1664, at. 76, 
as I find it written under his beautifully 
engraved Portrait. 



A few original letters of this merltorioot 
and saintly Father are still extant : some 
Extracts may afford pleasure to the reader. 

I. Dated from Kilkenny, 80 January, 
1647, O. S. ** Our long expected Superior, 
P. M alone, by the blesaing of God, is at 
last arrived. His coming was indeed wel- 
comed by all ; bat, above all, by me, who 
who have been aastaloing the doable bar- 
then of the Novitiate and tlia Mission. 
Now, blessed be God, I am relieved of the 
care of superintending the Mtsalon. Wiih 
regard to the Novitiate, we have eleveo 
Novices, of whom four ere Prieeta, six are 
Scholastics, and one a Temporml Coadjator. 
Domestic discipline end regalar observaoes 
proceed in dae course, es I flatter myself. 
I do trust in the Lord, tliet they will not 
degenerate from the prloiitive aplrit of <mr 
Fathers. They are trained in the simplleity 
of obedience, in the despiaing of tbeouelves 
and the World, in subduing their paarioBS, 
renouncing self-will, in tiie practice of 
poferty, in the candid andnnreaerved mani- 
festation of conscience, in inward eoaver- 
sation and familiarity with Gh>d : and of 
these things, praise lie to Ood, tbey srs 
very capable and most eager. Noihiog is 
omitted which the Rules preaerllie for their 
formation in the spirit of tlia Society of 
Jesus." 

The second is dated from Killcenny, SO 
June, 1648. '* The Letters of year lUr. 
Paternity, bearhig date 94 Aagoat, I6ff, 
did not reach me antil tho 93rd of lart 
month. Never since the meanory of an 
have the affairs of this kingdom been fai t 
more turbulent state than at present, bf 
reason of the discord now prevailing bi- 
tween the Supreme Counml and the Nia- 
cio.** He then states that the SspiSM 
Council, in consequenoe of severe rsfim 
of fortune during the CSampaign, aid iki 
great want of ways and neans, M 
concluded a Treaty for six sosiki 
with Inchinquln, the General of the Bos- 
my's forces: that seme of tlia Coadltloai 
were judged unfavoarable to EacJeslHtiBd 
rights by the Nuncio, who signiiod Ui 
utter disapprobation, and Ihreatcoed u 
interdict, unless the Trnee was reeaUel 
within the space of nine days ; that tie 
Supreme Couucil appealed to tlie Holy Sei ; 
but notwithstanding saeh appaal, tlie Nas* 
cio had proceeded to carry nis threat isn 
execution ; and that eonfosion aad lb 
worst species of elvil liostilidse wars ah 
gendered between the partlsa. En tliis aii 
other letters, dated from Kilkenny, 31 Jk- 
cember. 1648, 8 Febroary, 1649, 9t Jan, 
1649, he enters into many details rehiivr 
to the history of this sad and •ventfol psriii 
and gives proof of his own qalet and aid 
spirit, of his tender regard for eiiarity tf' 
the interests of Beltglon.

Luke iili. This responsible oRUe he 
filled, to Ihe general saiieraclion, natil 
1S43, when he was nominated lo the Reo- 
loiship of the Seminary. Here this belOTed 
and respected Superior, who had before ex- 
perienced much suffering from diieased 
Lirer and Lungs, was seiKdwllh spismo- 
Oie efleclion, on the night of £0 Uctober, 
1B14, but went tha next day (Thursday) 
to Hodder 10 give meditations lo Ihe ein- 
eitants. On Ihe Friday, 1 NoTembet, Ihe 
Petst of All Saints, ha celebrated Holf 
Mass. As he appeared to be getting woite, 
the best Medical Advice was called in, and 
a remoTal from the Seminary to the quiet 
and ccavenient Infirmary of the College was 
judged eipedlent. But here tl^e humility of 
Ihe Father was exhibited ; on entering thia 
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lafirmary he begged that the wont ofefery 
thing might be given to him. No one 
could approach him without being edified 
with his gentle patience and ctlm resigna- 
tion. The whole community joined in 
earnest supplications to Heaven for the pro- 
longation of his valuable life ; but his com- 
plaint had now baffled all the power and 
skill of medicine ; and his hoar of reeom- 
pence was come. We give the closing 
scene of this dying saint from the pen of an 
eye witness. ** F. Brownbill departed this 
life on Monday night, ( 18 Nov. ) at half 
past 10, in the sweet odour of sanctity, full 
of Faith, Hope, and Charity, marking his 
forehead, mouth and breast, in his last mo- 
ments, with the sign of the Cross, repeating 
the ever blessed Names of Jesus, Mary, and 
Joseph, with the Anima Christi, impart- 
ing ills last blessing to all present, viz., 
Fathers Harrow, Seagrave, Carroll, and 
Mann ; and Brothers Idle, Kerwick, Howe, 
and Scott." '*Ohl may the Writer of 
this, experience an end like his.** Eternal 
rest be to this precious Soul I Amen. 

Clifford, Waltbr, the sixth born son 
of Charles, the sixih Lord Clifford, (by bis 
Lady Elenora Mar} , the younger daughter 
of Henry, eighth Lord Arundell, of War- 
dour,) saw the light of day at Ug brooke, 
26 April, 1804. After completing his 
Academic Education at Stonyhnrst, he was 
sent to Rome, where he was admitted a 
Novice of the Society of Jesus, on I No- 
vember, 1823. Returning to Stony hurst, 
this amiable Religious defended the whole 
eourseof Theology, on 4 July, 1832, with 
great satisfaction to his Superiors, and no 
less credit to himself. On 19 September 
following, he was ordained Sabdeaoon in 
the Coliege Church by Bishop Penswick; 
Deacon on the following day ; and Priest 
on Saturday the 82nd of the same month 
and year. He was then appointed Profes- 
sor of Logic and Metaphysics ; but on 9 
September, 1835. his services as a Mission- 
ary were called for at Preston ; and before 
the expiration of three years, viz. 20 July, 
1838, he was transferred to Wardour, as 
assistant to the Rev. James Laurenson. As 
his heart beat for the salvation of souls in 
foreign Missions, he was at length permitted 
by his Superiors to follow his inclinations ; 
and he sailed for Madura, in the Diocese of 
Pondlcherry, on 20 February, 1841. In 
the letter of the Rev. F. Louis St. Cyr, 
8. J. dated Madura, 16 February, 1842, 
and published in the Annals of the Society 
for the Propagation of Faith, we read that 
'*the Europeans and all that partake of 
their origin in Trichinopoly, the Capital of 
this Country, are confided to the zeal of F. 
Clifford, who does not spare himself ; but, 
thanks be to Qod, guides his vessel to the 

feneral satiafaction. " We have before us 
'. Clifford's Interesting letter on his Mis- 
sion, dated 15 August, 1843, and publishod 
in the Annals of May, 1844, Nq;, »z. Lit- 



tle didlie then forsee tliat hewtf to he '* ex- 
tinguished in the bloom of life " — that in 
the river Cavery, which he describes below 
the fortress of Trichinopoly, he shoeld be 
swept away by the current while bathing, 
on 22 May, 1844, to the profound regret of 
hia honored family and religtoiu fHends, 
and numerous acquaintanoe. Bat he prac- 
tised what he taught, being ever ready to 
answer the summons of his Heavenly Fathsr. 
Knight, Jambs, eldest eon of James 
Knight, of Cannington, Esq. by his wife 
Mary Diana Rows, was born at Canning- 
ton, 20 July, 1 780 : at the age of 86 left the 
practice of the Legal Profissaion to embrace 
the state of Religion. He was in due time 

Kromoted to Holy Orders, and said his first 
lass at Finburg, on Whitsunday, 6 Jane, 
1824. Shortly after he was named to the 
Courtfield Mission ; bnt at the end of six 
years, vis., 26 August, 1830, was removed 
toSoberton, Hants. When that Mission 
was transferred to Tnnbridge Wells, (where 
the new Chapel was opened, 17 July, 
1738,) F. Knight was eailed to Stonyhuist, 
and eventually was placed at Chippiogi 
This general favourite and most exemplary 
Priest, after a short ailment wae carried off 
suddenly by apoplexy, on Tuesday momhig, 
12 November, 1844. He had celebrated 
Mass on the preceding Sunday. 

Rebyb, John Lbwis, was a native of 
Birmingham, and nepliew to the Rev. FF. 
Joseph, Richard, and Thomas Reefs, S J. 
At an early age be was sect to the RngUih 
Academy at Liege, and shftred in ail the 
adventurea of the Emigration of Its msa- 
bers, and was amongst the first arrivals st 
Stonyhurst, in Angnst, i7M. In the Je- 
niorate or Probationary 8tato of Its yoaog 
Ecclesiastics, he shone a model of dedliiy 
and piety. He had filled the elBee of Pn* 
feet for some time, when he received dine* 
tions from his Superiors to prepare for Holy 
Orders. On 12 June, 1809, he waa proao- 
ted to Priesthood at Mayoootb Coll^, by 
Archbishop Troy, and shortlr seller wn 
appointed to the charge of the Chippisc 
Mission. There he ereeied the New Chapol, 
which was opened for pnblio worship oa 84 
June, 1828. On 25 September, the stse 
year, he was transferreo to Bedford, sesr 
Legh, which he continoed to serve, thoagh 
in broken health, until he was saeeeeded, 
19 October, 1840, by the Rev. JaMi 
Brownbill. Stationing himself at last b 
the Town of Ross, where he thought tlM* 
was an opening for RellgloD, and whers m 
Priest had taken up a residknioe slaee tbi 
Reformation, he formed a Utile flock, asl 
exerted himself more than hie InlriBiti* 
seemed to justify for their bmwfit. Oa 1 
January, 1846, he sunk into the aisH ^ 
Death, in his OSth year, and was hoDonUf 
interred on the 7th, In FMmtow Gkiicb* 
yard. R.I.P. 
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THE CASE OP THE JESUITS.

IN Ihe Bill for the relief of Cilholici now in progreia tbroagh PtrliBitieni, It it dadirad 
to b» eipedient lo raaks profiiion lor Ihe graduil auppreuion lod finil prohibltian of Ihs 
Society of the Jesuiti in ibs LTiilled Kinftdoin- I biTfl endaaTOured lo collect from Trhll 
h*i teeeiitly besD laid sgainat iIib Jeiuita in and oal uf Parliamsal, the alleitfld groaadi of 
thii BZp*dieaCT j ind Ihey appear to be prlncipnlly thmi:— That Ihe obedience nhieb the 
Jesaili are required ro par to the Pope and other luperiori, being alleni and taaidinE 
abroad, liinciimpaiible with Iheir allegiance ic Ihe Sovereiga ; and thai Iheir espoliioi) 
from all ihe Catholic Stales of Europe during the last century, lOordi atrong pmumptlon 
oflhs eipediauey of luppreaslng tbem here. On Iheie allagalioDi I beg tooffer the 
following rematlis. 

Isl,— The Jeiuits of Ihe United Kingdom declare, and are willing to make Ihe declara- 
tion with tav formality thai may be required by the iFgislalure, that they hold Ihemralvai 
bound to yield as complete and undiiided allegiance lo their aoverelgn, and aubmlaiion 
to Ihe laws ofthe land. IB any nf their Proieitant fellotr-iubjeeti. They hare with all 
sincerity liken the prescribed Oaih of Allegiance. They accordingly ahould hold Ihem. 
Helves bauod in duly lo refute compliancs with any order, which should clash with that 
AUegiaace; Having been bora subjecti to the King, they became thereby bound lo obey 
falin, and comply wilb ihe laws of Ihe land: and !l would be absurd lo say, Ikat by any 
subsequent act oFtheira, they could dliest tbemselies of thla oblij;ailaa, eien If they had 
Qoi, as they have, recognised and eoDflrmed it by Oalh. The Rev. F. Kenney, luperierof 
tbeJeauiUIn Ireland, In his eiaminatioo before the Commisaionert of Irlib Edneallon 
inquiry, says, " Allegiaoca Is a duly which a subject owes to his Sovereign before any 
other obligation Is contracted, whether to Bishop or Superior, and he la therefore already 
bouadbythat prior duly." (Eighth Report, p, 391 .) Byofferlngib make tbta dcelk- 
raiion, the Jesuits offer to the Legislaiurt a leitoflhelr Allegisaee, such aa hsi been 
deemed sufflcieot and satisfactory in other parallel easw, and may therefore bejnitly lo 
deemed in theirs. 

As Ihe Jesuits oFihia Kingdom are loyjl In pilnclpie, ao they haTe been loyal in eon- 
duel. This their neighbours are ready to testify. Indeed, no charge of dlaloyalty has 
been adduced agalnsl any indlTidiial among them. It has been asaerted in general terms. 
In some petitions from Ireland, ihal they have been teachers of sedition. They simply 
deny the cha'ge; and to snch a charge no other answer em be given. Concerning the 
supposed demotion ofthe Jesuits lo ihe advancement of Ihe Papal power, It is worth 
remarking, that the French Jesuits before their suppression, uniformly taught Ibe four 
propositions agreed lo by The Prench bishops in 16B3, which presenled a greater opposi> 
tion to Ihe power of Ihe Pope, than has been made by any otlier body remaining within 
tile pale of the Koman Catholic Church. 

ind.— Concerning Ihe presumption of the eipedieacy of suppressing the Jesuits here, 
whioh has been drawn from their ezpulsii>n from Catholic coantries, I obserra thai the 
acts of the Caiholio foTernments, by vrtiich they were so expelled, cannot be conslilu- 
tiooilly alleged or imitated in this Kingdom. 

For 1st The Jesuits of the United Kingdom have a right to be judged on thetr own 

merits, Jesuits of other coantries, and other times, may heve bald doctrines or performed 
acts, consonant to the spirit of those amoag whom they lived, but which wnnid !>• wholly 
incompatible with the sense of ciril duly dow entertained by the Jssniu of this Kingdom, 
in common with their fellow lubjects. 
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Sod.— Ths eipuUioD of tbe Jesaits from the Catholic states, was not preceded by any 

iadicial process. No opportunity was afforded to the condemned of Jnstifying tkemselvei, 
»y answering the charges broaght against them. Indeed, none of those charges applied 
to the persons who suffered under them, but applied to men of other times, and in atany 
instances, of other countries ; and the Jesuits published answers to these charges, which 
satisfied many impartial persons. In ooe instance no charge was brought against then. 
Charles III, of Spain, declared, that he had good reasons for banishing the Jesuits, but 
that those reasons were locked up within his royal breast. 

3d— It is worthy of remark, that the French Parliaments condemned the Jesuits, as 
rebels and teachers of rebellion against all autboritiefi human and divine, ciyil and ecele- 
siastical ; and that the Jesuits are now accused in France of being and having always 
been, the advocates of all despotism, especially of the Papal power, and tbe enemies of all 
civil and religious liberty. Both accusations cannot be well grounded ; the Jesaits plesd 
guilty to neither. 

4th,— If it still be insisted, that the Catholic goTernmants must be presumed to have 
some good reasons for expelling the Jesuits, some modern writers answer that their 
espulsion and subsequent suppression by the Pope, was principally the work of the Bour- 
hon courts ; that the other Bourbon courts acted in this matter under tiie influence of 
the court of France; and that the latter was induced to adopt thoae meaauret by the 
efforts of that faction, which thirty years later produced Robespierre and tlie GhMldessof 
Reason. 

5th» — But whatever may have been the motives of those Kovernments, the seeirff of tbe 
Catholic Countries took no part in their expulsion. Nor were tliey followed, as it 
has been asserted, by the execrations of the people. They carried with them the bless- 
ings of (he people, to the promotion of whose welfare their lives liad been devoted, whose 
sons they had taught to be good sons, and trained to becomei in time, good husbands, 
and good fathers. 

6th. — Volumes, almost numberless, have been published on tbe eontinent, against and 
for the Jesuits. Among their advocates have appeared some of the moat emineut states- 
men and philosophers of their time. Have not the opinions formed of Jaauita here, bseo 
drawn pretty ezelusively from the works of their adversaries ? And is thia fair 1 

I have said nohing of the disgustinsly immorsl doctriues vulgarly imputed to Jesaits j 
they are willing to disavow them, if the Legislature should think proper to require so 
degrading a disavowai. 

I have endeavoured to shew that the suppression of the Jesuits la boI expedient os 
either of t)ie grounds above assigned. And I will venture to say. that the eonduct and 
the principles of the Jesuits of this kingdom are blameless, and that therefore It is not 
expedient . because it is not just, to suppress their Society.— Moreover, that the enaetsNst 
of a new penal law against them will involve an infringement of tbe eonatitutional lig^ 
of British subjects, and a violation of the principle of religious liberty,

IF the General of the Order were to give you a command with reapeet to which theis 
might be a doubt, whether it was in conflict with any other duty or not, aliould yon hais 
felt yourself at liberty to resolve that doubt ?— Most certainly ; in such a ease it wooU 
lie on my conscience to apply to the best advice I could procure, in the same way u asy 
discreet person would apply to the best advice he could get in a case of diffiealty. 

Should you in that case be at liberty to apply for advice to any person you please t— 
To any person, whom in my conscience I thought proper to consult, whether Bishop, 
Priest, or Layman. 

Suppose that tbe General of the Order were to take exception to the Oath of Allegisncs 
in this country, and desire his inferior in this country not to take it, muat he obey; ths 
question supposes that the inferior has not taken the oath at the time he receives the 
Superior's command?— if I had a doubt in my own mind of the propriety of tbe oath 
that was to be administered, I should act as I would in the case before-mentioned ; iff 
had no doubt, I would take it ; for allegiance is a duty which a subject owes to Ui 
Sovereign before any other obligation is contracted, whether to Bishop or Superior, sod 
he is therefore already bound by that prior duty. 

Suppose the General of the Order were to admit the principle that ellegiance wasdsi 
by the inferior in this country to the Foversign ; but to take objection to the perlicalir 
form of the oath of allef iaoce, he having been apprized of the form of the oath, sot 
throngh any application made to him by his inferior for adviee, but from other loiiroeii

airieled hiaowa will, and being judged to be inconalaleDt with hi* other obllgationa, then. 
If the Pope had delegated dial power to him, which the PopehMjiirf proprie, the Q«De> 
ral would haia, in *irtue oF ihii degelaled power, a right of deolarieg that inch oalha 
ware not binding ander these circumitaDGei.

And which Ibe Pope is at liberty to withdiaw at any time t — WheBarnr he thinki pro- 
per, he U il liberty to modify, reairici, or withdraw It. 

Were tha lubjecti eonneeled with the doctrine, diilingalehed by Iha name Ultra- 
montane, diicuaaedal PalermaorSlonyhurat?— IdoDot know wbat doetfinea maybe 
designated by the name of Ultra 'moniins ; but I know that I have not Imbibed, or 
learned or beiieied any docirinea at any time or period of my edooatioQ, that aie eontnry 
lo theoaihsaud deelaiitiona of allegiance whiob Catholicki lake In thia cDUDtry. Tba 
doctrinei on which I might be anpposed to hold any partlottlar oplnlona, aitd ifaat urn 
aworn to in the oath of allegiance, 1 take to be the docirine oflbe deposiaK power, la- 
eUdina the assemed right of diepenaing with the oatli of allegiance, and the doctrliMof 
the In^Uibility of the Pope. With regard to tha doctrine of the depoaing power, 1 de- 
clare that in my whole life I have never heard that doctrine propnaed, expoanded, eipliln- 
ed, or in any way whilsoerar dlicuued in any aehooi in which I btTe erer baea; end 
•e far as my knowledge nachea, I do belleTe that the doelrlnea of the deposlaff power, 
loclading Ihe BSlumed right of diapecslng with oathi of allegiance, i« not taaght at the 

Ereaent time in my school, college, or unirerslty Id the world. I eannot reoolieot to ha»e 
aard that doctrine InlToduoed or intimated, or spoken of, eren la priTBle oanrersatlon 
•mon|i the Jeauita, except as an obsolete opinion, not now believed by any one, and neeer 
to behereiFter reviTOd. The aaaertion conlained In the Oath oF Blleglance, that it i* Mt 
an article of Caihollc Faith ta believe that the Pope Is InfalUble, la a doctrine whieb 
Jeanila aa well a> alt olher CnlholicB malnliin ; bet the propoailion whidi aaaarta that 
the Pope la infillible, when lagueni ex ealktilrA. He dacidea that aueh or aueh a doctrine 
ie an article of the Catholic ftiih, ia an opinion whioh each man la free ta bold wboeo 
conscience and judgment lead him to that coneluaioo ; and I beg leave here to add, that 
ai a Jesuit, I ani not bonnd to hold Ihii opinion, nor am I boned to bold any doctrine oi 
any opinion, or maintBio nny asserliona whataoairar, that erery other Catbolie ii not 
bound to hold and to maiatain. I am free to avow, that in fact, a great number of Jeaniu 
maintain the doctrine that tlie Pope, speaking (aa the aehoolmen aay) from the chair; 
In which be teaches the whole church, la io far assialed by the spirit of Ood, as to be 
preaened from error, when be thua pioponnda a dogma of faith to the wbols ehartdi : bol 
Ibey defend this position ae piivata theologians, eieroiiing their own jadgiMnt in a 
matter on which Ibe lupretne authority of the churcli has not prononneed adedoltaem- 
tence : nor are thay bound Co support thia doctrine, oTen as matter of opinion, by any 
law ar by an; statute, or by eny vow, or by any obligation, that doe* Dot btIm from thefr 
.nd full conviction. They enjoy, in thia reapect, the aime liberty ai other 
the aame opinion, and as Ihoae also, who ^thout n

deibnd the contrary esaertloD. Hook upon thia question to be a gpecnlatiTe rather than 

a practical one ; I have not, therefore, eier given to It ihei time end attention Out would 

3z. 
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enable ma to iwetr, were I eiea iaterrogeted bjr my bithop, that tke Pope U infellibte, 
•peeking e» etUkedrd ; for the question here ia not aboat infallibility reaidlng in tlM 
cnarch, nor about the advantages or the disadvantages of believing iu this infallibility, 
iinee all Catholics believe that the Chureh, that is the body of bishops, with the Pope at 
their head, are infallible when they propound dogmas of faith. The question is not, then, 
whether the privilege is attached to the body of pastors^ with the Pope at their head, bat 
whether it resides in the Pope beforg the assent of the body of pastors is known. Nov, 
however obnoxious the tenet of infallibility may appear to a statesman, or to a poHtieian, 
he earea not whether It be considered to rest with the Pope alone, or with the Bishops 
united to the Pope, if it be certain that the Pope and the bishops will always agree in 
the same deoisioa ; such is, however the fact. In eighteen centuries, among the almoit 
innumerable definitions that have been addressed by the Holy See to the whole Chiireh, 
there is not one in which the Bishops did not finally agree. Hence the abettore of the 
opinion that the Pope is infallible in propounding dogmas of faith to the whole diaroh, 
always maintain that the Providence of Qod will secure that the Bishops shall }oln with 
him, so that. In point of fact, whether the Pope speaks first, or the Pope and the Blehops 
speak together, they will always be united in judffment ; and the result will be, that the 
decree or dogma propounded will be received as infallible. Of this we have a aplendid 
Instance in the bull Auetor§m fidei^ so often mentioned in these eiaminatione ; it was ad- 
dressed to the whole church by Pius the Sixth in 1704, and everv dogmatloal defloltioB 
which It oontalns has long since been Tenerated as the infallible Judgment of the Catholie 
church. How then ean the interests of society, or of the state, be more Involved in tbs 

Question of the Pope*s infallibility than they are in that of the Infallibility of the CathoUs 
ihurch, which we all receive as an article of faltb ? If the Pope, loquetu tx caikedrd, be 
not Infallible, his doctrine will still be unchangeable, and in a little time the jadguMnt of 
the Bishops will proclaim that at least he spoke an infallible troth. The agreeaant, thee, 
between the Pope and the Bishops, in matters of faith, Is the practical result of Oatholie 
principles, while a difference of judgment, to say the most of it, is a theory that ii mareiy 
possible. As far, then, as the social system may ba supposed to l>e Interested in the tenet 
of in&lllbility, the Infialllbllity of the Pope cannot In practice be dlstingnlsbed tarn that 
of tlie church.

IN a country, which justly prides itself on the dignltv of lu charactery Mid M Its li« 
teral and expanded views of Selenoe and Gtovernmeut, It Is surprising that may mpeel- 
able persons are to be found, who can shriek out at the mention of Jet nits. Nubs aid 
Friars, and appear just as much alarmed, as a group of children, whose inagtnatloiit have 
been worked up with *' stories dire " of Ghosts and Paries.— This nervooa faaltnif haw- 
aver is not quite manly — it must expose them to the ridicule of rational and aobar oaneos; 
and as their fears and suspicions originate in sheer Ignorance, they woold do mm» U the 
motto advises, to apply a remedy, by procuring the needful information* 

Who then are the membera of these Religious Societies in England ? 

I answer, they are free-born English subiects, exemplary for the parity tod OOffaal- 
ness of their morals, amongst whom you will find many, who are connaclad with the 
most aneient families in the kingdom— many who are gifted with eztraordtnary gODloa aid 
talents, and who cheerfully devoted the flower of their days, to the irfcsossa« Mt liigUy 
important charge, of educating youth. Ask the Magistrates and Gantlamen in their Daiih- 
iMurhood, and they will tell you, that they are models of submuslon to tha laws {—that 
they are always foremost to give proofs of their loyalty ;-'that the frequent enhjaet of their 
school exercises, is *' celebrare domestiea facta, *' ( Horace de Arte roatldL) to aalalireie 
the memorable deeds and brilliant exploits of our Military and Naval Haroaa. Thay wlA 
tell you, that the Tradesmen find them honorable and exact in their paymenta ;— that tiM 
lower orders round such establishments, are particularly civil, peaceable, and rafilar^ 
and that the poor bless them, for their abuodanl charity and benevolence.* 

• In a letter to the Courier, 30 April. 1821. ilgned Veras, I read " The Sitablliliaieat atMeaykasI 
daily feeds a namber of poor, withoat any distinction of Religion." 

Copied from tk§ Mornino Herald of 27 Jfajr, 1826.— Stonthubst.— '* This place la aaitoaBded hy Iht 
townships ofHaighton. Bailey, and Chagely, in all which distress is very preyaleat. Ilillieite, hewevw, 
the poor have been greatly relieved by the assistance alTtorded them from the Catholie OoUige. at lloiqr- 
hurst ; but the demands made upon the charitable conductors of this iastitatloa have lately beaa ea ai^ 
meroos, as to preclude the possibility ofmuch longer affording even a triflinf relief to all vrhoask. Mb 
Wright, a learned and excellent superior of the College, Informed a friend of mine, that penoas eBtesIlT 
came a distanee of tea or twelve miles to beg a pint or two of soup ; and hs added that ao moali wenhh

niirdly* It U good policy to ratain tham, oa aaooant of tha valaahla aanrleaa to tha 
Btata, by aOnaating tha ritlng genaration : ** For wh«t greatar or battar aer? iaa aan wa 
raadar to tha State (tays Claero) than by taaching and adneating yonth 7 " * Than la- 
atrncton of yontb, combine great experieooe with ael^nowleged talanta and probity. Thoy 
ara eminently qualified to form the youthful mind to Christian piety and learning, and 
aro therefore entitled to the protection of a wise and enlightened Government. In Atet, 
ware they not authorised, and eQcouraged by the first Relief Bill, passed in the 18th year 
of King Oeorge III. (chapter 60th) to tal^e upon themieWes the education, government and 
boarding ofyouth ? Did not Parliament on tliat occasion proclaim to the whole world, 
that it was EXPEDIENT to repeal certain provisions to the contrary ? Was It not 
enacted in the Slst year of the same gracious Sovereign, (chapter 82nd,) thst no person, 
after talciog the Oath of Allegiance, was to be disturbed *^for entering or belonging to 
any Eccletiastieal Order or Community qf the Church qf Rome ? " Surely then no 
individual can be found, so callous to the feelings of humanity, as to wish that Parliament 
should enact any new Law NOW, for depri ving the Catholics of the United Kingdom, of tha 
oomfort and advantage of employing such Instructors for their children, even if his mind 
be not convinced of the policy of the measure. 

But do not members of Religious Orders bind themselves by irrevocable engagementa Y 
And are not the Jesuits in particular slaves to the Pope ? 

To this objection I answer, first, the English Constitution admita none of their engage- 
ments as irrevocable. Each one is at perfect liberty to renounce the state of celibacy— to 
desert the religions inclosnre— to possess and inherit pioperty without the smaileat oppo* 
sition from the Civil Power. But if by a voluntary act, these individuals prefer to lead the 
single life of the Fellows of our own Universities, and to withdraw themselves from the 
intricacy of worldly concerns, in order to apply themselves without interruption to tha 
arduous duties of their state of life, are they not to be eomwiMnded for their courage and 
disinterestedness 1 And surely the Frbb CoNSTiTirriON or Emol^md (even if the Con« 
tinental Governments should attempt it) would disdain to deny tliem the eiercise of 
this liberty. The United States of America (and none are more jealous of their righta 
and Liberties) disregard all hypochondriac fears and alarma on this subject — they offer 
protection and eocouragement to Jesuita of all countries : they are even grateful to tliem 
for their valuable and national services in educatlog youth ; and Congress granted to 
their College at Georgetown, the privilege of an University as far back as I May, 1815. 

Secondly. As to the Pope, there is not a shadow of reason to t>e alarmed on his ac- 
count. A Jesuit, being generally supposed to be a shrewd and sensible person, must be 
competent to dlstinxuisb between a Civil and Spiritual concern. In matters of a spiritnal 
nature, he is undoubtedly disposed, like every other good Catholic, to pay the trioute of 
proper respect and deference to the Holy See. But in temporal mattera, in civil concerns, 
he solemnly disavows every authority save that of his Country. A real Jesuit will al- 
ways be a good and faithful subject, and will ever be ready to stand or to fall with the 
C021STITUT10N. 

Bnt if this character of the Jesuits be true, bow comes it, that they were expelled from 
the Dominions of every Catholic Prince in Europe ? 

To answer this very natural enquiry, we must remind the reader that a Triple conspi- 
racy was formed in Fraoce, about the middle of the last century, for the subversion of 
the Altar, the Prostration of Thrones, and the Dissolution of ail Civil Society. From 
the accredited Records of the very Conspirators, it is clearly demonstrated, that the Des- 
truction of the Jesuits was determined as essentially necessary for the success of their abo- 
minable project. Their policy was deep— they saw that the charge of educating youth 
was principally intrusted to the Jesuits, and they prophetically declared that if these in- 
structors and directors of youth were once completely destroyed, all the other re- 
ligious Orders would fall of themselves, and that the rising generation, in the absence of 
all moral and religious instruction, would easily be corrupted, and wonld soon be ripe 
for the bloody work of anarchy and despotism. When by dint of the foulest calamnioa

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and intrigues they hftd kocceeded in dlsposseiting the Jesuits of their CoUe^ %t Paris, 
D'Alembert writes thus, May, 4. 1702: '* The Eftcnation of the Collide of Louis le 
Grand Is of more importance to us than that of Martinioo. The Parlianent of Paris are 
tlie public Executioners, and take tlieir orders from Philosophlsm without knowing it.*' A 
few months l)efore, September 8, 1761, he had written that ^ Philosophism was on tlie 
point of being revenged of the Jesuits." The Conspirators considered the total eztinotioa 
of the Jesuits of such vital importance, that lyAlembert panic struelc with • report of the 
probability of the Order being revived in Spain and Portugal, thus ezpreesed himself S8 
June, 1777: ** Reason is undone, should the enemy's army gain the battle."* It was 
necessary to l>egin with prejudicing the public mind against the Body : for Ihit purpose 
they propagat^ the most infamous calumnies against it— the indiicretions of a single 
Jesuit served as the ground of indictment against the whole Society, and no expense was 
spared in disseminating libels and scandalous pamphlets. Marquis Ponsbal eonfessed 
that he had spent 800,000 ducats for the destruction of the Body. (LeJonrnal hist.et 
Utt. p. 260. 15 Juin, 1799.) Mons le President Rolland, p. 86 of his Memoir 1781, says 
" L'affaire seule des Jesuites me codtoit de mon argent plus de 00,000 livrea. J'avois 
consacr6 & cette oeuvre mon tems, ma sant6 et mon argent." — and every one knows that 
la Boette k Perette at Paris, a fund amounting to 40,000 livrea per annum, was chidBy 
employed in promoting their destruction. 

The Jesuits were accused of Ambition. 

This charge is best refuted in the words of Kinsf Henry the 4th's Answer to the Depu- 
tation from the Parliament of Paris concerning the Re-establishment of the Order. ** I 
don't understand how you can make those ambitious who refuse dignities and Prelaciw, 
and make a vow to God never to aspire to any Preferment, and who seek nothing in this 
world besides serving all that are willing to employ them, without any view of Interest 
or Recompence.*' 

" It must be owned that with their wonderful patience and regular way of life, they 
may compass what they will." 

The Jesuits were represented as immensely ridi. 

And yet it is a certain fact '* that the riches which were foond at the Snppressicn, hi 
their Houses and Colleges, whether in specie, plate, or jewels, were Tery inoonsidsrable, 
and greatly disappointed the hopes of those who ezpeoted to have fovnd ioexhansliMs 
treasures in the search. See page 57, Annual Register of 1778.t 

The Jesuits were accused of being Hostile to the Episeopal Power. 

And yet the assembled Bishops in the General Council of Trent approved of the Insti- 
tute: nineteen Popes confirmed it: Jesuits were employed by every Btohep IneonmianioB 
with the Roman See: and the 50 French Prelates in particular, when oonsnlted on tht 
subject by Louis XV. bore honorable testimony to the usefulness of tlieir seryieeSy and t» 
their exemplary submission to Episcopal authority. 

The Jesuits fell indeed : but alas ! how long did the powers who destroyed them H^ 
vivo their destruction t and what was gained by their suppression, let the nistory of Es- 
rope testify 1 ! I 

Glorious to their Society is the declaration of the same Authority that yielded to their 
suppression, that ** the Catholic world, with unanimous voice, demands their re-estab- 
lishment." — Such a declaration, after the experience ol full 40 years, while it vaslorei 
their fair and honorable name, abundantly refutes the charges brought against thea, 
and proclaims to the whole world the great importance and necessity of mir servicesj 

A Report having been spread that the Jesuits are considered as partleolarly olmozkiBS 
in England, it may be useful to submit to persons who are prejudiced against tbess, tbs 
opinions of eminent Statesmen and Writers concerning the Institute and ilannera of tkit 
Society.

7. TheFHENCBBiaHoPa. 

The famous declaration ol tbe SO French Biahops, addreaied to Ionia XV. aela forth 
Ihat they are persuaded, that there is not a man in the Freneli nation who can itleai, that 
he ever heard the Jesulls teach a docirine contrary to the aatety uf his Hajeaty's person, or 
to the received maximi qf the kingdom. On the coniraiy, Iheir whole study waste 
impress on tbeir acbolars and hearers the most dutiful lentimenls of loyalty and respect lo 
their soTBieign. 

B. fbiBEUTBON, in his Life of Chatles V. vol i1. though in some places he severely* 
canaurea this Society, yet candidly acknowledged, that It is the beat regulated of all the 
monastlo orders : Vol. iii. that no class of regular clergy has been more eminent far de- 
cency, and even purity of manners ; — and that Ihis order can boast of a grealar number 
of ingenious authors than all t!ie other religious fraternities put together.

THE JESUITS' OATH. 

Mr. Editor,— Last week I witnessed with pain, a most wanton disregard for trath,
